We  lay  down  the  following  as  our  principles  of  interpreting 
symbolic  proptecy. 

First  Perfect  coincidence  of  events  witli  propLeey,  is  infal- 
lible jroof  of  the  fulfillment  of  prophecy.  It  was  in  accord- 
ance with  this  piineiple,  tliat  Jesua  proved  himself  to  be  the 
Me  SSI  ih 

Stcond  The  definition  of  prophetic  symbols  is  to  be  found 
in  scnptuie,  or  to  be  determined  by  fulfillment.  Where  a 
Bymbol  has  m^re  than  one  fceriptural  sensej  which  is  rarely 
the  case,  its  intended  meaning  must  he  determined  either  by 
its  context  or  by  fulfillment,  or  by  both. 

Third.  All  interpretations  must  coincide  with  the  htoral 
and  evangelical  doctrines  of  the  bible. 

Fourth.  All  the  symbolio  days,  months,  and  times,  are  in- 
terpretable  on  the  same  prinoiples  as  are  the  seventy  weeks, 
and  have  a  double,  or  twice  doubled  interpretation  and  ful- 
fillment.

Fifih.  All  symbolic  piopliecy  of  great  cventa  is  given  in 
twice  doubled  forms,  or  is  interpreted  by  symbols,  or  literally. 

Sixth.  The  people  of  God  are  symbolized,  always,  in  a  dual 
character,  coinciding  with  the  spiritual  and  civil  departments 
of  government,  growing  out  of  the  spiritual  and  social  nature 
of  man  and  the  dual  nature  of  the  great  law  of  love  to  God 
an  1  love  to  man

For  our  woiX,  we  ask  the  calm  and  chaiitahle  attention  of 
the  reader.  We  present  it  as  a  theory,  a  true  theory,  of  the 
dealings  of  God  with  the  nations  of  the  world ;  but  we  would 
by  no  means  compel  any  one  to  adopt  our  conclusions  against 
his  will ;  we  would  rather  let  the  demonstrations  be  examined, 
and  persuade  by  invincible  and  logical  argument.  Our  deduc- 
tions are  not  the  result  of  fugitive  thoughts,  but  of  unceasing 
attention,  by  day  and  by  night,  without  intermission,  for  more 
than  twenty  years.  Our  labors  have  been  of  the  severest  and 
most  painful  and  patient  characfar,  in  mating  the  discovery 
of  the  principles  of  interpreting  the  seventy  weeks  :  to  ascer- 
tain them,  we  have  made  not  less  than  fifty  thousand  numerical 
esperiments.  In  addition  to  this,  it  may  not  be  improper  to

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The  style  of  our  composition  is  not  labored,  thoTigli  we  have 
been  long  in  preparing  our  hook;  our  time  has  been  devoted 
mainly  to  systemat'maig  and  harmonizing  the  prophets.  In 
doiag  this  we  have  re-written  the  substance  of  the  work  very 
many  times  over.  We  have  tried  to  make  every  sentence 
plain;  but  still  it  will  require  time  and  patience  on  the  reader's 
part  to  go  through  with  it.  It  will  be  observed  that  our  in- 
terpretations of  the  future  coincide  with  the  positions  assumed 
by  Hon.  John  Bell,  on  non-intervention ;  and  the  coincidence 
is  the  more  singular,  because  our  positions  were  taken  in  a 
course  of  lectures  delivered  some  eight  days  sooner  than  the 
speech.  This  coincidence  attiaoted  the  attention  of  many 
persons,  and  resulted  in  a  written  request,  on  their  part,  that 
our  views  should  be  published  in  a  book  form.  That  we  both 
should  entertain  the  same  views,  from  positions  differing  so 
widely,  is  very  remarkable,  and  is  entitled  to  grave  consid- 
eration. 

Should  we  be  found  somewhat  in  error  in  some  smaller 
points  relating  to  the  future,  it  is  no  more  than  would  be 
naturally  anticipated ;  hut  we  feel  assured  that  we  are  not,  and 
can  not  be,  mistaken  about  the  conflict  of  our  country  with 
Europe  in  the  battle  of  the  great  day.  So  far  as  the  past  is 
concerned,  we  feel  assured  that  wo  are  presenting  to  the  pub- 
lic some  of  the  most  extraordinary  proofs  of  the  inspiration  of 
the  scriptures  that  have  ever  been  in  print.  Being  sustained, 
triumphantly,  hy  the  facts  of  the  ptat,  and  judging  the  future 
by  principles  deduced  from  certain  knowledge,  we  feel  that 
our  judgment,  in  most  eases,  will  be  found  coincident  with 
plain  common  sense  views  of  things.  I'hat  ill  fed  and 
wounded  vanity  mty  instigate  the  hostility  to  our  work  of 
small  envy  and  jealousy,  of  pride  of  sect  and  self-iuflat«d 
opinion,  IS  what  we  expect  to  a  email  extent,  and  we  rather 
court  than  shun  such  piejudiced  enmity.

and  decide  our  oorreotness,  for  on  aeeount  of  sueli  we  have 
written  ;  we  crave  not  the  attention  of  chiefs  and  princes,  hut 
seek  an  liumljle  place  of  conaideiation  oaiocg  tlic  great  Chris- 
tian democratic  people  throughout  the  world.  Misfortune  ia 
the  fate  of  discoverers  and  invenfora  generally,  and  we  expect 
no  escepticn  will  be  made  in  our  favor ;  yet,  from  a  better 
sphere  than  this,  we  hope  in  triumph  to  descend  at  the  ap- 
pearing of  the  victory  of  God,  and  advent  of  that  kingdom 
for  which  from  infancy,  each  Christian  child  is  daily  taught 
to  pray.  If,  then,  some  humble  place  he  ours  among  the  glo- 
rified, we  shall  he  more  than  recompensed  for  all  our  years 
of  bitter  toil. 
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PROPHETIC  HISTORY  OF  THE  WHOLE  WORLD. 


CHAPTER  I. 
THE  riltST  SEIEITUAL  AND  POLITICAL  PEOPHECT. 

(Thl3  rtipheoj  i,  fennd  to  the  third  chniitel-  of  Genesis) 

At  the  tall  of  tlie  woill  oi  rebellion  of  mankind

which  constituted  hira  a  political  bem^  Prom  these 
two  constitut  onil  qualities  has  rcsulte  1  the  univerbahty 
of  some  kmd  oi  rchgion  and  civ  1  eovemment  In  a 
state  of  perfection,  these  two  iwinciples  would  have  ulti- 
mated  in  true  religion  and  true  civil  gova-nment.  At 
the  fall  of  man,  the  rejection  of  the  true  God  as  monarch 
in  both  of  these  depai'tments,  led  to  the  wildest  disorder 
and  universal  misery.  It  is  also  a  tmth,  established  by 
universal  experience,  that  all  civil  goveraments  among 
mankind  have  conformed  in  principle  and  practice  to 
the  genius  of  tlio  prevailing  religion  of  the  people ; 
2  17 
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religion  lias  controlled  the  politics  of  the  world  in  all 
ages.  It'  the  religion  has  b«en  mild,  so  baa  been  the 
civil  government ;  it'  it  has  been  bloody  and  despotic, 
BO  has  been  the  civil  government;  if  it  has  been  liberal 
and  enlightened,  so  has  been  the  civii  policy.  This  has 
reenlted  fi'om  a  law  of  nature,  by  whicli  inferior  things 
are  controlled  by  su^wnor ;  and  as  the  Bpiritaal  nature 
of  man  exercises  supreme  power  over  iiis  conduct  in 
his  individual  capacity,  so  does  it  in  his  aggregated 
state.  To  subdue  man,  it  was  therefore  necessary  to 
subjugate  his  spiritual  nature  firet ;  to  I'egenerate  iiim 
as  a  religious  race,  and  then  his  political  regeneration 
■would  follow  inevitably. 

A  physical  victoi-y  might  have  resalted  in  a  moment 
from  the  weight  of  Omnipotence,  but  a  moral  victory 
conld  not  thus  speedily  be  obtained,  from  the  eternal,  and 
immntable,  and  self  existent  principle  of  moral  agency. 
To  the  principles  here  stated,  the  great  declai'ation  of 
war  by  Jehovah  is  strictly  conformed. 


"  I  "nill  put  enmity  between  tliee  and  the  woman  ;  and  between  tliy 
eeed  and  her  seed;  he*  sIieiII  bniise  thy  head,  and  thou  shalt 
bruise  his  hoel." 
Tliis  declai'ation  is  a  generic  history  of  the  whole  eon- 
test  for  dominion  of  the  world,  from  the  fall  to  the  final 
victory  of  God.     The  serpent  and  the  woman,  though 
real  persons,  are  nevertheless,  in  this  passage,  used  as

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metaphoric  terms.  Were  this  not  bo,  the  whole  passage 
would  be  ridiculous.  Six  parties  are  embi-aced  in  the 
text.  First,  the  serpent  and  the  -woman  are  placed  anti- 
thetic to  each  other ;  secondly,  the  seed  of  the  serpent, 
and  seed  of  the  woman,  are  also  counterparts  of  each 
other ;  thii-d,  he  and  the  serpent's  hp.ati  are  also  placed 
■in  antagonism  to  each  other. 

Between  each  of  these  antithetic  pairs,  direct  hostility 
was  to  rage,  and  it  is  evident  that  the  serpent,  his  head, 
and  his  seed,  are  all  confederate;  and  that  the  woman, 
her  seed,  and  he,  tho  Messiah,  are  also  confederates.  It 
ia  evident,  also,  that  the  hoad  of  the  serpent  controlled 
the  powere  represented  by  the  serpent  and  his  seed,  and 
that  HE,  who  stood  opposed  to  the  serpent's  head,  held 
also  a  similar  supreme  control  over  the  powers  repre- 
sented by  the  woman  and  her  seed.  It  will  be  granted, 
without  any  argument  on  our  part,  that  the  head  of  the 
serpent  represented  the  great  enemy  of  God,  and  sedncer 
of  man,  called,  in  the  New  Testament,  the  Princo  of  tho 
jjower  of  the  air,  and  the  Devil,  and  Satan.  It  will  also 
be  granted,  that  he  who  was  antithetic  to  Satan,  was  the 
second  pei«on  of  the  Ti-inity,  also  called  Immanuel,  or 
Messiah.  The  serpent  represents  the  false  religion  intro- 
duced by  the  Devil,  and  his  seed  represents  the  false  sys- 
tem of  civil  government  gi-owing  out  of  it.  The  woman 
represents  the  true  religion  introduced  by  Jehovah,  and 
her  seed  represents  the  tme  system  of  civil  government 
grewing  out  of  it.  Our  reasons  for  these  positions  ai-e 
many,  but  chiefly  the  following : 

Tirst. — The  terms,  "  serpent  and  his  seed,"  and  "  wo- 
man and  lier  seed,"  can  not  be  understood  literally. 
"For  this  would  make  the  serpent  to  be  a  generator  of 
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enakeS;  and  bring  Eve  into  a  war  witii  the  serpent  per- 
sonally, and  then  her  children  and  snakes  would  have  a 
perpetual  war,  till  Messiah  should  crush  the  head  of 
the  Father  of  Snakes.  Such  a  view  of  the  text  would 
be  the  quintesaence  of  absurdity.  Again,  the  literal 
serpent  who  seduced  Eve  died  long  ago,  but  the  test 
represents  the  awpent  of  which  God  spoke  aa  existing 
at  the  final  victory  of  Meaaiali. 

Second.— As  the  head  of  the  seriwnt  was  symbolic  of 
BOiaething  besides  the  symbolic  serpent,  this  serpent 
difi'ers  from  the  Devil  literally,  and  yet  is  called  such 
from  its  paternal  name,  it  being  the  creation  of  the  real 
sedncer  of  man,  Kow,  as  false  religion  is  the  first 
great  scheme  of  the  Devil,  the  serpent  being  next  to  its 
head  is  pi'operly  represented  by  it.  And  as  the  " 
of  the  serpenl;  is  something  different  fram  the  6 
itaelf,  it  must  represent  the  civil  polity  generated  fi'Om  a 
false  religion.  No  two  things  in  the  whole  history  of 
the  world  can  bo  found  to  coincide  with  the  serpent  and 
his  seed,  but  false  religion,  and  false  civil  polity.  Again, 
as  the  woman  and  her  seed  are  antithetic  counterparts 
of  the  serpent  and  his  seed,  they  must  coincide  with  tiie 
true  church  of  God,  and  the  true  system  of  government 
arising  from  it.  The  utter  impossibility  of  any  other 
things  being  found  to  coincide  with  the  woman  and  her 
seed,  than  thc«e  here  stated,  in  consistency  with  the 
whole  text,  inevitably  fastens  the  symbolic  meaning  of 
the  text  to  them. 

Third. — That  the  woman  and  her  seed,  and  the  ser- 
pent and  his  seed,  severally  represent  the  two  depart- 
ments of  false  and  true  goveniment,  is  further  evident 
from  the  consideration  of  the  nature  of  all  moral  govern- 
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ment.  Tliat  man  possesses  a  dual  nature,  a  spiritual 
and  a  social,  is  a  fact  of  wMcli  alt  are  eonacioaa.  A 
sense  of  Deity  exisfs  nainrally  in  all  minds,  and  this  be- 
comes the  basis  of  all  religion.  This  Sense  doea  not 
necessarily  imply  a  knowledge  of  fhe  true  God,  but  it 
leads  all  men  to  feel  that  themselves,  and  the  world,  are 
controlled  by  a  superior  power  or  powers.  In  enlighteine*! 
countries  it  leads  to  the  worefiip  and  acknowledgment 
of  Jehovah,  and  in  barbarous  countries  it  is  tlte  source 
of  endless  supei^tition,  a  general  belief  in  ghosts,  witches, 
and  inferior  spirils,  which  men  believe  control  them 
and  their  interests.  The  dual  lam  of  love  supreme  to 
God,  and  ecLua!  love  of  neighbors,  called  the  gi-eat  law 
of  God,  is  conformed  to  these  constitutional  principles  of 
all  mofal  agents.  This  is  the  constitutional  law  of  tlie 
univerae,  and  the  Decalogue  baaed  upon  it  is  btit  the  con- 
stitntiooal  law  of  a  single  province  of  God's  empire,  as 
is  our  worid.  The  great  universal  empire  of  God  is 
therefore  of  a  dual  nature,  and  had  not  man  sinned, 
this  dttal  govemment  would  have  prevailed  in  perfection 
in  this  worfd.  In  re-establishing  the  fallen  empire  of  God 
on  earth,  these  two  departments  would  of  course  receive 
attention,  and  their  existence,  prophetically,  would  be 
recognized,  and  an  elementary  existence  would  necesaa- 
riiy  be  seen.  The  kingdom  of  Satan  would  also  conform 
to  the  great  dual  nature  of  man,  and  antagoniam  to 
God's  dual  law,  and  would  be  maniiested  therefore  in 
the  dual  form  of  Church  and  State,  or  spiritual  and  social 
government. 

Fourth. — ^The  Scriptures,  fi-om  the  beginning  to  the 
end,  recognize  the  duality  of  God's  kingdom,  in  its  ele- 
mentary stages,  and  proplietically  in  its  triumphs ;  and 
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also  the  duality  of  Satan's  kingdom  in  the  -world.  We 
will  first  trace  those  which  coincide  with  the  woman  and 
her  seed.  These  aro  seen  in  the  persons  of  Shem  and 
Japhetj  one  of  whom  was  to  give  spiritual  law,  and  the 
other  to  sway  the  political  scepter  of  the  world,  nnder 
Christ.  Nest  wo  see  it  in  Sarah  and  Isaac ;  next  in 
Moses  and  Aaron ;  next  in  the  typical  church  of  the 
Hebrews,  and  the  civil  government  arising  from  it ;  next 
in  Jachin  and  Boaz,  the  two  typical  pillars  of  Solomon's 
temple. 

The  prophets  we  find  speaking  of  "  the  lord's  house, 
and  the  mountain  of  the  Lord's  house;"  "  Judah  and 
Jerusalem ;"  "  Judah  and  Ephraim  ;"  Judah  and  Is- 
rael;" "Ariel,"  or  "the  double  city,  or  two  lions  of 
God  ;"  "  the  mountain  and  stone  cut  out  of  the  moun- 
tain ;"  the  Ancient  of  Days  and  his  chariot  throne ; 
"  the  saints  and  people  of  the  saints ;"  "  the  two  olive 
branches ;"  "  two  candlesticks,"  or  "  two  anointed  ones," 
Joshua  and  2erobahel ;  and  the  white  horse  and  his  rider 
receiving  a  crown  ;  the  temple  and  the  altai' ;  the  holy 
city,  or  double  city ;  the  two  witnesses,  the  two  candle- 
fiticks,  the  two  olive  trees ;  the  woman  with  twelve  stars, 
and  the  sun  and  moon  which  clotlied  her,  and  her  man 
child  ;  "  salvation  and  stiength ;"  "  the  Jdngdom  of  our 
God,  and  power  of  his  Christ ;"  "  the  Lamb  and  his 
company  ;"  the  company  on  the  sea  of  glass  j  the  man 
with  a  sickle  on  a  white  cloud;  the  man  with  many  dia- 
dems on  the  white  horse ;  the  seven  candlesticks  and 
B8ven  stars ;  the  Lamb  with  seven  horns  and  seven  eyes ; 
the  four  beasts  and  twenty-four  wings  ;  the  twenty-four 
eldei's  and  twenty-four  seats  ;  the  seven  lamps  and  the 
sea  of  glass;  and  finally,  the  throne,  covered  with  a 
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rainbow,  and  liim  tliat  sat  upon  tlie  throne.  Manj'  other 
instances  besides tlieae  might  be  qiioted,  but  these  suffice 
to  show  the  iact  we  speak  of.  Next,  the  serpent  and  his 
seed  have  their  coincidence  in  Ham  and  Canaan,  Hagar 
and  Ishmael,  or  the  bondwoman  and  her  son ;  the  iron 
and  clay  of  the  gi'eat  monarchy  image;  the  ten  horna 
and  little  horn  of  the  fourth  beast  of  Daniel ;  the  willful 
king  and  the  strange  god ;  the  seven-headed  dragon  and 
seven-headed  beast ;  the  great  whore  upon  many  watei"s ; 
tlie  Harlot  Babylon  upon  the  seven-headed  beast  from  the 
pit ;  the  beast  fi'om  the  pit  and  the  old  serpent ;  the  false 
pro])het  and  the  image  of  the  beast  with  the  wounded  head. 
This  double  form  of  empire  is  seen  wherever  we  look 
into  political  propliecy  in  the  Bible,  and  tliis  nnivei'sal- 
ity  of  its  reference  to  church  and  state,  shows  that  the 
woman  and  her  seed  and  the  serpent  and  his  seed  were 
antithetic  symbols  of  religion  and  civil  polity.  As  the 
serpent  and  his  seed  are  antipodes  of  the  woman  and 
her  seed,  so  Ham  and  Canaan  are  antipodes  of  Shem 
and  Japhet ;  and  the  ii'on  and  clay  are  antipodes  of  the 
stone  cut  out  of  the  mountain  and  the  mountain  itself; 
and  the  ten  horns  and  little  liorn  of  the  beast  are  antipodes 
of  the  Ancient  of  Days  and  his  throne,  or  the  saints  and 
people  of  the  saints;  Hagar  and  Ishmael  are  antipodes 
of  Sarah  and  Isaac ;  the  dragon  and  beast  with  a  wounded 
head  are  antipodes  of  the  woman  and  her  twelve  stars ; 
the  spiritual  and  civil  Gentiles  are  antipodes  of  the  Holy 
City ;  and  the  beast  and  hai-lot  are  antipodes  of  the  two 


Fifth. — A  perpetual  enmity  has  existed  between  true 
and  false  religion  and  between  ti'ue  and  false  civil  gov- 
ernment from  the  fall  of  man ;  and  no  such  enmity  has 
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existed  between  any  cloo"blc  cori'clated  parties  besides 
them ;  BO  that  no  Bignifications  eau  be  assigned  to  the 
woman  and  her  seed  and  the  serpent  and  his  seed 
other  than  those  we  ascribe  to  them.  It  has  been 
supposed  that  the  descent  of  Messiah  from  Eve  was 
intended  by  the  term  "seed  of  the  woman;"  but  this 
must  be  a  mistake,  for  the  term  is  antithetic  to  '*  seed  of 
the  serpent,"  and  if  tlie  term  implies  but  one  pereoa 
in  the  one  ease,  it  must  imply  the  same  in  the  other, 
which  would  make  us  look  for  a  person  descended  from 
the  serpent  as  an  antipode  to  Messiah.  The  term  iffl, 
nnqneat  ion  ably  refers  to  Messiah,  and  from  its  nature  it 
indicates  a  connection  with  the  human  race,  but  no  spe- 
cial promise  of  a  Ecdeemer  or  atonement  is  found  in  the 
text,  nor  any  injunction  to  offer  eaa-ificea  with  prospect- 
ive faith  in  a  Kedeemer  to  come.  It  therefore  follows, 
in  view  of  the  saa'iflcial  rites  of  Abel  and  his  faith, 
that  Adam's  family  received  clear  information  of  its 
duty,  not  recorded  in  the  Bible,  and  the  pvomise  of  God 
ineai'nate  must  also  have  been  given,  yet  no  record  is 
made  of  it  by  Moses. 


SECTION  II. 
Mode  of  ihe  Woulb's  Reduction  —  FiitsT  Curse. 
To  reduce  the  world  to  allegiance,  God  determined 
upon  a  fourfold  mode  of  warfare.  The  first  was  to  afflict 
the  material  and  animal  creation.  He  therefore  laid  a 
curse  upon  the  gi'ound,  and  upon  beasts,  and  upon 
woman,  and  the  curse  of  severe  labor  upon  man,  and 
death  upon  all  the  human  race.     This  curse  or  evil 
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condition  of  tlie  world  must  be  carefully  distinguished 
fi-om  the  peoalty  annexed  to  tj-ansgi'ession.  A  penalty 
can  righteously  be  inflicted  upon  actual  tranegressora  only, 
bat  the  curse  falls  upon  animals,  and  infants,  and  idiots 
who  are  incapable  of  actual  transgression.  The  paina 
of  the  penalty  of  spiritual  death  are  siispended  daring 
man's  probationai'y  state.  These  temporal  evils  inflicted 
upon  man's  habitation  were  intended  to  produce  the 
effect  of  repentance  and  return  to  God,  just  as  want,  woe, 
starvation,  and  humiliation  led  the  prodigal  son  to  return 
penitent  to  his  father's  house.  This  first  curse  not  pro- 
dacing  the  desired  effect  snfiiciently,  a  flood  of  waters 
destroyed  the  heavens  and  earth  that  remained,  and 
man's  days  were  greatly  diminished.  The  second  mode 
of  warfare  was  the  universal  operation  of  God's  spirit 
upon  the  minds  of  men,  persuading  them  to  obedience. 
St.  Paul  says  of  the  uniTersa!  world :  "  that  which  may 
be  IinowE.  of  God  is  manifest  in  them,  for  God  hath 
showed  it  unto  them,"  and  "  the  Gentiles  which  have 
not  the  (written)  law  do  by  nature  the  things  contained 
in  the  law  *  *  shew  the  work  of  the  law  written  in 
their  hearts."  The  third  mode  of  warfare  was  by  the 
preaching  of  the  gospel,  or  by  living  oratory,  persuading 
men  to  repent  and  unite  themselves  to  God's  cause. 
This  last  was  added  to  the  plan  of  war  as  80on,as  men 
were  prepared  by. the  experience  of  ages  to  profit  by  it. 
Tlie  fourth  mode  was  to  break  down  all  barriers  which 
might  lie  in  the  way  of  the  preaching  of  the  gospel. 
Here  the  agency  of  special  providence  is  brought  in, 
and  the  work  of  super  intending  nations,  and  confirming 
or  breaking  tbem  to  pieces,  as  the  progress  of  God't 
cause  might  demand.     A  determination  certainly  wa;^ 
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made  to  break  down  all  civil  goveruments  not  based 
upon  the  great  laws  of  righteoiisnees,  and  to  anpcraede 
them  by  upright  governments.  This  brealdng  down  of 
unrighteous  domination  at  the  close  of  the  war  is  a  con- 
stant theme  of  ttie  prophets,  and  is  termed  a  day  of  judg- 
ment, or  political  doom,  or  the  battle  of  the  great  day  of 
God  Almighty.  It  is  an  earlier  period  than  the  spirit- 
ual judgment,  which  succeeds  it  several  centuries  later. 


SECTION  III. 
The  Phincii'les  of  Gou's  GovEaNJiBXT. 
Gkid's  government  is  essentially  a  theocratic  democ- 
racy. Its  principles  necessitate  in  democracy  among 
men,  when  disseminated  and  embraced.  The  great  law 
of  "love  to  neighboi-s  as  to  self"  is  a  law  conferring 
equal  rights  among  all  citizens  of  the  same  government ; 
it  is  diametrically  opposed  to  human  legitimacy,  papacy, 
and  absolutism ;  it  is  not  conformable  to  hereditary  aris- 
tocracy, nor  can  it  be.  It  is  democratic  purely,  and  places 
all  citizens  of  the  same  countiy  upon  a  dead  level  as  to 
right  to  rule,  and  confere  exclusive  favors  upon  none. 
God  is,  according  to  it,  the  only  one  that  has  a  divine 
right  to  exercise  Idngship,  and  he  is  by  conaeiiuence  op- 
posed to  all  human  monarchy,  and  hates  it  as  a  feature 
of  hell  and  the  devil.  In  the  first  book  of  Samuel,  we 
have  the  opinion  of  God  and  Israel  about  kings,  and  it 
is  one  of  gi'cat  repugnance  on  God's  part  and  repentance 
on  Israel's.  Israel  asked  Samuel  to  make  them  a  king, 
but  he  was  displeased  with  the  proposition,  and  prayed 
to  God  about  it ;  and  God  replied  to  him,  "they  have 
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not  rejected  thee  but  they  ]iave  rejected  me,  that  I  should 
not  reign  over  them.  Now,  therefore,  hearken  unto  their 
voice ;  yetproiesi  solemnly,  and  shew  them  the  manner 
of  the  king  that  shall  reign  over  them."  After  a  king 
■was  chosen,  God  signiiied  hia  displeasure  by  a  terrible 
thunder  storm  in  wheat  harvest,  and  the  people  were 
greatly  teiiified.  For  Samuel  said  "  I  will  call  unto  the 
hovd  and  he  shall  send  thunder  and  rain,  that  ye  may 
pei'ceive  and  see  that  your  wickednef^  is  gi-eat,  which 
ye  have  done  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord  in  asking  you  a 
king,  *  *  And  the  people  said  unto  Samuel,  Pray  for 
thy  servants  unto  tlae  Lord  thy  God  that  we  die  not;  for 
we  have  added  unto  all  our  sins,  this  evil,  to  ask  us  a 
king," 

By  this  choice  of  a  king  tlie  Hebrew  republic  was 
changed  into  a  hereditaiy  monarchy,  and  God  ceased  to 
be  their  only  king.  Prom  the  passages  of  scripture  just 
quoted,  it  is  certain  that  God  consideis  a  human  mon- 
archy as  exceedingly  sinful,  and  as  standing  in  direct 
hostility  to  himself,  and  he  has  but  little  patience  with 
it.  It  is  also  obvious  that  in  the  recovery  of  the  world 
to  good  government,  in  the  progress  of  Ohristianity,  that 
human  monarchy  will  shai'C  no  part  or  lot  in  the  new 
organization.  Grod  is  therefore  hostile  to  human  mon- 
ai'chy  because  the  system  is  iniquitous  in  principle ; 
and  he  will  destroy  it  because  of  its  wicked  nature. 

If  it  be  replied,  "  the  powa-s  that  be  are  oitlained  of 
God,"  we  answer  that  this  does  not  prove  monarchy 
correct  in  principle,  for  God  uses  naonai'chy  as  he  does 
other  curses,  for  the  sake  of  chastising  evil  people.  Thus 
tlie  king  of  Babylon  punished  the  Tj'rians,  and  Cyrus 
punished  Babylon   at  God's  instigation:    and  wicked 
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nations  nead  tyranls  to  puniah  tlieiii  for  thoir  vice,  Tiod 
said  "  O,  Israel,  I  will  be  thy  king.  I  gave  thee  a  king 
)G  mine  anger  and  took  him  away  in  my  wrath."-— Joel  13. 
Monarchy  is  therefore  a  cursa  added  to  a  vicious  people, 
■who  are  nnwortby  of  freedom.  In  the  apiritnal  and 
political  redemption  of  the  world,  it  therefore  follows, 
that  monarchy  muat  be  overthrown. 


SECTION  IV. 
The  Last  Contest, 
The  text  states  that  Messiah  shall  finally  crush  the 
head  of  the  false  system  of  worship  and  authority,  or 
despotism,  in  ehnrch  and  state.  This,  of  course,  would 
end  in  the  overthrow  of  the  existing  monarchies,  and 
empire  or  state  church  establishments  every  where.  In 
the  progress  of  the  war  toward  completion,  it  is  reason- 
able to  suppose  that  some  one  portion  of  the  globe  would 
be  subdued  to  God  before  any  other.  The  consequence 
of  the  prevalence  of  the  gospel  practically  would  be  a 
government  in  snch  region,  conformable  to  a  bible 
democracy.  As  enmity  was  declared  between  false  and 
true  religion,  and  false  and  troe  goverament,  such  new 
organization  would  be  hostile  to  all  monarchy,  and  vice 
versa.  It  would  also  be  the  representative  of  bible 
democracy  generally,  and  would  be  looked  npon  as  its 
organic  leader  in  the  world,  and  when  it  became  sti-ong 
enough,  it  would  be  the  belligerent  representative  of  all 
true  liberalista  in  the  world,  and  espouse  their  cause. 
Such  actually  has  been  the  case  in  the  history  of  the 
■war.     In  the  progress  of  Christianity,  in  America,  it 
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iiaa  formed  a  gi'eat  bible  democratic  constitatiou,  which 
stands  in  belligerent  attitude  to  all  mouarcliy,  and  will 
strike  for  its  oppressed  brethren  every  where,  and  carry 
the  great  war  to  the  bitter  end. 


CHAPTER  II. 
SECOND  GEHERAI  PEOrHECY, 
This  prophecy  is  found  in  the  ninth  chapter  of  Genesis : 
"And  he  said,  eui'sed  be  Canaan,  a  servant  of  servants 
shall  he  be  unto  hie  bi'ethi'en.  Bleased  be  the  Lord 
God  of  Shem ;  and  Canaan  shail  be  his  servant.  God 
shall  enlarge  Japhetli ;  he  shall  dwell  in  the  tents  of 
Shem,  and  Canaan  shall  be  his  servant."  This  being 
a  generic  history  of  the  world,  it  fe  descriptive  of  the 
state  of  mankind  from  the  flood  to  the  judgment.  As 
these  vai'ious  curses  and  blessings  could  not  transpire 
without  the  separate  existence  of  the  three  races,  their 
perpetual  eeparateness  is  thereby  guaranteed.  When 
in  the  days  of  Feleg,  "  God  divided  to  the  nations  their 
inheritance,"  we  find  that  Asia  fell  to  the  Shemites, 
Europe  to  the  Japhites,  and  Africa  to  the  Hamites. 
These  separate  countries  became  great  barriers  to  amal- 
gamation. Additional  ones  of  greater  efficacy  were 
ordered,  as  is  seen  in  diversity  of  language,  and  in  the 
three  original  colors,  and  other  extreme  anatomical  dif- 
ferences of  the  races.  The  term  Shem  is  used  metonym- 
icaJly  for  the  whole  of  his  family,  a  part  being  put  for 
the  whole  ;  and  so,  also,  Japhet  is  put  for  all  hie  race ; 
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and  Canaan,  it  would  seem,  in  like  manner,  is  also  used 
aa  a  metonymic  representation  of  hia  fathei^'s  house. 
As  Japbet  is  called  the  elder,  to  him  belonged  birth- 
right privileges.  These  were  the  scepter,  the  highest 
honors,  and  a  double  jwrtion  of  the  great  estate  of  the 
world.  Hence  the  Japhetic,  or  the  white  race,  has  been 
enlarged,  and  enjoys  the  gift  of  two  continents,  and  is 
to  control  Asia.  The  great  political  sway  of  the  world 
was  also  to  be  his.  Neither  Shern,  nor  Ham,  were  to 
share  political  equality  in  his  dominion.  Shem  was  to 
be  nest  to  Japbet  as  a  blessed  race,  but  to  Ham  no 
blessing  was  given,  a  general  state  of  inferiority,  and 
peiBonal  slavery  in  part,  was  to  be  bis  lot.  The  relation 
of  Shem  to  Japhet  was  to  be  that  of  an  inferior ;  and 
that  of  Hani,  or  a  part  of  his  family,  was  to  be  of  a 
servant  to  two  masters.  The  white  race  will  never 
admit  a  general  eqaalitj  of  political  franchise  to  either 
Asiatics  or  Africans,  and  it  would  be  ruinous  for  it 
to  do  so;  and  as  for  a  general  amalgamation,  nature 
revolts  at  it,  and  God's  providence  has  always  prevented 
it,  and  wOl  do  so  to  the  end.  Indeed,  political  and 
social  equality,  without  general  amalgamation,  would 
be  impossible.  In  the  physical  features  of  the  three 
great  races,  is  seen  a  picture  of  the  Trinity,  In  it  the 
second  race,  or  Hamitic,  bears  the  form  of  a  sei-vant,  as 
did  the  second  person  of  tiie  Godhead,  In  the  moral 
features  of  Noah's  family,  Shem  and  Japhet  coincide 
with  tbe  religion  of  truth  and  the  civil  law  of  upright- 
ness ;  while  Ham  and  Canaan  coincide  with  the  serpent 
and  his  seed,  and  with  Hagar  and  lahraael.*

In  fulfillmeEt  of  IToah's  prediction,  the  scepter  of 
empire,  severally  swayed  by  the  three  races,  is  cow  held 
by  the  Japhetic  race.  Nimrod,  the  grandson  of  Ham, 
refused  to  obey  the  order  of  settlement  and  dispersion 
given  by  God.  He  collected  the  people  at  Babel,  and 
corrupted  the  religion  of  Shem,  and  became  king  of  the 
state,  and  high  priest  of  religion,  and  first  instituted 
idolatiy.  He  greatly  oppressed  the  Shemites,  seized 
upon  their  territories,  and  depressed  the  trae  religion. 
For  a  full  account  of  these  mattere,  see  Clarke's  Oomm., 
Josephns,  and  Enc.  R.  K.,  &c.  The  Hamites,  however, 
retained  their  ascendency  for  a  little  time  only,  for  God 
at  Babel  confounded  the  language  of  all  the  earth,  and 
dispei-sed  the  people  in  the  directions  originally  ordered. 
The  various  tribes  tliat  were  scattered  existed  under  the 
sway  of  petty  chiefs,  who  were  dignified  by  the  name  of 
Idnge ;  their  empire  was  often  limited  by  the  walls  of 
an  insignificant  town ;  Egypt  and  Pamaaeua  are,  at 
this  period,  most  prominent  in  history.  As  population 
increased,  the  kings  in  Asia  began  to  gain  more  exten- 
sive sway,  till  the  empire  of  Nebuchadnezzar  extended 
over  three  continents ;  its  limits  being  the  Atlantic  on 
the  west,  India  on  the  east,  and  Abyssinia  on  the  south. 
His  empire  was  followed  by  that  of  the  Modes  and 

ing  iJisy  would  swell  oar  work  beyond  ita  intended  siso,  -ye  con- 
cluded for  llie  present  to  drop  theia  Out,  and  writo  a  epocial  wott, 
demoted  to  (icso  points  alone. 
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Pei-sians ;  the  Medes  being  of  Japhetic  origin,  and  the 
Persians  of  Shemitic.  This  dominion  waa  followed  by 
the  Grecian  empire,  and  by  the  Roman,  both  of  full 
blooded  Japhetic  origin.  Thne  the  course  of  empire  was 
from  east  to  west.  At  the  discoveiy  of  America,  the 
north  waa  settled  by  refugees  fi-om  Eui-opean  tyranny, 
and  principally  by  trne  Christians.  A  Christian  empire 
has  arisen  here,  with  no  king  but  God ;  and  in  the 
march  of  power  has  outstripped  all  nations,  and  will 
Boon  be  the  last  seat  of  the  world's  empire.  In  tliis 
great  contest  of  races  for  dominion,  the  blaok  race  and 
its  varieties,  all  descended  from  Ham,  eai"lj  sunk  into 
great  inferioiity  and  personal  bondage  to  the  other  races, 
and  so  continues.  The  Shemitic,  or  yellow  race,  also, 
after  it  dropped  the  scepter  of  empire,  ceased  to  improve, 
and  is  vastly  inferior  to  the  white  race.  Thus  has  the 
great  prediction  been  thus  iar  fulfilled  with  precision. 


As  the  Japhetic  race  was  to  be  enlarged  and  blessed 
with  dominion  over  the  whole  world,  and  as  this  predic- 
tion is  not  fully  verified,  something  yet  remains  to  be 
accomplished.  Now,  as  the  scriptures  declare  a  Millen- 
nium shall  exist  before  the  final  judgment,  and  as  the 
prediction  of  Noah  embraces  the  world  up  to  that  time, 
and  as  Japhet  was  to  be  ruler  over  all  at  some  period, 
and  as  but  about  a  thousand  years  remains,  it  follows 
that  Japhet  will  sway  the  scepter  during  the  Millenium. 
This  position  is  further  verified  by  later  prophets  whose 
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political  predictioDS  ave  mostly  limited  to  Europe  and 
America.  The  position  of  the  three  races  will  be,  Japhet 
first  and  head ;  Shem  second ;  and  Ham  third.  Equality 
of  political  rights  will  not  be  held  in!  common  by  the 
three  races  during  the  Millennium.  Japhetitea  will  give 
political  equality  only  to  Japhetif«8 ;  Shemites  to  Shem- 
ites ;  and  Hamites  to  Hamitea.  This  arrangement  and 
no  other  will  ba  indorsed  by  Providence,  Perhaps  aome 
little  variation  from  thia  order  may  obtain,  but  will  not 
be  general.  Th^Millenuium  is  a  political  era  of  Chris- 
tjan  republicanism,  contiued  mainly  to  tlie  white  race. 
As  a  government,  it  will  extend  over  Europe  and 
America,  and  control  the  i-est  of  the  world,  and  gradu- 
ally elevate  the  other  races,  and  onr  countiy  will  lead. 


SECTION  HI. 

The  first  curse,  consisting  in  deterioration  of  the 
ground,  and  in  labor  and  death,  not  being  adequate  to 
repress  great  rebellion  against  Gtod,  he  again  curaed  the 
earth  by  a  flood  of  waters,  and  by  a  diminution  of  the 
length  of  mortal  life,  and  by  a  new  curse  of  labor  upon 
one  thii-d  of  the  human  race.  This  curae  waa  however 
softened  by  a  relief  of  labor  to  Shem  and  Japhet. 

As  the  curse  of  labor  was  oiiginally  inflicted  on  the 
whole  race  to  drive  them  to  the  rest  of  the  Messiah,  and 
as  it  was  adapted  to  the  character  and  constitution  of 
man  before  the  flood,  ao  the  heavier  cnrse  of  labor  on  a 
third  part  of  the  human  race,  was  adapted  to  its  consti- 
tution, and  waa  needed  by  it  to  urge  it  to  God  and 
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salvation.  All  evils  inflicted  on  man  are  intended,  in 
this  life,  to  lead  to  reformation,  so  that  no  charge  of  in- 
justice can  be  laid  against  God  for  inflicting  greater 
evils  upon  one  race  than  upon  another,  for  God  knows 
■what  ia  in  man,  and  therefore  knows  what  means  are 
best  to  use  to  reform  the  world. 

No  doubt  that  much  of  the  original  curse  upon  the 
whole  human  race  will  be  mitigated  by  Obristaanity  and 
its  eflects  upon  art,  scifence,  intelligence,  and  liberality; 
and,  by  consequence,  we  may  expect  the  black  race  ulti- 
mately to  share  in  these  blessings  during  the  millennial 
state.  The  entire  removal  of  the  cui«e  on  the  whole 
human  family  will  not  transpire  until  the  heavens  and 
earth  are  relieved  from  the  original  enrees  pronounced 
upon  them.  The  resurrection  will  take  place  by  the 
removal  of  the  curse  of  death,  and  then  all  labor  will 
ccaee  foi'ever,  and  all  political  inequality  be  dispensed 
with.  Bat,  until  tlien,  the  cui-ses,  though  softened,  will 
etiU  abide.  Then  tho" voice  from  the  throne"  shall 
say,  "  Behold,  I  make  all  things  new,  and  there  shall  be 
no  more  curse." 

Japhet  received  tho  highest  blessings  from  God  ;  Shem 
was  also  blessed ;  and  tho  voice  of  history  has  echoed 
the  words  of  God,  and  declared  that  they  were  blessed ; 
but  Ham  received  no  hlessing  ;  and  earth  repeats  that 
he  has  been  unblessed  ;  to  be  unblessed  of  God  is  to  be 
subject  to  his  curse ;  a  negative  of  God  is  equivalent  to 
a  positive  with  men. 
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CHAPTER   Iir. 
PAUOEAMA  OF  CHRISTIANITY  AHB  OF  THE  WOKLD, 


Hebkew  Sveteji  Typical  of  OnEisTiANiTE  and  the  -Wonij). 

The  -whole  Hebrew  system  is  a  tj-pical  one.  It  is 
eironologieally divided  into  seyen  periods,  beginningwith 
the  fathers,  and  ending  with  the  kings.  As  a  system  of 
types,  it  poasMses  a  double  application.  First :  it  repre- 
sents the  whole  history  of  the  world  from  Noah's  times 
to  the  establishment  of  the  final  kingdom.  Secondly :  it 
represents  tlie  full  history  of  Christianify  from  the  first 
advent  to  the  second,  inclusive. 

The  first  period  is  that  of  the  fathers,  embracing  Isaac 
as  a  type  of  Christ ;  the  second  is  that  of  the  patriarchs, 
in  which  Judah  was  a  type  of  Christ ;  the  third  is  that 
of  the  descent  into  Egypt,  and  nnion  of  the  Hebrew 
laraiiy  with  the  throne,  in  which  Joseph  was  a  type  of 
Christ;  the  fourth  is  the  bondage  of  Israel,  in  which  tlie 
infant  Moses  was  a  type  of  the  infant  Jesns ;  the  fiilh 
is  the  exodus  and  organization  of  a  church  and  state  in 
the  wilderness,  in  which  the  lawgiver  Moses  was  a  type 
of  the  lawgiver  Christ;  tlie  sixth  is  the  conquest  and 
settlement  of  Canaan,  in  which  Joshna  was  a  type  of 
Christ ;  and  the  seventh  is  the  paiod  of  royalty,  in 
which  David  was  a  type  of  Christ. 

1.  To  this  picture,  the  seven  periods  of  the  world's 
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histoiy  snHimclj  correapood,  or  will  eon'espond  ■when 
the  cycle  of  its  woes  and  triumphs  is  complete. 

The  three  fathers,  Abraham,  Isaac,  and  Jacob,  coin- 
cide with  Shem,  Ham,  and  Japhet ;  the-  twelve  patri- 
archs correspond  with  the  twelve  sons  of  Shem  and 
Japhet,  who  were  the  heirs  of  the  worSd;  the  descent 
into  Egypt,  and  the  regal  association  of  the  HehrewB, 
conforms  to  the  first  great  apostasy  in  the  present  earth, 
and  the  union  of  church  and  state  at  Babel  under  Nim- 
rod,  or  tha  descent  into  spiritual  Egypt  and  Sodom; 
the  Hebrew  bondage  coincides  with  the  universal  bond- 
age of  the  world  under  paganism,  and  its  evils  of  politi- 
cal bondage.  The  exodus  and  giving  of  the  law,  and 
organization  of  tlie  Levitical  church  under  Moses,  coin- 
cide with  Jesus  Oh  list,  the  call  of  the  Gentiles  to  the 
liberty  of  the  gospel,  the  gospel  laws,  and  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  chnreh  of  the  true  Israel,  or  Christianity. 

The  conquest  and  republic  in  Canaan  typified  the 
conquest  of  aljsolutism,  and  the  millennial  republic  in 
Europe  and  America,  and  its  ascendency  over  the  world. 
Th  n  pi  t  n  f  the  conquest  under  the  three  kings, 
tog  th  w  th  tl  royalty  iteelf,  coincide  with  the  pre- 
dicfel  n^v  t  f  the  whole  world,  and  the  full  establish- 
ment 1  ti  In  lorn  of  God  in  the  regenerated  heavens 
and  e    th 

2,  The  three  fathers  typified  the  Holy  Trinity,  taught 
BO  plainly  by  the  gospel ;  and  the  twelve  patriai'chs  typi- 
fied the  twelve  apostles. 

The  descent  into  Egypt  and  union  with  the  Egyptian 
throne,  coincide  with  the  descent  of  spiritual  Israel  into 
spiritual  Egypt,  or  the  nnion  of  the  church  of  Christ's 
Israel  with  the  throne  of  the  Eoman  empire. 
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The  Hebrew  bondage  consequent  upon  the  descent 
into  Egypt  coincides  with  the  ci^il  and  spiritual  bond- 
age suffered  by  spiritual  Israol,  after  the  union  of  church 
and  state.  The  exodus  from  typical  Egypt,  the  crossing 
a  sea,  the  overthrow  of  Pharaoh's  host,  the  general 
thanksgiving,  the  organization  of  a  republican  confeder- 
acy of  thiitcen  tribes,  composed  of  three  millions  of  peo- 
ple ;  the  adoption  of  a  written  conatitutioa  by  the  tribes ; 
the  separation  of  the  churdi  and  state  departments,  their 
freedom  from  control  of  one  by  the  other  ;  their  laws  of 
servitude  and  naturalization,  and  their  full  organization 
and  deliverance  under  a  noble  leader,  in  a  wilderness, 
Lave  all  a  complete  correspondence  in  the  United  States 
of  America. 

The  conquest  of  Canaan,  the  overthmw  of  its  mon- 
archies in  two  gi'eat  battles  under  Joshua,  and  the  firm 
establishment  of  repnblicanlsm  on  both  sides  of  Jordan, 
represent  the  conquest  of  Absolutism  in  Europe  in  two 
great  battles,  and  tlie  establishment  of  the  millennial 
republic  on  both  sides  of  the  Atlantic,  in  the  land  pro- 
mised to  Japliet.  The  choice  of  a  royalty  by  the  He- 
bi-ews,  and  the  full  conq^nest  of  the  land  of  promise, "  from 
the  river  of  Egypt  to  the  Euphrates,"  coincide  with  that 
period  predicted  by  Daniel,  ij  which  the  saints  shall 
take  the  kingdom,  and  give  the  kingdom  arid  dominion 
to  one  like  unto  the  Son  of  Man,  who  shall  come  to  "  the 
people  of  the  saints  "  in  the  clouds  of  heaven. 

These  expositions  will  doubtless  be  new  to  eveiy  one, 
for  no  one  has  hitherto  attempted  to  explain  the  Hebrew 
types  as  a  system,  and  but  few  of  the  pai-ts  of  the  sys- 
tem have  ever  been  interpreted  and  applied.  The  field 
before  ^^s,  like  others  we  have  ventured  to  explore,  is  an 
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untrodden  one,  and  om-  views  should  therefore  "be  neither 
received  nor  rejected  without  reason ;  they  may  be  new, 
yet  antiquity  of  opinions  does  not  prove  their  trnth,  nor 
is  novelty  always  proof  of  error.  Our  expositions  here 
harmonize  most  beautifully  with  our  expositions  of  the 
prophets  and  doctrines  of  the  bible,  which  would  be  im- 
possible unless  they  were  con-ect  in  all  points,  for  error 
can  not  be  harmoniously  systematized. 

We  are  now  in  honor  bound  to  show  some  fair  reasons 
for  these  views,  and  we  hope  shall  be  as  satisfactoiy  to 
reasonable  minds  aa  the  nature  of  the  case  will  admit. 
In  order  to  prove  our  points,  we  must  possess  some  rule 
for  testing  a  type,  or  of  distinguishing  it  from  an  acci- 
dental resemblance. 

"  A  type  is  an  example,  pattern,  or  general  similitude 
to  a  person,  event,  or  thing  which  is  to  come."  The 
term  type  is  sometimes  synonymous  with  that  of  symbol. 
It  then  is  "  an  abstract  or  compendium,  a  sign  or  repre- 
sentation of  something  moral  by  the  iigui-es  or  properties 
of  natural  things."  Among  theological  writers  we  find 
no  complete  rule  laid  down  by  which  to  identify  types. 
Some  things  have  been  written  upon  them,  but  nothing 
veiy  satisfactory  to  a  thorough  inquirer.  Having,  there- 
fore, no  rule  given  us  hy  others-  by  which  to  be  guided, 
■we  offei-  the  following  as  truthful  and  snfiBcient : 

1.  Those  thiags,  pei-sons,  or  events  in  the  ages  prior 
to  Christianity  which  were  expressly  arranged  by  im- 
mediate divine  interference,  either  by  remarkable  provi- 
dences or  by  miracle,  may  be  regarded  as  types  or 
symbols, 

2,  It  is,  and  has  been  univeiBally  conceded  in  all  ages 
of  Christianity,  that  the  whole  Hebrew  dispensation, 
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together  with  the  preceding  diepensatione  to  Noah  and 
Adam,  were  typical  dispensations,  rather  than  realizing 
ones. 

3.  Those  events,  persons,  and  things  in  the  dispensa- 
tions prior  to  Christianity,  and  which  have  had  their 
exact  countei'pai'ts  in  the  Christian  dispensation,  mnefc  be 
regai^ded  as  types.  No  accidental  resemblances  can  ever 
be  considered  as  tj-pes,  for  our  principles  reqnira  that 
the  evenfs  or  persons  or  things  in  the  Christian  age  to 
be  regarded  as  antitypes,  must  have  resemblance  not 
only  in  character  hut  in  the  order  of  sequence.  The 
typical  dispensation  being  a  system  stretching  over  ages, 
its  several  types  follow  each  other  in  regular  order,  and 
in  the  realizing  age,  the  countcrpai-ts  of  the  several 
types  must  follow  each  other  in  the  same  regular  order. 

4.  Whatever  the  scriptures  afhrm  to  be  a  type,  must 
be  esteemed  such. 

With  these  principles,  our  interpretation  will  be  found 
fully  to  coincide. 

The  three  father's  were  expressly  arranged  as  a  trinity 
by  miracalous  power  or  providence.  Abrara  was 
divinely  called  to  enter  Canaan ;  Isaac  was  bom  by 
miraculous  interiJosition  j  and  Jacob  was  bom  in  answer 
to  the  prayer  of  Isaac.  Isaac,  as  the  second  person  of 
this  trinity  of  fathei-s,  was  offered  as  the  only  begotten 
son  of  bis  fathei'  on  Mt,  JHonah,  and  thns  cleaily  typified 
the  offering  of  the  only  begotten  &on  of  God  by  his 
fether.  As  Abram  received  Isaac  as  fiom  the  dead, 
and  thus  occurred  tJie  type  of  the  i-esnrrection  ot  Christ, 
and  of  the  dead  in  general,  so  God  received  Jesus  from 
the  dead,  and  he  became  the  first  fruits  of  them  that 
slept. 
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The  limiting  of  the  fatliers  to  the  numljer  three,  shows 
that  it  was  an  intentional  timitation,  and  being  in  a 
typical  dispensation,  plainly  confirms  the  number  as 
typical.  Of  course  we  are  to  look  in  the  plan  of  redemp- 
tion for  the  counterpart  trinity  of  heads  of  a  race.  Tliis 
counterpart  or  antitype  is  found  only  in  the  trinity  of 
the  three  heads  of  the  human  race  and  in  the  divine 
trinity.  The  coincidence  being  perfect  in  each  case,  the 
type  is  realized  in  each.  The  humiliation  of  Ham,  of 
Isaac,  and  of  Christ  is  a  trinal  coincidence  and  wonder- 
fally  correct.  The  twelve  patriarchs  being  a  number 
clearly  ordered  by  God,  was  nnquestionably  typical,  and 
as  every  one  subscribes  to  this  truth,  we  need  not  argue 
the  qaestion.  We  therefore  look  into  the  plan  of  re- 
demption to  find  its  antitype,  which  must  coincide  in 
number  of  persons  and  in  exact  order  of  sequence  after 
the  three  heads  of  a  race.  Ttie  sons  of  Shem,  Ham,  and 
Japhet  were  the  natural  inberitore  of  the  promises  to  the 
three  fathers,  but  as  the  sons  of  Ham  were  given  to  Ja- 
phet and  Shem,  as  servants,  the  beirehip  of  the  world  fell 
to  the  twelve  sons  of  Shem  and  Japhet.  The  heirs  of 
the  three  typical  fathers  in  the  above  twelve- heirs  of  the 
world  find  a  striking  coincidence.  The  twelve  apostles 
chosen  as  the  especial  heirs  of  the  kingdom  of  the  Di^  ine 
Trinity  also  plainly  coincide  with  the  twelve  patuaichs 
Christ  said  to  the  twelve  apostles,  thai  whea  his  kingdom 
■was  fully  established  they  should  eat  and  drink  at  bia 
table  in  his  kingdom,  and  sit  on  twelve  thrones  jndgmg 
the  twelve  tribes  of  Israel.  The  term  ^'M(i'^«^  here  used, 
has  the  sense  of  raiing  or  administering  government ; 
and  the  tenn  Israel,  means  all  the  seed  of  Abraham 
redeemed  hj  Christ,  or  all  of  the  redeemed  of  the  world. 
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The  descent  into  Eg}'pt  of  tho  scveoty  sonls  of  the 
patriarchs  and  families,  finds  its  coincidence  in  order 
and  character  of  events,  in  the  submission  of  the 
true  people  of  God  to  the  sway  of  Nimrod,  and  of 
the  union  of  church  and  state  under  Couatantine  and 
Justinian. 

Tho  uaion  of  Jacob's  family  with  Pharaoh's  in  the 
throne  of  Egypt  was  divinely  arranged,  and  it  was  really 
the  nnion  of  the  Hebrew  Ohnrch  with  the  Egyptian  State : 
in  this  union  the  chiirch  was  inferior  to  Pharaoh  in  the 
throne.  The  particulars  of  the  coincidence  between  this 
union  of  church  and  state  are  not  so  clearly  marked 
under  the  monai'chy  of  Nimrod  in  liistory,  but  the  fact 
of  the  sabjection  of  God's  people  to  him  in  tlie  thi-one  is 
aa  cleai" ;  and  had  we  a  full  history  of  the  matter,  we 
might  find  the  coincidence  minutely  perfect. 

The  etnpire  of  Rome,  St.  John  eays,  is  "  spiritually 
called  Sodom  and  Egj'pt,"  and  the  descent  of  the  Chris- 
tians into  union  with  Eome  is  therefore  a  clear  counter- 
part or  antitype  of  the  union  of  tlie  Hebrew  Church  with 
Egyptian  royalty.  Por  the  likeness  is  perfect  aa  to 
events,  and  the  chronological  order  of  the  events  is  rela- 
tively the  same. 

The  bondage  of  the  Hebrews  in  Egypt  finds  also  a 
double  coincidence  in  time  and  chai'acter  in  tlie  world's 
great  history  and  in  the  history  of  Christianity. 

From  the  days  of  subjection  to  Nimrod,  the  people  of 
the  world  have  been  in  general  bondage  to  regal  govern- 
ments and  to  Satan's  spiritnal  power ;  and  while  one  race 
of  men  have  been  bondmen,  aU  have  been  servants  of 
sin  and  Satan,  as  subjects  of  political  and  spiritual  des- 
potisms.   The  task-mastei-3  of  the  Hebrew  heirs  of 
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promise,  find  tlieir  con-cspondenco  in  the  kings  and 
princes  of  the  eaiih. 

In  the  union  of  church  and  state,  true  religion  wa3 
soon  at  a  discOTiut,  and  all  the  true  seed  of  Abraham 
■were  grievously  persecuted  or  destroyed.  The  destruc- 
tion of  the  Hebrew  infants  was  comparative  Idndneea  to 
the  extensive  butcheries  of  tlie  children  of  truth  in  spirit- 
ual Egypt  and  Sodom. 

The  deliverance  from  bondage,  the  constitutional  law, 
and  the  journey  or  probation  under  the  law  in  the  wil- 
derness, finds  a  double  and  sublime  counterpart :  1.  In 
the  appearance  of  Christ  as  a  second  Moses,  the  new 
constitutional  law  he  promulgated,  and  the  long  wilder- 
ness-like probation  of  his  people  in  past  ages,  2.  In  the 
passage  of  the  sea  by  Christ's  people,  to  the  land  of 
enlargement  promised  by  God  to  Japhet,  the  establish- 
ment of  the  Ohristian  constitution  of  the  United  States, 
and  tlie  toting  of  the  ability  of  the  people  to  uphold  it, 
and  be  happy  under  it. 

The  reader  will  not  fail  to  note  that  the  coincidence  of 
the  bistoiy  of  Israel  with  the  world's  general  history,  is 
Been  principally  in  the  larger  featui-es  of  the  Hebrew 
system,  and  that  in  the  narrower  diameter  of  the  Chris- 
tian era  the  coincidence  between  Hebrew  and  Christian 
history  is  seen  in  a  greater  number  of  points.  That 
Moses  and  Christ  coincide,  the  scriptures  affirm;  and 
that  the  plan  of  the  redemption  of  the  world  taught  by 
Jesns  Christ,  began  an  exodus  from  spiritual  and  polit- 
ical bondage,  which  will  ultimate  in  the  release  of  the 
world,  as  Israel  was  released  from  Egypt,  every  one 
admits.  The  probation  in  the  wilderness  was  needed 
to    accustom    the    people  to  new    laws   based   upon 
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democi'atiG  principles,  and  the  democratic  principles  of 
ChriBtianity  needed  to  be  tiied  by  the  world  a  long 
season,  in  order  to  be  appreciated,  and  ultimately 
adhered  to  with  tenacity.  Hence  we  read  that  "the 
woman  fled  into  the  wildemeBS  from  the  face  of  the 
dragon  for  a  time  times  and  half  a  time." 

The  ceremonial  law,  given  in  connection  with  the 
moral  and  iwlitioal  law  or  constitution,  is  affirmed  by 
eeriptni-e  to  have  been  typically  iilnetmtive  of  the 
Christian  system.  The  book  of  Hebrews  gives  the 
philosophy  of  the  ceremonial  law,  and  teaches  that  the 
whole  Hebi-ew  economy  was  "  a  shadow  of  good  things 
to  come,"  "  a  figure  for  the  time  then  present." 

As  therefore  the  bondage  was  followed  by  the  scheme 
of  Israel's  redemption,  so  the  nuiversal  bondage  of  the 
■world  was  followed  by  the  scheme  of  the  world'a 
redemption.  When  Israel  sighed  by  reason  of  oppres- 
sion, and  was  willing  to  change  its  condition,  and  called 
to  mind  the  promises,  then  a  deliverer  came ;  and  when 
the  world  sighed  for  relief,  and  was  willing  to  hear  of  a 
change,  then  a  calm  filled  the  earth,  and  expectation 
looked  for  some  great  event;  then  angels  heralded  the 
"  desire  of  all  nations,"  and  fhe  star  of  the  east  hting 
over  Bethlehem. 

Secondly;  the  exodus  from  Egyptian  bondage,  the 
oi^anization  of  a  democratic  confederacy,  and  the  pro- 
bation under  it  till  the  conqu^t  of  Canaan,  were  typical 
of  the  exodus  of  the  Christians  and  liberalists  from 
spiritual  Egypt  to  America,  the  organization  of  the 
democratic  confederacy  of  the  United  States,  and  their 
probation  under  a  democracy  up  to  the  time  of  the 
conquest  of  absolutism  and  the  Millennium, 
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The  coincidences  between  these  two  great  periods  are 
more  numa-oiis  than  between  any  other  typical  and  anti- 
typical  period  whatever,  excepting  that  of  the  same 
typical  period  and  the  epoch  of  Christianity.  We  may 
premise  here,  that  it  should  be  specially  recollected  that 
like  things  always  typify  their  like :  thus,  a  peraon  used 
as  a  type  typiiies  a  pereon ;  aa  event  typifies  an  event ; 
a  thing  typifies  a  thing ;  a  countiy  typifies  a  country ;  a 
period  typifies  a  period ;  a  church  typifies  a  church ;  a 
state  typifies  a  state ;  a  bondage  typifies  a  bondage ;  a 
deliverance  typifies  a  deliverance ;  a  probation  typifies 
a  probation ;  a  war  typifies  a  war ;  a  priest  typifies  a 
priest,  and  a  king  typifies  a  ting. 

We  now  notice,  moi^e  at  lai'ge,  the  points  of  corre- 
spondence between  the  Hebrew  period  of  deliverance 
and  the  Christian  period. 

1.  The  children  of  "the  free  woman,"  or  Hebrews, 
were  freed  by  the  exodus  from  the  servitude  of  Egypt ; 
and  so  the  children  of  the  tree  woman  or  Christian  liber- 
alists,  were,  by  the  great  exodns  to  Aanerica,  fi'eed  from 
the  bondage  of  "  spiritual  Egypt  and  Sodom."  Let  it  ever 
be  fixed  in  the  mind,  that  Chrietians  are  the  seed  of  Abra- 
ham, or  tlie  free  woman,  and  full  heirs  of  the  promises. 

2.  The  Hebrews  were  pursued  by  the  oppressor,  and 
he  was  vanquished;  and  so  the  liberalists  were  pursued 
by  the  oppressor,  and  he  was  vanqnished. 

3.  The  Hebrews  crossed  a  sea  to  get  rid  of  bondage, 
and  BO  did  the  Christians  in  coming  to  America. 

i.  The  Hebrews  sought  the  land  promised  to  their 
patoraal  head,  and  so  the  Clyistians,  in  their  exodus  to 
America,  came  to  the  land  promised  to  Japhet,  their 
paternal  head. 
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6.  At  the  destruction  of  the  Egyptian  tyrant's  forces, 
Israel  decreed  a  general  thanksgiving  to  God,  and  so 
when  the  modem  Pharaoh  was  defeated,  a  general 
thanltsgiving  was  decreed  by  the  American  Congress. 
Songs  and  shoute,  and  all  the  demonstrations  of  exulta- 
tion, joined  with  Miriam  to  celebrate  Jehovah's  name, 
and  so  aongs  and  ehouts,  bonfires,  illuminations,  ringing 
of  bells,  tears  of  rapture,  devoiit  worship,  and  loiU' 
thanksgiving  celebrated  the  same  Jehovah's  praise 
through  all  our  land.  The  Hebrew  esodna  was  a  short 
period,  but  the  American  one  extends  from  1607  to 
1783. 

6.  According  to  Dr.  Adam  Clarke,  and  others,  the 
number  of  the  Hebrews  that  escaped  from  bondage  was 
about  three  millions ;  and  the  number  of  people  in 
the  revolutionary  colonies,  in  1776,  was  about  three 
milliona. 

7.  Tiie  sea  was  frozen  when  the  Hebrews  reached  the 
safe  side,  and  the  Pilgrim  Fathei-s  found  a  frozen  sea, 
and  a  snow  covered  shore,  when  they  landed  in  America. 
This  may  or  may  not  have  been  an  accidental,  and  not 
a  providential  correspondence. 

8.  The  Hebrews  were  organized  as  a  confederacy  of 
thirteen  tribes,  and  so  there  were  thirteen  colonies  provi- 
dentially organized  into  a  Christian  confederacy.  Is- 
rael's tribes  are  called  twelve,  but  out  of  Joseph  there 
sprung  two  tribes  who  received  an  inheritance,  thus 
making  thirteen.  It  is  also  I'emarkahle,  that  William 
Penn  was  proprietor  of  two  colonies,  Pennsylvania  and 
Delaware.  As  Joseph  was  imprisoned,  and  yet  had  a 
double  and  birthright  portion  on  account  of  hia  virtue, 
BO  William  Penn  suffered  imprisonment  tor  his  viiinc, 
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and  yet  had  a  double  portion  of  the  great  anti-typical 
Israel. 

9.  The  Hebrew  exodus  was  into  a  wilderness  which 
was  to  be  inherited  as  a  part  of  the  promised  land;  and 
BO  the  exodus  of  tho  Christians  was  to  a  wilderness, 
which  was  a  noble  portion  of  Japhet'a  promised 
iaheritance. 

10.  The  Hebrew  confederacy  was  organized  into  a 
"more  perfect  union"  after  the  exodus,  by  adopting  a 
written  democratic  constitution:  and  so  the  confederate 
colonies,  after  the  war  of  independence, "  in  order  to  form 
a  more  perfect  union,"  adopted  a  written  representative 
democratic  federative  constitution.  Tlie  Hebrew  consti- 
tution was  submitted  to  the  tribes  for  acceptance  and 
ratification ;  and  so  was  the  American  constitution.  It 
is  not  a  little  remarkable,  that  the  Hebrew  and  Ameri- 
can constitutions  are  the  only  two  written  ones  ever 
known  to  have  been  adopted  at  the  birth  of  any  nation- 
ality, prior  to  1176. 

11.  The  Hebrew  nationality  grew  out  of  the  Hebrew 
church,  or  the  seed  of  Abraham ;  and  so  the  American 
nationality  grew  out  of  the  Christian  church,  and  the 
seed  of  Abraham.  All  of  the  Americans  were  not 
Christians  at  the  framing  of  the  constitution,  and  so 
■were  not  all  of  the  Hebrews  pious,  as  then'  culpable 
nnbeiief  shows.  Yet  the  unbelieving  Hebrews  enjoyed 
the  same  political  benefits  as  did  the  faithful,  and  so  it 
was  witli  the  Americans,  Aliout  one  hundred  and  ibrty- 
fonr  thousand  Christians  were  in  America  at  the  Revo- 
lution, yet  the  prevalence  of  Christian  maxims  and  prin- 
ciples was  universal,  and  the  virtuous  political  principles 
avowed  by  the  Chrifltiana  were  adopted  by  all  classes. 
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13.  Ohm-ch  and  state  were  disunited  "by  the  Hebrew 
constitution  and  placed  in  the  relation  of  associates.  The 
church  was  debaiTed,  as  a  church,  from  exercising  direct 
control  in  civil  affairs,  and  so  it  was  in  tlie  American 
constitution.  Many  persona  have  either  ignorantly  or 
■wJllfuDj  mistaken  the  relations  which  the  Hebrew  church 
and  state  held  to  each  otlier.  Some  mistakes  may  have 
occurred  on  account  of  the  fact,  that,  as  some  laws  were 
alike  political  and  spiritnal,  it  was  supposed  consequently 
that  all  laws  were  eo.  The  Sabbath,  the  Sabbatic  and 
jubilee  yeaiB,  and  the  rite  of  circumcision,  wei^  regula- 
tions of  both  a  spiritual  and  secular  nature.  But  with 
us  the  Sabbath  illusti'ates  the  case  of  these  laws,  for  we 
regard  it  as  both  a  sabred  and  a  secular  institution:  as  a 
secular  institution,  its  observance  is  conjpelled  as  a  day 
of  repose  to  wearied  nature,  and  to  prevent  oppressors 
from  grinding  the  poor  to  death  by  ceaseless  toil ;  and 
also  to  give  vigor  to  the  general  operations  of  society  by 
the  universal  refreshment,  it  bestows.  The  civil  arm  has 
■with  lis  no  right  to  compel  its  observance  as  a  spiritual 
institution,  and  should  have  none.  Precisely  so  was  it 
in  the  Hebrew  Jaw.  The  civil  power  was  not  the  head  of 
the  Hebrew  church,  aa  the  monarchs  of  Eome,  Eussia, 
and  England  iiave  been  of  the  Eoman,  Greek,  and  Eng- 
lish chm'chea..  Neither  the  Shaphetim  nor  kings  of  Israel 
could  appoint  a  high  priest  of  the  church ;  nor  could 
the  priestliood  compel  the  paying  of  tithes,  or  the  offer- 
ing of  sacrifices,  nor  i-ecjuire  the  secular  aim  to  do  it. 
In  spiiitna!  matters  the  Hebrew  was  i-esponsible  only  to 
God  and  to  the  ecclesiastical  law  of  the  church,  and 
was  in  no  way  responsible  to  civil  authority  I'or  hie 
spiritual  conduct. 
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Now  tlie  United  States  Constitution  puts  rdigion  in 
jnst  the  same  relation  to  civil  atitliority  that  God  ordered 
it,  in  the  days  of  Moses. 

The  disunion  of  chnrch  and  state  is  the  great  pro- 
phetic epoch  of  liberty  and  progress  according  to  both 
Daniel  and  St.  John,  It  is  the  beginning  of  the  end  of 
despotism,  and  when  it  fully  prevails  the  "  time  of  the 
end"  will  close,  and  despotism  wii!  forever  cease  on  eaiih. 

The  two  separate  departments  of  religion  and  politics 
in  the  Hebrew  confederacy  exactly  coincide  with  these 
two  departments  in  our  country. 

13.  The  political  offices  of  the  Hebrews  were  elective, 
and  not  hereditaiy,  and  so  it  is  in  our  government. 

14.  Their  goveiument  was  not  originally  an  aristo- 
cratic republic ;  the  people  decided  in  general  assembly 
all  questions  of  war,  ti-eaties,  and  peace,  and  Moses  al- 
ways appealed  to  the  whole,  and  not  to  the  few  aristoa-ats, 
to  accept  or  reject  his  propositions.  Josephus  says  it 
was  an  aristocratic  republic,  but  it  is  plain  that  he  must 
epeali:  of  tlie  executive  depai-tment  of  the  government, 
and  not  of  the  legislative.  We  might  in  a  similar  man- 
ner call  our  government  an  aristocratic  republic.  The 
term  aiisfcicratic  meant,  anciently,  the  iest ;  it  now  sig- 
nifies, in  an  odious  sense,  the  wwst. 

15.  The  people  of  Israel  chose  God  as  their  only  king, 
and  i-enounced  allegiance  to  all  other  monarchs  by  ac- 
clamation, and  so  did  the  people  of  the  United  States. 

16.  The  Hebrew  constitution  recognized  the  institu- 
tion of  Haraetic  bondage,  and  so  does  the  American 
constitution. 

17.  The  Hebi-ew  coustitntiou  forbid  foreigners  ever  be- 
coming supreme  magisti-ates,  and  so  does  the  American. 
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18.  The  Hebrew  constitution  provided  for  tlie  natural- 
ization of  Ibreigners,  and  80  does  the  American,  but  not 
so  strictly. 

These  eoineidencea  between  the  exodus  of  Israel  and 
tliat  of  the  Christians,  are  of  the  most  extraordinary  nature 
if  we  take  them  singly,  bnt  when  taken  together  they  are 
nothing  less  than  miraoulous. 

The  sixth  period  of  Hebrew  hietoiy,  which  includes 
the  conquest  of  Canaan  and  establishment  of  the  repub- 
lic, coincides  with  the  sixth  period  of  the  world,  and  the 
sixth  of  Christianity,  or  with  the  Millennium.  The  great 
points  in  this  period  particularly  noticeable  are  these: 
first,  the  conquest  of  Canaan  was  completed  by  two  great 
battles ;  secondly,  the  conquest  of  Canaan  under  Joshoa 
and  tlie  Judges  did  not  embrace  all  of  the  promised  land. 
The  promise  extended  from  the  river  of  Egypt  to  the 
Euphrates,  and  was  not  realized  till  the  days  of  Solomon. 
The  prophets  assure  us  that  the  monaiuhies  of  the  Ja- 
phetic race  shall  be  broken  in  two  great  battles  at  the 
conquest  by  Liberty,  and  hence  the  war  for  possession 
of  Canaan  by  republican  Israel,  coincides  with  the  pre- 
dicted war  of  the  Christian  republicans  for  possession 
of  the  territories  of  Japhet,  and  the  two  great  battles  and 
■victories  of  Joshua  coincide  with  the  two  predicted  bat- 
tles in  the  war  for  liberty.  These  two  battles  are  pointed 
out  by  St.  John  in  the  14th  chaptei-  of  Revelation,  and 
in  other  places. 

The  first  is  indicated  by  "  One  like  nnto  the  Son  of 
Man  "  on  a  white  clond  who  "  thrust  in  his  sickle  on  the 
earth  and  the  earth  was  reaped ; "  and  the  second  by 
the  reaping  of  the  vine  of  the  earth,  and  its  being  casi 
into  the  wine-press  without   the  city,  and  the   blood 
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coming  out  of  it  "  even  unto  t!ie  liorse  bridles,  hy  tlio 
space  of  sixteen  Jmndred  furlonga."  And  again  John 
eajs,  that  tliree  agencies  went  fcirth  to  gatber  all  the 
kings  of  the  earth  to  the  battle  of  the  gi'eat  day  of  God 
Altiiighty,  and  that  they  assembled  at  a  place  called 
Armageddon.  He  then,  atler  a  short  episode,  describes 
the  United  States  and  the  attack  of  the  confederate  kings 
upon  it,  and  states  that  the  beast  or  Russian  power  was 
taken,  and  that  Great  Britain  or  the  False  Prophet  was 
taken  at  the  same  time.  The  reaping  of  the  eai'th  signi- 
fies the  destruction  of  European  monarchy,  and  the 
reaping  of  the  vine  indicates  the  dreadful  flow  of  blood 
at  the  fall  of  the  British  throne.  As  all  tlirones  in 
Canaan  tell  before  carnal  Israel  to  make  room  for  the 
republic,  so  all  thrones  must  fall  before  Christian  Israel 
to  make  room  for  the  great  millennial  republic. 

Let  sceptics  smile  at  our  simplicity  in  writing  the 
doom  of  European  thrones :  yet  let  them  be  serious  as 
they  hear  Daniel  the  pi-opliet  saying,  "I  beheld  till  the 
thrones  were  cast  down,"  and  "bscama  like  the  chaff  of 
the  summa'  threBhiug-floors,  and  the  wind  cai'ried  tliem 
away,  and  there  was  no  place  tbund  for  them," 

The  world  was  promised  to  Abi-aliam  as  ti'uly  as  was 
Canaan,  and  Canaan  waa  bnt  typical  of  the  world. 

A  country  typifies  a  country,  and  a  people  typify  a 
people ;  and  so  the  blacks  of  Canaan  under  a  cuiBe, 
inted  mankind  depraved  and  under  a  em-ae,  and 
I  over  the  whole  earth  promised  to  "  the  children 
of  the  free  woman."  The  conquest  of  a  large  part  of 
Canaan  was,  therefore,  typical  of  the  conquest  of  a  large 
poiljon  of  the  earth ;  and  as  a  republic  typified  a  repub- 
lic, the  commonwealth  established  in  a  great  paii  of

Canaan,  typifies  a  cominonwealtli  erected  ovev  a  great 
pai't  of  the  eailh.  Now,  tlie  Millenninm  is  clearly  a  state 
of  the  world  in  wliich  a  portion  of  it  only  is  embvaeed 
tinder  t!ie  realizing  blessings  of  civil  and  religious 
republicanism,  as  we  shall  hereafter  show.  The  state 
of  the  world  after  the  Millennium,  has  generally  been 
confounded  with  it. 

The  seventh  period  of  Hebrew  history  coincides  with 
the  seventh  of  the  world  and  of  Christianity.  Tliis 
period  is  that  in  which  the  republic  was  clianged  to  a 
monai'chy  by  the  univereal  voice  of  the  people.  During 
the  reign  of  a  trinity  of  monarehs,  tlie  promised  land 
was  all  takeu  troni  the  foe,  a  capital  of  the  Itliigdom  was 
selected,  and  a  temple  of  transeendent  glory  was  raised, 
and  the  Hebrews  attained  tlie  zenith  of  splendor, 

Aa  like  typifies  its  like,  this  royalty  typified  a  royalty, 
and  the  full  conquest,  under  it,  of  all  the  typically 
pi-omised  laud,  typiJied  tlie  full  conquest  of  the  worid 
under  tlie  final  royalty  of  Christ. 

Now,  prophecy  declares  that  the  people  shall  at  last 
give  np  the  government  of  the  world  to  the  Son  of  Man, 
■who  shall  coiue  in  the  clouds  of  heaven,  and  that  he 
shall  destroy  all  the  wicked,  shall  renew  the  worid,  and 
reign  for  ever  among  men.  It  further  says  that  tlie 
capital  of  the  redeemed  world  shall  descend  out  of 
Leaven  to  the  eai'tli ;  and  it  will  hold  the  same  relation 
to  all  the  world  that  old  Jerusalem  did  to  Canaan. 

"We  have  now  briefly  pointed  ont  the  great  coincidences 
between  the  seven  periods  of  tlie  world  troni  Noah 
to  the  final  redemption,  and  the  seven  periods  of  Chris- 
tianity. We  have  by  no  means  descended  to  notice  the 
minute  resemblances  between  Christianity  and  Hebraism 
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38  religious  type  and  anti-tjpe,  which  fully  accord  with 
our  expositions  ;  we  have  refrained  from  tonehing  them 
for  want  of  space,  and  becaiise  they  have  been  lai'gely 
Bet  forth  by  others. 

We  might  have  gone  further,  perhaps,  in  pointing  out 
the  coincidence  of  the  later  Hebrew  history  with  Chris 
tianity,  but  shall  hereailer  advufc  to  it 

One  point  more  and  we  shall  close  these  coincidences 
It  may  be  inquu-ed  why  we  have  i  r  ^bt  to  give  s^ven 
periods  to  Hebrew  history  rathei  than  any  other  number 
To  this  query  we  reply,  iirst  that  tin.  pi,iiu(fe  we  have 
given  are  plainly  great  ones,  10 1  aie  mirked  out  as  such 
by  nature  or  providence.  &et,ondly  each  cf  these  1  en 
ods  is  also  marked  by  a  clear  tv^e  of  Messiah  Thua 
in  the  first  period,  that  of  the  fithcrs  Isaic  was  ckaily 
a  type  of  Christ.  In  the  second  01  ti  at  ot  the  latii 
archs,  Jndah  was  a  type  of  Chiist  The  scepter  was 
not  to  de])art  fi-om  Judah,  nor  a  lawg  ^ei  unt  1  &hiloh 
came,  and  he  was  to  be  the  "  Lion  of  the  tiibe  of  Ju  lah  ' 
In  the  third  period,  Joseph  is  called  the  Shepherd,  the 
Stone  of  Isi-ael,"  and  is  allowed  by  all  to  prefigure 
Christ  most  graphically.  In  the  fourth  period,  the  infant 
Moses  prefignres  the  infant  Jeeua.  As  Pharaoh  decreed 
the  destniction  of  Hebrew  infants,  so  did  Herod ;  and  as 
Moses  was  providentially  pi-eserved,  so  was  Chrtet;  and 
as  Moses  came  unto  his  own  and  they  received  him  not, 
so  did  Christ.  In  the  fifth  period,  Moses,  as  a  prophet, 
declai-es  that  he  was  a  type  of  our  Lord ;  and  in  the  sixth 
period,  Joshua  prefigured  Jesus  according  to  St.  Paul, 
and  in  the  seventh  period,  David  was  certainly  the  type 
of  his  Son  Jesus. 
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SECTION   II. 

PniLOSOPEY  OF   THE   HeBEEIF   StSTEH. 

The  Hebrew  syetem  being  typical  of  the  plan  of  the 
world's  redemption,  the  philoBophy  of  its  history  becomes 
the  philosophy  of  the  world's  redemption. 

The  Hebrew  syetem  waa  the  preparative  of  Christianity. 
It  filled  but  a  small  space  in  tlie  world,  though  it  was 
long  in  its  duration.  It  was  not  an  aggi'^aive  system 
upon  the  world  at  large ;  its  area  of  action  was  a  mere 
patch  of  the  great  globe,  a  quiet  oasis  in  the  bosom  of 
tiie  limltJeBS  desert  around  it ;  it  was  a  star,  which  in 
the  darkened  heavens  moved  slowly  before  the  coming 
of  the  Bun  it  presaged ;  it  was  the  shadow  thrown  for- 
■wai"d  by  the  coming  thi-one  of  God ;  the  dim  but  true 
outhne  of  the  age  that  was  approaching ;  it  was  the 
mirage  picture  of  the  world,  through  all  ages.  "We  m;^ 
here  observe  that  all  Christians  agree  that  the  Hebrew 
dispensation  was  not  a  i-ealizing  one,  excepting  as  it  was 
such  incidentally. 

The  land  of  Canaan  was  a  land  of  promise,  therefore, 
only  as  a  type  of  the  world ;  and  as  it  was  promised  to 
Abram,  so  the  world  waa  promised  to  CbiHEt,  That 
Abram  undei-stood  the  promise  of  Palestine  aa  a  typi- 
cal one,  is  evident  from  the  nature  of  the  case,  and 
from  tiie  express  declarations  of  scripture.  St.  Faul 
says,  of  Abram,  Isaac,  and  Jacob,  and  multitudes  of 
the  ancient  believers,  that  "  Th^e  all  died  in  the  faith, 
not  having  received  the  promises.  But  now  they  desire 
a  better  country ;  wherefore  Gocl  is  not  ashamed  to  be 
called  their  God,  for  he  hath  prepared  for  them  a  city. 
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Tor  he  (Abraham)  looked  for  a  city  wliieli  iiath  fonnda- 
tiona,  whose  builder  and  malier  is  God."  Hei-e  the 
inheritance  of  Canaan  ie  clearly  seen  not  to  be  tlio 
i-ealization  of  the  promise  of  God  to  Abrani  and  his  seed, 
bat  a  mei's  shadow  of  "  an  enduring  substance,"  and  of 
"a  better  inheritance."  The  modern  writers  on  the 
p]-ophecies  claim  that  Palestine  is  all  that  God  ever 
promised  to  Abram,  and  thus  they  cirenmscribe  the 
promises  of  t!ie  world's  regeneration  within  a  nntshelj, 
and  carnalize  them  all.  For  such  naiTOw  and  anti- 
scriptural  tenets  we  have  no  chai'ity;  they  are  earthy, 
sensual,  supercilions,  heady,  and  degrading;  tliey  are 
too  derogatory  to  the  character  of  the  Savior  of  a  woHd 
to  be  entertained  for  a  moment. 

As  Abraham  had  a  claim  on  Palestine  when  lie  had 
no  family  to  occupy  it,  so  Christ  had  a  claiin  to  the 
world  when  he  had  no  seed  as  yet  to  possess  it;  and  as 
the  aecuraed  seed  of  Ham  iu  the  mean  time  piratically 
occupied  Canaan,  so  the  accursed  seed  of  the  serpent 
possessed  the  world. 

To  occupy  Canaan,  the  seed  of  Abraham  must  increase 
in  nnmbei-s  safficient  to  be  organized  into  a  nation ;  and 
so  to  possess  tlie  world,  the  children  of  Messiali  must 
inci-eaae  in  numbers  sufficient  to  be  organized  into  a 
nationality  strong  enough  to  conquer  and  govern  it ;  and 
as  God  expressly  promised  nationality  to  Abraham's 
carnal  seed,  so  did  he  equally  promise  nationality  to 
the  seed  of  Christ,  or  Abraham's  spiritual  seed.  The 
division  of  Abraham's  seed  into  a  confederacy  of  twelve 
states,  or  tribes,  seems  to  have  conformed  to  the  twelve 
divisions  of  the  world,  and  of  the  material  and  spiritual , 
universe,  and  of  the  final  kingdom. 
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To  keep  the  seed  of  Abraiiani  unmixed  with  foreign 
blood,  the  rite  cf  circumciaion  was  inatitiited,  and  tiie 
race  was  of  a  fair,  or  white  complexion. 

A  rapid  increase  of  population  was  also  desirable, 
and  also  a  firm  unity  of  the  confederate  ti-Ib^. 

Tiiese  two  great  ends  were  I'cadily  accomplished  by 
the  tbnr  htindred  years'  bondage  in  Egypt. 

When  the  family  of  Abraham  was  small,  and  wan- 
dered in  Palestine  and  claimed  its  territory,  the  hostility 
of  powerful  foes  woold  easily  be  engendered,  and  they 
might  easily  have  become  the  prey  of  [wwerfnl  adver- 
saries, or  their  nnity  might  have  been  early  lost.  To 
prevent  these  evils,  and  "  to  save  nnich  people  alive," 
God  provided  them  a  shelter  and  protector  in  the  power- 
ful monarchy  of  Egj-pfc.  In  Egypt  the  climate  was 
highly  favorable  to  fecundity,  and  to  the  support  of  a 
large  population  ;  it  being  a  tropical  country,  and  !nx- 
nriant  in  food.  In  addition  to  theSe  things,  they  were 
made  the  Elavee  of  the  coonti-y,  and  thus,  from  the  effects 
of  labor,  they  multiplied  but  tiie  more  rapidly. 

Such  was  the  rapidity  of  their  inci'ease,  that  seventy 
persons  had  a  posterity  of  three  millions  in  four  hundred 
yei  Iho  other  stance  of  such  i-apid  multiplication 
of  ou    spe     s  c  n  1  e  i     nd  in  any  age. 

Agan  as  tie  Hebrews  were  originally  shepherds, 
tl  y  we  e  a  1  tbon  nat  on  to  the  Egyptians,  and,  of 
CO  ■se  a  a  algamat  o  of  Hebrew  and  Egyptian  blood 
wonld  not  take  1 1  ee  1  ile  a  mutual  antipathy  existed 
between  tl  em  In  add  tion  to  this,  as  the  Plebrews 
we  e  fo  gners  anl  sjoke  a  diiferent  langiiaga,  had  a 
\iidely  difttiLnt  reh^  on,  and  rites,  and  mode  of  worship; 
as  they  hated  idolatry,  and  were  of  a  difierent  color  from 
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the  Egyptians,  and  as  the  Egyptians  wero  exceedingly 
cruel  to  them,  they  must  liave  despised  each  other  most 
cordially,  so  that  a  common  fusion  between  them  was 
i-endered  morally  impossible.  The  Hebrews  being  com- 
mon sufferers,  would  naturally  pMsess  common  sympa- 
thies, and,  of  course,  would  be  confederated  by  the 
strongest  of  all  human  ti^,  and  would  be  ready  to  make 
common  cause  against  their  oppressors.  The  very  ex- 
istence of  the  Hebrews  having  grown  more  and  more 
bitter  as  they  multiplied,  they  at  length  became  ripe  for 
revolt  from  bondage,  and  I'eady  to  set  up  an  indepen- 
dent government  of  their  own. 

Had  their  condition  been  an  easy  one  in  Egypt  they 
would  never  have  consented  to  leavo  it  for  Canaan.  We 
find  that  few  of  the  Babylonian  captives  ever  retarned 
to  Canaan,  on  account  of  the  ease  they  enjoyed  in 
Babylon.  The  Hebrews  in  Egypt  had  also  learned  to 
hate  every  thing  in  the  shape  of  monarchy,  and  longed 
for  unrestrained  freedom,  so  that  they  were  in  a  pretty 
good  state  of  mind  to  embrace  a  democracy.  Their 
religion  had  been  vary  simple  in  its  ordinances,  and  in 
connexion  with  their  great  exodus  from  bondage  they 
were  prepared  to  i-eceive  one  that  was  more  gorgeous 
and  imposing  than  that  of  the  hated  Egyptians. 

Prepared  as  they  were  in  feeling  and  wishes  for  a  free 
commonwealth,  they  wore  yet  unfitted  for  it  practically. 
It  was  therefore  needful  that  a  previsionai  republic 
should  be  established  under  a  dictator,  and  that  they 
should  serve  a  probation  undei  the  new  constitution  and 
under  the  oversight  of  a  wi&e  and  truly  patriotic  leader. 
Hence  we  easily  see  the  leason  ioi  the  forty  years' proba- 
■^jon  in  the  wilderness. 
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In  the  early  part  of  this  period  the  people  were  wild 
and  extravagaot  in  their  actiou,  and  were  at  tiinea  ready- 
to  return  to  Egyptian  despotism,  hnt  in  the  end  the 
tiltraiats  were  calmed  down,  and  all  found  the  new 
"  yoke  easy  and  its  harden  light."  As  aoon  as  the  ex- 
periment had  proved  enccesaful  they  were  ready  to  enter 
Canaan  and  sustain  the  republic  permanently.  As  Ca- 
naan was  full  of  squatters  and  land-pirates,  itH  possession 
was  necessarily  to  be  gained  by  foi-cs.  Now  as  larael 
had  a  divine  right  to  the  soil,  they  had  an  tin  quest  i  en- 
able right  to  occupy  it,  and  as  there  was  no  ai'biter  in  the 
case,  an  appeal  to  force  was  right  and  expedient  and 
aljEolutely  neceesai'y.  When  states  belong  to  a  common 
confederacy  they  mnst  appeal  to  the  general  government 
to  seenre  their  rights,  but  when  no  such  general  govern- 
ment exists,  then  nations  must  gain  their  rights  by  their 
own  arm ;  they  must  redress  their  wrongs  by  the  sword 
when  none  will  arbitrate  justly.  Israel  had  a  right  to 
the  soii  of  Canaait,  a  divine  and  unrelinquished  right ; 
he  had  been  forced  by  famine  to  quit  it  for  a  season,  and 
while  gone  after  bread  he  had  been  seized  and  enslaved, 
and  therefore  his  title  to  Canaan  was  strictly  valid,  and 
as  none  would  give  him  possession  of  his  pati-imony  it 
was  righteous  in  him  to  lay  hold  of  it  vi  et  armis. 

To  such  as  deny  God's  right  in  the  soil,  our  view  will 
seem  preposterous :  and  some  would  say,  "  Let  Israel  do 
without  his  patrimony  rather  than  go  to  war,  and  leave 
the  matter  with  God  and  be  will  settle  it  at  last."  Such 
talk  is  all  fustian.  Nations  are  temporal  existences, 
their  rewards  and  rights  and  punishments  are  as  nations, 
all  this  side  hell  and  heaven,  and  as  God  pointed  out 
the  sword  to  Israel  to  gain  his  diyine  rights  as  a  nation, 
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SO  he  points  it  out  to  all  other  oations  in  the  same  con- 
dition. 

The  bible  teaches  as  as  individuals  nnder  the  same 
government  to  do  good  to  our  enemies,  and  yet  it  re- 
quires lis  to  have  them  branght  to  punishment  fur  the 
common  good  of  society.  To  make  an  enemy  do  riglit 
is  no  evidence  of  a  want  of  love  to  him,  provided  we  do 
not  do  it  from  pure  iiati-ed  of  him,  rather  than  of  iiia 
wickedness.  So  to  make  wicked  nations  and  tyrants  do 
right  is  no  proof  of  want  of  true  love  to  their  souls,  even 
if  we  have  to  hi-eak  their  power  to  atoms.  God  com- 
mands us  to  sanctify  war. 

As  the  commonwealth  of  Israel  was  composed  of  two 
departments,  viz.,  the  church  and  the  state,  and  as  like 
typifies  its  like,  the  cluu-ch  of  Israel  typified  the  Christian 
church,  and  the  Hebrew  state  typified  the  Christian  state, 
and  both  together  typified  the  Christian  commonwealth 
that  was  to  rise  in  17T6,  and  to  be  completed  by  the 
Millennium.  If  we  trace  the  rise  of  Christianity  into  a 
great  free  government  in  America  we  shall  find  the 
philosophy  of  its  history  in  a  faa-simile  of  tlie  rise  of 
the  Hebrew  confederacy  in  its  gi'cat  elements. 

As  the  Hebrew  people  were  at  first  few  and  feeble,  so 
■were  the  Christiana ;  as  the  twelve  families  of  Jacob  were 
united  into  a  family  confederacy,  so  were  the  diffui-ent 
branches  of  the  family  of  Christ  united  into  a  gi-eat  con- 
federacy as  early  as  the  third  century,  and  as  a  social 
government  existed  in  embryo  among  the  Hebrew  fami- 
lies, so  did  a  great  social  government  in  like  manner 
exist  among  the  Christians. 

As  the  Hebrews  found  protection  from  destruction, 
and  enjoyed  repose  ibr  a  while  fconi  union  with  the 
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tlirone  of  Egypt,  so  did  tlie  Christiana  find  i-epose  from 
the  attack  and  clestrnction  of  their  foee  by  a  union  witb 
the  throne  of  spiritaal  Egj'pt. 

As  the  climate  and  eoil  of  Egypt,  together  with  its 
bondage,  served  to  produce  finally  a  nnmerous  and 
hardy  race  of  people,  so  the  country  of  Europe  especially 
was  fayorable  soil  for  the  gi'owth  of  Christianity,  and  tjje 
hard  bondage  of  spiritual  Egypt  served  but  to  mold  into 
the  noblest  form  the  souls  of  the  advocates  of  liberty  and 
true  religion.  As  the  aistoms  of  tiie  Hebrews  were  an 
abomination  to  the  Egyptians,  so  the  religious  rites  and 
customs  of  the  faithful  and  spiritual  circumcision  were, 
and  still  are,  an  abomination  to  spiritual  Sodom.  As 
common  suffering  in  Egypt  produced  a  common  sjm- 
patiiy,  and  cemented  the  common  bi-otherhood  into  a 
resolve  to  unite  to  sustain  a  common  cause,  so  a  com- 
mon lot  as  siiSerers  led  the  faithful  to  sympathize  with 
each  other,  and  to  coalesce  in  union  to  sustain  common 
liberty  and  independenco. 

Freedom  is  but  a  common  body,  as  faiiJy  as  ti'ue  reli- 
gion ;  if  you  strike  one  member,  all  of  the  othera  sym- 
pathize with  it.  Let  the  cry  of  the  oppressed  in  any 
portion  of  the  old  world  reach  America,  and  every  one 
of  its  millions  of  nerves  are  agitated,  and  all  its  pulses 
beat  with  excitement  and  indignation. 

As  the  climax  of  the  sufferings  of  the  Hebrews  rallied 
them  around  their  leader  for  deliverance,  so  the  climax 
of  oppression  on  the  American  colonies  instantly  united 
them  by  elective  and  electric  affinity.  It  was  then 
that  separate  and  independent  province  were  melted 
like  ingots  of  gold  into  a  state  of  common  fusion, 
or  were  welded  like  bai'S  of  steel  by  the  iire  and  tlie 
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hammer  of  despotism.  And  as  the  pride  of  Fharaoh 
wrought  unwittingly  the  release  of  Israel,  so  the  prids 
of  monarchy  brought  oat  the  stars  of  the  great  -westem 
constellation  into  the  heavens  of  hhertj. 

As  Israel  entered  a  -wilderneBS  to  stand  its  probation 
under  a  new  constitution,  so  the  advocates  of  civil  and 
religious  freedom  eutex'ed  the  American  wilderness  to 
try  the  fortunes  of  a  great  republic.  As  Israel  elected 
God  for  its  King,  so  did  America;  as  Israel  was  prepared 
to  conquei'  Canaan  by  its  discipline,  and  to  maintain  a 
great  republic,  so  the  United  Statra  in  the  wilderness  is 
preparing  to  dash  the  great  image  of  aristocracy  to  atoms, 
and  to  establish  the  Millennium.  As  Israel  had  its 
judges  or  ehaphetim,  or  chief  magistrates,  nominated 
by  God  and  allowed  by  the  people,  so  the  people  of  our 
country  choose  their  own  executives. 

As  many  people  in  the  American  colonies  ■were  not 
pious,  and  yet  approved  of  the  liberty  taught  by  Ohi'is- 
tiauity,  so  many  of  the  Hebrews  were  unbelieving  in 
the  religion  of  Moses,  and  yet  approved  and  contended 
for  the  justnras  of  constitutional  libei-ty.  Those  who 
imagine  that  anti-typical  Israel  was  to  be  composed  of 
pure  and  holy  men  altogether,  are  greatly  mistaken. 
On  this  principle,  the  Hebrew  church,  as  a  type,  would 
have  required  that  every  member  of  the  anti-typical  or 
Christian  church  should  have  been  holy.  As  the  church 
of  anti-typical  Israel  possessed  true  doctrine,  though 
many  who  belonged  to  it  were  and  are  impure,  so  the 
commonwealth  of  anti-typical  Israel  possess  the  tme 
doctrines  of  human  government,  though  many  who 
enjoy  its  benefits  are  not  true  Christians.  In  the  end  of 
timCj  the  angels  bhall  gather -out  of  the  government  of 
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anti-tjpical  Israel,  or  "out  of  the  hingdom,  all  things 
that  offend,  and  them  that  do  iniquity?^ 

Tiie  growtt  of  freedom,  epiritnal  and  civil,  is  necessa- 
rily gradual,  as  is  the  gi'owtli  of  an  oak  fixim  an  acoi'n. 
Men  generally  over  the  world,  in  past  ages,  and  two 
thirds  of  them  in  the  pi-esent  age,  have  been,  and  are, 
as  nniit  for  repnhlicanism  as  the  wicked  are  for  heaven. 
It  is  a  received  maxim,  that  "  the  best  form  of  govern- 
ment for  any  people,  is  the  hest  that  its  ^esent  moral 
amd social  condition  renders praotioable."  A  democracy 
can  not  exist  without  a  high  state  of  morals  and  intelli- 
gence blended  together;  we  repeat  it,  they  must  both  exist 
together.  Their  general  attainment,  at  the  greatest  speed, 
most  be  comparatively  slow.  The  general  prevalence 
of  democracy  over  the  whole  earth,  will,  therefore,  be 
gi'adual,  and  will  be  attended  in  its  march  with  the  total 
extinction  of  some  infeiior  vaees,  as  for  inst,ane6,  the 
MexieauB,  and  ialandeis  of  the  Pacific.  Europe  is  in  a 
better  state  to  receive  repnblicanism  than  Asia  or  Africa, 
and  yet  Europe  is  far  below  the  standard  of  the  require- 
ments of  the  case.  Morality  and  intelligence  are  there 
retai-ded  by  the  union  of  church  and  state,  or  by  civil  and 
spiritual  monarchy.  These  barriers  mnat  be  broken 
before  Europe  can  move  another  step  toward  republi- 
canism. It  must  be  fused  by  the  melting  holts  of 
universal  revolution,  and  its  dross  be  thrown  off  like  the 
cinders  of  a  blast  furnace,  before  it  can  hope  for  much. 
It  must  then  have  a  grgat  leading  power,  in  whom  it 
can  repose  confidence,  as  a  guide  to  republican  exalta- 
tion. No  guide  in  such  a  case  can  be  safe,  but  one  who 
has  tried  the  experiment  on  a  grand  and  successful  scale. 
America,  therefore,  is  the  natural  hope  of  European 
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freedom.  It  may  ssem  like  jesting  now  to  speak  as  we 
do  of  our  thrashing  Eiu'opeati  monai'cliy  to  atoms,  but 
in  twent^'-five  yeara  it  wiil  be  a  past  reality. 

The  change  of  republicanism  at  last  into  monarchy, 
under  Christ,  is  a  tiieme  we  roseire  for  another  place. 


In  the  Hebrew  system  are  several  collateral  ty^ses  or 
symbols  worthy  of  attentive  consideration. 

Among  these  we  may  mention  specially,  the  dnal 
types  of  Hagar  and  Ishmael,  Sarah  and  Isaac,  Mosea 
and  Aaron,  or  the  Hebrew  church  and  state,  and  civil 
and  religions  governments  of  Canaan,  and  the  two  pillars 
of  the  temple,  Joachim  and  Boaa. 

1.  Hagar  and  Ishmael.  These  were  typical  of  the 
serpent  and  his  seed,  or  of  the  religioiiB  and  civil  power 
of  Satan,  "For  it  is  written,  Abraham  had  two  sons; 
the  one  by  a  bondmaid,  and  the  other  by  a  free  woman. 
He  wlio  was  of  the  bondwoman  was  bom  after  the  flesh; 
but  he  of  the  free  woman  was  by  promise.  Which  tilings 
are  an  allegory ;  for  these  are  the  two  covenants ;  tfie 
one  from  Mt.  Sinai,  which  gendei-eth  to  bondage,  which 
is  Agar.  For  this  Agar  is  Mt.  Sinai  in  Arabia,  which 
answerefch  to  Jerusalem,  which  now  is,  and  is  in  bond- 
^e  with  htr  children.  Now  we  brethren,  as  Isaac  was, 
are  the  children  of  promise.  As  then,  he  that  was  bom 
after  the  flesh  pei-secnted  him  that  was  born  after  the 
spirit,  oven  so  it  is  now." 
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Here  the  free  and  the  bondwoman  are  aaid  to  figure 
tlie  tvTO  covenants,  or  tbe  religuin  of  dead  works,  or  of 
Satan,  and  the  religion  of  faith  la  Ciirist. 

The  two  eons  of  these  women,  also,  are  said  to  be 
figures ;  and  of  course  are  diflereut  in  signification  from 
the  women.  If  we  now  look  at  the  original  afSrmation 
of  God  to  the  serpent,  we  find  that  Sarah  and  Isaao 
coincide  with  "the  woman  and  her  seed,"  and  that 
Hagar  and  Ishraael  coincide  with  the  serpent  and  bis 
seed,  and,  by  consequence,  thej  severalty  represent  the 
two  departments  of  the  kingdom  of  God,  and  the  two 
departments  of  the  kingdom  of  Satan. 

2.  Wo  see  again  the  two  departments  of  the  kingdom 
of  God  represented  by  Moses  and  Aaron,  who  were  the 
respective  heads  of  the  two  departments  of  the  common- 
wealth of  Isi'ael,  As  the  liingdom  of  Israel  was  really  a 
kingdom  of  God,  and  as  it  was  typical  of  the  final  king- 
dom of  Israel,  its  two  departments  must  have  their 
respective  parallels  in  the  coming  kingdom,  otherwise  the 
type  would  be  an  imperfect  one,  which  wouM  be  an 
unanswerable  supposition, 

3.  The  two  piliai-s  of  the  porch  of  Solomon's  temple 
■were  typical,  for  all  tiie  parts  of  the  temple  were  so,  and 
as  there  is  nothing  with  which  they  coincide  except  the 
dual  law  and  dual  government  of  God,  it  follows  that 
they  represented  these.  Indeed,  tbe  duality  of  snch  a 
multitnde  of  symbols,  in  the  scripture,  all  referring  to 
the  plan  of  salvation,  is  an  insuperable  argument  trom 
analogy  to  ju'ove  that  God  intended  prominently  to 
present  the  dual  character  of  liis  kingdom. 

4.  The  bondage  of  the  Hamitic  race  in  the  family  of 
Abraham,  and  the  Hebrew  commonwealtii,  were  alike 
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typical  of  the  final  inferiority  of  Satan's  powa-  at  the 
possession  of  the  world  by  Christianity. 

Hagar  and  Eliezer,  the  one  an  Egyptian  and  the 
other  a  Damascene,  ■were  of  the  Hamitic,  or  accursed 
race,  so  were  all  the  bondmen  of  the  Hebrews.  Thia 
ti'utli  la  dedncible  fmm  the  fact,  that  Hagar,  the  Egypt- 
ian, was  a  bondmaid,  and,  with  her  son,  typiSed  the 
old  covenant  of  works. 

It  is  not  a  little  remarkable,  that  the  fanaily  of  lah- 
mael,  like  that  of  Jacob,  was  divided  into  twelve 
branches,  from  his  twelve  sons.  "Their  hand  against 
every  man,"  ja  a  faithful  portraiture  of  the  sin-power  of 
Satan. 


CHAPTER   IV. 
ISRAEL  TEsTOEIffl  IDIHTICAI  IVITH  THE  UNITED  STATES. 

The  proposition  of  the  w  1 1  1  mption  was  stated 
to  Adam,  the  diviMons  f  th  bj  t  vere  announced 
by  Noah  ,  the  subdivision  t     t  1  of  by  succeed- 

ing prophets ;  fulfillment  1  11  trated  each  point,  and 
the  trump  of  God  and  tl  t  th    archangel  will 

eloquently  close  the  subject.  As  .m  purpose  is  to  out- 
line the  prophetic  system,  and  to  amplily  on  those  them^ 
only  which  are  of  deepest  interest  to  our  own  times,  we 
shall  take  up  only  the  prophecies  which  affirm  the 
restoration  of  Israel  to  nationality  in  the  latter  day. 

The  Jews  and  speculative  theologians  have  for  near 
eighteen  hundred  years,  believed  that  Israel  would  be  re- 
stored to  nationality  in  Palestine,  and  that  it  would  then 
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become  the  head  of  the  whole  world,  and  he  the  great  agent 
in  its  Christ] an iziiti on.  We  protest  against  tliia  theory, 
because  it  is  absurd,  fanatical,  and  repugnant  to  scrip- 
ture, as  well  as  to  common  sense.  We  believe  that  the 
carnal  Israel  will  be,  to  a  certain  extent,  Christianized, 
and  that  it  will  re-settle  in  Palestine,  and  form  an  inte- 
gral portion  of  the  Millennial  i-epublic,  but  that  it  will 
have  no  superiority  at  all  over  the  other  Christian  states 
of  the  Millennial  confederacy ;  we  think  it  will  simply  be 
a  common  beneficiaiy  of  good  government,  as  all  other 
Christian  states  will  be.  We  further  believe  the  United 
States  to  be  the  first  fitiits  of  the  promised  restoration 
of  Israel,  and  that  the  Millennial  republic  will  be  the 
salvation  of  "  all  Israel,"  politically  speaking.  To  eon- 
firm  our  views,  we  submit  the  following  ai'guments. 


SECTION  I. 
Absueditt  of  the  Common  Thkosv. 

This  theory,  which  we  have  bidefly  stated,  is  too  well 
undei'stood  to  require  an  enumeration  of  its  points.  It 
has  been,  and  still  is,  advocated  by  many  learned  men  ; 
but  "  great  men  ai'O  not  always  wise,"  and  "  learned 
men,  when  they  en',  ei-r  egregiously."  Our  objections 
He  against  tlie  theory,  however,  and  not  against  its 
supporters,  and  are  as  follows : 

First.  The  geographical  position  of  Palestine  is  not 
such  as  to  favor  its  claim  to  be  the  ultimate  capital  of  the 
world.  The  capital  of  the  world  should  be  ao  located  as 
to  be  easy  of  access  to  all  nations,  and  should  be  above 
them,  or  higher  than  all  other  portions  of  the  globe. 
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TIlis  can  by  no  means  be  said  of  Palestine,  which  is 
diffictilt  of  access,  and  has  seai'cely  any  one  eommanding 
natural  feature  to  recommend  it  as  the  physical  head  of 
the  globe.  America  is  tlie  only  countiy  on  earth  that 
can  by  possibility  lay  any  claim  to  be  its  natural  capital. 
The  reseaixjhes  of  Lieut.  Manry  have  demonstrated  that, 
by  ^vind  and  ■wave,  it  is  down  etream  from  onr  country 
to  all  the  world ;  and  that  all  nations  must  ascend  to  it 
to  reach  it.  With  an  ocean  on  either  hand,  its  power 
can  descend  with  celerity  to  every  coontiy  on  tlie  sphere ; 
and  that,  too,  from  even  the  deepest  interior  of  oar 
territory. 

Second.  It  is  absurd  to  suppose  that  Palestine  can  be 
the  agi'icultural  capital  of  the  world  It  is  a  -v&ry  small 
country,  say  about  the  sizu  of  si  me  of  the  counties  of 
our  own  states  ;  it  is  broken  by  miuntams  anl  has  but 
a  very  small  tract  of  arablL  laud  and  nndei  the  highest 
etate  of  cnltivation  could  export  compaiitively  few 
produete,  and  no  great  vaiiety  even  of  them 

How  could  it  therefore  compare  with  America  I  how 
could  the  little  valJey  of  Jordan  compete  with  the  shores 
of  the  Amazon  1  or  the  vale  of  Jehoshaphat  with  the 
valley  of  tl  e  M  ss  es  pp  1  We  need  not  argue  this 
point  any  ta  tl  e  fo  th  ve  y  thought  of  Palestine  being 
the  agr  Itn  al  1  ea  1  ot  tl  e  world  is  repugnant  to 
common  sense 

Third  It  s  il  urd  to  eu^pose  that  Palestine  can 
ever  heco  ne  tl  e  o  nme  c  I  capital  of  the  world.  In 
selecting  Palest  ne  la  th  tvf  e  of  the  great  Israel,  God 
chose  a  c  unt  y  w  tl  t  ten  ptitions  to  commerce,  lest 
the  people  should  be  Bcattt-n.d  and  amalgamated,  and 
lose  their  Hebraic  identity,     A  commercial  head  of  the

world,  should  bo  a  coimtrj  of  gxeat  agricultural  and 
mineral  wealth ;  it  should  have  fine  harboi«,  and  many 
of  them,  and  should  be  accessible  on  all  aides  round. 
But  none  of  these  things  can  be  said  of  Palestine. 
Sidon,  and  Acre,  and  Joppa  ai-e  all  on  one  side  of  its 
coast,  and  are  comparatively  insignificant  havens.  "With- 
out vast  productiveness  in  a  country,  ^sisted  by  good 
harbors,  a  commercial  headship  is  utterly  impc^sible, 
and  hence  to  talk  of  Old  Canaan  being  the  commercial 
center  of  the  gi-eat  nations  of  the  earth  is  all  gammon. 

Fourth.  Palestine  can  not  be  the  manufacturing  head 
of  the  world,  for  it  has  no  natural  facilities  for  such  an 


Fifth.  It  can  not  become  the  intellectual  head  of  the 
world.  Art  and  science  can  flourish  only  where  the 
resources  of  a  country  demand  their  cultivation  to  develop 
its  native  wealth  ;  and  in  pi-oportion  to  tlie  diameter  of 
a  country's  natural  advantages,  so  will  be  its  intellectual 
advancement,  under  a  free  constitution.  And  certainly, 
then,  little  Palestine  can  not  compete  with  Enrope  or  the 
Americas. 

Neither  can  it  be  claimed  that  the  Jews  are  superior 
in  native  genius  to  the  white  race  generally,  since,  nn- 
aided  by  inspiration,  they  have  not  been  equal  in  intel- 
lectual manifestations  of  power  to  the  Greeks,  Komana, 
French,  English,  or  Americans.  Besides  this,  the  white 
race  has,  and  will  continue  to  have,  as  great  stimulus 
and  as  many  collateral  aids  to  intellectual  culture  as  the 
Jews  can  ever  hope  to  attain.  We  can  think,  and 
invent,  and  discover,  and  learn,  and  write,  and  print, 
and  read  as  much  as  the  Jews  possibly  can ;  and  it  is  all 
fustian  to  talk  otherwise. 
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Sixth.  The  Jews  can  not  become  the  political  head  of 
the  woild  in  Palestine.  It  requires  the  greatest  elements 
of  power  to  hold  the  scepter  of  the  world's  dominion. 
Vast  national  i-esources,  vast  territory,  commerae,  agri- 
culture, mantifactnree,  and  improvements,  with  great 
enterprise,  mnat  combine  with  the  mightiest  intelligence, 
and  the  greatest  moral  power,  to  rule  tlis  world  in  ita 
present  state  of  advancement ;  and  these,  in  the  highest 
degi-ee,  Palestine,  from  the  very  nature  of  its  locality, 
limits,  and  native  qualities,  can  never  possess.  When 
the  world  was  tar  less  potent  than  it  is  now,  and  was 
more  easy  to  be  controlled,  Judea  possessed  the  most 
insignificant  political  influence  in  it ;  and  if,  under  better 
advantages,  it  was  a  mei-e  cipher  in  the  political  world, 
it  certainly,  under  woi'Se  advantages,  will  not  become  the 
head  of  it.  It  is  most  ridiculous  to  think  of  such  a 
thing.  "Will  Euasia,  Britain,  Germany,  France,  and 
America  become  the  vassals  of  the  Jews?  will  they  give 
their  scepter  to  a  patch  of  country  that  conld  not  supply 
the  world  with  cabbage ;  and  to  a  people  that  can  never 
become  their  mental  and  political  superioi'S  X  The  very 
thought  is  full  of  absuiviity  and  fanaticism. 

If  it  be  contended  that  this  resiJt  of  supremacy  is  to 
occur  through  miraculous  agency,  we  answer  that  no 
promise  of  such  agency  exists,  and  the  belief  in  it  is  a 
species  of  Millerism,  and  equally  as  fanatical,  thoagh  a 
little  more  popular.  It  is  aven-ed  by  some  advocates  of 
the  theory,  who  feel  its  absui-dity,  that  Christ  himself 
will  appear  and  reign  in  person,  in  Palestine,  and  will 
come  at  the  war  of  Armageddon.  "We  reply,  that  Christ 
says  no  such  thing,  but,  on  the  contraiy,  affirms  that  his 
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second  advent  will  not  occur  til!  "after  that  tnbulation 
of  those  days  be  ended." 

Seventh.  It  is  claimed  that  the  Jews,  restored  \n 
Palestine,  will  be  the  spiritual  Lead  of  the  world.  Wi 
reply  that  such  a  notion  is  all  mooushine,  for  Christians 
ai'e  to  be  the  spiritual  head  of  the  world,  and  not  caiTi.n' 
Israel.  The  Christians  in  America  have  all  the  revehi 
tion  the  Jews  can  iiave ;  they  have  the  Bible,  whic-1 
contains  all  that  God  will  reveal  till  the  second  advent  . 
and  they  can  Isiiow  as  ranch  abont  it  as  the  Jews  can  : 
they  can  print  as  much  as  the  Jews  in  Palestine  woul^i 
be  able  to  do ;  they  pray  as  much,  preach  as  much,  and 
worship  God  as  devoutly,  and  also  possess  as  much  zea! 
as  the  Jews  ever  did,  or  ever  will ;  so  that  there  is  not  a 
single  chance  for  the  Jews  to  become  their  snpeiiors, 
much  less  their  head. 

Eighth.  The  theoiy  of  the  carnal  restoration  requires 
that  the  t«n  lost  ti'ibes,  as  well  as  Jndah  and  Benjamin, 
shall  be  reunited  in  Palestine,  at  the  restoration.  Now 
this  is  utteriy  impossible,  witliont  a  resuirection  of  the 
dead ;  for  the  existence  of  the  ten  tribes,  at  the  present 
day,  can  not  by  any  means  be  proved.  It  is  said  that 
traces  of  them  exist  in  Asia,  but  ti'aces  are  not  tribes, 
and  the  Jews  in  Asia  are,  no  doubt,  the  descendants  of 
the  dispereed  of  the  two  tribes,  and  not  of  the  ten. 

The  truth  is,  the  ten  tribes  were  prone  to  amal- 
gamation with  the  iieathen,  and  for  this  reason  they 
were  ejected  altogetiier  from  Canaan ;  and  were  in  a 
few  centuries  almost  entirely  lost  by  amalgamation,  and 
certainly  have  lost  their  identity  as  ten  tiibes,  long  ago. 
by  mingled  blood. 
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Ninili,.  Were  the  Jews  to  be  Oiiristianized,  tlien  the 
Hebrew  ceremonial  law  would  cease  to  be  a  wall  of 
separation  between  them  and  Gtentile  Christians,  Cir- 
cumcision, and  other  rites,  and  especially  the  law  or 
custom  forbidding  marriage  with  Gentiles,  would  cease, 
and  all  essential  difference  between  them  and  Gentile 
converts  would  have  an  end.  Amalgamation  would 
follow,  and  the  distinctive  ethnological  chai'acter  of 
Hebrews  wonlcl  also  cease. 

To  all  these  things  it  is  replied,  that  the  word  of  God 
declai-es  the  restoration  of  Isra«l,  and  "  eveiy  word  of 
God  standeth  sure."     We  most  cordially  ad  a 

proposition,  but  deny  that  prophecy  ever  proc     med   he 
ocemrrence  of  events  that  are  repugnant  n 

sense.     Indeed,  any  interpretation  of  God'    w    d 
brings  from  it  a  theory  really  at  variance  w  h         w^ 
of  nature  and  good  sense,  is,  to  say  the  b  a 

false  interpretation. 

The  Hebrews  were  a  typical  people;  tj  a 
Christians ;  and  what  purpose  is  to  be  subserved  by  the 
reconstruction  of  a  typical  people !  The  whole  plan  of 
the  world's  redemption  to  the  judgment  is  revealed  to  us, 
and  in  that  plan,  the  restoration  of  carnal  Israel,  as  the 
head  of  the  world,  can  be  seen  to  answer  no  useful  pur- 
pose. If  it  be  said,  as  it  is,  by  theorizers,  that  the  Jews 
are  to  be  the  great  instruments  of  the  conversion  of  the 
world,  we  answer  that  such  a  position  is  the  depth  of 
absurdity.  For  St.  Paul  says:  "EKndnees  in  part  is 
happened  to  Israel,  until  the  fullness  of  tlie  Gentiles  be 
come  in.  And  so  all  Israel  shall  be  saved ;  as  it  is 
■written.  There  shall  come  out  of  Sion  the  Deliverer,  and 
shall  trn-n  away  ungodliness  from  Jacob ;  for  this  is  my 
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covenani  unto  them."— Enm.  x!.  Here  tlie  convei-sion 
of  the  Gentile  world  is  plainly  aeeii  to  transpire  betbre 
that  of  the  Jews,  and  also  that  the  churah  from  among 
the  Gentiles  is  to  he  the  agent  to  convert  the  Jews ;  and 
the  Jews  ai'e  to  be  the  last  people  converted  to  the 
gospel.  How  absnrd,  then,  it  must  be,  to  say  that  the 
Jews,  restoi'ed  to  Palestine,  ai'e  to  convert  the  Gentile 
world. 

The  covenant  here  stated,  speaks  only  of  the  spiritual 
restoration  of  Israel,  and  not  of  a  restoration  to  Pales- 
tine. The  restoration  to  God  is  as  different  a  thing 
from  i-estoration  to  Palestine,  as  Palestine  differs  from 
heaven. 

Again,  as  Christians  have  equal  rights  with  the  seed 
of  Abraham,  if  the  Jews  are  i-estored  to  Palestine  by 
praraise,  then  all  the  seed  of  Abraham  must  settle  there 
also,  and,  by  conseq^uence,  the  whole  Christian  world 
mnst  immigrate  to  it.  But  as  such  an  immigration  is 
too  absurd  tor  a  moment's  consideration,  the  theoij  is 
false,  because  of  its  absui-dity. 

It  is  objected  to  our  views,  that  the  Jews  have  been 
providentially  preserved  as  a  separate  people,  and  that 
this  ai-giies  their  final  restoration  to  Palestine.  We 
reply,  that  we  cheerfully  concur  with  such  an  opinion, 
but  deny  that  they  are  to  be  the  head  of  the  world.  We 
sympathize  with  the  Jews,  in  all  their  captivity  and 
wanderings,  but  we  sympathize  more  with  the  Ohiistiaa 
Israel  in  all  its  red  path  of  mai'tyrdom.  If  cania!  Israel 
has  been  a  wanderer,  and  homeless,  so  has  been  Chris- 
tian Israel ;  if  carnal  Israel  has  been  providentially  pre- 
served, BO  has  Christian  Israel ;  carnal  Israel  is  a  captive 
for  its  iniquity,  but  Christian  Israel  for  its  innocence ; 
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the  foiincr  for  its  vice,  the  latter  for  its  virtue ;  the  one 
raiu'dered  the  Prince  of  Lite,  the  other  worshiped  him; 
the  Jews  have  ever  continued  to  hate  Christ,  and  pnll 
down  his  cause ;  tlie  Christians  have  loved  him,  and 
have  sealed  their  devotion  with  their  blood.  Now, 
should  God  place  carnal  Israel  above  spiritual  Israel, 
should  he  give  hiiu  superior  honors,  and  wider  dominion, 
and  gi'eater  gloiy,  then  would  God  be  seen  to  reward 
his  inveterate  foes,  and  degrade  his  fast  friends;  then 
would  he  encourage  ti-eiison,  and  disgrace  fidelity ;  then 
Tffould  he  exalt  vice,  and  condemn  vii-tue ;  then  iniqnity 
would  be  at  a  premium,  and  righteousn^s  at  a  feartiil 
discount;  then  equal  rights  would  cease  from  Christi- 
anity, and  contentment  wonld  leave  the  world. 

Carnal  Israel  can  not  become  the  capital  of  the  world, 
without  a  violation  of  every  law  of  nature,  good  sense, 
justice,  and  good  goverameut;  and  the  theory  which 
teaches  such  a  doctrine  is,  tlierefore,  false,  fanatical,  and 
full  of  evil. 


SECTIOi^  II. 
The  Comjio.\  Theoiiy  AKii-ScRirTuRiL. 
A  theory  repugnant  to  good  sense,  is  repugnant  to 
scripture ;  and  we  shall  find  every  thing  in  the  plain 
teachings  of  the  New  Testament  to  conflict  with  the 
restoration  of  canial  Israel.  Were  the  restoration  of 
Israel  to  Palestine  tanght  bj  the  prophets,  it  is  absurd 
to  suppose  the  great  and  important  fact  wonld  not  be 
mentioned,  or  at  least  alluded  to,  in  the  New  Testament. 
The  New  Testament  is  the  great  expositor  of  the  Old, 
but  it  never  says  that  carnal  Israel  will  be  restored  to 
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Palestine  ;  never  hints  it,  never  implies  it.  Now,  wliy 
this  silence  about  Canaan  ?  wliy  tins  empliatic  neglect 
of  carnal  Israel,  and  full  attention  to  Christian  Isi'ael,  if 
the  carnal  seed  of  Abraham  were  to  be  the  heirs  and 
inheritors  of  the  world  ?  The  silence  can  be  interpreted 
to  mean  nothing  in  favor  of  the  carnal  restoration,  and 
must  mean  every  thing  against  it.  "We  shall  now  quote 
some  few  decisive  passages  on  the  subject,  and  leave 
them  with  the  impartial  for  mature  consideration. 

That  nationality  was  promisecl  to  Israel,  in  the  latter 
day,  can  not  be  doubted.  The  prophets  most  unequivo- 
cally announce  it,  jind  it  is  fully  and  plainly  intei-able 
from  the  great  promises  of  the  world's  redemption,  and 
the  promised  blessedness  to  all  nations  thi-ough  Christ. 
Did  true  Christianity  universally  jDi-evail  among  men, 
Christian  republicanism  would  also  necessarily  spring 
up  universally.  Now,  in  the  progress  of  Christianity 
towai'd  universality,  it  is  obvious  that  some  one  part  of 
the  earth  wonid  lii'St  be  Christianized,  and  by  conse- 
quence a  true  Chu&tian  nationality  would  prevail  in  that 
Chi istianized  poition,  and  Uiat  would  be  the  restoration 
of  nationality  a%  far  aa  it  extended.  In  speaking  of  the 
lestoiation  of  Isiael,  no  one  imagines  that  the  same 
identical  Jews  who  formerly  lived  in  Palestine  are  to  be 
restored  to  it,  and  to  nationality ;  the  legitimate  descend- 
ants of  Abraham  only  can  be  those  to  whom  the  promise 
was  made.  The  controversy  will,  therefoi'e,  be  decided 
by  determining  who  are  the  legitimate  seed  of  Abraham. 
We  affirm  that  the  Christian  seed  of  Israel  are  the  only 
true  heirs  of  all  the  promises,  and  that  Christians  of  tlie 
Gentiles  axe  as  truly  the  heii's  of  the  promises,  . 
Chrmtians  from  among  the  Jews.     We  shall  j 
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with  our  arguments  as  follows:  1.  Nationality  was 
promised  to  the  ti-ue  seed  of  Abraham  in  the  latter  day. 
3.  The  Christians  ai'e  the  true  seed  of  Abraham. 

First,  Promised  festoration  to  Nationality ^-Some 
pereona  who  oppose  the  restoration  of  Israel  to  Palestine 
have  taken  an  exti'eme  position,  and  have  disbelieved  in 
any  national  restoration  whatever. 

This  position  is  as  absurd  as  the  theory  it  opposes, 
because  nnequivocal  prophecies  declare  a  restoration  to 
nationality ;  and  it  must,  also,  ti-anspire  trom  the  very 
nature  of  things.  We  shall  quote,  for  the  present,  but 
two  authoritative  and  decisive  prophecies  on  the  subject, 
out  of  a  score  that  now  lie  open  betbre  us.  1.  "  And  it 
shall  come  to  pa^  in  that  day,  that  the  Lord  shall  set 
his  hand  again  the  secokd  time  to  recover  the  remnant 

of  hia  people, and  shall  assemble  the  outcasta 

of  Israel,  aud  gather  together  the  dispersed  of  Judah 
from  the  four  corners  of  tlie  earth.  *  *  They  shall 
fly  npon  the  shoulders  of  the  Philistines  towai-d  the 
WEST." — Isa,  xi.  2.  "Surely  the  isles  shall  ■wait  for 
me,  and  the  ships  of  Tarshish  (Spain)  fh-st,  to  bring  thy 
eons  from  iar.  *  *  *  *  The  nation  and  kingdom 
that  will  not  serve  thee  shall  utterly  perish.  *  *  Thy 
people  shall  be  all  righteous,  they  shall  inherit  the 
land  forover." — Isa.  Ix.  As  it  is  utterly  impossible  to 
spiritualize  these  passages,  and  as  they,  without  the 
shadow  of  a  doubt,  predict  the  latter  day  restoration  of 
Israel,  the  national  I'estomtiou  of  the  seed  of  Abraham 
must  be  a  conceded  point  on  all  hands.  The  terms 
"Wbst,"  aud  "Ships  of  Taeshkh,"  utterly  refuse  to  be 
accommodated  to  a  mere  figurative,  or  to  a  spiritual 
meaning.     Let  any  man  undertake  to  spiritualiiie  them. 
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aiifl  he  will  veiy  soon  make  a  fool  of  himself,  but  of 
nobody  eke.  Natiouality  to  Israel  was,  therefore, 
promised  without  doubt. 

Second.  The  Ohrist{am,8'aT6  the  true  seed  of  Abra- 
ham^j  to  whom  the  promises  inuTe. 

1.  ^¥llo  are  Jews  ?— "  He  is  not  a  Jew,  which  is  one 
outwardly,  neitlier  is  that  circumcision,  wliich  is  out- 
ward in  the  fiesh.  Eut  be  is  a  Jew  which  ia  one 
inwardly ;  and  circumcision  is  that  of  the  heart,  in 
the  sph-it  and  not  in  the  letter;  whose  praise  )& 
not  of  men  but  of  God."— Rom.  ii.  28,  29.  "  For  they 
are  not  all  Israel,  which  are  of  Israel ;  neither  becanse 
they  are  the  seed  of  Abraham  are  they  all  children,  but 
in  Isaac  shall  tliy  seed  be  called.  That  is  they  which 
are  the  children  of  the  flesh,  these  ai-e  not  the  children 
of  God ;  but  the  children  of  the  promise  are  counted  for 
the  seed." — Eora.  ix,  7-9. 

"  Know  ye  therefore  that  they  which  are  of  the  faith, 
the  same  are  the  children  of  Abraham,  So  then,  they 
which  be  of  faith  are  blessed  with  faithful  Abraham. 
That  the  blessing  of  Abraham  might  come  on  tlie 
Gentiles  through  Jesus  Christ.  There  is  neither  Jew 
nor  Greek,  tbei'e  is  neither  bond  nor  free,  there  is  neither 
male  nor  female,  for  you  are  all  one  in  Christ  Jesna. 
And  if  ye  be  Christ's,  ye  are  Abraham's  seed,  and  heira 
according  to  promise.''^— Gal.  iii. 

In  these  passages,  the  Jew  who  is  to  be  the  inheritor 
of  the  promises,  is  plainly  stated  to  be  one  who  is  an 
heir,  by  faith  in  Christ,  and  by  that  only.  It  is  also  as 
plainly  affirmed  as  language  can  express  it,  that  there 
IB  no  difference  in  equality  of  right  between  the  Gentile 
and  Hebrew  seed  of  Christ,     Those  therefore  who  insist 
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on  the  superioi-ity  of  ri^ht  to  pie  eniinent  position  of 
Hebrew  Christians,  are  in  direct  conflict  with  the  text. 
They  affirm  there  ia  a  difiLience,  while  the  text  afflrma 
that  "  all  are  one  in  Ohiist,"  and  that  "  there  is  no  dif- 
f&renee  between  the  Jew  and  the  GieeL  " — Kom.  x.  12. 
That  the  carnal  seed  are  not  ^ecel^ed  among  the  heirs 
of  the  promises,  is  furthei  maniftst  ftom  the  affirmation 
of  Christ  to  the  Jews.  He  said  i  "  Ye  are  of  your 
father  the  devil,  and  the  Insts  of  yonr  father  ye  will  do," 
"  If  Abraham  were  yonr  father  ye  would  do  the  worka 
of  Abraham." — John  Tiii. 

2.  Heirship  of  the  world. — "The  promise  that  he 
should  be  the  heir  of  the  world  was  not  to  Abraham  or 
to  his  seed  through  the  law,  but  through  the  righteous- 
ness of  faith." — Kom.  iv.  13. 

"  For  if  the  inheritance  be  of  the  law,  it  is  no  more  of 
promise ;  but  God  gave  it  to  Abraham  by  promise." — 
Gal.  iii.  18. 

Here  the  inheritance  to  Abraham  is  plainly  given  to 
all  believem  in  Christ  without  any  distinction  between 
Jewish  or  Gentile  converts.  All  benefits  conferred  upon 
men  in  the  latter  day  were  to  spring  from  the  gospel, 
and  the  gospel  confers  equal  rights  upon  all  of  its  bene- 
ficiaries throughout  the  world,  irrespective  of  carnal  rela- 
tion to  Abraham,  for  God  is  no  respector  of  peiBons. 

3.  Promise  sure  to  all  the  seed. — "  To  Abi'aham  and 
his  seed  were  the  promises  made.  He  saith  not,  and  to 
seeds,  as  of  many  but  as  of  one,  and  to  thy  seed  which 
is  Christ."  How  differently  this  sounds  from  the  "  two- 
seed"  doctrine  of  the  restorei-s  of  carnal  Israel.  "  Now 
we,  brethren,  as  Isaac  was,  are  childi-en  of  promise." — 
Gal.  iii  and  iv.     "  Therefore,  it  is  of  faith  that  it  might 
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ba  by  gvace ;  to  the  end  the  piomiBe  might  be  sure  to  all 
tlieseed;  not  to  that  only  which  is  of  the  law,  but  to 
that  also  which  is  of  the  faith  of  Abraham,  who  is  the 
father  of  us  oil." — Rom.  iv.  16. 

The  theory  of  the  final  superiority  of  the  Jewish  con- 
verts to  Christianity,  is  utterly  annihilated  by  the 
passages  we  have  quoted.  The  Jews  have  always 
insisted  upon  it  as  orthodox,  and  many  Christian  divines 
have  tanght  the  same  old,  absurd  assumption  of  Jewish 
pre-eminence ;  but  Christ  and  the  apostles  denounced  all 
euch  monopoly  of  grace,  and  never  countenanced  the 
exclusivenesa  claimed.  It  sounds,  to  us,  as  absurd  aa 
the  Dutchman's  prayer,  who  prayed,  "  Lord,  save  nie 
and  my  wife,  my  son  John  and  his  wife  ;  us  Jwir  and 
no  more."  We  might  argue  the  case  much  further,  but 
as  we  have  no  patience  with  the  monstrosity  of  the 
theory,  we  forbear.  It  makes  two  Isi'aels,  differing  in 
heirship,  while  the  gospel  says  there  is  but  one,'  it  exalts 
one  and  neglects  the  other,  and  thus  makes  a  mighty 
difference  between  them,  while  the  gospe!  says  "  there 
U  no  difference;"  it  makes  the  pitimise  sure  to  a  pari 
of  the  seed  only,  while  the  gospel  says  it  "  is  sure  to  all 
the  seed ;"  it  exalts  the  Israel  of  Moses  and  degrades 
the  Israel  of  Christ,  and  is  therefore  false. 
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SECTION  III. 
The  Unitbb  States  is  laBAEL  Eestoked. 
Having  shown  that  the  theoiy  of  the  carnal  restoration 
of  Israel  is  repugnant  to  both  common  sense  and  scripture, 
and  yet  having  shown  that  nationality  was  to  be  given 
to  the  Israel  of  Christ  in  the  latter  day,  it  follows  that  no 
prophecy  of  scripture  can  be  interpreted  as  exclusively 
I'eferring  to  the  restoration  of  Israel  to  Palestine.  The 
names  of  Judah  and  Jerusalem,  Judah  and  Israel,  so 
often  used  in  prophecies  referring  to  the  latter  day,  have 
been  considei-ed  as  literal  terms  by  some,  and  tliia  has 
given  rise  to  the  theoiy  we  combat.  Fi-om  the  argu- 
ments we  have  presented,  they  can  not  be  understood  sB 
literal  terms,  but  must  be  xmderstood  as  typical  or  me- 
tooymic  terms,  in  wliicli  the  names  of  types  are  used  for 
the  names  of  their  antitypes.  This  mode  of  expression  is 
veiy  common  among  the  predictions  of  the  latter  day. 
Thus,  Ezekiel  says  of  Israel  restored,  after  the  resm'rec- 
tion:  "David,  my  servant,  shall  he  king  over  them." 
Here  the  term  David  is  the  typical  name  of  Christ,  the 
son  of  David.  Again,  every  thing  predicted  of  a  typical 
person  or  people,  if  not  realized  by  them,  while  standing 
as  types,  must  be  realized  by  the  person  or  people  tlioy 
typifiy.  Tims  the  promise  of  Canaan  to  the  tathera  was 
never  realized  by  them,  and  they  underetood  the  promise 
as  having  a  typical  reference  to  "  a  city  with  foundations  " 
Again :  "  Once  have  I  sworn  in  my  holiness  that  I  v?dl 
not  lie  unto  David.  His  seed  shall  endure  foio(  ei,  and 
his  throne  as  the  sun  before  me ;  it  shall  be  established 
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forever  as  the  moon,  and  as  a  taithful  witness  in  heaven." 
Here  is  a  positive  promise  of  the  perpetuity  of  David's 
throne,  and  yet,  in  four  hundred  yeare  aftei'ward,  David's 
tlu'one  ceaeed  to  esiat,  and  lias  never  yet  been  restored. 
But  as  "  the  word  of  God  can  not  he  broken,"  the  proph- 
ecy tnust  lies  David's  name  as  a  metonymic  for  Christ. 
So  also  the  "  seed  of  Abraham,"  and  "  the  seed  of  Da- 
vid," are  typical  terms,  expi^essing  the  eeed  of  Cliriat. 

By  keeping  these  things  in  view,  there  is  no  difficulty 
in  understanding  the  prophecies  of  Israel's  restoration. 

We  shall  now  quote  the  prophecies  declaring  the  res- 
toration of  lai'ael's  nationality  in  the  latter  day,  and  shall 
quote  none  that  can  possibly  be  considered  as  having 
been  realized  in  the  restoration  fi-om  Ancient  Eabjlon, 
The  pi-ophecies  of  Isaiah  and  Ezekiel  will  be  those  which 
we  shall  principally  quote,  because  they  contain  very 
ample  accounts  of  the  restoration.  The  tbllowing  things 
will  he  found  pi-edicted  by  them:  1.  The  restoration. 
3.  The  ships  of  Tarshish,  or  Spain,  opening  the  way. 

3.  The  wilderness   country  that  was  to   be   occupied. 

4.  Tlie  land  that  had  been  always  waste.  5.  The  direction 
to  it  westwai'd.  6.  It  was  to  be  a  place  of  hraad  rivers 
and  streams.  7.  Its  towns  and  cities  were  to  be  without 
walls,  bars,  or  gates,  8.  It  was  to  he  iar  from  molesta- 
tion. 9.  It  was  to  be  a  land  of  great  wealth.  10.  It 
was  to  be  peopled  by  Christians  from  various  nations. 
11,  Kings  and  queens  were  to  assist  its  early  establish- 
ment. 12.  Its  children  were  aU  to  be  instructed  of  God. 
13.  A  vast  immigration  was  constantly  to  set  toward 
it.  14.  It  was  to  rise  with  thii-teen  states,  on  the  borders 
of  a  great  eea.  15.  It  was  to  be  invaded  by  all  the  great 
monarchies,  and  was  to  tilumph. 
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If  we  make  ovit  these  points  in  prophecy,  it  will  not, 
and  can  not,  he  denied  that  we  elial!  have  discovered  onr 
conntiy  to  he  foretold  by  the  prophets. 

First.  The  restoration  to  nationality. — ^This  we  have 
already  shovra,  and  shall  let  its  trnth  be  further  evinced, 
incidentally,  from  the  prophecies  we  shall  quote. 

Second.  The  ships  of  Tarshish  first. — ^This  passage 
18  in  that  elaborate  view  of  the  restoration,  found  in  the 
sixtieth  chapter  of  Isaiah :  "  Surely  the  Isles  shall  wait 
for  me,  and  the  ships  of  Tai-shisb  first,  to  bring  thy  sons 
from  far,  their  silver  and  their  gold  with  them."  Europe 
■was  called  the  "  Isles  of  the  Gentiles,"  and  the  certain 
delay  or  waiting  of  the  Isles  for  God's  people,  may  well 
apply  to  the  concealing  of  America  from  the  worJd,  till 
the  Christians  were  about  ready  to  break  theii-  chains  at 
the  Eefoi-mation,  and  settle  it,  and  lift  the  great  ensign 
of  civil  and  religious  liberty.  The  sliips  of  Tarshish 
brought  gold  and  silver  in  ancient  times  to  Solomon, 
and  these  ships  of  Tarehish  are  also  represented  as  bear- 
ing gold  and  silver,  as  in  other  days.  The  word  Tar- 
ehish was  certainly  indicative  of  several  countries,  as 
of  Tarsus  in  Cilicia,  the  Tarshish  of  Solomon,  and  the 
Tarshish  or  Tartessus  of  Spain.  Spain  certainly  bore 
this  name  veiy  anciently. — {Brown)  The  ships  of  Tar- 
shish first  to  the  Isles,  were,  therefore,  properly  the  ships 
of  Spain.  Now  who  does  not  know  that  the  ships  of 
Spain  were  first  to  open  the  way  to  the  great  Isles  of  tlie 
West ;  that  they  discovered  America ;  and  that  they 
brought  the  first  immigrants,  and  prepared  the  way  for 
all  others. 

Third.  The  country  in  which  Israel  was  to  be  rratored 
was  to  be  a  wilderiiesB. 
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"  Tlie  -wildGmesa  and  the  Bolitaiy  place  shall  be  glad 
fovtliem;  aad  t!i a  desert  shall  rejoice  and  blossom  as 
the  rose.  It  shall  blossom  abundantly  and  reioice  even 
with  joy  and  singing,  the  glory  of  Lebanon  sliall  bo 
given  to  it,  the  excellency  of  Carmel  and  Sharon,  and 
they  shall  fiee  the  glory  of  the  Loi'd,  and  the  excellency 
of  onr  God."  This  passage  is  often  spiritualized,  yet  as 
it  has  had  a  literal  realization  by  the  Ohi-istians  of  Amer- 
ica, on  a  mighty  scale,  to  claim  a  purely  spiritual  eig- 
nification  for  it  is  improper,  because  fulfillment  itself  is 
the  ti'oe  interpreter  of  prophecy,  and  a  literal  fulfillment 
takes  rank  above  a  figurative  one,  in  true  exposition. 

"  Then  judgment  shall  dwell  in  the  wUierness,  and 
my  people  shall  dwell  in  a  peaceable  habitation  and 
in  Biii-e  dwelling  places,  and  in  quiet  resting  piacea." 
This  is  literally  and  sublimely  true  of  the  church  in  vast 
America,  and  of  America  itself.  . 

"I  will  make  them  a  covenant  of  peace,  and  will 
cause  the  evil  beasts  to  ceaso  out  of  the  land,  and  they 
shall  dwell  in  the  wilderness,  and  sleep  in  the  woods." — 
Ezek.  xxxiv.  This  passage  is  taken  from  a  prediction 
of  Israel  restored  in  the  latter  day,  and  has  been,  and 
still  is,  literally  true  of  America. 

Fourth.  An  old  and  zmsettled  country. — "  In  the 
latter  years  thou  shalt  come  into  the  land  that  is  brought 
back  il'om  the  sword,  and  is  gathered  out  of  many 
people,  against  the  mountains  of  Isi-ael,  which  have 
been  always  waste  ;  but  is  bi'ought  forth  out  of  the 
nations,  and  they  shai!  dwell  safely  all  of  them," — 
Ezek,  xxxviii. 

The  land  of  Palestine  by  no  means  coincides  with  the 
country  here  described,  as  having  been  always  waste, 
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or  a  ■wilderness,  Ko  country  coincides  with  it,  except 
North  America,  and  it  exactly  meets  the  case ;  not  on 
this  point  only,  but  on  every  other  point  in  the  text 
quoted, 

Fiftli.  A  land,  of  hroad  rivers. — "A  tabei'nacle 
that  shall  not  be  taken  down ;  not  one  of  the  stakes 
thereof  shall  ever  he  removed,  neither  shall  any  of  the 
cords  thereof  be  broken.  But  tliere  the  glorious  Lord 
ehall  be  unto  ue  a  place  of  broad  rivers  and  ati-eama."— 
Isa.  xxxiii.  The  church  is  here  represented  as  perma- 
nently settled  in  a  place  of  broad  rivers  and  streams. 
There  is  a  majestic  coincideuce  with  the  state  of  things 
on  this  continent  of  gi-eat  riveiB  and  waters. 

Sixth.  A  country  wTtose  towns  were  without  de- 
fenses.— "Thou  shalt  say,  (Gog  shall  say)  I  will  go  up 
to  the  land  of  xiuwalled  villages ;  I  will  go  to  them  that 
are  at  I'est,  that  dwell  safely,  all  of  them  dwelling  with- 
out walls,  and  having  neither  bare  nor  gates.  *  *  To 
turn  thy  hand  upon  the  desolate  places,  that  are  now 
inhabited,  upon  the  people  that  are  gathered  out  of  the 
nations,  that  have  gotten  cattle  and  goods,  that  dwell  in 
the  midst  of  the  land." — Ezek,  sxsviii.  No  great  people 
gathci'ed  out  of  the  nations  exists  except  our  own ;  and 
no  other  such  nation  exists  in  villages  without  walls,  bar's, 
or  gates ;  and  no  other  exists  "  in  the  draolate  places  now 
inhabited,"  So  that  our  coincidence  with  prophecy  is 
clear  in  this  case  also. 

Seventh.  The  direction  westward. — "They  shall  fly 
upon  the  shoulders  of  Philistines  towai'd  the  west." — 
Isaiah  xi. 

The  term  west,  here  plainly  shows  the  direction  Chris- 
tian Israel  was  to  take  to  reach  the  eountiy  of  restoration. 
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None  bill:  a  fool  can  dispute  thisj  and  do  himself  just- 
ice. The  Philistines  lived  on  the  west  of  old  Canaan, 
and  they  are  all  dead,  and  their  cities  and  countries 
are  desolations,  and  unleBs  they  are  resurrected,  they  can 
nofc  bear  the  Je^va  to  Palestine ;  and  if  they  lived  in 
their  old  homes,  yet  still  they  would  be  obliged  to 
remove  to  the  east  of  Jadea  in  order  to  bear  the  Jews 
westward.  Tlie  truth  of  tlie  matter  is,  that  the  term 
Philistines  is  used  iigurativelj  for  people  in  the  Chi'is- 
tian  age  who  hold  a  relation  to  the  Christians  similar  to 
that  held  by  the  ancient  Philistines  to  the  Jews.  It 
must,  therefore,  represent  the  maritime  powers  of  west- 
em  Europe.  Now,  as  these  western  powers  have  been 
the  great  transpoi'ters  of  immigrants  to  America,  the 
prediction  is  realized  in  them.  All  of  the  great  immi- 
gration to  the  United  States  has  been  to  the  west. 

Eighth.  Kings  and  queens  were  to  be  nursing 
fathers  mxd  motJiers  of  Christian  Israel  restored. — 
"Kings  shall  be  tby  nursing  fathers,  and  queens  thy 
mothers." — Isa.  xlix.  The  nursing  applies  to  the  infant 
stages  of  the  country.  In  the  founding  of  the  United 
States,  liinga  and  queens  and  princes  took  an  active  and 
conspicnons  part,  and  the  names  of  many  of  our  towns, 
rivers,  counties,  and  states,  bear  their  fostering  names. 
Thus  the  two  Carolinas,  Virginia,  and  Maryland,  bear 
the  names  of  queens ;  and  Louisiana  and  Greorgia  bear 
the  names  of  kings ;  and  Delaware,  New  York,  and  New 
Jei'sey,  bear  tlie  names  of  princes. 

Ninth.  It  was  to  he  peopled  hy  Christians  from 
various  nations. — "  The  Lord  shall  set  his  hand  again 
the  second  time  to  recover  the  remnant  of  his  people, 
which  shall  be  left,  from  Assyria  and  Pathro,  and  irom 
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Ousli,  and  from  Elain,  and  from  Ilamath,  and  from  the 
islaoda  of  the  sea.  And  lie  shall  set  up  an  ensign  for 
the  nations,  and  shall  assemble  the  outcasts  of  Israel, 
and  gather  the  dispereed  of  Judah  from  the  foar  comers 
of  the  earth." — Isa.  xi. 

Many  eiraiiar  passages  might  be  quoted,  but  this  is 
clear,  positive,  and  sufEcient.  The  names  of  the  ancient 
countries  into  which  carnal  Israel  was  dispersed,  are 
used  metonyniically  by  the  prophet  to  designate  similar 
countries  in  which  Christians  wore  to  be  found  scattered, 
at  the  riss  of  the  great  Christian  nationality  of  modem 
times.  With  this  gi'eat  gathering,  the  United  States 
coincides,  and  therefore  fulfills  the  prophecy. 

Tenth.  It  was  to  riss  in  thirteen  distinct  states,  on 
the  borders  of  a  great  sea,  and  istwe&n.  two  seas. — "  This 
shall  be  the  border,  whereby  ye  shall  inherit  the  land 
according  to  the  twelve  tribes  of  Israel ;  Joseph  shall 
iave  two  portions.  And  ye  shall  inherit  it  one  as  well 
Bs  another,  *  *  And  the  east  side  ye  shall  measure 
*  *  from  the  border  nnto  the  east  sea.  Tliis  is  the 
east  side.  *  *  The  west  side  shall  also  be  the  great 
Bea.  *  *  Ye  shall  divide  it  by  )ot  for  an  inheritance 
Smto  you,  and  to  the  sti'angers  that  sojourn  among  you, 
■which  shall  beget  children  among  you.f  *  *  They 
shall  have  inheritance  with  you  among  the  tribes  of 
Israel."— Ezek.  xlvii.  In  the  foi+y-eighth  chapter,  the 
several  divisions  of  tribes  are  represented  as  located  side 
by  side  upon  the  borders  of  the  sea.  A  map  of  these 
divisions  is  found  in  Clarke's  Commentary. 

The  passages  quoted  are  taken  from  Ezekiel's   last 

+  It  would  seem  fi'om  this  tliat  naturalization  would  at  first  be 
•llowed  to  foreignerfl,  but  afterwai'd  be  confined  to  tlieir  chiidven. 
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vision.  Tliat  vision  coincides  evidently  with  Daniel's 
vision  of  the  stone  kingdom,  and  with  the  monntain 
kingdom  into  which  the  stone  expanded.  It  also  coin- 
cides with  St.  John's  view  of  the  man  child,  the  Miileo- 
ninm,  and  new  heavens  and  earth,  and  is,  therefore,  lint 
a  vision  of  the  rise  and  progress  of  Okristian  Israel's 
nationality.  The  obscurity  attending  it,  aiises  from  the 
feet  that  the  eai'th,  under  the  gospel's  triumphs  and 
Messiah's  reign,  is  presented  to  ns  in  a  goi'geous  typical 
dre^ ;  it  is  Christianity  in  Hehrew  costume.  The  terms, 
figures,  and  symbols  are  fram  the  Mosaic  ritual,  and 
must  not  be  xinderstood,  as  far  as  they  are  Mosaic,  in  a 
literal  sense.  Divesting  the  vision  of  its  ceremonial  and 
typical  robes,  and  ti-anslating  it  into  gospel  simplicity, 
there  is  no  great  difEculty  attending  it.  This  can 
be  done  by  comparing  it  with  other  visions  embracing 
the  veiy  same  subjects,  and  conforming  our  expositions 
to  the  plain  doctrines  of  the  gospel. 

The  twelve  divisions  of  the  land  coincide  with  the 
twelve  stars  on  the  head  of  the  woman  in  tlie  vision  of 
St,  John  ;  they  ai'e  in  all  thirteen,  because  Joseph  was 
to  have  two  portions.  These  thirteen  were  to  be  common 
property  to  Israel  or  the  Christians,  and  were  to  lie  side 
by  side  of  each  other,  and  to  be  upon  a  sea  coast.  Old 
Canaan  is  thus  introdnced  as  the  type  of  the  new.  This 
description  plainly  coincides  with  the  old  thirteen  States 
of  America,  which  were  common  property,  and  side  by 
side  on  the  sea. 

Eleventh.  It  was  to  le  at  a  distance  from  its  ene- 
mies.— "  They  tiiat  swallowed  thee  np  shall  be  far 
away," — Isa.  xlviii.  "  Thou  shalt  bo  far  from  oppression, 
for  thon  shalt  not  fear ;  and  from  teiTor,  for  it  shall  not 
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come  near  thee." — Isa.  liv.  How  true  this  is  of  oiii' 
country  every  one  knows. 

Twelfbhl  T/iS  great  imrmgration  to  Israel. — "  Lift 
up  thine  eyes  round  abont,  and  behold ;  all  tiiese  gather 
themselves  together,  and  come  to  thee.  As  I  live,  saith 
the  Lord,  thou  shalt  surely  clothe  thee  with  them  all,  as 
with  an  ornament,  and  bind  them  on  thee  as  a  bride 
doeth.  For  thy  waste  and  thy  desolate  places,  and  the 
land  of  thy  destrnction,  shall  even  be  too  narrow  by 
reason  of  inhabitants.  The  children  which  thou  shalt 
have  after  thou  hast  lost  the  other,  shall  say  again  in 
thine  ears,  The  place  is  too  strait  for  me;  give  place  to 
me  tliat  I  may  dwell,"— Isa.  xlix.  This  passage  may, 
to  a  certain  extent,  refer  to  the  church,  but  it  embraces 
both  the  churah  and  its  country.  Tlie  ery  of  the  inhabit- 
ants for  more  tei'ritory  to  dwell  in,  finds  a  most  emphatic 
real'zi  t'  '  i  o  country  at  present,  where  the  universal 
c  y  s  io  e  elbow  room.     "Expansion"  is  the  imi-

Sheba  el  ill  come,  *  *  all  the  flocks  of  Kedar  shall  be 
gathe  1  tnget!  er  unto  thee ;  the  rams  of  Kebaioth  shall 
m  D  ste  uto  thee.  *  *  Who  are  these  that  fly  as 
a  cloud  a  1  as  doves  to  their  windows  ?  The  sons  of 
st  in  sh  II  luild  thy  walls;  and  their  Ifings  sliaU 
n  n   t  to  th  e.     Therefore,  thy  gates  shall  be  open 
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eoiitinnally ;  tliey  shall  not  be  shut  day  iiov  night ;  that 
men  may  bring  unto  tljee  forces  of  the  Gentiles,  and  that 
their  kings  may  be  bronght.  For  the  nation  and  Idngdom 
that  will  not  serve  thee  shall  perish,  yea,  those  nations 
shall  be  utterly  wasted.  The  sons  of  them  that  afflicted 
thee  shall  coma  bending  unto  thee ;  and  they  that 
despised  thee  shall  bow  themselves  down  at  the  soles  of 
thy  feet,  and  they  shall  call  thee.  The  city  of  the  Lord." 
How  closely  does  this  agi-eo  with  the  emigi'ation  of 
millions  to  our  open  gates  from  yeai'  to  year,  and  from 
those  kingdoms  that  oppressed  the  true  people  of  God. 

, "  Many  people  shall  go  and  say,  como  ye  and  let  ns 
go  up  to  the  mountain  of  the  Lord,  to  the  house  of  the 
God  of  Jacob  '"—La  u  Here  the  mountain  and  the 
house  are  used  for  the  dual  nationality  of  Israel;  and 
many  people  aie  now  dail;  fulfilling  this  prophecy. 

Thirteenth.  Christian  Education. — "  All  thy  chil- 
dren shall  be  taught  in  the  Lord  ;  and  gi-eat  shall  be  the 
peace  of  thy  children." — ^Isa.  liv.  In  Israel  restored, 
the  children  were  to  receive  a  Christian  education. 
The  United  States  is  emphatically  a  land  of  Christian 
schools ;  and  intelligence  and  morals  are  considered, 
both  by  the  states  and  the  churches,  as  the  foundation 
of  our  permanency  and  prosperity.  The  Bible  is  the 
great  text  book  in  all  the  denominational  schools,  and, 
indeed,  of  the  great  public  school  system,  and  its  pres- 
ence is  endorsed  by  the  people,  and  by  consequence  all 
are  taught  of  the  Lord.  In  addition  to  this,  each  week, 
on  Sabbath,  tens  of  thousands  meet  to  learn  the  Bible 
only ;  and  the  press,  with  its  countless  millions  of  pages, 
sends  healing  leaves  from  Paradise,  to  every  secluded 
nook  in  all  our  might)'  territory.     Truly  the  prophecy 
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is  realized  with  us,  for  "  aU  our  children  are  taright  of 
the  Lord."  Wars,  rapine,  and  pillage  disturb  the  peace 
of  other  lands,  and  armies  are  marshaled  to  suppress 
tho  minions  of  vice  and  ignorance;  but  here 

"  Are  towns,  and  Tillages,  ami  farms. 
And  cilJes,  free  from  clasLing  arms. 
Oh  i  well  I  lore  my  natire  land, 
Tlie  land  of  frbidou,  happy  land  1 " 

Thus,  in  every  great  prediction  of  Christian  Israel 
restored,  do  we  find  the  United  States  coinciding  with 
prophecy,  and  that,  too,  with  the  most  astounding  accu- 
racy. Now  these  vaiious  coincidences,  so  perfectly  in 
harmony  with  each  other,  and  with  the  doctrines  of 
scriptnre,  can  not  be  accidental ;  and  as  perfect  coin- 
cidence between  facts  and  prophecy  is  infallibly  a  per- 
fect fulfillment,  it  is  infallibly  tnie  that  the  United  States 
is  the  promised  ixjstoratlon  of  nationality  to  Christian 
Brael.  Understand  our  position  then :  we  hold  that 
the  seed  of  Abraham,  according  to  the  flesh,  will  be 
Christianized,  and  many  of  them  will  return  and  settle 
in  Palestine ;  and  that  they  will  foim  a  commonwealth, 
which  will  be  an  integral  state  in  the  great  Millennial 
confederacy,  and  it  will  not  have  any  rights  which  other 
states  do  not.  They  will  return  to  Palestine  at  the 
Millennium,  beeanee  that  portion  of  the  earth  was  given 
to  them  as  an  inheritance,  at  "  the  division  of  the  inheri- 
tance to  the  nations ; "  and  as  at  the  Jubilee  every  man 
returned  to  his  own  possessions,  so  the  Jubilee  of  the 
world  will  occur  at  the  Millennium,  and  all  races  will  be 
seized  of  their  own  original  inheritance. 
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There  are  three  ohjeetiona  urged  against  oar  argu- 
ment, whicli  are,  however',  only  of  a  verbal  kind. 

First.  It  13  objected  that  the  names  of  Judah  and 
Jaiiaalem,  Jacob  and  Israel,  are  literal  terms.  We 
auBwer,  that  in  all  the  desciiptions  of  Israel  restored,  two 
of  these  terms,  or  similar  ones,  ai'Q  used  to  designate  the 
Israel  of  God,  and  that  this  dualism  is  of  itself  an  indi- 
cation that  they  are  fignrative  terms.  Agaiii ;  in  most 
of  these  eases,  the  terms  ai-s  eo  associated  with  others, 
in  the  context,  that  they  can  not  be  understood  in  a 
literal  seuee  of  eai'nal  Israel.  Again ;  to  interpi'et  them 
of  eamal  or  Mosaie  Israel,  rather  than  of  t!ie  Israel  of 
Christ,  is  in  dii-ect  antagonism  witii  the  plain  evangeli- 
cal doctrines  of  tiie  New  Testament,  as  we  have  fully 


Second.  It  is  objected  that  Israel  was  to  be  r 
in  the  land  promised  to  Abraham  and  the  fathers.  We 
answer,  that  in  some  cases  objectors  bring  forward 
prophecies  which  were  fnlfllled  in  the  restoration  of 
Israel  from  tlie  Babylonish  captivity.  But  in  other 
cases,  the  land  of  promise  to  the  fathers  can  not  be 
limited  to  Palestine ;  for  Palestine  was  but  typical  of 
the  possession  of  the  whole  world  which  was  promised 
to  the  fatha^E,  with  as  much  emphasis  as  ever  Palestine 
was.  All  the  prophecies,  therefore,  which  i-elate  to  the 
Christian  or  i-ealizing  age,  can  not  by  possibility  be 
restricted   to  a  mere    typical    countiy;    but   must  be 
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interpi-Gted  of  t!ie  world  promiaecl  as  tlie  iulieiitance  to  the 
fathera.  Ho  promise  balonga,  or  can  belong  to  Palestine 
in  the  Christian  dispensation,  any  fni-ther  than  as  Pales- 
tine foraiB  a  part  of  the  great  world  at  large.  Again ; 
the  promiee  to  Japhet,  was  a  promise  of  enlargement  in 
the  Oliristian  age,  and  that  promise  inured  to  the  tathera 
aa  heads  and  representatives  of  Ohi'istianity.  America, 
therefore,  being  promised  to  Japhet,  was  a  land  pi-omiacd 
to  the  fathers. 

Tfiird.  It  is  objected  that  Israel  is  to  dwell  in  the 
land  where  their  lathers  dwelt. — Ezek.  xxxvii.  25.  To 
this  we  answer,  that  Ezekiel  is  one  of  the  moat  involved 
prophets,  in  his  moaning,  of  any  in  tho  scriptures,  and 
to  interpret  any  Mosaic  term  he  uses,  in  a  literal  sense, 
when  that  term  refei's  to  tiie  latter  daj,  is  presumptnous. 
But  his  prophecy  in  which  the  objection  is  Ibimd,  is 
one  which  details  the  state  of  the  world  after  the  resar- 
rection  of  the  de  1  nit]  la  nly  co  n  les  v  tl  the  ew

No  other  consistent  intei'pre- 
tation  can  be  pnt  npon  it ;  and  any  other  intei'pretation 
would  limit  and  carnalize  a  promise  to  a  few,  and 
exclude  from  its  beneiits  al!  the  Israel  of  Ciirlst,  not 
of  Jewish  exti-action  according  to  the  flesh. 
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SECTION'  V. 

PaBALLEL   PROPinSOIBa   OF    ISBAJEI.. 

The  restoration  of  Israel  aod  ife  fnlfillment  in  the  rise 
of  the  United  States,  liaa  its  parallels  in  the  Hebrew 
escape  from  Egypt  acrtras  a  sea,  and  its  ei'ection  of  a 
republic  in  the  wilderness;  and  in  the  stone  cut  out  of  the 
mountain,  or  fifth  great  empire  of  Nebueliadnezzar's 
vision ;  in  the  ancient  of  days,  or  fifth  empire  of  Daniel's 
vision  of  erapii-es ;  and  in  Michael,  in  his  last  vision ; 
in  the  two  witueaaes  ;  the  woman  and  her  twelve  stars  ; 
in  the  woman  and  ber  man  child ;  and  the  man  witli 
many  diadems,  on  a  white  horse ;  and  in  the  sealing  of 
the  twelve  ti'ibea  of  Kevelation, 

An  Israel  lestoi-ed  was  promised  by  the  prophets  on  a 
mighty  scale,  and  it  was  to  be  a  Christian  Israel.  If  we 
look  at  our  own  glorious  country,  we  See  clearly  a  Ohria- 
tiao  Israel,  enjoying  the  greatest  and  most  glorious  of  all 
nationalities.  Here  ia  a  coincidence  with  the  prophets; 
and  here  then  is  their  fulfillment. 

Christ  assnred  his  disciples,  that  the  restoration  was 
to  be  a  mystery,  and  Daniel  told  that  its  history,  in 
prophecy,  would  be  concealed,  till  just  before  the  battle 
of  the  Kings ;  and  the  blindness  on  the  subject  hitherto, 
has  I'esidted  from  the  order  of  God.  This  concealment 
of  our  country  as  the  Israel  restoi-ed  of  the  promises, 
every  wise  man  can  see  was  a  prudent  measure  with 
B  both  to  our  past  and  fntm'e  history. 
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CHAPTER  V, 

EZEKIEL'S  SYMBOLIC  BitOPIIECTIiS  OF  AMERICA. 

EzGEJEL  is  Ijoth  a  literal  and  symbolic  prophet,  and  in 
this  he  differs  from  Daniel  and  John.  He  also  differs 
from  them  in  this,  that  he  does  not  give  the  history  of 
the  four  great  empires  that  were  to  precede  the  final 
triumphs  of  Christianity.  He,  however,  coincides  with 
them  as  to  Israel's  restoration,  and  the  freeing  of  the 
earth  fix)m  the  cnrse.  The  paiis  of  his  prophecy  which 
we  take  up,  are  those  which  relate  to  the  close  of  the 
fourth  monarchy  by  the  battle  of  the  great  day ;  the  rise 
of  Israel ;  and  the  final  empire  of  Christ  on  earth. 


IsKiEL    EeSTOSED AmEKTCA. 


We  have  already  considered  some  prophecies  of  Eze- 
kiel,  which  show  that  the  Israel  of  Christ  was  to  be 
restored  in  the  latter  day :  we  shall  now  add  a  few  addi- 
tional points  of  interest.  I'rom  the  forty-thii-d  to  the 
forty-eighth  chapter  of  Ezekie!,  he  gives  a  description 
of  the  whole  Christianity,  in  all  its  progress  and  triumphs 
after  the  rise  of  the  Israel  of  Christ  to  nationality.  He 
embraces  all  that  Daniel  does,  beginning  with  the  rise 
of  the  stone  kingdom,  and  all  that  John  does,  beginning 
with  the  kingdom  that  sprung  from  the  woman  or  chn  .ii 
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in  the  wilderness.  We  can  not  quote  these  chapters,  and 
shall  only  give  the  etrong  points  of  coincidence  between 
the  three  prophets  mentioned.  We  say,  that  this  vision 
coincides  with  Danie!  and  John's  descriptions  of  the 
same  era. 

1.  This  mnstbe  true,  becanse  they  both  describe  the 
same  era,  and,  of  course,  must  coincide  in  the  same 


2.  Both  John  aud  Daniel  predict  tlie  universality  of 
the  empire  of  Christ,  and  Ezekiol  does  the  same.  The 
holy  city  of  Ezekiel,  and  his  trees  of  life,  and  river  of 
the  water  of  life,  also  coincide  with  the  city  New  Jeru- 
salem, the  river  and  trees  of  life  given  by  St.  John. 
This  shows  that  their  desci-iptions  of  these  things  refer 
to  the  very  same  era. 

3.  Eaekiel,  in  addition  to  this,  describes  the  rise  of 
Israel,  and  his  occupancy  of  the  promised  land.  In  this 
description  it  is  plain  that  Israel  did  not,  at  the  time  of 
this  settlement,  possess  the  whole  eaiih,  but  only  a  part 
of  it,  and  thus  it  coincides  wifli  the  descriptions  of 
Isaiah,  Jeremiah,  Daniel,  and  John.  In  the  forty-eighth 
chapter  he  says,  the  divisions  of  the  promised  land  to 
the  tribes,  shall  not  be  as  in  ancient  times,  but  that  they 
shall  extend  from  east  to  west,  and  lie  side  by  side  of 
each  other.  He  says,  also,  that  there  shall  be  a  sea  on 
the  east  side  of  the  land,  and  a  great  sea  on  the  west. 
"  Tins  shall  be  the  border  whereby  ye  shall  inherit  the 
land  according  to  the  twelve  tribes  of  Israel ;  Joseph 
shall  have  two  portions." — xlvii:  13.  In  this  land,  also, 
was  to  be  an  inheritance  for  strangers :  "  And  they  shall 
be  unto  you  as  born  in  the  country  among  the  children 
of  Israel,  and   they  shall  have  inheritance  ■w".':!i   ycu 
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among  the  tribes  of  iBraol."—- v.  23,  Joaoph,  having  two 
portions,  would,  of  eoiirae,  make  thirteen  tribes  or  stat«B 
■when  restored.  Let  it  be  bomo  in  mind,  ttiafc  the  wliola 
of  the  vision  of  Ezekiel  is  given  in  the  apparel  of  the 
ceremonial  law  of  the  Hebrews.  Tliis  being  so,  the 
whole  prophecy  is  certainly  symbolic,  because  the 
Hebrew  ceremonial  law  will  never  be  i-estoi'ed.  But  aa 
the  ceremonial  law  was  typical  of  Christianity,  and  as 
the  whole  Hebrew  economy  was  typical  of  the  Christian 
dispensation,  it  follows  that  all  Jewish  names  and 
ciatoms  mentioned  by  Ezekiel,  were  iignratively  used  for 
coincident  names  and  objects  in  the  days  of  Christ,  or 
Christianity.  Of  com-se,  therefore,  carnal  Israel  is 
put  for  Olirist's  Israel,  and  the  restoration  of  tliirteen 
tribes  was  to  be  realized  by  Christians ;  and  Palestine 
was  to  coincide  with  the  land  promised  to  Japhetic 
Christians  ;  and  the  boundaries  by  east  and  west  seas, 
■were  to  be  realized  by  Cliristians  in  their  restoration. 
Now,  as  the  United  States  arose  from  a  Ciiristian  people; 
as  its  borders  ai'e  two  gi-eat  seas ;  as  it  arose  in  tliirteen 
divisions  lying  side  by  side  on  a  gi'eat  sea ;  and  as  pro- 
vision is  made  for  the  inheritance  of  strangers,  it  exactly 
coincides  witli  Ezekiel's  symbolic  description  of  Israel 
restored,  and,  as  perfect  coincidence  is  fulfillment,  the 
United  States  fulfllls  the  prophecy  of  Israel's  restoration. 
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The  Gheat  Battle  and  Destrtjction  or  MoxAEcny  jiy  Israel, 
OK  Goo  AMB  HIS  Allies — Invasion  of  the  Uwited  States. 

Paragraph  I. — 38iA.   Chapter. 

EzekieJ  gave  several  deflcriptions  of  Israel's  reistoration, 
and  we  have  just  considered  his  last  prediction  on  tJiat 
subject.  In  the  description  prior  to  it,  he  tells  us  the 
condition  of  Israel  restored,  and  announces  a  great  inva- 
Gion  of  its  country  by  the  allied  powei-s  of  the  world. 
His  description  of  the  battle  is  found  in  the  thirty-eighth 
and  thiiiy-ninth  chapters,  and  is  doubled.  In  John  and 
Daniel,  we  have  Russia,  or  the  last  head  of  the  beast 
and  willful  ting,  described  as  the  invader  of  Israel  prior 
to  the  MiUennium,  and,  as  this  invasion  of  Israel  by  Gog 
coincides  chronoJogically  witli  John  and  Daniel's  de- 
scriptions, GrOg  and  his  allies  coincide  with  Enssia  and 
confederate  Europe.  We  shall,  however,  find  in  this 
prophecy  of  Ezeldel  abundant  proof  that  Gog  coincides 
with  Russia.  We  shall  interpret  minutely :  first,  "  Son 
of  man,  set  thy  face  against  Gog,  the  land  of  Magog, 
the  chief  Prince  of  Mesheeh  and  Tubal,  and  prophesy 
t  him." 
,  The  term  Goff,  is  plainly  derived  from  Magog,  for 
IS  old  as  the  days  of  Noah,  Gog  is  called  a 
prince,  or  head  of  many  countries. 

2.  "The  land  of  Magog."  Magog  was  one  of  the 
seven  sons  of  Japhet.  His  sons  were  Gomer,  Magog, 
Maadai,  Javaii,  Tubal,  Mesheeh    and  Tiras.     Tlie  sons 
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of  Gomer,  Japliet's  oldest  aon,  were  Aalikeiiath,  Ripliatli, 
and  Togarmah.  The  sons  of  Javanj  Japhet's  foiuili  son, 
were  Elisha,  Tarshisli,  Kittim,  and  Dodanim.  "By 
these  were  the  isles  of  the  Gentilea  divided  in  their 
lands."  Cidmet,  and  most  other  investigators,  prave 
tliat  Enrope  and  Asia  Minor  are  to  be  nnderstood  by  the 
term  "isles  of  the  Gentilea."  The  word  rendered  "isles," 
literally  signifies  settlements. — {Oalmet)  The  sona  of 
Japhet,  or  the  white  race,  undoubtedly  settled  the  north- 
west of  Asia,  and  all  Europe;  so  that  the  land  of  Ma- 
gog, the  son  of  Japhet,  must  be  found  in  these  limits, 
Jcsephus  says,  that  "  Magogne  founded  the  Magog^e, 
whom  the  Greeks  then  called  Scythse."  Now,  the 
Greeks  called  those  people  Scythians,  or  Scythes,  "  who 
extended  themselves  in  lengtli  from  Hnngaiy,  Transyl- 
vania, and  Wallachia  on  the  westward,  to  the  river  Don 
on  the  ii8&\,."—{Rennel)  This  country  forms  a  large 
part  of  the  Eussian  empire  in  Europe  and  Asia. 

3.  "Gog — the  chief  prince  of  Meshech."  Meshecb 
■was  the  sixth  son  of  Japhet,  and  settled  with  his  brother 
Tubal.  They  settled  in  the  northeast  angle  of  Asia 
Minor,  from  the  shores  of  the  Euxine  along  to  the  south 
of  Caucasus ;  where  were  the  Montes,  Moschisi,  and 
where,  in  aflier  times,  were  the  Moeehi.  There  appears 
to  Iiave  been  in  the  same  neighborhood,  a  river  and 
country  called  Kosh,  and  a  people  called  Rhossi.  These 
Khossi  and  Moschi  dispei'sed  their  colonic  jointly  over 
the  vast  empii'e  of  Euesia,  and  preserve  their  names  in 
tliose  of  Eussians  and  Muscovites.  Muscovy  is  a  name 
given  by  some  geographei's  to  Eussia,  and  the  terras 
Moscow,  or  Moskwa,  Mosch,  Mesce,  Mesoch,  and  Moec, 
are  but  variations  of  their  primitive  Meshech, 
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"Watson  says  this  passage  under  consideration,  is,  in 
the  Septuagint,  rendered  "  prince  of  Eosch,  Mesliecli, 
and  Tnba!,"  These  different  ti-anslations  are  in  hariuony, 
because  the  Eiiossi  and  Mosch  were  interchangeable 
terms,  used  to  designate  the  same  people. 

These  people  and  their  country  ai'e  now  iceluded  ii; 
the  Kussian  empire,  and  gave  name  to  it,  for  Muscovy 
and  Unssia  are  derivative  names  from  Ehosai  ami 
Moschi,  or  Meslieeh, 

4.  "Gog — prince  of  Tahal."  Tubal  was  the  filiih  son 
of  Japhet,  Boehart  very  copiously  proves  that  Meshech 
and  Tubal  are  the  Muscovites  and  Tibai-enians,  or  Sibe- 
rians. The  river  Tobol,  or  Tubal,  tliat  waters  a  large 
part  of  Asiatic  Russia,  still  beai'S  the  ancient  name  of 
the  son  of  Japhet.  The  city  of  Tobol-eki,  or  Tobolinm, 
also  retains  the  name  in  composition.  The  territory  oi' 
this  region  is  also  in  the  Ei^sian  empu-e. 

From  these  facts,  ifc  follows,  that,  as  Meehech,  Tubal. 
Mid  Magog,  compose  the  present  Kussian  empire,  that 
Gog,  the  prince  of  these,  must  represent  the  present 
Kussian  power. 

Second.  "Thus  saith  the  Lox-d  God,  Behold  I  aui 
against  thee,  O  Gog,  the  chief  prince  of  Meshech  ami 
Tubal ;  and  I  wiii  turn  thee  back,  and  put  boohs  iu  th;. 
jaws."  Dr.  Clarke  says,  "to  turn  him  back''  signifie- 
hostility  to  him. 

Third.  "And  I  will  bring  thee  forth,  and  all  thin( 
army,  horses  and  horsemen,  all  of  them  clothed  witii 
all  sorts  of  armor,  even  a  great  company,  with  buckler, 
and  shields,  all  of  them  handling  swords." 

The  horses  and  horsemen  symbolize  the  national  kim' 
of  soldiery  employed  in  war  by  Gog.     All  sorts   of 
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armor,  shows  the  promiscuous  character  of  the  troopa  to 
he  brought  into  the  field.  Bncklere  and  ehielda,  and 
swords,  represent  the  fierce  hostility  of  the  troops 
prepared  for  war. 

Fourth.  "  Persia,  Ethiopia,  and  Libya  with  them,  all 
of  them  with  shield  and  helmet."  Persia  is  here  a  rep- 
teeentative  of  Asiatic  power,  or  the  Mongolian  Asiatics, 
and  Libya  and  Ethiopia  represent  the  Africans,  who  will 
be  enlisted  in  the  war. 

Fifth.  "  Cromer,  and  all  hia  bands,  the  honse  of  To- 
garmah,  of  the  north  q^uartera,  and  all  his  bands ;  and 
many  people  with  thee," 

The  Gomerians  spread  from  the  regions  north  of  Ar- 
menia and  Bactriana,  and  extended  westward  over  nearly 
the  whole  continent  of  Europe.  They  spread  liom  the 
Black  sea  to  the  Westem  ocean  ;  from  the  Baltic  to  Italy, 
southward ;  and  first  planted  the  British  isles.  They 
have  retained  their  paternal  denomination  slightly  varied, 
as  Cimmerians  in  Asia;  Oimbri,  and  Umbri  in  Gaul 
and  Italy ;  and  Cymri  and  Cambri  in  Wales  and  Cum- 
berland. 

Togannah  was  a  son  of  Gomer,  and  his  descendants 
may  be  traced  in  Trocmi  of  Strabo,  the  Ti'Ogmi  of 
Cicero,  and  Trogmadea  of  the  council  of  Chalecedon, 
inhabiting  the  confines  of  Pontns  and  Cappadoeia. 
Calmet  says,  Togarmah  ia  to  be  placed  in  Scythia  and 
Turcomania.  "  Many  people  with  thee,"  showa  that 
many  alUes  of  Gog  would  accompany  Togarmah  from 
the  north,  or  from  Russia. 

Sixth.  "Be  thou  prepared  and  prepare  for  thyself, 
thou,  and  all  thy  company  that  are  assembled  unto  thee, 
and  be  thon  a  guard  unto  them."    This  is  prophetic  of 
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the  jurisdiction  to  be  extended  over  tliese  multitudes  by 
liussia,  and  of  the  alliance  it  would  make  for  the  battle. 

Seventh.  "  After  many  days  thou  shalt  be  visited ;  in 
the  latter  years  thou  shalt  come  unto  the  land  that  is 
brought  back  from  the  sword,  and  is  gathered  out  of 
many  people,  against  the  mountains  of  Israel,  which 
have  been  always  waste ;  but  is  brought  forth  out  of  the 
nations,  and  they  shall  dwell  safely  ali  of  them."  Here 
the  time  of  this  great  war  is  stated  to  be  in  the  latter 
years,  when  Israel  is  restored.  The  "  lands  that  havo 
been  always  waste,"  and  the  people  bTOnght  out  of 
the  nations,  and  all  dwelling  safely,  coincides  with  the 
Christian  Israel  in  the  United  States. 

Eighth,  "  Thon  shalt  ascend  and  come  like  a  stoiTo, 
thou  shalt  he  like  a  cloud  to  cover  the  land,  thon  and  all 
thy  bands  and  many  people  with  thee."  Here  a  mighty 
invasion  is  predicted.  No  gathering  of  people  has  ever 
yet  equaled  the  sublime  one  here  described ;  for  the 
people  that  were  to  be  with  Gog,  or  Itussia,  embmce 
nearly  all  of  Europe,  and  a  great  portion  of  Asia  and 
Africa.  The  draught  of  men  is  from  three  continents. 
The  invasion  is  likened  to  a  storm,  and  a  cloud,  and  is 
seen  to  enter  the  glorious  land. 

Ninth.  "  TliuS  saith  the  Lord  God,  it  shall  also  come 
to  pass,  that  at  the  same  time  shall  things  come  into  thy 
mind,  and  thou  shalt  think  an  evil  thought,  and  thoii 
shalt  say,  I  will  go  up  to  the  land  of  unwalled  villages ; 
I  will  go  to  them  that  are  at  rest,  all  of  them  dwelling 
without  walls,  and  having  neither  bai-s  nor  gates,  to  take 
a  spoil  and  to  take  a  prey ;  to  turn  thine  hand  upon  the 
desolate  places  that  are  now  inhabited,  and  upon  the 
people  that  ai'e  gathered  out  of  tho  nations,  which  have 
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gotten  cattle  and  goods,  that  dwell  in  the  midst  of  the 
land." 

The  invasion  ia  here  stated  to  be  to  take  a  prey,  and 
to  subdue  the  country  and  people  to  Enesia.  The  people 
to  be  invaded  ai'e  represented  as  one  made  up  of  emi- 
grants from  the  nations,  as  dwelling  in  peace,  plenty, 
and  safety ;  as  dwelling  in  cities  liaving  no  defenses  of 
any  external  character,  in  other  words,  as  being  easily 
accessible ;  and  also  as  inhabiting  a  country  never  set- 
tled before  it  was  by  them.  Wow,  no  country  on  earth 
ever  did  or  ever  can  coincide  with  this  description,  but 
the  United  States,  and  it  meets  the  case  exactly.  The 
object  of  the  invasion  is  to  subjugate  our  power. 

Tenth.  "  Sheba,  and  Dedan,  and  the  merchants  of 
Tarshish,  with  all  the  yonng  lions  thereof,  shall  say  unto 
thee,  Art  thou  come  to  take  a  spoil  ?  hast  thon  gathered 
thy  company  to  take  a  prey  ?  to  carry  away  silver  and 
gold,  to  take  away  cattie  and  goods,  to  take  a  great 
spoil  I "  Sheba  and  Dedan,  sons  of  Eaamah,  and  grand- 
sons of  Cash,  son  of  Ham,  were  famous  traders  in  spices 
and  ivory,  ebony  and  fine  cloth.  Tarshish,  the  son  of 
Javan  and  gi'and-son  of  Japhet,  gave  name  to  the  eom- 
mereial  world,  figuratively ;  he  must  have  settled  in  or 
near  his  father's  estate  or  division,  which  was  in  Ionia,  or 
Greece,  or  Southern  Europe.  These  various  names  are 
used  figuratively  for  a  mercantile  people,  and  the  term 
merchants  is  used  to  fasten  the  meaning  in  this  direc- 
tion. The  words  "art  thou  come,"  seem  to  imply  that 
the  coming  was  to  them,  or  to  a  commercial  country. 
Indeed,  the  qnestion  could  not  he  properly  propounded 
except  by  those  to  whom  Gog  had  come.  The  question 
is  not  "  are  you  going  to  take  a  spoil,"  but,  "  are  yoa 
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come ;"  that  is,  are  you  come  to  its  to  take  a  spoil  from 
ns.  The  tei-m  "  young  lions,"  which  means  young  pow- 
ers or  states,  ia  a  question  propounded  by  the  states  as 
well  as  by  the  merehants. 

Eleventh.  "  Therefore,  son  of  man,  prophesy  and  say 
nnto  Gog :  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God ;  in  that  day  when 
my  people  of  Israel  dwell  safely  sbalt  thou  not  know 
it  ? "  Here  a  repetition  of  the  prophecy  begins.  It  ia 
interrogatively  affirmed,  that  Eussia  shall  be  thoroughly 
acquainted  with  Israel  i-eatored. 

Twdfth.  "  And  thou  shalt  come  from  thy  place  out 
of  the  north  parts,  thou,  and  many  people  with  thee,  all 
of  them  riding  upon  horses,  a  great  company  and  a 
mighty  army." 

The  seat  of  Gog's  empire  is  here  shown  to  be  rel- 
atively a  north  country,  whicli  again  coincides  with 
Eussia.  A  mighty  army  and  company  is  to  attend  tha 
power  of  Eussia  at  this  great  invasion.  "  All  of  them 
riding  upon  hoi-ses."  This  is  figm-ativeiy  put  for  the 
character  of  the  invading  host.  The  Cossack  forces  of 
Eussia  and  Turcomania  boasfc  that  they  have  furaished 
horaemen  for  war  "  by  the  million." — (Gibbon.) 

Thirteenth.  "  And  tiiou  shalt  come  up  against  my 
people  Israel,  as  a  cloud  to  cover  the  land."  This  is  a 
repetition  of  the  same  facts  already  stated,  in  almost  the 
same  words. 

Fourteenth.  "  It  shall  be  in  the  latter  days."  This 
fastens  the  time  to  the  later  ages  of  Christianity,  for  the 
words,  "  latter  days,"  when  used  prophetically,  always 
refer  to  that  late  period, — (Faiier.) 

Pifteinih.  "  And  I  will  bring  thee  against  my  land, 
that  the  heathen  may  know  me,  when  I  shall  be  sancti- 
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fied  in  thee,  0  Gog,  before  their  eyes."  Here  God 
asserts  ttiat  he  brings  Knssia,  and  Europe,  and  the  world 
to  this  war,  to  manifeafc  Lis  gloiy  to  tlie  heathen,  or 
wiclied  world. 

Sixteefdh.  "  Thus  eaith  the  Lord  God,  Ai-t  thon  he  of 
whom  I  have  spoken  in  old  time,  by  my  servants,  the 
prophets  of  Israel,  which  prophesied  in  those  days  many 
yeare,  that  I  would  bring  thee  against  them."  As  thia 
address  is  made  at  the  very  time  of  the  invasion,  the 
ancient  prophets  refeiTed  to,  mnst  be  those  who,  in  all 
past  ages,  had  predicted  the  doom  of  monarchy  by  Israel 
restored.  There  is,  indeed,  scarcely  a  prophecy  of  Israel's 
restoration,  in  the  Christian  age,  but  treats  also  of  the 
overthrow  of  monarchy,  or  the  heathen,  by  the  arm  of 
Israel  restored. 

Seventeenth.  "  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  at  the  same 
time  when  Gog  shall  come  against  the  land  of  Israel, 
saith  the  Lord  God,  that  my  fury  shall  come  up  in  my 
fece,  for  in  my  jealousy,  and  in  the  fire  of  my  wrath 
have  I  spoken."  Here  God  declares  he  will  aid  Israel 
in  battQe,  with  tremendous  passion.  Cei'tainly,  no  one 
supposes  that  God  in  person  will  appeal'  at  that  time ; 
for  Christ  says  he  will  not  appear  till  "  the  tribulation 
of  those  days  be  ended."  The  reference,  therefore, 
must  be  to  the  anger  of  God's  Israel,  who  are  called  by 


.  "  Surely  in  that  day  there  shall  be  a 
great  shaldng  in  the  land  of  Israel,  so  that  the  fishes  of 
the  sea,  and  the  fowls  of  heaven,  and  the  beasts  of  the 
field,  and  all  creeping  things  that  creep  upon  the  earth, 
and  all  the  men  tliat  are  npon  the  face  of  the  earth, 
shall  shake  at  my  presence,  and  the  mountains  shall  bo 
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thrown  down,  and  the  steep  places  shall  fall,  and  eyery 
wall  shall  fall  to  the  ground."  Tliis  h  descriptive  of 
the  ten-ible  wrath  that  wili  shake  onr  nation,  and  set 
the  world  on  fire  with  destruction,  HeayenB  I  what  an 
honr  that  will  be  I 

Nineteenth.  "And  1  will  call  for  a  sword  against 
him  throiighout  all  my  monntainB,  saith  the  Lord." 
Calling  for  a  sword  is  a  tremendous  call  for  slaughter. 
The  term  mountains  is  used  figuratively  for  govern- 
ments or  states,  and  shows  that  all  the  states  of  our 
Union  will  rally  to  a  man  in  the  dreadful  fray, 

Twmiieth.  "And  every  man's  sword  shall  he  against 
his  hrother,"  Tiiis  indicates,  that  in  Europe,  at  the  time 
of  this  invasion,  great  insuiTections  will  transpire,  and  that 
revolts  among  Eussian  ti'oops  may  be  generally  expected. 

Tweniflj'first.  "And  I  will  plead  against  him  with 
pestilence  and  with  blood ;  and  I  will  rain  upon  him, 
and  upon  his  bands,  and  upon  the  many  people  that 
are  with  him,  an  ovei-flowing  rain  and  great  hail  stones, 
fire  and  brimstone."  Here  dreadful  war  and  sickness  are 
to  afflict  the  invading  host.  The  rain  and  hail,  and  firs 
and  brimstone,  indicate  great  destruction  by  powder  and 
bullets,  and  cannon  balls.  "  Thus  will  I  magnify  my- 
self; and  wilt  I  be  known  in  the  eyes  of  many  nations, 
and  they  shall  Imow  that  I  am  the  Lord." 


Paragraph  II. — 39iS.  Chapter. 

This  chapter  twice  Vepeats  the  destruction  of  the 
European  invaders  of  America. 

1.  "Therefore  thou  son  of  man  prophesy  against  Gog 
and  eay,  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God  ;  Behold  I  am  against 
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thoe,  0  Gog,  the  prince  of  Eosc,  Meshecli,  and  Tubal." — 


"  I  will  turn  thee  back,  and  leave  but  the  sixth 
part  of  thee  (or  smite  thee  with  eix  plagues),  and  will 
cause  thee  to  come  up  from  tlie  north  parts,  and  will 
bring  thee  upon  the  mountains  of  Israel ;  and  I  will 
smite  tliy  bow  out  of  thy  left  hand,  and  will  cause  thine 
arrows  to  fall  out  of  thy  right  hand,"  As  God  is  said 
to  bring  Russia  to  the  United  States,  he  will  do  it  instru- 
mentally  by  the  agency  of  America  itself.  Wo  clue  is 
given  to  the  occasion  of  the  invasion  in  the  prophecy, 

3.  "Thou  ehalt  fall  upon  the  mountains  of  Israel, 
thou,  and  all  thy  bands,  and  the  people  that  13  with 
thee,"  This  determines  the  place  of  the  battle  to  be  in 
the  United  States,  and  shows  that  monarchy  shall  here 
meet  its  doom. 

i.  "I  wiU  give  thee  unto  the  ravenous  birds  of  every 
sort,  and  to  the  beasts  of  the  field,  to  be  devoured.  Thou 
shalt  fall  upon  the  open  field,  for  I  the  Lord  have  spoken 
it."  This  shows  that  monarchy  will  have  a  most 
inglorious  close. 

5.  "And  I  will  send  a  fire  on  Magog,  and  upon  them 
that  dwell  cai-elessly  in  the  isles,  and  they  shall  know 
that  I  am  the  Lord."  This  shows  that  there  shall  he  fire 
or  war  in  Europe  at  the  same  time.  The  isles  seem  to 
refer  to  Great  Britain.  This  is  indeed  confirmed  by 
John,  who,  at  the  time  ho  describes  the  overthrow  of 
Europe  by  Israel,  or  the  man  on  the  cloud,  describee  also 
the  treading  of  the  vine  or  conquest  of  Britain.  He 
also  says  Britain,  or  the  false  Prophet,  shall  be  taken  with 
the  beast,  or  Euesia.  "  So  will  I  make  my  holy  name 
known  in  the  midst  of  my  people  Israel ;  and  I  will  not 
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let  them  pollute  my  holy  iiamo  any  more ;  and  the 
heathen  shall  hnow  that  I  am  the  Lord,  the  Holy  One 
of  Israel." 

6.  "Behold,  it  is  come,  it  is  done,  saitb  the  Lord  God, 
this  is  the  day  whereof  I  have  spoken."  This  is  the 
very  language  used  by  John  when  the  eeventh  vial  was 
potD'ed  out,  in  which  Russia  and  Britain  were  to  be 
overthrown.     "  It  is  done." 

"  And  they  that  dwell  in  the  cities  of  Israel  shall  go 
forth,  and  set  on  fire  and  bum  the  weapons,  &c.,  and 
they  shall  hiirn  them  with  fire  seven  years,"  &c.  This 
indicates  the  tenible  nature  of  the  victory  wo  shall 
obtain. 

7.  "  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  I  will  give  unto 
Gog  a  place  there  of  graves  in  Israel,  &c.,  and  seven 
n-ionths  shall  the  house  of  Israel  be  burying  of  them," 
This  and  several  succeeding  verses,  show  further  the 
awful  nature  of  the  alaTighter. 

8.  The  seventeenth  verse  renews  the  declaration  of 
the  battle:  "And  thon  son  of  man,  thus  saith  the  Lord 
God,  Speak  unto  every  feathered  fowl,  and  every  beast 
of  the  field.  Assemble  yourselves  and  come ;  gather  your- 
selves together  on  every  side,  to  my  sacrifice,  that  I  do 
sacrifice  for  you,  even  a  great  sacrifice  upon  the  moun- 
tains of  Israel,  that  ye  may  eat  flesh  and  di-ink  blood. 
Xe  shall  eat  the  flesh  of  the  mighty,  and  drink  the  blood 
of  the  princes  of  the  earth,  of  rams,  of  lambs,  and  of 
goats,  and  of  bullocks,  all  of  them  fadings  of  Bashan, 
Ye  shall  eat  fat  till  ye  be  full,  and  drink  blood  till  ye  be 
drunken,  of  my  sacrifice  which  I  have  sacrifled  for  you. 
Thus  sliall  ye  he  filled  at  my  table,  with  chariots,  with 
mighty  men,  and  with  all  men  of  war,  saith  the  Lord 
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God.  And  I  will  set  my  gloiy  among  tlm  heathen,  and 
all  the  heathen  shall  see  my  judgment  which  I  have 
exeeiited,  and  my  hand  that  I  havo  laid  upon  them." 
This  coincides  with  the  political  judgment  day  of  the 
ancient  of  days,  desciibed  by  Daniel.  A  parallel  call 
to  beasts  and  birds  to  the  supper  of  God,  is  found 
in  the  Be\enteenth  verse  of  tlie  nineteenth  chapter  of 
Eevelatious. 

COKCLURION. 

In  this  prediction  we  see  all  the  great  forces  of  Europe, 
Asia,  and  Africa,  conjoined  to  invade  Israel  restored, 
and  they  are  all  allied  with  Russia.  A  greater  force  la 
assembled,  and  more  millions  of  men  are  brought  to  the 
contest,  and  from  a  broader-  field,  than  were  ever  before 
Now,  in  the  name  of  all  that  is  rational,  is  it 
e  or  possible  to  excite  and  muster  such  a  force,  to 
pull  down  a  few  feeble  Jews  restored  to  Palestine.  What 
is  there,  again,  that  coidd  induce  the  ruling  powers  to 
grant  Palestine  to  cai'nal  Israel,  and  then  bring  all  creation 
together  to  pull  them  down  again.  Surely  nothing  but 
wild  enthusiasm  can  believe  that  the  gi-eat  statesmen  of 
Europe  and  mighty  warriors  would  combine  to  effect  so 
small  a  wort  as  the  conquest  of  Palestine.  Surely  men 
must  be  beside  themselves  who  believe  such  a  thing  will 
take  place.  But  if  we  turn  to  the  United  States,  the 
Christian  Israel  of  the  latter  day,  we  see  a  foeman  that 
bids  defiance  to  all  their  steel,  and  that  would  demand 
such  a  confederacy  aa  the  prophet  describes  to  create  even 
a  hope  of  succras  in  the  contest. 

If,  in  addition  to  this,  we  take  Ezekicl's  description 
of  the  countiy  and  people  of  Israel  which  Eussia  invades. 
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and  compare  it  "with  our  own,  the  coincidence  is  perfect. 
So  that  common  sense  and  revelation  troth  coincide  in 
determining  the  United  States  as  the  Israel  to  be  invaded 
by  confederate  Europe. 

This  deetnietion  of  European  monarchy  by  Israel,  coin- 
cides with  the  emitiag  of  the  great  monarchy  image  by 
the  stone  kingdom;  the  "casting  down  of  the  thrones 
by  the  people  of  the  saints ;"  the  deatmction  of  the 
"willful  king  between  the  seas  in  the  glorious  holy 
mountain;"  "  the  reaping  of  the  eaith  and  vine ;"  and 
the  taking  of  "  the  beast  and  false  prophet,"  before  the 
Millennium, 

As  for  carnal  Israel's  restoration  to  Palestine,  ■  it  is 
baixl  to  believe  that  Turkey,  or  Rnseia,  or  England,  or 
Prance,  or  Anstria,  would  ever  restore  them  there  to  a 
state  of  independence ;  and  as  for  their  own  eflbrts  to 
recover  it,  the  notion  is  preposterous, 

The  United  States  is  the  only  people  on  earth  that  haa 
a  soul  magnanimous  enough  to  grant  them  the  boon  they 
desire;  and  perhaps  they  will  do  it  after  the  fall  of 
monarchy.  Even  then,  they  would  be  better  off  to 
annez  themselves  to  our  confederacy. 
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CHAPTER   VI. 


Tine  history  of  the  world,  and  of  Israel,  as  detailed  by 
the  literal  or  metonymic  prophets,  is  repeated  by  sym- 
bolic predictions.  It  is  obvious  that  prophecies  of  the 
same  ages  in  the  future,  must  agree  in  describing  the 
eame  events  ;  they  can  not  disagree  on  the  same  subjects 
and  points  ;  but,  as  tliey  give  views  of  the  same  fields, 
they  must  shed  light  upon  each  other.  Symbolic  proph- 
ecy is  more  systematic  in  its  aiTangement,  more  vivid 
in  its  pictures,  and  more  exact  in  its  chronology,  and 
has  enlisted  more  efforts  of  exposition  than  metonymic 
prophecy. 

Thick  darkness  has  hung  over  all  attempts  to  unseal 
that  portion  of  them  descriptive  of  the  world  from  the 
fall  of  Jerusalem  to  the  present  time. 

The  learned,  and  the  world  at  large,  have  been  per- 
plexed greatly  at  this  mystery  and  blindness,  and  so 
complete  has  been  the  blindness  on  the  subject,  that  men 
have  not  even  seen  that  Daniel  affirmed  that  tlie  proph- 
ets were  all  sealed  from  the  fall  of  Jerusalem  "  to  the 
time  of  the  end."  The  wise  have  been  divinely  and 
purposely  hindered  in  the  work  of  interpretation  of  this 
great  era.  If,  however,  our  age  is  "  the  time  of  the  end  " 
of  Israel's  wandering,  we  may  anticipate  the  meaning 
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of  "  the  words  closed  np  and  sealed,"  and  we  may  cau- 
tioDsly  examine  all  theories  proposing  the  solution  of 
the  great  riddle  of  tlie  prophets.  All  theories  of  the 
meaning  of  it  mnst  certainly  ba  fi-aiiglit  with  some  domi- 
nant en'or,  if  they  have  been  proclaimed  before  the 
beginning  of  the  time  of  the  end.  And  as  all  theories 
now  in  vogue  adopt  the  basis  of  interpretation  projected 
ages  ago,  they  must  drive  to  the  same  conclusions  and 
be  imperfect,  from  the  same  eri'ors.  Much  may  have 
been  done  to  prepare  the  way  for  the  final  nnseaiing, 
yet  none  has  hitherto  accomplished  the  stupendous 
acliievement.  With  a  becoming  modesty,  we  trast  we 
approach  a  work  where  a  thousand  giants  have  failed  to 
scale  the  ladder  of  observation,  and  view  the  hidden 
mansions  and  golden  streets  within  the  secluded  city  of 
fall  revelation.  Let  us  not  be  charged  with  presump- 
tion in  undertaking  what  was  to  be  accomplished  by 
some  common  mortal,  without  the  aid  of  miracle.  May 
not  a  child  discover  a  priceless  gem  ?  did  not  a  timid 
slave  discover  the  wealth  of  Peru  ?  and  may  not  one, 
as  insigniflcanfc  as  eitlier,  by  some  strange  providence, 
discover  the  lost  key  of  the  prophetic  temple,  as  readily 
as  the  wise  in  their  ermine  and  glasses  ?  Neither 
proof  nor  presumption  of  our  error  can  be  based  upon 
our  early  years,  our  humility  of  station,  or  unknown 
scholarship  or  abilities ;  these  must  be  judged  alone  by 
the  natnre  of  our  logic,  and  the  rea.lization  of  our  inter- 
pretations. Good  sense  mnst  test  the  one,  and  future 
events  the  other;  facts  already  liuown  will  certify 
whether  we  are  coiTect  as  to  the  past,  and  give  presump- 
tive testimony  of  our  future  accuracy.  All  we  ask  is 
an  unbiassed  judgment  in  the  mind  of  the  examiner. 
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We  Ijegin  onr  expositions  by  taking  the  four  great 
general  prophecies  of  the  world's  history,  related  by 
Daniel. 

These  prophecies  ■were  given  between  the  yeaia  607 
and  530  B.  0.  'Die  fli-at  was  given  in  the  days  of  Ne- 
buchadnezzar, and  ia  an  interpretation  of  a  vision  of  that 
monai-ch ;  the  second  was  given  in  the  fli-st  year  of  Bel- 
shaazar ;  the  third  in  the  third  year  of  the  same  king ; 
and  the  foni'th  in  the  first  year  of  Darius  the  Mode. 
Each  prophecy  contains  the  history  of  the  world  from 
the  date  when  it  was  given.     We  begin  with 

NebucTiadneszar'a  vision  of  ike  s!^  Mngdoms. — 
"  Thou,  0  king,  saweat,  and  behold  a  great  image. 
This  great  image,  whose  brightness  was  eseellent, 
stood  before  thee;  and  the  form  thei-eof  was  ten-i- 
ble.  This  image's  head  was  of  fine  gold,  his  breaat  and 
arms  of  silver,  his  belly  and  bis  thighs  of  brass,  bis  legs 
of  iron,  his  feet  part  of  iron  and  part  of  clay.  Thon 
sawest  till  that  a  stone  was  cut  out  without  hands, 
which  smote  the  image  upon  his  feet,  that  were  of  iron 
and  clay,  and  brake  them  to  pieces. 

"  Then  was  the  ii'on,  the  clay,  the  brass,  the  silver, 
and  the  gold  broken  to  pieces  together,  and  became  like 
the  chaff  of  the  summer  threshing  floors ;  and  the  wind 
carried  them  away,  that  no  place  was  found  for  them ; 
and  the  stone  that  smote  the  image,  became  a  great 
mountain,  and  filled  the  whole  earth.  This  is  the  dream : 
and  we  wiH  tell  the  interpretation  thereof  before  the 
king.  Thou,  O  king,  art  a  king  of  kings ;  for  the  God 
of  heaven  hath  given  tbee  a  kingdom,  power,  and 
strength,  and  glory.  And  wheresoever  the  children  of 
men  dwell,  the  beasts  of  the  held  and  the  fowls  of  heaven 
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hath  lie  given  into  thine  hand,  and  hatli  made  thee 
ruler  over  them  all.     Thou  art  this  head  of  gold. 

"And  after  thee  shall  arise  another  kingdom  inferior 
to  thee,  and  another  third  kingdom  of  brass,  ■which  shall 
bear  rule  over  all  the  earth, 

"And  the  fouiih  kingdom  Ehall  be  strong  as  iron, 
foraemnch  as  iron  breaketh  in  pieces  and  snbdneth  all 
things ;  and  as  iron  that  breaketh  all  these,  shall  it  break 
in  pieces  and  bruise. 

"  And  whereas,  thon  sawest  the  feet  and  toea  part  of 
iron,  the  kingdom  shall  be  divided,  foraamuch  as  thoa 
sawest  the  iron  mixed  with  miry  clay.  And  as  the  toes 
of  the  feet  were  part  of  iron  and  part  of  day,  bo  the 
kingdom  shall  be  partly  strong  and  partly  broken.  And 
■whereas,  thon  sawest  the  iron  mixed  with  miiy  clay,* 
they  shall  mingle  themselves  with  the  seed  of  men ;  bat 
they  shall  not  cleave  one  to  another,  even  as  iron  is  not 
mixed  with  clay.  And  in  the  days  of  these  kings  shall 
the  God  of  heaven  set  up  a  kingdom,  which  shall  never 
be  destiwyed,  and  the  kingdom  shall  not  be  left  to  other 
people,  but  it  shall  break  in  pieces  and  consume  all  these 
kingdoms,  and  it  shall  stand  forever. 

"  Forasmuch  as  thoii  sawest  that  the  stone  ■was  cut  out 
of  the  mountain  without  hands,  and  that  it  broke  in 
pieces  the  iron,  the  brass,  the  clay,  the  silver,  and  the 
gold ;  the  great  God  hath  made  known  to  the  king  what 
Bball  come  to  pass  hereafter;  the  dream  is  certain,  and 
the  intei-pretation  thereof  snre."— Oh.  ii. 

There  is  one  peculiaiitj  in  the  symbolic  prophecies 
■which  must  be  noted ;   that  is,  that  the  vision  of  the 

*  Baited  clay. —(Bush.) 
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future  ie  generally  accompanied  by  an  interpretation,  so 
that  in  fact,  each  prophecy  is  donbled  to  ua ;  and  each 
complex  part  of  the  prophecy  receives  also  an  especial 
iQterpretation  in  addition  to  the  general  one. 

This  vision  comprehends  the  great  sph-Itual  and  polit- 
ical histoiy  of  the  world,  divided  into  great  periods, 
definitely  marked.  The  image  is  the  embodiment  of  all 
the  great  monarchical  governments  that  were  ever  to 
exist,  for  so  the  prophet  affirms.  These  monarchies  ai-e 
said,  by  the  text,  to  be  four  in  number ;  and  espositora 
generally  agi'ee  that  they  were  the  Babylonian,  Medo- 
Fersiau,  Macedonian,  and  Roman  empires,  and  are  by 
them  commonly  called  the  four  universal  empires,  though 
they  were  not,  sti'ictly  speaking,  entirely  univa'sal.  The 
fit'th  empire  is  reckoned  to  be  Christianity,  and  the  sixth 
the  final  kingdom  of  Messiah. 

To  this  general  interpretation  we  agree,  with  but  one 
exception,  and  that  is,  tlie  interpretation  of  the  fifth  to  be 
Christianity.  We  have  already  adva-ted  to  the  fact,  that 
Daniel  afiii-med  that  his  prophecies  of  the  period  under 
consideration  were  not  to  be  cieai'ly  understood,  "  until 
the  time  of  the  end ; "  and,  of  coiu'se,  all  systems  of 
interpretation  of  this  period,  mast  be  liable  to  some 
capital  defect  which  prevents  the  proper  understanding 
of  his  words.  The  first  and  most  important  thing  that 
can  be  done,  is  to  ascertain  where  the  error  lies.  We 
affirm  that  it  exists  in  the  interpretation  given  to  the 
stone  cut  out  of  the  mountain,  or  to  the  fifth  kingdom  of 
the  vision.  We  shall  undertake  the  proof  of  this  by 
proceeding  with  a  regular  interpretation  of  the  whole 
vision,  beginning  with  the  firet,  and  \ 
final  kingdom  in  chronological  order. 
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Head  of  the  Ihage — Babtlos. 
"This  image's  head  was  of  fine  goM."  "Thou  art 
this  head  of  go5d."  Here  we  have  hoth  the  vision 
and  the  interpretation.  The  kingdom  of  Nebuchad- 
nezzar is  thus  promptly  explained  to  be  represented  by 
the  golden  bead  of  the  image,  and  the  term  Kebuehad- 
nezzar  ie  put  metonymically  for  the  Babylonian  emphe. 
This  empire  is  said  to  embrace  the  earth,  "  wheresoever 
the  children  of  men  dwell,"  and  may  properly  be  called 
a  universal  empire.  Its  capital  was  in  Asia,  yet  it  sub- 
dued a  portion  of  Africa,  by  the  reduction  of  Egypt  and 
Libya.  Europe,  at  that  time,  seems  also  to  have  ofiered 
temptations  to  conquest,  and  Megasthenes  affirms  that 
even  Spain  was  subjected  by  Nebuchadnezzar. 


SECTION   II, 

Tub  Medo-Persian'  Emfike — Aems  and  Bkeabt  op  Silver, 

"  This  image's  head  was  of  fine  gold,  his  breast  and 

his  arms  of  silver."     "Thou  art  this  head  of  gold,  and 

ailer  thee  shaU  arise  another  kingdom  inferior  to  thee." 

As  the  first  kingdom  coincided  with  the  gold,  or  first 
division  of  the  image,  so  the  second  kingdom  must 
coincide  with  the  second  division  of  the  image,  which 
was  the  breast  and  arms  of  silver.  The  name  of  the 
second  kingdom  is  not  given,  but  the  means  of  ascer- 
taining its  name  are  fully  sufficient  to  determine  it  as 
10 
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80011  as  ii  maliea  its  appearance ;  for  the  name  of  the 
first  kingdom  being  given,  as  soon  as  the  second  king- 
dom arises,  its  name  must  be  known.  It  is  as  eisy  to 
identify  objects  by  the  nnmbers  they  bear  as  it  s  to 
identify  them  by  names  upon  them.  Tlese  fou  gre\t 
kingdoms  are  numbei'ed  severalfy,  by  fo  i  i  n  erala  n 
categorical  or  chronological  succession,  beg  n  ng  w  t! 
nnmbei'  one,  and  proceeding  regularly  om ad  n  tl e 
conseentive  order  of  one,  two,  three,  four.  The  names 
of  the  four  kingdoms  are  to  be  found,  with  the  numbers 
they  bear  in  prophecy,  the  name  of  the  fii'st  in  the  seri^ 
being  given.  If  we  number  four  consecut  ve  i  tte  b  ot 
the  alphabet,  one,  two,  three,  and  fonr,  and  tate  that  tl  e 
fii-fit  in  the  series  is  A,  every  one  knows  that  n  1  er 
two  will  coincide  with  the  letter  B,  and  tl  at  B  a  1  o 
name  of  number  two,  and  eo  0  and  D  11  n  1 1  e 
manner,  coincide  with  numbers  three  and  fo  Aul 
just  BO  the  Medo-Persian  empire  must  Le  t!  e  na  e  of 
the  second  kingdom  in  the  series  presei  ted  by  Dan  el 
since  the  first  in  the  series  is  named  Babylon,  because 
the  Medo-Persian  empire  was  the  next  in  order  to  Baby- 
lon chronologically.  How  any  one  could  mistake  so  plain 
a  mode  of  identifying  the  four  kingdoms  is  bard  to 
divine,  unless  wo  allow  that  they  were  judicially 
blinded. 

Media  and  Persia  were  originally  provinces  of  tha 
Assyrian  empire,  and  in  the  days  of  Cyrus  they  were 
united  in  one  monarchy,  and  overturned  the  Babylonian 
empire ;  and  of  course  this  was  the  second  empire  in- 
tended by  Daniel,  since  it  removed  the  first  and  raised 
itself  upon  its  rains.  It  was  to  be  inferior  to  the  Baby- 
lonian empire.     This  may  be  understood  in  the  sense  of 
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being  less  exteneiye  in  tenitoiy,  or  inferior  in  moral 
force,  in  both  of  wbicb  it  was  inferior  to  tlie  Babylonian 
kingdom.  "Neither  Cyrus,  nor  any  of  his  encee^ors, 
carried  their  arms  into  Africa  and  Spain  so  far  as  Neba- 
chadnezaar  is  reported  to  have  done." — {Newton?)  Er. 
Prideaux  says,  the  kings  of  Pei-sia  "  were  the  worst  race 
of  men  that  ever  govei-ned  an  empire." 

The  two  arms  of  the  beast,  may  properly  represent 
the  two  kingdoms  of  Media  and  Persia  conjoined ;  the 
silver,  being  less  valuable  than  gold,  may  represent  the 
moral  inferiority  ol'  the  Persian  empire  to  the  Baby- 
lonian. 


SECTION  III. 
The  Macedoniam  Empire — Bellt  anb  Thighs  of  Brass. 

Te^B^,— -"  This  image's  head  was  of  fine  gold,  his 
breast  and  his  ai'ms  of  silver,  his  belJy  and  his  thighs 
of  brass." 

Iniffrpreiation.—"  Thon  art  this  head  of  gold.  And 
after  thee  shall  arise  another  kingdom  inferior  to  thee, 
and  another  third  kingdom  of  brass,  which  shall  bear 
mle  over  all  the  earth." 

In  the  vision  we  now  see  three  parts  of  the  image ; 
the  head,  the  breast  and  ai'ms,  and  beliy  and  thighs ; 
these  are  composed  each  of  a  different  metal,  and  each 
metal  I'epresents  a  different  kingdom.  Now,  as  the  gold 
head  represents  the  Babylonian,  and  the  silver  breast 
and  arras  represent  the  Medo-Fersian  kingdom,  the 
brass  must  represent  the  third  kingdom ;  and  the  inter- 
pretation says  the  third  kingdom  was  of  brass,  and  that 
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it  should  bear  rnlo  over  all  the  earth.  We  have  tlien 
three  great  mai-ks,  by  which  to  identify  the  name  of  the 
third  Hflgdora:  1.  It  was  to  be  the  third  in  the  order 
of  the  four  empires.  2.  Its  character  was  to  differ  fTOm 
the  other  three.  3.  It  was  to  bear  role  over  all  the 
earth.  4.  It  was  finally  to  exist  in  two  parts.  With 
these  four  marks  the  Macedonian  empire  agrees,  and 
no  other  empire  does,  and  therefore  it  must  be  the  em- 
pire pi-edicted.  For  it  is  infallibly  true,  that  perfect  co- 
incidence of  events  with  prophecy  is  a  perfect  fiilflllment 
of  prophecy. 

Coinoulence  i'^rsi.— Alexander  the  Great  subverted 
the  Persian  empu-e  and  founded  the  Macedonian  on  its 
r  in  1         he  tluid  kingdom  in  chronological  order 

f  m  ti  Bab)  Ionian,  inclusive,  that  appeared  in  the 
w  Id  w  t!  e  Macedonian  It  is  plain  that  these  four 
B  al  np  could  not  nee  eimultaueously  into  their 
fullness  f  t  ngtli,  sm:>e  all  were  to  occupy  the  very 
same  temtoiics.  Each  socctssor  was,  therefore,  to  over- 
throw its  predecessor,  to  make  room  for  itself. 

Goinoidence  Second. — Bishop  Newton  says,  the  Mace- 
donian empire  was  fitly  repi'esented  by  brass,  for  the 
Greeks  were  femoua  for  their  brazen  armor,  their  usual 
epithet  being,  the  hrasen-ooated  Greeks. 

St.  Jerome  in  commenting  on  this  point,  saya,  "  they 
may  rightly  be  said  to  be  of  brass.  For  among  all 
metals,  brass  is  more  sonorous,  tinkles  loudest,  and  its 
sound  is  diffused  far  and  wide,  and  so  it  shows  not  only 
the  fame  and  power  of  the  kingdom,  but  also  of  the 
Greek  tongue."  While  these  things  may  have  had  some 
influence  in  determining  the  name  of  brass  to  the  Mace- 
donian empire,  we  think  that  more  extensive  quaHtics 
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wei'e  indicated.  The  gold  of  tlio  head  indicated  the  re- 
fined character,  and  splendor,  and  value  of  the  Babylonian 
empire ;  and  the  Bilver  the  inferior  valne  and  splendov 
of  the  Persian  power ;  and  the  brass,  being  baser,  yet 
stronger  than  gold  or  silver,  may  indicate  a  baser  moral 
character  of  government,  bnt  of  gi-eater  energy  and  csi- 
pabiiities  in  ■war.  The  Macedonian  empire  being  com- 
pared to  the  belly  and  thighs,  shows  not  only  its  position 
chronologically,  but  appropriately  denotes  its  beastly- 
sensuality.  Alexander's  moral  character  was  that  of  tl^- 
vil^t  and  most  lustful  sensualist  on  the  page  of  history, 
and  his  tingdora  took  ite  cxie  from  its  foundei-.  Tln^ 
moral  history  of  the  Selencid^  and  Lagidte,  or  Syriji 
and  E^pt,  which  coincide  with  the  two  tlughs,  ia  one 
that  might,  in  licentionsness,  outvie  the  mannei'S  of 
Sodom, 

Coinoidence  Tliwd. — The  thiinl  kingdom  was  to  lieai" 
role  over  all  the  earth.  The  term  all  the  emth  has  a 
variety  of  meanings,  bnt  generally  signifies  only  a  very 
large  portion  of  the  world,  bnt  more  eepeciahy  the  civil- 
ized world.  Alexander  commanded  that  he  should  be 
called,  "  king  of  all  the  world,"  not  that  ho  literally 
ruled  eveiy  individnal  man,  woman,  and  child  on  eai'th, 
but  that  his  kingdom  was  so  large  as  to  be  commonly 
spoken  of,  in  that  age,  as  embracing  all  the  world.  His 
kingdom  comprehended  Europe,  Africa,  and  Asia  as 
largely  as  any  empire  ever  did,  except  the  Eoman. 

ijomcid&noe  Fourth. — The  later  existence  of  the  thii-d 
kingdom  was  to  be  marked  by  a  division  into  two 
branches.  This  is  indicated  by  the  two  thighs  of 
brass.  One  kind  of  metal  indicates  only  one  kingdom, 
prophetically,  or  one  dynasty.     The  gold  indicates  Ini! 
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one  kingdom,  the  silver,  though  divided  into  threo  parts, 
the  bveast,  and  two  arms,  nevei-thelesa  indicates  prophet- 
ically but  one  componnd  kingdom,  and  the  same  must 
hold  good  of  the  brass.  Aa  the  image  exijresses  chron- 
ology, from  the  head  downward,  the  thighs  must  repre- 
sent the  later  stage  of  the  kingdom  of  bra^,  just  as  the 
arms  at  the  upper  part  of  the  breast  indicate  the  duality 
and  onion  of  tlie  Medo-Peraian  empire,  in  its  early 
history.  As  the  thighs  were  less  than  the  belly,  they 
by  this  indicated  that  these  two  divisions  of  the  kingdom 
would  be  less  extensive  than  the  kingdom  in  its  first 
organization, 

Now,  the  Macedonian  empire,  soon  after  the  death 
of  Alexander,  was  divided  into  four  parts,  at  the  heads 
of  which  were  Cassander,  Lysjmachue,  Ptolemy,  and 
Seleucus.  Bat  out  of  these  four,  but  two  divisions  at 
length  remained ;  these  two  were  those  of  the  Lagidie 
and  Seleucidse,  reigning  in  Egypt  and  Syria.  Newton 
says,  "  their  kingdom  was  no  more  a  diiFerent  kingdom, 
than  the  parts  differ  from  the  whole.  It  was  the  same 
government  still  continued.  They  who  governed  were 
still  Macedonians.  The  metal  was  the  same,  and  the 
nation  was  the  same ;  nor  is  the  same  nation  ever  repre- 
sented by  diflerent  metals,  but  the  diffei'ent  metals  always 
siguify  different  nations.  All  ancient  authors  spealt  of 
the  kingdom  of  Alexander  and  his  successors  as  one 
and  tho  same  kingdom.  Tlie  thing  is  implied  in  the 
very  name  by  which  they  are  called,  '  the  successore  of 
Alexander.'  There  is  one  insuperable  objection  against 
the  kingdoms  of  the  Lagidfe  and  Seleucidsa  being  a 
different  one  from  that  of  Alexander,  because  if  they  are 
not  considered  as  parts  of  Alexander's  dominion,  they 
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can  not  be  counted  as  one  kingdom,  but  constitute  two 
separate  and  distinct  kingdoms."  As,  therefore,  the 
Macedonian  empire  coincides  with  all  the  mai'lis  given 
in  prophecy  by  which  to  identify  the  third  great  mon- 
RTchy,  and  as  no  other  nation  does,  it  follows  infallibly 
that  it  was  pi-edicted  by  the  vision. 


The  Fourth  Kihgdom— Kome. 

Vision. — "The  image's  head  was  of  fine  gold;  his 
breast  and  his  arms  of  silver ;  his  belly  and  thighs  of 
brass ;  his  legs  of  iron,  his  feet  part  of  iron  and  part 
of  clay." 

Intm^retation. — "  And  the  fonrth  kingdom  shall  be 
strong  as  iron ;  forasmuch  as  iron  breaketh,  all  these 
shall  it  break  in  pieces  and  bmise.  And  whereas  tboa 
sawest  the  feet  and  toes,  part  of  potter's  clay,  and  part 
of  iron,  the  kingdom  shall  be  divided ;  but  there  shall 
be  in  it  of  the  strength  of  the  iron,  forasmuch  as  thou 
sawest  the  iron  mixed  with  miiy  clay.  And  as  the 
toes  of  the  feet  were  part  of  iron  and  part  of  clay,  so 
the  kingdom  shall  be  partly  skong  and  partly  broken. 
And  whereas  thou  sawest  iron  mixed  with  clay,  xhet 
shall  mingle  themselves  with  the  seed  of  men ;  but  they 
shall  not  cleave  to  one  another,  even  as  iron  is  not 
mixed  with  clay.  Thou  sawest  till  that  a  stone  was  cut 
out  without  hands,  which  emote  the  image  upon  hia 
feet,  that  were  of  iron  and  clay,  and  brake  them  to 
pieces."     We  have  here  a  prediction  of  the  Eoman 
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empire.  It  is  vepvesented  as  existing  in  three  distinct 
forms,  or  periods,  and  as  perisliiug  under  the  last.  Wo 
■will  consider  each  of  these  forniB  sepai'ately. 


Paragrajik  I. 
First  Veriod.  Rome  as  a  Unit. — "  Ills  legs  were 
of  iron."  "  And  the  fourth  Idngdom  sliall  be  sti'ong  as 
imn;  forasmuch  as  iron  breaketh  in  pieces  and  sub- 
dneth  all  things;  and  aa  iron  that  breaketli  all  these 
shall  it  break  in  pieei^  and  brnlse."  This  represents 
the  firat  period  of  the  fourth  empire. 

1.  We  have  seen  that  tho  Babylonian  empire  was 
represented  \>j  the  gold,  the  Medo-Pei-sian,  by  silver, 
and  that  the  Macedonian,  including  the  Lagidfs  and 
SeleucidEe,  were  symbolized  by  the  belly  and  thighs  of 
brass,  and  of  course  the  fourth  gi'eat  empire  was  to  fol- 
low the  tingdom  of  brass,  and  to  succeed  the  kingdoms 
of  Egypt  and  Syria  in  chronological  order. 

Wg  are  thus  particular,  because  some  expositors  have, 
in  their  blindness,  interpreted  the  two  kingdoms  of  Syria 
and  Egypt  to  be  the  one  ibui-th  kingdom.  Porphyry, 
the  ancient  toe  of  prophecy,  asserted  this,  and  some 
moderns  have  sided  with  him.  Bishop  ll^Towton  says, 
that  they  who  follow  this  infidel,  do  so  frem  an  innate 
love  of  disputation,  rather  than  from  any  love  of  truth. 
Now,  as  the  Koman  empire  was  the  fourth  that  followed 
from  the  Babylonian,  it  is  identical  with  the  fourth 
empire  of  this  vision. 

2.  The  strength  of  the  fourth  empire. 

Each  of  the  metals  of  the  image  plainly  represented 
by  its  qualities  the  political  character  of  the  empire  it 
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symbolized.  The  gold  indicated  the  splendor,  but  com- 
parative wealniesB  of  Babylon;  and  easily  fell  before  the 
silver  empire  of  Medo-Fersia,  which,  though  a  less 
splendid,  was  yet  a  stronger  power,  as  silver  is  less 
splendid,  yet  comparatively  stronger  than  gold.  Silver 
is  a  more  splendid,  yet  feebler  metal  than  brass,  and  the 
Persian  empire  was  more  excellent  tlian  the  Macedonian, 
yet  was  too  feeble  to  resist  the  impetnosity  of  the  brazen- 
coated  Greeks.  In  Jike  manner  as  brass,  silver,  and 
gold  all  yield  to  the  superior  strength  of  iron,  so  the 
fourth  empire  was  to  break  up  and  subdue,  by  superior 
strength,  all  of  the  preceding  dynasties  that  remained 
before  it.  Rome  has  the  best  claim  to  this  iron  charac- 
ter of  any  nation  that  ever  existed,  "Whether  consoli- 
dated or  in  fragments,  it  has  wielded  greater  power  and 
commanded  a  larger  measure  of  influence,  been  more 
resistless  in  war  and  endured  more  lastingly,  than  any 
other'  empire  whatever.  It  was  a  vast  kingdom  of 
warriors,  and  that,  too,  for  ages,  and  Mars  was  its  tute- 
laiy  deity ;  its  codes  of  jurisprudence,  also,  have  yielded 
a  commanding  influence  in  the  earth  for  near  two  thou- 
sand years.  As  iron  is  the  strongest  of  metals,  so  Home 
has  been  the  strongest  of  all  nations. 

3.  The  fourth  kingdom  was  to  crush  all  other  nations. 

Eome  conquci-ed  all  nations,  and,  in  our  Saviour's  time, 
the  tenna  Eome  and  the  whole  earth  were  generally 
used  as  synonymous  terms.  The  riches  and  glory  of 
three  continents  were  either  embraced  in  its  limits  or  its 
tributaries ;  it  comprehended  all  of  the  civilized  world, 
and  much  of  the  barbarous.  It  existed  as  an  iron 
unit  down  to  the  days  of  Theodosius,  or  for  a  thousand 
years. 
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Paragraph  IJ. 
Second  Period.  OhiircTi  mid  State  Union  and  the 
fall  of  Rome,  or  its  brolcen  state,  iron  and  day. — 
The  text  affirms  two  things  with  regard  to  the  histoi'y  of 
the  fonrth  great  empire.  It  says  of  it,  that  it  shall  be 
divided,  and  then  it  says  it  shall  be  brohen.  The  divi- 
ded and  the  brolten  states  spoken  of,  are  two  totally  dif- 
ferent matters  ;  the  division  into  iiKin  and  clay  is  what  is 
meant  by  the  term  division,  and  refers  to  a  double  polit- 
ical character  of  the  empire ;  and  the  broken  state  refere 
to  the  fall  of  the  empire,  or  its  fragmentary  condition 
indicated"  by  the  toes.  We  shall  consider  these  two 
points  separately. 


Clmroh  and  State  Union. — A  division  of  the  political 
power  of  the  fouitli  empire  into  two  great  departments 
of  church  and  state,  is  what  is  predicted  by  the  iron  and 
clay  of  the  teet  and  toes.  The  test  says  "  wherein  thou 
sawest  the  feet  and  toes  part  of  potter's  (baked)  clay,  and 
part  of  iron,  the  kingdom  shall  be  divided ;  but  there 
shall  be  in  it  of  the  strength  of  the  iron,  forasmuch  as 
thoii  eawest  the  iron  mixed  with  baked  clay." 

In  the  iinal  vision  of  Daniel,  in  which  the  previous 
■visions  are  interpreted,  we  find  it  said  that  the  visions 
embracing  the  period  from  the  captivity  by  the  Romans 
tothe  restoration  oflsrael,  was  to  be  a  veiled  one.  And 
as  the  text  before  us  relates  to  events  during  that  period, 
its  mystery  was  guarantied  by  the  Divine  will,  and  of 
course  all  expositions  of  it  during  that  era  must  be 
imperfect. 
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However,  not  an  expositor,  to  our  knowledge,  among 
the  manj  we  have  examined,  has  considered  witli  any 
proper  and  critical  attection,  tlie  division  of  tiie  fourth 
empire  into  iron  and  clay.  Now,  not  a  woi-d  of  lioiy  writ 
is  unimportant,  or  can  be  overlooked,  without  detriment 
to  its  proper  naderetanding ;  and  in  a  prophecy  which  in  a 
very  few  sentences  desci-ib^  tho  history  of  the  world  tor 
thousands  of  years,  not  one  jot  or  tittle  can  be  over- 
looked, for  each  mionte  point  of  the  graphic  miniature 
must  possess  a  sublime  importance  when  expanded 
into  its  full  life  size.  It  is,  therefom,  of  vital  importance 
to  a  correct  intei-pretation  of  the  pi-ophecy  before  us,  thai; 
the  divisions  of  the  fourth  empire  should  be  most  care- 
fully noticed  and  explained  We  therefore  call  emphatic 
attention  to  the  followmg  pomts,  on  which  hinges  a  full 
and  harmonious  vieiv  ot  the  whole  ■^  ision. 

1  The  empire  ■was  to  posbess  a  dual  political  char- 
actei  Thi^  dual  fhiiattei  is  symbolized  by  the  iron 
and  cKy  in  the  feet,  and  also  in  the  toes  of  the  image. 
As  the  iron  unquestionably  lepiesented  the  political 
chaiictei  ot  the  cmpiic,  and  as  the  clay  comes  in  and 
mixta  with  tho  iron  m  about  equal  proportions,  they 
must  conjomtly  lepit&cnt  the  political  charaetei'  of  the 
empiie  after  this  onion 

3  The  piophets  inteipietation  stdl  further  confirms 
its  Signification  to  be  pobtital  He  says,  "Whereas 
thou  sawest  the  iion  mixed  v,ith  miry  clay,  they  shall 
mingle  tbcmseHes  with  the  seed  ct  men ;  but  tbey  shall 
not  cleave  to  one  another,  even  as  iron  is  not  mixed  with 
clay."  Here  the  term  iron  is  plainly  seen  to  represent 
men,  and  the  clay  being  interpreted  by  the  term  "  they," 
is  seen  to  represent  men  also ;  or  two  orders  of  men 
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in  the  state  are  indicated  by  the  terms  "  iron  and  clay." 
The  want  of  harmony  between  the  iron  and  clay,  shows 
a  want  of  political  hai-mony  in  the  state.  Again  the 
test  says,  "  there  shall  be  in  it  of  the  strength  of  the 
iron,  forasmtich  as  thou  saweat  the  iron  mixed  with  miry 
clay."  Here  strength  of  national  power  is  represented 
by  iron,  and  comparative  feebleness  by  the  clay, 

5.  Tliis  division  in  the  fomth  empire  was  not  to  occnr 
until  the  empire  had  stood  for  some  time  as  an  iron 
kingdom  only ;  after  a  season  this  division  was  to  begin 
and  to  continue  through  that  period  of  the  history  of 
the  empire  represented  by  the  toes.  The  division  begins 
in  the  feet,  and  continues  till  the  feet  are  smitten  by  the 
stone. 

4.  There  were  to  be  two  classes  of  men,  in  the  foai-fch 
empire,  between  whom  the  political  power  was  to  be 
divided.  The  class  represented  by  the  iron  certainly 
possessed  civil  authority,  and  the  other  class  possessed  it 
to  a  certain  extent.  The  term,  "seed  of  men,"  coincides 
with  the  term  iron,  and  the  term  ii'on  coincides  with 
civil  power  or  nationality,  represented  by  the  iron  legs ; 
hence  the  term  "  clay,"  which  is  synonymous  with  the 
teim  "  they,"  which  is  here  a  pronoun  of  multitude, 
must  represent  also  a  great  class  of  men  associated  in  the 
genei'al  government  with  tliat  class  designated  by  "iron" 
or  "seed  of  men." 

6,  Again ;  the  term  "  they,"  is  antithetic  to  the  term 
"  seed  of  men,"  and  is  therefore  expressive  of  a  class 
of  people  antithetic  in  character  to  these  represented  by 
iron.  The  term  "  they  shall  mingle  themselves  with  the 
seed  of  men,"  conveys,  with  great  clearness,  the  idea  of 
the  degradation  of  a  superior  class  of  persons  by  the 
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mingling  with  tho  seed  of  men  iu  national  affairs.  It  ia 
very  similar  to  a  passage  in  Genesis,  which  speaks  of  the 
corruption  of  the  sons  of  God,  by  uniting  with  the  daugh- 
ters of  men.  The  "  mingling  with  the  aeed  of  men,"  by 
this  superior  class,  also  conveys  plainly  the  notion  of  a 
spiritual  people  uniting  with  a  political  power.  Indeed, 
as  no  two  classes  of  men  can  be  found  in  the  world,  cor- 
responding to  the  two  in  the  test,  escept  spiritual  and 
carnal  people,  the  union  of  these  two  classes  in  the  fourth 
empire,  must  represent  church  and  state  union  in  it;  and 
as  iu  the  Koman,  or  fourth  great  empire,  such  a  union 
did  exist,  the  case  is  a  veiy  dear  one,  tliat  the  mingled 
clay  i-epi'eaented  tlie  church  of  Christ,  con'upted  by  union 
with  the  civil  power  of  Eome,  represented  by  the  iron, 
6.  This  political  union  of  civil  and  ecclcsiaatical  polity, 
was  to  be  perpetual.  This  is  manifested  by  the  symbola 
and  interpretations  The  clay  continued  during  that 
portion  of  Eoman  history  lepiesented  by  the  feet,  during 
which  time,  Eome  ^^as  still  a  territorial  unit;  after  the 
breaking  up  ot  tins  teiiitoiial  unit'y,  it  continued  to  exist 
in  the  toes  or  vaiious  nations  ot  Europe  repixisented  by 
them ;  and  finally,  when  tlie  teet  lie  broken,  the  clay  is 
found  existing  lu  them  in  1  <5lnKS  the  fate  of  the  iron. 


Fall  of  Roma  or  its  broken  State. — "  And  the  toes  of 
the  feet,  part  of  iron,  and  part  of  clay— the  kingdom  shall 
be  partly  strong  and  partly  braken."  The  words,  as, 
were.,  and  so,  which  are  found  in  the  common  text,  were 
supplied  by  translators,  and  are  not  in  the  original. 
This  text  shows,  that  the  breaking  up  of  the  iron  and 
clay  was  to  take  place ;  and  the  term  "  h'oken^'"  differs 
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n  atei  ilh  fron  tie  tci  ii  J  un  m  i  ^n  fleation. 
In  tt  la  text  the  tcet  lie  not  mentioned  tbe  tues  only  are 
troated  ot  and  ot  coui'se  the  interpietation  is  of  the  toes 
only,  the  cliy  an!  lion  aie  mentioned  to  sliow  that  iii 
the  bioken  state  the  hvisiona  oi  iiagmentaiy  nations, 
wonid  Etill  letam  the  double  poht  cal  oiginization  of 
church  and  state  un  ™  Tt  e  le^  ioi  the  t  me  being, 
repii^ented  the  Koman  empiie,  and,  in  1  ke  manner,  the 
toes  repiesentcd  it  alho  Now  miik  this  point  with 
attention  histor  ans  in  epeal  mg  of  the  lioman  empire, 
alwiys  now  speak  ot  it  as  hav  ng  ceased  to  exiet ,  but  the 
prophetic  historian  regards  its  broken  state  as  still  con- 
tinuing to  be  the  fourth  empire ;  the  former  do  not  antici- 
pate a  reorganization,  but  the  latter  predict  a  reunion  of 
the  fragments  into  a  great  empire.  The  number  of  toes 
in  the  feet  of  the  image  being  ten,  each  toe  would 
naturally  signify  a  kingdom  itself.  That  there  might  be 
mora  than  ten,  during  the  long  period  of  the  broken 
state,  is  neither  afiimied  nor  conti'adicted,  but  we  can 
look  for  no  more  than  ten  at  the  time  when  the  breaking 
up  of  the  unity  of  goveniment  was  to  take  place.  In  a 
succeeding  vision  of  Daniel,  coinciding  witii  this,  ten  is 
distinctly  stated  as  the  number  into  which  liome  in 
Knrope  was  to  be  divided.  The  text  before  us,  however, 
simply  afErnis,  that  the  ten  toes  indicate  the  disruption 
or  fall  of  Eome.  The  Eoman  empire  in  Europe  was 
broken  up,  and  there  soon  appeared  ten  coeval  king- 
doms. In  the  Apocalypse  it  is  said,  that  just  prior  to 
the  organization  of  the  empire  again,  that  there  shall  be 
ten  kingdoms.  Isaac  says,  that  whatever  was  their  sub- 
sequent number,  all  of  thom  ave  called  ten,  from  their 
original  number.     The  whole  of  the  disorganized  period 
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of  the  empire  will,  thei-efore,  be  properly  represented  by 
ten  toes  or  ten  horns,  no  matter  what  number  may  co- 
exist in  any  age  after  the  fii«t,  in  which  the  original  ten 


The  breaking  of  the  empire  began  about  396,  and  the 
empire  still  exists  in  that  state,  the  prophecy  recogniz- 
ing the  broken  state  as  continuing  to  be  the  fourth 
empire,  and  history  looking  upon  it  as  ended. 

Parar/ra^h  III. 

Third  Period.  Beorga/nisation  of  the  Fourth.  Errir 
pire. — Bnt  few  prophetic  espositors  have  looked  far 
enough  to  see  the  whole  trath  of  the  fomih  empire.  It  is 
deal"  that  the  fourth  empire  is  to  be  reorganized.  By  this 
we  mean,  that  a  large  pox-tlon  of  the  empire  represented 
by  the  ten  toes  in  Europe,  and  by  the  broken  state  in 
Asia  and  Africa,  will  cofflbine  again ;  that  is,  the  reorgan- 
ized empii'e  will  embrace  a  portion  of  three  continents. 

The  facts  by  which  the  third  territorial  form  ia  proved, 
are  few,  but  conclusiFe. 

1.  It  is  said  the  stone  struck  the  image  upon  his  feet, 
which  were  of  iron  and  clay,  and  desti-oyed  it.  ifow, 
as  the  image  is  strictly  chronological  in  its  symbols,  it  ia 
evident  that  the  toes  represented  a  later  period  of  time 
than  the  feet,  just  as  the  tall  of  Eome  was  later  than  the 
begmning  ot  chuich  and  state  union 

It  IS  albO  as  evident,  as  the  son  at  mid-day,  that  the 
emjtmg  of  the  feet,  and  the  instant  fall  of  the  great 
image  of  monaichy,  was  a  later  time  than  that  of  the 
ten  ^le'^,  oi  broken  state  of  the  empire.  If  this  last 
were  not  tiuo,  then  tht,  bioken  state,  represented  hj  the 
toes,  could  ne^i-i  ha\e  e\i'5tod  ;  ioi  the  feet,  aside  from 
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the  toea,  represented  the  empii-o  as  a  tinit,  diyided  into 
civil  and  ecclesiastical  government,  and  the  toes  repre- 
sented a  later  period  than  the  feet.  As,  therefore,  the 
state  of  the  empire  represented  hj  the  feet,  was  obliged 
to  exist  before  that  represented  by  the  toes  could  exist, 
and  aa  both  conld  not  simultaneously  exist,  and,  as  tho 
image  was  smitten  on  the  consolidated  and  broken  state 
represented  by  both  feet  and  toes,  it  is  obvious  that  the 
empire  to  be  smitten  thus,  must  assume  a  form  of  unity, 
such  as  was  repiesented  by  the  feet.  The  symbols  being 
expressive  ot  tenitonal  lorm  as  well  as  of  chronology, 
make  this  underbfinding  of  them  reasonable,  and  indeed 
imperative 

3.  When  the  feet  oi  tho  image  were  smitten  by  the 
stone,  THEN  it  broke  in  pieces  the  iron,  gold,  clay,  brass, 
and  silver,  altogether.  Now,  as  the  gold  repi-esented 
tho  Assyrian  government,  and  the  silver  the  Persian, 
and  the  brass  the  Grecian,  it  is  evident  that  an  empire 
in  which  these  existed,  together  with  tho  iron  and  clay, 
must  have  been  smitten  by  the  stone,  or  they  could  not 
have  been  broken  together  by  a  single  stroke. 

3.  The  time  when  they  were  broken  was  not  to  be  a 
long  period,  but  a  short  one.  The  whole  image  fel),  the 
moment  it  was  smitten.  It  was  struck  with  violence, 
and,  the  vision  says,  "then"  the  image  was  broken. 
The  term  "then"  has  but  one  brief  signification;  it 
means  "  at  that  time,"  and  not  at  some  other  time,  nor 
during  a  long  period  of  time.  At  the  very  time,  then, 
that  the  image  was  struck,  it  feU  to  atoms ;  it  did  not 
wait  and  fall  some  other  time;  its  metals  all  perished 
then ;  they  did  not  wait  fo  be  worn  away  by  any  slow 
mora!  process  of  decomposition. 
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4.  In  all  the  other  symbolic  prnpheciea  of  the  fourth 
empire,  it  is  represented  as  being  recoDatituted  ibr  a 
very  short  period  before  its  annihilation;  this  general 
tmiformity  must,  therefore,  be  confirmatory  of  our  posi- 
tion here. 

We  have  given  every  point  of  character  the  fourth 
empire  was  to  possess,  together  with  the  time  of  its  rise ; 
the  empire,  therefore,  which  coincides  with  all  these 
points,  must  be  the  one  predicted  by  the  vision  and  the 
interpretation,  for  perfect  coincidence  between  events  and 
prophecy  is  infallibly  perfect  fnlfillment, 

Coinoidence  First.  Eepetition. — The  foiirth  kingdom 
of  iron  was  to  follow  the  one  of  brass.  The  brass  being 
the  Macedonian  empii-e,  and  the  next  empire  which  fol- 
lowed it  must  be  the  iron  one,  Kow,  nothing  is  plainer 
than  that  the  Roman  empire  followed  the  Macedonian. 

Ooincidenoe  Second.  FolitiGoi  strength. — The  fourth 
empire  was  to  be  politically  as  strong  as  iron,  and  as 
much  stronger  than  the  empires  which  preceded  it,  as 
iron  is  sti'onger  than  brass,  or  gold,  or  silver.  To  this 
character  the  Eoman  empire  has  the  fullest  of  claims. 
"Whether  consolidated,  or  ia  fragments,  it  has  wielded 
greater  power,  and  commanded  a  larger  measure  of 
influence,  and  endured  more  lastingly  than  any  other 
emph'e  ever  did.  The  Eoman  empire  was  a  kingdom 
of  mighty  warriors  for  ages,  and  its  codes  of  juris- 
prudence have  wielded  a  commanding  sway  over  the 
nations  for  near  two  thousand  years.  As  iron  is  tho 
strongest  of  metals,  so  Eome  was  the  strongest  of  human 
empires. 

Ooincidmce  Third.  —  The  fourth  kingdom  was  to 
crush  all  other  nations,  and  become  universal.     Eome 
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conquered  all  nations,  and  the  terra  applied  to  the 
Koman  empire  was  the  common  term  need  in  our 
Saviour's  day  to  represent  the  whole  world ;  the  riches 
and  glory  of  three  continents  were  tributary  to  it,  or  em- 
braced in  its  limits.  It  comprehended  all  the  civilized 
world,  and  much  of  the  barbaroiis. 

Coincidence  Fmirih. — ^The  political  complexion  of  the 
fourth  kingdom,  atler  a  given  period  of  time  had  elapsed, 
was  to  be  of  a  dual  chai'acter,  in  which  the  church  was 
to  be  mixed  or  united  with  the  political  iron  power,  and 
was  to  continue  to  the  end  of  the  empire,  in  all  its  terri- 
torial forms.  Not  quite  four  hundred  years  after  the 
extinction  of  tfie  Macedonian  power,  the  Christian  church 
was  united  to  the  Eoman  political  power,  and,  in  every 
Btage  of  the  histoiy  of  the  empire,  since  tho  days  of  Con- 
Btantine,  this  mixture  has  continued.  In  the  broken 
state  of  the  empire  in  Modern  Europe,  this  union  still 
abides,  and  seems  likely  to  abide  while  monarchy  en- 
dures. As  the  clay  is  a  base  material,  so  the  Christian 
church,  by  this  union  with  the  state,  has  been  grossly 
comipted ;  and  they  who  mingled  themselves  with  the 
seed  of  men,  have  become  baser  than  the  iron  of  the 
world.  As  the  clay  and  iron  were  not  to  cleave  closely 
to  each  other,  so  has  been  this  debased  alloy  of  church 
and  state.  The  exact  relationship  of  the  church  to  the 
state  has  never  been  generally  agreed  upon ;  and  there 
has  been,  through  past  ages,  a  constant  straggle  between 
them  for  political  supremacy, -the  iron  generally  prevail- 
ing over  the  clay.  Popes  have  arrogated  supremacy, 
and  absolved  nations  from  allegiance  to  kings  and 
princes;  but  kings  and  princes  have  generally  carried 
the  day.     So  that  while  they  have  remained,  and  do 
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remain  combined,  they  have  uever  been  chemically 
united;  even  "as  iron  is  not  (chemically  united,  or) 
mixed  with  clay,"  They  have  had  conflicting  interests, 
and,  from  the  natui'e  of  the  case,  they  always  will  have. 
Nothing  can  exceed  the  accuracy  of  the  brief  description 
the  prophet  gives  of  church  and  state  union  in  the 
Eoman  empire,  since  its  institution.  Nothing  in  fact 
could  be  more  perfect. 

Coincidence  Fifth.  First  Territorial  Form. — The 
first  territorial  form  of  the  fourth  empire,  was  to  be  that 
of  a  unit.  The  Itoman  empire  was  a  unit  territorially, 
down  to  the  days  of  Theodosius,  in  the  year  395;  and  after 
hie  death  it  began  to  be  broken  up  by  the  northern 
migrations. 

Coineidence  Sixth. — The  second  territorial  form  of  the 
fourth  empire,  was  to  be  a  broken  one,  and  one  part  was 
to  be  divided  into  ten  kingdoms.  The  Roman  empire,  or 
at  least  tliat  portion  of  it  ■which  was  in  Europe,  was 
broken  to  pieces  by  the  inroads  of  the  Germans,  Goths, 
Yandals,  and  Huns ;  and  ten  kingdoms,  in  less  than  two 
hundred  years,  made  their  appearance.  The  Eastern 
empire  existed  up  to  this  time;  but,  aiter  Justinian,  it 
declined,  till  all  its  light  was  extinguished.  These  ten 
Eoman  kingdoms,  though  not  exactly  simultaneous  in 
origin,  were  just  enough  so  to  accoi'd  with  the  symbol 
which  represented  them  and  the  empire.  It  is  obsei'V- 
able,  that  the  toes  of  the  feet  do  not  project  Irora  the 
foot  in  a  right  line  across  the  foot,  and  tliat  the  foot  is 
longer  on  one  side  than  on  the  other.  And  eo,  a  large 
part  of  the  original  empire  represented  by  the  feet,  still 
existed,  after  some  of  the  smaller  toe  kingdoms  began  to 
project;  and  eo,  also,  some  of  these  ten  kingdoms  sprung 
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np  a  veiy  little  in  advance  oi'  otiiers,  yet  all  at  the 
same  ei'a. 

CoincidenGe  Seventh. — These  fragments  of  the  fourth 
kingdom,  were  again  to  confederate.  This  has  not  yet 
taken  place,  and  we  can  not,  therefore,  claim  a  certain 
coincidence  here.  The  signs  of  the  times,  however, 
indicate,  so  it  is  thought  by  those  who  know  best  the 
state  of  eastern  Europe,  that  Kuesia  will  effect  a  snb- 
serviency  of  Europe  to  its  power.  The  exiled  Hungarian 
affirmed  upon  this  subject,  the  following  bold,  yet  not 
improbable  things.  "  I  predict  (and  the  eternal  God 
bears  my  prediction),  that  there  can  be  no  freedom  for 
Europe,  and  that  the  Cossacks  from  the  shores  of  the 
Don,  will  water  their  steeds  in  the  Rhine,  unless  libeity 
be  restored  to  Hungaiy."  Indeed,  we  can  not  entei'tain 
a  doubt  of  the  supremacy  of  Eueaia  over  all  Europe,  for 
such  is  clearly  to  be  understood  from  the  book  of  Eeve- 
lations  and  Ezekiel. 

Tlie  conclusion  we  draw  from  these  most  extensive  and 
complete  coincidences  of  the  Koman  empire  with  the 
fourth  kingdom  k,  that  the  Koman  empire  was  meant 
by  the  prophecy;  indeed,  it  is  infallibly  certain;  for  a 
full  and  perfect  coincidence  of  prophecy  and  events,  is, 
infallibly,  a  clear  fulfillment. 

Newton  says,  "  All  ancient  writers,  both  Jewish  and 
Christian,  agree  with  Jerome,  in  explaining  the  fourth 
kingdom  to  be  the  Eoman."  Mede  says,  "The  Eoman 
empire,  to  be  the  fourth  kingdom  of  Daniel,  was  believed 
by  the  church  of  Israel,  both  before  and  in  our  Saviour's 
time;  received  by  the  disciples  of  the  apostles,  and 
the  whole  Ohriatian  church,  for  the  first  three  hun- 
dred years,  without  any  known  contradictions.     And  I 
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confess,  having  eo  good  groand  in  scripture,  it  ia  witli 
tantum  non  est  artiotduB  fidei,  little  lees  than  an  article 
of  faith." 


SECTION  V, 

The  Fifth  Kingdom,  ok  United  States  of  America. 

"  Westward  the  conrse  of  empire  takes  its  way, 
The  first  four  acts  already  passed. 
The  fifth  ahaU  close  the  drama  with  the  day: 
Time's  noblaat  empire  ia  its  lust." 

Vision. — "  Thou  saw^t  till  that  a  stone  was  cut  ont 
■without  hands,  which  emote  the  image  upon  his  feet,  that 
were  of  iron  and  clay,  and  broke  them  to  pieces." 

Interpretation. — "And  in  the  days  of  these  kings  sliall 
the  God  of  heaven  set  up  a  kingdom,  which  sliall  never 
be  destroyed :  and  the  kingdom  shall  not  be  leil  to  other 
people,  but  it  shall  break  in  pieces  and  consume  ail  these 
kingdoms,  and  it  shall  stand  forever." 

It  is  but  right  for  us  to  observe,  that  our  discoveries  in 
interpreting  scripture,  have  compelled  us  to  affirm  that 
this  fifth  kingdom  which  the  vision  presents,  and  which 
Daniel  interprets,  is  no  other,  and  can  be  no  other,  than 
the  restoration  of  !ferael  to  nationality,  or,  in  other  words, 
it  is  the  United  States  of  America.  Our  arguments  to 
prove  it,  shall  be  as  fair  and  candid  as  they  have  been 
on  the  preceding  kingdoms.  As  we  shall  be  candid  and 
honest,  we  insist  that  the  same  coiTectnesa  of  courtesy 
shall  be  shown  to  onr  arguments,  that  are  shown,  or 
ought  to  be  shown,  to  every  investigator,  and  especially 
to  one  treading  a  new  path  for  truth.     The  difficulties 
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under  wliich  wo  shall  labor  heve,  we  know  are  gi-eat ; 
but  wc  arc  confident  they  do  not  aiiae  frorci  the  subject, 
nor  from  the  trouble  of  logically  demonstrating  our 
position ;  but  they  lie  altogether  in  the  pi-econceived 
opinions  of  men  upon  the  subject,  and  the  firm  and 
Bettled  error  of  those  opinions,  and  the  determined 
hostility  to  any  argument  that  would  overthrow  or 
unsettle  them.  Some  persons  have  never  I'ully  formed 
an  opinion  on  the  subject;  while  othei«  have  satisfied 
themselves  tliat  some  one  has  made  a  gi'eat  mistake  in 
explaining  prophecy  somehow,  aad  are  consequently 
distrustful  of  the  ability  of  any  man  to  throw  any  new 
light  upon  the  subject.  Others,  and  of  the  smaller  class, 
are  ever  ready  fairly  to  examine  all  honorable  argument, 
and  to  decide  justly.  As  the  decisions  of  this  class  will 
ultimately  prevail,  we  appeal  to  them  to  see  that  justice 
is  done  ua  ;  if  we  are  wrong,  wa  crave  no  merey ;  if  we 
are  logically  true,  we  claim  a  candid  support.  Is  not 
this  fair  ?  Let  the  prejudiced  remember,  that  perhaps 
their  opinions  are  not  infallible,  and  that,  alta'  all,  they 
may  be  just  a  little  wrong,  if  no  more.  For  the  captious, 
■we  have  not  a  word ;  not  the  fli'St  favor  have  we  to  ask 
of  them,  except — that  they  will  be  kind  enough  to  take 
exceptions  to  some  things,  and  to  all  things,  we  propose. 
Two  classes  of  opinions  about  the  signification  of 
the  fifth  kingdom,  have  gained  considerable  ascendency 
in  the  world.  One  class  of  expositors  hold,  that  the 
stone  is  a  political  power,  and  another  that  it  is  purely  a 
spiritual  power,  and  that  it  is  no  other  than  Christianity. 
The  former  suppose  that  it  represents  Jesus  Christ  in  his 
kingdom,  suddenly  appearing  to  break  the  political 
powers  of  the  earth  to  pieces,  and  the  latter  suppose  it  to 
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represent  the  gradual  consuming  of  wicked  govemmenta 
by  the  prevalence  of  piety.  We  hold,  that  neither  system 
of  exposition  is  exactly  correct,  and  that  the  truth  lies  be- 
tween them.  "We  do  not  propose  to  answer  the  aa-guments 
in  favor  of  either  theory,  directly.  We  shall  explain  the 
fifth  kingdom  by  the  exact  desciiption  given,  and  let  the 
arguments  infa/wr  of  out  scheme  be  a  sufficient  proof 
of  the  eiToneonsness  of  the  other  theories.  We  shall 
proceed  to  particularize,  with  severe  discrimination,  each 
point  in  the  description  of  the  stone  kingdom,  and, 
having  minutely  developed  all  that  is  said,  we  shall  look 
then  for  a  corresponding  kingdom  in  histoiy.  Under- 
stand ns :  we  will  admit  no  loose  or  vague  opinion  upon 
any  point  here ;  and  every  point  in  the  coincidence  must 
matdi  with  the  prophecy,  as  regalai-ly  as  each  letter  upon 
a  newspaper  matches  with  the  types  of  the  form  upon 
which  the  impression  was  made. 

The  following  are  all  the  points  which  are  given  to 
identify  the  fifth  kingdom : 

1,  The  time  of  its  rise.  2.  The  character  and  mode 
of  its  origin.  3.  Its  chai'acter  and  its  work  of  demoli- 
tion, and  the  manner  of  it.  4.  Its  change  of  character. 
5.  Its  perpetuity.  6.  Its  chamcter  as  a  theocratic 
republic  and  royalty. 

First.  The  Time  of  its  Rise. — The  time  of  its  rise  is 
expressed  and  implied  in  the  positive  words  of  the 
vision,  and  in  those  of  the  interpretation,  and  in  the 
time  when  the  destruction  of  the  image  was  to  take 
place. 

To  render  the  matter  plain,  we  shall  quote  tlie  text 
carefully.  "This  image's  head  was  of  fine  gold,  his 
breast  and  his  arms  of  silver,  his  belly  and  thighs  of 
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brass,  his  legs  of  iron,  his  feet  part  of  iron  ami  part  of 
clay.  Thou  sawest  tiU  tJiat  a  stone  was  out  out  without 
hands.^' 

Now,  mark  earnestly  the  following  facta :  It  is  certain 
that  the  imi^e  was  a  chronological  one,  and  represented 
successive  kingdoms,  and  Buceesaive  perio(fe  in  those 
kingdoms,  from  the  Babylonian  to  the  broken  state  of 
the  Koman  empire,  repi'esented  by  toes  of  iron  and  clay. 
In  seeing  these  several  kingdoms,  it  is  certain  that 
Nehnchadne^ar  saw  the  history  of  the  world,  down  to 
the  subversion  of  the  Koman  empire.  It  is  certain  that 
he  saw  a  period  of  time,  extending  from  the  days  of 
Nebuchadnezzar  down  to  the  fifth  century.  It  ia  certain, 
that  after  he  had  seen  the  whole  era  of  the  image  down 
to  the  broken  stages  of  Eome,  that  he  continued  to  look 
prospectively  into  the  fnture.  It  is  certain  that  he  did 
not  see  the  empire  of  the  stone,  until  he  had  seen  the 
whole  history  of  the  world,  from  his  own  days  to  those 
of  the  broken  empire.  It  is  certain  that  he  saw  the 
stone  kingdom,  by  looking  beyond  the  period  of  the 
broken  state  of  Home,  and  that  he  did  not  see  it  by  any 
retrospective  view.  These  statements  are  plainly  com- 
prehended, and  explicitly  stated  in  the  text.  1.  The 
pi-opheta  expressly  told  the  king,  that  (^iei-  he  had  seen 
the  whole  prophetic  and  chronological  image,  down  to 
the  toes,  that  then,  he  continiied  to  look  forward,  and 
that  in  looking  foruoard,  his  attention  was  arrested  by 
the  sight  of  a  stone  cut  ont  of  the  mountain  without 
hands.  The  expression,  "thou  sawest  till  that  a  stone 
was  cut  ont,"  indubitably  signifies  a  looking  into  the 
future,  and  a  looking  into  the  fnture  from  the  toe  period, 
on  which  his  attention  had  last  rested.     The  teiin,  "thou 
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sawest  till,"  haa  an  espressivouess  of  futurity  in  it  abso- 
lutely, as  well  as  relatively.  The  word  till,  saya  Mr. 
Webster,  signilies  "  to  the  time  of,  or  to  the  time,  as,  I 
will  wait  till  next  week,"  or  "occupy  till  I  come,  "saying 
they  woiild  neither  eat  nor  drink  till  they  had  slain  Paul." 
The  term,  "  thou  sawest,"  signifies,  that  he  continued  to 
look  upon  events.  Now,  as  all  the  events  in  the  vision 
beside  the  stone,  occun-ed  chronologically,  the  expression 
"  thou  sawest  till  that  a  stone  was  cut  out,"  shows  that 
the  looking  was  chronologically  into  the  future. 

This  view  is  fm'ther  confii-med,  as  well  as  illustrated, 
by  a  parallel  and  fac-simile  passage  found  in  Daniel's 
vision  of  the  veiy  same  events.  After  Daniel  had  seen 
the  fourth  beast,  or  kingdom,  and  its  broken  state  rep- 
resented by  ten  hoi-ns,  and  dwelt  for  awhile  upon  the 
broken  state  of  Rome,  he  says,  "  I  heJidd  or  saw  till 
the  thi-ones  were  cast  down."  The  fourth  kingdom  of 
the  image,  and  the  fourth  kingdom  represented  by  the 
anomalous  beast  in  Daniel's  vision,  are  synonymous ; 
and  the  ten  toes  are  synonymous  with  the  ten  horns ;  and 
the  terra,  "  thou  sawest  till  the  stone  was  cut  out,"  and 
broke  the  kingdoms  to  pieces,  falls  in  precisely  the  same 
relative  position  as  does  the  term, "  Isaty,or  heJiddtill  the 
thrones  were  cast  down ;"  they  relate  to  the  wame  events, 
and  therefore  synchronize,  and  are  synonymous,  not  only 
in  words,  but  in  signification.  The  meaning  of  the  lat- 
ter term  can  not  be  mistaken,  it  plainly  looks  to  the 
destraction  of  the  kingdoms  before  it  by  the  ancient  of 
days,  and  to  the  rise  of  the  ancient  of  days ;  and  what 
rr  means,  must  also  be  nndei-stood  by  the  former  time. 

3.  The  interpretation  of  the  vision  by  the  prophet 
himself,  drives  us  to  the  samo  conclusion,  irresistibly. 
12 
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The  period  of  the  rise  of  the  fifth  kingdom  is  stated  again 
60  circnmstaQtially,  as  to  leave  no  ctoabt  when  it  v^as  to 
occur.  The  text  eaye,  "  they  shall  mingle  themselves 
■with  the  seed  of  men,  but  they  shall  not  cleave  to  one 
another,  even  as  iron  is  not  mixed  with  clay.  And  in 
the  daya  of  these  kings  shall  the  God  of  heaven  set 
up  a  kingdom." — v.  43,  44.  The  phrase,  "  in  the  days 
of  thraie  kings,"  is  in  the  Hebrew  original,  "  beyoma- 
hon,^^  signifying,  literally,  "in  their  days,"  and  "c?«- 
mcdchayyah  innun,"  signifying,  "of  those  kings." — 
{Dr.  TJiomas.)  Now  it  is  a  principle  of  logic  that, 
"relative  ■words  should  be  referred  to  the  nearest,  rather 
than  to  a  remote  antecedent."  —  {Hedgis  Zogio^ 
Hence  the  term,  "  in  ilieir  days,  and  of  these  kings," 
nmst  either  refer  to  the  persons  or  liingdoma  expressed 
in  the  preceding  sentence,  by  the  words,  "  they,"  "  them- 
selves," or  of  the  coiTupt  chnrch ;  and  by  the  two  king- 
doms of  iron  and  clay,  or  to  the  kingdoms  of  the  broken 
state  of  the  empire.  We  can  not,  therefore,  without  a 
palpable  violation  of  a  plain,  logical  rule,  make  the  terms 
in,  "  tTidr  days,  and  of  those  kings,"  refer  to  the  gi'eat 
period  of  the  whole  four  kingdoms.  Again,  the  terms 
in  their  days,  and  of  those  kings  are  plural,  and  doubly 
imply  the  existence  of  a  plurality  of  kings  at  the  time  of 
the  setting  np  of  the  stone  kingdom.  Whereas,  if  this 
kingdom  had  arisen  in  the  days  of  Eome,  before  it  was 
broken  into  a  plurality  of  kingdoms,  it  is  a  plain  case 
that  it  would  have  been  set  up  in  the  days  of  one  king, 
or  kingdom,  and  not,  "  in  their  days  of  these  kings,"  as 
the  text  says  it  should  be. 

In  Daniel's  vision  of  the  same  great  period,  he  presents 
ue  with  precisely  the  same  number  of  Idngdoms  as  are 
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found  in  Nebucliadnezzai-'s  vision.  The  four  kingdoms 
represented  by  the  four  metals,  ai'e  i-epresented  by  fonr 
beasts  ;  the  final,  or  sixth  kingdom,  is  represented  by  a 
monntain  in  one  vision,  and  by  the  Son  of  Man  in  the 
other.  Now,  between  the  divided  state  of  the  Eoman 
empu'e,  and  the  universal  kingdom  of  Christ,  Daniel 
predicts  a  fifth  kingdom ;  and  the  fii^h  kingdom  of  Dan- 
iel's vision  coincides  with  the  fifth  of  Nebuchadnezzar's, 
in  number,  character,  work,  and  final  triumph,  and, 
therefore,  they  ai'e  but  one  and  the  same  kingdom. 

Daniel  calls  his  fifth  kingdom,  "the  ancient  of 
days,"  and  says,  that  it  was  to  arise  after  the  broken 
state  of  the  Eoman  empire,  and  that  it  would  consist  of 
the  saints,  or  Christians,  and  people  of  the  saints  or 
Christians.  He  says  that  it  should  fully  destivay  the 
fourth  empire  ;  and  as  he  had  said  the  stone  should  do 
that  veritable  work  in  full,  it  follows  that  the  stone  and 
the  ancient  of  daj8  represented  the  same  veritable  em- 
pire. Now  then,  as  Daniel  says  the  ancient  of  days 
was  to  rise  after  the  broken  state  of  Eome,  it  follows 
that  the  stone  was  also  to  rise  after  it,  they  being  but 
the  same  identical  kingdom. 

iSecond.  TAe  Origin  of  tlie  Stone  Kingdom. — ^No 
writer  we  ever  heard  of,  has  ever  interpreted  one  vastly 
impoifant  symbol,  which  we  now  bring  forwai-d.  It  is 
the  mountain  origin  of  the  stone  kingdom.  The  vision 
says,  "thou  sawest  till  a  stone  was  cut  out  without 
hands."  Here  it  is  very  plain  that  the  stone  was  in- 
herent in  something ;  otherwise  it  would  not  have  been 
"cut  out."  The  intei-pretation  says,  " Forasmuch  as 
thou  sawest  that  the  stone  was  cut  out  of  the  mountain 
without  hands."     As  the  efone  symbolically  repj 
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a  kingdom,  it  is  plain  that  tlie  kingdom  was  derived 
from  some  pre-esistent  power,  from  which  a  kingdom 
could  be  tbrmed.  Again ;  as  all  the  eymbols  were  pro- 
phetic, the  mountain  was  a  propTietic  one  also.  The 
term  mountain,  when  used  as  a  symbol,  has  a  definite 
meaning,  and  always  Bignifiea  a  government  of  some 
kind,  either  political  or  ecclesiastical.  Now,  the  fllih 
Idngdom  being  cut  out  of  a  prophetic  kingdom,  we  must 
inquire  wliat  kind  of  government  it  was  to  be.  It  is 
evident, .from  the  natore  of  the  case,  that  it  was  a  king- 
dom totally  different  from  any  in  the  image  represented 
by  the  gold,  silver,  clay,  iran,  or  brass.  It  is  further 
clear,  that  as  the  stone  would  partake  of  the  nature  of  its 
original  composition,  that  the  mountain  would  be  op- 
posed in  character  to  the  kingdoms  in  the  image,  because 
the  stone  kingdom  hated  and  destioyed  the  other  Idng- 
doms.  Now,  the  oniy  great  organization  in  the  world 
that  hatea  coiTupt  religion  and  corrupt  civil  government, 
OS  pure  and  free  Clu-istianity,  and  therefore  the  mountain 
must  represent  the  true  church,  or  kingdom,  of  Christ. 
Again;  as  the  stone  was  to  be  cut  out  of  the  mountain  in 
the  later,  or  broken  state  of  liome,  or  time  of  chm^ch 
and  state  union,  it  is  plain  that  it  was  to  be  composed 
of  a  body  of  Christian  people,  though  perhaps  not  all  of 
them,  until  it  was  changed  into  a  mountain. 

What  else  the  king-dom  of  the  stone  could  be  cut  out 
of,  than  the  church  of  God,  it  is  hai-d  to  divine,  since 
the  new  kingdom  was  to  be  set  up  by  God.  The  tenn, 
"  cut  out  of  the  mountain,"  does  not  imply  a  part  cut 
off  from  the  mountain,  as  a  stone  cut  off  irom  a  cliff, 
or  ledge  of  rocks  composing  a  mountain,  bnt  the  change 
of  the  mountain  substance  into  a  double  nature,  just  as 
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■we  say  a  statue  is  cut  oot  of  a  block  of  marble,  or  a  rase 
IB  cut  out  of  alabaster.  In  these  casea  the  marble  and 
alabaster  still  remain  as  they  were  in  substance,  while,  at 
the  same  time,  they  are  changed  into  another  character 
which  is  essentially  distinct  from  the  original  material. 
It  is  a  truth,  which  forces  itself  upon  us  irresistibly,  that 
since  Christianity  is  to  spread  over  the  world ;  in  its 
prevalence,  the  political  constitutions  of  the  tyrannical 
world  must  be  subverted,  and  be  substituted  by  a  govern- 
mental  policy  growing  up  out  of,  and  embracing  Christi- 
anity and  Christians.  The  position  can  not  be  denied 
by  any  rational  and  intelligent  mind.  The  cutting,  or 
forming  of  the  stone  empire  oat  of  the  mountain,  is, 
therefore,  a  most  beaatiful  symbol  of  the  forming  of  a 
Christian  government  out  of  a  Christiau  people  ;  and  it 
is  not  less  beautiful  than  trnthful. 

17iird.  The  Politioal  Character  of  the  Fifth  King- 
dom.— The  fifth  empire  was  to  posses  a  mighty  politicBl 
eti-ength  of  character.  This  view  was  most  ably  vindi- 
cated by  Tillinghasfc,  whose  work  waa  published  in  165i ; 
and  has  also  been,  by  able  Scotch  divines  of  the  present 
century. 

Tillinghast  says,  "Tlie  kingdom  of  the  stone  is  a 
kingdom,  in  respect  of  nature,  the  same  with  the  king- 
doms represented  by  the  gi-eat  image,  i.  e.,  it  is  Outward 
as  they  are  Outward;  which  appears:  (1.)  From  the 
general  scoi^e  and  drift  of  the  prophecy,  which  runs 
upon  Outward  kingdoms.  All  the  first  four  kingdoms, 
or  monarchies,  are  Outward,  as  none  can  deny ;  why, 
then,  the  Holy  Ghost,  in  spealdng  of  the  fifth  and  last, 
should  so  far  vary  the  scope  as  to  glide  from  the  Out- 
ward Idngdom  to  the  Inward,  ought  (besides  the  bare 
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ave  some  solid  and  snlDStantial  reason  brouglit 
for  it  by  these,  whoaoefuer  they  are,  that  either  do  or 
shall  assert  it.  (3.)  Because  it  ia  not  proper  to  say, 
that  a  bare  spiritiial  kingdom,  considered  only  as  spirit- 
ual, should  break  in  pieces,  beat  to  very  chaff",  grind  to 
powder  the  great  image,  i.  e.,  destroy  the  very  being  of 
worldly  kingdoms,  which  work  is  yet,  notwithstanding, 
done  by  the  stone.  Indeed,  Christ's  spiritual  kingdom, 
may,  by  that  light  and  life  which  it  gives  forth,  much 
refine  aud  refonn  outward  kingdoms;  but  when  once  the 
work  comes  to  breaking,  and  brealdng  to  pieces,  i.  e., 
subverting  kingdoms,  razing  their  very  foundations  and 
destroying  their  very  being,  as  they  are  the  kings  of 
this  world  here,  unless  we  conceive  God  to  do  it  by  a 
miracle,  must  we  also  conceive  some  other  hand,  besides 
a  spiritual,  to  be  ]  it  to  the  woil  (3)  Becaube  tie 
stone,  to  the  end  theie  migl  t  not  be  a  vacancy  in  the 
world,  comes  straightway  m  the  phce  ind  room  oi  the 
great  image,  so  soon  is  the  sau  e  is  totilly  1  loken  lor 
as  the  great  image  whdt,  stmd  n^  leirs  inle  uvei  all 
the  earth,  so  the  sime  be  ng  biol  en  the  stone  becomes 
a  mountain,  and  fills  tl  e  whole  eartl  thereloie  must  the 
kingdom  of  the  stone  be  such  a  1  ingdo  n  as  w  as  tl  at  of 
the  great  image,  viz.,  Outward;  or  otherwise,  the  coming 
of  that,  in  the  place  of  the  other  now  taken  away,  could 
not  supply  the  want  of  the  other." 

"We  aiTange  our  arguments  as  follows : 

1.  The  nature  of  the  work  to  be  accompHslied  by  the 
stone  was  of  a  purely  political,  or  rather  martial  char- 
acter: it  was  to  break  up  the  four  great  monarchies, 
and  utterly  annihilate  them.  No  monarchy  was  ever 
broken  down,  except  by  martial  or  political  violence :  and 
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no  kingdom  was  ever  overthrown  by  another,  without 
great  bloodshed.  The  vision  says,  the  fifth  kingdom 
shall  break  the  four  Idngdoma  to  pieces,  aud  they  should 
become  as  chaff;  the  inteifretation  says,  "it  shall  break 
in  pieces  and  consume  all  these  kingdoms."  Here  the 
stone  is  stated  to  perform  the  work  of  annihilation  of 
the  political  fabrics  before  it,  in  two  ways :  fii-st,  by 
breaking  them  to  pieces ;  and,  secondly,  by  consuming 
them.  The  term,  "  bi'eaking  to  pieces,"  must  be  under- 
stood in  the  same  sense  in  which  the  prophet  uses  it  in 
other  parts  of  the  prophecy.  Now,  he  said  of  the  fourth 
kingdom  of  iron,  that  it  should  "break  in  pieces"  all 
the  kingdoms  before  it.  Then,  as  the  Eoman,  or  fourth 
kingdom,  broke  in  pieces  all  the  nations  before  it,  by 
the  most  bloody  and  devastating  wars,  it  follows,  that  as 
the  fourth  kingdom  should  be  "bi-oken  to  pieces"  by 
the  stone,  that  the  breaking  would,  in  its  ease,  be  by 
dreadful  war,  as  in  the  other  cases.  There  is  no  room 
to  evade  this  coneinsion,  without  violating  a  plain  rule 
of  interpretation :  that  is,  by  assigning  a  different  sens© 
to  an  author's  woi-ds  than  he  himself  has  given. 

The  terms,  "became  chaff,"  and  "consuming,"  are 
obviously  somewhat  different  in  signification  from  that 
of  "breaking  to  pieces."  They  imply  that  the  empire 
was  first  divided  into  large  masses,  and  that  these  were 
then  subjugated,  and  utterly  wasted  away  by  conquest. 

St.  John,  in  describing  the  destruction  of  the  Roman 
power  in  the  last  battles,  by  the  fifth  kingdom,  says  the 
beast  and  false  prophet  wei-e  first  taken,  and  then  the 
remnant  were  slain.  The  beast  corresponds  to  the  fourth 
kingdom;  and  his  being  taken  coincides  with  the  break- 
ing up  of  the  image  into  fragments;  and  the  slaying 
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of  the  remnant  ^ineides  with  the  consnming  proecsa 
upon  the  fragments  of  the  broken  image. 

2.  The  breaking  of  the  image  was  by  a  single  and 
eiidden  stroke  of  the  stone.  Dr.  Adam  Olai'ke  eajs,  the 
falling  of  the  stone  upon  the  feet  of  the  image,  was  like 
the  stroke  of  a  stone  discharged  violently  from  a  Eoman 
catapult.  There  was  but  one  strobe  of  the  stone  on  the 
feet.  It  was  plainly  a  swift  stroke,  and,  therefore,  a 
sudden  cue ;  there  was  no  protracted  effort  on  its  part 
to  break  up  monarchy ;  there  was  no  repetition  of  the 
blow  by  the  stone,  for  the  image  fell  the  very  instant  its 
feet  felt  the  force  of  the  single  disrupting  blow.  The 
text  says,  it  "  smote  the  image  upon  his  feet,  which  were 
of  iron  and  clay,  and  broke  them  to  pieces ; "  and  it 
adds,  "  THEN  was  the  iron,  the  clay,  the  brass,  the  silver, 
and  the  gold  broken  to  pieces  togetlier."  One  sudden 
stroke  of  the  stone  broke  the  feet  to  pieces,  and  then, 
at  that  very  time,  for  such  is  the  meaning  of  the  term 
then,  the  whole  material  fell  to  pieces. 

The  sudden  dashing  of  the  Koman  empire  to  pieces 
by  &  single  stroke,  absolutely  implies  great  and  unprece- 
dented political  or  martial  power.  And,  again,  the 
existence  of  the  empire  in  fragments,  imphes  that 
this  state  was  produced  by  political  powei- ;  and  its 
comminution  into  chaff  is  still  further  expressive  of  it. 

S,  The  time  when  this  smiting  was  to  transpire,  is 
further  proof  that  the  fifth  kingdom  was  to  be  a  political 
power.  The  feet  were  to  be  broken  by  the  stone,  and 
then  every  vestige  of  Rome  was  to  disappear.  The  toes 
were  not  to  he  smitten,  but  tJie  feet,  the  prophet  says. 
Now,  as  the  image  was  chronological,  the  Eoman  empire 
represented  by  the  toes,  was  not  simultaneous  with  tlint

state  of  it  represented  by  the  feet,  nor  could  the  imago 
be  smitten  in  that  state  represented  by  the  feet  prior  to 
that  represented  by  the  toes;  for  if  it  had  been,  the  toe, 
or  broken  state,  would  never  have  appeared  at  all,  be- 
canss  the  image  was  all  to  dissolve  at  only  one  sti'oke 
of  the  st«ne. 

The  only  way  to  reconcile  the  matter,  is,  by  allow- 
ing a  i-ennion  of  the  broken  empire  represented  by 
the  feet  of  iron  and  clay,  St.  John  veiy  cleariy  states, 
that  tlie  ten  kingdoms  should  agree  together,  to  give 
their  power  to  the  beast,  and  that,  in  this  confederacy, 
they  should  be  broken  by  the  fifth  empire ;  he,  therefore, 
fully  confirms  our  positions  here.  No  man  of  any 
brains  can  imagine,  that  the  European  states,  when  con- 
fedorated,  can  ever  be  broken  to  pieces  by  an  extraneotis 
power,  nnlesa  that  estraneoas  power  be  a  civil  govern- 
ment with  martial  power. 

4.  The  Komau  empire,  or  fourth  kingdom,  was  to  be 
demolished  by  a  power  without  ite  borders.  The  stone 
was  not  in  any  wise  attached  to  the  image ;  it  was 
generated  in  it,  and  did  not  operate  npon  the  image  inter- 
nally ;  it  smote  the  image  outside,  and  moved  toward  it 
from  a  distance.  It  was,  therefore,  a  kingdom  that  did 
not  grow  up  in  the  bounds  of  the  Eoman  empire  at  all ; 
it  did  not  foment  discord  in  its  teiTitoriee,  nor  secretly  and 
silently  work  its  ruin  by  moral  suasion.  On  the  con- 
trary, as  it  grew  in  strength,  Eome  grew  in  strength ; 
for  as  it  originated  in  the  broken  stat^  of  Eome,  and  did 
not  smite  it  till  Kome  was  reunited,  it  is  evident  that 
both  grew  stronger  simultaneously.  It  was  an  exteraal. 
foreign  power  to  Rome  or  Europe,  and  its  counhy  was 
not  in  the  limits  of  the  old  Eoman  empire. 
IZ 
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5.  The  kingdom  of  the  mountain,  into  which  the  stone 
was  to  gi-ow,  every  one  admits,  will  be  a  government  in 
which  every  thing  will  he  Christianized,  From  the  very 
nature  of  the  case,  the  civil  and  spiritiia!  departments 
of  good  government  will  never  be  blended.  Christ  will 
ultimately  be  priest  of  the  one  and  king  of  the  other ; 
but  this  does  not  imply  that  they  will  ever  be  blended, 
but  just  the  contrary.  The  Millennial  government,  or 
mountain,  will,  therefore,  possess  a  civil  department. 
Now,  as  the  kingdom  of  the  stone  is  simply  to  expand 
into  the  Millennial  govemment,  it  follows  that  it  must 
be  possessed  of  a  civil  department  of  government. 

Those  pei-sons  who  fancy  a  imiversal  church  on  earth, 
with  no  civii  code,  have  veiy  crude  notions  of  the  mat- 
ter, to  say  the  least  of  it.  The  gospel  will  never  admit 
of  any  such  univei"3al  salmagundi. 

FcntTtTi.  Change  of  Chafaoier. — The  stone  was  to 
grow  into  a  mountain  after  it  had  destroyed  the  political 
powers  of  Roman  Europe.  It  wi^  to  fill  the  whole 
earth.  Thfe  power,  external  to  the  Eoman  Europe,  was 
to  break  up  its  kingdoms,  root  them  out,  and  extend  its 
own  government  over  them.  Nothing  can  be  plainer 
than  the  fact  now  stated.  The  powers  iirst  broken  by 
the  stone,  were  those  of  the  Japhetic  race ;  and  the 
government  of  the  stone  would,  therefore,  include  Europe 
lirat,  and  thenceforward  extend  to  Asia  and  Africa. 
The  improbability  of  a  general  government  for  the  white 
race,  seems  chimerical  to  some  politicians,  but  God  has 
said  it  shall  be,  and  that  all  nations  shall  be  included  in 
it;  and,  of  course,  the  existence  of  such  a  great  confed- 
eracy, is  not  dependent  upon  the  notions  of  short-sighted 
philosophy. 
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Fifth.  The  Perpetuity  of  iU  Fifth  Empire.— Ta.^ 
test  Bays,  the  kingdom  of  the  stone  shall  change  into  a 
raOLintain  foi-m,  and  "  shall  never  be  deeb'oyed.''  All  of 
the  political  empires  before  it  bad  been  destroyed  by 
physical  violence,  but  this  one  was  not  thus  to  l>e  moved. 
"  The  kingdom  shall  not  be  left  to  other  people."  The 
empire  of  the  world  had  passed  from  people  to  people, 
but,  aecoi'ding  to  this,  the  people  of  the  fli^h  kingdom 
were  to  hold  the  scepter  of  empire  perpetually.  Other 
political  powers  were  to  be  wholly  removed,  "  no  place 
was  found  for  them,"  "  they  became  like  chaff  of  £hs 
summer  thi-asliing  floor,  and  the  wind  carried  them 
away ; "  but  this  empire  stood  np  in  everlasting  continu- 
ance. It  stood  on  earth ;  it  stood  where  the  Roman,  the 
Grrecian,  the  Persian,  and  the  Assyrian  empires  stood  ; 
and  there  it  stood,  and  stood  forever.  The  judgment 
and  the  resuiTeetion,  and  the  regeneration  of  the  heavens 
and  earth  by  fire,  did  not  move  it ;  it  ehall  stand  and 
not  be  removed  forever.  In  its  progress  of  glory,  its 
territories  may  be  cleansed  by  fire ;  its  inhabitants  may 
be  pnrilied  by  the  judgment;  the  angels  may  "gather 
out  of  it  all  things  that  ofi'end,  and  them  which  do 
iniquity,"  but  the  kingdom  shall  remain  standing  where 
it  was  originally  established.  It  will  be  remembered, 
that  the  promise  of  perpetuity  to  t!ie  stone  kingdom  is 
precisely  that  made  to  Israel,  when  restored  to  nation- 
ality in  the  latter  day,  of  which,  it  is  said,  they  shall 
never  be  removed,  but  shall  abide  forever. 

Sixth.  TJis  Stone  was  to  he  a  Poliiioal  Theooratie 
Pepuilic. — ^This  position,  though  not  stated  in  so  many 
words,  in  the  vision  and  intei'pretation,  is  yet  folly  dedu- 
cible  from  them,  and  from  the  very  nature  of  things. 
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the  earth.  Now,  as  the  stone  removed  all  of  the  polit- 
ical fabric  of  raonai-chy,  and  filled  its  place  with  another 
kind  of  govemment,  it  is  evident  that  the  government 
must  bo  a  i-epublican  one,  boeanse  it  could  be  of  no  otlier 
bind.  Again ;  no  reason  is  assigned  in  the  text  for  the 
hostility  of  the  stone  to  the  whole  system  of  monavehy ; 
yet  it  is  plain,  that  it  purposed  to  break  up  and  totally 
extirpate  not  one  part  of  the  system  of  monai-chy,  but 
it  was  terribly  hostile  to  the  minutest  fi-agment  of  it. 
This  again  indicates  its  republican  ehai^acter ;  for  tticro 
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is  an  innate  liostility  in  republicanism  to  monarchy,  nor 
can  it  ever  rest  satisfied  wbile  it  sees  a  monarciiy  in 
existence.  It  is  belligerent  to  the  very  name  of  a  humaa 
king,  and  its  bigbest  indignation  is  never  reaebed,  unless 
it  is  roused  on  acconnt  of  naonarcby. 

We  bave  already  sbown  that  God  hates  monarcby,  and 
loves  a  theoci-atic  democi-acy,  such  as  that  of  republican 
Israel;  and,  as  he  establishes  the  stone  kingdom,  it  is 
evident  that  be  would  conform  it  to  his  notions  of  a  true 
government,  which  is  that  of  a  democracy,  with  himself 
as  the  chosen  head.  The  fifth  kingdom  or  government 
would,  therefore,  be  a  Cbristian  democracy. 

The  stone,  it  is  observable,  did  not  incorporate  one 
particle  of  clay  or  of  the  metals  with  itseif;  it  preserved 
its  lithological  nature,  unmixed  by  any  affinity  with  the 
political  qualities  of  clay  or  metal ;  it  must,  therefore,  have 
been  a  republic.  But  as  God  was  its  founder,  he  miist  have 
been  acknowledged  as  its  bead,  so  that  it  was  jnst  such 
a  republic  as  that  which  entered  Canaan  under  Joshua. 

"We  bave  now  considered  all  the  points  of  chai'acter 
which  tlie  fifth  kingdom  was  to  possess ;  we  therefore 
proceed  to  identify  its  realization,  by  presenting  a  na- 
tion which  coincides  with  the  description  down  to  the 
present  age. 

Tbe  fifth  kingdom  can  not  represent  simple  Christi- 
anity, and  it  is  strange  any  one  could  ever  be  induced 
to  think  BO.  The  reason  why  it  does  not  predict  simple 
Oliristianity  is,  that  Christianity  does  not  coincide  with 
it.  For  the  satisfaction  of  inquirers,  we  will  by  the 
analogy,  and  let  it  be  seen  how  signally  it  fails. 

1,  The  stone  kingdom  was  to  rise  in  the  broken  state 
of  the  Roman  empire,  indica.ted  by  the  toes  of  tbe  image, 
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and  this  state  did  not  even  begin  befove  the  last  part  of 
the  fourth  century  aftei-  Christianity  liad  made  its  full 
appearance. 

2.  The  stone  was  to  be  formed  from  the  mountain 
kingdom  at  first.  Now  Christianity  itself  is  the  king- 
dom of  the  mountain,  and  it  was  not  cut  out  of  anything. 
It  was  primarily  instituted  by  God,  who  says,  his  king- 
dom is  not  meat  and  drink,  but  righteousness,  and 
peace,  and  joy  in  the  Holy  Ghost. 

3,  The  stone  was  to  possess  a  political  department 
of  government,  which  the  Christian  church  does   not 


4.  The  whole  body  of  monarchy  was  to  be  broken  by 
a  single,  sudden,  and  violent  stroke  of  the  stone.  The 
■work  of  suddenly  brealcing  down  monarchy  by  such 
violence  is  forbidden  to  the  chui-ch.  Christianity  over- 
turned Paganism  in  the  Eoman  empire,  and  this  fact 
has  been  addiiced  as  proof,  that  by  tins  act  the  smiting 
of  the  stono  was  realized.  Certainly  no  exposition  can 
be  less  worthy  of  confidence  than  this.  For,  in  the  first 
place,  paganism  was  not  the  fourth  monarchy,  nor  is 
paganism  once  referred  to  by  Daniel,  in  the  vision.  The 
whole  body  of  human  monarchy,  and  especially  of  the 
Eoman  monarcliy,  was  the  tiling  the  stone  was  to  de- 
molish, and  not  its  religion  only.  Now,  instead  of 
Christianity  breaking  up  the  empire,  by  changing  the 
religion  of  the  empii'e,  it  rather  cemented  the  empire ; 
and  the  broken  state  of  the  empire,  represented  by  the 
toes,  was  produced  by  northern  barbarians,  and  not  by 
Christianity  at  all. 

5.  The  time  when  the  empire  was  to  be  broken  by 
the  stone,  was  a  later  period  than  that  of  the  breaking 
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assigned  to  Clivistianity.  It  was  to  bo  after  the  toe 
period  of  time,  or  later  than  the  ibnrth  centary,  and  at 
the  time  when  the  broken  fragments  should  be  reunited 
into  a  confederacy.  Now,  Christianity  does  not  coincide 
with  the  propliecy  here  at  all. 

6.  The  stone  was  to  be  a  kingdom  entirely  without 
the  pale  of  tlie  Eomao  empire,  and  removed  to  a  dis- 
tance from  it.  This  can  not  be  said  of  Christianity, 
which  arose  in  the  veiy  midst  of  the  Roman  empire. 

7.  The  stone  was  not  to  destroy  the  Eoman  power  by 
any  internal  agency  at  all;  it  was  to  be  altogether  an 
outward  attack.  But  Christianity,  to  overthrow  the 
Eoman  empire,  could  only  act  gradually  upon  the  ele- 
ments within,  and  not  from  without.  Tiie  consuming 
power  is  all  that  Christianity  constitutionally  possesses; 
but  the  Btone  was  not  only  to  consume,  but  it  was  first 
to  break  monarchy,  and  then  was  to  consume  it.  There 
were  to  be  two  periods  in  the  destruction  by  the  stone : 
the  sudden  and  violent  breaking  of  the  monarchy,  and 
then  that  of  the  comminuting  of  tlie  fi'agments.  Chris- 
tianity might  coincide  with  the  latter  in  some  sense,  but 
in  no  sense  with  the  former. 

8.  The  attack  upon  all  monarchy,  by  the  stone,  was 
direct  and  intentional ;  but  the  church  makts  no  attack 
upon  monarchy,  nor  is  it  directed  to  do  so:  so  that  the 
church  does  not  again  coincide  with  the  stone, 

9.  The  stone  was  to  abide  as  a  pei-petual  organization, 
with  a  change  of  form.  The  church  will  abide  forever, 
and  in  this  i-espect  it  will  coincide  forever ;  but  then  the 
church  will  not  change  its  radical  character,  it  will  be 
a  spii'Ituai  organization,  without  material  change.  Now, 
as  Israel,  when  i-estored  to  nationality,  will  abide  forever, 
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as  truly  as  the  clrarcli,  ami  as  nationality  can  change  its 
form,  it  is  plain  that  there  Ib  not  a  fall  coincidence  in 
OhriBtianity  with  the  point  of  character  under  considera- 
tion, while  there  is  with  Israel  restored.  As,  therefore, 
the  Ohnstian  church  docs  not  fully  coincide  with  a  singlo 
point  of  character  in  the  stone  kingdom,  much  less 
with  all  the  points,  the  etone  kingdom  and  Christianity 
can  not  in  any  wise  be  identical.  We  have  already  ob- 
served, that  Daniel  said,  that  the  period  comprehended 
in  the  three  and  a  half  times,  should  not  be  understood 
till  a  late  period  in  Christian  histoiy.  As,  therefore, 
all  of  his  prophecy  would  have  been  understood,  if  the 
application  of  the  stone  to  Christianity  had  been  a  cor- 
rect intei-pretation,  it  follows  that  the  application  was 
and  ie  erroneous. 

We  will  now  bring  a  nation  that  exactly  coincides 
with  the  stone  in  all  points,  from  its  incipiency  down 
to  the  present  day.  We  affirm  that  the  stone  corresponds 
to  the  restoration  of  Israel  to  nationality ;  and  that  the 
nationality  was  to  be  that  of  Christian  Israel,  and  not  of 
the  Jewish, 

It  is  unreasonable  to  suppose,  that,  in  a  great  proph- 
ecy, detailing  the  world's  gi'cat  history,  that  the  resto- 
ration of  Israel  to  nationality  should  have  no  place; 
for  one  great  theme  of  the  major  and  minor  prophote 
was  the  glory  of  Israel  restored,  in  the  latter  day.  In- 
deed, as  it  was  to  be  one  of  the  greatest  events  of  modem 
times,  it  could  not  have  been  left  out  of  the  vision,  ac- 
cording to  Daniel's  own  words ;  for  he  said  to  Kcbu- 
chadnezzar,  "  thy  thoughts  came  into  thy  mind  upon  thy 
bed,  what  should  come  to  pass  hereafter;  and  he  that 
revealeth  secrets,  maketh  known  to  thee  what  shall  come 
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to  pass;"  and,  "The  Great  God  hath  made  known  to 
the  king  wliat  shall  come  to  pass  iiereafter,"  Tho  vision 
plainly  shows,  that  all  the  great  nations  that  wore  to  rise, 
down  to  the  end  of  the  world,  and  the  great  events  of  it, 
were  all  presented  to  the  king.  Now,  if  Israel  restored 
was  not  among  these  nations,  then  one  of  the  most 
important  features  of  modern  history  was  not  seen  by 
him ;  wiiich  is  too  absnrd  to  suppose. 

Every  point  in  the  character  of  the  stone  finds  a  full 
coincidence  in  the  nationality  of  Israel  restored,  as  the 
reader  can  see  at  a  single  glance  of  thonght.  Now,  wo 
have  shown  that  the  restoration  of  Israel  was  to  bo  that 
of  Christian  Israel;  and  we  will  now  show  that  the 
Christian  Israel,  or  stone  spoken  of,  coincides  exactly  witli 
the  United  States  of  America. 

As  some  may  think  the  notion  an  absnrd  one,  we  may 
be  allowed  to  offer  a  few  remarks  npon  the  probability, 
that  the  United  States  would  be  a  theme  of  prophecy. 

Prophecy  was  given  for  various  objects.  To  the  church 
it  was  given  for  encouragement,  and  to  the  world  it  waa 
given  to  dismay  the  foes  of  God,  and  to  be  a  perpetually 
recumng  proof  of  the  providence  of  God,  and  of  the 
divinity  of  the  plan  of  redemption  unfolded  by  i-evela- 
tion.  The  whole  histoiy  of  the  world  is,  therefore, 
given  pi-opheticaljy  at  different  times,  and  all  points  of 
great  interest  to  the  church  are  embi-aced  in  prophecy. 
There  is  not  a  single  age  since  the  oral  prophets,  bat  is 
the  subject  of  their  predictions ;  nor  is  any  great  nation 
whose  existence  vitally  affects  the  church,  neglected  by 
them,  unless  the  United  States  be  the  nation.  Indeed, 
every  great  epoch  of  the  Christian  world,  and  eveiy  era 
is  duly  chronicled  and  described.     Now,  among  all  tha 
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epochs,  and  eraa,  and  nationalities,  that  have  ever 
appeared  on  eariii,  before  and  since  Ciiristianity,  none 
has  ever  been  so  replete  with  good  to  man  and  blessings 
to  the  church,  as  the  epoch  and  era  of  the  United  States. 
Its  rise  was  the  great  epoch  of  the  fi-eedom  of  Chris- 
tianity. Never  before,  from  the  days  of  Christ,  was  the 
church  freed  from  foreign  domination ;  never  before, 
since  its  union  with  the  state,  was  the  control  over  its 
pnrity  taken  away,  and  temptation  to  impurity  and  cor- 
ruption removed.  The  severance  of  chtmsh  and  state,  is 
one  of  the  greatest  and  most  blessed  events  with  which 
the  church  was  ever  favored.  Volnmes  might  be  written 
on  the  benefits  accruing  to  piety  from  it;  and  it  is  one  of 
the  great  features  of  our  organization  which  distin- 
guishes us  from  all  the  nationalities,  except  the  Jewish, 
that  ever  preceded  our  own. 

The  rise  of  the  United  States  began  the  gi-eat  era  of 
national  humanity  in  the  world.  Cmelty  and  blood  had 
been  the  principal  features  in  the  governments,  from 
Babylon  down  to  the  Declaration ;  and  the  Declaration 
enumerates  a  catalogue  of  abuses  and  cruelties,  on  the 
part  of  England,  for  which  rebellion  was  the  only 
remedy. 

The  successful  example  of  a  rebellion  on  the  part  of 
oppressed  subjects,  soon  taught  monarchies  to  lighten 
the  pressure  of  their  ii-on  heel  upon  the  necks  of  the 
crushed.  Hence,  the  cessation  of  inquisitions,  auto  de 
fes,  and  the  general  and  bloody  massacres  of  the  good. 
The  rise  of  the  United  States  was  the  era  of  a  national 
morality.  Bad  as  many  of  our  people  are,  our  plague 
spots  are  purity  compared  to  the  corruptive  courts  of 
other  lands.

Humanity  arose  at  om'  dawn ;  and  the  wars  of  onr 
country  have  been  leas  liquid  with  bloocl,  than  the  muni- 
cipal swoi-d  in  time  of  peace,  among  Eiiropeana.  Kever 
did  a  nation  have  such  a  iiseling  heart  as  om-a.  The  ciy 
of  starving  Ireland,  wakens  no  chord  in  the  heai't  of  the 
Lion  and  Unicom ;  but  it  thrills  the  bosoms  of  our 
millions,  and  they  give  with  a  free  and  full  hand  to  the 
fainting  slm}es  of  British  feeedom.  The  despairing  ciy 
of  liberty  from  Hungary,  stirs  all,  from  ocean  to  ocean ; 
and  they  nurse  the  moan  upon  the  breast  of  memory, 
till  the  day  of  vengeance  comes.  They  open  wide  their 
gates,  and  with  outstretched  arms,  invite  the  weary  and 
heavy  laden  to  taiTy  with  them  and  be  refreshed,  and 
shai-pen  their  sword  till  the  hour  to  stiike  tor  the  world's 
release.  They  say,  "  whosoever  will,  let  him  come ;"  they 
Bay  to  the  starving,  "  we  have  bread  enoagh  and  to 
spare;"  they  say  to  the  poor,  "come,  share  onr  rich 
inheritance ;"  they  say  to  the  oppressed,  "  take  shelter 
under  the  stai-s  of  our  banner ;"  and,  while  millions  crowd 
the  way,  they  say  "there's  room  for  millions  more." 
Onr  kind  hcaited  country  is  "  the  desire  of  alt  nations ;" 
and  to  it  the  nations  come. 

Our  rising,  was  the  epoch  of  knowledge  among  men  ; 
the  realization  of  the  prediction,  "  that  many  should  run 
to  and  fro,  and  knowledge  should  be  increased."  With 
us,  the  press,  that  luminary  of  libeilj,  arose  like  a 
splendid  sun  from  the  deeps  of  chaos,  and,  through  the 
rifted  clouds,  flashed  a  bewildering  brightness  on  the 
unused  eyes  of  the  world.  The  press  was  chained 
before ;  now  it  is  free.  Unnumbered  millions  of  books 
and  printed  truths,  each  year,  and  month,  and  day,  like 
bat's,  and  beams,  and  rays  of  "  massy  light"  pour  their 
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fair  splendovs  on  the  immortal  mind,  tlirongli  all  our 
hemisphere. 

Here  burns  "  the  lamp  of  eternity"  on  every  table  of 
the  rich,  and  in  eveiy  cottage  of  the  lowly ;  lighting  the 
sonl  with  the  knowledge  of  its  Bublimity,  and  the  luster 
of  Chi'iatianized  hnmanity.  Here,  science  and  ai't  have 
Bowed  seed  of  perennial  fruit,  to  grow  and  blossom  now, 
and  ripen  eai-ly  in  tlie  approaching  millennial  summer. 
Like  fonntains  of  worth  and  beauty,  schools  are  among 
the  hills  and  vales,  and  everj'where;  and  "all  our 
cliildren  are  taught  of  the  Loj-d." 

Our  rise  was  the  epoch  of  agi'iculturo,  commerce, 
manufactures,  and  trade.  Land  had  been  tilled  from 
Adam,  to  be  sure,  but  when  an  empire  was  at  once  put 
under  tribute  by  improved  modes  of  pi-oduction,  tlien 
was  an  epoch.  Cotton  rules  the  world;  and  cotton 
makes  an  era  in  the  world's  prosperity ;  and  with  us  its 
culture  fully  began.  Oommei'ce  was  but  a  fishing  smack, 
before  our  nnion ;  now  it  is  a  navy  on  all  the  seas  around 
the  globe.  Navigation  then  wiis  a  snail,  now  it  is  a  tem- 
pest ;  then  it  was  a  galley  with  oars,  now  it  is  a  palace 
driven  by  superhuman  and  invisible  force  ;  then  it  waa 
toil,  now  an  exquisite  luxury.  Tlien  manufactories  were 
mere  nudities,  now  they  darken  and  deafen  kingdoms 
with  smoke  and  roar.  Tlien  all  were  poor,  now  all  are 
independent.  Then  all  was  sluggish,  now  all  is  motion. 
Then  all  was  ignorance,  now  all  is  information.  Then  a 
pillar  of  cloud  led  the  world,  but  now  a  pillar  of  firo. 

But  again,  our  rise  was  the  birtli  of  organized  and 
democratic  liberty.  For  such  an  event  tlie  nations  had 
groaned,  but  never  hoped  to  see.  Philosophy  had  pra- 
Gounced  it  impossible,  and  kings  had  scouted  it  as  an 
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idle  conceit ;  yet  it  la  leihzecl  *it  list  Its  c  niiti j ,  Kkc  a 
tljrone,  is  seated  above  all  lands,  upon  the  higl  est  re- 
gion of  the  globe  Its  temple,  hke  itaelt,  ib  ai,w,  and 
free,  and  glonous  Its  dome  is  the  gieat  open  sky, 
adorned  by  God's  o'^vn  fingLi's,  and  h^hted  bj  lamj^is  of 
bis  own  kindling,  ended  with  a  coinice  ot  bia  own 
painting,  and  animated  with  clouds  moved,  and  gilded, 
by  his  own  skill,  Itb  fiooi  is  the  gieat  continent,  bor- 
dered by  seas  on  either  side ;  its  altar  is  the  nation's 
heai-t ;  its  muaic  is  the  cheerful  voice  of  the  myriads  of 
the  free ;  its  worship  is  the  praise  of  God ;  and  there 
is  no  image  of  a  god  witliin  its  mountain  walls,  for 
the  trne  God  is  there  in  spirit.  Our  nation  was  "  a 
nation  born  to  God  in  a  day," — born  on  Independence 
day. 

Upon  the  world  the  eSects  of  our  birth  have  been, 
"  life  fi-om  the  de.ad."  Every  pai't  of  the  civilized  world, 
and  especially  the  religious  world,  has  felt  our  existence 
as  if  we  had  been  a  universal  galvanic  battery.  Our 
influence  abroad  can  not  be  expressed  by  volumes  of 
words ;  it  can  not  be  measured  by  a  guage,  nor  be  esti- 
mated by  balances,  nor  computed  by  figures.  lievolu- 
tiona  are  stirred  by  it;  and  every  throne  trembles  on 
account  of  it ;  kings  feel  it,  and  the  people  are  inspired 
by  it;, religion  brightens  through  it,  and  apostate  papacy 
shrinks  fi-om  its  torrch.  Blot  us  from  the  world,  with  all 
the  iniinence  we  have  exerted  upon  it,  directly  and  indi- 
rectly, and  how  dark  the  globe  would  be !  Hell  would 
celebrate  the  catastrophe,  and  monarchs  would  invite  all 
hell  to  a  feast  of  thanksgiving  at  an  event  so  delightful 
to  iniquity !  Pope  and  Pagan  would  leap  to  youth  irojn 
decrepitude ;  and  Despotism  would  embrace  them  again 
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in  its  loving  and  eont'raternal  arms ;  and  all  would  dance 
with  delight  over  their  eonimon  and  dreaded  foe. 

No  couatiy  ever  existed  that,  in  so  short  a  space,  af- 
fected the  world  so  mneh,  and  did  so  much  for  the  good 
of  the  cause  of  God  and  humanity ;  and  yet  ours  is  but 
the  state  of  infancy.  Now,  then,  we  ask  a  question ;  How 
can  it  be,  that  all  other  nations  affecting  the  cause  of 
God,  and  man,  should  be  specificaliy  and  repeatedly 
predicted  by  prophets,  and  our  country,  which  has  done 
more  good  than  al!  others,  be  unmentioned  by  the  proph- 
ets. The  prophets  mention  the  minutest  facts,  and  the 
Bmallest  countries  and  villages  tiiat  affected  God's  an- 
cient and  his  modern  Israel ;  and  how  happens  it  that  not 
a  word  is  said  of  America  ?  Egypt  and  Greece,  Edom 
and  Moab,  and  Tj're,  and  Damascus,  and  Sidon,  and  all 
the  little  towns  of  Asia  Minor,  and  the  Levant,  come  in 
for  a  share  of  notice,  and  all  the  mighty  empires  afiecting 
the  church  are  carefully  enumerated  ;  the  divisions  of 
the  Roman  empire  were  specially  noticed,  down  to  the 
end  of  them  all,  and  yet  no  notice  given  of  a  Christian 
country  that  gives  more  comfort  and  relief  to  the  Chris- 
tians and  the  distressed,  than  was  ever  given  by  all  the 
world  put  together !  How  can  it  be  possible  that  this 
country  was  left  out  of  prophecy  ?  how  came  it  to  bo  the 
alone  proscribed  nation  in  all  the  praphetic  calendar? 
You  may  talk  largely  of  reformations  in  church  and 
state,  but  no  great  and  organic  reformations  were,  or 
are,  complete  and  free  elaewhere.  And  can  the  greatest 
epoch,  the  brightest  era  in  the  history  of  Christianity,  be 
unnoticed  in  the  scriptures,  while  all  otliei-s  of  minor 
note  are  emphasized  with  a  will  ?  Surely  no.  Eight 
where  the  prophets  place  the  rise  of  Israel ;  right  where 
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the  stone,  or  fifth,  kingdom  was  to  appear ;  right  at  that 
appolEtcd  time  OTir  Christian  coantry  arose,  and  it  must 
be  the  fifth  predicted  kingdom ;  if  so,  it  will  coincide  in 
character  ■with  every  quality  predicted  of  the  stone.  We 
proceed  to  the  identification. 

Ooinddence  First. — ^The  stone  was  to  rise  after  the 
bTOken  6tate  of  the  Eoman  empii'e  represented  by  the 
toes,  and  before  their  rennion,  and  after  church  and  state 
union . 

The  United  States  arose  in  this  identical  period,  and, 
therefore,  coincides  with  the  rise  of  the  stone.  No  other 
nation  but  the  United  States  did  arise  in  this  period, 
except  it  was  represented  by  the  toes  of  the  image,  or 
such  as  grew  up  from  fragments  of  the  Eoman  empire, 
or  in  the  empire. 

Ooineidenoe  Second. — ^The  stone  was  to  be  produced 
from  the  mountain,  which  was  identical  with  Christianity, 
It  was,  therefore,  to  possess  the  dual  character  so  often 
specified  by  the  prophets,  and  which  is  an  essential 
element  of  civd  goverament. 

Washington,  in  his  farewell  address,  says,  "  with 
slight  shades  of  difierence,  you  have  the  same  religion, 
manners,  habits,  and  political  principles."  As  the 
United  States  possess  the  doable  nature  of  a  Christian 
religion  and  a  Christian  civil  government,  it  coincides 
with  the  double  chai-acter  of  the  stone.  Again ;  it  is 
indisputable  that  tlie  United  States  government  arose 
out  of  a  Christian  people,  and  that  the  constitution  is 
essentially  Christian,  but  not  sectarian.  It  recognizes 
all  the  great  virtues  and  customs  of  time  Christianity, 
and  especially  the  aacredness  of  the  Christian  Sabbath, 
And  in  all  our  history,  the  God  of  the  history  has  been 
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authoritatively  proclaimed  as  the  I^ing,  and  the  only  king 
of  our  people.  The  declaration,  the  constitution,  the 
statute  laws,  the  executive,  the  judiciary,  and  the  legis- 
latiTC  powers  of  our  countiy,  have  maniieeted  nnifomijy 
and  decidedly,  that  Christianity  waa  the  baaia  of  onr 
political  Btrncture.  It  ia  not  necessary  to  quote  docu- 
ments by  the  cart  load  to  establish  thia  position,  for  it 
has  always  been  agreed  to,  and  none  will  take  the 
thanklesB  pains  to  dispute  it. 

Coi/ncid&iics  Third. — The  stone,  or  fifth  kingdom, 
was  to  possess  a  political  structure.  This,  of  course, 
will  apply  ftilly  to  the  United  States. 

Coincidence  Fourth. — ^The  kingdom  of  the  stone,  or 
fifth  empire,  was  to  be  a  power  that  should  ai-ise  esteroat 
to  the  Koman  empire;  it  was  not  to  be  within  its  limits, 
and  was  to  attack  it  externally. 

Now,  the  Koman  empire's  limits  embraced  all  of 
civilized  Europe,  Asia,  and  Africa,  or  the  whole  of  the 
old  world ;  and,  by  consequence,  the  stone  kingdom  was 
to  be  in  some  portion  of  the  new  world,  or  America. 
To  thia  conclusion  we  are  logically  and  inevitably 
coerced.  Now,  the  United  States  was  the  fifth  em- 
pire; was  erected  external  to  the  Eoman  empii-e,  and 
is  the  only  continent  out  of  it,  where  a  great  empire 
could  arise. 

Coincidence  Fifth. — ^The  fifth  empire  was  to  be  a 
republic;  and  to  this  characta-istio  tho  United  States 
corresponds. 

Coincidence  Sixth. — The  fifth,  or  stone  kingdom,  was 
to  break  up  the  whole  fabric  of  monarchy  by  war,  and 
was  then  to  annihilate  the  fragments.  It  must  be  remem- 
bered, that  the  image  represented  all  of  human  monarchy 
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that  was  ever  to  exist ;  and  the  ima^e  was  smitten  by  the 
stone  upon  its  feet,  thus  showing  tJiat  the  whole  body  of 
monai'chy  was  to  be  smitten,  as  well  as  that  pai'tlcnlar 
kind  specially  represented  by  the  feet.  The  feet  were  of 
ii'on  and  day,  and  not  of  go)^,  and  silver,  and  brass. 
The  inference,  therefore,  to  be  made,  is,  that  all  the 
monarchies  were  fiually  to  be  embodied  under  an  Assy- 
rian head  of  gold. 

As  the  events  here  predicted  have  not  transpired,  of 
couree  no  coincidence,  by  fnlfiilment,  can  be  affirmed 
between  the  fifth  kingdom  and  any  power  whatever. 
But,  while  these  things  are  so,  we  nevertheless  can 
show  that  the  United  States  will  donbtless  engage  with 
monarchy  for  its  destrnction,  and  that  it  will  never  rest 
■while  a  monarchy  remains. 

In  all  ages  of  the  world,  there  has  been  a  contest 
between  the  democratic  and  despotic  element.  Since 
the  prevalence  of  Christianity,  with  the  art  of  printing, 
every  revolt  among  Euro|>ean  kingdoms  has  arisen  ft'om 
the  conflict  for  rights  between  kings  and  the  people. 

Tlie  spread  of  Christianity  is,  indeed,  essentially  the 
spread  of  liberalism;  and,  since  the  days  of  Luther  in 
Europe,  and  of  John  Knox  and  Wicklifle  in  Britain,  the 
democratic  element  has  increased  with  great  rapidity. 
The  spread  of  the  Bible  has  inflamed  the  minds  of  men, 
and  they  have  giown  restless  and  revolutionary  in  servi- 
tude, and  have  again  and  again  given  evidence  of  what 
democraey  will  do  when  its  locks  are  grown. 

Since  the  origin  and  success  of  organized  democracy 

in  America,  the  liberal  principle  has  accumulated  and 

grown   with  unprecedented  rapidity  in   Europe,     The 

innate  hostility  between  it  and  monarehy,  will,  from  the 
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very  nature  of  t!ie  case,  lead  to  exterminating  htratilifcy 
of  one  party  or  the  other;  both  can  not  exist  together  in 
tfie  world,  on  a  large  scale,  and  be  at  peace.  Democ- 
racy is  a  sympathizing  element,  which,  in  addition  to 
its  common  intei'est,  will  never  let  monai-chy  alone  till  it 
sets  everybody  free.  Sytopathy  is  tlie  strongest  excitant 
of  our  natui-e ;  and  liberalism  sympathises  with  all  true 
liberalists,  as  brother  with  brother. 

The  democratic  element  mnst  inevitably  harmonize 
and  organize.  Now,  the  United  States  is  the  first  snc- 
eessfnl  organization  of  democracy  in  the  world,  and  it  is 
the  representative  of  the  world-wide  democracy.  It  is 
inseparably  allied  to  democracy  every  where,  from  the 
very  natare  of  things,  and  must'  make  common  cause 
with  it,  when  it  strikes  for  the  great  Millennial  release. 
We  are  not  yet  ready  for  an  issne  with  monarchy,  on 
democratic  principles ;  it  has  been  our  proper  and  steady 
aim  to  mind  our  own  particular  business.  We  have  never 
committed  otiiBelves  to  any  unholy  alliance  with  Egypt 
and  Edom  ;  we  have  left  our  way  clear  to  act  just  as  we 
please,  and  when  we  please ;  and,  because  we  have  never 
joined  issnes  upon  democracy,  is  no  reason  that  we  will 
not,  but  a  premonitory  symptom  that  we  will  do  so  at 
our  earliest  convenience. 

With  all  the  governmental  efforts  to  curb  the  inborn 
tendency  to  become  implicated  in  the  democratic  strife 
with  monai'chy,  among  our  people,  it  is  impossibie  to 
repress  the  growth  of  a  universal  desire  to  crush  mon- 
archy. The  ebullition  of  tlie  feeling  in  "fllHbustenng," 
and  public  speeches,  secret  organizations,  in  resolutions 
of  conventions,  and  in  the  press,  reveals  a  national  itch- 
ing to  extend  the  area  of  freedom  oa  the  rains  of  thrones. 
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But  this  is  not  all  that  indicates  a  collision.  The  same 
tendency  that  directs  democracy  to  engage  in  an  annihi- 
lating strife,  exists  also  in  as  strong,  if  not  in  a  stronger 
degree  in  autoci-acj.  Its  antipathy  to  democracy  grows 
daily  more  intense,  as  it  is  obliged  to  be  more  and  more 
■watchfol  of  its  interests.  America  it  I'egai'ds  as  the  great 
crater  of  melted  lava,  whose  sti^eams  are  reaching  its 
hemisphere ;  and  it  would  be  a  matter  of  intoxicating 
delight  to  it,  if  we  were  out  of  the  M'ay;  and  this  feeling 
■would  lead  it  to  put  us  out  of  the  way,  if  it  could.  It 
Tiews  with  surly  jealousy  all  our  sympathy  for  the  rest- 
less democracy  struggling  beneath  it;  and  it  is  fully 
aware,  tiiat  to  possess  a  steady  throne,  America  nrast  be 
disorganiaed.  In  view  of  these  very  tilings,  a  proposition 
to  destroy  the  American  republic  was  proposed  in  Russia 
as  early  as  1818. 

Again ;  it  is  evident  that  monarchy  will  cease  during 
the  Millennium,  because  the  prophet  says,  "  the  thrones 
were  cast  down,"  before  that  period.  Now  the  thrones 
must  have  been  overturned  by  the  universal  democracy 
of  the  world  in  organic  form;  because  no  power,  less 
than  that,  could  at  once  demolish  so  vast  an  establish- 
naent  simultaneously.  How  such  a  brush  conld  take 
place  without  our  haying  a  hand  in  the  Jubilate  it  is 
impossible  to  imagine, 

Sound  philosophy  teaches  that  we  can  not  avoid  a  col- 
lision with  monarchy  in  general. 

This  collision  with  monarchy  is  more  clearly  foretold 
in  succeeding  descriptions  of  the  fifth  kingdom,  and  in 
all  the  predictions  of  Israel  restored.  The  destruction  of 
monarchy  by  Israel  restored  is  fully  predicted  by  Ezekiel 
in  the  destruction  of  Gog.    Daniel  also  predicts  it  in  the 
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political  judgment  day  of  the  ancient  of  days,  and  in  the 
fall  of  the  willful  king  in  Israel's  eountiy.  Jolm  repeats 
the  same  thing  in  the  sixth  seal :  in  the  reaping  of  the 
earth,  and  in  the  taking  of  the  beast  and  prophet  by  the 
man  on  the  white  house. 

Coinoidence  Seventh. — ^The  fifth  kingdom  was  to 
spread  over  the  whole  earth,  after  the  destruction  of 
monarchy.  Of  course,  no  full  coincidence  can  heie  be 
shown,  as  no  fulfillment  has  been  leaiized  The  capacity 
of  our  government  for  unlimited  expansion  is  a  quility 
inherent  in  its  federative  stractuie  and  representative 
policy.  Its  tendency  is,  also,  to  accumulate  temtoiial 
power.  Tliis  tendency,  not  arising  fiom  individual  lust 
of  power,  can  not  be  mischievous  as  when  it  springs 
from  the  monarchal  power  of  aggrandizement  The  ten 
deney  springs  from  a  deeire  to  fulfill  a  diimc  command, 
to  fill  tlie  earth  to  till  it  and  subdue,  oi  ci\ilize  and 
refine,  and  blchs  it  The  ea-^j  yoLe  and  gentli.  buiden 
of  our  government  is  lesiied  by  almost  all  people  in 
preference  to  tlia  chiins  ot  aniichy  and  iion  coUai  of 
oppression  Our  d  etiine  s  that  it  the  }.u)ple  wiah  a 
government,  they  should  have  it  in  spite  of  kings,  and  if 
any  people  wish  to  bo  annexed  to  ns,  they  should  have 
their  wishes  gratified  in  spite  of  the  hellish  drapotisms 
that  crash  them." 

We  have  annexed  Florida,  the  Mississippi  valley, 
Texas,  California,  and  New  Mexico,  and  are  now  bar- 
gaining for  a  strip  of  the  old,  and  we  shall  soon  possess 
all  North  America.  Now,  if  we  have  a  right  to  annex 
one  countiy  justly,  we  have  as  good  a  reason  to  annex 
another;  and  may  annex  a  European  state,  as  properly 
as  an  American  one ;  and  moreover,  we  shall  be  certain

to  annex  one  or  more  if  we  get  half  a  chance.  The 
eagle  shall  spread  his  -win^  over  all  the  earth.  Some 
political  government  will  spread  over  the  eaith  in  the 
Millenniam;  and  it  will  be  a  democracy,  or  it  will  be  no 
Millennium  ;  and  the  United  Stat^  is  likely  to  be  that 
incipient  democracy,  and  its  tendencies  are  all  that  way. 

Coincidence  Eighth. — ^The  fifth  empire  ^vas  to  bo 
established  by  the  God  of  heaven,  Tiiis  does  not  imply 
any  miraculous  power  at  all,  but  simply  providential 
care  in  its  origin  and  progress.  All  "the  powers  that 
be  are  ordained  of  God,"  as  well  as  the  fifth  empire. 
Yet  the  language  plainly  conveys  tho  notion  that  it 
would  be  one  that  God  would  approve  as  proper.  Now 
when  we  remember  that  America  was  kept  from  the 
world,  till  an  intelligent  Christian  people  wei-e  ready  to 
occupy  it ;  when  we  see  it  made  use  of  as  a  Christian 
refnge,  till  millions  of  a  Christian  people  were  ready  to 
organize  a  govei-nment  in  it;  and  then  remember  the 
commitment  of  their  cause  to  God  unirersally  as  a 
people,  and  as  a  government ;  their  choice  of  God  as 
king ;  their  days  of  hnmiliation,  fasting,  and  prayer  for 
civil  and  religious  redemption,  the  conviction  is  iiTesist- 
ible,  that  God  especially  looked  to  the  United  States  aa 
a  government  peculiarly  his  own. 

The  acts  of  congress  were  in  the  name  of  God ;  and, 
at  its  very  session  it  adjoomed,  and  on  a  solemn  day  of 
fasting  and  prayer,  dedicated  themselves  and  theii" 
country  to  God ;  and  on  that  memorable  day,  the  people 
pledged  themselves  to  God  and  liberty.  Individuals  and 
families,  churches  and  colonies  prayed  to  God  to  establish 
a  Christian  nation  of  freemen :  for  this,  old  men  and 
children  prayed ;  for  this,  sisters,  and  wives,  and  weeping;

mothers  prayed ;  for  tiiis,  soldiers,  and  statosmen,  and 
generals,  and  Washington,  all  hnmbly  bowed  in  prayer 
to  God,— in  long  and  agonizing  prayer.  From  Lexington 
to  the  last  -cictory,  tears  flowed,  and  prayers  ascended 
in  one  univereal  undying  cry  all  over  the  land,  for  the 
salvation  of  God. 

"  The  bannered  host  inscribed  upon  their  standards, 
"  Nil  desperandxtm,  Ohristo  Dues  y"  "  He  that  brought 
us  over  will  help  us  through ;"  "  Our  appeal  is  to 
Heaven." 

The  great  Declaration  says,  "Relying  on  Divine 
Providence,  we  pledge  our  lives." 

When  "God  had  gone  forth  with  our  hosts,"  and 
Torktown  had  closed  the  war,  said  Washington  to  con- 
gress, "  I  consider  it  an  indispensable  duty  to  close  the 
last  solemn  act  of  my  official  life,  bj  eommeDdiiig  the 
interests  of  our  dearest  country  to  the  protection  of 
Almighty  God,  and  those  -who  have  the  superintendence 
of  them,  to  his  7i>oly  hewing." 

To  whom  the  president  of  Congress,  in  behalf  of  that 
body,  replied :  "  We  join  you  in  commending  the 
interests  of  our  dearest  country  to  the  protection  of 
Almighty  God,  beseeching  him  to  dispose  the  hearts 
and  minds  of  its  citizens  to  improve  the  opportunity 
afforded  them,  of  becoming  a  happy  and  respectable 
nation."  Nothing  in  the  valedictories  of  Moses  or 
Joshua,  is  replete  with  nobler  or  sincerer  consecration 
to  Jehovah. 

The  people  of  the  United  States  in  the  Revolutionary 
war,  abandoned  human  monarchy  forever,  and  chose 
God  for  their  king ;  and  God  accepted  the  office,  and 
"  set  their  feet  upon  a  rock  and  eatabiished  then-  goings, 
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and  put  a  song  of  praise  in  their  mouth,  and  a  two-edged 
sword  in  their  hand." 

Coincidence  Ninth. — Tlie  fifth  ];ingdom  was  furionaly 
hostile  to  monarchy.  This  we  all  know  is  exactly  de- 
Bcriptire  of  the  character  of  the  United  States.  We  detest 
the  very  name  of  ting,  and  have  no  sort  of  respect  foi' 
human  crowns  or  sceptei-s. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  United  States  coincides  with 
every  characteristic  of  which  the  fifth  kingdom  was  to 
te  possessed,  down  to  the  present  time.  The  gi-eat  and 
essential  points  which  are  given  to  identity  it,  are  the 
time  of  its  rise,  the  sonrce  from  which  it  was  to  come, 
the  political  character  it  was  to  possess,  its  locality  out- 
side the  limits  of  monarchy,  and  its  direct  hostility  to 
Eoman  monarchy.  With  all  these  great  marks  of  iden- 
tity the  United  States  perfectly  coincides ;  and,  as  perfect 
coincidence  of  persons,  events,  and  objects,  with  pro- 
phecy, is  a  perfect  fulfillment  of  prophecy,  it  follows  that 
the  United  States  is  the  fulfillment  of  the  fifth  kingdom 
predicted  by  Nebuchadnezzar's  vision. 


SECTION  VI. 

SiSTH   KlNODOU — EeIGN   OF   MeSSIAH. 

Vision. — ■"  The  stone  which  smote  the  image  became 
a  great  mountain  and  filled  the  whole  earth." 

Interpretation. — "  It  shall  break  in  pieces  and  con- 
sume all  these  kingdoms,  and  it  shall  stand  forever." 

The  fifth  empire  was  to  spread  over  all  the  earth,  and 
remain  forever.     This  coincides  with  all  the  declarations 
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of  the  prophets  of  tlie  finality  of  tlie  gi'eat  war  for  the 
conqnest  of  the  world.  God  made  oath  to  Moses,  that 
the  whole  earth  should  be  filled  with  hia  glory.  The 
same  thing  was  alao,  iu  substance,  littered  in  the  flret 
declaration  of  war ;  was  repeated  to  the  fathers ;  an- 
noonced  by  Isaiah  and  all  the  prophets  of  the  latter  day, 
without  exception.  The  state  of  the  world  described  by 
John  during  the  Millennium,  and  after  the  renewal  of 
the  heavens  and  earth,  coincides  with  this  sixth  empire. 
Ezekiel's  vision  of  Israel's  final  restoration  and  his  holy 
land,  temple,  and  city,  predict  the  same  thing ;  Isaiah's 
new  heaven  and  earth,  also  coincide  with  it;  as  does 
Daniel's  kingdom  of  one  like  the  Son  of  Man,  and  the 
resurrection  of  the  dead. 

It  is  objected  by  some,  that  no  civil  organization  can 
by  possibility  endure  forever;  but  we  see  not  why  it  can 
not,  when  God  says  it  can.  He  says,  Israel  restored  to 
nationality  shall  abide  forever.  (See  Ezek,  3?  ch.  and 
other  pJaces.)  The  Israel  restored  being  a  Christian 
Israel,  there  can  be  no  trouble  on  the  point,  except  in  dull 
minds.  At  tlie  sixth  kingdom  the  republic  will  be 
changed  to  a  royalty,  as  the  I'epiiblic  of  Israel  was 
changed  to  a  royalty.  No  resurrection,  or  Millennium, 
is  here  mentioned ;  donbtless,  because  the  prophecy  was 
almost  a  political  one,  and  gives  only  the  great  outline 
of  the  eternal  history  of  the  world.

SIX    EMPIRES. 


CHAPTEE  VII. 


We  have  remarked  that  every  very  important  pro- 
jjhetic  event  is  twice  i-epeated,  or  twice  doubled,  and 
that  the  symbolic  prophecies  are  mostly  accompanied 
additionally  with  an  interpretation.  This  prmciple  is 
especially  exhibited  in  the  universal  prophecies  of  the 
political  world,  recorded  by  Daniel.  For  we  find  that 
every  character  of  the  whole  panorama  of  the  political 
history  of  the  world,  exhibited  in  Nebuchadnezzar's 
vision,  is  repeated  and  enlarged  npon  by  Daniel's  vision 
of  the  very  same  iield. 

Joseph,  before  Pharaoh,  interpreting  his  double  vision 
of  the  seven  fat,  and  lean  kine,  and  the  seven  full,  and 
blasted  ears,  said  the  dream  was  one,  and  that  the  dream 
was  "  dotibled  iwioe"  becaivse  the  dream  was  established 
by  God.  We  underetand  by  this,  that  the  second  vision 
was  to  interpret  the  first,  or  throw  more  light  upon  it. 
The  seven  full  eai-s  explain  why  the  kine  were  fat,  and 
the  seven  blasted  ones  why  the  kine  were  lean ;  and  tho 
twice  doubling  of  seveu  emphasize  the  periods  ot 
seven  yeai-s.  And  so  we  undei-stand  one  of  DanieFp 
visions  to  be  an  exponent  of  the  other,  and  the  emplia- 
sizer  of  the  certain  realization  of  its  events. 

We  may  therefore  anticipate  that  tho  second  vision 
of  the  same  great  succesaion  of  empires,  will  give  u- 
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additional  ligiit  in  determining  their  characters,  and 
identifying  their  naines. 

This  second  panorama  of  the  six  empires  is  recorded 
in  the  seventh  chapter  of  Daniel.  It  is  prefaced  with  a 
prophetic  inti'odnction,  which  shows  the  entire  compass 
of  the  prophecy.  "  I  saw  in  my  vision  by  niglit,  and 
hehold  the  four  winds  of  heaven  strove  upon  the  great 
sea,  and  four  gi-eat  heaeta  came  up  from  the  sea,  diverse 
irom  one  another." 

As  the  four  beasts  were  fonr  empires,  and  as  they 
came  up  in  different  ages  of  the  world,  it  is  plain  that 
the  term  sea  embraces  the  whole  world  during  tlieir 
history,  or  the  history  of  the  people.  The  striving  of 
the  winds  upon  the  sea,  represents  commotions  in  the 
political  world,  and  the  striving  ofthn  four  winds  repre- 
sents the  universality  of  these  changes  and  agitations. 
All  of  those  symbols  having  the  numhei'  four  added  to 
them,  represent  universality.  Jeremiah  explains  the 
term,  "  four  winds,"  in  his  forly-nbith  chapter, 

"  I  will  bring  agiunst  Elam,  four  mndi, 
From  th«  four  e^Ai-miiiei  ofiks  Imnsm." 

The  universality  of  agencies,  or  providence,  operating 
among  men,  throughout  all  ages,  is,  therefore,  eymholized 
by  the  four  winds  striving  on  the  great  sea. 

Vision. — "  And  four  groat  beasts  came  up  from  the 
sea,  divei-se  from  one  another." 

Interpretation — "  These  gi'eat  beasts,  wliich  are  four, 
are  four  kings  which  shall  arise." 

The  term  kings,  here  represents  kingdoms,  or  govern- 
ments, and  would  have  been  as  properly  translated 
kingdoms  as  kings,  from  the  original  text.     "VVe  shall 
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now  find  that  tbese  four  kingdoms  coineido  with  the 
foiir  of  Nebuchadnezzar's  vision.  We  will  consider  thein 
in  order. 


The  Lioa — Empire  of  Bae 


'F"«Vio?i.—"Tlie  first  was  like  a  lion,  anl  !ul  ei^ka 
wings ;  I  beheld  till  the  wings  thereof  weie  plucl  c  1  and 
it  was  lifted  up  from  the  eavth,  and  made  to  stand  upon 
the  feet  as  a  man,  and  a  man's  heart  was  ^  ■vi.n  to  ifc " 

In  the  fourth  chapter  of  Jeremiah,  the  Babjloniin 
kingdom  ie  described  aa  a  lion.  "  The  lion  is  come  up 
from  his  thicket,  and  the  destroyer  of  the  GentiJes  is  on 
his  way."  This  is  a  passage  of  Hebrew  poetry,  and  a 
feature  of  it  is,  that  every  object  delineated  in  it  is  men- 
tioned twice,  the  latter  statement  alwaj'S  explaining  or 
emphasizing  the  former ;  so  that  the  lion  and  the  de- 
Bti-oyer  of  the  Gentiles  ai'e  synonymous.  Eaekiel  said  of 
Babylon,  "  He  shall  iiy  as  an  eagle,  and  shall  spread 
his  wings  over  Moab." — Ezek.  xvii.  He  also  calls  it  "  a 
great  eagle  with  great  wings." 

The  word  wings  symbolizes  varioi/.s  things,  as  aiTnies, 
Telocity,  protection ;  but,  in  all  cases,  eaglo's  wings  imply 
power  and  velocity.  The  plucking  of  the  wings  of  the 
lion  will,  therefora,  represent  the  diminution  of  national 
power. 

The  lifting  up  of  the  lion  from  the  earth,  is  translated 
in  the  septnagint,  "  it  was  removed  from  the  earth." 

The  standing  on  the  feet  as  a  man,  and  receiving  a 
man's  heart  after  it  was  lifted  up,  shows  a  change  of 
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cliaracter  in  the  goverament,  froni  a  beastly  to  a  human 
character,  after  tlie  king's  converaion.  These  charac- 
teristicfi  are  agixied  to  by  all  writers,  as  identilying  the 
winged  lion  with  the  first  of  the  ftrar  great  empires ;  and 
it  is  unnecessary  to  give  .1  detailed  list  of  the  points  of 
coincidence. 


SECTION   II. 
The  Beau — Medo-Perbia. 

"And  behold  another  beast,  a  second,  like  unto  a 
beai',  and  it  raised  itself  on  one  side ;  and  it  had  three 
riba  in  the  mouth  of  it,  between  the  teeth  of  it ;  and 
they  said  unto  it.  Arise,  devour  much  iiesh." 

The  points  in  this  empire  are  as  follows : 

1.  It  was  the  second  in  the  series  of  the  four.  2.  It 
raised  itself  on  one  side.  3.  It  had  three  ribs  in  its 
month,     i.  It  was  to  be  very  d^ti-uetive. 

The  coiucideneea  between  the  bear  and  the  Medo- 
Pei'sian  empire  are  plainly  seen : 

1,  The  Medo-Pei-sian  was  the  second  great  uni- 
versal empire,  in  the  series  of  universal  empires  of  the 
■world. 

2.  The  double  dynasty  of  Medea  and  Persians  coin- 
cides with  the  two  sides  of  the  bear;  and  the  finaj 
superiority  and  ascendency  of  the  Persians  over  the 
Med^,  coincides  with  the  raising  of  one  side  of  the 
bear, 

S.  The  three  ribs  in  the  mouth  of  the  beai",  iinds  its 
coincidence  in  the  three  vice-royalties  into  which  this 
empire  was  divided,  and  of  whicli  Daniel  speaks.     He 
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saya,  "it  pleased  Daviiis  to  set  over  the  kingdom  a 
lumdred  and  twenty  princes,  which  should  he  ovev  the 
whole  kingdom,  and  over  these  theee  peesidents." 

4.  The  conqoeste  of  the  Medea  and  Pevsiana  were 
very  extensive,  and  very  crnel  and  deBtruetive ;  and  in 
this  respect  they  jointly  coincide  with  "t!ie  devouring 
of  much  flesh," 

Aa  complete  coincidence  ia  complete  fulfillment,  it 
follows  that  the  Pei-sian  empire  is  symbolized  hy  the 
second  hcast.  The  hear  with  two  sides,  coincides  with 
the  breast  and  arms  of  silver,  in  Nebuchadnezzar's 
vision. 


SECTION  111. 

The  Leoparii — Macedonian  Empike. 

"  After  this  I  beheld,  and,  lo !  another,  like  a  l4 

which  had  upon  the  back  of  it  four  wings  of  a  fowl ;  the 

beast  had  also  fonr  heads ;   and  dominion  was  given 

to  it." 

The  points  of  character  by  which  to  identify  the  third 
great  monarchy,  are  as  follows ; 

1.  It  was  the  third  beast,  or  kingdom. 

2.  It  had  four  winge.  The  four  coraera  of  the  eai^th 
eigniiy  also  the  four  wings  of  the  earth ;  and  wings  sig- 
nify powers  or  governmente,  and  velocity.  The  four 
wings  may,  therefore,  signify  fom-  governmente,  and  also 
the  velocity  of  their  movements. 

3.  The  leopard  being  a  spotted  beast,  represents  a 
mottled  or  mixed  kingdom. 

4.  The  leopard  had  four  heads,  Of  coarse  the  king- 
dom was  to  be  divided  into  fom'  parts.     This,  with  the 
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four  Vings,  is  a  double  indication  of  the  quadruple  char- 
acter the  thii-d  kingdom  was  to  exhibit.  A  head  signifies 
a  hind  of  government,  aa  we  learn  in  the  Apocalypse. 
With  these  cbaracterisfcicB  the  Macedonian  empire  per- 
fectly coincides : 

1.  As  the  leopai-d  represents  the  third  body  of  mon- 
archy, so  the  Macedonian  empire  was  the  third  universal 
embodiment  of  monarchy  in  the  world. 

2.  As  the  leopard  was  to  be  a  rapid  kingdom  in  its 
conqnests,  so  the  Macedonian  empire  was  amazingly 
rapid  in  its  establishment,  and  swift  in  its  conquests.  In 
these  respects  it  was  unparalleled. 

3.  The  third  kingdom  was  to  be  motley  in  its  compo- 
sition, and  eo  was  tlie  Macedonian  empire. 

4.  The  leopard  kingdom  was  to  be  divided  into  four 
kingdoms,  and  eo  was  the  Macedonian, 

Alter  Alexander's  death,  it  was  parted  among  his  fom* 
captains,  Casaander,  Lyaimachcs,  Ptolemy,  and  8e- 
leucus,  Cassander  bad,  for  Iiis  portion,  Macedon  and 
Greece;  Ljaimachus,  Thrace  and  Bitbyuia;  Seleueua 
bad  Syria,  and  Ptolemy  bad  Egypt.  And  "dominion 
{over  the  earth)  was  given  to  "  this  empire.  As  coinci- 
dence is  fulfillment,  the  Macedonian  empire  was  pre- 
dicted by  the  third  beast.  This  beast  coincides  with  the 
belly  and  thighs  of  brass  in  the  preceding  vision. 
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FouRTii   Bbi'jt EOUA-J  EUPIRB 

The  description  of  this  Lmgdom  is  yciv  ]i.ngthy,  and 
is  naturally  dnidul  into  thieo  peiicde,  and  -ne  shall 
treat  of  each  ])'iit  tcpaiiteh  Tliere  aie  j  roperly,  three 
reviews  of  it,  all  of  which  are  important:  first,  the 
description  of  it  in  the  Yision ;  second,  the  interrogafcive 
description ;  and,  third,  the  interpretation. 

Paragraph  I. 


Vision. — "  After  this  I  saw  in  the  night  visions,  and 
behold  a  fom'th  heast,  dreadful,  and  terrible,  and  strong 
exceedingly ;  and  it  had  great  iron  teeth ;  it  devoured 
and  brake  in  pieces,  and  stamped  the  I'ceidue  with  the 
feet  of  it ;  and  it  was  diverse  from  all  the  beasts  that 
were  before  it ;  and  it  had  ten  horns." 

Inten'ogation. — "Then  I  would  know  the  truth  of 
the  fouvth  beast,  -which  was  diverse  from  all  the  others, 
exceeding  di'eadfnl,  whose  teeth  were  of  iron  and  his 
nails  of  brass ;  -which  devoured,  brake  in  pieces,  and 
stamped  the  residue  with  his  feet." 

Interpretation. — "  Thus  he  said,  the  fourth  beast  shall 
be  the  fourth  kingdom  upon  earth,  which  shall  be  diverse 
from  al!  kingdoms,  and  shall  devour  the  whole  earth, 
and  shall  tread  it  down  and  break  it  in  pieces." 

The  pomis  of  character  given  in  this  period  of  thti 
foui'tli  kingdom  to  ideutily  it  are  vei^  full. 
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1.  It  was  to  be  the  foarth  universal  empire. 

2.  It  was  to  be  exceeding  powerful  above  all  nations 
before  it. 

3.  It  -wae  to  differ  fi-ora  all  the  other  kingdoms, 
i.  It  was  to  subdue  the  whole  earth  by  violence. 

5.  Ita  political  complexion  was  to  be  of  iron  teeth  and 
naila  of  brass.  With  these  characteristics  the  Eoman 
empire  fully  coincides : 

1.  The  Eoman  empire  was  the  fourth  great  Iringdom 
that  existed  after  the  Babylonian  empire, 

2.  It  was  the  most  powerful  nation  that  ever  existed. 

3.  It  differed  from  all  the  great  kingdoms  before  it  in 
almost  every  great  point  of  excellence;  in  systematic 
government,  and  warfare,  and  power,  durability,  great- 
ness and  extent  of  dominion,  it  had  no  rival.  Gibbon's 
Eoman  History  is  the  smallest  work  that  gives  even  any 
tolerable  epitome  of  Roman  character. 

4.  It  subdued  all  nations,  and  made  them  tributary 
to  its  power.  Its  vocation,  for  a  tlionsand  years,  was 
that  of  war  for  conquest,  and  it  triumphed  over  all 
opposition. 

5.  Its  political  complexion  was  Eoman  and  Grecian, 
or  iron  and  brass.  The  iron  of  the  legs  in  the  great 
image  in  this  vision,  compose  the  teeth  or  destroying 
policy ;  the  brass  toes  indicate  a  Grecian  admixture  of 
character.  Eome  adopted  the  polish  and  learning  of  the 
Grecians,  and  appeared  with  the  strength  of  military 
power,  polished  with  Grecian  learning.  The  fourth 
beast  of  this  vision  coincides  with  the  iron  legs  of 
Nebuchadnesaar's  vision  in  unity  and  chronology.

Paragraph  II. 


Vision. — "I  considered  the  horns,  and  hehold  there 
came  np  behind*  them  another  little  horn,  before  whom 
there  were  thi'ee  of  the  fii-st  horns  plucked  np  by  the 
roots ;  and  behold  in  this  horn  -were  eyea  like  the  eyes  of 
a  man,  and  a  month  speaking  great  things." 

Interrogation. — Then  I  would  know  the  tratli  of  the 
fonrth  beast,  and  of  the  ten  horns  that  were  in  his  head, 
and  of  the  other  hora  which  came  up,  and  befom  whom 
three  fell ;  even  of  that  horn  that  had  eyee,  and  a  month 
that  spake  veiy  great  things,  whose  look  was  more  stout 
than  !iis  fellows. 

Interpretation. — "Thus  he  said  *  *  the  ten  horns 
out  of  this  Jvingdom,  aiB  ten  Idngs  (or  kingdoms)  that 
shall  arise ;  and  another  shall  arise  Ijehind  them ;  and 
he  shall  be  divei-se  ii-om  the  fiist,  and  shall  subdue  three 
kings.  And  he  shall  speali  great  words  against  the 
Most  High,  and  shall  wear  out  the  saints  of  the  Most 
High,  and  think  to  change  times  and  laws,  and  they 
shall  be  given  into  hia  hand,  until  a  time,  and  times,  and 
the  dividing  of  a  time.  But  the  judgment  shall  eit,  and 
they  shall  take  away  his  dominion,  to  consume  and 
destroy  it  unto  the  end." 

The  period  embraced  by  these  passages,  is  naturally 
divided  into  two  characteristic  parts ;  the  first  describing 
the  ten  horns,  and  the  second,  the  little  horn.  We 
shall,  therefoi'e,  consider  them  separately. 

*MBdo,  Faber,  and  othora. 
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The  Ten  Horns. — The  vision  "before  u9,  is  plainly  a 
chronological  one ;  and  the  body  of  th8  fourth  beast 
represents  the  fourth  kingdom  in  a  united  state ;  the 
home  represent  a  later  and  divided  state  of  the  kingdom, 
and,  coming  out  of  the  head  of  the  empire,  tliey  plainly 
indicate,  that  the  divisions  were  to  occur  in  that  part  of 
the  kingdom  represented  by  the  head.  The  horns,  it  is 
said,  were  to  represent  ten  kings.  The  term  king,  is 
metonymically  put  for  a  kingdom,  or,  the  term  rendered 
king,  may  be  literally  translated  kingdom.  The  ten  toes 
in  the  image,  aiB  said  to  represent  the  broken  state  of 
the  fourth  kingdom ;  and,  as  they  coincide  with  the  ten 
horns,  the  ten  boras  most  also  represent  tiie  brolten  state 
of  the  kingdom  generally,  as  well  as  specifically,  and  its 
being  broken  into  ten  parts.  Sir  Isaac  Newton  remarks, 
that  "whatever  was  their  number  afterward,  they  are  still 
called  the  ten  kingdoms  from  their  firat  number." 

With  this  general  division  into  various  kingdoms,  and 
also  into  ten  spoeifieally,  the  Boman  empire  corresponds, 
for  it  has  been  broken  into  vaiious  kingdoms  in  Asia, 
Africa,  and  Europe,  Europe  was  the  head  of  the 
Eoman  empire ;  and  as  out  of  the  head  of  the  fourth 
beast,  or  kingdom,  the  ten  horns  or  ten  kingdoms  gi-ew, 
BO,  out  of  Roman  Europe,  gi-ew  np  the  specific  number 
of  ten  kingdoms,  immediately  after  the  days  of  Theo- 
doslus.  Bishop  Newton  says,  that  "Eberhai'd,  bishop  of 
Saltzburg,  noticed  it  in  the  diet  of  Eatisbon,  in  1240, 
At  the  Eeforraatiou  it  was  also  ten."  Mr.  Whlston 
says,  that  in  456,  the  number  of  kingdorna  was  exactly 
ten;  and,  that  in  1706,  it  had  neaiiy  returned  to  that 
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number  again.  Sir  Isaac  Newton  enumerated  ten ;  and 
Bishop  Lloyd  and  Machiavel,  also  enumerated  ten ;  and 
Dr.  Thomas  enumerates  ten,  now  existing  in  the  bounds 
of  the  old  lioman  empire  in  Europe.  But  in  Europe, 
tliere  are  now  just  ten  great  ethnological,  or  compound 
and  simple  nationalities,  corresponding  to  "  people, 
nations,  and  tongues."  We  now  give  the  kingdoms  as 
enumerated  by  the  historian  Macliiavel,  who  "ia  con- 
sidered the  beat,  because  the  moat  unprejudiced  judge 
of  tho  manner  in  which  the  Boman  empire  was  origi- 
nally divided.  He  very  undeaignedly,  and  (as  Bishop 
Chandler  remarks)  iittie  thinking  what  he  was  doing, 
reckons  up  the  t&n, priTnary  hingdorm^  as  follows;  1st, 
the  Oati-ogoths  in  Mieia,  377;  2d,  the  Visigoths  in  Pan- 
nonia,  378;  Sd,  the  Suaves  and  Alans  in  Gasgoigno  and 
Spain,  i07;  4th,  the  Vandals  in  Africa,  407;  5th,  the 
Franks  in  Fi-ance,  407;  6th,  the  Burgundians  in  Bur- 
gimdy,  407;  7th,  the  Heruli  and  Turing!  in  Italy,  476; 
8th,  tiie  Saxons  and  Angles  in  Bntain,  476;  9th,  the 
Huns  in  Hungaiy,  356;  10th,  the  Lombards  upon  the 
Danube,  aftei-ward  in  Italy,  483  and  526.  The  dates 
are  given  by  Bishop  Lloyd,  an  excellent  ehronoioger." — 
(Faber  and  JVewton.) 

As  the  ten  boms  were  to  be  found  in  tho  head  of  the 
beast,  of  course,  they  were  all  to  be  in  Europe ;  and,  as 
we  find  the  kingdom  of  the  Vandals  was  in  Africa,  we 
must  look  for  another  kingdom  in  Europe,  not  mentioned 
in  the  above  catalogue.  It  will  be  perceived,  that 
Maehiavel  gives  only  the  new  kingdoms,  cstabh'shed  in 
the  empire  by  foreigneiB.  Wow,  during  this  same  period 
of  the  erection  of  new  kingdoms  in  Eui-ope,  the  kingdom 
of  Rome,  or  that  of  the  western  empii'e,  still  existed  in 
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Italy,  and  jnst  completes  the  nnmber  of  the  ten  king- 
doms in  Europe.  The  two  Kewtoiis,  Mede,  and  Faber, 
all  agree,  and  for  i-easons  differing  from  each  other  and 
our  own,  that  these  ten  kingdoms  were  to  be  in  Europe, 
and  all  the  reasona  are  valid.  Some  peraons  have  con- 
tended for  the  rise  of  ten  Gothio  kingdoms  in  Europe ; 
but  we  think  it  nonsense  to  talk  so,  unleaa  all  the  folks 
in  Enrope  are  to  be  called  Goths.  The  kingdoms  were 
composed  of  Hnns,  Goths,  Germans,  Vandals,  and 
Eomans. 

CLAUSE   II, 

The  Little  Horn. — In  the  divided '  state  of  Rome, 
and  among  the  ten  kingdoms,  another  horn,  of  a  diflerent 
and  remarkable  character,  was  to  arise.  The  points  in 
its  cliaracter  are  veiy  important,  and  clearly  delineated, 
and  we  shall  carefully  distinguish  them. 

1.  We  consider,  fii^t,  the  time  of  its  rise.  The  text 
says,  "anothei'  horn  shall  rise  l>eJdnd\h%xa."  We  have 
here  adopted  the  rendering  of  the  text  given  by  Mr. 
Mede,  and  highly  approved  by  Mr.  Faber.  The  text 
.says,  also,  "the  other  which  came  up;"  "there  came 
up  among  them  another  little  horn."  As  the  prophecy 
is  altogether  chronological,  events  in  it  which  are  said 
to  be  before  any  otlters,  aiB,  of  course,  later  in  time,  and, 
those  which  ai'e  lehind,  or  after  such  event,  are  anterior, 
or  before  it,  in  point  of  time,  and  farther  back  than  the 
other  evenffi.  Mr.  Faber  and  Mr.  Mede  both  agi'ce,  and 
say,  that,  "  in  reality,  the  little  horn  did  not  spring  np 
posterior,  in  point  of  time,  to  the  other  horns.'"  How 
much  farther  back  the  little  horn  arose,  is  not  here 
stated,  but  its  infltience  in  the  state  seems  not  to  have 
been  very  great  at  first,  ss  it  was  called  a  "  Uitle  horn," 
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though  afteiwarcl  it  became  greater  than  all  the  other 
horns,  or  kingdoms,  or  "atontei'  than  its  fellows."  It 
seems  plainly  to  coincide  with  that  power  in  the  fourth 
kingdom  of  the  image,  designated  as  the  clay^  in  the 
feet  and  toes,  and  which  we  have  shown  was  called  a 
kingdom. 

2.  Three  of  the  first  kingdoms  were  to  be  removed 
before  it.  The  text  says,  "  before  whom  there  were 
three  of  the  first  horns  plucked  up  by  the  roots ; "  "  be- 
fore whom  tliree  fell ; "  "  he  shall  snbdue  three  kings." 
The  term,  before,  plainly  applied  to  a  future  state  in  the 
history  of  the  little  liorn,  as  the  term  "  aft^r,  or  l)ehind^^ 
applied  to  a  previous  or  anterior  event,  or  to  the  rise 
of  tho  little  horn  anterior  to  the  ten.  The  three  king- 
doms that  were  to  be  plucked  up  were  to  bo  of  the  first 
horns.  This  may  mean,  as  Newton  thinks,  three  of  the 
other,  or  fii-st  and  differing  class  of  kingdoms ;  or,  as 
Mr.  Faber  thinks,  three  of  the  original  kingdoms  among 
the  ten.  They  were  to  be  totally  extirpated,  or  plucked 
up  by  the  roots. 

3.  The  little  horn  was  to  differ  in  jxilitical  nature 
from  the  other  horns.  "  He  shall  be  divei-se  from  the 
first." 

4.  The  little  horn  was  to  be  a  spiritual  power,  as  well 
as  political.  "  Behold  in  this  hom  were  eyes,  like  the 
eyes  of  a  man,  and  a  mouth  speaking  great  things." 
"  That  horn  that  had  eyes,  and  a  mouth  that  spake  very 
great  things,  whose  look  was  more  stout  than  his  fel- 
lows." "  He  shall  speak  great  words  against  the  Most 
High,  and  shall  wear  out  the  saints  of  the  Most  High, 
and  think  to  change  times  and  laws,  and  they  shall  be 
given  into  his  hand." 
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Eyes,  used  as  a  symbol,  denote  government  anrl  over- 
Bigbt.  This  is  a  customary  figure  to  denote  supeiTision. 
"The  eyes  of  the  Lord"  signify  his  governmental  over- 
Bight  of  the  world.  Isaac  Newton  says,  "  By  its  eyes  it 
was  a  seer;  and  by  its  mouth,  speaking  gi-eat  things, 
and  changing  times  and  laws,  it  was  a  praphet.  A  seer, 
Epishopos,  is  a  bisliop  in  the  literal  sense  of  the  word ; 
and  the  empire  church  of  Europe  claims  the  univereal 
bisboprick."  It  had  two  eyes  as  a  man,  denoting  that 
as  a  man  sees  but  one  object,  through  a  doable  medium, 
EO  this  iiorn  bad  but  one  object  in  its  mind,  and  attained 
its  view  through  a  dual  organisation  of  policy. 

It  was  to  speak  great  things,  and  gi'eat  words  against 
the  Most  High,  and  the  saints  were  to  be  given  into  its 
hand.  Fi-om  this  special  overeight  of  the  saints,  and 
its  political  character  diveree  from  the  other  powere,  and 
its  eyes  and  mouth  of  a  propiiet,  directing  words  against 
God,  it  is  evident  that  this  horn  was  principally  a  spirit- 
nal  power,  thongh  blended  with  the  political,  as  is  indi- 
cated by  the  union  of  the  two  eyes  in  the  horn  or  head. 

5,  He  was  to  "  think  to  change  times  and  laws." 
This  is  plainly  expressive  of  a  will  on  his  part,  to  change 
political  or  spiritual  policy,  oi-  both.  The  iact  of  the 
horn  being  a  spiritual  power,  inclines  ns  to  the  opinion 
that  the  laws  and  times  given  to  it  were  of  a  spiritual 
nature,  rather  than  political. 

6.  The  "times  and  laws  w&re  given  into  its  band." 
Tliis  implies  that  it  received  control  over  times  and 
laws,  from  some  established  authority  tiiat  controlled 
them.  It  therefore  appeal's  that  the  little  horn  was  really 
an  inferior  power,  to  the  beast,  or  empire,  a  sub-controllor 
of  delegated  authority,  and  was  not  possessed  of  original 
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and  sovereign  jurisdiction,  Aa  it  arose  teforc  the  other 
ten  horns  did,  it  must  have  received  its  power  while  the 
fourth  kingdom  was  yet  entire. 

1.  It  was  to  "  wear  OYit  tlie  saints."  The  term  saints, 
in  the  Old  Testament,  is  synonymous  with  Ciiristians  in 
the  Kew.  It  is  remarkable,  that  in  al!  Daniel's  proph- 
ecies of  the  latter  day,  he  never  mentions  the  name  of 
Isiuel  or  Judah,  or  any  thing  about  Jews  after  the 
desti'uction  of  Jemsalem.  The  wearing  ont  of  the  saints 
implies  general  pei-secnted  condition ;  hence,  the  little 
horn  was  a  persecuting  ecclesiastical  power. 

8.  The  period  or  epoch  of  the  giving  of  the  "times 
and  laws  "  into  his  hand  is  not  stated  in  the  text,  and  is 
left  to  bo  ascertained  by  the  facts.  Of  conrse  as  each 
point  in  the  miniature  description  of  the  prophet,  em- 
braces a  largo  and  emphatic  epoch  or  characteristic  in 
the  realization  of  his  prediction,  the  epocli  of  giving 
times  and  laws  into  the  hands  of  the  spiritual  will  be 
by  no  means  an  obscure  or  minute  one.  Those  who 
look  to  smal!  mattei-s  in  detail,  v?ill  never  find  a  realiza- 
tion ;  for  "  no  pi-ophecy  is  of  any  private  (or  obscnre) 
interpretation,"  or  applies  to  ohseuro  events. 

9,  The  length  of  the  era  during  which  these  laws  and 
times  were  to  be  under  conti'ol  of  the  horn,  is  said  to  be 
"time,  times,  and  the  dividing  of  a  time,"  or  three 
and  a  haif  times ;  or  just  half  a  week  of  years,  or  of 
years  of  years,  for  twice  three  and  a  half  make  seven 
times  or  years.  This  is  a  Hebrew  expression  of  the 
exact  length  of  time  the  litde  hom  was  to  have  "  domin- 
ion" over  the  laws,  and  times,  and  Christiana, 

It  is  also  stated,  that  there  would  bo  two  distinct 
epochal  periods  at  which  the  jurisdiction  of  the  little 
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horn  slionld  terminate.  Expositors  have  never  noticed 
them ;  hnt  Daniel  gives  them.  He  says :  "  I  beheld, 
and  the  same  horn  made  war  witli  the  saints,  and  pre- 
vailed against  them,  until  the  ancient  of  days  eame, 
and  jiidgmimt  was  given  to  the  eainta  of  the  Most 
High ;  and  the  time  came  that  the  saints  possessed  the 
kingdom" 

Hei-e  two  distinct  points  of  time  are  mentioned,  which 
are  some  distance  apai-t ;  for,  in  addition  to  the  separate- 
ness  of  them  in  this  sentence,  the  prophet  shows  ns  that 
the  ancient  of  days  came  sometime  before  the  kingdom 
was  possessed ;  and  also  shows  that  the  ancient  of  days 
conqtiei-ed  the  beast  before  the  kingdom  of  the  world 
was  possessed  by  the  Idngdom,  It  therefore  follows 
that  the  three  and  a  half  times  must  also  have  a  doable 
ending. 

Om-  discovery  sboivs  that  three  and  a  half  times  have 
fi-om  two  to  fonr  distinct  lengths.  Two  of  them  are 
certainly  applicable  here,  and  the  others  may  pcffisibly 
be;  and  these  two  we  mention.  The  first  is  1,451  years 
and  17  days  long,  or  539,984  days ;  the  second  is  one- 
seventh  less,  and  1,243  years  and  277  days  long,  or 
454,372  days. 

10.  The  little  hom  was  also  to  be  a  political  power. 
The  text  saysj  "they  shall  take  away  his  dominion 
to  consunae  and  destroy  it  unto  the  end."  The  term 
dominion  implies  authority,  and  the  fact  that  he  was  to 
be  "  more  stout  than  his  fellows,"  indicates  that  ho  was 
to  exercise  superior  authority  as  a  secular  mler. 

11.  The  dominion  of  the  little  horn  was  to  be  in 
Europe.  This  follows  from  this  fact :  the  iiead  of  the 
beast  reprcficntR  the  head  of  the  kingdom,  and  the  ,head 
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of  the  beast,  oi-  Roman  empire,  was  altogether  in  Europe. 
As,  therefore,  the  ten  homa  were  contined  to  Europe, 
the  little  Lorn  is  confined  there  also,  because  all  were  in 
tlie  head  of  the  beast. 

We  have  now  given  all  the  points  by  which  to  identify 
tlie  little  horn;  we  proceed  to  identify  it  witli  tlic  papal 
power  in  Europe. 

Coincidence  First. — The  little  horn,  we  have  seen, 
was  to  rise  in  advance  of  the  ten  kingdoms,  and  of 
conrae  prior  to  the  year  356,  for,  in  that  year  the  first  of 
the  ten  kingdoms  arose.  Now,  it  so  happens,  that  the 
Koman  patriarchate  was  joined  with  the  patriarchates  of 
Constantinople,  Antioch,  and  others,  and  made  np  the 
gi'eat  lioman  church  of  Christiana.  Each  of  these  patri- 
arcliates  had  its  own  well-defined  limits,  and  the  patri- 
archate of  Rome  had  its  own  jurisdiction  separate  from 
all  other  jurisdictions.  To  each  of  these  patriai'chateB 
■was  assigned  the  conti'ol  of  its  own  ecclesiastical  aflaii-s ; 
and  each  was  amenable  to  the  clmi-ch  head,  or  emperor, 
and  not  one  to  another.  Tlie  emperor  was  head  of  all 
the  chm'ches,  in  name  and  in  fact.  There  has  been  a 
world  of  disputation  about  the  time  when  the  Pope  was 
made  head  of  all  the  churches.  If  this  point  bad  been 
settled  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  parties,  nothing  would  be 
gained  by  it  that  would  interpret  the  prophecy ;  for  nothing 
is  said  about  the  nnivei-sal  headship  of  the  Pope  through- 
out the  Koman  empire ;  bnt  simply  the  headship  of  the 
little  horn- in  Europe,  or  among  the  tea  liorns,  is  all  that 
is  referred  to.  Now,  the  Pope  never  was  mado  head  of 
all  the  cborches  in  the  Roman  empii-e.  In  the  days  of 
Justinian  a  decree  was  passed  to  the  effect  that  be  should 
bear  that  title :  but.  in  the  first  place,  Jnatinian  did  not 
16 
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have  jurisdiction  otgi  the  original  Eoman  empire,  for 
tlie  Wcstei-n  empire  was  fai'  gone  in  ite  decadence  in  hia 
day;  and,  in  the  second  placu,  Justinian  retained  al! 
power  over  the  church  in  his  part  of  the  old  empire,  in 
his  own  hands,  and  the  Pope  only  enjoyed  a  delegated 
power,  for  wliich  he  was  responsible  to  the  emperor. 
This  eubjeet  has  been  reviewed,  within  a  few  months 
past,  by  the  Eoyal  Society  of  Literature. 

It  was  agreed  that  the  theories  of  Mr.  Elliot,  and  Mr. 
Faber,  making  epochs  in  papal  univei-sal  supremacy  in 
the  days  of  Justinian  and  Phocas,  were  not  sustained 
by  history.  They  afSrm,  that  the  power  of  the  papacy 
was  far  greater  before  these  dates  than  for  soma  time 


They  say  that,  "the  eastern  emperoi-s  gave  the  title 
of  universal  bishop  to  the  patriarchs  of  Constantinople, 
while  they  maintained  their  own  autocratic  supremacy  ; 
and  the  western  emperoi-s,  on  the  other  hand,  fully  ad- 
mitted the  spiritual  claim,  but  withheld  the  specific 
title."  "  If  Justinian  intended  to  confer  excliBive  pow- 
ers on  the  papacy,  yet  these  powera  had  already  been 
conferred  on  it  by  Theodosius,  A.  D.,  380,  by  the  exer- 
tions of  Leo  the  Great,  and  by  the  decree  of  Valentinian 
in."  "  It  is  clear  that  Justinian  held  that  the  imperial 
sanction  was  necessary  to  impart  the  power  of  law  even 
to  ecclesiastical  ordinances."  "Again,  the  character  of 
Justinian  as  a  legislator,  is  against  it,  {the  supremacy  of 
the  Pope).  Of  his  own  will  he  drew  up  a  complete  co^e 
of  laws  for  the  universal  church,  entering  into  al!  the 
minntite  of  doctrine,  discipline,  &c.  Such  a  ruler  may 
have  disregarded,  but  almost  certainly  did  not  intend  to 
promote  the  power  of  the  Roman  hisho-^."—(j^oohal 
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Periods  Papal  History^  With  these  Btatementa  we 
cordially  agi'ee,  for  they  are  exactly  accordant  with  our 
own  deductions  from  liistory.  "We  now  quote  frora 
Euaebiua,  proving  that  the  Roman  patriarcliate  was  not 
above  any  other  in  authority,  and  that  Constantino  was 
head  of  tho  chnrchee,  and  no  one  else,  except  by  dele- 
gated power, 

"Gabon  VI. — Of  the  distinguished  honors  wMchw^e 
decreed  to  the  Chief  Bishops  in  Ecclesiastioal  Qovem- 
ment. — Let  the  ancient  usage  prevail  of  Egypt,  Libya, 
and  Pentapolis,  that  the  bishop  of  Alexandria  hare  juris- 
diction over  all  these  provinces,  since  this  is  the  custom 
with  regard  to  the  bishop  of  Rome.  In  like  manner  at 
Antioch,  and  in  the  other  provinces,  let  the  churches 
preserve  their  privileges.  It  is  very  clear  that  if  any  one 
be  made  a  bishop  without  tlie  consent  of  the  metro-poli- 
tan,  the  great  eonueil  has  decreed  he  ought  not  to  be  a 
bishop." 

This  decree  of  Constantme  clearly  shows  that  all  final 
authority  was  vested  m  himself,  and  that  the  bishop,  or 
patriarch  of  Rome  was  not  president  over  the  other 
patriai'chates,  and  that  he  endoi-sed  the  acts  of  the  Coun- 
cil of  Kice.  The  truth  of  the  whole  matter  of  tho  papal 
power  in  Europe,  is  this ;  the  church  was  united  to  the 
state  in  the  year  335,  A,  D,,  on  the  19th  of  June,  on  the 
thirteenth  of  the  kalends  of  July ;  *  and  Constantino 

*  Wo  place  ehuroJt  and  stato  union  on  the  opening  day  of  the 
Council  of  Niue,  beeauaa  it  nas  on  that  day  that  the  first  great  ecole- 
siaatical  assembly  met  by  order  of  the  imperial  decree ;  and  in  the 
morning  the  emperor  appeared  in  the  ussembly,  and  in  an  oration, 
proclaimed  formally  lie  powers  he  conferred  upon  tbem  in  the  state. 
He  stated,  impliedly,  that  the  decisions  of  that  assembly  should  be 
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was  a  priest,  and  was  the  real  head  of  the  church,  aiid 
controlkr  of  it,  and  the  s\ipreme  legislator,  executive,  and 
judge  in  it.  The  clnirch  waa  divided  into  large  diBtricts 
called  sees,  or  patiiarchates,  and  the  district,  or  pati-i- 
archate,  of  the  Eoman  bishop  compreliended  all  of  Europe. 
Each  patriai'ch  controlled  as  supreme  executive,  legisJa- 
tor,  and  judge,  in  his  own  great  district,  and  -was  respon- 
BJble  to  the  emperor,  and  not  the  bishop  of  Eome ;  aud 
no  independent  eonti-ol,  free  from  imperial  overaight, 
was  ever  given  to  any  bishop,  or  patriarch,  in  the  Roman 
empire.  The  Eoman  patriarchate  was,  however,  more 
honorable,  influential,  and  wealthy,  than  any  other,  and 
accumulated  gi-eater  power,  subsequently.  A  claim  to 
supremacy  was  made  by  the  Homan  bishop,  but  was 
resisted  by  the  other  pati-iarchs,  and  a  conti'oversy  and 
severance  of  the  Greek  and  Latin  churches,  was  the 
result ;  and  the  contest  still  goes  on  between  them  about 
it,  and  will  yet  be  the  ruin  of  Eome, 

Neither  in  law  nor  fact,  was  the  Latin  church  ever 
made  head  of  the  church  throughout  all  the  patriarchates 
by  an  imperial  decree  of  the  Koraan  empire. 

The  power  of  the  Eoman  See  was  greatly  augmented 

rospeoted  as  lair  in  the  empire,  by  imporial  sanction;  and  from  thot 
day  to  tMa  tiat  speech  he  made  has  been  tie  iinderstood  basis  of 
chnroh  and  state  vmioo.  He  proposed  to  settle  church  differences, 
and  enforce  unity  of  faith ;  "hoping,  (says  he,)  by  Mr  iBTsnfUBEKCB, 
it  remedy  might  be  applied  to  the  eril,  I  beht  poa  loir  all  without 

The  various  deoreoe  of  that  beginning  of  iniquitoua  coundla,  ■were 
sanctioned  by  imperial  antioiity  ;  and  on  the  first  day  of  the  connoil 
was  formally  begun  a  system  of  ecoleaiastical  despotism  under  which 
millions  hare  suffered  martyrdom.  It  was  the  first  formal  meeting 
of  civil  and  ecclesiastical  power  in  nnion. 
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by  several  emperors,  after  Conetantine,  down  to  tlie  days 
of  Justinian.  He  reorganized  all  Eoman  law,  and  in 
doing  so,  he  reorganized  the  civil  and  ecclesiastical  de- 
partments  of  government,  generally.  His  code  of  laws 
settles  diBtinetively  the  powei-s  of  the  church,  and  of  the 
several  patriarchates,  and  of  that  of  Eomein  particulai'. 
He  gave  it  its  limits,  and  its  prerogatives,  and  distin- 
guished them  from  those  of  his  own  and  others ;  and  let 
it  be  understood  that  he  was  the  fiist  head  in  the  chiircli 
in  Europe,  and  that  the  bishop  of  Eome  was  secoml. 
Justinian,  in  these  laws,  certainly  gave  precedence  to 
tlie  Roman  bmliop,  over  the  bishop  of  Constantinople 
and  over  other  patriarchates,  but  this  precedency  he  had 
enjoyed  before ;  it  was  a  precedency  of  honor,  and  not 
of  power ;  for  Justinian  says,  he  gives  him  only  that 
which  had  been  allowed  by  the  councils.  '^  fSanoimus, 
seotmdum  {sacmrum  gynodontm)  defimtiones^  sano- 
tisimum,  senioris  Romm  "papam  priorwri  esse  ow^ 
nmm  saoerdotum :  ieatissinrnm  emtem  arcM^isoqpum 
Constatitinopollos  novw  Romm  se<nmdum  habere  lo- 
cum, post  sanctam,  apostolicam  senioris  Rorrux  sed&m; 
alies  autem  omnibus  sedihus  proponatury — {Jmiin, 
JVovell.— Tit.  14,  Constitut.  cxxxi:  cap.  2.) 

The  decree  of  Phocas,  so  much  dwelt  upon  by  many, 
as  given  in  604,  6,  or  8,  A,  D,,  gave  no  new  power  to 
the  papacy.  The  veiy  existence  of  any  such  decree, 
is  now  generally  doubted ;  it  certainly  can  not  bo  proved 
to  have  existed.  The  reorganization  and  JuU  consum- 
mation of  church  and  state  union,  transpired  in  the 
days  of  Justinian,  and  between  the  years  529  and  534. 
The  work  of  reorganization  of  Eoman  law,  was  began 
by  Ti'ibonian,  in  consequence  of  a  decree  of  Justiniait

to  that  effect,  dated  February  Sd,  528.  "  In  little  more 
than  a  year  the  new  code,  containing  in  twelve  booka 
all  the  imperial  laws,  from  the  accession  of  the  Emperor 
Adrian,  was  ready  to  appear.  Justinian  affixed  the 
imperial  seal  to  the  new  constitution  in  A.  D.,  539." 

In  three  years  more,  the  digest  or  pandectB  were  com- 
pleted, and  invested  with  the  authority  of  law,  December 
16th,  533. 

A  revised  code  waa  published  in  534,  November  16th. 
In  these,  the  laws  of  church  government  are  embraced, 
and  "laws  and  times"  in  Europe,  were  given  to  the 
empire  church.  The  beginning  of  this  union  was  in  the 
days  of  Constantine,  No  critical  historian  will  impeach 
our  historical  account  of  the  papal  power,  unless  he  is  a 
prejudiced  pei-son.  It  is  unquestionably  true,  that  the 
papal  j><?we3',  as  such,  took  its  rise  from  the  decrees  of 
Constantine,  and  from  the  union  of  church  and  state ; 
for  then  it  received  delegated  power  from  the  civil 
government,  for  the  first  time,  and  has  held  it  ever  since. 

Papal  control  being  always  nearly  limited  to  Europe, 
it  agrees  well  with  the  little  horn  kingdom,  whieli  was 
limited  to  the  head  of  the  beast. 

Coincidence  Second. — Three  kingdoms  were  to  be 
removed  before  the  little  hom  kmgdom,  and  these  were 
to  be  of  the  first  horns  or  kingdoms.  Of  course,  the 
little  horn  was  to  have  come  up  antecedent  to  them. 

As  Kome,  since  its  broken  state  began,  has  been  filled 
with  a  great  succession  of  kingdoms,  far  exceeding  the 
number,  ten,  which  were  to  arise,  it  is  evident  that  there 
mast  be  a  particular  era  in  which  these  first  ten  are  to 
be  found.  No  expositor  has  ever  touched  this  point,  and 
here  we  are  unaided  by  co-laborers. 
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The  limit  of  this  period  of  the  first  ten  kingdoms,  we 
suppose  common  sense  wil!  decide.  It  mnst  be  snpposed 
to  be  finislied  as  soon  as  ten  kingdoms  made  their 
appearance  in  Europe.  The  firet  ten  kingdoms  in 
Enrope,  after  the  broken  state  of  the  Western  empire 
began,  we  reckon  as  follows:  1.  Visigoths ;  2.  Suaves; 
8.  Franks;  4.  Burgnndians ;  S.Britons;  6.  Huna  ;  7. 
Saxons;  8.  Lombards;  9.  Ostrogoths;  10.  Westsm 
empire  in  Italy. 

This  list  comprises  the  first  ten  kingdonis  tbat  existed 
si  mnl  tan  eon  sly  in  Enrope,  just  as  the  horns  are  repre- 
sented on  the  head  of  the  beast.  It  is  not  therefore  liable 
to  tlie  objections  to  which  any  other  list,  that  has  ever 
been  presented,  mnst  be.  The  last  three,  wei-e  of  the 
first  list  of  tea  kingdoms  that  appeai"ed  in  Enrope ;  and 
these  three  were  all  removed  before  the  papal  power  in 
Italy.  It  is  tme,  the  Ostrogoths  were  located  first  in 
Moesia ;  but  they  removed  to  Italy  and  conquered  it,  and 
were  themselves  conquei-ed  and  uprooted  there. 

The  Western  empire,  which  lingered  as  a  small  state, 
ceased  to  exist  under  Augustnlus,  in  i76.  The  Lom- 
bards, whose  kingdom  was  fli-st  on  the  Danube,  removed 
to  Italy,  and  possessed  it ;  but  were  subdued  by  Pepin, 
and  their  territories  given  to  St.  Peter. 

Bishop  Newton  has  presented  another  list,  differing 
from  ours ;  and  Mr.  Eaber,  anotlier.  But  they  are 
otjectionable  on  various  grounds.  Bishop  Kewton,  to 
make  up  his  list  of  the  three  that  were  uprooted,  has 
made  a  list  of  a  second  set  of  ten  kingdoms,  which 
appeared  later  than  the  firet  ten,  which  seems  improper, 
Mr,  Eaber  makes  the  kingdom  of  the  Heruli  and  Eugii, 
or  of  Odoacer,  one  of  the  horns ;  but  as  this  kingdom 
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■was  of  only  seventeen  years  contimiance  over  Kome,  we 
have  not  counted  it,  it  not  coiTcspooding  with  the  general 
scope  of  the  prophecy  which  notices  only  the  largei- 
features  of  history.  Oura  may  be  thought  not  to  coin- 
cide vrith  the  test,  "which  says,  "  he  shall  subdue  three 
kingdoms."  But  it  will  he  remembered,  that  it  is  once 
affirmed,  that  three  shall  fall  before  the  little  horn,  and 
that  before  it,  three  of  thejirsi  were  plucked  up  by  the 
roots,  and  then,  that  it  shall  snbdue  three.  Now,  a  king 
is  said  to  subdue  a  people  when  he  does  it  instru- 
mentally,  or  through  other  agencies ;  and  such  is  the  case 
here.  We  have  here  shown  that  three  of  tlie  first  fell 
before  the  papal  power ;  and  Bishop  Newton  shows,  that 
three  others,  not  of  the  first  ten,  but  of  a  second  ten, 
■were  overthrown  at  the  iiistigation  of  the  papal  power. 
So,  that  we  are  both  coiTect;  and  the  prophet  meant 
two  sets  of  "  three  kingdoms," 

This  double  showing  of  coincidences  between  the  little 
horn  and  papacy,  is  a  double  proof  of  the  fulfillment 
of  the  prophecy  in  the  papacy.  The  minute  accuracy 
of  this  description  of  papacy  is  veiy  remarkable.  Sir 
Isaac  and  Bishop  Newton  both  show  that  the  Lombards, 
the  state  of  Kome,  and  Eavenna,  were  removed  at  the 
instigation  of  the  Eomau  See,  and  that  the  Eoman  See 
then  became  a  political  power  in  the  territories  occupied 
by  these  several  l-ingdoms 

ComcidenGe  Tknd  — The  httle  horn  was  to  be  differ- 
ent from  all  of  its  ten  associates.  This  is  true  of  the 
papal  po-ftei,  whieh,  m  its  double  nature  of  a  politico- 
ecclesiastical  government,  was  diverse  fi-om  all  the  king- 
doms of  Euiope 

Coineidenoe  Fourth. — The  little  horn  was  to  be  an 
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ecclesiastical  power.  This  is  what  the  empire  clmrch 
was  from  the  beginning,  and  etill  claims  to  be. 

Coincidence  Fiftli. — Tlie  little  horn  was  to  speak 
great  swelling  words  against  the  Most  High. 

The  blasphemy  of  the  papal  power  has  been  echoed, 
in  papal  thunder,  in  all  of  its  history.  No  government 
eva-  erected,  on  eai'th,  has  been  such  a  pure  embodiment 
of  great  swelling  claims,  arrogant  pretensions,  and  God- 
like expressions,  and  lordly  assnmptions,  as  tlie  erapii-e 
church.  Its  eelf-adulation  has  been  its  fame ;  and  it  has 
consented  to  be  called  the  Lord  God;  its  glory  has 
been  to  bestow  empire  on  kings,  as  a  God ;  and  it  claims 
to  be  the  vicegerent  of  Jehovah,  and  to  dispense  favors, 
and  to  i-eeeive  woi-ship,  are  as  notorious  as  its  existence. 
Massive  volumes  of  its  bulls  and  thunder  lie  open  before 
us;  and  its  history  is  one  of  blasphemy  against  God. 
Those  who  believe  iu  the  divinity  of  its  claims,  regard 
all  of  its  character  as  proper  and  consistent ;  but  tliey 
who  deny  them,  can  not  but  consider  them  as  making 
the  ecclesiastical  power  equal  with  God,  and  of  setting  a 
rival  deityship  to  the  Almighty. 

Goi/noidenoe  Sixth. — ^He  was  to  think  to  change  time? 
and  laws. 

"The  appointing  fests  and  feasts ;  granting  absolution 
and  indulgences  for  siu ;  instituting  new  modes  of  wor- 
ship ;  imposing  new  articles  of  faith ;  enjoining  new 
rales  of  practice,  and  revei-sing  at  pleasure  the  laws  botli 
of  God  and  of  men,"  are  parts  of  the  changes  introduced 
into  primitive  Christianity  by  the  church  power ;  it  ha'^ 
claimed  supremacy  and  infallibility  in  these  and  all  of 
its  acts  and  changes.  The  empire  church  power,  in 
spiritual  nmtters,  has  been  emphatically  a  law  and  timi.' 
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changing  power,  and  freely  elaims  the  autliority  to  make 
these  changes. 

Coincidence  Seventh. — ^Times,  and  laws,  and  Chris- 
tians, in  Earope,  were  given  into  its  hand. 

These  were  ecclesiastical  laws  and  times.  Now, 
papal  power  claims  to  have  its  spiritual  power  from  St. 
Peter;  yet,  what  it  claims  in  this  I'espect,  it  was  not 
allowed  to  raakc  use  of  until  the  union  of  chm'ch  and 
state.  At  that  time  supreme  ecclesiastical  power  in 
Europe  was  granted  to  the  Roman  See  by  Constantine, 
and  by  his  euccessoi-s.  By  virtue  of  this  authority  the 
papacy  could  decide  who  were  heretics,  and  hand  them 
over  to  the  civil  authority  to  he  punished ;  and  by  virtue 
of  this  very  authority,  miliions  of  the  pious  suffered  tor- 
ture, privation,  and  death,  on  account  of  their  religion. 

The  Council  of  Nice,  which  met  on  the  19th  of  June, 
335,  was  tll3  first  gi'eat  common  council  to  which 
authority  to  change  "  times  "  wPS  given ;  and  in  it,  the 
legate  of  the  Pope  presided.  The  Eoman  church  being 
the  European  part  of  this  counciS,  received  its  pro-rata 
share  to  change  the  times  and  laws  of  Christianity. 

"  The  question  relating  to  the  observance  of  Easter  was 
atill  undecided.  It  was  one  of  the  principal  reasons  for 
convoking  the  Council  of  Nice ;  being  the  most  important 
subject  to  be  considered  after  the  Arian  controversy.  It 
■was  decreed  to  celebrate  Easter  on  the  same  day,  and  the 
Oriental  prelates  promised  to  confonn  to  the  practice  of 
Eome  and  of  all  the  west." — {Misebiits,  Eo.  IT.) 

The  various  canons  and  decisions  of  this  most  famous 
of  all  councils,  have  resulted  in  -^n&t  persecutions.  In 
this  council  it  "  was  proposed  that  bishops,  priests,  dea- 
cons, and  Euh-deacons,  siiould  abstain  fi-om  cohabitation 
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with  the  wives  they  had  married  while  laymen."  This 
infamous  proposition,  together  with  the  more  intamous 
one  of  the  ceHhacy  of  the  clergy,  waa  enacted  by  the 
papacy. — {See  History  Council  of  Nioe^ 

The  decisions  of  these  conncils  weiB  those  of  the 
church  united  to  the  state,  and  became  antlioiitati  ve  by 
civil  reaffiraiation,  and  each  patriarch  was  bound  to  see 
the  decisions  of  the  councils  carried  out. 

Times  and  laws  were  given  to  the  hands  of  the  pa- 
triarchs, at  the  union  of  church  and  state,  in  genei-al, 
but  to  each  the  control  of  tliem  in  !iis  own  disti'ict ;  and 
of  course,  at  that  time,  Borne  had  the  times  and  laws  of 
the  church  in  Europe  given  into  its  hand,  for  it  presided 
over  Europe, 

Coincidence  Eighth. — The  little  horn  was  to  wear  out 
tlie  saints. 

It  ia  universally  agreed,  that  "  the  pei'seciition  of 
Chriatians,  by  those  ,f^f  the  same  name,  began  almost  as 
soon  as  the  comipt  aliiance  of  the  Catholic  church  with 
the  state." — [Enoyo.  R.  K^  To  compute  the  endless 
numbers  of  pmfessed  Christians  who  have  been  destroyed 
by  the  instrumentality  of  the  established  Komaa  church, 
is  impossible :  massacres,  judicial  mnrdera,  fires,  chains, 
axes,  rocks,  gibbets,  bayonets,  wheels,  knives,  swords, 
guns,  j>owder,  water,  prisons,  dungeons,  famine,  wild 
beasts,  inquisitions,  wars,  and  crusades,  have  been  used 
as  general  and  particular  agents  by  the  Roman  Chris- 
tians, to  wear  out  the  professed  followei-s  of  Jesus  Christ, 
ever  since  church  and  state  were  united.  We  appeal 
to  the  page  of  impartial  history,  to  confirm,  and  more 
than  establish  our  position,  that  the  empire  church  of 
s  has  worn  out  the  saints  of  the  Most  High. 
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Coincidence  .Ifinth.— The  period  of  tlie  giving  tlia 
laws  and  tlnieB  into  the  hand  of  the  little  horn. 

If  Tve  ta'aee  the  history  of  the  ecclesiastical  power  of 
papacy,  we  find  its  inthor  tative  powei  to  entoiee  its 
decrees  hy  the  civil  aim  heg  ns  with  the  Council  of 
Nice  and  the  deoiecs  ot  C^nstintne,  and  thit  they 
were  ratified  by  Justmnn  m  hie  icorginizataon  of  the 
Eoman  law. 

Goinoidmice  Tm.ih  — The  1  ttle  hoin  was  to  coi  t  nue 
in  power  over  the  Oliii  tion''  Mhile  ch  rch  ind  atite 
union  eontinned,  oi  for  thiee  and  a  hilt  t  mes  Tl  s 
■was  to  be  for  529  9S4  days  and  for  l,2i3  yeaiB  and 
277  days. 

Now,  if  we  date  the  origin  of  the  papal  power  on  the 
19th  of  June,  835  A.  D.,  the  day  of  the  session  of  the 
Council  of  Nice,  and  its  opening  by  the  emperor ;  and 
then  add  to  it  529,984  days,  and  it  brings  us  down 
exactly  to  the  4t[i  of  July,  1776.  On  that  very  day 
the  United  States  declared  theu-  independence  of  civil 
and  eccIeeiaBtical  monai-chy,  and  that  day  was  the  first 
on  which  the  church  had  been  hted  fiom  the  domination 
of  civil  and  ecclesiastical  powci  fiom  the  days  of  Con- 
stantine.  If  we  now  date  the  end  of  the  other  period  of 
1,243  years,  and  277  days,  at  the  1th  of  J  Uj  1776 
we  are  carried  back  to  the  jear  53  anl  the  n  ntl  ot 
October.  Now,  it  is  well  known,  tl  at  j  t  at  tl  s  very 
point  of  time,  Justinian's  laws,  confi  n  g  anl  con 
pletelyeatablishingthepapal  juiisdict  on  vertle  hu  h 
in  Enrope,  wei^e  made.     Tor  explanation  of  these  times, 


There  were  to  be  two  ending  epochs  to  the  power  of 
the  little  horn ;  the  fii-st  was  when  a  Christian  nation,

called  the  Ancient  of  Days,  was  to  rise,  and  &o  eecond 
when  it  was  to  conquer  Europe.  But  we  coosider 
those  points,  which  relate  to  the  future,  in  their  proper 
place ;  here  we  are  simply  adducing  proofs  of  our  cor- 
rectness. There  never  was  a  religious  persecution  in 
the  United  States.  Since  its  rise,  the  papal  power  in 
Enrope  has  been  almost  shorn  of  its  persecuting  power, 
but  still  it  possesses  it  to  a  certain  extent. 

Coincidence  EleventJi-.—llhQ  little  horn  was  to  con- 
tinue in  power  ova'  Christians  in  the  west,  while  chnrch 
and  Btate  union  continued ;  and  this  was  to  last  for  three 
and  a  half  times.  "We  have  already  seen  that  there 
were  to  be  two  ending  epochs  to  these  times.  Now,  three 
and  a  half  times  equal  529,984  daj^,  and  1,243  yeai-s, 
and  277  days,  and  also  1,S39  years,  312  days.  Dating 
these  at  the  19tb  of  June,  325,  and  at  532,  when  cbui'cli 
and  state  union  began,  and  we  are  landed  at  the  4th 
of  July,  1776,  exactly ;  and  earned  further  down  to 
1865.  {See  discovery)  Now,  on  the  fourth  day  of 
July,  1776,  tlie  first  great  epoch  of  elmrch  and  state 
union  in  the  west  took  place,  at  the  rise  of  the  United 
States  of  America.  On  that  veiy  day,  independence  of 
church  and  state  monarchy  was  proclaimed  to  the  world. 
This  was  the  fii-st  day  that  the  cliurch  had  been  free 
&om  civil  domination  since  the  reign  of  Constantine. 
The  fulfillment  of  the  "  times "  was  thus  realized  to  a 
day.  As  to  the  future  date  of  1865,  wo  can  not  be 
positive,  for  the  times  have  four  interpretations,  and  the 
last  one  ends  in  1878.  The  interpretation  which  ends 
in  1865,  is  purely  from  analogy. 

No  coincidence  of  events  with  prophecy  was  ever 
more  accurate  than  the  one  here  shown  to  end  in  Julyj 
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1776.  It  settles  the  questioo  of  our  accuracy  with 
mathematical  precision,  and  we  challenge  tlie  whole 
world  to  overthrow  it.  It  waa  predicted  that  church 
and  state  union  should  begin  to  he  dissolved  three  and 
a  half,  or  529,984  days  after  it  hegan  ;  and  just  exactly 
this  nuinher  of  days  from  its  beginning,  on  June  lath, 
335,  it  began  to  cease,  at  the  rise  of  the  United  States, 
July  4th,  1776.  Can  any  thing  he  more  astonishingly 
correct  than  this  ? 

We  may  look  for  the  last  epoch  soon. 

Goinoid&ace  Twdfth.  —  The  little  horn  was  to  be 
confined  praperly  to  the  west,  or  to  the  region  generally 
occupied  by  the  broken  powers  of  the  empire.  This  has 
also  been  true  of  the  weBtem  clmrch.  It  hae  claimed 
much  beyond  this  diameter,  but  it  has  never  enjoyed 
dominion  out  of  the  range  of  the  west.  It  has  been 
limited  mainly  to  Europe. 

Coineidenoe  Thirteenth. — The  littlehorn  was  to  possess 
political  dominion.  The  western  church  existed,  as  an 
ecclesiastical  kingdom,  from  325  to  754  or  800,  when 
Pepin  and  Charlemagne  conferred  political  power  upon 
it  as  a  settled  country,  and  definite  seat  of  empire. 

We  now  claim  that  we  have  shown  a  perfect  and 
minute  coincidence  between  the  little  horn  and  the  west- 
em,  or  Latin  church,  and  that  we  have  not  failed  in  a 
single  point ;  and  as  a  perfect  coincidence  of  history  and 
prophecy  is  infallibly  a  perfect  fulfillment,  we  claim  to 
have  shown,  infallibly,  that  the  Httlo  horn  among  tho 
ten,  predicted  the  western,  or  Latin,  church,  in  Europe, 
as  distinct  ii-om  the  Gi'eek  church. 
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Vision. — "  I  beheld  even  tOl  the  beast  was  slain,  and 
his  body  destroyed,  and  given  to  the  burning  flame.  As 
for  the  rest  of  the  beasts,  they  had  tlieir  dominion  taken 
away ;  yet  their  lives  were  prolonged  for  a  season  and  a 

It  is  remarkable  that  no  interpretation  of  this  point 
is  given  by  the  prophets.  The  other  pai-ts  of  the  vision 
being  understood,  there  ■will  be  no  ti^oiible  in  under- 
standing this.  As  the  vision  was  a  chronological  one, 
and  as  it  is  plain  that  the  fourth  beast  was  the  Eomau 
empire,  it  is  also  equally  plain,  that  the  broken  stato 
represented  by  the  horns,  is  an  entirely  different  ono 
from  that  represented  by  the  beast  after  the  coming  oi' 
the  ancient  of  days.  The  body  of  the  empire  having  been 
broken  up,  it  must  of  course  exist  again,  in  order  to 
realize  the  prediction,  which  says,  "  the  heasi,  was  slain 
and  hie  lody  destroyed,  and  given  to  the  burning  flame," 
The  reorganization  of  the  fouiih  kingdom  seems,  there- 
fore, inevitable,  in  order  to  its  final  and  total  deetmetion 
as  described. 

The  taking  away  of  the  dominion  of  those  beasts,  or 
empires,  whose  capitals  were  in  Asia,  and  the  prolonga- 
tion of  their  lives  for  some  period  beyond  the  desti-uction 
of  Europe,  coincides  with  the  other  prophets,  who  show 
the  Millennial  government  first  to  embrace  America  and 
Europe,  or  the  white  race,  and  allow  Asia  to  remain 
pretty  much  in  its  former  condition.  Ancient  Eomo 
was  an  empire  in  three  continents,  and  so  at  its  re- 
construction it  will  embrace  eimilar  poi-tions  of  threo 
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continents.  This  coincides  with  tlie  feet,  ^old,  silver, 
and  brass,  of  the  former  vision,  with  the  wlUfal  king,  who 
possesses  portions  of  Europe,  Asia,  and  Africa,  and 
with  the  eighth  head  of  the  heast,  allied  with  the  kings, 
■who  is  to  be  taken  with  the  false  prophet,  as  related  by 
St.  John. 


This  vision  of  Danie],  coincides  throughont,  with  that 
of  Nebuchadnezzar ;  the  one  presents  us  with  six  king- 
doms, so  does  the  other.  The  final  kingdom  of  the 
mountain,  in  the  first,  corresponds  with  the  final  king- 
dom of  the  Son  of  Man,  in  the  second ;  and  the  four 
kingdoms  of  gold,  silver,  brass,  and  iron,  coincide  with 
the  four  kingdoms  of  the  beasts ;  and  the  remaining  fifth 
kingdom  of  stone,  in  the  former,  coincides  with  the  fifth 
kingdom  of  the  ancient  of  days  in  the  latter. 

We  may  remark,  that  no  regular  and  systematic  inter- 
relation of  the  ancient  of  days,  has  ever  been  attempted . 
Opinions,  as  to  its  signification,  have  been  given,  bnt 
the  best  expositors  have  passed  over  it  as  inexplicable 
in  their  day.  We  affirm,  that  it  symbolizes  the  United 
States  of  America.  Oar  pi-oofs  will  be,  the  coincidence  of 
ovir  country  with  every  point  of  character  the  ancient  of 
days  was  to  posses.  We  now  qnot©  Daniel's  description; 
Yision. — "  I  beheld  till  the  thrones  were  cast  down, 
■and  the  ancient  of  days  did  sit,  whose  garment  was 
white  as  snow,  and  the  hair  of  his  head  like  the  pnre

■wool :  his  thvonc  was  like  the  flei-y  flame,  and  his  wheels 
as  Tjurning  fire,  A  iiery  stream  iasned  and  came  forth 
liefore  him ;  thousand  thousands  ministered  nato  him, 
and  ten  thousand  times  ten  tho«sand  stood  befoiB 
him ;    the   judgment  was    set,   and    the    boots   were 


Interrogation. — "The  same  hoiTi  made  war  with  the 
saints,  and  prevailed  against  them,  until  the  ancient  of 
days  emme,  and  judgment  was  given  to  the  saints ;  and 
the  time  came  that  the  B^xitz  possessed  the  kingdom.'''' 

Interpretation. — "  But  the  judgment  shall  ait,  and 
they  shall  take  away  his  dominion,  to  consume  and  de- 
stroy it  unto  the  end." 

We  shall  now  show  that  these  passages  predict  the 
rise,  and  progress,  and  triumph  of  a  Christian  empire,  or 
Israel  outside  of  Europe ;  and,  that  it  w^  to  rise  just 
1,451  years  atler  clmroh  and  state  union,  or  on  the  4th 
of  July,  1776.  Some  persons  have  said,  that  the  ancient 
of  days,  was  God  tlie  Father.  Dr.  Clarke  says,  "  He  is 
never  so  called  in  the  scriptm-e  elsewhere,  nor  evei'  rep- 
resented as  incarnate."  Thia  hasQ  assertion  by  wise  men, 
is  hy  no  means  sufficient  proof  of  its  tmth,  and  the  very 
iact,  that  no  proof  its  truthfalness  was  ever  pretended,  la 
prima  tacie  evidence  of  its  error.  Indeed,  nothing  can 
lie  farther  from  the  tmth.  We  shall  not,  however,  spend 
time  in  combating  unsuatained  opinion,  but  j 
once,  to  interpret  the  vision,  and  let  logical  ( 
stand  opposed  to  blind  conjecture. 

1.  The  ancient  of  days  and  his  chariot  throne,  are 
symbols  of  a  Christian  people  with  a  dual  nationaUly. 
That  this  man  and  his  throne  are  symbols,  is  pi-esumable, 
;  all  the  rest  of  the  vision  is  symbolic,  and  this 
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part  must  be  so,  also,  to  preEerve  the  liarmonj  of  tlio 
prophecy,  Again ;  the  very  fact  of  its  "being  inter- 
preted to  Daniel,  ahows  tliat  it  was  not  literal,  but  Bjm- 
bolic ;  and,  again,  the  interpretation  itself,  shows  plainly 
that  it  was  symbolic. 

The  whole  vision  was  intei-preted  in  two  brief  een- 
tences,  in  which  the  four  beasts  are  said  to  be  four 
monarchies,  and  all  the  rest  of  the  vision  is  said  to  pre- 
dict the  triumphs  of  the  saints  or  Cliristians.  "  These 
great  beasts,  which  ai-e  four,  are  four  kings  which  shall 
arise  ont  of  the  earth.  But  the  saints  of  tlie  Most  High 
shall  take  the  kingdom,  and  possess  the  kingdom  forever, 
even  forever  and  ever." 

As,  therefore,  the  ancient  of  days  was  symbolic,  we 
inquire  what  it  syraboliaes.  The  answer  is,  that  a  man 
as  a  symbol,  always  represents  a  government  of  some 
kind  or  other.  Thns,  Judah  is  put  for  the  Jewish 
nation;  so,  also,  is  Israel,  and  Ephraim,  and  Jacob. 
The  great  image  of  Nebuchadnezzar's  vision,  also, 
represents  a  body  of  government ;  and  so,  also,  does  the 
"  Man  of  sin."  The  two  hoi-ned  beasts,  or  false  prophet 
in  the  book  of  Kerelations,  also  symbolizes  a  nation ;  so, 
also,  a  woman  is  put  for  an  ecclesiastical  government ; 
aod,  in  general,  a  human  person  represents  any  organized 
body  of  power. 

The  ancient  of  days,  therefore,  as  a  symbol,  must 
represent  a  body  of  government.  The  throne  upon 
which  he  sits,  being  also  a  symbol,  represents  a  govern- 
ment of  some  kind.  A  throne,  in  scripture,  is  put  for  a 
kingdom ;  thus,  Phai'aoh  said  to  Joseph,  "  only  in  the 
throne  will  I  be  greater  than  thou,"  Again ;  kingdom 
and  thi'one  are  used  synonymously ;  thus,  "  to  translate 
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the  kingdom  from  the  honse  of  Saul ;  and  to  set  up  the 
throue  of  David  over  Israeh" — 2  Sam,  iii.  10.  By  all 
the  oueirocriticB,  a  throne  is  explained  of  power.  These 
two  eymhols  repfesenting  governments,  must,  as  they  ai'e 
united,  repi-esent  a  dual  goveniment.  And  this  dual 
character  exactly  coincides  with  the  two  departments  of 
Israel  that  were  to  be  restored  in  the  latter  day,  called 
Judah  and  Israel,  or  the  Christian  church,  and  the  civil 
,  government  arising  from  it. 

Again ;  as  the  ancient  of  days  coincides  with  the 
Btone  kingdom,  his  throne  must  coincide  with  the  moun- 
tain, out  of  which  the  stone  was  carved.  Tliis  position 
is  further  proved  by  the  test  itself. 

Tiie  vision  represents  the  ancient  of  days  as  destroying 
Eoman  Em-ope ;  this  is  a  clear  case.  It  also  represents 
him  as  giving  the  kingdom  to  the  Son  of  Man,  after  he 
had  taken  it.  Now,  the  interpretation  says,  the  saints 
shall  take  the  kingdom,  and  the  people  of  the  saints 
shall  possess  it :  the  sainte  and  the  people  of  the  saints 
are  represented  as  synonymous  with  the  throne  and  the 
ancient  upon  it.  Again ;  the  vision  emphatically  sho^ra 
that  these  people  of  saints,  existed  in  a  terrible  and 
glorious  organization;  for  all  of  the  imagery  representing 
thera  is  most  vividly  organic.  Again;  the  thousand 
thousands  that  ministered  to  the  ancient,  shows  that  an 
organic  mass  of  people  were  united  to  execute  one  single 
design.  But  farther  still ;  the  work  which  the  ancient 
had  on  hand,  shows  that  he  represents  a  nationality: 
bis  work  was  to  destroy  a  mighty  empire ;  to  overthi'ow 
Em'ope;  to  cast  down  thrones;  to  sit  in  judgment  oiia 
hundred  millions  of  people,  and  to  annihilate  the  empire 
church,  as  well  as  the  Eoman  state  of  Europe.    Such  a 
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■work  necessitates  him  to  "be  a  political  fabric,  as  well  as 
a  spiritnal  one.  Having  siiown  briefly,  but  tmly,  tiiat 
tlie  iifth  symbol  predicted  tlie  riae  of  a  great  and  good 
people,  as  a  nation  in  the  latter  day,  we  shall  particu- 
larize all  of  its  prophetic  biogi-aphy. 

2.  The  purity  and  nohUness  of  tlie  national  ekar- 
aoter  of  the  ancient  of  days.  These  are  represented 
by  bis  garment  and  his  hair ;  "  whose  gannent  was  white 
as  snow,  and  the  hair  of  his  head  like  t!ie  pni-e  wool," 
The  garment  of  dignity  and  honor,  worn  by  ancient 
priests  and  princes,  was  white.  The  hoary  bead  i-epre- 
Bents  honor,  age,  and  great  superiority  and  wisdom. — 
{Sym.  Die.) 

3.  The  nature  (fJds  throne.  1,  "His  throne  was  like 
the  liery  flame."  The  word  of  God  is  represented  as  a 
fire :  as,  "  behold,  1  will  make  my  words  in  thy  mouth 
fire." — Jer.  v.  14.  Tire  is  alao  used  as  the  eymbol  of 
energy,  and  pnritj,  and  sti-ength :  as,  "  be  maketh  hia 
angels  winds,  his  minister's  a  flaming  fire."  This  fiery 
throne,  therefore,  represents  the  purity  and  energy  of 
God's  chiu-ch.  2.  "His  wheels  as  burning  fire."  These 
wheels  represent  locomotion,  and  the  speed  with  which 
the  nation  progresses.  Being  of  fire,  and  buniing 
fiercely,  shows  tliat  its  progress  was  irresistible;  that  its 
velocity  was  incalculable ;  and,  that  it  was  a  progressive 
nation.  No  symbol  conld  more  impreBsively  and  appro- 
priately express  the  nature  of  a  lightning  age ;  nor  better 
eymbolize  expansion  oyer  tiie  world.  The  throne  was 
not  to  be  stationary;  it  was  on  wheels;  it  was  to 
travel ;  it  was  to  do  so  rapidly ;  it  was  to  do  so  iiTosist- 
ibly;  it  was  to  roll  forward  in  ten-or  and  fury  upon 
Eoman  monarchy  in  Europe  and  everywhere      3.  The 
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i  and  deetruetiveness  of  hie  external  influ- 
ence on  E^irope.  This  is  vividly  symbolized.  "  A  fiery 
stream  issued  and  came  fortli  before  him."  Fire  sig- 
nifies destmctiveneas  to  all  impm-ity ;  it  denotes  war 
and  furious  vengeance;  and  also  light  and  ti-uth.  A 
river  of  lava  not  only  lighta  up  the  davliness  of  tha 
night,  but  devastates  all  before  it;  it  removes  forests  and 
towns,  disrupts  hiUe  and  mountaina,  and  is  utterly  resist- 
less. This  "fieiy  stream  issuing  from,  and  going  before, 
this  Christian  nationality,  and  rolling  as  a  river  of  lava, 
indicates  not  only  light  and  heat,  but  the  temble  revolu- 
tions it  was  to  instigate  by  its  influences  that  went  before 
it.  This  stream  went  out  against  the  world,  before  the 
nation  engaged  in  judging  the  world. 

4.  The  number  of  people  that  waited  upon  the  ancient, 
as  ministering  servants,  plainly  represent  the  people  who 
composed  this  new  nationality,  and  adhered  to  its  Chris- 
tian principles.  Their  number  is  distinctly  stated  to  be 
"  thousand  thousands ; "  this  sum  is  just  three  millions. 
It  does  not  eay  there  were  thousand  of  thousands ;  the 
word  of  would  have  implied  multiplication,  and  as  it  is 
leil  out,  the  addition  of  these  is  rather  to  be  implied. 
The  phrase  "  time  times "  is  just  three  times,  and  so 
''thousand  thousands"  is  just  three  thousand.  Each 
thousand,  it  would  seem,  should  be  multiplied  into  itself, 
as  "  the  ten  thousand  times  ten  thousand  "  of  the  wicked 
are  who  stood  before  the  judge.  Now,  multiply  each 
thousand  by  itself,  and  add  the  sums,  and  they  are  egual 
to  just  three  millions. 

5.  The  Qiumh&r  thai  were  to  he  judged.  Those  who 
stood  before  the  ancient,  were  plainly  them  who  were 
to  be  judged,  and  their  number  is  "  ten  thousand  times 
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ten  thousaud."     This  is  just  ei^iial  to  a  hundred  millioDa 
of  people. 

6.  The  pei-eooa  to  be  judged  wero  Europeans.  These 
facts  are  seen  fioin  the  veiy  nafaro  of  the  ease.  The 
ancient  of  days  desti-oyed  the  beast  and  the  little  liorn, 
■wliich  represent  Itoraan  Europe,  church  and  state  to- 
gether. The  judgment  when  it  was  set,  and  the  books 
when  they  were  opened,  were  set  and  opened  on  account 
of  the  great  words  spoken  by  the  Uttlo  horn,  and  the 
ravenous  character  of  the  beast. 

7.  The  ancient  of  days  was  to  have  two  epochs  in  hia 
history.  The  first  is  that  of  hiq  rise,  oi  coming;  and, 
the  second,  that  of  his  desti'uction  ot  the  beast.  TJieee 
facts  are  seen  in  the  text.  "  Untd  the  ancient  of  days 
came,  and  judgment  was  given  to  the  saints,"  is  plainly 
one  epoch ;  and  "  the  time  came  that  the  saints  possessed 
the  kingdom,"  is  plainly  another.  The  sitting  of  the 
ancient  of  days,  is  also  a  different  epoch  from  that  in 
which  "the  judgment  was  set  and  the  books  were 
opened." 

8.  The  judgment  was  to  he  a  political  one.  This  is 
manifest  in  the  work  the  ancient  accomplishes,  which 
is  the  destruction  of  the  fourth  monarchy.  Again ;  as 
"  all  judgment  is  committed  to  the  Son,"  and  as  the  Son 
of  Man  is  represented  as  coming  after  the  judgment  of 
the  ancient  of  days  was  over,  it  is  plain  that  tlie  spiritual 
judgment  is  not  hei-o  implied,  but  a  judgment  day  of  a 
political  natui-o  only.  This  judgment  of  the  ancient 
corresponds  clearly  with  the  one  which  St.  John  men- 
tions as  occuiTing  at  the  beginning  of  the  Millennium, 
for  both  occur  immediately  after  tlie  desti'uction  of  Rome, 
or  after  "  the  thrones  were  cast  down." 
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9.  The  government  of  the  ancient  of  days  is  expressly 
stated  to  be  a  government  of  tlieChrlstians,  or  a  Christian 
democracy.  Tiie  term,  "  the  ancient  of  days  and  judg- 
ment wae  given  to  the  saints  of  the  Most  High,  and  tJie 
saints  poaaesaed  the  kingdom,"  is  full  proof  of  this. 
The  strength  of  our  affirmation  rests  in  the  tnie  defini- 
tion of  the  term  "judgment  given  to  the  saints."  Tiie 
term  saints,  when  the  latter  day  is  spoken  of,  or  the 
ClirJstian  dispensation,  signifies  Christians,  for  so  the 
Apostles  all  applied  the  terra.  The  term  jwigm&nt^ 
signifies  authority  to  mie  or  govern,  as  well  as  interpret 
law,  or  to  condemn.  We  commonly,  in  our  country, 
give  it  the  specific  meaning  of  the  law-interpreting 
power.  But,  in  scripture,  it  has  a  generic  sense,  and 
signifies  both  interpreting  and  executive  power;  for, 
among  the  Israelites,  the  shaphetim,  or  chief  executive 
officer,  was  called  the  judge ;  and  these  judges  '  inter- 
preted and  executed  law.  Christ  says  also  of  the  Apos- 
tles, that  they  alionld  sit  on  twelve  thrones,  judging  the 
twelve  tribes  of  Israel.  Here  the  tei-m  judging  plainly 
signifies  executive  or  governmental  authoilty.  The 
"judgments  of  the  Lord,"  are  used  by  Moses  and 
David,  repeatedly,  as  synonymous  with  statute  law. 
Indeed,  nothing  can  be  plainer,  than  that  the  term  judg- 
ment, as  used  in  the  Bible,  signifies  executive  and  legis- 
lative, as  well  as  interpreting  power;  it  signifies  the 
whole  body  of  government.  Govenimental  authority 
being,  therefore,  given  into  the  hands  of  the  saints,  or 
Christians,  is,  from  the  nature  of  the  case,  synonymous 
with  a  democracy. 

Again ;  the  very  antagonism  of  the  ancient  of  days 
to  the  whole  system  of  monarchy  which  he  dcsb'Oys,  is 
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pumi  facie  eMlence  th\t  he  wis  a  dem^ci^cy  and,  19 
hife  foicee  were  Chnstians,  he  lepiesenh  a  Chiibtan 
democi  V!) 

10  The  Bittmg  cf  the  judgment  on  the  beast,  repre 
sents  the  decision  of  the  ancient  to  destroy  monarchy, 
and  the  accomphshment  of  it  The  opening  of  the 
booLs  show,  that  tin,  deinociacy  biought  op  ill  the 
histoiy  of  momii-hy,  and,  on  account  of  it^  univeisal 
character  in  hietorj',  it  determined  its  doom ;  it  represents 
the  actual  beginning  of  the  political  judgment  on  Em-ope. 

11.  The  ancient  was  plainly  a  nation  beyond  the 
limits  of  the  Koman  empire.  For  a  universal  monarchy 
and  a  great  Christian  repuhlic,  could  not  exist  upon  the 
same  territory. 

12.  The  name  of  the  ancient  of  days,  implies  its 
priority  of  existence,  as  a  nationality  in  land.  It  had 
ceased  to  exist,  but  now  rises  into  being  again ;  indeed, 
the  very  coming  of  the  anaient,  implies  his  absence 
from  a  position  be  once  occupied.  As  it  was  in  a 
Christian  dress,  it  is  evident  that  it  must  have  existed 
previously  in  a  different  style.  As  there  was  no  democ- 
racy in  olden  times,  with  which  the  ancient  could  be 
compared  except  the  Hebrew  republic  of  ancient  days, 
it  is  clear  that  the  allusion  is  to  that.  And,  as  the 
restoration  of  Israel  to  nationality  in  the  latter  day,  was 
promised,  and,  as  that  nationalitj'  was  to  be  a  Christian 
one,  it  is  conclnsive,  that  the  ancient  of  days  was  the 
promised  nationality  of  Israel  restored— the  democracy 
of  Israel  in  a  Christian  drese. 

13.  The  exact  time  of  the  rise  of  the  ancient  of  days,  ia 
seen  in  the  statement,  that  three  and  a  half  times  after 
the  union  of  church  and  state  in  Europe,  this  Christian 
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nationality  was  to  appeaj.'.  That  is,  it  was  to  arise  jnst 
exactly  529,984  days  after  tliis  nniou  of  church  and 
state  took  place,  or  on  July  4th,  17T6, 

14.  The  ancient  was  to  destroy  church  and  state,  and 
overturn  every  throne.  No  statement  is  plainer  tiian 
that  the  monarchies  of  Europe  were  to  be  utterly  annihi- 
lated by  him.  "The  jui3gment  shall  sit,  and  they  shall 
take  away  his  dominion."  The  t^i-m  "  they,"  plainly 
refers  to  the  people  represented 'by  the  ancient,  for  it  can 
reier  to  nothing  else.  Those  persons  who  are  so  silly  as 
to  suppose  the  ancient  was  a  single  person,  will  sea  by 
t!ie  term  "  they,^''  that  the  ancient  represented  a  gi-eat 
plurality  of  persona.  Again;  "I  beheld  til!  the  throne8 
■were  cast  down."  This  refers  to  the  Itoman  empire,  or 
monarchies  of  the  fourth  bsaat ;  and  indicates,  that  not 
one  throne  only,  but  many,  were  confederated  in  it.  To 
this,  St.  John  agi-ees.  After  the  overthrow,  the  ancient 
is  represented  as  possessing  the  kingdom,  just  as  the  stone 
kingdom  is  repi-esented  as  changing  into  a  mountain. 

"We  have  now  pointed  oat  all  the  characteristics  of 
the  ancient  of  days,  and  proceed  to  show  that  the  United 
States  coincides  with  eveiy  point  of  its  character. 

Coinoidenae  First. — ^The  ancient  of  days,  was  a  dual 
Christian  nationality.  With  tliis  character  the  United 
States  coincides.  The  church  is  not  united  in  coiTupt 
alliance  with  the  state,  but  the  religion  of  Christ  is  free 
and  pure;  it  exists  in  conjunction  with  the  state  depart- 
ment as  a  legitimate  partner,  but  not  as  ite  incestuous 
paramour,  as  it  does  in  Europe. 

Ooineidence  Second. — The  political  character  of  the 
ancient  of  days,  was  just  and  noble.  It  is  useless  to 
say,  that  the  constitution  of  the  United  States  gives  tfie 
18 
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1  Lot  iTicI  mot  ii"lkons  g,o\ommcit  the  world  ever 
I  new  Tho  cliarictci  of  oiu  countiy  is  a  nation,  liag 
rcvei  been  sullied  by  a  sni  Je  act  ot  nxtioiial  injustice. 
Oiitrges  ot  injnatice  liave  been  biou^lit,  but  they  liavo 
nevei  been  sustained  Poi  humanity,  for  benevolence, 
for  enterprise,  for  sympatliy,  for  the  good,  and  for  pure 
religion  and  undefiled,  our  name  is  justly  celebrated,  and 
ever  lias  been.  For  every  ennobling  ti'ait  of  national 
character,  we  have  been  distinguished  fi'om  the  beginning. 

Coincidence  Third. — ^The  religion  of  the  fitlJi  Idng- 
dom,  or  ancient  of  days,  was  to  bo  pure  and  energetic. 
The  history  of  tho  pni'ity,  enci-g;)',  and  prosperity  of  the 
Oliristlan  religion  in  our  country,  has  been  unexampled 
in  the  history  of  manldnd.  Man  can  not  write  the 
deep  and  wide  worth  of  its  pi-ogress;  heaven  alone, 
can  properly  portray  its  true  history. 

Coincidence  Fourth. — ^The  fifth  empire,  or  the  ancient 
of  days,  was  to  afi'ect  Europe  and  the  world,  betbro  it 
attacked  monarchy.  The  continued  flood  of  informa- 
tion that  has  i-oUed  upon  printed  pages,  from  our  country 
to  Europe,  has  gone  like  a  flood  of  lava;  and  revolution 
after  i-evolntion,  by  consequence,  has  filled  Europe  with 
dismay.  Historians  date  the  gi'eat  period  of  revolutions 
in  Europe,  from  the  rise  of  our  country,  and  its  success- 
ful establishment  of  Christian  democracy.  The  French 
revolution,  the  first  in  the  gi'eat  scries  of  political  earth- 
quakes in  Europe,  was  generated  by  the  tide  of  demo- 
cratic fire  that  i-olled  thither  tj-om  America. 

Coincidence  Fiflh. — ^Tiie  fifth  empire,  or  ancient  of 
days,  was  to  sit  in  judgment  on  ono  hundred  millions  of 
people  in  Europe.  At  the  rise  of  the  United  States, 
Em'ope's  population  was  just  about  a  hundred  raiJliona. 
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Coinaidencs  Sixth. — Ths  fifth  kingdom  ^vas  to  judge, 
or  overthrow,  the  Earopcan  thi-ones.  This  has  not-  yet 
bsen  done;  but  every  shadow  on  the  political  horizon 
indicates  its  approach;  and  unseen  lightnings  in  the 
moral  atmosphero,  are  affecting  the  gi'eat  bai'ometer  of 
the  world's  politics,  and  its  pointer  is  turaed  towai'd  the 
region  of  hurricanes.  The  peace  of  the  p^t  generation 
is  the  liill  before  the  great  tornado  that  shall  tear  down 
oil  t!ie  kingdoms  of  the  world  in  its  angrj  march. 

Coincidence  Seventh. — Tlie  Mh  empire  was  to  be  a 
Christian  democracy.  This  is  the  precise  chaiacter  of 
the  United  States,  as  everybody  knows. 

Coineidence  Mghih. — The  fifth  empire  was  to  bo 
erected  beyond  the  limits  of  the  fourth  monarchy,  and 
out  of  Enrope,  Asia,  and  Africa.  The  United  States  is  in 
America,  and  far  removed  from  the  old  empire  of  Eome. 

Coincidence  Ninth. — The  ancient  of  dajs,  or  fifth 
empire,  was  to  be  like  the  democracy  of  ancient  Israel. 
The  United  States,  at  its  rise,  was  exactly  such  a  democ- 
racy as  that  of  ancient  Israel,  except,  that  it  was  in  a 
Christian  rather  than  a  Hebrew  dress.  The  nnmber  of 
its  states  was  t!ie  tq^  same ;  its  confederacy  was  like  it ; 
and  its  principles  were  identical.  The  Christian  diSer- 
ence  was,  that  the  United  States,  like  Christianity  itself, 
was  coDStracted  to  embrace  the  world.  Hence,  in  its  con- 
stitution, provision  was  made  for  tlie  addition  of  newstates, 
and  the  principle  ot'representaiive  democracy  was  incorpo- 
rated.  By  these,  its  universal  expansion  was  pi-ovidcd  for. 

The  fifth  empire,  or  ancient  of  days,  was  to  rise 
539,984  days  ai^r  the  union  of  church  and  state,  or  on 
the  4th  of  July,  1T76.  Now,  on  this  veritable  day 
and  ycai',  the  United  States  arose. 
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We  liavo  uow  showii,  that  every  characteristic  the 
fifth  empire  of  Daniei'e  vision  was  to  possess,  finds  a 
full  coincidence  in  the  United  States  of  America,  except- 
ing one,  and  that  one  belongs  to  the  future,  and  is  by  no 
means  necessary  to  the  identification.  We  therefore 
daim,  that  as  perfect  coincidence  between  prophecy  and 
history  is  infallibly  a  fulfillment  of  prophecy,  that  the 
United  States  was  predicted  by  the  ancient  of  days,  or 
filth  empire  of  Daniel's  vision  of  the  world. 


SECTION  VI. 
The  Sisth  Eupiee,  ok  Messiah's  Kingdom. 

Vision. — "I  saw  in  the  night  visions,  and  behold, 
one  like  the  Son  of  Man,  came  with  the  clouds  of  hea- 
ven, and  came  to  the  ancient  of  days,  and  they  brought 
him  near  before  him.  And  there  was  given  him  do- 
minion, and  glory,  and  a  kingdom,  that  all  people, 
nations,  and  languages,  should  serve  him  ;  his  dominion 
is  an  everlasting  dominion,  whieli  shall  not  pass  away, 
and  his  kingdom  that  shall  not  be  destroyed." 

Tnien'ogalori/.—"  The  time  came  that  the  saints  pos- 
eessed  the  kingdom." 

Tnierpr station. — "  T!ie  kingdom  and  dominion,  and 
the  greatness  of  the  kingdom  under  the  whole  heaven, 
shall  be  given  to  the  people  of  the  sainta  of  the  Most 
High,  whose  kingdom  is  an  everlasting  kingdom,  and 
all  dominions  shall  serve  and  obey  him." 

This  vision  of  a  single  person,  in  the  likeness  of 
Messiah,  is  symbolic  of  the  revelation  of  the  veritable 
Son  of  God  with  his  holy  angels,  at  "  his  appearing 
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and  his  kingdom."  All  the  exposition  given  of  its 
meaning  is,  that  the  people  of  the  Christians  shall  pos- 
sess the  world,  i-egenerated  forever  The  term,  "  people 
of  the  saints,"  is  clearly  an  expression  foi  a  Christian 
nation.  If  this  were  not  so,  it  is  impossible  to  account 
for  the  expression ;  foi  the  terra,  eamts,  alone,  wonki 
have  expreesed  Cliristiane  generally,  without  any  specia! 
nationality.  It  is  coincident  with  the  stone  kingdom, 
which  was  to  possess  the  kingdom  of  the  world,  l!^i> 
spiritual  judgment  day,  or  removal  of  the  heavens  and 
earth,  are  here  alluded  to  at  all.  The  reason  seems  to 
be,  that  the  vision  prominently  embraced  only  political 
Idngdoms,  and  departments  of  kingdoms;  and  the  spirit- 
ual department  of  government  was  only  mentioned  inci- 
dentally, when  mentioned  at  all. 

Tliis  sixth  empire  embraced  all  the  globe,  and  it  was 
never  to  pass  away,  or  be  removed  from  it — never — 
never — never.  As  soon  as  the  Roman  empire  was  out 
of  the  way,  the  fifth  empire,  or  the  Chiistian  Isi-ael,  filled 
its  place,  and  dominion  over  the  world  was  given  to  it. 
At  the  coming  of  the  Son  of  Man,  we  learn  that  he  shall 
gather  out  of  his  kingdom  all  things  that  ofiend,  and 
them  which  do  iniquity.  This  implies  that  many,  spirit- 
ually wicked,  wonld  exist  among  the  people  of  the  saints. 

The  Millennial  period,  mentioned  by  St,  John,  is  not 
noticed  here  as  being  a  separate  degree  in  the  sixth 
kingdom,  but  is  blended  with  it.  The  Millennium  of 
John  is,  however,  plainly  the  beginning  of  the  world- 
wide dominion  of  the  Christian  democracy.  The  fifth 
empire  was  the  Elias  of  Messiah's  kingdom.  The  text 
afBrms  that  the  likeness  of  the  Son  of  Man  came  to  thi- 
ancient  of  days,  or  fifth  empire,  after  its  conquest  of 
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Europe;  that  is,  the  dommioii  itprosented  by  it,  came 
to  tlie  United  States,  oi  tlie  Son  of  Man  came  to  it  in 
pereon.  "They  gave  him  dominion  and  a  Itingdom." 
The  term  "they,"  n2;iin  lefus  to  the  ancient  of  days, 
or  Christian  nation  Thev  £CT,yi,  the  kingdom  to  tho 
Me8siah ;  that  is,  they  chose  him  as  their  chief;  for  tlie 
reins  of  government  had  been  given  to  them  as  a  democ- 
racy. The  United  States  chose  Jehovah  for  its  king, 
at  its  very  inception ;  and  when  He  shall  be  revealed, 
the  original  choice  will  be  ratified  by  tho  Christians. 
The  i-osidence  of  Christ,  will,  from  these  thin^,  be  on 
this  globe  eternally,  for  so  the  text  affirms. 

CONCLUSION— THE  FUTURE. 
We  have  now  interpreted  each  vision  separately,  and 
have  separately  seen  their  coincidence  with  the  Ibnr 
kingdoms,  and  the  United  States.  It  also  can  not  fail 
of  being  seen  that  they  each  coincide  throughout  in  tho 
minutest  pai'ticnlai-s,  and  yet  they  each  iutei-pret  each 
other.  What  interests  us  more  than  aU,  is  the  fil^h 
political  power  in  each  vision,  and  the  martial  work 
that  lies  before  it.  We  see,  from  both  visions,  that  t!ie 
kingdoms  of  Europe  are  to  confederate  again  under  ona 
head,  and  that  the  United  States  is  to  dash  them  all  to 
pieces,  and  utterly  annihilate  them.  The  Millennial 
epoch  will  begin  in  1878,  and  this  conquest  of  Europe 
must  come  within  the  space  of  twenty-six  years,  perhaps 
in  ten  or  fifteen.  There  are  some  persons  who  will  give 
our  theory  no  credit,  and  who  do  not  believe  in  Christi- 
anity at  all ;  to  such,  we  have  a  proposition  to  make. 
It  is  this :  if  our  calculations,  drawn  from  scriptuie, 
are  realized,  will  you  embrace  Christianity? 
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CHAPTER  VIII. 
SEtOKD  TISIOK  07  DiKIEL'S  TITE  XIKGDOJIS, 

This  vision  ia  i-ecorded  in  the  eighth  chapter  of  Dan- 
iel, and  was  given  in  the  reigii  of  Belshazzar.  It  contains 
a  view  of  the  whole  world,  IVora  that  time,  leaving  out 
the  Babylonian  kingdom,  which  was  about  to  lali. 

It  containa  a  liistorj  of  Peraia,  tlie  Macedonian,  and 
Roman  empires,  and  tiie  destmction  of  Rome,  and  tho 
re-establishment  of  the  nationality  of  God's  Israel.  It, 
therefore,  goes  over  the  same  gi'Onnd  already  viewed  by 
the  two  preceding  visions,  and  adds  some  things  of  im- 
portance, not  contained  in  thum  ;  it  has  also  an  interpre- 
tation, as  tho  preceding  ones  have,  We  give  the  vision 
and  the  interpretation  of  each  power  separately. 


SECTION  I. 
TnE  Pebsian  Ejjpire— Eam. 

Vision. — "  Behold  there  stood  before  the  river  a  ram 
which  had  two  hoi-ns ;  and  the  two  horns  were  high ;  but 
one  was  higher  than  tho  other,  and  the  higher  came  up 
last.  I  saw  the  ram  pushing  westward,  and  northward, 
and  sonthward ;  so  tliat  no  beast  might  stand  betbre 
him,  neither  was  any  that  conld  deliver  out  of  his  hand ; 
bnt  he  did  according  to  his  will,  and  became  gi-eat." 

Tntei'pretaiion. — "  The  ram  thou  sawest  are  the  kinga 
of  Media  and  Peraia." 
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No  intei-pretation  of  oura  is  requisite  here.  It  may  be 
noticed,  that  the  two  horns  of  different  lengths  coincide 
with  the  two  ai-ms  of  Bilver  and  the  two  sides  of  the 
bear,  one  of  which  was  raised  higher  than  the  other. 
The  term  king  represents  a  kingdom. 


SEGTIOK   11. 
Four  Horned  Goat — The  Macedonian  Empiiie. 

Vision. — "  Beliold,  an  he-goat  came  from  the  west  on 
the  face  of  the  whole  earth,  and  touched  not  the  ground ; 
and  the  goat  hud  a  notable  horn  between  his  eyes.  And 
he  came  to  the  ram  that  had  two  boniB,  and  ran  nnto 
him  in  the  faiy  of  his  power.  And  I  saw  him  come 
close  unto  the  ram,  and  he  was  moved  with  choler 
against  him,  and  smote  the  ram.  Therefore  the  he-goat 
waxed  very  great,  and  when  he  was  strong  the  great 
bom  was  broken,  and  tor  it  came  np  fo^i-r  notable  ones 
toward  the  four  winds  of  heaven," 

Interpretation.—"  The  rough  goat  is  the  king  (king- 
dom) of  Grecia,  and  the  great  horn  is  the  first  king. 
Kow,  that  being  broken,  whereas  four  kingdoms  shall 
stand  up  ont  of  the  nation,  but  not  in  his  power." 

Here  is  a  declaration  that  the  goat  is  the  kingdom  of 
Macedonia.  The  foar  horns  represent  the  same  king- 
doms as  the  four  heads  in  the  preceding  vision  ;  that  is, 
the  kingdoms  of  Oassander,  Lysimachns,  Ptolemy,  and 
Selencns ;  and,  as  they  ultimated  in  the  kingdoms  of  Syria, 
and  Egypt,  this  kingdom  coincides  with  the  brass  king- 
dom of  the  great  imago. 
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Little  Horn — Tub  Eouan  Empire. 

Vision. — "  And  out  of  one  (of  tiiese  four)  camti  foitli 
a  little  horn,  -wliicli  wased  exceeding  gi'cat  tT)ward  tlif 
south,  and  towai'd  the  east,  and  towaixi  the  pleasant 
land.  And  it  waxed  great  even  to  the  host  of  heapeu ; 
and  it  ci^t  down  some  of  the  liost  and  of  the  stai-s  to  tlio 
ground,  and  stamped  upon  them.  Yea,  he  magnified 
himself  even  to  the  prince  of  the  host,  and  by  him  tlie 
daily  sacrifice  was  taken  away,  and  tlie  place  of  his 
sanctuary  was  cast  down.  And  an  host  was  given  liim. 
against  the  daily  sacrifice,  by  reason  of  tranegi'ession ; 
and  it  cast  down  the  tmth  to  the  ground ;  and  it  prac- 
tised and  prospered." 

Interpretation. — "  And  in  the  latter  times  of  thcii 
kiDgdoin,  when  the  transgressors  are  come  to  the  full,  a 
king  of  fierce  countenance,  and  understanding  dark  sen- 
tences, shall  stead  np.  And  in  his  power  shall  he  hi 
mighty,  but  not  by  his  own  power:  and  be  shall  destroy 
wonderfully,  and  shall  pi'osper  and  practise,  and  deatroj 
the  mighty,  and  the  holy  people.  And.  through  hi? 
policy,  he  shall  cause  citift  to  prosper  in  his  hand  ;  anr 
he  shall  magnify  himself  in  his  heai;t,  and  by  peace  shal . 
destroy  many ;  he  shall  stand  np  against  the  Prince  ol 
princes ;  but  he  shall  be  broken  without  hand." 

That  tliis  little  horn  that  become  so  great,  is  the  Ko 

man  power,  we  shall  briefly,  but  clearly  prove.     Mani 

expositor  have  underatood  this  little  hora  to  indicat. 

Antiochua  Epiphanes,  a  gi'eat  Syrian  persecutor  of  tin

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.rtiws.  Sir  Iriaau,  aii'l  Bislaiii  Newton  have  "both  sliovra 
that  tliere  are  very  strong  eharacteristica  in  this  hum 
that  can  not,  in  any  wise,  agree  with  Epipbanes,  and 
uf  courBe  it  is  certain  that  this  horn  can  not  predict 
him.  The  Newtoas,  and  most  modems,  say  it  was 
Home. 

Mrst  charaaterisHc  and  coincidence  of  Eome  loith 
tJie  little  horn. 

Yision. — "  And  out  of  one  of  them  (one  of  the  Ibm' 
horas)  came  forth  a  little  liovn." 

Interpretation. — "  And  in  the  latter  time  (Or  last 
time)  of  their  kingdom,  when  the  transgreseore  are  come 
to  the  fall,  a  king  of  fierce  countenance,  and  nndei-atand- 
ing  dark  sentences,  shall  stand  up." 

Here,  a  horn  and  a  king,  ai'e  said  to  be  ajnonjmooe. 
Now  these  mrrst  represent  a  kingdom,  just  as  the  little 
horn  repr^ented  one,  for  a  king  symbolizes  a  kingdom 
nsually,  and  a  horn  always,  No  instance  is  found 
where  a  horn  is  iised  as  a  symbol,  where  it  represents  a 
single  person.  Of  course  Antiochus  can  not  be  desig- 
nated by  this  little  horn. 

Again ;  this  horn  was  to  rise  out  of  one  of  the  fonr. 
It  must  here  be  remembered,  that  the  prophet  had  been 
describing,  hitherto,  in  previous  visions,  the  Roman 
empire,  and  its  pai'ticular  manifestations  in  Europe, 
i-ather  than  in  the  Asiatic  and  African  portions.  He 
now,  in  this  vision,  describes  the  progress  of  the  Roman 
power,  in  thiae  latter  du-ections.  The  horn  was  to  rise 
out  of  one  of  the  pi^eeeding  four,  and  it  was  to  rise  in 
the  latter  end,  or  last  end  of  their  kingdom.  Now,  the 
.Roman  power  arose  in  an  easterly  direction,  by  the  con- 
quest of  Macedon,  one  of  the  four  boras  mentioned,  and 
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in  the  last  stages  of  tlis  dominion  of  the  huv  Iiorns ;  and 
thence  extended  over  Syi'ia,  in  tlie  east ;  Egypt,  in  the 
south,  and  conquered  Judea,  or  "  the  pleasant  laud."  It 
did  tin's,  too,  when  the  "  ti-ansgressoi's  were  come  to  the 
full;"  for,  at  that  time,  the  Jewish  state  and  people  had 
become  more  eorrnpted  than  at  any  previous  period. 

This  kingdom  was  to  be  veiy  powerful  and  martial ; 
for  such  is  indicated  by  the  words,  "  a  king  of  fierce 
countenance."  This  kingdom  was  also  tn  be  very 
politic ;  for  such  is  to  be  imdei-stood  by  the  woixis, 
"  understanding  dark  sentences." — {BisJwp  Newton) 

In  all  these  respects,  the  Eoman  power  coincides  with 
the  little  horn.  Mr.  Eaber  thinks  this  last  expression 
refers  to  a  spiritual  power,  possessed  by  the  little  horn ; 
and  with  his  exposition  we  fully  agree,  as  it  harmonizes 
with  all  of  the  preceding  deswiptions  of  Home,  and  with 
the  facts  of  the  case. 

Ooincidenoe  Second. — "It  waxed  great,  even  to  the 
host  of  heaven,  and  it  cast  down  some  of  the  stars  to  the 
ground,  and  stamped  npon  them." 

Interpretaiimi. — "And  bis  power  shall  be  mighty, 
bot  not  by  his  own  power,  and  he  shall  destroy  wonder- 
fully, and  shall  prosper  and  practise,  and  shall  destroy 
the  mighty  and  the  holy  people.  And  through  his 
policy  he  shall  cause  craft  to  prosper  in  bis  hand ;  and 
he  shall  magnify  himself  in  his  heai't,  and  shall  destroy 
many  in  negligent  security." 

"  It  waxed  great,"  &e.  The  Roman  power  was  never 
very  gi-eat,  until  the  conquest  of  Macedon ;  previously, 
it  had  been  comparatively  small.  As  the  little  horn 
among  the  ten  became  more  stout  than  his  fellows,  so 
this  little  bom   became,  after  it   gained    Greece,   the 
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greatest  power  ever  m  tlio  world,  "  But  not  by  his  own 
power."

Here,  we  leom  tl  it  tlio  Eoman  powLi  wis  "iiiitained 
by  God,  to  do  his  will  imong  the  nat  ons 

The  was  ng  gieit  agi  nbt  the  host  of  hei^  u  i  id  the 
casting  down  tlie  stare,  is  interpreted  to  mean  the  destnic- 
tion  of  the  holy  ones  among  God's  people.  All  of  tlie 
deseriptions  in  the  passages,  have  been  so  fully  shown  to 
coincide  with  the  Komana,  by  Newton,  tliat  it  ia  needless 
for  ns  to  particnlai'ize  farther. 

Coincidence  Third. — "Yea,  ho  magnified  himself, 
even  to  the  prince  of  the  host,  and  by  him  tlie  daily 
eacriflee  was  taken  away,  and  the  place  of  his  sanetuaiy 
Ycas  cast  down." 

Inte'}'pretati(m. — "  He  shall  also  stand  np  against  the 
Prince  of  princes." 

Tiie  terms  Piince  of  the  host,  and  Prince  of  princes, 
is,  plainly,  the  Messiah  ;  for  such  terms  are  applicable  to 
him  only.  Beside  this,  it  is  said,  the  sanctuary  of  the 
prince  of  the  host  was  cast  down  ;  and  as  the  sanetuaiy 
■was  the  Lord's  only,  the  Lord,  or  Messiah,  mnst  be  the 
peiBon  meant.  Now,  the  Prince  of  princes,  or  Chi'ist, 
■was  put  to  death  by  the  Boman  power,  and  by  its 
clecii?ffl. 
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Ooinoidenae  Fourth.  Vision.—^''  Bj  him  the  daily 
sacrifice  was  taken  away,  and  the  place  of  Iiia  sanctuaiy 
was  cast  down.  And  an  host  was  given  hiin  against 
the  daily  eacrilice,  by  reason  of  transgression,  and  it 
cast  down  the  truth  to  the  ground,  and  it  practised  and 


Ko  interpretation  of  this  is  given,  because  it  was  a  literal 
prophecy.     Three  things  are  here  specially  predicted : 

1.  The  cessation  of  tlie  daily  sacrifice.  2.  Tlie  de- 
struction of  the  temple,  and  of  Jernsalem ;  and  3.  The 
casting  down  of  the  troth. 

The  firet  two  were  accomplished  by  the  Romans,  and 
by  no  other  power. 

The  trath,  spoken  of,  evidently  refers  to  the  gospel, 
■which  was  cast  down  by  the  Eomans,  as  well  as  was 
Judaism. 

Tiiis  little  horn  coincides,  clironologically,  with  tho 
iron,  or  fourth  kingdom  of  the  gj'eat  image,  and  with 
the  fourth  beast,  or  fourth  kingdom,  of  the  preceding 


SECTION   IV. 

Ylsion. — "Then  I  heard  one  saint  speaking,  and 
another  saint  said  unto  that  certain  saint  which  spake, 
"  How  long  a  time  shall  the  vision  last,  the  daily  sacri- 
fice be  taken  away,  and  the,  transgression  of  desolation 
continue  to  give  both  the  sanctuary  and  the  host  to  be 
trodden  imder  foot." — {Lowtli's  Translation.  Archie 
and  Vulgar  Versions,    Bishop  .Newton.)

"And  Iio  said  unto  rao,  nnto  two  thousand  tlirca 
hundred  evenings  and  moraings,  then  shall  the  sanctuary 
be  cleansed." — Ih.  The  "sanctuajy  and  host,"  are 
evidently  metonymic  terms,  because  the  Jewish  temple 
or  Mosaic  sanctnaiy,  will  never  be  rebuilt.  They  coin- 
cide with  the  two  departments  of  the  nationality  of 
God's  people:  the  sanctuary  being  put  for  the  worshipers 
or  church,  and  tlie  host  for  the  civil  department  of  the 
nationality,  and  with  them  only. 

The  desolation  of  the  nationality  of  Israel,  was  accom- 
panied with  the  domination  of  a  foreign  and  unclean 
power  over  the  church  of  God.  It  is  said,  that  this  was 
not  to  l>e  removed  for  twenty-three  hundred  evenings 
and  mornings;  or,  as  some  versions  liave  it,  2400.  It 
is  likely  that  both  numbera  are  correct,  aa  this  cleansing 
was  to  have  two  epochs,  as  we  have  seen  in  the  other 


As  Israel's  restoration  is  here  affirmed ;  and  as  it  was 
to  be  a  Christian  nation  when  restored ;  and  as  it  was  to 
be  2300  evenings  and  moiTiings  from  the  destruction  of 
the  Jewis  ^nd  the  cessation  of  the  daily  sacrifice,  to  this 
leatoiation,  it  is  evident,  tliat  the  nation  of  Christians 
aiismg  at  the  end  of  this  period  must  be  the  one  pre- 
dicted The  desti'uction  of  Jemsalem  took  place  in  68, 
A  D  ,  and  the  daily  sacrifice  ceased  on  the  9th  of  July; 
and  the  2300  evenings  and  mornings  are  just  1Y08  years 
long ;  and  this  added  to  the  8th  of  July,  68,  just  brings 
us  to  the  Declaration  of  Independence,  in  1776,  when  a 
Christian  democracy  was  organized,  and  the  church  or 
sanctuary  was  cleansed  from  all  foreign  domination. 
It  therefore  follows,  that  the  United  States  is   Israel

DOOM    OP    MONARCHY. 


Doom  op  Monahchy. 
— "He  shall  be  broken  without  hand." 
This  indicates  the  final  desta-uction  of  the  Roman  power 
on  earth.  The  term  "  broken  without  hand,"  signifie-?, 
not  that  it  will  be  broken  without  means,  but  without 
help  or  euceor  afforded  at  the  time  of  his  destniction. 
The  term,  cut  out  of  the  mountain  "  without  hands," 
signifies  an  organization  without  foreign  influence,  as 
the  American  constitution.  The  term,  "  broken  without 
hands,"  is  also  equivaJent  to  a  description  of  the  doom 
of  Eome  in  the  eleventh  chapter  of  Daniel,  which  saja, 
"  he  shall  eome  to  his  end  and,  none  shall  help  him." 

The  final  triumph  of  Christianity,  is  indicated  in  the 
prophecy.  Rome  being  the  world-wide  obstacle  to  the 
triumph  of  pure  Christianity,  and  being  entirely  removed, 
and  the  sanctuai'y  being  fully  cleansed,  shows  that  the 
cause  of  Christianity  would  prevail  universaliy. 

CONCLUSION. 
This  vision,  it  will  be  seen,  coincides  witii  the  two 
which  pi'ecede  it,  and  shows  additional  particulars  of  the 
works  of  the  Roman  empire  in  Asia.  The  notion  that 
Antiochus  Epiphanes  coincides  with  the  little  horn,  is 
prepostei-ous ;  as  he  meets  the  case  in  but  a  very  fev/ 
unimportant  particulars,  while,  with  the  most  important 
he  does  not  coincide  at  all.  For  a  fuller  exhibition  of 
this  subject,  we  I'efei"  anxious  inquirers  to  Bishop  New- 
ton's excellent  work.  In  this  vision,  Pei-sia,  or  the  two- 
horned  ram,  coincidee  with  the  silver  breast  and  arms 
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of  tlie  image,  and  witli  the  bear  of  Daniel's  first  vision; 
Macedonia,  or  the  goat  with  four  horna,  coincidee  with 
the  third  Idngdom  of  brass,  and  the  four-winged  and 
four-headed  leopard ;  and  the  little  horn  coincides  with 
the  iron  and  clay ;  and  with  the  fourth  beast,  or  fourth 
kingdom ;  and  the  host  and  sanctuary  restored,  coincide 
with  the  stono  cut  ont  of  the  raonntain,  and  with  the 
ancient  of  days  and  his  throne ;  the  destruction  of  the 
iittio  horn,  or  king  of  fierce  conntenance,  coincides  with 
the  fall  of  tlie  great  image  of  monarchy,  and  taking  of 
the  beast  or  fall  of  the  fourth  empire,  completely. 


CHAPTER,   IX. 
EAHIEL'S  THIED  VISION  OF  THE  WOELD, 

This  vision  extends  irom  the  beginning  of  the  eleventh 
chapter  of  Daniel  to  the  end  of  the  twelfth.  It  is  the 
explanation  of  all  the  previoi^  universal  visions  to 
Daniel,  and  is  made  by  some  angel,  perhaps  Gabriel, 
It  appears  that  Daniel  had  a  vision  in  the  third  year  of 
Cyrus,  and  that  he  had  set  himself  to  study  to  under- 
stand it,  and  had  been  engaged  in  prayer  for  that  pur- 
pose. An  angel  came  to  him  while  he  was  thus  engaged, 
and  told  he  wonld  show  what  -was  "  noted  in  the  scrip- 
tures of  truth."  By  this  we  understand,  that  the  angel 
was  farther  to  explain  the  visions  before  given  and 
I'ecoi'ded;  and,  also,  to  explain  his  last  vision.  The 
object  of  the  angel  was  to  explain  Daniel's  last  vision ; 
and,  as  he  proposes  to  explain  all  that  had  occurred 
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before  itj  it  is  prcaiimable  tLat  tliey  all  signified  about 
the  same  things.  It  must,  howeve]-,  be  recollected,  that 
the  explanations  of  visions,  while  they  cover  the  ground 
of  the  vision,  oilen  add  pai-tienkrs  -which  are  only  given 
in  a  general  manner  by  the  vision.  This  interpretation 
was  given  in  the  third  yeai-  of  Cyrus. 


SECTION  I. 
TnB  Persi.vn  Eufihb. 

InteT^retation. — "  Behold  there  shall  stand  up  yet, 
three  kings  in  Pei'sia ;  and  the  fourth  shall  be  far  ncher 
than  they  all ;  and  by  his  strength  through  his  riches, 
be  shall  stir  up  all  against  the  realm  of  Grecia." 

As  this  M'3S  stated  in  the  days  of  Cyras,  the  four  kings 
mentioned  must  succeed  him.  These  wei'e,  Oambyses 
the  son  of  Cyi'us,  Smerdes  tlie  Magian,  Darius  Hystas- 
pea,  and  Xei-xes.  Of  Xerxes,  Justin  says,  "  You  may 
praise  his  riches,  not  the  general ;  of  which,  thei'O  was 
60  gi'cat  abundance  in  his  kingdom,  that  when  rivera 
wei-e  di-icd  tip  by  his  army,  yet  bis  wealth  remained 
unexhausted."  Xerxes'  invasion  of  Greece,  is  one  of 
the  most  memorable  events  of  history. 


SECTION  11. 

The  Geecian  Eupibe. 

"And  a  mighty  king  shall  stand  up,  that  shall  i-ule 

■with  great  dominion,  and  do  according  to  bis  will.   And 

when  he  shall  stand  up,  his  kingdom  shall  be  broken, 

and  shall  be  divided  toward  the  four  winds  of  heaven : 
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and  not  to  Iiia  posterity,  nor  accoi-ding  to  hie  dominion 
which  ho  Tuled ;  for  his  Idngdom  shall  be  plucked  up, 
even  for  others  beeide  those." 

That  this  describes  Alexander  and  his  Idngdom,  every 
one  can  see.  Alexander  died  in  Babylon,  and  in  fifteen 
years  his  posterity  was  extinct,  and  his  kingdom  was 
divided  into  fonr  parts,  to  the  four  winds.  Macedon  and 
Greece  formed  the  western  part ;  Thrace  and  Bithyuia, 
the  northern ;  Syria,  the  eastern ;  and  Egypt,  the  southern 
part ;  and  each  was  ruled  by  persons  not  of  Alexander's 
family.  The  angel,  aiter  these  declarations,  proceeds  to 
describe  the  history  of  the  two  principal  branches  into 
which  the  Macedonian  empire  was  divided,  under  the 
name  of  north  and  south,  or  kings  of  Syria  and  Egypt. 
He  proceeds  with  this  description  very  minutely,  and 
gives  a  better  history  than  any  other  ever  written  of 
them.  At  the  latter  time  of  their  kingdom,  he  intro- 
duces the  lioman  power.  As  his  description  of  Syria 
and  Egypt  is  minute  and  lengthy,  we  shall  not  interpret 
it,  but  i-efer  the  inquisitive  to  the  perfect  interpretation 
of  Bishop  Newton.  We  begin  our  next  exposition  at 
the  appeai'ance  of  the  lioman  power  in  Asia,  which  is 
mentioned  in  the  thirtieth  vcrao. 


SECTION   III. 

EOJIJN   ElIPIHB. 

The  succeeding  portion  of  the  prophecy  is  symbolic, 
and,  of  course,  doubled.  It  gives  a  history  of  the  Roman 
power  coinciding  with  the  iron  legs  of  the  great  image, 
and  with  the  iron  and  clay,  and  follows  it  by  the  great 
restoration  of  Israel,  and  the  resurrection  of  the  dead. 
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Paragraph  I. 

"For  the  ships  of  Cbitfcim  shall  come  against  him, 
(that  is,  against  Antiochus  Epiphanes,  the  Syrian  king,) 
therefore,  shall  he  be  grieved,  and  have  indignation 
against  the  holy  covenant ;  so  shall  he  do." 

The  ships  of  Chittim  are  the  ehips  of  Eome.  T!io 
prophet  Balaam  had  predicted  this  very  event.  He  said, 
"  Ships  shall  come  from  the  coast  of  Chittim,  and  shall 
afllict  Assbur,  and  shall  aiHict  Eber,  and  he,  also,  shall 
perish  foi-ever."  Cliittim,  or  Kittim,  was  one  of  the 
grandsons  of  Japhefc,  and  settled  in  the  south  of  Europe, 
and  the  Eomans  were,  most  probably,  his  descendants ; 
at  any  rate,  his  name  was  given  to  south  Europe, 
according  to  ancient  scholars.  Bishop  l^ewton,  in  hia 
fifth  dissertation,  has  shown  this  fully. 

In  Balaam's  prediction,  Aeshur  and  Eber  are  put  for 
their  posterity :  Eber  standing  for  the  Hebrews,  for  they 
received  their  name  fi-om  him.  Balaam  makes  the  terra 
Tie  refer  to  the  ships  of  Chittim,  and  thus  it  becomes  a 
prophetic  term  of  multitude,  and  denotes  one  embodied 
people,  or  nation.  As  no  doubt  of  our  exposition  can  bo 
entertained  here,  we  pass  on.  Antiochus,  in  his  last 
descent  into  Egypt,  was  grieved  at  interferences  with  his 
plans,  by  ambassadors,  who  came  in  ships  from  Kome, 
and  peremptorily  ordered  him  to  desist  from  his  designs. 
He  complied,  reluctantly,  with  their  demands,  and 
returned  homeward. 

On  his  way  back,  he  vented  his  indignation  upon  the 
Jews.  He  detached  Appolonius  with  20,000  men,  who 
■went  to  Jerusalem,  slew  gi-eat  multitudes,  plundered  the 
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city,  ect  it  on  fire,  and  shed  blood  on  every  side  of  the 
eauctnary,  and  defiled  it,  Josephus  asciibea  these  calam- 
ities to  the  factions  who  communicated  with  Antiochus, 
and  persuaded  him  to  invade  Judea.  Thns,  "he  had 
intelligence  with  them  that  foraook  the  holy  covenant." 


1.  "And  after  him  (Antiochns)  akms  shall  stand 
np."  Bishop  Newton  says,  this  is  the  literal  rendering 
of  the  original  teiTH  mimmdu.    Arms  are  always  used  to 

e  niilitaiy  power  of  a  kingdom. — Ezek.  xxx. 
;  Jer.  slviii.  25.  As  a  symbol  of  a  gi'eat  power,  ifc 
mnst  properly  represent  a  military  nation,  and  tlms  coin- 
cides with  Kome,  which  was,  emphatically,  a  military 
empire.  At  this  period  of  history,  Rome  conquered 
Maeedon,  one  of  the  four  horns  of  the  he  goat,  in  the 
preceding  vision,  and  then  grew  np  ont  of  it  in  the  east, 
and  expanded  toward  Asshur  and  El>er.  The  countries 
of  niyricum,  and  Pergamos,  soon  became  theirs ;  so  that 
they  "  stood  up"  in  the  east,  as  far  as  the  Taurus.  All 
Egypt  and  Syria,  including  the  Jews,  also,  soon  fell  to 
them.  "Arras  standing  up,"  after  "Antiochns  in  Asia," 
must  refer  to  the  Romans,  who  succeeded  him  in  Asia 
and  Egypt.  This  prophecy  of  Rome  in  Asia,  matches 
the  preceding  vision, 

2.  ' '  They  (arms)  shall  pollute  the  sanctuary  of  strength, 
and  shall  take  away  the  daily  sacrifice."  The  Romans 
polluted  the  temple  with  the  blood  of  thousands;  and 
they,  by  war,  caused  the  daily  woi-ship  in  the  temple  to 
cease,  by  the  intciTuptioii  of  the  daily  ofii^riugs. 
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3.  "AnJ]i]aeG  tlm  aLoiiiiiiLitioii  tliatmakcth  desolate." 
"We  underetand  this  not  to  refer  to  tlie  standards  of  the 
soldiers,  as  some  do,  because  it  gives  prominency  to 
things  entirely  too  small  to  be  noticed  in  a  prophecy 
cabout  great  objects  only.  Tbe  Eoman  power  itself,  as 
i-epresentad  by  the  ai'mies  and  their  standards  around 
tTerusalem,  seems  only  that  wliieh  can  ba  understood. 
"To  place  the  debolatlon,"  ai^ifiGS  to  establish  it  per- 
manently. To  tliis  passage  Christ  plainly  retora,  when 
he  says,  "  when  ye  see  the  abomination  of  desolation 
spoken  of  by  Daniel,  standing  where  it  ought  not,  then 
let  them  that  be  in  Judea  flee  to  the  mountains."  He 
here  plainly  refers  to  tlie  desolating  and  unJioly  army  of 
Eonie,  which  encamped  in  the  snburba  of  Jornsalem,  or 
on  Iioly  ground,  on  the  14th  of  Nisara,  A.  D.  68. 

i.  "  And  such  as  do  wickedly  against  the  covenant, 
shall  bo  coiTupt  by  fiatteries ;  but  the  people  that  do 
know  their  God,  shall  be  strong  and  do  exploits."  Two 
classes  are  here  mentioned ;  the  first,  who  were  averse 
to  the  covenant,  and  those  who  favored  it.  As  at  tins 
time  tbe  old  covenant  had  passed  away,  and  tlic  new 
covenant  succeeded  it,  the  term  covenant  here  used  must 
represent  the  gospel,  or  Christianity.  They  who  did 
wickedly  against  it,  and  were  cornipted  by  the  Eomans, 
must  be  those  Jews  who  rejected  it,  or  those  who,  having 
embmced  it,  apostatized.  Many  great  offers  were  made 
to  the  primitive  Christians  to  forsake  their  religion,  and 
many  were  induced  to  comply  by  flatteries. 

The  other  class  remained  firm  to  their  pi-ofession,  and 
performed  miracles,  and  snfll'i-ed  martyrdom  gloriously. 
This  period  seems  to  refer  exclusively  to  the  ApostoHo 
age. 
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5.  "They  that  iinderstjiiid  among  the  people  Bball 
iDHtnict  many ;  yet  they  eliall  fall  by  the  sword,  and  by 
captivity,  and  by  flame,  and  by  spoil,  many  days." 
This  embraces  tbe  era  ti-om  the  apostles  to  Constau- 
tine.  The  "  men  of  understanding"  ai-e  plainly  put  for 
Cliristians  generally,  who,  aitei'  Jerusalem's  destruction, 
went  every  where  pi'ea^hiug  the  word.  During  tbe  ten 
peraecutions  of  pagan  Eorae,  they  fell  in  multitudes,  by 
sword,  fire,  captivity,  and  by  the  joyful  spoiling  of  their 
goods. 

6.  "  Now  when  they  shall  fall  they  shall  be  holpen  with 
a  little  help,  but  many  shall  cleave  to  them  with  flatteries." 
This  clearly  coiucides  with  church  and  state  union  under 
Oonstantine.  During  the  ten  great  univei-sal  persecn- 
tioiiB,  the  last  of  which  was  desolating,  and  immediately 
prior  to  Oonstantine,  the  Christians  had  iallea  as  if 
their  fall  was  irrecoverable.  The  union  of  church  and 
state  gave  them  some  relief  for  awhile ;  but  it  is  prop- 
erly termed,  "holpen  with  a  UiUe  help."  This  very 
rest  proved,  ultimately,  most  disastrous  to  the  piety  of 
the  church ;  lor  many  adhei'ed  to  it,  or  to  the  Christian 
power,  allured  by  the  flattering  prospects  of  preferment; 
80  that  the  state  chiu'ch  became  a  most  wicked  and 
worldly  political  establishment. 

During  this  state,  it  is  said,  "some  of  them  of  under-- 
standing  shall  fall,  to  try  them,  and  to  purge  them,  and 
to  malte  them  white."  Notwithstanding  this  "help," 
still  many  true  Christians  were  to  tall,  and  their  sufferings 
were  to  continue  down  to  "the  time  of  the  end,"  says  ths 
text.     This  has  been  most  fearfully  ti-ue,  as  all  know. 

7.  "  To  the  time  of  the  end,  because  it  is  yet  for  a 
time  appointed."     This  period,  therefoi'e,  of  falling,  was 
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to  continue  from  the  time  of  the  "  little  help,"  down  to 
an  appointed  time.  This  era  is  called  "  the  time  of  the 
end,"  and  is,  of  course,  a  considerable  era,  as  it  is  called 
a  "  time,"  and  not  the  end  itself.  It  is  the  period  be- 
tween the  two  endings  of  the  three  and  a  half  times,  or 
that  between  the  1,290  days  and  the  1,335  days.  The 
first  of  these  ended  at  the  rise  of  the  United  States. 
Now,  it  is  remarkable,  tbat  persecution  and  death  for 
religion's  sake  ceased  at  the  rise  of  the  United  States ; 
and  we  have  since  heard  of  few  judicial  mui'dera  for 
religion's  sake,  Tlie  prisons  that  before  were  crowded 
with  victims,  are  moldering  and  empty.  An  occasional 
sufferer  is  dragged  to  prison  for  conscience  sake,  but  the 
beast  is  careful  not  to  draw  blood.  It  was  not  so  before 
the  Dealaration. 

Paragraph  III. 


"The  king  shall  do  according  to  Ms  will."  Two 
principal  interpretations  of  this  power  have  been  given 
to  this  kingdom ;  one  by  Bishop  Kewton,  and  another 
by  Mr.  Eaber.  Newton  thinks  it  was  the  Roman  church 
in  Europe ;  bat  Faber  tries  to  identify  it  with  Trance, 
Bishop  Newton  is  partially  right,  and  only  so ;  for  it  is 
impossible  to  explain  this  power  of  the  church  only,  for 
the  willful  king  was,  without  doubt,  one  of  the  mightiest 
political  powers  on  eartb,  as  we  shall  see. 

We  shall  identify  it  with  the  Eoman  empire  in  all 
the  stages  of  its  history,  and  also  see  that  it  coincides 
with  the  iron  and  clay,  or  chm'cli  and  state  united  in 
the  Eoman  empire;   and  also  with  the  restoration  of 
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the  empire  under  Eiisaia.  "Wo  sliall  alft  the  Biibjcct 
tliorouglily. 

First.  Our  i-eaaons  for  identifying  the  willful  king 
with  Kome,  are  because  the  ■word  arms  is  proved  to  be 
the  Koman  emph'e;  and,  it  is  plain,  that  the  pronoua 
HE,  wliicli  follows  it  in  the  thirty-second  verae,  refers  to 
AEM3,  or  the  Koman  empire,  aa  its  antecedent,  for  it  has 
no  other  antecedent ;  and,  it  is  also  equally  plain,  that 
the  term  king,  which  follows  the  tenn  he,  lias  no  other 
antecedent ;  and,  therefore,  it  is  the  veiy  same  power  as 
that  indicated  by  the  terms  iib  and  abms. 

Again ;  the  description  of  the  Koman  power  previ- 
ously given  by  the  angel,  was  symbolic,  and  the  other 
descriptions  had  been  literal ;  and  it  is  an  invariable 
principle  in  Daniel's  visions,  that  symbols  all  receive  an 
interpretation,  bo  that  this  repetition  of  the  description 
of  Kome  was  to  be  expected,  as  interpretative  of  the 
firet  or  symbolie  description  of  Eorae. 

Again ;  this  power  must  bo  the  Koman  empire,  be- 
cause it  is  desa'ibed  as  perishing  on  the  mountains  of 
Israel,  and  at  the  last  end  of  the  indignation,  or  late 
during  the  period  of  the  time  of  the  end. 

In  addition,  he  is  rejDreseDted  as  conquering  Enrope, 
Asia,  and  Africa,  and  then  passing  beyond  their  limits, 
and  meeting  his  doom.  Now,  these  tilings  can  not  be 
Baid  of  t!ie  Koman  church,  for  it  is  not  anything  liko 
the  national  organization  requisite  to  such  immense 
eonqueste. 

Besides  these  things,  he  is  said  to  give  all  those  things 
to  that  iKiwer  which  Newton  identifies  as  the  church ; 
and,  of  course,  he  existed  as  a  superior  power,  because 
he  was  the  bestower  of  these  favors.   Indeed,  the  Koman 
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empire  was  a  consoliciatGd  government  of  church  and 
state,  and  the  emperor  was  head  of  both,  and,  iu  deacrib- 
ing  the  empire,  the  description  of  its  religion  wonld  be 
a  natnral  part  of  its  history. 

Lastly;  the  interpreting  angel  promised  to  interpret 
the  Bnbstance  of  all  Daniel's  visions  at  this  time ;  and 
tmless  ttiia  is  a  Tiaion  of  the  Eoman  empire,  as  repro- 
Bcnted  by  the  iron,  and  iron  and  clay,  and  fourth  beast, 
and  ting  of  fierce  countenance,  the  angei  does  not  fulfill 
his  promise. 

Second.  "He  shall  magnify  himself  above  every  god, 
and  shall  speah  marvelloi^  things  against  the  God  of 
gods."  The  term,  "  every  god,"  implies  a  plurality  of 
godsj  and  therefore  must  be  applicable  only  to  snch 
deities  as  are  called  gods  by  men.  Indeed,  the  sciip- 
ture  does  not  always  confine  the  term  to  the  Almighty, 
as  we  leara  from  the  words  of  Moees  aud  of  Christ ; 
thus,  "  Is  it  not  said  in  yonr  law,  ye  are  gods  ?  If  he 
called  them  gods,  to  whom  the  word  of  God  came,  and 
the  seriptnre  can  not  be  broken,"  &e.  "  Te  shall  not 
revile  the  gods,  nor  enrse  the  ruler  of  thy  people." 
Here  the  chief  persons  of  Israel  are  called  by  this  name. 
The  "  magnifying  himself  above  eveiy  god,"  indicates, 
therefore,  that  he  would  claim  superiority  over  all  pot- 
eons  high  in  office  in  the  chnrch.  "  He  shall  speak 
marvellous  things  against  the  God  of  gods,"  Here  the 
Almighty  Kuler  is  plainly  distinguished  from  all  inferior 
sovereignties.  This  power  was  even  to  arrogate  to  him- 
self divine  honors,  and,  of  course,  was  to  be  a  religious 
as  well  as  political  power. 

St.  Paul's  description  of  the  "  Man  of  sin,"  so  per- 
fectly coincides,  not  only  with  this  veiy  character,  but 
20 
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■with  tlio  very  words  used  by  Daniel,  that  he  ranst  have 
described  the  same  identical  power.  He  says,  "  that  man 
of  sin  (shall)  bo  revealed,  who  oppcseth  and  exalt«th  him- 
self above  all  that  is  called  Go;^,  or  that  is  worshipiwd ; 
BO  that  he  as  God,  sitteth  in  the  temple  of  God,  showing 
that  he  is  God.'' 

It  is  well  known  that  the  Roman  emperors  claimed 
divine  lionois,  and  that  the  Roman  churcli  ciaims,  and 
has  claimed,  that  the  Pope  is  in  tiie  room  of  God  on 
earth :  and  it  is  certain  that  he  has  received  honora  as 
a  god,  and  tliat  lie  claims  to  be  above  every  earthly 
priest,  ruler,  king,  and  potentate,  in  the  world,  and 
claims  infallibility  equal  to  God  in  heaven. 

Third.  "He  shall  prosper  till  the  indignation  be  ac- 
complished." Tliis  coincides  with  the  very  words  spoken 
of  the  little  horn  that  was  to  arise  ont  of  one  of  the 
horns  of  the  Macedonian  kingdom,  or  the  rise  of  Rome 
in  Asia.  "  It  cast  down  the  troth  to  the  ground,  and 
pi-actised  and  proepa-ed,"  "I  will  make  thee  to  know 
what  shall  be  in  the  last  end  of  the  indignation,  for  at 
the  time  appointed  the  end  shall  be." 

This  domination  was  to  last,  also,  "  even  to  the  time 
of  the  end ;  for  it  is  for  a  time  appointed." — v,  3.5.  As 
it  still  subsists,  the  last  end  of  tlie  indignation  is  not  yet 
reached. 

Fourth.  "  Neither  shall  he  ivsgard  the  God*  of  hia 
fathei-s."    The  Roman   empire  renounced   its   ancient 

^  The  teriQ,  God  of  his  fathers,  is  here  so  plaiolj  a  flgm-a  used  to 
desJgQfite  the  religion  of  hia  fathers,  as  to  need  no  illvistration.  It 
therefore  follows,  that  the  strange  God  ha  emhraoed,  and  which  is 
spoken  of  antithotically  to  the  God  of  his  fatiera,  orast  also  reprH- 
eent  a  new  or  strjmge  religion  which  IJie  empire  was  to  embrace. 
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religion,  and  adopted  Christianity,  wliic!i  it  eoon  cor- 
rapted.  As  this  gi'cat  cliaoge  was  to  bo  the  great  act 
or  law  of  an  empire,  it  most  be  a  matter  of  vast  noto- 
riety. A  change  of  national  religion  is  eleai'ly  indicated 
by  the  temis  ased  in  the  text,  nor  can  they  find  any 
coincidence  in  the  woiU,  hut  in  that  we  have  noticed. 
The  rejection  of  the  God  of  his  fathers,  was  the  rejection 
of  Roman  paganism  by  the  Roman  empire. 

FiftJi.  "Nor  the  desire  of  women."  This  expression 
indicates  a  disregard  of  raaiTJage,  or  rejection  of  it.  The 
desire  of  women  is  spoken  of  in  the  citree  on  woman; 
"  Thy  desire  shall  be  to  thy  husband,"  or  on  account  of 
a  husband.  Conjngal  aifection  is  a  primaiy  law  of 
nature.  Tlie  Koman  power  fli-st  deprived  its  pviestiiood 
of  second.  maiTiage,  and  finally  of  any  at  all,  at  least  in 
Europe.  It  also  encouraged  vast  orders  of  monks  and 
nuns,  and  organized  them  so,  that  the  mother  of  harlots 
was  naturally  an  appropriate  name  for  the  Koman 
cbni'ch,  over  the  whole  empire,  in  three  contments 

Slo:th.  "  Nor  regard  any  God,  for  he  shall  magnify 
himself  above  all."  The  history  of  the  ecclesiastical 
department  of  tiie  Roman  power  has  been  but  a  legidar 
systematized  effort  to  exalt  itself  above  all  other  authoii 
ties,  nor  has  it  ever  respected  any  religion,  or  ministere, 
or  governors,  or  gods,  not  of  its  own  order.  It  has 
assumed  nnequaled  autliority,  has  claimed  supremacy 
over  kings,  and  nations,  and  churches,  and  has  made 
unceasing  eflbiis  to  raise  itself  to  a  level  with  its  claims. 
It  has  truly  magnified  ii-self. 

Seventh.  "  And  the  God  Mahnzzim  in  his  estate 
shall  he  honor."  The  septuagint  reads,  "  He  shall  glo- 
rify Maodzim  in  his  place."    The  word  forces  is  propei'ly 
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espresslvc  of  tlio  meaning  of  Mahuzzim ;  it  Bigniiit3a 
nmnitiona,  bulwarks,  foitreaeea,  or,  as  abstracts  are  used 
by  the  Hebrews  for  concretes,  it  may  signify  protectors, 
defenders,  and  guardians. 

The  God  of  guardians,  plainly  signifies  a  consolidated 
power.  The  term  God,  is  not  only  used  for  a  prince, 
but  plainly  for  one  of  a  spiritual  character ;  hence,  the 
power  represented  is  a  spiritual  power  of  guardians. 
Now,  the  woj-ship  of  saints  and  angels  was  established 
by  the  secular,  as  well  as  eeelesiastica!,  power  of  Eome. 
The  Eoman  church  is  very  properly  a  church  of  monas- 
teries and  gnai'dianships.  This  spiritual  power  was  to 
be  honored  by  the  political ;  for  the  term  "  As,"  i-epre- 
sents  this.  The  honoring  oi'  the  church  after  it  became  a 
great  community  of  monkeries,  and  nunneries,  and  a  wor- 
shiper of  saints  and  angels,  as  protectors  and  defendei-s, 
was  a  peculiar  and  general  cbaractei'iBtic  of  the  civil 
power  of  the  Eoman  empire,  after  church  aiid  state 
union.  Bishop  Newton  has  argued  this  point  exten- 
sively. 

"In  his  estate  as  a  God  of  forces,"  implies  his  ju- 
risdiction. 

Eighth.  "  A  God,  whom  his  fathers  know  not,  shall 
he  honor  with  gold  and  silver'  and  precious  stones,  and 
pleasant  things."  *  "We  have  before  seen  that  the  em- 
pire had  changed  its  religion,  and  now  the  fact  is  re- 
peated, and  the  character  of  its  deportment  to  the  new 
religion  is  designated.     The  chnrch  establishment  has 

*  Gibbon  says,  "  Conatantme,  wliila  lie  infltienoed  the  dabotes, 
hnmbly  professed  that  be  was  tlie  minister,  and  not  the  jadge,  of  the 
BQCceBSOrs  of  the  apostles,  who  lia,d  been  established  aa  priests,  bhU 
as  gods  upon  the  earth." — Vol.  I.  434. 
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I'eceived  as  gifts  from  the  state,  the  greatest  of  riches 
and  honors.  The  richest  luods,  the  noblest  buildicgs. 
the  nchesf;  endowmeats,  and  the  most  exti'aordiiiai'y 
revenues,  legacies,  and  gite,  have  been  bestowed  on  the 
church  by  the  civil  power.  Nothing  can  equal  the  costly 
gems,  or  the  gold  and  silver  ornaments  and  treasurep 
with  which  the  whole  empire  church  has  been  favoretl. 
Its  saints  of  silver,  and  shrines  of  gold,  and  gems,  am" 
pearls,  are  but  an  index  of  the  mighty  weal^  heaped 
upon  it  by  the  kings  and  princes  of  the  empire,  throiigl. 
many  ages.  The  god  Mahuzzim,  represented  a  corrnpl 
Christianity ;  and  thus  this  corrupted  religion  has  been 
honored  by  the  ruling  power  of  Rome,  in  all  ages  since 
Constantine. 

Ntnt/i.  "  Thus  shall  he  do  in  the  most  strong  holds 
with  a  strange  god,  whom  he  shall  acknowledge  and 
increase  with  glory."  Here  is  a  reiteration  of  the  change 
of  religion,  and  the  honors  that  were  to  be  confeiTed  upon 
it.  The  repetition  is  made,  as  in  all  similar  cases,  to 
emphasize  the  impoi'tant  fact,  that  the  clmreh  was  to  be- 
come exceedingly  rich,  by  political  iniiuence.  The  verj' 
states  over  which  the  Pope  rules  were  a  gift  of  the  state. 

Tenth,  "  He  shall  cause  them  to  rule  ovei'  many." 
The  pronoun  "  them,"  refers  to  the  strange  god,  which 
further  shows  that  that  term  was  symbolic  of  a  body  of 
men ;  and  this  is  additionally  seen  in  the  fact,  that  this 
god,  or  "  they"  were  to  rule  over  many.  Of  course  the 
tei'm  applies  to  an  organized  body  of  men.  The  bishops, 
cardinals,  popes,  abbots,  monlis,  and  Jesuits,  who  to- 
gether form  the  government  of  the  state  church,  were 
constituted  by  law,  the  governors  in  ecclesiastical  mat- 
ters, over  millions   of  men;   and  they  received  ih-y.-. 
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executive  authority  from  the  stato,  originally,  Jiiid  it  lias 
been  perpetuated  to  tliem  by  tlie  state  authority.  The 
t^rni,  "  Ag,"  shows  a  different  powur  from  the  term 
"  they,"  yet  both  are  plainly  united. 

El&oenih.  "  And  shaU  diviJe  the  land  foi  gain  " 
This  division  was,  of  course,  to  be  extensive  witli  then 
jurisdiction ;  it  was  to  be  made  by  the  chiiidi  in  addi- 
tion to  its  ruling  jxiwer  conferi-ed  on  it. 

Now,  the  whole  empire  of  Korae  was  divided  into  dig- 
nities and  lenefiees.  "The  name  dignity,  applies  only 
to  bishoprics,  deaneries,  archdeaconries,  and  prebends ; 
benefices  apply  to  all  ecclesiastical  preferments  under 
these  degrees,  as  rectories  and  vicarages.  Benefices  are 
also  divided  into  regular  and  secular :  regnlai'  benefices 
are  those  held  by  monks  of  any  order,  abbeys,  priories, 
or  convents ;  secular  ones,  ai-e  those  held  by  secnlai' 
cures."— (Sic.  R.  K.)  The  i-evenues  derived  to  the 
church  from  these  divisions  have  beeii  incalciilable. 
In  addition  to  tliis,  the  crime  of  simony,  or  sale  of 
benefices,  has  prevailed  to  an  unlimited  extent  in 
Europe. 

We  have  now  shown  a  minute  coincidence  between 
the  willful  l<ing  and  the  Eoman  power,  in  all  its  phases, 
to  the  pi-esent  time.  It  is  veiy  plain  that  the  political 
power  of  Eome  is  hei-e  treated  of  as  erecting  and  glori- 
fying the  Eoman  church,  for  it  is  utterly  impossible, 
logically,  to  intei-pret  it  of  the  church  alone.  Now,  his- 
tory teaches  us  that  the  civil  power  of  Home  was  head 
of  the  church,  and  tliat  the  church  derived  its  gloiy  and 
authority  from  it ;  and  prophecy  teaches  us  the  same 
things.  Though  the  unity  of  the  Boman  empire  was 
broken,  jet  prophecy  does  not  regard  this  as  vitiating 
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its  existence,  but  teaelics  ns  tliiit  it  was  to  itave  a  repre- 
sentative esistenee  down  to  tlie  veiy  end  of  inonavclij'. 
Tlius  Daniel  said,  tliat  tliougli  the  empire  sliould  be 
bi'olien,  tiiQ  Gtrcngtii  of  iron  sbould  abide  in  it  until  tiie 
dsstmetioii  of  ttie  i-econatrncted  empire  slionld  transpire ; 
and  Jolm  says,  it  should  have  a  repieeentative  existence 
in  seven  heads  and  ten  borns,  or  in  ten  great  empires  and 
many  small  king^loms.  These  empires  have  been  tlia 
Western,  Charlemagne's,  the  Papal,  the  empire  of 
Charles  V.,  the  Eritiah,  tbe  French,  and  now  Russia  is 
the  seveutb,  or  eighth.  Eight  empires  are  foimd,  by 
counting  in  the  Eoman  before  its  disruption,  and  seven 
since  that  time. 

Eussia,  boing  the  last  power  of  the  seven,  ia  to  go  into 
dcstractiou,  and  is  the  one  at  which  the  king  of  the  south 
is  to  "pnsh." 

The  ships  of  Chifctim,  and  ai-ms,  and  the  willful  king, 
and  tiie  strange  god,  of  tliia  prapiiecy,  coincide  with  the 
iron,  and  iron  and  clay,  of  the  great  image ;  with  the 
fourth  baast,  his  ten  Jiorns,  and  little  horn ;  and  with  the 
little  horn  from  onu  of  t!ie  four  boms  of  the  he  goat,  and 
the  king  of  fierce  countenance.  The  willfal  king  is,  also, 
synonymous  with  aisms,  and  Chittim. 

Twelfth.  "And  at  the  time  of  the  end."  This  period 
■was  to  be  that  between  the  iii-st  and  last  endings  of 
the  three  and  a  half  times,  or  between  1Y76  and 
1S78,  or  between  the  1290  and  1335  days.  During  this 
period,  this  willful  king  was  to  come  to  his  end ;  but, 
before  hia  end,  he  was  to  engage  in  war  for  some  outly- 
ing countries,  and  was  to  be  interrupted  by  two  great 
powers,  but  was  to  conqner  and  prosper,  till  the  "  last 
end  of  the  indignation."     As  tlm  was  to  be  the  great 
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monarcliy  power  represented  by  the  image  that  was  to 
be  broken  by  tlie  stones,  (since  it  was  Eome,)  it  is  evident 
that  its  head  ninst  be  in  Europe,  and  mnst  be  the  empire 
represented  by  the  septi  mo- octave  head  of  the  beaat  in 
Eevelation.  Now,  the  great  po'wer  which  fills  half  of 
Europe  and  oversliadows  and  controls  the  rest,  is  the 
liaing  colossus  Euaaia ;  Russia,  therefore,  must  be  the 
power  intended,  as  falling  in  the  holy  laountain.  Now, 
as  Ezekiel,  aJmoet  literally,  describes  Eussia  as  falling 
on  the  mountains  of  Israel,  in  the  Jatter  day,  he  furnishes 
forthei'  evidence  that  the  fonrth  kingdom,  in  the  time  of 
the  end,  was  to  be  I'esurreeted  in,  or  by,  Russia.  The 
willfti!  kingdom,  was  an  autocrat  among  nations,  and  so 
is  the  Eussiau  kingdom. 

Tliirieenilt.  "  The  king  of  the  south,  shall  push  or 
butt  at  him;  and  the  king  of  the  north,  shall  come 
against  him  like  a  whirlwind,  with  chariots,  and  with 
horsemen,  and  witli  many  ships." 

The  two  kingdoms,  under  the  names  north  and  south, 
are  to  be  identified  by  their  relative  positions  to  the  Rus- 
sian power,  or  to  each  other.  The  king,  or  kingdom  of 
the  south,  would,  very  naturally,  apply  to  Tiu'key,  on  the 
south  of  Russia,  but  as  Turkey  exists  by  the  sufferance 
of  France  and  England,  it  is  possible,  that  tlie  two  gi^eat 
western  powers,  which  hold  to  each  other  the  relation  of 
north  and  south,  may  be  intended.  At  any  rate,  the 
southern  Idng  malres  a  short  fight  of  it,  if  any  thing  is 
to  be  understood  by  the  figure  of  butting  at  the  willful 
king,  or  he  brings  on  the  fight.  The  kingdoms  of  Syria 
and  Egypt,  called  the  kingdoms  of  the  north  and  south, 
held  about  the  same  close  relation  to  each  other,  and  to 
Rome,  that  England  and  France  do  to  each  other  and  to 
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Euesia ;  only,  tliay  wore  on  tlie  east  of  Eomej  and  the 
case  is  now  just  reversed.  The  king  of  the  nortli,  is 
Great  Britain,  This  is  evident  i'rom  its  northern  posi- 
tion, as  a  gi-eat  powei',  and  from  the  immense  naval,  as 
■well  ae  land  forces,  it  possesses.  Wo  nation,  but  a  very 
great  one,  wonkl  attack  the  autocratic  Idng;  and  no 
nation  has  sucli  a  TxeLvy  as  Britain.  This  north  nation, 
was  to  come  like  a  whirlwind,  with  his  great  naval  and 
land  forces,  which  are  indicated  by  "  many  ships,"  and 
"  chariots,  and  hoi-semen."  The  attack  was  to  be  great 
and  furious,  but,  finally,  unsuccessful ;  for  the  autocrat 
moves  riglit  on  to  his  purpose,  and  more  than  gains  il, 
according  to  the  prophet. 

Fourteenth.  "  He  shall  enter  into  the  countries,  and 
shall  overflow,  and  pass  over." 

His  entering  the  conntriea,  intimates  that  this  was  his 
original  design,  in  which  tie  had  been  interrupted  by  the 
two  great  powera  that  had  confederated  against  him, 
England  and  France,  or  England  and  Turkey,  will  anito 
against  Eussia.  And  it  seems  as  if  a  considerable  effort 
was  to  be  made  to  cheek  Russia's  designs  ;  yet  Eussiais 
to  take  the  connti-ies  this  side  the  ci-ossings,  and  is  the7i 
to  pass  over  into  Asia,  it  would  seem.  The  word 
"  overflow,"  signifies  the  gi'eat  increase  of  his  armies, 
and  triamphs.  To  "  pass  over,"  implies  the  advance- 
ment of  conquest,  by  some  great  crossing,  into  a  nev.' 
scene  of  warfare. 

Fifteenth.  "He  shall  enter  into  the  glorious  land.'" 
This  at  once  reveals  his  advancement  into  Palestine, 
and  shows  that  tlie  passing  over  related  to  the  conquest 
of  Asia  Minor,  and  the  Turkish  empire  generally. 
21 
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Sixtcenili.  "  Many  couiitvies  shall  be  overthrown ; 
bnt  these  shall  escape  out  of  his  hand,  even  Edom  and 
Moab,  and  the  chief  of  the  childi-en  of  Ammon."  1\m 
would  literally  imply  the  conquest  of  a  great  portion  of 
Asiatic  Turkey,  with  some  exceptions.  Tiiese  were 
conquests  in  Asia. 

Seventeenth,  "He  shall  stretch  forth  his  hand  also 
upon  the  countries,  and  tho  land  of  Egypt  shall  not 
escape."  This  expression  implies  tlie  exertion  of  severe 
sovereignty.  African  counti'ies  are  here  referred  to,  as 
Egypt  is  used  as  a  specific  for  a  generic  term,  or  a  part 
for  the  whole.  "He  shall  have  power  over  the  treasures 
of  gold  and  silver,  and  over  all  the  pi-eeious  things  of 
EgyiJt." 

£ighieenth.  "  The  Libyans  and  Ethiopians  shall  be  at 
his  steps."  This  still  further"  teaches  tJie  iinlitnited  do- 
minion over  Africa  in  the  west  and  south,  Tlius  having 
obtained  nearly  all  Europe,  Asia,  and  Africa,  he  be- 
comes indomitable,  and  his  empire  almost  limitless ;  it 
emulates  old  Rome,  as  the  possessor  of  three  continents. 

J^ineteenih.  "  But  tidings  out  of  the  east  and  out  of 
the  north  shall  trouble  him."  While  engaged  in  these 
southern  conquests,,  he  hears  nevre,  from  two  dii'ections, 
which  enrages  him.  TTie  eastern  news  may  be  from 
Asia  or  America,  and  the  nortiiern  news  is  from  Europe 
or  Britain. 

Twentieth.  "Thei'cfoi-e  shall  he  go  forth  with  great 
fury  to  destroy,  and  utterly  to  make  away  many."  The 
Bussian  empire  has  two  gi-eat  final  works  to  do;  the 
first  is  to  destroy  the  Roman  church  in  Em-ope,  and  the 
other  is  to  attack  the  United  States.  The  tidings  from 
tho  east  and  north,  may  be  the  news  of  the  disafiection 
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of  the  papal  power  on  account  of  tlio  anperioritj'  wbicli 
Eussia  gives  to  the  Greek  chnrcli,  and  on  account  of 
holy  places  in  Jndea.  The  word  tidinga  seems  also  to 
indicate  great  insHri-ections, 

Twmity-first.  "  He  ehall  plant  the  talwrnaeles  of  his 
palace  between  tlie  seas  in  the  glorious  holy  iiiounEain." 
As  the  Koman  power  reetored  waa  to  attack  Israel 
restored,  and  be  overtitrown,  eo  tho  willful  king,  or  aoto- 
crat,  is  here  seen  planting  bis  imperial  tents  tor  battle 
in  the  land  of  Israel  restored.  The  term  "  holy  oioun- 
tain,"  eignilies  the  Christian  country  and  goveraraenfc. 
Tlie  term  "  between  the  seas,"  is  most  graphically  ex- 
pressive of  the  situation  of  our  Christian  democracy 
between  the  Atlantic  and  the  Pacific ;  and,  we  doubt 
not  but  the  deseription  here  is  to  the  same  efliict  as  that 
given  by  Ezekiel,  when  he  says  Kussia  ehal]  tali  on  the 
mountains  of  Israel :  "He  shall  come  to  his  end,  and 
none  shall  help  him." 


SECTION  IV. 

Mich  A  EI. — Dnited  States. 

"And  at  that  time  shall  Michael  stand  np  tlie  gi-eat 
prince,  which  standeth  for  the  children  of  thy  people." 
We  shall  now  show  tiiat  tlie  United  States  is  represented 
by  Michael,  and  that  the  time  of  ti"onble  is  the  destruc- 
tion of  monarcliy  by  our  connby. 

First.  The  tiLne  of  the  standing  up  of  Michael,  is 
the  time  of  the  destruction  of  tliQ  willful  king,  which 
wc  have  seen  was  to  be  in  "the  time  of  the  end,"  and 
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at  "the  last  eti'l  of  tlie  inflignation,"  and  tlie  time  of 
the  invasion  of  lavael  represented  by  tliG  planting  of  the 
taboniacles  of  the  willl'nl  king  htitween  the  two  seas ;  for 
the  text  definitely  statya,  that  "Michael  shall  stand  up 
at  that  time,"  and  that  the  willful  king,  or  great  raon- 
ai-chy,  Bhall  then  be  desti-oyed  by  Michael. 

We  liiive  already  seen,  that  this  very  body  of  mon- 
archy was  to  be  destroyed  by  the  Christian  democracy 
that  was  to  I'fee  in  1776,  and  that  it  was  to  extend  over 
the  whole  world ;  it  therefore  follows,  that  Michael, 
who  stands  np  for  the  Christians,  is  synonymous  with 
the  Christian  Israel,  or  United  States. 

That  angels  take  charge  of  kingdoms,  and  that  Michael 
takes  charge  of  Gfod's  Israel,  is  shown  in  the  Bible 
clearly;  bnt  Michael  is  never  visible,  as  is  the  ])ower 
tiiat  destroys  monarchy;  hence,  the  term  is  symbolic,  or 
metonyniic.  Again ;  in  the  Apocalypse,  tfiis  very  Mi- 
chael is,  with  his  angels,  represented  at  the  end  of  the 
three  and  a  half  times  as  fighting  with  the  dragon  and 
bis  angels,  and  driving  the  dragon  ont  of  the  dominions 
of  the  Christian  democi'acy  into  Europe.  The  dragon, 
with  his  seven  heads  and  his  ajigeis,  are  no  other  than 
Ionian  monarchy  and  its  armies;  and  Michael  and  his 
angels  are  the  opposing  Christian  powers.  As  he  is, 
thereibre,  a  Christian  power  in  the  one  case,  he  must  be 
in  the  other. 

Again  ;  as  the  prophecy  is  plainly  symbolic,  the  term 
Michael  must  be  so,  also ;  and  as  it  is  so  unquestionably 
sncb  in  the  Apocalypse,  it  must  be  so  here ;  for  they  botii 
coincide.  It  is  not,  by  any  means,  an  improper  symbol  of 
Israel  restoi'ed,  for,  in  the  Apocalypse,  this  very  power  is 
represented  as  "one  like  the  son  of  man  on  a  white  clond." 
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Again ;  "  Micl)ae],  tlie  gi'cat  prince,  sliall  stand  iip  for 
tlie  diildmii  of  thy  people,"  is  synonjmona  with  the 
stone  kingdom,  and  the  ancient  of  days ;  and  tiieee  we 
have  seen  represented  a  Christian  democi-acy,  tliat  would 
Btand  up  for  the  Cliristian  democracy  throughout  tho 
wliolc  -w-orld,  and  break  down  all  oppressive  powera  and 
deliver  them. 

That  the  United  States  will  ultimately  make  the  craise 
of  true  Christian  democracy  its  own  cause  throughout 
the  world,  is  as  certain  as  it  exists ;  for  its  tendencies  to 
this  end  are  inevitable. 

Again ;  this  strife  comes  on  before  tho  Millennium,  and 
coincides  with  tlie  smiting  of  the  stone,  the  taking  of 
the  beast,  and  the  taking  of  the  beast  and  false  prophet ; 
and,  therefore,  to  expect  a  literal  I'evclation  of  an  arch- 
angel, is  fanatical.  To  expect  a  literal  and  visible  arch- 
angel on  earth  at  this  time  of  ta-onble,  is  fanatical ;  for 
Christ  says,  he  (and  hia  angels)  will  not  come  till  "  after 
that  tribulation  of  those  days." 

Ssaond.  "Tlien  shall  be  a  time  of  trouble,  such  as 
never  was  since  there  was  a  nation  even  to  that  same 
time."  Fi-om  a  misunderstanding  of  the  similar  words 
of  Christ,  in  the  gospels,  this  i-ieriod  has  been  applied 
exclusively  to  the  destrnctioo  of  Jernsalem.  Christ  said, 
"  in  those  days  shall  be  aflliclion,  such  as  was  not  from 
the  beginning  of  the  creation  which  God  created  unto 
this  time,  neither  shall  be."  Now,  as  Daniel  places 
these  ti'oubles  at  the  final  doom  of  monarchy,  ho  and 
Ciirist  must  coincide  in  reference  to  the  same  events. 
Now,  if  we  remember  that  Christ  said,  "  these  things 
(the  destruction  of  Jerusalem  and  the  captivity)  were 
the  beginning  of  Borrows,"  and  also,  that  he  said,  "  they 
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sliall  fall  by  tlie  edge  of  flie  sword,  and  shiill  be  led 
away  captive  into  all  nations;  and  Jerusalem  shall  be 
trodden  do\vn  df  the  Gentiles,  until  the  times  of  the 
Gentiles  be  fulfilled,"  and  that  he  said,  "  these  be  tlie 
days  of  vengeance,  that  all  tilings  which  arc  written 
may  be  fulfilled ;"  we  shall  then  see  that  both  Christ  and 
Daniel  referred  this  groat  distress  to  the  close  of  the 
times  of  the  Gentiles. 

But  again ;  as  the  destruction  of  the  corrupt  Jewish 
government,  civil  and  ecclesiastical,  may  be  regai-ded  as 
typical  of  the  corrupt  Eoman  church  and  state,  it  follows, 
that  what  is  said  of  the  type  and  not  realized  by  it,  must 
ba  completed  in  the  antitype. 

This  time  of  troublo  plainly  coincides  with  the  "  battle 
of  the  gi-eat  day  of  God  Almighty."  How  fearful  will 
be  the  sufferinga  of  that  day!  what  national  calamities 
will  we  endure  1  yet,  we  shall  come  off  conquerora.  The 
"  powei-s  of  heaven  shall  bo  shaken"  then,  by  the  awful 
onset  of  the  woi'ld  in  arms  against  us ;  but  "  God  shall 
b6  the  hope  of  his  people." 

Wo  are  poorly  prepared  as  a  nation,  by  defenses,  to 
rraist  the  invader ;  we  are  careless  about  them;  and  to 
be  urged  by  prophetic  warning,  is  considered  pi-epos- 
terous.  We  would  as  soon  exhort  the  man  in  the  moon, 
as  to  exJiort  our  nation  to  be  ready  for  the  danger  before 
it;  they  would  consider  us  as  afi'ected  with  lunacy,  to 
pi-each  for  trath  the  prediction  of  the  scriptui'ea;  and 
■we  say,  it  can  just  travel  on,  and  foot  the  bill,  if  it  will 
not  hear. 

Third.  "  And  at  that  time,  thy  people  shall  be 
delivered,  every  one  that  shall  be  found  written  in  the 
book."    The  people  of  Daniel,  or  the  "  holy  peoplcj" 
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as  lie  often  calls  them,  when  epealcing  of  the  latter  day, 
ave  Kot  synoiiymoi.18  with  cai'iial  Israel,  but  with  Christians. 
St.  Peter  speaks  of  Christians,  in  language  expressive 
of  this  fact,  when  he  says  to  tliem,  "  ye  are  a  chosen 
generation,  a  royal  priesthood,  aa  holy  nation,  a  peculiar 
people,  which  in  time  pa^t  were  not  a  people,  but  are 
nov  the  people  of  God."  The  deliverance  here  promised 
is  a  political  one,  from  the  very  nature  of  the  case ;  and 
is  identical  with  the  deliverance  promised  in  all  ages  to 
the  Christians,  and  wliicli  now  transpires,  hecause  the 
beast,  or  Roman  emph-e,  is  destioyed,  and  the  saints 
possess  the  kingdom  and  dominion  of  the  world.  We 
do  not  nnderstand  by  this,  mere  personal  salvation,  but 
the  universal  deliverance  of  Clnistianity  from  worldly 
alliance  and  domination. 

Fourth.  "Everyone  that  shaH  be  found  written  in 
the  book."  As  the  aijcient  of  days  coincides  with 
Michael,  and,  as  their  destruction  of  the  fourth  monarchy 
and  deliverance  of  Cliristians  coincide,  so  the  books  of 
the  ancient  of  days  and  the  books  of  Michael  coincide. 
A  book  in  jndgment,  represents  the  laws  or  principles 
of  the  judge;  and  a  rccoi'd  book  of  names  with  the  judge, 
represents  those  who  subscribe  to,  and  abide  by,  the 
laws  of  the  judge.  As  the  judge  is  a  Christian  democ- 
racy, when  he  sits  in  judgment  or  war,  he  will  destroy 
all  tliose  who  oppose  his  principles,  and  favor  and  assist 
with  deliverance  all  who  subscribe  to  his  law  of  liberty. 

The  fall  of  the  willful  king,  and  the  deliverance  by 
Michael,  coincide  with  the  fall  of  the  monarchy  image, 
by  the  smiting  of  tlie  stone;  with  the  destmction  of  tho 
fourth  beast,  by  t'.ie  people  of  the  saints,  and  the  judgnaent 
of  the  ancieii-  of  days  upon  100,000,000  of  people;  with 
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the  breaking  of  the  iierco  king  without  hand ;  with  the 
destmetion  of  the  willful  king  on  the  holy  mountain 
between  the  seas ;  and  with  the  deatraction  of  Gog  on 
the  mountains  of  Israel. 


SECTION   V. 
The  Fikal  Kinobou  of  Messiah. 

Almost  all  of  the  propliecies  of  the  latter  day,  whether 
political  or  spiritual,  close  with  an  account  of  Messiah'a 
kingdom.  The  firet  two  in  Daniel,  close  with  the  king- 
dom of  the  mountains  and  of  the  Son  of  Man ;  and 
here,  the  angel,  in  interpreting  all  the  visions,  gives  a 
iiirther  and  paiiicular  account  of  other  things  connected 
with  it. 

As  the  stone  amitea  monarchy,  and  becomes  a  moan- 
tain  ;  as  the  ancient  destixjys  monai-chy,  and  receives  the 
Son  of  Man,  so  Michael  destroys  the  great  autoci-acy, 
and  then  comes  the  final  kingdom,  ushci'ed  in  complete 
by  the  resnn-ection  of  the  dead.  We  will  notice  the 
points,  given  here,  carefully: 

First.  "And  many  of  tJiem  that  sleep  in  the  dust  of 
tlie  earth,  shall  awake ;  some  to  everlasting  life,  and  some 
to  shame  and  everlasting  contempt," 

As  no  interpretation  is  given  of  this  passage,  we  take 
it  to  be  literal ;  and  as  it  coincides  with  the  "  resurrec- 
tion of  the  just  and  unjast,"  we  take  it  to  be  spiritual. 
TIow  soon  it  will  occur,  nMv  the  last  great  war,  is  not 
stated,  and  we  must  look  elsewhere  to  find  its  mode  and 
time.  In  the  close  of  the  vision,  Daniel  is  told,  that  all 
the  war  shall  be  finished  at  the  end  of  a  ceiiaic  number 
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of  year3  ;  and  tliat  ho  s!ia!l  than  stand  in  Iiis  lot.  Jolin 
tells  us,  that  aa  soon  as  the  war  closed,  thevc  was  a  first 
resuii'ection,  and  ho  then  describes  a  final  one,  occuri'ing 
a  thousand  years  later.  The  I'esuiTection,  occaiTirig 
immediately  after  the  days  of  gi'cat  tribulation,  coincides 
with  the  words  of  Christ.  Ho  says,  "  immediately  atl:er 
the  tribulation  of  those  days,  shall  the  sun  be  darkened, 
*  *  and  the  powere  of  heaven  he  shaken,  and  then 
fihall  appear  the  sign  of  the  Son  of  Man,  in  heaven." 

Seoorid.  "And  they  that  be  wise,  shall  shine  aa  the 
brightness  of  the  firmament,  (or  tiie  sun)  and  they  that 
turn  many  to  righteousness,  as  the  stare  forever  and 
ever."  Tiiia  is  explained  and  enforced  by  the  Saviour's 
words,  "The  Son  of  Man  shall  send  forth  his  angels, 
and  they  Bhall  gather  out  of  hia  tingdom  (on  earth)  all 
things  that  offend,  and  them  which  do  iniqnity,  and  shall 
cast  them  into  a  tnrnace  of  fire.  Then  shall  the  I'ight- 
eous  shino  fbrtli  as  the  sun,  in  the  kingdom  of  their 
Father." 


SECTION  VI. 
The  Sealisc  op  the  Vision,  asq  the  Discoyebt. 

"  But  thoii,  O  Daniel,  shot  up  the  words,  and  seal  the 
book,  even  to  the  time  of  the  end ;  many  shall  inn  to 
and  fro,  and  knowledge  shall  be  increased.  Go  thy 
way,  Daniel,  for  the  words  are  closed  np  and  sealed  till 
the  time  of  the  end," 

First.  Tiie  words  to  be  sealed  were  those  which 
related  to  the  willfnl  king,  and  the  history  of  the  world, 
during  his  existence,  down  to  the  time  of  his  desti-uction. 
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This  must  be  so,  because,  a  part  of  the  interpret- 
ation 13  expressly  literal,  and  it  is  almost  perfectly  bo,  in 
eveiy  -worcl,  down  to  the  destruction  of  the  Hebrews  by 
the  willful  king,  or  by  aems.  Here  it  changes  into  sym- 
bolic prophecy,  or  interpi-etation,  and  we  ai'o  left  alto- 
gether in  the  dark  about  both.  As  the  prophecy  of  thia 
period  is  said,  by  the  angel,  to  be  an  interpretation  of 
all  the  others,  of  tbe  same  period,  it  is  evident,  that  if 
thia  was  understood,  all  the  rest  could  be ;  and  if  any 
others,  of  tbe  same  period,  could  be  interpreted,  this 
oould  be  also ;  heiice,  it  follows,  that  all  prophecy  of  tliat 
pei-iod  of  the  world,  between  the  destruction  of  Jerusa- 
lem, was  to  be  clearly  understood  by  no  one,  "  till  the 
time  of  the  end."  Of  the  truth  of  this  affirmation  we 
need  not  write,  for  the  whole  Christian  world  agieea  to 
the  proposition,  and  all  bold  the  book  of  Eevelation, 
itself,  to  bo  a  mystery,  and  yet  all  know  that  it  predicts 
tlie  great  features  of  thia  period.  Who  has  written  a 
clear  explanation  of  Daniel's  visions  of  this  period? 
Who  has  explained  the  times,  and  days,  and  months  of 
the  prophets  ?  Who,  that  has  adhered  to  prophetic  expo- 
sitions of  this  period,  but  has  been  obliged  to  hold  bis 
views  as  mere  speculations,  for  want  of  any  certain 
evidence  upon  which  to  ground  them  ?  Eveiy  thing,  on 
all  sides,  has  proved  tliat  the  words  relating  to  this  gi'eat 
era  were  closed  up  and  sealed. 

Since  the  German  reformation,  many  men  have 
applied  to  the  study  of  these  predictions,  yet  they  have 
seldom  agreed  together,  and  have  done  little  more  tlian 
to  prepare  the  way  for  a  final  discoveiy ;  in  some  cases, 
they  were  very  nearly  right,  yet  he  who  foliows  them, 
will  find  he  is  following  as  much  error  as  he  is  truth,  for

the  words  were  to  be  sealed  until  a  later  period,  and  in 
the  age  of  the  Modes  and  Newtons,  there  was  still  a  vail 
over  tbe  law  and  the  pi'ophetB. 

Second.  The  words  were  to  be  sealed  until  a  certain 
period,  called  "  the  time  of  the  end,"  This  appears, 
very  plainly,  to  bo  the  period  between  the  1290  and  1335 
days.  That  the  signification  of  the  prophecy  was  then 
to  be  tinderatood,  seems  not  to  be  doubted,  since  the  seal- 
ing "  till "  the  time  of  the  end,  leads  us  to  imply,  neces- 
sarily, that  their  mystery  would  be  then  nnderstood. 
Again,  it  ia  also  stated,  that  they  shall  be  understood  by 
the  wise,  and  not  by  the  wicked.  These  terms  are  to  be 
taken  in  their  widest  sense,  and,  of  courae,  refer  to 
nations,  for  they  are  prophetic  terms  of  multitude. 
They  seem  to  affirm  that  Israel  restored  will  understand 
them,  and  Christian  democracy  generally,  but  that  the 
monarchy  system  will  not;  and  that  they  will  not, 
because  tliey  are  so  wicked  that  they  shall  still  be  blinded, 
and  shall  hasten  to  their  ruin. 

They  were  to  be  understood  in  an  age  of  "  running  to 
and  fro ; "  that  is,  in  an  age  of  great  travel,  and  trade, 
and  emigration,  and  discoveiy ;  such  as  the  present. 

They  were  to  be  underetood  in  an  enlightened  age,  or 
one  of  great  knowledge,  as  is  the  present. 

Lastly ;  it  was  to  be  made  by  somebody,  and  not  by 
chance,  and  its  very  delay  was  to  be  promotive  of  im- 
mense good  to  the  church  and  the  world.  Its  benefits 
will  be  Trvithout  limit.  The  discovery  of  the  mystei-y  of 
this  period  we  profess  fully  to  have  made;  and  if  we  ace 
not  mistaken,  the  great  mass  of  people  in  our  country 
will  agree  to  our  views. 
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Wo  now  eorne  to  the  exact  number  of  years  during 
wliich  t!ie  willful  king  was  to  domiDeer  over  the  people 
of  God.  Tills  number  of  yeara  is  aiBrmed  in  the  vision, 
and  is  then  repeated  in  an  interpretation.  Their  begin- 
ning and  ending  are  each  distinctly  stated,  so  that  no 
difficulty  can  possibly  occur  on  these  points.  Wo  shall 
first  take  lip  the  vision,  and  then  the  interpretation. 

Para'jraph  I. 

Pirst.     Period  of  Wonders. 

Yision.—'-'-  And  one  said  to  the  man  clothed  in  linen 
*   *   How  long  shall  it  be  to  the  end  of  these  wondei-st" 

The  wondei's  here  spoken  ol^  can  not  date  farther 
back  in  the  vision  than  the  destniction  of  Jerusalem  hj 
"aems,"  or  the  Romans,  for  all  the  previous  part  of  the 
vision  is  literal,  and  not  mystic,  or  wonderful.  This  is 
proved,  also,  by  the  passage  which  immediately  follows, 
explanatory  of  the  term  wondeiB,  which  says,  "and 
when  he  shaU  have  accomplishetl  to  scatter  the  power 
of  the  holy  people,  all  these  things  shall  be  finished," 
In  this  passage,  tlio  pronoun  "  he  "  is  represented  as 
the  scatterer  of  Israel's  power,  and  plainly  refers  to  the 
willfnl  king,  or  aems  ;  and,  of  coui'se,  the  period  of  the 
Eoman  power  &om  the  destruction  of"  Jerusalem  is 
referred  to,  because  the  first  we  hear  of  this  power  of 
iEMB,  is  when  he  is  casting  down  the  sanctuary.  Again.)

the  period  of  tlic  dcsti-uction  of  tlio  nationality  of  God's 
people  is  expressly  affirmed  to  lie  tlie  period  oi'  tlio  won- 
dere.  The  term,  poioer,  as  here  used,  represents  iiatiOQ- 
ality ;  for  it  can  have  no  otlier  sense,  "  The  powers 
that  bo,  are  orfained  of  God,"  means  the  governments 
ordained  of  God  ;  and  in  the  above  passage  the  ■word  is 
nsed  in  the  veij  same  sense. 

This  period,  also,  plainly  coincides  ■with  that  which 
is  called  the  period  of  "  indignation,"  which  is  bo  fre- 
quently reijeated,  and  which  all  know  is  sjnonymons 
witli  the  destruction  and  desolation  of  Israel's  nationality, 
or  with  the  "  times  of  the  Gentile  upon  Jerusalem." 

Second.  Exact  length  of  the  period  of  the  scattenng 
of  the  nationality  of  Israel. 

Vision. — "He  held  np  his  riglit  hand  and  his  left 
hand  unto  heaven,  and  swaro  by  him  that  livetli 
forever  and  over,  thai:  it  shall  be  for  a  time  times  and 
a  half." 

The  solemnity  of  this  oath  leads  ns  to  consider  liow 
very  definite  the  length  of  this  period  was  to  he,  and 
how  important  an  era  would  transpire  at  its  close. 

Tlie  end  of  it  was  to  be  signalized  by  the  cessation  of 
the  broken  condition  of  the  fowee  or  nationality  of  the 
saints  or  Ciirjstians.  Of  coui'se,  the  reorganization  of 
God's  Israel  into  nationality  is  plainly  taugtit;  for  the 
cessation  of  scattering  is  tlic  beginning  of  union,  and 
also  the  consummation  of  it.  Tins  gathering  is  also 
synonymous  with  the  deliverance,  by  Michael,  of  those 
written  in  the  book ;  and  coincides  witii  the  great  pre- 
dictions of  Israel's  restoration. 

The  restoration  to  nationality  must  require  consider- 
able time  and  is  called  '■  the  last  end  of  the  indignation, 
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or  time  of  t!ie  end."  It  would,  therelore,  seem  natural 
to  suppose  that  the  tliree  and  a  half  times  would  mai'k 
tlie  limits  of  this  period,  when  explained. 

Now,  our  discovery  sliows  that  it  has  a  douhle  signi- 
fication, or  has  two  distinct  lengths;  and  that  one  of 
them  is  1,708  years  long,  and  the  other  is  1,810;  and 
one  ended  in  1776,  and  the  other  will  end  in  1878, 


As  each  syrabolic  vision  has  an  intei-pretation,  bo  has 
the  vision  of  the  length  of  the  desolation  of  the  nation- 
ality of  God's  Israel.  And  it  will  confirm  onr  views 
above  given. 

1,  Interpretation. —'■^  And  I  heai-d,  but  I  underetood 
not;  then  said,  0  my  Lord,  how  long  shall  be  these  latter 
times,  or  latter  wonders?"  Such  is  Bishop  Newton's 
translation  of  the  passage,  and  it  is  very  accurate. 

Daniel  had  seen  and  !ieard  what  was  to  be  upon  the 
people  of  God,  and  the  exact  length  of  the  time  of  their 
Buflerings  is  now  emphasized  in  his  eare,  but  ho  does  not 
understand  the  tei-ms  used,  and  he  asks  lor  an  explana- 
tion, and  the  explanation  of  the  times  is  given.  The 
reply  to  him  is,  that  the  words  are  closed  up  and  sealed 
till  the  period  of  their  fulfillment;  but  still  the  whole 
vision  is  briefly  repeated,  and  the  times  explained  in  a 
different  form. 

2.  Inte^'pretaiion. — "The  words  are  closed  up  and 
sealed  till  the  time  of  the  end.  Many  shall  be  purified 
and  made  white;  but  the  wiched  (kingdom)  shall  do 
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■wickedly;  and  none  of  tlie  wicked  (kingdoms)  ehal! 
understand,  but  the  wise  (nation)  eball  understand. 
And  Jrom  the  time  the  daily  sacrifico  shall  be  taken 
away,  and  the  abomination  tliat  maketh  desolate  eet  up, 
there  shall  be  a  thousand  two  hundred  and  ninety  days. 
Blessed  is  he  that  waiteth  and  cometh  to  tlie  tliousand 
three  hundred  and  five  and  thirty  days."  In  these  pas- 
ages  are  I'epeated:  first,  the  fact  that  there  is  to  be  a 
period  at  the  close  of  the  sufferings  of  God's  people, 
called  the  time  of  the  end.  Secondly;  the  sufferings  of 
God's  people  tlirougli  this  long  period  of  depression,  is 
again  mentioned.  Thirdly ;  the  wickedness  of  Rome  is 
reaffirmed.  Fourthly ;  in  the  end  tlie  people  of  God 
are  to  understand  the  praphecy  with  great  profit.  Fifth- 
ly ;  the  Koman  monarchic  are  not  to  understand  or  to 
believe  in  it,  Sixthiy ;  the  1290  and  1335  days  repre- 
sent the  very  same  periods  as  the  three  and  a  half  times. 
This  must  be  so,  because  tliey  are  given  in  explanation 
of  these  very  three  and  a  half  times.  One  length  of 
tlie  three  and  a  half  timt^  must,  therefore,  bo  equal  to 
1290  days;  and  the  otlier  the  1335  days.  Here  wo 
see  that  the  times  are  resolvable  into  days,  Now,  the 
1290  days  are  equal  to  170S  years,  and  the  1335  days 
to  1809f  years, 

3.  The  time  when  these  days  wa-e  to  bo  dated,  is 
plainly  at  the  desti-uction  of  Jerusalem ;  for  the  text 
most  emphatically  and  constancy,  throughout  tlio  vision, 
pins  the  beginning  of  these  daj^  right  down  to  that 
epoch.  The  "wonders;"  the  "time  of  scattering  the 
^OMOT  of  tho  holy  people,"  and  "the  indignation,"  all 
begin  right  there ;  and  the  interpretation  reiterates  that 
there  is  the  place  and  time  to  begin  the  days ;  tor  they 
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are  to  begin  at  tiie  cessation  of  the  daily  sacrifice^  and 
at  the  setting  np  of  the  desolation  over  Isiael. 

How  any  expositor  conltl  venture  to  begin  tlieee  days 
at  any  other  epoch,  away  fTOiii  the  deBtrnetion  of  Jeni- 
ealem,  is  very  singular,  and  demonstrates  that  the  worfs 
wei-e  traly  closed  up  and  sealed  to  all  such  violators  of 
the  plain  words  of  holy  writ. 


TIio  destruction  of  Jerusalem  by  the  liomans,  occurred 
in  the  year  68  A.  D.  On  tlie  14th  of  the  month  Nisan, 
the  Roman  army  encamped  at  Jerusalem,  bnt  had  en- 
tered Palestine  somewhat  eai'iier.  On  the  7th  of  Jyai", 
or  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  the  siege,  the  Romans  got 
posseesion  of  the  first  wall.  The  whole  city  was  encom- 
passed by  a  wai!  some  time  witiiin  the  months  of  Jyar 
or  Sivan.  This  wall  was  the  cause  of  the  great  desola- 
tion by  famine.  On  the  17th  of  Panemus,  the  daily 
sacrifice  ceased ;  on  the  10th  of  Ab,  the  temple  was 
bunied;  on  the  8th  of  Elul,  tJie  city  was  burned,  and, 
about  the  middle  of  Tieri,  the  walls  and  whole  city  wei-o 
demolished.  The  period  of  tlie  destraction  of  the  daily 
sacrifice,  and  the  setting  up  of  the  desolator,  occupied, 
as  near  as  can  be  estimated,  about  sis  months. 

It  will  be  allowed  that  the  period  represented  by  these 
days  may  begin  within  tlie  limits  of  the  time  the  Roman 
army  entered  Jndea  and  finished  its  conqnests.  No 
reasonable  pereon  would  recjuii-e  a  moi-e  specific  point 
tlian  this  to  begin  with. 
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Now,  the  1290  days  ai'o  eqnal  to  1708  yeara,  and  if 
we  add  tliis  to  A.  J).  68,  it  brings  ns  down  to  the  yeai" 
ni6  A.  D.  And,  as  tliree  and  a  half  times  also  equals 
1708,  we  aiv3  also  brought  by  tijis  down  to  1776.  These 
hvo,  therefore,  coincide,  and  point  to  1770  aa  the  begin- 
ning of  the  restoration  of  Israel,  or  restoration  of  the 
saints  or  Chiistians  to  nationality ;  and  also  the  begin- 
ning of  "  the  time  of  the  end,"  or  "  last  end  of  the 
indignation," 

Again ;  the  1335  days  are  equal  to  1809J  years,  and 
if  we  date  these  at  t!ie  close  of  the  Jewish  war,  or  the 
time  when  the  desolator  was  established,  or  68^  A.  D., 
we  ai'e  bi-ought  down  to  about  A.  D.  1878^.  Then, 
as  the  three  and  a  half  times  are  equal  to  1810  years, 
if  we  date  tJiem  at  the  beginning  of  the  war,  or  68^ 
A.  D.,  we  ai-o  brought  down  to  1778^  A.  D.  These 
coincidences  must  be  esteemed  wonderful,  and  we  may 
look  to  1878  as  the  close  of  the  time  of  the  end ;  as  the 
finishing  point  of  the  indignation ;  as  the  victory  over 
monarchy ;  as  the  po^ession  of  the  world  by  the  Chris- 
tian democracy ;  and  as  the  end  of  wai-  forever,  and  the 
erection  of  the  Millennial  republic. 

"  Go  thou  thy  way  til!  the  end  be ;  for  thou  shalt  rest 
and  stand  in  thy  lot  at  the  end  of  the  days," 
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The  four  great  visions  of  universal  empire  given  ty 
Daniel,  all  coincide  with  each  other,  point  to  point; 
the  last  two  visions  leaving  ont  Batylon,  which  had 
passed  away  at  the  time  they  occnrred.  In  the  firat  two, 
the  four  metals  and  four  beasts  coincide  in  representing 
the  four  great  monai'chiea ;  and  after  these  two,  leaving 
out  Babylonia,  they  all  agi'ee  together. 

The  gold  bead,  and  lion,  both  symbolize  Babylon  ; 
the  siiver  bi-cast  and  arms,  the  bear  with  the  two  sides, 
the  ram  with  the  two  horns,  and  the  king  of  Persia,  all 
coincide  with  the  Medo-Persian  empire ;  the  belly  aod 
thighs  of  brass,  the  leopard  with  fotir  wings  and  foar 
heads,  the  he  goat  with  one  hora,  divided  into  four  horns, 
and  the  mighty  king  of  Grecia,  and  the  kingdoms  of 
Syria  and  Egypt,  all  coincide  with  the  Macedonian 
empire  and  its  four  divisions,  ultimating  in  two. 

The  legs  of  iron,  the  fourth  beast;  the  little  horn  from 
the  he  goat,  or  king  of  fierce  conntenance,  and  the  willful 
king,  or  akub,  all  coincide  with  the  Roman  empire. 
The  iron  and  clay,  the  little  horn  and  ten  horns,  the 
fierce  king  understanding  dark  sentences,  the  willful 
king  and  his  new  god,  all  coincide  with  church  and 
state  union  in  the  Eoman  empire.  The  ten  toes  and  the 
ten  boms  coincide  witli  the  broken  state  of  the  Eoman 
empire.  The  fall  of  the  whole  monarchy  image,  the 
taking  of  the  fourth  beast,  the  fall  of  the  fierce  king, 
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and  the  brciiking  of  the  willful  kiDg  on  the  mountains 
of  Israel  butweeu  the  two  seas,  all  coincide  with  the 
destraction  of  Gog  by  Israel,  or  with  the  general  destruc- 
tion of  monarchy.  The  mountain,  and  stone  cut  out  of 
the  mountain,  the  ancient  of  days,  and  locomotive  throne 
of  fire,  the  saints  and  people  of  the  saints ;  the  sanctoary 
and  host,  the  holy  people  and  the  powee  of  the  holy 
people,  all  coincide  with  the  Christiana  and  the  govern- 
ment growing  up  from  them  in  the  United  States  of 
America.  The  2300  evenings  and  mornings  of  the  casting 
down  of  the  sanctuary,  the  three  and  a  half  times  of  the 
scattering  of  Hi&power  of  the  holy  people,  and  the  1290 
days  from  the  cessation  of  the  daily  sacrifice,  coincide 
with  1708  years,  in  civil  measure,  and  dated  at  the  17th 
of  Panemus,  or  189th  day,  68  A.  D.,  and  on  July  4th, 
1776.  In  spiritual  measure,  they  are  1451  years  long, 
and  agree  witli  the  three  and  a  half  times  of  the  little 
bom  of  the  fourth  beast,  and,  dated  on  June  19th,  S35, 
at  church  and  state  union,  they  end  on  the  4th  of  July, 
1776.  The  three  and  a  half  times  in  civil  measure, 
are  also  1810  years  and  ten  days  long,  and,  dated  at  the 
last  passover  Nisan  14th  or  97th  day,  68  A.  D.,  they 
end  1878  A.  D.,  and  117th  day.  The  1335  days  equal  1809 
years  and,  244  days,  and  dated  at  the  burning  of  Jemsa- 
lem  the  8th  of  Elul  or  339th  day  of  68  A.  D.,  and  we 
are  brought  to  1878  and  117th  day.  Thus,  do  all  four 
versions  most  wonderfally  harmonize,  even  down  to 
days,  though  they  cover  a  field  of  vast  ages.  We  now 
turn  to  Eevelation,  and  shall  find  it  harmonizing  with 
Daniel's  visions  of  the  fourth  empire. 
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CHAPTBE     X. 
THE  SPIEITHAL  ft'OSIJ)  IS  THE  APOCALirSE, 

The  book  of  Revelation  was  written  by  St.  John  in 
tlie  days  of  Domitias  Nero,  and  not  in  the  daya  of 
Flavius  Domitian,  a  later  emperor. 

It  consists  of  a  set  of  prophecies  addressed  to  the 
Christian  cbnrch,  and  containing  ite  future  history ; 
and,  also,  of  a  complete  history  of  the  political  world. 
The  spiritual  prophecies  begin  their  accomplishment 
with  the  fall  of  Jerasalem,  and  the  political  with  the 
union  of  chnrch  and  state. 

The  style  of  the  boob  is  figurative  in  the  most  refined 
degree,  and  involved  and  inrolled  in  the  most  system- 
atic, yet  apparently  complicated  manner.  Kotliing 
can  exceed  the  perfect  symmetry  of  the  whole  book. 

The  proof  that  it  contains  the  history  of  the  chm-ch 
and  of  the  Eoman  Empire,  is  found  in  the  fact,  that  it  ia 
expressly  stated  that  the  events  were  close  at  hand ;  such 
is  the  signification  of  Kairos  ejiggtts^  in  the  very  open- 
ing of  the  book.  And,  also,  in  the  facts,  that  at  the 
close  of  the  book,  a  full  view  of  the  final  judgment  is 
given,  and  that  a  consecutive  series  of  events  are  repre- 
sented, as  filling  the  entire  era  between  the  beginning 
and  end  of  the  prophecies.  Now,  as  Daniel's  prophecies 
embrace  all  the  greater  features  of  this  long  era,  it  is 
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plain  that  Jolin  must  predict  the  same  events  as  Daniel: 
but,  as  he  is  a  later  prophet,  he  must  be  expected  to  givi.' 
more  pai'ticula\-B  than  Daniel. 

We  now  take  vip  the  two  great  classes  of  prophecy 
in  this  book,  hoping  that  we  shall  be  able  to  explain  tht- 
great  features  of  them,  if  not  every  minute  shade  of 
Bjmbol  and  figure. 

In  onr  expositions  we  shall  pay  no  sort  of  attention  to 
the  arbitraiy  and  unauthorized  diyisions  into  chapters, 
bat  follow  up  each  vision  till  it  closes. 

The  introduction  to  the  whole  hook  of  Kevelation  h 
couched  in  few  words,  by  the  apostle.  He  simply  states 
that  God  gave  Christ  this  Revelation,  and  that  Chi-ist 
sent  his  angel  to  tell  the  matter  to  him ;  saying,  that 
they  were  things  which  must  shortly  begin  to  he  fulfilled . 
He  then  addresses  the  ehnrches,  and  communicates  what 
tilings  were  expi-essly  directed  to  them,  hy  Christ,  and 
tells  the  mode  in  which  he  received  them. 


SBCTIOI  I. 
Seat  op  Spieitual  PnOPHEcr. 
The  seat  of  these  spiritual  prophecies,  first  claims  our 
attention.  John  says,  "I  turned  to  see  tlie  voice  that 
spake  with  me.  And  being  turned,  I  saw  seven  golden 
candlesticks  ;  and  in  the  midst  of  the  seven  candlesticks, 
one  like  unto  the  Son  of  Man,  clothed  with  a  garment 
down  to  the  feet,  and  girt  about  the  paps  with  a  golden 
girdle.  His  head  and  his  hairs  were  white  as  snow,  anc 
his  eyes  were  as  a  flame  of  fire,  and  his  feet  like  unf'.^ 
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fine  brass,  as  if  they  biu-ned  in  a  furnace  ;  and  bis  voice 
as  the  sound  of  many  waters.  And  he  bad  in  bis  right 
hand  seven  stars,  and  oiifc  of  liis  mouth  went  a  sharp 
two-edgod  sword ;  and  his  countenance  was  as  the  sua 
ehineth  in  his  strength.  *  *  Write  the  things  which 
thou  hast  seen,  the  things  wlilch  are,  and  the  things 
which  shall  be  hereafter."  This  is,  plainly,  a  symbolic 
repi-eeentation  of  Christ,  and  not  of  his  literal  pei-son  ; 
for  various  parts  of  the  image  are  subsequently  shown  to 
be  symbols ;  as  "  the  mysteiy  of  the  seven  stars,  and  the 
seven  golden  candlesticks."  It  may  be  proper,  here,  to 
show  the  signification  of  all  these  symbols: 

1.  The  seoen  golden  candlesticks. — This  symbol  is  a 
double  figure :  first,  it  represents  the  seven  churches  in 
Asia  Minor ;  second,  it  represents  the  whole  Christian 
church.  These  things  are  so,  because,  first,  the  text 
says,  "  The  seven  candlesticks  which  thou  sawest,  are  the 
seven  churchy ;"  second,  the  seven  churches  are  put  by 
synecdoche,  for  the  whole  church.  That  this  last  is 
true,  arises  from  several  considerations,  which  may  l>e 
named. 

It  stands  to  reason,  that  one  part  of  the  church  of 
God,  is  as  much  the  subject  of  God's  promises  and  re- 
bukes as  another,  for  God  is  no  respecter  of  persons ; 
beside  this,  every  Christian  feels,  that  if  he  performs  the 
commands  of  God,  he  has  as  much  a  claim  to  the 
rewards  severally  promised  to  these  particular  churches, 
as  any  individual  member  in  them ;  since  it  is  written, 
"  Te  are  all  one  iji  Christ  Jesus,"  and,  "  What  I  say 
nnto  one  I  say  unto  all."  Again ;  as  the  great  intent  of 
prophecy  is  for  the  general  good  of  the  church  through- 
out the  world.  "  no  prophecy  (to  the  churches)  can  be  of 
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any  private  interpretation,"  but  embraces  all.  Again; 
tlie  very  language  of  pvomiee  and  threatening  is,  plainly, 
not  confined  by  the  text  to  a  specific  portion  of  the 
chnreh,  but  is  generic,  and  embraces  all ;  as,  "  He  that 
overeometh,"  &c.,  "  Be  thou  faithful  unto  death,"  &c., 
"  He  that  hath  an  ear  let  him  hear  what  the  Spirit  saith 
(not)  \into  (some,  but  unto)  the  ohurcTiea.^''  Lastly,  the 
Btyle  of  the  apocalypse  being  figurative  throughout,  the 
seven  churches  must  also  be  so,  to  conform  to  the  style 
of  the  book.  It  is,  indeed,  hardly  nece8sai7  to  advance 
these  things,  since  the  whole  Christian  world  has 
regarded  the  address  to  the  seven  churches,  as  an  address 
to  a  part  as  representatives  of  the  wliole ;  the  number 
seven  being  the  sacred  number  of  perfection,  seven 
churches  are  chosen  to  repi-esent  universality,  rather  than 
any  other  number. 

Let  it  be  constantly  borne  in  mind,  that  almost  every 
figure  of  speech  used  by  John,  has  a  double  significancy, 
and  must  he  translated  twice,  to  reach  its  true  import, 
or,  that  two  symbols  mean  but  one  thing. 

2.  The  seven  stars. — "  The  seven  stare  are  the  angels 
of  the  seven  churehes."  These,  from  the  nature  of  coin- 
cidence, must  also  possess  a  double  signification,  as  well 
as  the  seven  candlesticlis.  These  angels  were  the  gov- 
ernors, or  body  of  goveniment,  of  the  seven  chnrches, 
and,  hence,  represent  the  body  of  the  social  government 
of  the  church,  throughout  the  Christian  world.  Here 
we  see  the  same  dual  power  represented,  which  is  recog- 
nizable in  all  desci-iptions  of  God's  people  throughout 
the  Bible. 

3.  "  One  like  unto  the  Son  of  Man."  This  is,  there- 
fore, only  a  resemblance,  a  symbol,  of  the  pereon  of 
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Christ,  and  through  wliich  form  Christ  manifests  himself 
to  a  mortal. 

i.  "  Clothed  with  a  garment  down  to  the  feet."  As 
celestials  are  not  clothed  in  mortal  appai-el,  wliicli  is  a 
badge  of  human  disgrace,  this  gai'ment  must  signify  tljc 
nature  of  the  spotless  character  that  wears  it.  A  robe 
of  white  is  a  symbol  of  honor  and  dignity, 

5.  "  His  head  and  his  haii-s  were  white  like  wool,  as 
■white  as  snow."  This,  also,  is  emblematic  of  superior 
wisdom  and  glory ;  lor,  "  a  hoary  head  is  a  crown  of 
gloiy." 

6.  "  His  feet  like  unto  fine  brass,  as  if  they  burned  in 
a  furnace."  "  How  beantifnl  npon  the  morintaiiia,  aro 
the  feet  of  him  that  bringeth  good  tidings,  that  publish- 
eth  salvation,  that  saith  nnto  Zion,  Thy  God  reigneth." 

7.  "His  Yoice  as  the  sound  of  many  waters."  Tiiat 
IB,  as  the  voice  of  multitudes ;  it  shows  vast  authority 
and  fame. 

8.  "  Out  of  his  month  went  a  sharp  two-edged  sword." 
A  sword  symbolizes  authority,  as,  "  He  beareth  not  the 
sword  in  vain."  Coaling  from  the  mouth,  it  is  the  woi'd 
of  God,  which  is  called  the  sword  of  the  Spirit,  and 
"sharper  than  any  two-edged  sword." 

9.  "  His  countenance  was  as  tlie  sun  shineth  in  his 
strength."  A  iace  symbolizes  justice,  severity,  or  favor; 
here  it  mnst  represent  the  ligiit  of  God's  coimtenaiice, 
or  favor  to  his  people. 
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"  Write  the  things  which  thou  host  seen,  and  the  things 
which  are,  and  the  thin^  which  shaXl  "be  hereafter." 

The  address  and  prophecy  to  the  ebnrchea,  are  plainly 
included  together,  under  the  tei-ms,  "  which  thou  hast 
Been,  and  the  things  which  are ;"  for  when  Joim  is  sub- 
seq^iently  invited  to  receive  a  view  of  political  prophecy, 
ho  is  called  to  look  only  at  the  "  tilings  which  shall  te 
hereafter."  Now,  the  temporal  state  of  the  clmreliea 
predicted  niider  the  "  things  that  are,"  eeera  limited  to 
the  period  designated  by  ten  days.  "  Ye  shall  have 
tribulation  ten  days."  A  day  signifies  s,  certain  limited 
period,  and  is  generally  put  for  it.  Now,  these  ten  days 
of  ti'ibulation  had  their  coincidence,  and  by  consequence 
their  fnlfillment,  in  the  ten  great  persecutions  under  the 
pagan  emperors,  and  closed  in  the  days  of  Constantine 
the  Great.  So  that  tlie  prophecy  of  "  the  things  thai 
are"  seems  clearly  bounded  by  this  ten  days.  This  is 
fmtlier  confirmed,  by  the  fact,  that  the  political  propJie- 
cies  began  to  be  realized  at  the  imion  of  churcli  and 
state. 

The  very  expression,  "  things  that  are,"  seems  to  im- 
ply things  that  will  toanspire,  while  the  chuvch  is  imdei" 
the  tlien  present  pagan  government,  in  the  world. 
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CHAPTER  XI. 
POLITICAL  PSOPHECIES  OF  KETELATIOff, 

The  visions  of  John  and  Daniel,  being  in  the  same 
gieat  fieUl  tliey  mnat  co  ncide ,  and  it  is  plain,  that  as 
Darnel  piophesicd  in  foil  of  the  political  state  ol  liome, 
80  John  must  al'iO  do  the  same,  anJ  that,  in  the  prin- 
cipal teatmee  of  the  foiiith  kingdom,  they  m.a-=t  agi'co 
together  It  ^ill,  therefoie,  be  e\pected  that  there  will 
be  a  eimilanty  of  the  consti  action  of  then  imigeiy ;  and 
such  we  shall  find  to  be  the  case  As  Daniel  gives  a 
twice  doiiblerl  view  of  the  wuild  fiom  his.  times,  ao  does 
John,  fiora  his  John  begins  his  political  visions  at  the 
union  of  chntch  and  state,  and  thence  pioeccdb  to  the 
final  kingdom ,  but  of  the  Koinan  woild  he  gives  four 
distinct  Til- ws  Tlie  iii:.t  view  i*?  that  by  sevtn  seals, 
extending  down  to  the  Millennium,  the  second,  is  by 
seven  tinmpetb,  lehearsing  gieAt  eias  oi  the  same  period. 
He  then  gives  a  view  of  Kome,  during  the  same  great  era, 
under  the  form  of  a  dragon  and  a  beast,  and  under  the 
symbols  of  a  beast  and  harlot. 

In  addition  to  this,  he  gives  a  double  iiistoiy  of  the 
dnal  Israel,  through  the  same  period,  under  the  symbols 
of  two  witnesses,  and  the  woman  and  her  man  child. 
Besides  these,  he  gives  two  episodical  desei'iptions ;  one 
of  the  destruction  of  the  Koman  chmxih,  and  one  of  the 
destroyer  of  the  Eoman  state. 
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Wa  shall  firet  interpret  the  seals,  Jind  then  the  epi- 
sodical descriptions  of  Eoine  and  Israel,  and  then  of  the 
seven  ti'iimpets. 

The  seat  of  prophecy,  whence  the  hook  of  seals  is 
given,  is  worthy  of  attention,  as  it  is  a  prophetic  one. 


TiTE  Seat  of  Poi.itioal  Prophecy. 
At  the  seat  of  spiritual  pi-ophecy,  no  tiirone  was  to  he 
seen ;  but  only  Christ  among  the  chnrches ;  here  the 
scene  is  changed,  and  the  synihola  of  civil  dominion  over 
tiie  world  are  iutrodnced.  The  imageiy  before  us  claims 
attention,  as  it  is  all  of  a  (hial  character.  We  shall 
quote  the  descriptive  text  of  the  second  seat  of  prophecy, 
as  it  may  be  needed. 

1.  "A  door  was  opened  in  heaven."  Tills  was  a 
symbolic  heaven,  as  any  one  can  see  at  a  glance;  for,  in 
the  "third  heaven,"  no  such  objects  as  beasts  or  doors 
exist.  Tiie  term,  heaven,  was  originally  applied  by  God 
to  the  atmosphere,  of  iirmanient,  and  is  figuratively 
used  as  the  etherial  dwelling  of  the  ti'no  Christians  after 
death ;  and  on  eart,h  it  is  used  vainously  to  represent 
sublimity,  or  exaltation ;  and,  symbolically,  it  represents 
the  place  of  the  church  on  earth,  or  the  dominion  of  God 
on  earth,  &c.  Many  passages  of  scripture  teach  us  thta 
figurative  sense  of  t!ie  term. 

2.  "Come  up  hither,  and  I  will  show  thee  things 
herealtei-."    Ileve  John  changes  his  locality  of  view. 

3.  "Eehokl  a  throne  was  set  in  heaven,  and  one  sat 
on  the  throne,  and  there  was  a  rainbow  round  about  the 
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tlii-ono,  ill  eight  like  unto  an  cinorakl."  God  Js  a  spirit ; 
he  can  not  be  I'eprssmitoci  bj  any  image ;  yet  lib  rnling 
power  ancl  government  can  be,  and  these  may  vepi'esent 
himself,  Tlie  worslup,  tlierefbre,  paid  to  tins  person, 
must  be  symbolic  of  the  praise  ofliired  to  tlie  God  ■who 
mles  over  the  kingdoms  of  the  world,  Tlie  throne,  and 
the  person  on  it,  represent  the  dual  and  supreme  govern- 
ment of  Jehovah  ;  the  throne,  representing  his  spiritnal 
Bupremai^,  and  the  pei-son  upon  it  his  civil  or  regal 
supremacy, 

4.  "And  I  beheld,  and  lo,  in  the  midst  of  the  throne, 
and  of  tbe  four  beasts,  and  in  the  midst  of  the  elders 
stood  a  lamb  as  it  had  been  slain,  having  seven  homs 
and  seven  eyes,  which  are  the  seven  spirits  of  God,  sent 
forth  into  all  the  i^'orld."  This  lamb  received  tlie 
worship  of  countless  millioiis.  The  lamb  is,  plainly, 
symbolic  of  the  kingdom  of  Jesns  Christ,  for  a  beast, 
univei-aally,  in  scripture,  symbolizes  a  kingdom.  Tlie 
seven  horns  and  seven  eyes,  i'urther  represent  the  dual 
and  pei-fect  natnre  of  this  kingdom.  The  whole,  how- 
ever, having  a  double  significancy,  must  symbolize,  not 
merely  Chrkt'e  kingdom,  but  Christ  himself;  tor,  Christ's 
kingdom,  when  used  as  a  symbol,  must  represent  him- 
self, just  as  we  have  seen  that  tlie  throne  and  pei:son 
upon  it  signify  God's  gi-eat  Idngdom ;  and  that  then, 
God's  kingdom  symbolizes  himself.  Tliis  double  repre- 
sentation is  the  most  beautiful  imagery  imaginable. 

5.  The  seven  eyes  and  seven  spirits  are  representa- 
tives of  the  very  same  things  as  "  the  seven  spirits  of 
God  and  seven  8tai«,"  which  are  synonymous  with  the 
Beven  candlesticks  and  seven  stars,  which  represent  the 
church  and   its  social   government,   as  we   have  seen 
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already.  The  clnaUty  of  God's  kingdom  is  preserved  in 
aii  descriptions  of  it.  Tlie  spirits,  or  eyes,  sent  into  all 
tlie  earth,  represent  the  Christian  ciinrch  tlirongh  the 
■world.  Ent  here  the  double  imt^ry  must  again  bo 
kept  up,  and,  as  the  spirits  represent  the  church,  tho 
chnrch  must  represent  the  power  that  inspires  it,  which 
is  the  Holy  Ghost.  The  seven  Iiorns,  also  representing 
the  civil  power,  must  represent  God  himself,  as  its 
author,  so  that  the  Trinity  is  represented  in  the  lamb, 
and  the  unity  of  Godhead  by  the  throne  and  bini  that 
sits  upon  it. 

6.  The  rainhow  symbolizes  tJiat  God's  throne  is  the 
seat  of  the  promises,  and  i-epresenta  its  final  establish- 
ment in  the  world. 

1.  "And  round  about  the  throne  were  four-and-twenty 
seats ;  and  upon  the  seats  I  saw  fonr-and-twenty  eldei-s 
sitting,  clothed  ia  wliite  raiment,  and  they  had  on  their 
heads  crowns  of  gold," 

1.  The  seats. — A  seat  represents,  in  symbolic  lan- 
guage, a  separate  power.  Twenty-four  seats  would  sym- 
bolize twenty-four  seats  of  dominion ;  but,  as  the  figures 
in  this  scene  are  all  double,  the  twenty-four  wi!i  repre- 
sent but  twelve. 

2.  The  elders. — A  man  represents  a  hody  of  govern- 
ment. Twenty-four  eldere,  therefore,  as  the  symbols  are 
double,  will  represent  twelve  governments, 

3.  The  crowns. — Tliera  are  two  difierent  words,  in  the 
original  scripture  text,  which  are  translated  crown;  but 
one  should  be  rendered  diadem,  aud  t!ie  other  crown  ; 
for  one  woiiJ  is  Stephanos,  and  the  other  diadeina. 
Tiie  diadem  is  a  symbol  of  independent  power,  and  the 
Stephanos  of  delegated  power.     The  crowns  of  the  elders 
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are  of  thia  latter  class,  aiicl  siguify  that  their  power  or 
civil  anthoritj'  was  received  IVom  a  liigher  eonrce,  and 
was  responsible  to  it.  These  twelve  seats  of  delegated 
power  and  elders,  donbly  represented,  pertectly  coincide 
■with  the  twelve  dominions  the  apostles  are  to  receive 
from  Christ  in  the  final  kingdom. 

8.  "And  in  the  midst  of  the  thi-one,  and  round  about 
the  throne,  were  four  beasta,  full  of  eyes  before  and 
behind.  And  the  first  beast  was  like  a  Hon,  and  the 
second  like  a  calf,  and  the  third  beast  had  a  face  as  a 
man,  and  the  foiirth  beast  was  like  a  flyina;  eagle  And 
the  four  beasts  had  each  of  them  six  wiusjs,  and  they 
were  full  of  eyes  withni  "  Some  persons  make  a  gteat 
ado  aboat  these  living  cieatuies  bt-mg  called  bcTst^,  but 
as  one  was  a  lion,  and  another  an  ox,  oui  ti'anslators 
were  tolerably  coriect 

1.  The.  leasts.—k.  beast  is  always  need  to  represent  a 
civil  power,  and  two  of  these  fijar  beasts  are  a  lion  and 
an  ox.  A  man  is,  also,  used  to  symbolize  a  government, 
as  the  willful  king,  the  ancient  of  days,  &c. ;  and  one  of 
these  creatures  was  like  a  man.  An  eagie  is  often  used, 
by  the  prophets,  as  a  symbol  of  a  civil  power.  These 
four  beasts  must,  therefoi-e,  represent  civil  power ;  and 
as  th^  are  all  blended  together  in  the  same  work  and 
threne,  they  must  be  a  twice  doubled  representation  of 
the  very  same  power,  "  They  had  eyes  before  and  behind." 
This  bIiowb  that  their  power  was  external,  or  national, 
and  that  they  watched  over  the  exterior  department  of 
power. 

It  is  remai'kabie,  that  the  four  national  standards  of 
Old  Israel  precisely  coincided  with  these  four  beasts,  and 
were  the  representatives  of  nationality,     A  lion  was  the 
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standard  of  Judah  and  two  tribes  on  tlie  east  of  tlio  camp 
of  Israel ;  a  calf,  or  ox,  ^-as  the  standard  of  Eplu-aim 
and  two  tribes  on  the  west ;  a  man's  face  was  the  stand- 
aixi  of  Kenbeii  and  two  tribes  on  the  south ;  and  an 
eagle  flying  was  the  standai-d  of  Dan  and  two  tribes  on 
the  north.     To  these  the  vision  is  plainly  conformed, 

2.  27(e  iweMy-fowt  loings  fidl  of  eyes. — A  wing  ia 
a  Bjmbol  of  a  power.  Isa.  xviii.  1:  "  Wo,  thou  land 
shadowed  with  wings,"*  or  governments.  As  these 
twenty-four  wings  (each  beast  having  six)  were  full  of 
eyes  within,  a  spiritual  power  must  be  represented, 
which  looks  to  internal  affairs,  as  tho  state  looks  to  out- 
ward matters.  The  number  twenty-four,  is  just  a  donble 
symbol  for  twelve.  As  these  wings  give  motion  to  the 
leasts,  so  the  chnrch  of  Israel  gives  velocity  and  power 
to  its  nationality. 

9.  "  And  there  were  SBven  lamps  of  firo  burning  before 
the  throne,  which  are  the  seven  Spirits  of  God.  And 
before  the  throne  there  was  a  eea  of  glass  like  unto 
crystal."  These  two  symbols  are  associated  by  their 
locality,  and  must  be  counterparts  of  each  other.  The 
seven  spirits,  we  have  already  shown,  symbolized  the 
elmreh  and  the  Holy  Spii-it.  The  Holy  Ghost  is  but  one 
spirit,  bnt  a  capital  letter  being  used  of  t!ie  seven,  seems 
directly  to  show  a  symbolic  reference  to  divinity. 

A  sea  denotes  a  body  of  people;  and  a  sea  of  glass 
filiows  a  pnre  people;  and,  as  glass  is  of  a  thicker  con- 
sistency tlian  water,  it  woald  seem  to  represent  the 
civil  authority  of  Israel  and  of  Oiirist ;  while  the  lampy 
i-eprcsent  the  church  and  the  Holy  Ghost, 

f  Lowtii'3  Isaiali. 
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In  all  this  doscriptioc,  the  supreme  government  and 
the  Trinity  are  represented  douhle  by  a  single  symbol; 
and  the  subsidiary  kingdoms  of  God  ai'e  represented  by 
double  symbols, 

This  donbling  is  in  accordance  with  Joseph's  dreams, 
and  his  declai'ation  to  Pharaoh,  that  the  dream  was  twice 
doubled,  because  the  dream  was  certain  and  the  inteiprc- 
tation  was  sure.  Now,  as  one  of  Pliavaoh's  visions  was 
given  to  interpret  the  other,  so  in  this  vision  there  are 
double  forms  of  the  very  same  things,  so  blended  as  to 
make  one  glorious  picture. 

The  worship  of  the  redeemed  millions  before  the  throne, 
is  prophetic ;  and,  indeed,  the  whole  vision  of  the  hea- 
vens before  John,  was  prophetic  of  tlie  final  and  univereal 
prevalence  of  God's  kingdom  on  earth ;  and,  as  Christ's 
second  advent  is  placed  at  the  beginning  of  Kevelation, 
so  this  filial  kingdom  also  comes  before  the  prophecy 
is  delivered,  as  iudieative  of  what  woidd  i-eeult  when 
s  all  ended. 


SECTION  II. 
The  Book  op  Seals — First  Panoeama  of  the  World. 
"  I  saw  in  the  right  hand  of  him  that  sat  on  the  throno, 
a  book  written  within  and  on  the  back  side,  sealed  with 
seven  seals."  "  And  no  man  was  able  to  open  the  book 
within  to  look  thereon."  "  And  he  (the  Lamb)  came  and 
took  the  book  out  of  the  right  hand  of  him  that  sat  on 
the  throne."  "  And  they  sung  a  new  song,  saying,  Tiiou 
art  worthy  to  take  the  book  and  to  loose  the  seals  thereof." 
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Befijre  the  giving  of  tliis  jiropbecy  to  Clirist,  tlie 
liistory  of  the  world  was  already  in  the  liantls  of  Israel ; 
but  Daniel  liad  declared  tbat  it  would  be  "a  sealed 
vision,  nntil  the  time  of  the  end ; "  and  this  sealed  book 
coincides  with  the  declaration,  "  the  words  ai'c  closed  up 
and  Boaied."  Aa  God  gave  the  prophecy  of  the  book 
of  Kevelation  to  Christ,  and  lie  to  John,  and  John  to 
the  world ;  and  as  it,  like  DaniePs  vision  of  the  same 
gi-eat  period,  has  ever  been  sealed  to  men,  we  can  not 
understand  the  breaking  of  the  seals  by  Christ,  to  i-efer 
merely  to  the  giving  a  new  prophetic  history  of  the 
church  and  the  world;  but  we  understand  it  to  be  sym- 
bolic of  the  giving  of  the  prophecy ;  and  this,  then,  of 
the  greater  exercise  of  the  power  to  bring  the  prophecies 
to  a  complete  fulfillment,  in  the  eetabjiahment  of  the 
thi-one  of  God  and  the  Lamb  forever  among  men.  Tliis 
interpretation  is  in  accordance  with  tJie  double  symbol- 
ism of  John's  writings,  and  with  a  scriptural  consistency 
of  interpretation  of  the  Old  and  New  Testament  proph- 
ecies. The  seven  seals  show  that  the  book  contained 
seven  great  prophecies ;  and,  being  written  without  and 
withm,  shows  other  prophecies  additionally. 

Paragraph   I. 

"When  the  Lamb  opened  one  of  the  seals,  I  heard 
as  it  were  the  voice  of  thunder,  one  of  four  beasts 
saying,  Corae  and  see.  And  I  saw,  and  behold  a  white 
iiorse ;  and  he  that  eat  on  him  had  a  bow;  and  a  crown 
was  given  unto  him ;  and  he  went  fortli  conquering  and 
to  conquer." 
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Uight  here  we  must  state  the  principles  ol'  interpreta- 
tion essential  to  determining  the  meaning  of  ej'nibolic 
prophecy.  The  principle  is  Bimplo:  iiret,  the  sigii.liea- 
tion  of  a  symbol  must  be  determined  bj  the  Bible;  and, 
secondly,  by  the  fulfillment  itself.  Nor  can  the  specific 
chaiacter  of  any  event  be  determined  from  the  symbolic 
text,  unti!  the  agents  engaged  in  the  event  have  been 
shown  to  coincide  with  the  symbols  of  the  text.  It, 
theretbiia  follows,  that  not  one  of  the  great  symbolic 
characteiB  of  prophecy  could  bo  known  until  they  ex- 
isted ;  and  as  ages  were  required  to  develop  tiieir  historic 
character,  it  resnlted  naturally  that  Daniel's  visions,  and 
the  apocalypse,  have  been  sealed  visions  for  ages  paet. 

We  now  begin  our  exposition  of  the  first  seal, 

1,  The  fii-st  beast,  or  lion,  calls  John's  attention.  As 
this  beast  coincides  with  Judah'e  station  on  the  east,  we 
might  naturally  expect  the  characters  to  which  attention 
is  called  should  be  nianilested  on  the  east  of  lionjo,  or 
of  the  Christian  Israel. 

2.  The  Horse.-— '''■1  saw,  and  behold  a  white  hoiBe," 
We  must  now  look  to  scripture  for  an  interpretation  of 
the  symbol  before  us.  The  symbol  is  a  horse,  and  liis 
symbolic  complexion  is  white.  Zachariaii  says,  that 
"  God  hath  made  Judah  as  his  goodly  horse  in  battle.'" 
Here  Judah  is  figuratively  represented  by  a  horse,  and 
Judah  is  a  flgui-e  of  speech  for  the  Jewish  nation., 
Isaiah  says,  "  which  bringeth  forth  the  chariot  and  the 
horse,  the  army  and  the  power."  As  it  is  a  feature  of 
Hebrew  poetry  to  repeat  the  same  idea  in  diflerent  vpords, 
the  chai'iot,  and  the  army,  and  the  horse,  are  synonymous 
with  power,  Zaehariah  uses  the  term  horse  as  a  symbol. 
He  saya :  "  I  saw,  and  behold  a  man  riding  upon  a  red 
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Iioi'se,  and  he  stood  among  the  mjitle-b'ees  in  tlic  bottom, 
and  tchiiid  him  were  red  horses,  speckled,  and  white. 
Then  I  said,  O  my  Lord,  what  are  these  ?  And  the 
man  that  stood  among  the  myrtle-trees,  answered  and 
said.  These  are  they  whom  t!ie  Lord  sent  to  walk  to  and 
fro  through  the  earth.  And  they  answered  the  angel  of 
the  Lord  that  stood  among  the  myrtle-trees,  We  have 
walked  to  and  fro  thi-ongh  the  earth,  and  behold  all  the 
eai'th  sitteth  stili  and  ie  at  rest.  Then  answered  the 
angel  of  the  Lord  and  said,  0  Lord  of  hosts,  how  long 
wilt  thou  not  have  mercy  on  Jerusalem  and  the  cities  of 
Judah."  Here  the  angel  on  hoiBeback,  praying  for 
Israel's  restoration  from  his  wanderings,  plainly  repre- 
sents Israel  praying  for  deliverance  from  Babylonish 
captivity.  Again ;  the  horses  withont  riders,  are  repre- 
sented as  conversing,  which  shows  that  they  represented 
bodi^  of  men ;  and  their  wanderings,  while  all  else  had 
rest,  i-efei-s  to  the  captivity  and  wanderings  they  suffei'ed 
in  Babylon ;  for  God  immediately  says,  "  I  am  sore  dis- 
pleased with  the  heathen  tliat  are  at  rest."  T!ie  various 
horees  may  pi-operly  represent  the  various  tribes  of 
Israel,  but  being  without  riders,  shows  a  church  without 
the  state  in  their  captivity.  In  the  sixth  chapter  of 
Zachariah,  it  is  stated  that  the  four  chariots,  and  four 
hoi-ses  to  each,  represent  the  four  spirits  that  stand  before 
God,  and  that  go  into  all  the  earth.  As  these  were  mere 
symbols,  they  represented  great  oi^anizations ;  and,  as 
they  were  symbolic  spirits,  or  minds,  they  must  represent 
organic  bodies  of  power. 

White  color  signifies  prosperity  and  pxirity,  or  honor. — 
{Sysn.  Dio.)  A  whito  horeo  was  therefore  a  symbol  of 
an  organic  body  of  a  pui'e  character,  and  moving  with 
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tlie  velocity  of  tlie  war  liorse,  wlioae  iiecl;  is  clothed  with 
tlmnder.  A  liorae  being  an  organic  symtol,  must,  from 
tliQ  very  nature  of  sjmtols,  represent  au  organic  power 
or  body  of  power, 

3.  The  Eider. — A  man,  when  used  as  a  symbol, 
represents  a  government  or  oi'ganic  body  of  some  kind ; 
and  when  riding  symbolizes  Jelicity  and  successfni  prog- 
^.-{Sym.  Mc.) 

4.  The  Bow. — Tliis  signifies  auger  or  power  to  avenga 
or  punish  others.  Thus,  in  Ps.  vii,  God  is  said  to  be 
"  angiy  with  the  wicked  eveiy  day.  If  lie  tnm  not,  lie 
wilt  whet  Ills  sword ;  he  hath  bent  liis  now,  and  made  it 
ready."  It  may  also  represent  virtue ;  as  Josepli's  '■''how 
abode  in  strength ;"  but  it  seems  to  denote  waifaro  in 
the  passage  before  us,  ending  in  victory. — {Sym.  Die) 

5.  The  Crown. — ^This  ctowu  was  not  a  diadem,  and, 
therefore,  represents  the  royalty  conferred  as  a  delegated, 
and  not  an  independent  one.  The  body  of  government 
repr^ented  by  tlie  man  with  the  bow  of  victoiy,  was  not, 
at  fiist,  a  royalty,  but  became  such  after  victoiy,  denoted 
by  the  bow.  This  vision,  it  must  be  remembered,  filled 
the  whole  field  of  view,  over  the  whole  symbolic  heavens, 
and  uotliing  coexists  with  it  to  coinpai'e  in  magnitude. 

We  most  now  look  for  a  coincidence  to  this  seal,  in 
the  Koman  empire,  somewhere  between  John's  day  and 
this ;  and,  properly,  immediately  after  the  ten  pereecu- 
tions.  Now,  we  shall  look  in  vain  for  any  such  a  donblo 
character,  crowned  and  victorious,  before  or  after  ttie  days 
of  Oonstantine.  The  white  horae  and  his  rider  ci'owned 
will,  therefore,  represent  the  church  of  Christ,  united  to 
the  state,  after  otitridiug  tho  ton  great  persecntions. 

Goinaidenee  First. — The  scene  was  to  bo  in  the  east. 
Christianity  first  arose  and  conquered  in  the  cast. 

Coincidence  Second. — The  horse  represents  a  movinir 
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body  of  M'arllke  power,  but  of  a  pure  character.  Cliristi- 
anity  was  just  such  a  moving  body,  in  all  respoets. 

Coinddenee  Third. — TJie  horse  and  his  rider  I'epre- 
sent  a  doable  organization,  a  body  of  moving  principle, 
and  a  government,  without  regal  power  or  panction. 
Now,  according  to  all  history  of  the  tbnrtli  century,  it 
appears  that  the  churches  had  gradually  foraied  tbtm- 
selves,  not  merely  into  Christian  societies,  but  liad 
founded  a  great  eccleaiaatic  or  social  confederate  repub- 
lic, which,  however,  had  no  legal  power  to  enforce  its 
roles  of  order. —  Gihho^i. 

Coincidence  Fourth. — It  was  to  be  a  victorious 
powei',  as  was  indicated  by  tho  bow.  Now,  altlioiigh 
the  Christian  confederacy  wai  impaired  by  the  persecu- 
tions, yet  it  rode  through  the  ten  great  i)eraecutions.  or 
"ten  days'  tribulation,"  and  esbibitetl  a  vietoiiuns 
sti'CDgth  aiter  them  all. 

Ooinoideiim  Fifth. — The  rider  recoi'S'ed  a  crown.  So 
the  Chriefcian  confederate  church  goveninient  received 
royal  sanction ;  was  united  to  the  state  and  made  second 
only  in  the  throno  of  power,  as  the  crown  ia  second  to 
the  diadem.  The  time  of  the  giving  the  ei-own,  was  the 
time  the  hoi-se  appeared,  with  his  rider  and  bow ;  eo  tiiat 
this  seal  is  fixed  to  this  epoch  of  church  and  state  union 
as  its  goal.     From  that  point  it  begins  to  move  on, 

Ooineidrnioe  Siasili.—''^ KtA  he  went  forth  conquering 
and  to  conquer."  Christianity,  after  its  union  with  tlie 
state,  soon  prevailed  over  eveiy  thing,  and  paganism 
was  soon  routed  from  the  empire,  and  finally  renounced 
by  imperial  law,  in  the  clays  of  Theodosius.  All  the 
points  to  identify  the  fifst  seal  being  fonnd  in  Christian- 
ity in  the  fourth  eentiuy,  and  being  ibund  in  nothing 
else,  and  at  no  other  time,  it  follows  that  this  full  coinci- 
dence is  full  proof  of  fulfillment. 
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Paragraph  IL 


"And  when  lie  liad  opened  the  second  seal,  I  heard 
the  second  beast  say,  Come  and  see.  And  them  went 
out  another  horse  that  was  red;  and  power  was  giran 
unto  him  to  take  peace  from  the  eartli,  and  t!iat  they 
should  kill  one  another;  and  there  was  given  unto  him 
a  gi-eat  swoi'd."  This  represents  the  western  politico- 
ecelesiastie  power  in  Europe. 

1.  The  station  of  tlie  second  beast  was  on  the  west,  or 
Ephraim's  place.  Of  course,  then,  we  look  for  a  mani- 
festation of  a  religious  power  of  a  red  cast,  in  the  west- 
ern empire.  In  this  direction  the  empire  chnrch  was 
manifested  iu  all  its  might;  strength,  as  a  corruption  of 
Ohristianity,  and  a  very  much  altered  religion, 

3.  As  the  hoi-ae  symbolizes  a  body  of  moving  religion, 
SO  we  find  the  Latin  religion,  in  tlje  west,  made  vast 
strides  toward  universality. 

3.  The  horse  was  red. — Ecd  and  blood  are  explanatory 
of  each  other.  "  Though  your  sins  be  red  like  crimson." 
A  bloody  religion  was,  therefore,  represented  by  this  horse. 
Now,  the  Cliristian  religion  soon  changed  its  character, 
after  its  onion  with  the  state.  It  immediately  began  a 
persecution  of  the  Arians,  and  the  blood  of  the  i>eople 
has  flowed,  like  rivers,  by  its  influence,  ever  since. 

4.  "  Power  was  given  him  that  sat  thereon,  to  take 
peace  from  the  earth."  Ever  since  the  overthrow  of  the 
Koman  empire,  and  the  rise  of  coiTupt  Christianity,  the 
■wars,  that  have  extensively  prevailed  in  Europe,  liave 
been  on  account  of  religion,  and  have  been  instigated, 
or  inflamed,  by  the  fanaticism  of  the  church.  The  cru- 
sades are  some  instances  of  it. 

5.  "  Tliat  they  should  kill  one  another."     Here,  tho 
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term  "  thej"  showa  that  tlie  rider  represented  a  vast  body 
of  people.  Their  killing  one  another  represents  war 
among  themselves,  or  civil  ■wars.  These  were  to  be  a 
consequence  of  taking  religious  pea«e  from  the  earth. 
Now,  if  we  look  at  the  cause  of  civil  wars  in  the  west- 
ern enipii-e,  we  find  they  were  generally  of  a  I'eligious 
character,  and  the  ware  have  been  almost  withoat  limit, 

6.  The  Eider. — The  man  on  the  white  horse  i-epre- 
sented  the  social  organization  of  hia  religion ;  and  the 
seven  stars  represented  the  eeclesiasticai  polity  of  the 
churches ;  and  so  this  red,  or  bloody  i-eligion,  has  its 
polity,  or  ecclesiastical  government,  represented  by  a 
man,  or  rider.  The  church,  after  its  union  witii  the 
state,  was,  in  polity,  a  great  ecclesiastical  despotism ; 
but  it  had  no  supremo  magiatei'ial  anthoritj  given  it  in 
the  state,  at  first,  but  afterward  it  became  the  civil  raier 
of  Europe,  by  usurpation. 

7.  "And  there  was  given  unto  liim  a  gveat  sword." 
A  sword  is  a  symbol  of  magisterial  authority ;  it  repre- 
sents a  destroying  executive  power,  and,  also,  war  and 
slaughter  by  the  civil  arm. — Isa.  xxxiv.  5;  Ezek. 
xxi;  Lev.  xxvi.  25;  Eom.  xiii.  4,  "For  he  (the  civil 
magistracy)  beareth  not  the  sword  in  vain,  for  lie  is  the 
minister  of  God,  a  revenger,  to  execute  wrath  upon 
him  that  doeth  evil." 

The  corrupt,  or  Roman  religion,  in  Europe,  existed, 
for  a  long  time,  solely  as  a  politico-ecclesiastical  power, 
but  afterward  it  received  the  civil  sword,  and  it  was  a 
most  powert'ul  one ;  for  it  existed  as  the  dominant  power 
in  Eurape  for  more  than  two  centuries.  It  destroyed 
thousands  of  thousands ;  it  mustei-ed  the  great  crusades, 
and  lorded  it  over  God's  heritage,  with  a  miglity  and 
vengeful  hand.  Tliia  power  was  to  extend,  by  the 
symbol,  over   the   whole   west;    and    so  this    power, 
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ciiiefly  manifestecl  in  the  west  the  atation  of  the  second 
beast.  We  have  now  shown  a  perfect  and  full  coinci- 
denee  between  the  second  seal  and  the  western  church ; 
and,  of  coarse,  we  Lave  shown  a  complete  fulfillment. 

Paragraph  III. 


"And  when  he  had  opened  the  tiiird  seal,  1  heard  the 
third  bsasfc  say,  Come  and  see.  And  I  beheld,  and  lo ! 
a  black  horse,  and  he  tliat  sat  on  him  had  a  pair  of 
balances  in  his  hand.  And  I  heard  a  voice,  in  the 
midst  of  the  four  beasts,  say,  A  measure  of  wheat  for  a 
penny,  and  tliree  measuo-'es  of  barley  ibr  a  penny;  and 
see  thou  hurt  not  the  oil  and  the  wine." 

As  these  seals  opened  in  chronological  order,  the  sub- 
jects they  disclose  must  occur  chronologically.  The 
first  seal  began  with  Constantine ;  and  Justinian,  in  the 
eaj'ly  part  of  the  second  century  afterwai-d,  fixed  the 
whole  establishment,  represented  by  the  red  horse,  upon 
a  pei'manent  foundation.  The  black  horse  must,  there- 
ibrs,  represent  a  subsequent  spiritual  power,  and  the 
next  gi'eat  religious  power  that  ai-ose  was  the  Moham- 
medan, or  Saracenic.  We  shall  criticise  each  point  of 
this  seal  carefuUy. 

1.  "j1  Blach  Morse."— A.  horse  symbolizing  a  reli- 
gion, a  black  horse  mnst  designate  its  moral  character, 
since  color  designates  moral  character.  "  Black  repre- 
sents, in  ancient  prophecy,  affliction,  disaster,  anguish." 
— {Syiribol.  Dioi.)  A  black  horee  would,  therefoi'e, 
represent  a  destroying  power,  that  would  gi'eatly  afflict 
with  anguish,  as  did  the  loensts,  -which  also  repi'^ent 
the  Saracenic  power. 

2.  "  He  that  sat  on  him."  This  represents  the  eccle- 
siastical polity  of  the  religion. 
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3.  "  Had  a  pair  of  balaaeea  in  his  hand."  A  balance 
la  used  to  weigh  things,  and,  of  course,  refei-s  to  the 
demands  of  conformity  to  the  standard  weight  or  mea- 
sure of  this  ecclesiastical  government,  for  the  balances 
were  in  its  hand,  and  it  did  the  weighing  according  to 
its  own  standaivl, 

4.  "  A  voice  from  the  fom-  beasts."  Aa  these  repre- 
sented the  Israel  of  God,  tlie  voice  is  a  declaration  from 
it,  and  relating  to  it,  or  an  order  from  God's  providence. 

5.  "A  measnre  of  wheat  for  a  penny,  and  three  mea- 
sures of  barley  for  a  penny."  Provisions  were  cheap  at 
this  rate,  and  many  expoeitora  have  said  so ;  but  others 
say  it  means  famine :  the  first  ai'C  con-ect.  For  in  the 
locust  vision,  the  people  who  had  the  seal  of  God,  were 
to  be  spai'cd  ti-om  devastation,  and  the  cownpt  Christians, 
only,  were  to  be  tormented.  "  They  shouid  not  hurt 
the  grass,  nor  the  eai-th,  nor  any  green  thing."  This 
coincide  with  plenty  of  corn,  and  Isarley,  and  grapes, 
and  olive  ti-ees,  or  oil  and  wine.  Let  it  also  be  remem- 
bered that  the  balances  did  not  measure  out  the  com  and 
barley,  for  they  were  among  the  four  beasts,  or  pious 
Israel.  Tlie  whole,  therefore,  teaches,  that  among  the 
true  Christians  tfiere  wonld  be  no  attack  by  the  black 
horse,  but  only  among  the  false  Christians. 

6.  "  See  thon  hurt  not  the  oil  and  the  wine."  Now, 
these  terms,  and  the  corn  and  barley,  may,  if  used  as 
symbols,  represent  the  choice  people  of  God,  who  were 
to  be  pi'eserved.  As,  however,  a  Uteral  accomplishment 
is  found,  it  is  likely  that  both  were  intended ;  indeed,  the 
preservation  of  tlie  one  would  be  attended  natiu^ljy  by  the 
other.  Ifwe  now  look  for  a  coincidence  to  this  power, 
we  shall  find  it  only  in  the  Mohammedan  fanaticism. 

Coincidence  First. — "  A  black  horee  symbolizes  an 
afflicting  and  disastrous  religion.    Every  body  knows 
24

that  the  Mohammedan  imposture  was  one  of  tbig  very 
character. 

Coincidence  Seeond. — This  religion  was  to  have  a 
well  organized  ecclesiaetical  polity.  Sncli  ivaa  the  char- 
acter of  the  ecclesiastic  organization  of  Mohammedanism, 
tliat  it  has  had  the  tenacity  to  adljera  together  tor  ages. 

Coincidence  Third. — ^Thia  religion  was  to  bring  every 
one  to  its  own  exact  standai-d.  Such  was  the  chai'acter 
of  Mohammedanism.  It  demanded  exact  agreement  to 
its  doctrines,  or  death.  Abn-Beker,  who,  on  the  death 
of  Mahomet,  succeeded  to  his  great  anthority,  set  ont 
for  conquest,  and  to  convert  the  world  by  the  sword  and 
fire.  Hi8  charge  to  his  chief  commander  was  couched 
in  these  words,  "  As  for  those  members  of  the  synagogue 
of  Satan  who  shave  their  crowns,  cleave  tlieir  skulls, 
unless  they  embrace  Isiamism,  or  pay  tribute."  Death 
or  lalamism  was  the  watchword  of  the  Saracenic  liost. 

Observe,  that  the  balances  had  nothing  to  do  witii  tlio 
measuring  of  the  corn,  barley,  wine,  and  oil,  for  they 
are  not  measured  in  balances,  but  in  liquid  and  dry 
measures. 

Coincidence  Fourth. — The  church  of  God  was  to 
remain  intact,  or,  as  the  corn,  and  barley,  and  wine,  and 
oil,  in  secnrity.  Now,  the  great  body  of  the  true  evan- 
gelical Christians  were  found  in  tiie  interior,  and  north- 
western portions  of  the  empire,  and  in  Britain ;  and 
these  countries  were  not  seriously  affected,  and  never 
overcome  by  the  Saracens ;  while  ail  of  the  gi'eat  body 
of  the  con-upt  Christians  suffered  ten'ibly  from  the  Sara- 
cens, for  near  two  hundred  years. 

Coincidence  Fifth. — ^The  agricultural  intei-ests,  among 
the  true  Christians,  wei-e  not  to  be  desolated  by  the  inva- 
sion of  the  black  horse  and  liis  rider.  And  none  of  tlio 
countries,  where  the  true  witnesses  of  God  were  most 
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abundatit,  were  invaded  by  tlie  Saracenic  armies.  Spain, 
Italy,  and  tlie  soutliera  and  eouth-weetem  coasts  of 
Europe,  where  the  red  horse  had  dominioii,  were  invaded, 
and  tlieir  inliabitants  awiully  ecom-ged. 

Coinoideiice  Sixth. — The  station  of  the  tliii'd  beast 
was  on  the  three  parts  of  the  south,  and  the  scene  was 
to  be  in  that  direction.  Now,  the  attack  of  Moham- 
medanism was  in  the  cast  of  the  sonthem  part  of  the 
Eoman  world,  and  tlienee  extended  all  along  its  southern 
border,  including  all  Africa  and  south  Eni-ope,  and  Spain, 
orttie  west  portion  of  the  sontli, 

Ttiere  being,  therefore,  a  full  coincidence  between  the 
Moiiammedans  and  the  fourth  seal,  in  tho  time  of  its 
rise  and  all  of  its  characteriatics,  we  have  a  peri'cct 
iulflUment, 

Para  graph  IV. 

JODRTH  SEAL— DEI3M  AKB  FCAHOE. 

"And  when  he  liad  opened  the  fourth  seal,  I  heard  the 
voice  of  the  fourth  beast  say,  Coma  and  see.  And  I 
looked  and  beheld  a  pale  horee ;  and  liis  name  that  eat 
on  him  was  Death,  and  Hell  followed  with  him.  And 
power  was  given  nnto  them  over  the  fourth  part  of  the 
earth,  to  kill  with  swoi-d,  and  with  hunger,  and  with 
death,  and  with  the  beasts  of  tlie  earth." 

1,  "The  fourth  seal."  This  represents,  chronologi- 
cally, another  prophetic  era  in  the  religious  and  political 
world. 

3.  "  Tiie  fourth  beast."  The  station  of  the  eagle  was 
on  the  north  parts,  coiTcsponding  to  Dan  and  the  two 
tribes  on  the  right  and  left  of  him. 

3.  "A  pale  hoi-se."  Here,  another  religion  appears, 
and  its  moral  character  is  represented  by  a  pale  color. 
"Pale  color  signifies  mortality  and  affliction.     It  is  a

Bsual  epithet  of  death."— (5?/m.  Die.)  Applied  to  a 
religion,  it  mast  signify  a  miiious  one  in  spiritual  things, 
and  be  the  basis  of  ruin  in  political. 

4.  "  His  name  that  sat  on  him  was  Death."  "Death 
Bymboiizes  a  destroyei',  as  a  plague  or  pestilence." — {Sym. 
I)io.)  As  a  man  has  symbolized  the  polity  of  a  religion, 
and  its  distinctive  political  complexion  has  been  symbol- 
ized by  a  bow  and  crown,  a  sword  and  balances,  so,  here, 
the  political  texture  of  the  polity  of  this  rider  is  represented 
by  lie  term  death.  As  Death  ie  a  destroyer,  ho  must  be, 
hei'Cj  the  i-epresentative  of  destruction  to  the  existing  state 
of  affaii-a  at  his  appearance.  The  name  Death,  and  the 
paleness  of  his  liorae,  are  well  adjusted  to  each  other. 

5.  "And  Hell  followed  with  him."  The  word  hell,  or 
hades,  signifies  the  gi'ave  of  the  soul  or  body.  As  it 
follows  death,  and  is  symbolic  of  earthly  matters,  it  must 
refer  to  distinctive  political  effects  that  would  natm-ally 
attend  a  chm-ch  and  soul-d^ti-oying  religion.  This 
living  impersonation  of  death  nmst  symbolize  destruction 
to  all  other  spu'itual  powers  beside  itself ;  and  the  living 
pci-sonification  of  hell,  or  the  gra?e,  shows  the  state  of 
ruin  that  would  ensne. 

6.  "And  power  was  given  unto  them  over  the  fourth 
part  of  the  earth."  This  shows  that  these  symbols  were 
to  operate  on  earth,  and  were  human  agencies  or 
embodiments  of  power.  "The  fourth  part  of  the  eai'th." 
This  is  the  only  place  in  prophecy,  of  Rome,  that  a  fomih 
part  of  it  is  mentioned  ;  in  all  other  places  a  part  is 
expressed  by  a  third.  As  this  power  would  not  rise  till 
very  late,  it  may  have  reference  to  the  new  state  of  the 
world  after  the  discovery  of  America.  Before  this  event, 
the  world  consisted  of  three  great  parts,  Europe,  Asia, 
and  Africa,  but,  on  the  discovery  of  America,  it  was 
eaid  to  consist  of  four  parts.     At  any  rate,  it  was  to  he

confined  in  its  operations  within  one  quarter  of  th; 
earth,  or  to  one  continent. 

7.  "  To  till  with  Bword  and  with  hunger,  and  witL 
death,  and  with  the  heasts  of  the  earth."  This  great 
destruction  of  men  could  not  i-esuit  but  fi-om  great  polit- 
ical sti-ength ;  hence,  the  union  of  death  and  hell,  in  thi^ 
work,  shows  the  union  of  a  desti'oying  religion  with  th( 
state,  or  its  collusion  with  the  state. 

We  now  affirm  that  atheism,  or  French  infidelity,  and 
its  polity,  associated  with  France,  are  represented  by  th^ 
pale  hoi-se,  by  death,  and  by  hell. 

Coincidence  JFirst. — The  fomth  seal  was  the  fourtL 
great  era  in  religions  in  chronological  order;  and  thf 
infidelity  of  France  was  the  fourth  gi-eat  spiritual  syeten! 
of  doctrine  taught  aita'  the  rise  of  Christianity,  It  wah 
called  Deism. 

Coincidence  Second. — This  system  waa  to  be  manifest 
in  the  north  of  the  Koman  empire ;  and  France  was  in 
the  west  part  of  the  north,  and  extended  its  doctrines  all 
along  the  noiiii  of  the  old  empire. 

Coincidence  Third. — A  ruinous  and  dead  i-eligious 
system  was  to  appear.  With  this,  French  infidelity 
most  accurately  coincides ;  for  it  denied  life  and  immor- 
tality, and  wrote  upon  its  gateways  to  the  grave,  "  Death 
an  eternal  sleep." 

Goinaidence  Fourth. — The  polity  of  this  religion,  or 
body  of  religious  or  rather  irreligious  doctrine,  was  to 
be  destructive  of  all  others  within  its  range.  With  this, 
French  infidelity  coiTeeponds;  for  it  threw  down  all 
religions  in  France  and  in  the  countries  it  could  centre], 
and  began  a  crusade  against  all  systems  of  divinit\ 
except  its  own. 

Coincidence  Fifth. — The  political  power  was  to  fo' 
low  within  the  same  track  as  the  spiritual ;  bell  wan  ' 
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accompany  death.  Now,  it  is  notorious  that  tlie  French 
revolulioniste  of  1Y92  adopted  the  doctrines  of  infidelity ; 
and  tliat  tlieir  political  system  was  baaed  upon  intiilel 
doctrines  and  theoiy  of  government,  tliat  tlio  ruign  of 
terror,  and  all  the  great  tides  of  blood  of  tlmt  day,  and 
nmny  since,  were  the  results  of  this  great  doadly  system 
of  infidel  religion.  Liberty  and  equality  were  deified  by 
the  Fi^eneh,  and  all  other  gods  were  proscribed  ibc  a 
time. 

Coincidence  Sixth. — This  system  of  doctx-ine  and  gov- 
ernment was  to  have  power  to  destroy  or  desolate  a 
fourth  part  of  the  earth.  Now,  the  French  infidel  sys- 
tem threw  ail  Europe  into  the  wildest  conlusion,  and 
into  the  fiercest  and  most  desolating  wai's;  death  to 
priests,  and  religion,  and  kings,  and  government,  waa 
their  -well-observed  motto.  They  were  fiercer  and  more 
destmctive  than  the  age  of  the  Goths,  or  the  bai'bitrity 
of  the  Vandals.  Their  power,  however,  was  confined 
to  one  fonrth  paii  of  the  earth,  or  to  one  continent 
Thej  tronbled  every  nation  in  •  Europe,  and  made 
Europe  a  fresh  graveyard.  Their  doctrines  and  tlieir 
practice  might  well  be  called  death  and  hell,  from  the 
veng-eance  they  inflicted,  and  the  millions  they  destroyed 
and  tormented. 

Coincidence  Seventh. — The  destruction  of  men  was 
to  be  a  political  and  real  one,  as  is  indicatctl  by  death, 
famine,  swoi-d,  and  beasts.  In  all  of  these  ways,  even 
literally  multiplied,  thousands  upon  tiiousands  perished 
in  the  great  wars  instigated  by  infidel  France;  but 
figuratively  the  d^tniction  was  also  as  great. 

As  between  Fi'ench  infidelity,  its  philosophic  polity, 
and  Fi'anee  and  the  palo  horse,  his  rider  and  hell,  thei'e 
is  a  perfect  coincidence ;  there  is  in  them  a  fulfillment  of 
the  fourth  seal.

"And  when  lie  hifl  opened  tho  fifth  sua],  I  saw  undei 
the  altar  the  eouIb  of  thcia  which  weje  sJain  tin  the 
word  of  God  and  the  testimony  thej  held  And  they 
cried  with  a  loud  voice,  sajm^,  How  long,  0  Loid  liuly 
and  ti'Rc,  dost  thoc  not  judge  and  aveni^e  onr  blood 
upon  them  that  dwell  opon  the  eartli  ?  And  white  robes 
■wei-e  given  unto  Bvery  one  of  tliem ;  and  it  was  said 
unto  them,  that  they  ehoold  i-est  for  a  little  seaaon,  until 
their  fellow  seiTanta,  also,  and  their  brethren,  that  should 
be  killed  as  they  were,  should  be  fulfilied." 

This  is  the  uaost  difficult  of  all  the  seals  to  interpret ; 
ita  locality,  however,  being  fixed  chronologically  between 
the  French  reign  of  death,  or  terror,  and  the  eixtli  eeal, 
■which  coincides  with  the  talcing  of  the  beast,  or  final 
destractioii  of  the  foiirtli  inonareliy  by  the  Ciiristiana, 
we  know  the  period  in  which  to  look  for  its  symbolized 


1.  We  firet  take  up  the  symbolic  altar  and  souls ;  tins 
symbolizes  tlie  gospel  body,  as  we  shall  show  in  another 
place.  The  souls  of  the  slain  did  coincide  with  the 
worshipera  at  the  altar,  in  the  imagery  of  tlio  two 
witnesses ;  and  they  must  represent  church  organization 
as  it  is  represented  by  the  angels  of  the  churches,  and 
the  rider  on  the  wiiite  horse,  &c. 

S,  The  slaying  of  these  souls.  Spirits,  we  have 
already  been  iutbrmed,  represent  tlie  doctrines  of  the 
church,  or  the  churches  themselves;  the  souls,  or  spirits 
will,  therefore,  bere  represent  tho  worshipers  of  God. 
The  slaying  will,  therefore,  repi'esent  the  disorganization 
and  scattering  of  the  true  Christians,  and  the  impossi- 
bility of  their  resurrection,  to  perform  the  services  of  the 
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altar,  or  gospel,  in  thoir  slain  cmlition  Tiic  terms  can 
not  be  underetood  literally,  for  it  is  ag^mst  all  reason  to 
do  so;  for  departed  Christian  spiiits  go  to  the  third 
heaven,  and  are  with  Christ;  and  they  me  not  placed 
under  an  altai'  there,  but  worship  God ,  and  thei'e  fe  no 
sacrificial  altar  there,  and  no  complaint  of  aori'ow. 

3.  They  were  slain  for  two  thhjgs ;  one  was  for  the  word 
of  God,  and  the  other  for  the  testimony  which  they  held. 
These  two  things  coincide  with  the  principles  represented 
by  the  two  witnesses;  that  is,  for  religions  and  civil 
liberty;  for  religion  and  freedom;  the  "  word  of  God" 
being  put  for  the  trne  religion,  and  "  the  testimony," 
representing  the  civil  rights  they  claimed.  Their  being 
under  the  altar  shows  that  they  had  become  victims  to 
then-  fidelity,  and  that  they  had  ceased  to  be  a  visible 
organization.  This  coincides  with  the  suppression  and 
destruction  of  all  the  dissenting  churches  of  tnie 
Christiana,  which  bad,  for  a  long  period,  been  crashed 
by  the  civil  arm,  in  the  dominions  of  the  established 
church  in  Em'opo.  Many  true  Christians  have,  during 
many  centuries,  existed  in  Europe,  but  have  had  their 
churches  overthrcwn ;  many  of  them  have  been  mur- 
dered, and  others  have  been  obliged  to  hide  their  wor- 
ship from  public  observation,  as  if  under  the  very  altar 
of  God. 

4.  They  desired  vengeance  on  their  desti'oyere.  This 
shows  a  struggle  for  independence,  and  an  appeal  to  God 
for  help.     These  struggles  have  been  made,  but  hitherto, 


6,  They  were  clothed  with  white  robes.  This  shows 
that  they  and  their  cause  would  be  held  in  honor  among 
men  somewhere  in  the  world, 

6.  They  were  to  rest;  that  is,  to  cease  to  struggle, 
until   the   set   time  of  the  sufferings  of  their  fellow 
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Ohriatians,  tliat  should  be  also  oppressed,  sliovild  be  fnl- 
flUed.  This  desti'oying  of  other  Christian  dissenting 
churches  coincides  with  the  slaying  of  the  two  witnesses, 
by  the  beast  out  of  the  pit.  We  can  not  but  think  this 
refers  to  the  late  suppi-ession  of  Himgarian  and  Italian 
liberty  by  Eussia,  Austria,  and  the  tyrants  in  other  por- 
tions of  Europe.  We  ai-e,  certainly,  now  living  in  the 
period  of  tlio  iiflh  seal.

"And  I  beheld,  when  he  iiad  opened  the  sixth  seal, 
and  lo!  there  was  a  great  earthquake;  and  the  sun 
became  black  as  sackcloth  of  hair,  and  the  moon  became 
as  blood ;  and  the  stars  of  heaven  feil  to  the  earth,  even 
as  a  fig  tree  casteth  her  untimely  figs,  when  she  is  sbakeu 
of  a  mighty  wind.  And  the  heaven  departed  as  a  scroll 
when  it  is  rolled  together;  and  every  mountain  and 
island  were  removed  out  of  their  places.  And  the  kings 
of  the  earth,  and  the  great  men,  and  tho  rich  men,  and 
the  chief  captains,  and  the  mighty  men,  and  every  bond- 
man, and  every  freeman,  hid  iJiemselves  in  the  dens  and 
in  the  rocks  of  the  mountains ;  and  said  to  the  rocks  and 
to  the  monntains,  Fall  on  us,  and  hide  us  from  tho  face 
of  hjm  that  sitteth  on  the  throne,  and  from  the  wrath  of 
the  Lamb ;  for  the  great  day  of  his  wrath  is  come,  and 
who  shall  be  able  to  stand  'i " 

This  sublime  and  extensive  description  reveals  a  period 
of  vastly  greater  interest  than  has  ever  yet  transpired  in 
prophecy.  It  is,  however,  most  clearly  symbolic,  as  it 
comes  with  symbolic  characteristics  from  the  seat  of 
symbols.     We  shall  consider  the  symbols  separately. 

1.  "^  great  earthquake.''^  An  earthquake  is  a  sym- 
bol of  great  revolutions  and  changes  in  the  government 
25 
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of  the  world.— Jer.  iv.  23 ;  Joel  iii.  16 ;  Haggai  ii.  6-7. 
It  is  frequently  used  in  tiio  apocalypse  in  this  sense. 

2.  "Tliesnn  became  black."  As  the  euh  rules  the 
day,  so  the  civil  government  mles  the  kingdom,  and  it 
nnist  hei-e  represent  the  whole  civil  power  of  mnnai-chy, 
as  this  seal  coincides  witli  the  destruction  of  the  fourth 
empire. 

3.  "The  moon  became  as- blood."  The  moon  is  always 
used  as  the  symbol  of  a  chnrch.  As  tlie  sun,  or  civil 
power,  disappear  in  great  affliction,  so  the  moon, 
becoming  as  blood,  shows  the  dissolution  of  the  empire 
chnrch  in  great  slaughter,  since  blood  and  carnage  are 

.8  in  prophecy. 
"  The  stai's  of  heaven  fell  unto  the  eai'tb."  A  star 
luce,  "  as  a  star  out  of  Jacob ;  "  and,  also, 
a  deity,  as  "  the  star  of  your  god  Chiim ;"  "  the  eleven 
stai-s"  Tepresentcd  eleven  sons  of  Jacob,  the  heads  of  the 
tribes  of  Israel.  The  falling  of  the  stars  will  represent 
the  collateral  fiill  of  all  princes,  at  the  time  of  the  fall 
of  monarchy, 

5.  "And  the  heaven  departed  as  a  scroll  when  it  is 
rolled  together."  This  is  a  symbolic  i-epresentation  of 
the  old  political  world ;  for  alter  it  is  gone,  we  see  inen 
Btill  on  the  earth  j-unning  for  shelter.  The  political 
world  is  here  to  be  understood  by  the  terms  heaven  and 
earth  ;  they  are  so  frequently  used  in  the  old  prophets, 
in  this  sense,  tiiat  eveiy  one  is  familiar  witii  the  proofs. 
Indeed,  if  any  one  doubts  that  these  are  sj'mbolic 
heavens  and  earths,  ail  we  have  to  say  is,  that  he  is  very 
simple,  for  the  proofe  that  they  are  so,  are  as  abundant 
as  could  be  desired.  We  have  here  a  double  description 
of  the  same  great  events;  the  fli-st  by  the  sun,  moon, 
and  stars ;  and  the  second  by  the  quaking  earth,  and 
removing  heavens,  and  mountains,  and  islands.     Moun- 
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tains  and  islands  symbolize  the  governments  of  tiie  polit- 
ical heavens  and  earth.  This  removal  of  the  heavens 
and  earth,  aun,  moon,  and  stars,  mountains,  and  islands, 
is  further  interjjreted  to  be  tho  overthrow  of  nionai'chy, 
for  the  kings  of  the  earth,  and  princes,  and  all  together, 
are  represented  as  flying  for  sheltei'  from  the  wrath  of 
the  Lamb. 

6.  "  The  wrath  of  the  Lamb."  As  this  represents  a 
Bcene  before  the  Millennium,  the  Lamb  must  represent 
some  great  power  confoi'med  to  Christianity,  fur  a  Lamb 
must  represent  a  kingdom  of  a  kind  like  itself,  or  actu- 
ated by  the  gospel  of  Christ.  Wrath  is  not  a  quality  of 
a  Lamb,  but  it  must  be  remembered,  that  at  the  same 
time  Clirist  is  called  a  Lamb,  he  is  called  a  Lion, 

7.  "  The  great  day  of  Iiis  wrath  is  come."  This  must 
bo  a  day  that  had  been  anticipated,  because  predicted. 
It  conforms,  in  time  and  circumstances,  to  the  smiting  of 
the  great  image ;  the  taking  of  the  beast ;  the  judgment- 
day  of  the  ancient  of  days;  and  the  predicted  triumph 
of  Israel ;  and  must,  therefore,  represent  the  same  gen- 
eral desti'nction  of  monarchy  predicted  by  "  the  casting 
down  of  thrones,"  in  Daniel,  for  it  ia  just  before  the 
Millennium. 

8.  Immediately  after  this  great  victory,  follows  a  de- 
scription of  the  organization  of  the  Miliennial  govern- 
ment, under  the  symbol  of  the  sealing  of  Israel,  and  of 
the  gathering  together  of  the  good  of  all  nations.  The 
twelve  tribes  coincide  with  Isi-ael  restored,  before  the 
other  nations  were  received  into  confraternity.  This 
period  coincides  with  the  changing  of  the  stone  into  a 
mountain;  the  possession  of  the  kingdom  by  the  saints, 
and  of  the  deliverance  by  Michael  of  those  written  in 
the  book ;  and  of  the  end  of  the  time  of  the  end ;  and 
with  the  marriage  supper  of  the  Lamb;  and  the  first 
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lesuri'ection.  It  must  be  kept  in  constant  memoiy,  that 
the  prophets  represent  two  general  judgments ;  the  one 
is  a  political  jndgment-clay,  and  the  other  is  a  spiritual 
judgment-day ;  tlie  first  precedes  the  Millennium,  the 
second  succeeds  it.  The  great  day  of  the  wrath  of  the 
Lamb  symbolizes  the  former,  and  the  great  white  tlirone 
symbolizes  the  latter.  Christ  certainly  will  not  appear 
till  after  the  first ;  he  will  appear  on  the  throne  at  the 
second.  There  will  also  be  two  coincident  resurrections ; 
the  first  at  the  beginning  of  the  Millennium,  the  other 
subsequent  to  it ;  the  flrat  may  bo  purely  political,  and 
the  next  will  be  a  literal  one. 

Paragraph   VII. 

"And  wlien  be  had  opened  the  seventh  seal,  there 
was  silence  in  heaven  about  the  space  of  half  an  lionr." 
Silence  signifies  a  cessation  from  action,  and  as  this  was 
a  cessation  in  the  heaven,  it  was  a  cessation  of  the  vision 
in  the  temple,  for  a  season,  to  be  resumed  again  at  an- 
other time.  The  a^wstle  is  nest  directed  to  a  set  of 
prophecies  without  the  temple.  Now,  these  other  pro- 
phecies are  not  said  to  be  in  the  seventh  seal  at  all,  but 
quite  the  contraiy  is  seen  to  be  true.  John,  within  the 
temple,  had  been  looking  principally  at  the  religioia 
history  of  the  world  down  to  the  Millennium,  and  he 
now  views  the  scene  outside,  as  the  altar  was  outside  j 
that  is,  the  political  prophecy  of  the  same  period  em- 
braced by  the  seals.  The  seven  trumpets  will  be  treated 
of  in  regular  order  in  another  place ;  and  we  shall  here 
bring  in  the  interpretation  of  the  period  given  in  the 
little  book.  The  seventh  seal  is  renewed  at  the  spii'itual 
judgment-dav,  (»■  at  Millennium. 
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CHAPTER    Xir. 
THE  LIITLE  BOOK  OE  IKTEEPUETATION. 

Aii  symbolic  prophecy  i8  twice  repoated,  as  we  have 
before  observed,  and  is  also  interpreted.  Tiie  second 
vision  of  the  same  events  is  regarded  as  an  intei-pretation 
of  the  first ;  and  it  generally  adds  some  new  pai'ticnlars 
in  the  same  symbolic  language.  Tliis  ia  stated  by  Joseph 
to  Phai-aoli,  when  he  said,  "  the  dream  is  twice  doubled, 
because  it  is  certain  and  the  mterpietatioo  is  snie."  As 
no  iiitei-pretation  had  bean  gnen  when  Joseph  spoke,  it 
is  plain,  that  be  lefeiied  to  the  8e(on<l  vision  as  the 
expositor  of  tlie  fii-st,  though  both  needed  a  liteial  ti-ans- 
lation,  Daniel's  \ieiom,  while  they  aie  twice  doubled, 
have  enffh  of  them  aleo  an  inteijiretation ,  and  John's 
visions,  being  symbolic,  must  be  expected  to  follow  the 
general  law  of  symbolic  Msiona  John's  receiving  a 
little  book  which  goes  ovei  the  same  field  with  that  of 
the  seals  and  ta-nmpets,  must  be  but  a  book  of  interpre- 
tation, since  he  inwardly  digested  it  Thih  piophecy  of 
this  book,  like  all  otheis,  has  a  magnificent  mti-oduc- 
tion,  which,  with  the  book  itself,  we  shall  now  notice. 
We  first  quote  the  introdn(,tory  text 

"And  I  saw  anothei  mighty  angel  come  down  from 
heaven  clothed  with  a  cloud,  and  a  rainbow  was  upon 
his  head,  and  his  face  was  as  it  weie  the  sun,  and  hia 
feet  aa  pillars  ot  fne,  and  he  had  m  hih  hand  a  little 
book  open.  And  the  voice  whieh  I  heaid  fiom  heaven 
spake  unto  me,  siying.  Go  and  taLe  the  book  which  is 
open  in  the  band  oi  the  angel  *  *  And  I  m.nt  unto 
the  angel  and  said  unto  bim,  Give  me  the  httle  book. 
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And  he  saiJ  unto  me,  Take  it  and  cat  it  np ;  and  it  shall 
make  thy  belly  bittei',  but  it  shall  be  in  thy  month  as 
sweet  as  honey." 

This  angel,  it  will  be  seen,  is  very  much  like  the  sym- 
bolic representation  of  Clirist,  given  in  the  beginning, 
and  must  be  that  angel  of  Christ  who  was  sent  by  Christ 
to  signify  to  John  the  things  which  he  received  from  his 
father.  His  symbolic  dress  is  glorions,  and  he  seems  to 
attend  John  to  the  very  last  of  the  book  after  this,  and, 
as  he  represents  himself  finally  as  one  from  earth,  we 
may  have  some  faint  notions  of  the  gloiy  of  the  saints  in 
heaven.  As  the  first  book  of  seals  was  a  prophetic  book, 
BO  this  litUe  book  must  be  one  also ;  and  as  it  is  oj^en,  it 
professes  to  contain  an  exposition  of  the  events  betbre 
related,  by  the  seals  and  ti'itmpets,  down  to  the  seventh 
trumpet,  for  it  is  introduced  jast  at  the  sounding  of  the 
seventh  tnimpet.  We  introdnce  it  here,  so  as  not  to 
intemipt  the  regular  chronology  of  the  trumpets  by  an 
episode.  We  shall  take  up  the  contents  of  this  little  book 
in  regulai'  order.  It  contains  a  vision  of  the  temple  and 
Gentiles ;  and  one  of  two  witnesses ;  one  of  a  woman  and 
twelve  stare ;  one  of  a  seven  headed  dragon ;  one  of  a 
seven  headed  beast ;  and  one  of  a  two  horned  beast. 


SECTION  I. 

Holy  Citt  akd  'lua  Gentiles— Chdrch  akd  State  Union. 

"  And  there  was  given  me  a  raed,  like  unto  a  rod,  and 
the  angel  (the  one  that  had  the  little  book)  stood,  saying, 
Else,  measure  tiie  temple  of  God,  and  the  altar,  and  them 
that  worship  therein.  But  the  court  which  is  without  the 
temple,  leave  out,  and  measure  it  not ;  for  it  is  given 
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unto  the  Gentilea,  anct  the  holy  city  shall  they  ti-ead  under 
foot  forty  and  two  months." 

1.  TTi6  Measuring. — To  measure  any  thing,  is  sym- 
bolically equivalent  to  sealing  it ;  as  in  Zech.  ii.  2,  to 
measure  Jerusalem  is  equivalent  to  taking  charge  of  it. 
It  here  plainly  means  that  God  would  tahe  special  care 
of  the  temple,  and  altar,  and  worshipei-s,  aud  that  he 
would  not  take  care  of  the  outer  court. 

2.  The  Temple. — ^The  temple  is  here  plainly  used  as 
a  symbol.  It  is  figuratively  used  by  Paul  to  i-opresent 
the  church,  but  by  the  prophets  it  i-epresenta  the  civil 
power.  Jeremiah  twice  speaks  of  the  "vengeance  of 
God's  temple"  going  forth  to  desti'oy  Babylon,  and  aa 
such  destruction  could  not  go  forth  from  the  church 
pi-oper,  the  temple  must  stand  for  the  civil  power  of 
Israel.  Again,  it  is  said,  tiiat  in  tlie  last  days,  tfio  fallen 
tabernacle  of  David,  or  Israel's  civil  power,  or  nationalit}', 
shall  be  restored,  and,  as  the  temple  and  tabernacle  are 
convertible  terms,  the  temple,  in  prophecy,  is  used  as 
symbolic  of  the  govei'nmeut  of  Israel.  That  this  is  its 
sense  here,  is  fiirther  obvious,  from  the  fact  that  anothei' 
symbol  is  conjointly  used,  which  clearly  stands  lor  tie 
church,  and  as  Israel,  on  account  of  dual  nature,  is  always 
represented  by  two  figures,  so  it  is  here ;  and  one  refers 
to  the  civil  jxtiity,  and  the  other  to  the  spiritual. 

3.  The  Altar  and  the  Worshipers. — The  altar  is 
used  not  only  as  an  instrument  of  woiship,  but  as  a  sanc- 
tuary, or  place  of  refuge.  It  was  surrounded  by  the 
court  of  Israel,  and  of  the  priests  who  brought  their  sacri- 
fices to  it,  to  be  offered ;  and  as  the  worshipci-s  are  repre- 
sented as  woi-shiping  in  the  altar,  it  must,  by  synec- 
doche, represent  the  court  of  Israel,  a  part  of  the  court 
being  put  for  the  whole.  The  worshipers,  therefoi-o, 
properly  represent  the  organic  church,  and  the  altar  their 
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religioua  system  of  faith  and  ■worship,  or  rehglon.  This 
distinction  between  the  church  govemmeut  and  religion, 
is  elsewhere  clearly  noticed  among  the  symbols,  as  also 
the  distinction  between  the  church  government,  and  the 
civil  government  of  Israel. 

4.  '■'■The  Court  without  the  Altar." — ^That  is,  the  cotirt 
ontaide  of  the  court  of  Israel,  in  the  temple,  which  wia 
separated  from  it  by  a  partition  wall.  In  this  court  the 
Gentiles  were  allowed  to  worship,  and  their  worship  was 
considered  inferior  in  character  to  that  of  Israel.  As  no 
altar  was  in  it,  it  must  stand  for  the  church  of  the  Gen- 
tiles, or  for  an  impure  chui-ch.  This  view  ia  confirmed  by 
the  fact,  that  it  was  not  measured  or  cared  for  by  God. 

5.  The  Holy  City. — This,  aa  a  figure,  represents  the 
church,  but  as  Jerusalem  was  called  Ariel,  that  is,  the 
double  city,  or  two  lions  of  God,  and  as  the  capital  of 
Israel  is  put  for  the  Jewish  nation,  by  synecdoche,  it 
must,  aa  a  symbol,  represent  the  Christian  Ariel. 

6.  The  Gentiles  were  to  tread  the  Arid  of  God  under 
foot  for  forty-two  'months.-.—As,  the  Jerusalem  here 
mentioned  is  not  the  Hteral  Jerusalem,  but  the  Christian 
Jerusalem,  or  Ariel  of  Grod,  those  who  ti'ead  it  down 
must  be  spiritual  Gentiles. 

7.  Forty-two  months. — These  months  amount  to 
529,984  days,  or  1451  yeare  and  17  days,  and  also  to 
1243  years  and  277  days.  Aa  the  true  Israel  of  God 
was  trodden  down  by  spiritual  Gentiles,  from  the  days 
of  church  and  state  union  till  the  rise  of  the  United 
States,  the  42  months  must  be  the  exact  measure  of  the 
period  between  these  two  epochs.  The  length  of  thia 
period,  therefore,  is  the  number  of  days  between  the  lOtJi 
of  June,  325,  and  July  4th,  1776 ;  for  ehureh  and  state 
union  began  on  the  former  date,  and  began  to  end  glori- 
ously at  the  latter.    The  length  of  this  period  is  exactly 
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529,984  days,  and  thns  it  coincides  exactly  with  the  Gmi 
length  of  the  42  months.  Again ;  church  and  states 
union  was  completed,  under  Justinian,  about  532  A,  D. 
Kow,  from  October  let  of  this  year,  to  Jnly  4th,  ITTO,  is 
jast  eqnal  to  the  other  length  of  the  43  months,  or  1343 
years  277  days.  It  is,  however,  obvious  that  the  church 
of  God  ia  still  ti-odden  down  in  Europe  ;  so  that  there 
must  be  another  length  of  the  42  months  to  be  fulfilled. 
That  length  ends  as  early  as  1865  or  1878,  but  perhaps 
much  earlier, — {See  discovery.) 


Tne  Two  Witnesses — Gheistianity  Dbpeessed. 

"And  I  will  give  power  uuto  my  two  -witnessea,  and 
they  shall  prophesy  a  thousand  two  hundred  and  three 
score  days,  clothed  in  sackcloth.  These  are  the  two 
olive  trees,  and  the  two  candlesticks,  standing  before  the 
God  of  the  earth." 

1,  2100  witnesses,  two  candlesticks,  and  iwo  olive 
trees. — These  represent  the  same  thing  as  Jerusalem,  the 
double  city ;  and  the  text  refers,  by  implication  expressed 
in  the  word  "  my,"  to  Jerusalem,  as  the  two  witnesses ; 
and  as  it  is  called  by  Isaiah, "  Ariel,"  or  the  double  city, 
it  is  tlie  proper  antecedent  referred  to  as  "my  two  wit- 
ness^." The  two  olive  ti-ees,  mentioned  by  Zechariah, 
(fourth  chap.)  and  their  interpretation  aa  the  two 
anointed  ones,  plainly  coincide  with  these  two  olivo 
trees,  for  the  text  of  Zechariah  mentions  two  candlesticks, 
with  seven  branches,  and  seven  bowls,  and  the  two  olive 
trees  as  standing  together,  and  representing,  doubly,  the 
two  anointed  ones.  These  two  anointed  ones  plainly 
repi-eeentod  the  dual  Israel  or  Ariel  of  God.    The  dual 
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character  of  God's  law,  and  of  man's  nature  as  a  epirit- 
nal  and  social  creature;  the  necessary  two  kinda  of  gov- 
ernment springing  from  them ;  tho  dual  character  of  the 
Hebrew  government ;  and  tho  perpetual  representation 
of  this  duality  by  fignrative  terniB ;  and  its  perpetual 
recurrence  in  symbols  applicable  to  the  people  of  God, 
is  full  evidence  that  tho  two  witnesses  represent  the  dual 
character  of  the  people  of  God,  and  can  represent 
nothing  else. 

2.  "  The,y  were  to  prophesy  in  sac&doth." — The  word 
prophet  signifies  a  predictor,  but  means  a  teaelier  of 
religious  obligation  as  oileu  as  it  does  any  thing  else. 
The  prophecy  of  the  witnesses  must  have  been  the  teach- 
ing "  the  word  of  God,  and  the  testimony  they  held," 
They  were  to  teach  iu  sackcloth.  The  ancient  prophets 
were  mostly  clothed  thus,  and  it  was  the  habit  of  moura- 
iiig  and  great  humiliation.  They  were  to  be  trodden 
down  by  the  Gentiles,  As  the  Gentiles  destroyed  and 
trampled  xipon  the  literal  Jeriisalem,  the  Bjmbolic  mean- 
ing of  the  term  must  be  spiritual  Genti!e=i,  or  unclean 
persons  of  a  religious  chai"acter.  It  was  bad  enough  to 
bo  ti-odden  down  by  the  real  Gentile,  but  to  be  tiampled 
upon  by  spiritual  Gentiles  was  to  be  wounded  in  the 
house  of  their  frionds,  and  was  cause  of  double  giief  and 
humility.  If  we  now  look  at  God's  people,  ever  since 
the  unhallowed  and  incestuous  marriage  of  church  and 
state,  wo  find  that  the  truly  pious  have  been  obliged  to 
Buffer  the  greatest  indignities,  and  to  change  the  garment 
of  praise  for  the  spirit  of  heaviness,  and  lay  aside  tho 
oil  of  joy  for  mourning,  and  beauty  for  ashes, 

3.  They  were  to  prophecy  for  1260  days,  which  are 
equivalent  to  1451  years,  or  539,984  days,  and  to  1243 
yeare,  277  days.  Tiiese  begin  and  end  with  the  i3 
months,  and  partly  await  fulfillment. 
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4.  "  If  any  man  will  huit  them,  fire  proceedeth  out  of 
theii-  moutli,  and  devonrcth  their  enemies ;  and  if  any 
■will  hnrt  them,  he  mnst  in  the  same  manner  be  killed. 
These  have  power  to  shot  heaven  that  it  rain  not  in  the 
days  of  their  pi-ophecy ;  and  have  power  over  watere  to 
tarn  them  to  blood  and  to  smite  the  earth  with  plagues

in  OhiJ&tianitj ,  and  it  la  loolutionaty  to  monaichy  m 
its  very  nature  The  tcmi  man,  is  a  term  of  multitude, 
and  embiaces  then  enemies,  or  organic  power  that 
hurts  or  oppresses  them  Now,  it  is  notoiioue,  that  all 
of  tlie  revulotiong,  foi  many  centuries,  in  Europe  and 
Britain,  have  ougmated  fiom  the  attempts  to  gain  civil 
and  I'cligiouB  fieedom  ,  and  the  Bihle  has  been,  and  is,  a 
proscribed  hook,  because  of  its  revolutionary  chai'aeter 
in  chnrch  and  state.  Though  true  Christians  have  not 
existed,  organically,  in  Enroj^je,  in  the  two  forms  indi- 
cated by  the  two  witnesses,  yet  it  has  virtually  existed  ; 
and  the  very  term  "  sackcloth,"  shows  that  they  were  not 
to  exist  in  this  dual  organization  independently,  until  the 
end  of  the  forty-two  months,  These  two  departments, 
however,  being  essential  departments  of  the  people  of 
God,  when  possessed  of  true  rights,  ai-e  properly  repre- 
sented, while  tliey  existed  in  a  depressed  state. 
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The  shutting  of  the  heaven,  and  turning  waters  to  Hood, 
"  as  often  as  they  will,"  eymbolizes  the  fact,  that,  when- 
ever they  have  resolved  to  strike  for  liberty,  they  have 
produced  the  greatest  of  destmction.  Now,  this  aecoi-da 
with  the  history  of  the  caiKea  of  many  of  the  revolutions. 
The  doctrines  which  these  witnesses  pi-oci aimed,  have 
flred  almost  evei-y  throne  and  Idngdom  in  past  ages; 
and  the  smothered  fii-es  of  a  volcano,  produced  by  tJieir 
doeti'ine,  ia  making  Europe  now  tremble  to  its  center, 
and  will  bring  on  the  final  shock  of  the  great  political 
earthquake  of  nations. 

5.  "  And  when  they  shall  be  about  to  finish  {Tdesosi) 
their  testimony."  This  conforms  to  the  "time  of  the 
end,"  spoken  of  by  Daniel,  and  to  the  seventh  trumpet 
period. 

6.  "  Tiie  beast  that  ascendeth  out  of  the  bottomless 
pit,"  This  beast  is  distinguished  i'rom  the  beast  out  of 
the  sea,  and  from  the  two  homed  beast,  and  ia  the  fourth 
empire  restored  under  Hussia,  coming  out  of  Asia,  or 
from  barbarism. 

7.  "  Shall  malie  war  against  them,  and  shall  over- 
come them  and  kill  them."  As  tliia  event  was  to  be  in 
the  time  of  the  end,  it  must  refer  to  something  now  ex- 
isting. Now,  when  we  remember  that  civil  and  religious 
liberty  has  lately  been  crushed  in  Hungary  and  south 
Europe,  by  the  special  agency  of  Eussia,  we  see  a  very 
fair  coincidence.  Indeed,  throughout  Europe,  since  the 
year  '49,  the  chain  of  despotism  1ms  been  more  strongly 
riveted  than  for  many  years. 

8.  "  And  their  dead  bodies  shall  lie  in  the  street  of 
the  great  city,  ■which  ia  spiritually  called  Sodom  and 
Egypt,  where  also  our  Lord  was  crucified."  The  city  is 
evidently  put  for  Europe  in  general,  and  the  sti'eet  of  a 
city  may  symbolize  a  kingdom  of  it. 
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The  -witnesses  to  he  slain  being  chiefly  in  one  part  of 
Eoman  Europe,  corresponds  most  closely  witSi  the  fall 
of  the  Hungarian  witnesses  in  Austria,  by  the  aid  of 
Enssia.  Sodom  and  Egypt  are  apt  representations  of 
the  Roman  empire,  biit  spiritnally  applied,  they  with 
great  force  describe  Anstria  and  Italy,  where  our  Lord 
is  daily  crucified  afresh.  Austria  is,  doubtless,  the  street 
of  Koman  Europe  i-eferred  to. 

9.  "And  they  of  the  people,  kindreds,  and  tongues, 
and  nations,  shall  see  their  dead  bodies  three  days  and 
a  half,  and  shall  not  suffer  them  to  be  put  in  graves. 
And  they  that  dwell  on  the  earth  shall  rejoice  ovei'  them, 
and  make  merry,  and  shall  send  gifts  to  one  another, 
because  these  two  prophets  tormented  them  which  dwelt 
upon  the  earth."  It  is  well  known  that  the  monarchists 
of  Europe  have  bad  great  rejoicings  and  public  thanks- 
givings over  the  snppression  of  liberalism  in  Europe,  and 
especially  in  Hungaiy  and  Italy.  These  witneases  were  to 
He  nnburied.  This,  with  the  ancients,  as  all  classic  readers 
know,  was  considered  a  state  of  great  miseiy.  It  is  used 
in  the  scriptures  to  represent  dishonor  and  disregai'd. — 
2  K.  xxW.  The  king  of  Babylon,  to  dishonor  Jchoiaehin's 
memory,  threw  his  dead  body  without  the  walla,  without 
burial.  The  cause  of  the  Hungarians  is  now  a  disreputed 
and  dead  canse ;  the  two  witnesses  in  the  Anstrian  street 
He  quiet  and  cold,  and  no  voice  of  consolation  I'eaches 
their  ear  of  death. 

10.  "  And  after  three  days  and  a  half,  the  spirit  of 
life,  from  God,  entered  into  them,  and  they  stood  upon 
their  feet;  and  gi-eat  fear  fell  upon  them  which  saw 
them."  This  resurrection  in  three  days  and  a  half  is  to 
occur  about  four  or  five  years  after  their  overthrow.  "We 
may,  therefore,  soon  look  for  a  great  insurrection  in 
Hungary,  in  the  coui-se  of  two  or  three  years.     It  will 
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cause  great  alarm  to  Austria,  who  will  sec  them  alivo 
again,  and  ready  for  contest, 

11.  "  And  they  heawl  a  great  voice  fmm  iieaven,  say- 
ing unto  thcin,  Come  up  hitiier"  As  tbib  li<.avcn  is 
symbolic,  it  must  represent  eitliei  e'xaltation  at  tiic  call 
of  some  power,  represented  by  the  voice,  oi  a  call  to 
emigration  to  the  place  of  the  clmich  Tins  call  may  bo 
from  our  conntiy. 

12.  "And  they  ascended  to  heaven  m  a  cloud,  and 
their  enemies  beheld  them  "  This  ascension  seems  not 
merely  to  imply  exaltation,  but  an  actnai  letnoval  tiom 
the  country.  Clonds  are  the  eyrabyls  of  God's  power 
and  of  protection ;  they  also  signify  a  great  mnltitude,  as 
"a  great  cloud  of  witnesses."  "Their  enemies  beheld 
them ; "  bnt  eonld  not  help  themselves.  It  is  veiy  pos- 
sible that  there  may  be  extended  to  the  Hnngarians,  at 
their  resuii'ectioii  to  life,  an  invitation  to  come  to  this 
conntry,  under  sure  protection  guaranteed  to  them,  and 
that  a  large  multitude  may  come,  and  that  Austria  may 
uot  be  able  to  prevent  it, 

13.  "And  the  same  hour  was  there  a  gi-eat  earthquake, 
and  the  tenth  part  of  the  city  fell,  and  in  the  earthquake 
■were  slain  of  men  seven  thousand ;  and  the  remnant 
were  affrighted,  and  gave  glory  to  the  God  of  heaven," 
An  earthquake  symbolizes  an  insurrection,  or  overthrow, 
and  the  destruction  of  the  tenth  part  of  the  city  is  equiva- 
lent to  the  overthraw  of  a  principal  kingdom  in  Europe, 
This  tenth  part  of  Europe  is  plainly  Turkey.  This  is  evi- 
dent from  the  fact,  that  after  this  tenth  part  fell,  it  was  im- 
mediately announced  that "  the  second  wo  is  past."  Now, 
as  the  rise,  and  progress,  and  duration  of  the  Turks  is  called 
the  second  wo,  the  end  of  this  wo  is  the  end  of  Turkey, 
Its  fall,  therefore,  synchronizes  with  the  rise  of  Hungary, 
since  it  fell  at  the  same  hour  with  the  rise  of  the  witnesses. 
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The  tlu'ee  and  a  half  clays  of  t!ie  witnesses  may  have 
two  lengths.  Ono  of  them  is  equal  to  four  yeai-s  two 
hundred  and  sisfcy-eight  days,  and  thu  other  to  five  yeavs 
two  Imndred  and  eleven  days.  The  end  of  these  is  close 
at  hand,  as  well  as  the  end  of  Turkey  ;  1854-6-61,  are 
the  points  of  time.  Wo  do  not  claim,  absolutely,  cer- 
tainty here  in  time,  but  only  in  facts  of  other  kinds. 
Shonld  we  be  mistaken  as  to  Hnngai'y,  it  will  follow 
that  Enssia  will  crash  some  Christian  people,  who  will 
rise  in  three  and  a  half  days,  and  then,  in  a  few  years 
thereafter,  Tnvkey  will  fall. 

The  slaying  of  seven  thousand  is  symbolic  of  great 
desti'oction,  and  the  glorifying  of  God  by  the  rest  is  the 
admitting  of  the  people  to  a  decent  privilege  of  civil 
rights,  and,  probably,  giving  np  Islaniiam. 

CONCLUSION. 

1.  The  two  witnesses  being  synonymons  with  Jorasa- 
lom,  the  double  city,  and  representing  the  Israel  of  God, 
must  represent  Christianity,  universally,  in  its  depressed 
condition  during  tho  prevalence   of  chui-eh  and  state 

3.  As  Jerusalem  and  the  two  witnesses  are  synon- 
ymous, and  one  is  the  interpretation  or  duplicate  of  the 
other,  the  1260  days  must  be  the  duplicate  or  interpreta- 
tion of  the  forty-two  months, 

3,  The  term  Gentiles  being  a  symbolic  term,  mnst 
represent  the  spiritual  Gentiles  of  the  ehnrcli ;  and  as 
they  were  set  up  over  the  witnesses  at  church  and  state 
union,  the  time  of  this  union  must  be  the  epoch  at  which 
to  date  the  1260  days  and  42  months.  But  as  this  epoch 
was  a  double  one,  or  was  an  era  from  Constantine  to 
Justinian,  wo  must  date  them  from  both.    The  fii-st  epoch 
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of  this  era  was  June  19th,  325,  and  the  second  was  in 
the  year  533,  as  near  as  can  be  found. 

i.  The  4'2  months  am  an  abbreviated  year,  and  may 
represent  a  year  of  42,  or  49,  or  52  months,  and  to  these 
the  1260  days  conform,  ifow,  1260  days  and  42  months 
eqnal  454,372  days,aiid  from  the  Justinian  epoch  of  church 
and  state  union  extends  to  the  year  1T76.  Forty-nine 
months,  or  1470  days,  are  eqnal  to  539,984  days,  and  from 
the  Oonstantine  epoch,  June  19fch,  325,  to  July  4th,  1776, 
is  exactly  529,9S4days.  Fifty-three  months,  or  1560  days, 
are  equal  to  563,433  days,  and  extend  fi-om  the  last  epoch 
in  325  to  1865,  June  15fch  or  16th.  Now,  at  the  rise  of 
the  United  States,  a  part  of  the  great  body  of  true 
Ohristians  ceased  to  be  trodden  tinder  loot,  and  the  rest, 
it  appeal's,  will  cease  to  be  in  1865.  Babylon  church 
will  be  destroyed  befoi-e  civil  monarchy,  and  aa  that  will 
transpire  by  1878,  this  epoch  of  its  destinction  looks 


5.  The  witnesses  to  be  slain  were  only  those  in  one 
part  of  the  gi'eat  city,  and  not  throughout  the  world ; 
that  is,  those  in  the  street  of  the  city,  or  those  in  the 
great  thoroughfare  of  the  Koman  church ;  the  street 
meaning  either  one  particular  kingdom  of  Rome,  or  the 
whole  of  Roman  Em'ope,  At  the  rise  of  om'  country, 
the  triumph  of  the  witnesses  began,  but  still  they  are 
not  yet  free  in  Europe,  and  will  not  be  till  the  last  end 
of  the  42  months,  or  1878. 
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The  Wouak  with  Twelve  Stars,  and  ber  Man  CnrtD,  or  the 
Christian  Chubch  and  the  United  States. 

This  vision  ia  the  duplicate  of  the  witnesses  and,  by 
consequence,  aids  in  their  espiication.  It  has  been 
called  the  oi^x  criticonim,  among  expositors.  It  is  not, 
in  the  firet  part,  consecutively  chronological ;  had  it 
been,  the  apocalypse  would  have  been  tolerably  easy  to 
understand,  for  it  is  almost  a  key  to  it. 

1.  "And  there  appeared  a  great  wonder  in  heaven ;  a 
woman  clothed  with  the  sim,  and  the  moon  under  her 
feet,  and  upon  her  head  a  crown  of  twelve  stars."  These 
symbola  are  a  twice  doubled  representation  of  Israel. 
A  woman  is  a  common  symbol  of  the  church  of  God, 
and  stars  are  a  representation  of  the  twelve  sons  or  ti'ibes 
of  Jacob,  and  represent  tlie  civil  department  of  God's 
Israel.  The  moon  is,  also,  a  common  symbol  of  the 
chnrch,  and  the  eun  is  always  a  symbol  of  civil  power. 
This  double  set  of  symbols  to  represent  one  dual  object, 
is  seen  also  in  Zechariah,  where  the  two  olive  ti-ees,  and 
two  candlesticlcs,  which  represented  the  dual  anointed 
one,  or  Israel. 

2,  "And  the  woman  fled  into  the  wilderness,  where 
she  hath  a  place  prepared  of  God,  that  they  should  feed 
her  there,  a  thousand  two  hundred  and  three  score  days." 
That  is,  the  chnrch  went  into  obscurity;  went  into  a 
mazy  and  dreary  condition,  and  was  mostly  hidden  from 
the  world  for  1260  years.  These  1260  days  are  equal  to 
529,984  days,  or  for  454,ST2  days,  or  to  562,432  days, 


I.  "And  tliere  appeared  another 
1  behold  a  great  red  dragon,  having 
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ten  horns,  and  seven  diadems  upon  his  heads."  Tills 
~waa  the  repreaeutation  of  Eoman  monafchy  in  Great 
Britain,  and  will  hereafter  be  explained. 

4,  "And  she  being  with  child^  cried,  travailing  in 
birth,  and  pained  to  bo  delivered,"  "And  the  di-agon 
stood  before  the  woman  which  was  ready  to  be  delivered, 
for  to  devour  her  child  as  soon  as  jt  was  bom.  And  she 
brought  forth  a  man  child,  who  was  to  rule  all  nations 
with  a  rod  of  iron ;  and  her  child  was  cangiit  up  unto 
God,  and  to  bis  throne.  And  there  was  war  in  heaven ; 
Michael  and  his  angels  fought  against  the  dragon.  And 
the  dragon  and  his  angels  fought  and  prevailed  not, 
neither  was  their  place  fonnd  anymore  in  heaven.  And 
the  old  dragon  was  cast  out,  that  old  serpent,  called  the 
Devil,  and  Satan,  wldch  deceiveth  the  whole  world.  He 
was  cast  out  into  the  eartli,  and  his  angels  were  cast  out 
with  him.  And  I  heard  a  loud  voice  saying  in  heaven, 
Now  is  come  salvation,  and  strength,  and  the  kingdom 
of  our  God,  and  the  power  of  hie  Christ,  for  the  aceoser 
of  our  brethren  is  cast  down,  which  accused  them  before 
God  day  and  night.  And  they  overcame  him  by  the 
blood  of  the  Lamb,  and  by  the  woi-d  of  tlieii-  testimony ; 
and  they  loved  not  their  lives  imto  death.  Therefore, 
i-ejoice,  ye  heavens,  and  ye  that  dwell  in  them.  "Wo  to 
the  inliabiteiB  of  the  earth,  for  the  devil  is  come  down 
unto  you,  having  great  wTath,  because  he  Jinoweth  he 
hath  but  a  short  time.  And  when  the  dragon  saw  that 
he  was  cast  unto  the  earth,  he  persecuted  the  woman 
which  brought  forth  the  man  child,"  This  is  a  spiritual 
and  political  prophecy.  It  represents  Christianity,  in 
hnraility  for  1451  years,  at  lengtli  striving  for  nation- 
ality. It  represents  the  declaration  and  the  confederacy ; 
the  revolutionary  war  and  the  victory  over  Great 
Britain ;   tlio  formation  of  the  Union  and  the  banish- 
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merit  of  spiritual  monarchy  foroycr  from  the  United 
States ;  and  the  subsequent  violence  of  mOBarchy  in 
Eui-ope,  because  it  saw  poor  prospect  for  long  eontiQu- 
ance,  after  the  rise  of  so  great  a  Christian  democracy. 
This  vision  is  further  interpreted  by  a  repetition  of  its 
principal  features. 

"And  to  the  woman  were  given  two  winga  of  a  great 
eagle,  that  she  might  fly  into  the  wilderness,  into  her 
place,  where  she  is  nourished  for  a  time  times  and  a 
half,  from  the  face  of  the  serpent.  And  the  serpent  east 
out  of  his  month  water  as  a  flood,  after  the  woman,  that 
he  might  cause  her  to  be  carried  away  of  the  flood. 
And  the  earth  helped  the  woman ;  and  the  earth  opened 
her  mouth  and  swallowed  up  the  flood  which  the  dragon 
cast  out  of  his  month.  And  the  di-agon  was  wroth  with 
the  woman,  and  went  to  make  war  with  the  remnant  of 
her  seed,  which  keep  the  comtnandments  of  God,  and 
have  the  testimony  of  Jesus  Christ."  The  point  of 
trouble,  with  interpreters,  in  this  vision  is,  the  apparent 
want  of  harmony  in  its  parts ;  and  the  reason  of  this 
diffienlty  lies  in  this,  that  they  placed  this  birth  of  the 
man  child  before  the  1260  days  began  ;  whereas,  it  did 
not  oecm-  till  afterward.  It  is  true  the  birth  of  the  child 
is  announced  before  the  woman's  probation  is  mentioned, 
but  that  proves  nothing  as  to  its  i^eing  after  the  birth  of 
the  child,  for,  in  the  interpretation,  the  times  of  the 
woman  ai-e  placed  before  the  attack  of  the  serpent 
Again ;  no  event  in  all  history,  prior  to  the  end  ot  the 
times  of  the  woman,  or  church,  coincides  witii  the  man 
child ;  so  that  it  can  not  represent  any  thmg  in  the  early 
days  of  the  church,  nor  for  centuries  in  it'=  histoij 
With  this  premised  we  proceed. 

1.  "  She  being  witli  child,  cried,  ti'avaibng  in  biith,  and 
pained  to  be  delivered."     In  Isaiah  ixvi.  7,  the  travailing 
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pains  of  Zioii,  and  lier  bringing  forth  a  man  child,  is 
intei'preted  by  the  Targum  of  a  king  or  deliverer ;  and 
Panl,  Kom.  viii.  22,  compares  the  earnest  desire  of  we- 
ation  for  the  kingdom  of  Christ  to  the  pains  of  a  ti-avail- 
ing  woman,— ((Sf/m.  Die.)  As  the  woman  was  the 
church,  lier  labor  pains  represent  the  straggles  of  a 
Christian  people,  at  the  close  of  the  thi-ee  and  a  half 
times,  to  establish  or  bring  forth  a  delivering  power, 

2.  "  Slie  brought  forth  a  man  ciilld,"  As  a  man, 
when  nsed  as  a  symbol,  i-epreseots  a  civil  government, 
so  this  man  child  must  represent  an  infant  and  feeble 
civil  government,  yet  of  noble  character,  as  it  was  to  rule 
all  nations.  It  was  to  be  the  offspring  of  the  church, 
and,  therefore,  different  from  the  church ;  and  tins  differ- 
ence is  further  expressed  by  the  gender  of  the  two  per- 
sons, the  one  being  female,  and  the  other  male, 

3.  "Who  was  to  rule  all  nations  with  a  rod  of  iron." 
This  infant  government  was  to  rise  above  all  others,  and 
give  its  own  law  to  the  nations,  and  enforce  obedience 
with  an  iron  will  or  rod.  It  will  l>e  remembered  that  this 
language,  in  tlie  Psalms,  is  applied  to  Christ ;  and  that 
Christ,  in  his  addi'ess  to  the  churehes,  promises  that  this 
power  shall  be  given  to  the  Christians ;  for  he  said,  "  He 
that  overcometh,  to  him  will  I  give  power  over  the 
nations,  (and  he  shall  rule  them  with  a  red  of  iron ;  as 
the  vessels  of  a  potta'  shall  they  be  broken  to  shivei-s,) 
even  as  /  have  received  of  my  Father."  This  ruling 
over  the  nations  with  an  iron  rod,  is  fully  exjivessive  of 
a  political  power  over  the  nations.  This  government 
was,  therefore,  a  political  fabric  of  a  Christian  people. 
Again  ;  this  child  of  the  woman,  or  church,  is  identical 
with  the  man  on  the  white  horse  with  many  crowns,  that 
is  to  destroy  the  beast,  and  false  prophet,  and  kings  of 
the  earth :  for  he  was  to  "  smite  the  nations,  and  rule 
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them  with  a  rod  of  iron."  They  aro  identical,  because 
tliey  fill  the  very  same  office,  and  because  that  office  can 
be  occupied  by  but  one.  As  the  three  and  a  half  times 
end  at  the  beginning  and  end  of  the  seventh  trumpet, 
the  beginning  of  this  period  is  the  infancy  of  this  gi'eat 
ruler ;  and  at  the  close  of  this  tranipet  he  is  a  man 
grown,  and  on  horseback,  and  just  a  hundred  years  old. 

4.  "  And  her  child  was  caught  up  unto  God,  and  to 
his  throne."  This  symbolizes  that  the  new  government 
■was  specially  cared  for  by  Providence,  and  preserved 
from  destruction. 

5.  "Tlie  dragon  stood  before  the  woman,  to  devour  her 
child  as  soon  as  it  was  boin  "  As  the  di  igon  lopresenta 
Eoman  monarchy  lu  some  form,  its  waitm^  before  the 
church  to  destroy  the  nationahtj  to  which  it  \vas  about 
to  give  birth,  shows  that  it  anticipated  the  event,  and 
was  determined  to  pievent  it,  and  to  de^tioj  it  m  its 
infancy.  It  was,  liowever,  foiled  in  its  pnrposes,  and  the 
new  government  was  preserved. 

6.  "And  there  was  war  in  heaven."  This  was  a  sym- 
bolic heaven,  for  Eoman  mouarchy,  nor  any  dragon,  ever 
bad  a  foothold  in  the  celestial  world.  It  was,  therefore, 
in  the  place  where  the  church  was  principally  gathered. 
Other  Christians,  however,  were  represented  elsewhere 
on  the  earth,  whom  the  dragon  went  to  wai-  with.  Wai- 
signifies  a  contest  for  dominion,  and  the  contest  between 
the  monarchy  and  the  church  was  about  sovereignty, 

7.  "  Michael  and  his  angels  fought  against  the  di-agon." 
As  the  dragon  and  his  angels  were  symbols  of  monarchy 
and  its  armies,  so  Michael  and  his  angels,  must,  also, 
be  symbols.  How  any  one  can  make  this  appear  as  a 
literal  spirituality,  is  very  singular.  Michael  is  as  much 
a  symbol  as  any  other  angel,  or  person,  in  the  book, 
and  the  whole  contest  shows  it.     Angela  are  symbols  of 
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active  assistants,  and  les^mns  ot  ani^^ls  are  aiTaies  of 
agents.  As  Michael  is  pla<,ed  antithetic  to  the  dragon, 
or  civil  power  of  monarchy,  he  mubt,  tiom  the  v&ry  na- 
ture of  symbolic  langnage,  repiesent  a  civil  power  also ; 
and  liis  angels  must  repiesent  armies  aiding  his  cause. 
The  civil  power  of  one  paiiy  is  represented  by  a  dragon, 
and  the  civil  power  of  the  other  by  a  good  archangel, 
and  the  military  power  of  both  is  represented  by  angels, 
for  they  are  represented  as  fighting  against  each  other. 
Michael  was  the  guaivilian  angel  of  Israel,  and,  of  coui-se, 
is  the  guard  of  the  Christian  church,  and  as  he  is  invis- 
ible, his  name  is  most  appropriately  chosen  to  i-epresent 
the  caiise  he  enperintcnda.  As  Ciuustianity  is  liberty 
essentially,  whether  civil  or  religious,  this  contest  between 
the  Christians  and  monarchists  was  a  war  for  freedom, 
and  independence  of  the  monarchial  power.  These  sym- 
bols are  so  poetic,  that  people  would  prefer  the  mystery 
of  poetry  araiind  them,  rather  than  look  at  the  plain 
matters  of  fact  they  sj'mbolize.  The  symbols,  however, 
are  prophecies,  and  therefore  belong  to  eartJi,  and  no 
where  else,  and  must  have  a  matter  of  fact  fulfillment 
here.  At  the  close  of  "  the  time  of  the  end  "  here  begun, 
we  find  Daniel  stating  that  this  very  Michael  shall  stand 
Tip  for  all  Christians,  as  he  here  stands  up  for  a  number 
at  the  beginning  of  the  time  of  the  end. 

"And  prevailed  not."    The  monarchial  power  was 


9.  "  Neither  was  their  place  found  any  more  in  hea- 
ven." As  heaven  symbolizes  the  place  of  the  church, 
this  passage  shows  that  monarchy  was  driven  out  of  the 
countiy  forever. 

10.  "And  the  great  dragon  was  cast  ont."  The 
dragon  vrith  seven  heads  being  defeated,  a  decision  is 
made  to  eject  the  whole  draconic  system  of  principles. 
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The  seven  headed  dragon  waa  evidently  tlio  ofi'spriijg 
of  the  great  dragon,  and  was  tlie  seed  of  the  old  serpent. 

11,  "That  old  serpent,  called  the  Devil,  and  Satan, 
wldeh  deeeiveth  the  whole  world,"  The  old  serpent,  we 
have  seen,  representet:!  tiie  false  religion  of  Satan,  or  the 
head  of  the  serpent.  It  took  its  name  ii-om  its  sire,  tiie 
devil.  A  false  religion,  in  union  with  the  civil  power, 
had  deceived  all  nations  until  our  nation  rose.  Oar 
people  pi-oclaimed  a  dissolntion  of  that  union,  and  re- 
jected all  pa^an  religion,  all  state  religion,  and  embraced 
only  a  free  Christianity.  No  doctrine  is  more  devilish 
than  that  which  claims  that  religion  must  be  united  with 
the  state.  It  has  been  the  cause  of  more  misery  than 
any  other  single  doctrine  ever  broached,  and  has  ever 
deceived  the  world  into  the  belief  that  it  was  the  will 
of  God. 

12,  "He  was  cast  ont  into  the  earth,  and  his  angels 
were  cast  out  with  him."  Tliat  is,  all  of  the  advocates 
of  a  national  religion,  and  all  who  held  ofBee  in  conse- 
quence of  a  nationa!,  either  in  church  or  state,  were 
thrown  out  of  tlieir  former  position,  and  were  never 
restored,  and  never  will  be. 

The  term  earth,  hero  used,  is  a  symbol,  for  as  the 
prophecy  was  to  be  fulfilleil  in  this  world,  the  heaven 
and  earth  used,  must  represent  different  portions  of  our 
world. 

13,  "  And  I  heard  a  loud  voice  saying,  in  heaven, 
Now  is  come  salvation  and  strength,  and  the  kingdom  of 
our  God  and  the  power  of  his  Christ,"  This  loud  voice 
in  the  symbolic  heaven,  or  place  of  the  church,  represents 
great  exaltation  of  the  Christians  at  the  close  of  the  war, 
and  at  the  rejection  of  all  kinds  of  monarchy,  and  at  the 
organization  of  a  new  government.  The  woi-ds  uttered 
are  a  double  representation  of  the  new  oj-ganization. 
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"  Sal  ration"  ie  applicable  to  tlio  clii.u'c!i,  as  freed  from  ail 
human  domination  ;  "  ati-engtli"  appU^  to  a  new  civil 
power  of  iron  scepter.  "  The  kingdom  of  our  God," 
applies  especially  again  to  the  new  organization  ol'Chris- 
tianity  under  a  new  constitntion ;  and  the  power  of  fiis 
Ciiriet,  moat  especially,  refers  to  his  fiill  exercise  of  civil 
authority.  Under  the  symbol  of  a  stone  cnt  from  the 
church,  Daniel  had  predicted  tfiat  a  kingdom  would  ba 
Bet  up  by  God,  in  "  ten  horned"  state  of  the  Eoman  em- 
pire, and  that  it  should  extend  over  the  earth,  and  liere 
it  breaks  into  Tiew,  and  the  Chi'istians  are  represented 
as  rejoicing  at  an  expected  event ;  for  they  say  now  is 
come  the  kingdom.  Now,  observe  it  does  not  at  ils 
coming,  fill  the  earth,  just  as  the  stone  does  not,  hut  it 
pi-oposes  to  rule  all  nations,  as  the  stone  will  rn!e  them. 

li,  "  The  aecnser  of  the  brethren  is  cast  down,  which 
accused  them  before  (in  the  presence  of)  God,  day  and 
night,"  Tlie  church  of  Europe,  and  all  pagan  churches, 
claim  that  they  never  killed  Christians,  and  they  lay  tiie 
biame  on  the  civil  power.  The  truth  of  the  whole  mat- 
ter, however,  is  this,  they  accused  the  Christians  before 
the  civil  tribunal,  and  that  tribunal  gave  the  religions 
decisions  the  sanction  of  law,  and  thus  Christians  wei'o 
murdered  by  multitudes.  The  "  casting  down  of  tlia 
accuser  of  the  brethren,"  was,  therefore,  the  casting 
down  of  the  state  church,  which  iiad  ever  brouglit  Chris- 
tians to  death  by  accusation  before  the  civil  courts  and 
nionarclis. 

15.  "And  they  overcame  him  by  the  blood  of  the 
Lamb,  and  by  the  word  of  their  testimony,  and  they  loved 
not  their  lives  unto  death."  These  expressions  coincide 
with  wliat  is  Baid  of  the  souls  under  tlie  altar,  slain  for 
the  word  of  God  and  the  testimony  thej'  held.  The 
expression  is  a  dual  one,  and  is  beautifully  put  for  the 
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gospel  and  the  social  philosopfiy  it  teaclies.  The  two 
witnesses  had  pveached  the  samo  things ;  and  the  vietorj 
over  monarchy,  in  duu'cli  and  state,  was  the  result  of 
doctiines  proelaimod  by  mnltitudes  of  martyrs  and  suf- 
ferers for  the  gospel's  sake.  Tills  new  kingdom  is. 
therefore,  appropriately  represented  as  the  result  of  gos- 
pel doctrines,  proclaimed  and  maintained  even  unto  blood 
through  many  dark  ages.  A  call  is  then  made  upon  all 
the  land,  and  especially  upon  all  Christians,  to  rejoice 
that  they  enjoyed  so  highly  favored  an  age.  "  Eejoice, 
ye  heavens,  and  ye  that  dwell  in  them," 

16.  "Wo  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  earth  and  sea." 
These  represent  the  rest  of  the  world  outside  of  this  new 
kingdom.  The  term  "wo,"  is  a  symbol  of  great  dis- 
tress to  be  endm-ed  by  the  people  under  the  dominion  of 
monarchy. 

17.  "For  the  devil  is  come  down  to  you,  having 
great  wrath."  The  defeat  which  monarchy  had  experi- 
enced was  a  great  one ;  and  was  very  aggravating,  for 
the  dragon  was  in  great  fuiy. 

18.  "  Because  he  knoweth  he  hath  but  a  short  time." 
This  was  the  eanse  of  the  wrath  of  monarchy.  It  was 
easy  to  perceive  that  a  successful  rebellion  against  kings 
wouldbethe  precursor  of  final  ruin  to  all.  The  etrongeet 
effoi-ts  would  be  put  forth,  therefore,  to  preserve  their 
dominion,  and  gi-eat  wrath  would  be  exhibited  towards 
every  manifestation  of  a  r^tless  disposition  among  the 
people  of  Europe,  where  the  dragon  had  his  seat. 

19.  "  And  when  the  dragon  saw  that  he  was  cast  uutfi 
the  earth,  he  persecuted  the  woman  which  brought  forth 
the  man  child."  A  peraecution  is  symbolic  of  war,  or 
of  an  attempt  to  injure.  The  monai'chy,  therefore,  wa? 
to  make  war  upon  the  church  ov  upon  the  country  again. 
We  have  now  gone  through  all  the  points  of  the  fii-st  pari 
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of  the  prophecy,  and  we  take  np  its  brief  duplicate  or 
interpretation. 

Duplicate  Vision. — 1.  "And  to  the  woman  were 
given  two  wings  of  a  great  eagle,  that  slie  might  fiy  into 
the  wilderness  into  her  place,  where  she  is  noui'ished  for 
a  time  times  and  a  half  from  the  face  of  the  serjient." 
The  woman  and  the  serpent,  or  the  Christian  chnrch  and 
Eoman  monarchy,  both  appeai'ed  in  heaven  at  the  same 
time,  but  the  chnrch  fled  fi^om  him  into  the  wilderaess, 
and  the  monarchy  saw  it  no  more  as  an  object  of  attention 
for  many  centimes.  The  time  of  thfe  hiding  of  the  church, 
was  in  the  first  statement  said  to  be  1360  days,  but  in 
the  interpretation  it  is  said  to  be  hid  for  three  and  a  half 
times.  Tijis  shows  that  thej  are  convertible  terms,  and 
doubles  the  certainty  of  their  having  a  definite  meaning. 
As  the  42  months  were  equivalent  to  1360  days,  and 
as  1260  days  eijual  three  and  a  half  times,  it  follows 
that  they  are  all  convertible  or  synonjmons  terms, 

2.  "And  the  serpent  cast  out  of  his  mouth  water  as  a 
flood  after  the  woman,  that  he  might  cause  ber  to  be  car- 
ried away  of  the  flood."  Tiiis  passage  briefly  compre- 
hends the  war  against  the  woman  with  the  twelve  stars 
upon  her  bead.  A  flood  of  water  represents  armies,  and 
is  so  used  by  Isaiah.  The  translation  of  the  symbol, 
therefore,  ie  this :  the  monarchy  sent  out  its  armies  to 
destroy  the  woman  and  her  stai-s,  or  the  church  and  its 
new  nationality. 

3.  "And  the  earth  helped  the  woman."  The  term 
earth  must  be  understood  as  the  place  of  the  dragon  as 
distinct  from  the  place  of  the  woman,  and  as  Europe 
is  the  place  of  monarehy  in  general,  it  is  evident  that 
this  help  to  the  Christians,  endeavoring  to  establish 
nationality,  must  come  from  Europe, 

4.  "  And  the  earth  opened  her  mouth  and  swallowed 
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np  the  flood  whieli  ttie  dragon  cast  ont  of  his  mouth." 
Tills  was  the  checking  of  the  war  against  the  cimrch  and 
its  stars,  by  European  aid  ;  for  the  swallowing  of  the 
flood  IB  the  overthrow  of  the  armies  of  the  dragon,  or  the 
absorption  of  them  by  people  living  on  the  earth,  or 
Europe. 

5.  "  And  the  dragon  -was  wroth  with  the  woman." 
This  shows  that  as  the  true  church  was  the  origin  of  the 
great  dieaffbction  towai-ds  monarchy,  the  dragon  or 
monarchy  system  was  opposed  to  the  true  church  every 
where. 

6.  "  And  went  to  make  war  with  the  remnant  of  her 
seed,  which  keep  the  command  ments  of  God  and  the  tes- 
timony of  Jesns  Christ."  As  tiie  woman  was  herself 
the  church,  the  seed  of  the  woman  mnst  represent  the 
offspring  of  the  church,  and  they  must  be  of  the  same 
charactei-  with  the  man  child  who  was  her  seed,  and,  of 
course,  it  represents  the  advocates  of  civil  and  religious 
liberty,  that  were  not  in  the  immediate  territories  of  the 
man  child  or  woman.  This  is  well  expressed  by  the 
phrase  "  the  remnant  of  her  seed."  These  ai-e  separated, 
too,  from  fanatical  liberalists,  for  they  are  those  who  are 
true  men  and  true  Christians,  who  are  known  by  keeping 
the  commandments  of  God,  and  who  have  the  testimony 
of  Jesus  Christ.  These  must  be  in  Europe,  ibr  they  can 
be  foand  no  where  else  outside  of  America. 

It  must  now  be  remembei'ed  that  the  church  was  to  be 
in  the  wilderness,  before  the  rise  of  nationality,  1451 
yeara,  and  that  the  kingdom  which  appeared  at  the  end 
of  this  time,  had  been  promised,  and  that  at  its  rise,  it 
did  not  fill  the  world,  but  that  monarchy,  or  the  serpent, 
was  lor  a  short  time  to  be  a  joint  tenant  of  the  world  with 
this  kingdom.  Its  territory,  also,  was  to  be  separate 
from  that  of  monarchy,  for  monarchy  was  cast  out  of  it. 
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Again  ;  the  twelve  stars  on  the  woman's  head  were  pro- 
phetic, anil  as  they  rejiresented  the  cipil  department  ol" 
God's  Israel,  they  prefigured  that  when  the  nationality 
of  the  church  ai-rived,  that  it  would  exist  as  a  confederacy 
of  twelve  states ;  for  eaeli  star  represents  a  tribe  or 
state  separate  from  any  other,  yet  all  united  in  a  crown, 
show  that  they  were  to  be  confederated.  At  the  full 
growth  of  the  man  child,  we  see  a  diadem  of  many  stars 
or  states  united  on  his  head.  The  number  of  Israel's 
twelve  tribes  and  of  the  twelve  apostles  was  thirteen, 
but  were  always  represented  literally  or  symbolically  as 
twelve ;  the  birth-riglit  tribe  of  Josepli,  being  composed 
of  two  tribes,  counted  as  one.  The  development,  there- 
fore, of  the  church  or  woman  into  nationality,  was  to  be 
signalized  by  a  confedei'acy  of  thirteen  governments  con- 
federated, two  of  them  being  reckoned  as  one  or  having 
been  one ;  the  stars  showing  the  divided  state  of  the 
goverDinent,  and  the  sun,  with  which  the  woman  was 
clothed,  its  unitj-, 

COINCIDENCES. 

Coincidence  JF'irsi. — The  church  was  to  be  in  the  wil- 
derness for  1461  years  or  529,984  days  before  the  rise  of 
her  nationality,  and  then  it  was  to  give  birth  to  a  Chris- 
tian nation  composed  of  13  states.  Now,  tlic  true  ehurah 
■went  into  the  obscurity  represented  by  the  wilderness,  at 
the  union  of  church  and  state,  which  took  place  on  the 
19th  June,  325;  and  just  exactly  529,984  days  after- 
ward, the  American  confederacy  was  declared  indepen- 
dent, and  it  sprung  from  the  Christian  church,  and  was 
composed  of  tliirteen  states,  two  of  which,  Pennsylvania 
and  Delawai-e,  were  originally  but  one  state. 

Coincidence  Second. — ^The  man  child  represented  a 
new  and  immature  system  of  government.  Such  was 
the   American  confederacy  at    the    declai-ation.      The

several  colonies  had  formed  state  organizations  previous 
to  tlie  declaration ;  and  in  the  same  year,  at  the  I'ecom- 
mendation  of  Congress,  they  -were  now  allied  to  each 
other  by  a  common  interest,  but  by  rather  feeble  articles 
of  confedei-ation. 

Coincidence  Third. — This  new  goveniment  was  to  be 
preserved  by  Providence,  and  become  the  ruler  of  all 
nations.  The  American  confederacy,  all  agi-ee,  was  pro- 
tected in  a  most  wonderful  manner  by  Providence,  and 
it  now  exists  as  the  prospective  rnler  of  the  world. 

Coincidence  Fourth. — Monarchy  anticipated  the  erec- 
tion of  the  new  confederacy,  and  stood  ready  to  destroy 
it,  as  soon  as  it  came  into  being.  The  monarciiy  of  Great 
Britain  anticipated  the  nationality  of  the  colonies,  and 
stood  I'eady  to  destroy  it  as  soon  as  it  was  developed :  but 
the  nationality  was  preserved. 

CoinddeTiGe  Fifth. — Monarchy,  represented  by  Great 
Britain,  was  to  make  war  upon  the  new  nationality,  and 
was  to  bo  met  by  its  forces,  and  vanquished.  Great 
Britain  declared  war  against  the  confederacy,  and  hired 
mercenaries  from  Europe  in  legions,  to  carry  on  the  war, 
but  was  vanquished. 

Goincid^iee  Sixth. — The  European  powers  were  to 
assist  the  woman,  or  Michael  and  his  forces,  and  swallow 
them  up.  Now,  it  so  happened,  during  the  i-evolutionary 
war,  that  out  of  hatred  to  Britain,  France  and  Spain 
acknowledged  the  independence  of  America,  and  their 
forces  being  engaged  in  the  war,  called  the  British  forces 
to  attend  to  them  as  well  aa  to  the  forces  of  the  colonies; 
and  it  was  by  their  conjoint  aid  that  the  Yorktown  vic- 
tory was  ohtained.  Denmark,  Sweden,  Holland  and 
Kussia,  also  joined  in  the  famous  league  of  the  armed 
neutrality,  and  stood  opposed  to  Britain  in  this  war ; 
BO  that  Britain  had  those  at  home  who  rejoiced  in  her 
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losing  war  with  lier  colonics,  and  commenced  n'ar  with 
her.  Indeed,  all  Europe  secretly  or  openly  aided  or 
favored  the  American  cauae,  from  liati'ed  or  jealousy  of 
Bntain ;  and  destmctive  wars  on  the  continent  began  on 
account  of  the  revolution  in  America. 

CoindrUnGe  Seventh. — The  dragon,  or  monarchy,  waa 
cast  out  of  the  place  of  the  church.  This  was  done  by 
the  United  States,  after  tiie  revolution.  Monarchy  was 
held  in  utter  execration,  and  not  a  foothold  has  been  left 
in  the  United  States  for  it ;  not  even  the  semblance  of 
monarchy  will  be  brooked  by  the  people  for  an  instant. 

Coincidenoe  Eighth. — ^The  dragon,  or  monarchy,  was 
to  go  forth  in  wrath  against  the  democracy  in  Europe, 
feeling  that  its  fonndatious  were  shaken.  Since  the  time 
of  American  independence,  has  occurred  the  great  era 
of  revolntions  in  Europe;  and  these  have  been  caused 
by  repnblican  inetitutiona  in  America.  And  never  has 
the  wrath  of  monarchy  been  bo  hot  against  its  own  sub- 
jects as  since  then.  Britain,  in  twenty  years,  spent 
100,000,000  dollars,  to  establish  legitimacy  in  Europe, 
beside  unnumbered  millions  spent  for  the  same  purpose 
by  other  powers.  Indeed,  all  the  thrones  of  Europe 
leagued  together  to  crush  liberty  ;  and  such  desolation  to 
then-  subjects,  on  earth  and  sea,  as  has  been  produced  in 
the  space  of  Beventjf  years,  beggars  description.  Never 
was  a  period  of  such  revolutions  known  before.  And 
these  wars  and  oppressions  have  been  more  severe 
because  the  dragon  knows  his  tfu-one  will  stand  but  a 
short  time ;  monarchy  feels  the  swell  of  a  universal 
earthquake. 

Coinoidence  JVinth. — ^The  dragon  was  to  persecute 
the  woman  alter  her  victory ;  that  is,  he  was  to  trouble 
her  counti'y  with  annoyances  and  war.  Now,  Britain, 
soon  ailer  the  Kevolutionj  began  a  series  of  giievous

injuries  toward  our  country,  which  were  shameful  and 
wicUeei,  and  renewed  war  with  ns,  and  has  never  yet  for- 
given ns  for  onr  great  victoiy.  Indeed,  not  only  the 
British  government,  but  many  of  its  people,  liave  written 
and  acted  against  ns,  and  the  church  here,  as  if  we  wei-e 
a  gang  of  outlaws ;  and  in  spirituals  they  bo  esteem  iM. 

Coincidence  Tenth.— Th^  dragon,  or  monarchy,  was  to 
make  war  upon  the  Cliristian  republicans  of  Europe. 
That  this  lias  been  done  is  a  matter  of  history.  Russia, 
at  tlie  head,  and  all  other  powers  at  the  tail,  formed  an 
alliance,  in  1816,  to  flght  and  put  down  all  Christian 
republicanism  in  Europe;  and,  they  called  their  hellish 
league  the  "Holy  Alliance."  How  fearfully  it  has 
■worked  tfae  ruin  of  the  noble  and  true-hearted,  the  page 
of  fresh  blood-ataiued  hiatoiy  in  Austria,  Italy,  and 
Hungary  can  tell, 

OoinGidenoe  Eleventh. — This  kingdom  was  to  eonie 
and  be  established  oat  of  the  limits  of  the  European 
dragon.    The  United  States  was  beyond  tlieso  limits. 

Coinoidene-e  Ttoe^fth.^-1\m  new  kingdom,  predicted 
by  Daniel  and  John,  was  to  arise  and  fill  but  a  part  of 
the  earth  at  firat.    This  is  true  of  the  United  Slates. 

Coincidence  Thirteenih.-~'Xh!^  man  chOd  was  bom 
before  the  wai'  with  the  dragon ;  and  the  kingdom,  or 
government,  came  directly  after  the  war.  The  confedei'- 
ate  government  of  the  colonies  was,  after  the  war,  suc- 
ceeded by  the  organization  into  a  single  nationality  by 
the  adoption  of  the  present  constitution.  It  was  made 
np  of  the"  Old  ThirUm^''  It  was  called  a  kingdom 
of  God,  because  composed  of  a  truly  Christian  people ; 
and  any  govei'nment  is,  in  ancient  idiom,  called  a  king- 
dom. It  was  called  the  power  of  bis  Christ,  because  it 
elected  God  as  king  by  acclamation,  and  drove  off  tho 
devil ;  and  because,  by  it,  Christ  is  to  get  "  the  heathen 
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for  an  inheritanee,  and  break  them  with  a  rod  of  iron  ;" 
because  it  was  tho  stone  that  was  "  to  dash  them  in 
pieces  hke  a  potter's  vessel ." 

Coinoidenoe  Fourteenth. — Church  and  state  anion 
was  to  be  dissolved,  or  the  "  old  serpent,  the  accuser  of 
the  brethren,"  was  to  be  discarded.  How  gloriously 
true  this  was,  all  the  world  Itnows.  An  article  on  this 
vury  point  alone,  fills  a  large  space  in  the  American 
constitution.  As  in  all  points,  the  history  of  the  origin, 
character,  and  progress  of  the  United  States,  coincides 
with  the  sun,  and  moon,  and  twelve  stars,  and  woman 
and  her  man  child,  and  the  new  kingdom,  with  the 
wtmost  precision,  it  is  infallibly  certain  that  the  United 
States  was  predicted  by  them.  The  devil  himself  conld 
bai-dly  dispute  it. 

This  man  child,  or  new  kingdom,  coincides  with  the 
stone  cut  out  of  the  mountain,  or  fifth  kingdom  of 
Daniel;  with  the  ancient  of  days  and  his  throne; 
with  the  saints,  and  people  of  the  saints ;  with  the  sanc- 
tuary and  host ;  with  the  holy  people,  and  power  of  the 
holy  people ;  and  with  Israel  restored  in  a  country  always 
waste,  without  walls  and  gates  to  its  cities ;  and  with 
the  exodus  of  Israel  from  Egypt,  and  its  crossing  a  sea, 
and  organization  of  a  republic  in  the  wilderness. 


BECTION  IV. 
Roman  and  Bhitisit  Mowarchy,  or  tee  Seten-Hbaiibi>  DRaooN. 
"And  there  appeai-ed  another  great  wonder  in  heaven, 
and  behold  a  great  red  dragon  having  seven  heads  and 
ten  horns,  and  seven  diadems  upon  his  heads.  And  his 
tail  drew  the  third  part  of  the  stars  of  heaven,  and  did 
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caet  them  to  the  earth."  Tho  description  of  Uiis  charac- 
ter is  brietj  yet  amply  full  to  identity  its  symbolic  mean- 
ing. There  seems  to  be  but  one  opinion  about  its 
meaning  among  critics,  for  all  take  it  asasymbol  of  tlie 
Eoman  empire.  We  agree  to  this  in  the  main,  but  must 
dissent  from  some  of  the  expositions,  in  their  details  of 
the  pi-oof  of  this  great  fact.  We  shall  give  our  proofs 
OB  a  mnch  heavier  scale  than  others  have  done. 

The  characteristic  points  of  this  vision  are  :  1.  A  dra- 
gon. 2.  His  coior.  3.  His  seven  heads,  4,  His  ten 
horns.  5.  His  desti-nction  of  one-third  of  tlie  stars. 
6.  His  tail. 

1.  A  dragon. — ^This  symbolizes  a  base  tyranny,  or 
monai'chy.  In  Fs.  Ixiv,  it  is  said,  "  Thou  breakest  the 
heads  of  the  dragons  in  the  waters."  This  passage,  from 
its  context,  is  seen  to  symbolize  the  powei-s  of  Egypt, 
Isaiah  says,  "Art  thou  not  it  that  hath  cut  Eahab,  and 
wounded  the  dragon  ! "  Rahab  is  a  name  of  Egypt,  and 
the  dragon  is  a  name  pnt  for  Piiaraoh's  goveniment.  "  In 
that  day  the  Lord,  with  his  strong  sword,  shall  punish 
Leviathan  the  piemng  sei-pent;  and  he  shall  slay  the 
dragon  that  is  in  the  sea."  Here,  the  dragon  and  sei-pent 
represent  the  persecuting  powere.  Ezekiel  says,  "  I  am 
against  thee,  Pharaoh,  king  of  Egypt,  the  great  dragon 
that  lieth  in  the  midst  of  the  rivers."  Here,  Pharaoh  ia 
put  for  all  Egypt,  and  the  whole  is  called  a  dragon, 
Nebuchadnezzar  is  called,  by  Jeremiah,  a  dragon. — 
(chap.  51.)  Indeed,  any  organic  body,  used  as  a  sym- 
bol, always  represents  an  organic  body.  The  dragon,  or 
seriwnt,  in  the  very  beginning,  is  seen  to  represent  a  body, 
or  religious  doctrine  and  woi-ship. 

2.  A  red  dragon. — That  is,j!M)Ti?s,  or  a  fiery  i-ed  dra- 
gon'. This  color  represents  his  moral  character,  which 
ia  vengeful,  and  as  desti'uctive  as  fire.     The  common 
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distiDgnisbing  color  of  Eoman  royalty  was  a  fiery  red, 
or  scarlet, 

3.  The  seven  heads. — As  tlie  red  dragon  represented 
a  government,  so  tho  beads  represent  the  forms  into 
which  it  was  to  be  divided.  For  the  symbol  was  a  pro- 
phetic one,  and  the  body  of  the  dragon  represented  the 
government  in  nnity,  and  the  beads,  in  a  broken  or 
divided  state,  A  head  is  a  symbol  of  a  govei'nment,  as 
we  saw  in  Daniel,  There,  the  four  liingdoms  into  which 
the  Macedonian  empire  was  divided,  were  represented 
by  the  four  heads  of  the  mingled  leopard.  The  head  of 
the  great  image,  also,  repi-esented  the  empire  of  Babylon, 
Each  head  of  the  dragon  mnst,  therefore,  be  an  empire, 
and  not  a  particular  quality  of  an  empire,  or  i-epreaenta- 
tion  of  any  political  quality  of  a  government,  sueh  as 
regal,  or  consular,  or  imperial.  The  moral  character  of 
the  head  is,  in  the  heads  of  the  dragon,  represented  by 
color,  ae  in  the  four  horses.  Whether  these  heads  gi-ew 
out  of  the  serpent  at  the  same  point,  or  at  different 
points,  is  not  stated ;  so  that  it  is  impossible  to  deter- 
mine whether  these  different  head  governments  were  to 
appear  simultaneously  or  successively.  In  the  vision  of 
the  beast  from  the  pit,  it  is  there  stated  that  tho  heads 
were  to  be  consecutive,  and  not  coeval ;  and,  as  that 
beast  and  this  dragon  coincide,  it  is  evident  these  heads 
were  to  be  successive  representations  of  the  whole  ser- 
pent's power,  for  each  is  called  the  whole  beast,  or 
empire,  in  turn, 

4,  l%e  crowns,  or  diadems.—hi  the  Greek,  the  word 
here  translated  crowns,  is  diademata,  or  diadems,  and 
differed  from  the  Stephanos,  also  translated  crown. 
Daubuz  and  Wemyss,  in  the  Symbol  Dictionary,  show 
that  tlie  Stephanos  symbolized  delegated  power,  and 
that  "  diadems  are  constantly  the  eymbolE  of  im 
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autocratic  power,  extending  itself  over  all  sorta  of  power, 
civil  and  ecclesiastical."  These  diadems,  on  the  several 
heads  of  tlio  di-agon,  showed  that  the  government  repre- 
sented by  eaoh,  wonld  be  a  dominant  power,  or  possess 
supreme  empire  for  the  time  being.  It  should  be  here 
noted,  paiUcnlarly,  that  the  divided  state  of  the  Eoman 
empire  is  represented,  in  Daniel,  by  ten  toes  and  ten 
horns,  but,  in  Hevelation,  it  is  represented  by  both  horns 
and  heads  together,  or  by  either  separately.  And 
though  tlie  empire  is  represented  as  divided,  yet  still  its 
history  is  treated  of  as  if  it  were  a  unit  only. 

5.  The  division  into  heads  eliows,  that  the  original 
government  would  be  brolten,  and  that  its  imperial 
power  would  exist  in  successive  empires  that  would  rise 
out  of  the  original  body ;  the  head  being  smaller  than 
the  body,  indicates  that  the  head  governments  would  not 
be  as  extensive  as  the  original  government,  but  that 
each  head  would  represent  the  original.  The  body  and 
heads  wotild  i-epresent  the  chronological  history  of  the 
empire,  and  also  its  locality ;  the  head  and  body  occupy- 
ing difiei-ent  places. 

6.  The  tail. — Isaiah  interprets  the  symbolic  meaning 
of  the  tail  to  be  a  false  religion,  taught  by  false  prophets. 
"  The  ancient  and  honorable,  ho  is  the  head,  and  tho 
prophet  that  teacheth  li^,  he  is  the  tail." — Isa.  ix. 
Here,  by  the  ancient  and  honorable  of  Israel,  is  meant 
the  civil  power ;  and  by  the  lying  prophet,  the  corrupt 
religion  of  Judah.  The  tail  of  the  dragon,  theretbre, 
represents  a  corrupt  church,  or  impure  and  idolatrous 
religion. 

7.  The  third  part  of  the  stars  of  heaven. — ^Heaven 
either  symbolizes  a  church,  or  the  place  of  the  true 
church.  The  stare  represent  either  spiritual  or  civil 
ruling  powers,  or  authorities.    The  drawing  of  the  thii'd. 
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part  of  the  stars  of  heaven  by  tlie  dragon's  tail,  and  cast 
iiig  tiiem  to  the  earth,  would  represent  the  destruction  of 
one  third  part  of  the  ti'ue  ministers,  or  churches  of 
Christ,  by  the  fake  doctrines  of  the  government,  or  dra- 
gon. The  term  eartb  represents  the  empire  of  the  dra- 
gon ;  and  the  casting  down  to  the  earth,  shows  that  they 
were  east  down  in  the  dragon's  dominions.  We  now 
look  for  an  empire  on  earth,  to  coincide  with  the  dragon 
empire.  As  the  dragon  appeared  before  the  1260  days 
of  the  woman  began,  of  course,  we  must  look  for  his 
matter-of-fact  likeness  before  the  year  325.  Now,  the 
Eoman  government  is  the  only  one  under  heaven  that 
coincides  with  the  dragon,  and  we  will  identify  the  ti'uth 
of  this  statement. 

Comaidence  First. — Tlie  dragon  symbolizes  a  great 
tyrannical  autocracy.  Snch  a  government  was  the  Koman. 

Coincidence  Second, — A  red  dragon  symbolizes  a 
great  persecuting,  or  bloody  power.  Such  a  power  was 
the  Eoman  empire ;  and  beside  this,  the  imperial  power 
was  represented  by  a  scarlet  color. 

Coincidence  T/m-i^.—The  draconic  empire  was  to  bo 
broken,  and  seven  gi'eat  heads  of  goveniment  were  suc- 
cessively to  rise  out  of  its  ruins,  and  represent  its  iron 
power.  Such  has  been  the  history  of  the  Eoman 
empire.  It  has  been  broken  and  divided,  and  seven 
great  empires  have  arisen  from  it.  Bishop  Newton  inter- 
prets these  as  the  seven  hills  on  which  Eome  was  built ; 
but  this  is  simply  ridiculous  For  the  prophecy  is  a 
miniature  of  only  the  mightiest  occurrences  in  the  world, 
and  the  comparatively  infinitesimal  piles  of  soil,  in  a 
single  city,  coald  have  no  such  piominency  here,  as  the 
heads  of  mighty  empnes  do  He  again  interprets  them 
of  kings,  consuls,  dictatois,  decemvirs,  military  tribunes, 
and  emperora ;    but  this  will  not  do  either,  for  these 
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existed  ■while  tlie  empire  was  a  unit,  and  were  not 
empii-es  either,  which  the  symbolic  liead  rfiquires.  But, 
again ;  these  consuls  and  decemvirs,  &c.,  belonged  to  an 
age  anterior  to  the  prophecy,  whereas,  the  whole  vision 
was  prospective,  aiid  not  retrospective :  it  predicted  ;  it 
did  not  i-elate  histoiy  back  of  John's  day,  lor  it  asserts 
that  the  things  seen  were  to  "  be  hereafter."  We  raiist 
now  look  into  history,  from  the  days  the  woman  fled  into 
the  wilderness,  or  ti-om  325,  and  find  the  coincidences  to 
these  seven  heads  in  great  dominions  that  arose  eubse- 
qnentjy,  in  the  Eoman  empire  limits.  We  shall  not 
look  in  vain.  Every  one  acquainted  with  the  history  of 
Europe,  even  snpei'ficially,  will  instantly  i-ecognize  the 
seven  dominant  empires  of  Europe,  as  soon  as  they  are 
mentioned :  1st.  The  Western  empire.  The  Roman 
empire  was  divided  into  east  and  west,  in  tlie  days  of 
Talentinian,  about  365,  and  Milan  was  made  the  seat 
of  government.  This  empire  continued  till  about  475, 
when  it  was  entirely  overthrown.  2d.  After  the  fall  of 
the  Western  empire,  tlie  nest  great  imperial  empire  that 
arose,  was  that  of  the  Charlemagne,  which  had  the  auto- 
cratic sway  of  Eui-ope.  3d.  The  next  autocratic  domin- 
ion, erected  over  Europe,  was  the  papal.  This  arose  to 
political  supremacy  in  the  days  of  Hildebrand,  or  Greg- 
ory Til,  A.  D.  1073,  and  held  the  scepter  of  empire 
down  to  Boniface  VIII,  about  1303.  4th.  The  nest  impe- 
rial supremacy  in  Europe,  was  that  of  Charles  V,  em- 
peror of  Spain  and  Germany,  or  the  Spanish  empire, 
5th.  The  next  great  imperial  dominant  powei-,  out  of  the 
old  Koman  territory,  was  the  British  empire,  as  everybody 
knows.  6th.  The  next  gi-eat  dominant  power,  in  the  old 
Eoman  territory,  was  tlie  French  empire,  under  Bona- 
parte. 7th.  The  next  head,  accoi-ding  to  John,  in  another 
yision,  was  to  arise  out  of  the  Asian  portion  of  the 
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empire,  and  coincides  with  tlie  autocracy  of  Russia  in 
Europe.  Russia  ie  now  tlio  dominant  power  in  Europe, 
and  bicls  fair  to  absorb  all  ite  power. 

We  have  placed  these  heads  in  Europe,  because  the 
original  head-place  of  the  serpent  was  there,  and  there 
all  the  heads  must  naturally  be  found.  Another  reason 
is,  that  this  dragon  coincides  with  the  fourth  beast  of 
Daniel,  as  is  seen  in  the  correspondence  of  the  ten  horns 
jn  the  beast  and  dragon.  And  as  the  head  and  horns  of 
the  fourth  empire  were  in  Europe  in  the  one  case,  they 
must  be  in  the  other.  Hence,  it  would  have  been  wrong 
to  have  counted  the  eastern  empire  among  the  heads,  for 
that  was  reckoned  as  the  body  of  the  beast  and  di'agon. 
Th^e  seven  empires,  it  will  be  seen,  were  not  universal, 
but  coincide  with  the  dimensions  represented  only  by 
the  heads.  They  coincide  also,  with  Daniel's  deseription 
of  the  fourth  kingdom  in  its  braken  state,  where  he  says 
the  strength  of  the  iron  sliould  continue.  Each,  how- 
ever, is,  for  the  time,  considered  as  the  Eoman  monarchy 
continued,  as  will  be  seen  in  the  description  of  the  beast 
from  the  pit.  The  whole  dragon,  therefore,  was  rep- 
resented by  each  head,  so  that  Britain  was  properly 
called  the  dra^n,  since  it  was  one  of  the  heads,  and 
grew  up  ont  of  the  Roman  empire,  and  thus  became 
its  representative,  or  the  representative  of  autocracy  for 
&  time. 

Coincidencs  Fourth.— Ts^q  seven  diadems  represented 
the  supremacy  of  empire.  To  this,  each  of  the  empii^es, 
we  have  mentioned,  corresponds  ;  fox  each  was  for  the 
time  being  a  dominant  empire,  and  did  according  to  its 
will ;  and  each  was  a  monarchy,  so  that  monai'chy  in 
genera!  was  represented  by  the  head  and  body  and  tail 
of  the  dragon,  for  they  embraced  all.  Now,  it  is  remark- 
able that  each  of  these  empires  had  domination  over  the 
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churches  as  well  as  the  states  iu  Europe,  while  they  were 
ia  the  ascendant. 

Coincidence  Fifth.— 1\\e  ten  home  upon  one  or  all 
of  the  heads,  shows  that  that  liead  or  heads  would  be 
divided  into  ten  kingdoms.  This  coincides  with  the 
head  of  Daniel's  fourth  kingdom ;  and  we  have  already 
Ehown  that  tiiese  were  out  of  the  western  empire,  or  on 
the  first  head  of  the  broken  empire, 

Coincidenee  Siceih.—lhe  tail  of  the  dragon  repre- 
sented the  dominant  or  ruling  religion  in  the  draconic 
empire.  In  Daniel's  vision  of  the  ten  horns  and  little 
horn,  we  have  seen  that  the  Jittle  horn  repi'esented  tho 
Konjan  imperial  church ;  and  here  the  tail  of  the  dragon 
IS  seen  to  coincide  with  the  little  horn,  as  a  corrupt  and 
dominant  religion.  The  appearing  of  tlie  dragon  before 
the  woman,  was,  therefore,  as  late  as  the  nnion  of  church 
and  state. 

Coincidence  Seventh. — The  corrupt  impei-ial  religion 
was  to  cast  down  one  third  of  the  true  Christian  churches 
in  a  thii\3  part  of  the  original  draconic  or  Eoman  empire. 
Now,  Europe  was  one  third  of  the  old  Eoman  world,  for 
the  empire  was  made  np  of  three  continents.  And  the 
state  religion,  throughout  all  Europe,  cast  down,  pei-se- 
cnted  and  disorganized  all  of  the  churches  of  Clu'ist, 
because  they  wei-e  not  united  to  the  state. 

Coincidence  Eighth. — Tho  broken  state  of  Rome,  and 
its  existence  in  successive  empires,  were  represented  by 
tlie  division  to  heads.  To  this  very  state  of  things  the 
Eoman  empire,  since  the  union  of  chnrch  and  state,  has 
corresponded.  As  every  prophetic  characteristic  of  tlie 
seven-headed  dragon  has  coincided  with  the  Eoman 
empire,  since  chm'ch  and  state  union,  to  the  present,  tho 
Eoman  empire  must  be  intended  by  tho  dragon. 
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CONCLUSION. 
It  can  not  escape  observation,  that  tlie  woman  and  her 
seed,  the  man  child,  and  the  dragon  and  his  armies,  and 
the  victory  of  Michael,  were  eymbols  drawn  ii-om  the 
declaration  of  war  in  tlie  gai-den  of  Eden.  The  woman 
and  lier  seed  coincide  witli  tlie  woman  and  her  man 
child ;  the  dragon  and  his  tail  coincide  with  the  serpent 
and  his  seed;  the  dragon  and  his  angels  coincide  with 
the  head,  body,  and  tail  of  the  Koman  dragon,  and 
Michael  and  his  angels  coincide  with  the  woman  and 
liep  seed  and  he  that  shall  bruise  the  eei'pent's  head. 
Snrely  these  symbols  are  of  divine  origin.  The  visions 
of  the  seals  gave  a  religions  history  of  the  world;  and  the 
visions  of  the  witnesses  and  the  woman  and  di-agon,  are 
mixed,  and  so  are  the  visions  of  the  next  two  powers ;  bnt 
those  of  the  trumpets  will  be  found  almost  purely 
political. 


The  Beast  tbom  the  Sej,  ok  the  Umveksai.  Imperial  Church. 

The  nest  vision  of  the  little  interpreting  book,  is  that 
of  a  beast  from  the  sea,  representing  the  imperial  church 
organization  throughout  the  Koman  empire,  "And  I 
stood  upon  the  sand  of  the  sea,  and  saw  a  beast  rise  up 
out  of  the  sea,  having  seven  heads  and  ten  horns,  and 
npon  his  horns  ten  crowns,  and  upon  his  heads  the  name 
of  blasphemy." 

1.  Tlie  Jeaai.— This,  as  we  have  already  seen,  in  Dan- 
iel, symbolizes  a  kingdom  or  government. 
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2.  Tt  rose  from  tJte  sea. — It  was  therefore  not  in  exht- 
enee  in  John's  days,  for  he  saw  it  pro|jUetIcally.  It 
came  fi'oni  the  sea.  The  eea  is,  by  Jo!in,  defined  to  be  a 
multitude  of  people,  and  so  also  by  Daniel.  As  tliis 
boast  was  a  spiritual  dominion,  the  sea  tiin^t  represent 
the  i-eligion  ii-om  whence  it  sprang,  and  tlie  cai'th  tlie 
civil  power  of  tlie  empire. 

3.  Seiien  heads. — These  are  conformed  to  the  seven 
beads  of  the  dragon,  or  to  the  gi^at  empires  that  were 
to  have  dominion  in  later  ages  in  Enrope, 

4.  The  ten  Twrns. — These  are  contormecl  to  the  clay 
of  ten  toes  of  the  great  image ;  to  the  ten  boms  of  Dan- 
iel's fbmth  beast;  and  to  the  ten  of  the  di'agon. 

5.  Ten  crowns  on  the  horns. — Tlieee  crowns  wei-e  dia- 
dems, or  diademata^  and  tbei-eibre  represented  that  the 
ten  kingdoms  were  independent  of  any  snperitDr  impe- 
vial  power.  The  heads  having  no  diadems,  in  this  vis- 
ion, sliow  that  it  was  not  identical  with  the  dragon,  bnt 
only  a  counterpart  of  it. 

6.  "Upon  his  heads  the  name  of  blasphemy."  The 
term  blasphemy  signifies,  "to  arrogate  the  prerogatives 
of  God,"  as  "this  man  blasphemeth;  who  can  forgive 
sins  but  God  only?" — Matt.  ix.  Tfio  heads  having  no 
diadems,  but  marked  with  blasphemy,  aiiow  that  this 
was  a  spiritual  power,  arrogating  the  prerogatives 
of  God. 

7.  "And  tbe  beast  which  I  saw  was  like  imto  a  leop- 
ard." We  have  already  seen  that  the  leopard's  colors 
marked  great  variety  of  characters  in  a  kingdom. 

8.  "  His  feet  like  unto  a  bear."  The  feet  symbolized 
adoration,  or  the  worship  of  this  kingdom. — Ez.  iii.  5  ; 
Prov,  vi.  13.  Like  unto  a  bear,  signifies  the  muinmeiy 
and  rapacity  of  the  worship.  "We  groan  all  of  na 
like  bears." — Isa.  lix. 
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9.  "His  mouth  as  thtj  mouth  of  a  lion,"  A  mouth 
commoDJy  signifies  doctrine  and  authority.  A  mouth 
as  a  lion,  signifies  great  authoritativenesa  of  doctrine. 

10.  "And  the  dragon  gave  him  his  power,  and  Ida 
seat,  and  great  authority,"  The  dragon,  we  have  shown, 
was  imperial  Eome,  and  as  he  gives  tins  beast  a  seat,  it 
shows  that  the  beast  was  a  protege  of  his,  and  not  the 
imperial  power,  as  that  was  the  dragou  himself.  The 
dragon  did  not  give  up  his  own  seat  to  the  beast,  but  he 
gave  a  soat  of  power  to  the  new  government,  or  beast. 
The  beast  does  not  intimate  any  abandonment,  by  the 
dn^on,  of  liis  own  pi-ei-ogatives,  but  he  asserts  tlie  rights 
of  the  beast.  The  pronoun  "  his  "  refers  to  the  beast, 
and  his  seat,  and  not  to  the  dragon  ;  the  text  says  noth- 
ing about  the  dragon's  seat  at  all.  The  dragon  still  con- 
tinued to  exist  and  to  occupy  his  own  throne,  for,  in  t!ie 
second  sentence  afterward,  tliey  are  both  I'epresented  as 
existing  conjointly,  and  I'eceiving  honor  together;  and 
tlie  dragon  is  repreeented  as  existing  in  all  siibscqnent 
ages,  and  is  chained  before  the  Miilenninm,  and  tiirown 
into  liell  afterward.  The  antliority  given  was  a  spirit- 
ual authoiitv,  and  the  seat  was  a  spiritual  one,  and  tl  ty 
eonjomtly  ruled  and  leceived  honois  togetbei 

11  "And  I  saw  one  ot  his  heads  as  it  wcie  woundtd 
unto  death,  and  his  deadly  wound  was  healotl "  As 
each  head  lepioseuted  some  one  paiticulai  lorni  of  the 
existence  of  tlie  government  in  its  bnken  stages,  this 
wotindin|>  shows  that  one  oi  these  seicn  govanments 
would  be  ULaily  oveithiown ,  but  its  being  healed  Bho\\8 
that  it  would  6ui\iveandbe  '^tiong  agaui 

13.  "  All  the  world  wondered  after  tlie  beast,"  Tliat 
is,  the  whole  world  would  be  surprised  at  its  existenes. 

13.  "And  tliey  worahiped  the  dragon  which  gave 
power  unto  the  beast,  and  they  worehined  the  beast, 
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flaying,  Who  is  like  nnto  the  beast  ?  Who  is  able  to  make 
ivar  with  liira."  This  worship  reprosenta  new  and 
increased  lioniiigo  given  to  imperial  Rome,  lor  the  cstab- 
Jislunent  of  this  blasphemona  power,  as  well  as  the  iion- 
ora  heaped  upon  this  power  by  the  mnltitude.  It  siiows 
that  it  was  a  dominant  power  of  gi-eat  cooval  ability 
with  the  dragon,  and  that  it  received  its  strength  ti-oui 
imperial  authority. 

14.  "  And  tliere  was  given  unto  him  a  month  speaking 
gi-eat  tilings  and  blasphemies."  This,  again,  shows  that 
the  power  was  a  sph'itiial  one ;  for  mouth  and  blasphemy 
are  never  applied  to  a  civil  symbol  of  government. 

15.  "And  power  was  given  unto  him  to  continne  or 
make  war,  or  prevail  forty-two  months."  That  is  for 
539,984  days,  and  tor  1243  years  277  days,  and  for  about 
1540  years,  or  until  the  4th  of  July,  1776,  and  until 
1865,  or  thereabouts 

16.  "  And  he  opened  Ins  month  in  blasphemy 
against  God,  to  blasplieme  liib.  name,  and  his  taberna- 
cle, and  them  that  dwell  m  heiven  "  This  blasphemy, 
we  have  seen,  wis  the  astumption  of  divine  power 
generally.  To  blaspheme  the  tabernacle  would,  therefore, 
be  asserting  rights  in  the  church  of  God,  which  belong- 
ed to  God  only,  and  blasphemy  against  tliose  in  heaven, 
would  be  assuming  divine  authority  over  Christians 
generally. 

17.  "And  it  was  given  unto  him  to  make  war  with 
the  saints,  and  to  overcome  them,"  That  is,  this  spirit- 
ual govenimeut  was  to  oppress  Christians,  and  desti-oy 
them,  and  crush  them  almost  out  of  existence. 

18.  "And  power  was  given  him  over  all  Irinchmls,  and 
tongues,  and  nations."  The  lioman  empii-e  eixtended 
over  all  nations,  and  its  power  was  to  be  commensurate 
with  its  limits.     This,  however,  seems  to  be  a  different 
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power  from  that  jnst  expressed  as  extending  over 
Christians,  and  must  be  a  civil  jurisdiction  over  the 
empire ;  so  that  both  sacred  and  secular  uiatteiB  were  to 
be  under  its  conti-ol,  at  some  period  in  its  iiistory. 

19.  "And  all  that  dwell  upon  the  eai-th  shall  -worship 
him,  whose  names  are  not  written  in  tlie  book  of  liie  of 
the  Lamb."  That  is,  the  whole  empire  ehonld  honor 
it,  exeepting  those  who  were  true  Christians,  in  the 
empire. 


We  now  affirm  that  this  beaet,  or  spiritual  kingdom, 
is  no  other  than  the  church  united  to  the  iRoman  eiiipii-e, 
in  all  of  its  stages  of  being.  We  shall  simply  enumer- 
ate the  identifying  coincidences  categorically : 

1.  The  church  nnited  to  the  state  was  a  spintual 
empii-e,  and  was  conforaied,  universally,  to  the  imperial 
empire  of  Kome. — {Eusebiua,  Gibbon,,  Hallam.) 

2.  It  arose  from  tho  eea,  or  the  church  which  had 
already  lost  much  of  its  savor,  and  was  the  mystery  of 
iniquity  that  was  working  in  the  days  of  St.  Paul,  an4 
which  he  describes  as  the  man  of  sin. 

3.  It  has  been  in  all  stages  of  the  seven  empires,  con- 
formed to  them,  and  allied  to  them,  and  has  had  a  seat 
with  them  in  civil  aflairs.  Bishops,  in  England,  have 
civil  power. 

4.  The  eiini-ch  was  also  united  to  the  ten  kingdoms  of 
Europe,  for  the  barbarians  who  erected  them  adopted  tho 
religion  of  Itome, 

5.  The  heads,  or  smaller  successive  empii-es,  aa  well 
as  the  original  empire,  gave  this  blasphemous  power  no 
imperial  sway,  but  kept  it  subservient  to  them.  The 
papal  power  claimed  supremacy,  as  the  regent  of  God, 
over  kingdoms,  rather  than  as  a  church. 
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6.  Thii  chnreh  iias  had  the  most  motley  composition 
of  tribes,  uatlona,  and  tongues,  and  has  been  of  the  most 
mingled  reiigious  character  of  any  spiritual  body  that 
ever  existed.  Its  worehip  lias  been  the  most  mystic  an  1 
ivhining,  groaning  and  chanting,  that  was  ever  known. 
Its  doctrines  have  been  asserted  with  as  lion-like  author- 
ity as  that  of  God  himself. 

T.  One  of  the  lieads  of  this  power  was  wounded  as  if 
unto  death,  but  it  recovered:  that  was  the  veritable 
papal  head  of  Eui-ope.  In  the  war  between  the  papp.l 
and  imperial  powers  for  supremacy,  or  that  of  investi- 
tures, or  of  the  Guelphs  and  Ghibelines,  Henry  of  Gei'- 
manydegraded  Gregory  VII, ,  defeated  and  slew  Eodolph, 
whom  the  Pope  had  declared  emperor ;  he  entered  Italy, 
laid  siege  to  Eome  for  two  years,  and  carried  it  by 
assault ;  deposed  Gregory,  and  reduced  the  papal  empire, 
by  the  sword,  to  the  brink  of  ruin.  Thus  was  one  of 
tlie  great  imperial  heads  of  the  beast,  or  one  of  the  pro- 
phetic empii'es,  wounded  to  death.  Gregory  VII.  was 
the  founder  of  the  papal  empire,  and  "  added  a  blasphe- 
mous claim  of  right,  as  Christ's  vicar  on  earth,  and  inhe- 
ritor of  his  visible  tiirone." — {^Taylor's  Hist.)  See  on 
page  409,  of  this  history,  the  tremendous  claims  he  made 
upon  all  governments  in  the  world  to  submit  to  the  papal 
power.  Gregory  returned  to  Rome  after  Henry  IV.  had 
left  it,  and  reduced  it  to  a  mass  of  niins ;  he  then  retreated 
to  Salerno  and  died,  as  he  said  himself,  "  in  exile." 

8.  "And  his  deadly  wound  was  healed."  The  victoiy 
over  the  papal  power  was  of  short  duration.  The  cai-di- 
nals  elected  Victor  III.,  and  in  a  short  time  the  papal 
power  arose  afi-esh,  to  tremendous  and  supreme  empire, 
and  rested  in  the  very  same  principles  avowed  by  Greg- 
ory VIL,  at  the  organization  of  the  empire.  Thus  was 
the  wounded  head  restored  to  life. 
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9.  The  seat  of  tlie  imperial  and  universal  Eomait 
clmi'cli  was  given  to  it,  witii  all  ita  Bpiritnai  despotisiii, 
by  Constantino,  on  tlie  39tli  J" line,  325;  and  it  was 
renewed  by  Valentinian,  by  Tiieodoaius,  and,  finally,  was 
most  minutely  attaclied  to  the  empire  by  Justinian. 

10.  The  imperial  powei-  of  Eome,  on  account  of  its 
union  with  the  church,  was,  and  ie,  lauded  by  millions ; 
and  the  church  has  i-eceived  the  support  and  honor  of 
princes,  kings,  and  people,  in  Europe,  Asia,  and  Alnca, 
without  any  bounds,  and  the  millions  of  miiltiplied  mil- 
lions of  the  people  have  worshiped  at  its  shrino. 

11.  The  state  church,  in  the  bounds  of  the  empire, 
has  claimed  the  attributes  of  dominion  over  men,  and 
the  church,  and  all  Christians,  and  all  nations  and  tribes, 
which  belong  only  to  God.  It  has  set  itself  as  the  judge 
of  coi^cience,  and  the  arbiter  of  the  spiritual  state  of  all 
men,  even  beyond  the  tomb ;  and  language  is  a  feeble 
iDStniment  to  express  the  enormity  of  its  claims  in  earth, 
hell,  purgatory,  and  heaven. 

12.  The  power  of  this  church  dominion  was  to  exist 
over  all  nations  43  months,  or  for  539,984  days,  and  tor 
about  1540  years ;  and  just  exactly  539,984  days  from  the 
union  of  church  and  state,  the  dominion  of  its  power 
ceased  over  a  vast  continent,  and  has  bright  prospects  of 
a  perpetual  cessation  before  long. 

13.  The  state  church  of  Rome,  as  was  predicted, 
attained  to  political  supremacy  under  Pope  Gregory  VII., 
and  maintained  it  down  to  the  year  1303.  "  The  Pope 
of  Eome  became,  through  the  dark  ages,  a  king  ol'  kings ; 
nay,  more,  he  assumed  to  bs  in  the  place  of  Go  J." — ( Wit- 
lard's  Unimi'sal  Jlistory) 

14.  At  the  instigation  of  the  imperial  church,  200,000 
men  were  employed  at  one  single  time,  to  destroy  the 
Christian  Vaudois,  Albigenses,  and  Waldenses,  and  a 
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million  of  these  piona  Christians  were  dceh'oyed.  Besides 
tliese,  millions  tlirougliont  Spain,  Italy,  Gtenimny,  France 
and  England,  have  been  destroyod  by  the  same  gi-eat 
empire  church  establishment.  Indeed,  whei-ever  it  exists 
it  has  peraecutinj:;  power,  and  exercises  it  as  far  as  it 
can  witliont  pi-oducing  resistance.  In  England,  France, 
Gennany,  Italy,  Austria  and  Russia,  it  has  been  the 
same  great  asserter  of  right  over  the  conscience,  and  still 
has  this  right  guaranteed  to  it  bv  statute  Like  the  spots 
of  tlie  leopaid,  it  m'vy  have  difiuunt  mtensitj  in  its  color 
of  powei  but  it  18  the  same  leoj  iid  establishment  everj'- 
iiheie  In  the  United  Stitts  no  such  powei  exists,  and 
the  conscicuLO  la  given  up  to  God  and  he  is  *;knowl- 
ed^cd  as  its  onl^  lawgivti  anl  judge  The  church 
establisliment  whether  Eiiarlish  LutI  cran  Scotcli,  Gal- 
lic Giee!  01  Koinan  Cithola,  is  the  same  in  kind, 
thongli  the  seveial  kingdoms  in  wh  ch  it  is  ctablished 
may  be  moie  oi  less  humane  m  the  exeicise  ot  its  pre- 
logative  Tliemonaicli  is  head  ot  thochuichm  each,  and 
his  been  liom  the  mce[  tion  ot  the  church  and  st  ite  system 
ot  iniquity.  Nothmgot  gieatei  miquity  evci  saw  the 
light,  than  this  unholy,  ungodly,  blaspliemous,  and  hell- 
ish combination.  Pious  people  have  lived  in  the  estab- 
lished church,  but  tlicy  have  been  pious  in  spite  of  its 
coiTuptions;  and  multitudes  of  them,  for  their  righteous- 
ness, have  perished  in  a  thousand  modes  of  Satanic 
cruelty. 

From  these  full  coincidences  of  the  established  church 
in  Europe  and  Asia  and  Africa,  with  t!ie  beast  from  the 
sea,  it  is  certain  they  match  each  other,  and  that  the 
one  was  the  prediction  of  flie  other. 
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SECTION    VI. 
Tas  Tivo  HoRNEo  Beast,  or  Gj 


Immediately  after  the  vision  of  the  imperial  cimrcli, 
anotlier  viBion  of  another  kingdom  is  seen  by  the  pi'ophet. 
Tdis  new  vision  desci-ibcs  Great  Britain  in  tlie  clearest 
and  most  exact  manner,  and  deseribes  no  other  power 
tliat  ever  existed.  The  groat  diaagraement  among  past 
expositoi-s  as  to  its  application,  is  praof  that  they  never 
rightly  applied  it.  Indeed,  all  prophetic  expositoi-s  being 
Englishmen,  who  could  not  conceive  but  that  God  held 
their  country  in  as  profound  respect  as  tliey  did,  never 
thought  tliat  England's  government  was  to  fall  among 
the  monarchies  as  a  toe  of  God.  They  have  supposed 
this  two-homed  beast  was  the  papal  powei-,  or  the 
Turkish,  or  French,  but  never  their  own.  But  if  tlie  ful- 
fiiiraent  of  any  prophecy  of  any  nation  was  ever  clearly 
seen,  it  is  seen  in  t!ie  coincidence  between  the  two- 
homed  beast  and  the  British  Empire.  We  will  critically 
analyze  the  description,  and  show  how  exactly  it  fits  the 
lion  and  the  unicorn.  - 

1,  "And  I  beheld  another  beast  coming  up  out  of  the 
earth,"  A  beast  is,  as  we  have  seen,  au  empire ;  and,  as 
John  says,  he  saw  anotlier  beast,  he,  of  course,  saw 
another  empire,  and  one  very  different  fj'om  the  beast 
from  the  sea.  He  says  this  new  empire  came  np  out  of 
the  earth,  and,  of  course,  it  was  difierent  in  its  origin 
from  any  kingdom  lie  had  described,  except  the  same  in 
the  head  of  the  dragon.  The  term  earth  is  clearly  sym- 
bolic; for  this  new  kingdom  came  up  out  of  it,  which 
could  not  be  done  literally.  The  earth  is  also  used  as 
antithetic  to  the  sea,  irom  whence  the  seven-headed  beast 
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came  iip.  Now,  as  the  imperial  chureli  eanie  up  out  oi' 
great  religloa  in  the  Koinan  empire,  it  is  plain  tliat  tlie 
Bsa  whenee  it  came,  coincides  with  tliat  general  religion ; 
and  as  the  earth  is  antltlietic  to  it,  it  miKt  represent  its 
counterpart,  or  the  civil  or  ten-itorial  empire  of  Eome. 
The  lioman  empire  was  commonly  called  tlie  whole  earth, 
among  the  ancients.  It  was  designated  by  the  tei-ms. 
"Lux  orbis  terraram,  terratum  Dea  Gentium,  Ars 
Omnium  Grentiiim,  Caput  Orbis  Ten-ai'um,  Oapur 
Rernm,"  ifec,  which  terms  are,  in  the  highest  degree, 
expressive  of  universality.  This  new  empire  was,  there- 
fore, to  arise  from  the  limits  of  the  Roman  empire,  and 
lie  of  Roman  character  as  well  as  origin.  To  this,  ali 
agree. 

2.  "  He  had  two  horaa  like  a  lamb,  and  he  spake  aa 
a  dragon."  In  this  empire,  the  character  of  a  lion  and  a 
lamb  were  to  be  blended  together.  A  hom,  we  have 
seen,  represents  a  government,  and  there  ia  no  variation 
from  this  rule ;  and  these  two  horns,  tlierefore,  must  rep- 
resent two  governments,  growing  out  of  the  head  oi 
imperial  power  of  tliis  empn-e.  Tiiese  two  governments 
or  horns,  were  to  be  like  a  lamb.  A  lamb  is  an  emblem 
of  innocence,  and  we  have  seen  that  a  Iamb  symbolizes 
Christianity,  or  the  true  church  of  Jesus  Christ ;  thcsi 
two  home,  must,  therefore,  represent  two  ecclesiastical 
governments,  very  like  to  the  true  church  of  Christ,  but 
only  Jlke  it,  a  resemblance  being  all.  No  other  inter- 
pretation can  be  put  upon  these  two  horns  like  a  lamb. 
The  two  governments  were  fo  be  like  a  lamb,  that  is, 
they  were  to  be  like  Christian  churehes.  "  He  spake  as 
a  dragon."  A  dragon,  we  have  seen,  represents  an 
imperial  power ;  and  the  speaking  as  a  dragon,  repre- 
sents the  exereise  of  great  imperial  authority,  and  powei- 
of  command,     lie  did  not  speak  aa  a  lamb,  thoiiah  hit- 
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horns  were  like  one.     The  horns  were  not  lite  the  horna 
of  a  lamb,  but  they  were  to  be  like  a  lamb  itself. 

3.  "  He  exerciseth  all  the  power  of  the  firat  beast 
before  him,"  This  empire  was  to  exercise  the  power  of 
the  gi'eat  Roman  hierarchy,  which  was  repi-esented  by 
the  first  beast  before  him.  That  is,  it  waa  to  assume 
spiritual  authority  in  its  own  dominion,  as  extensively  as 
the  Roman  church  did  in  its  jm'isdiction. 

4.  "And  caueeth  the  earth  and  them  that  dwell  therein 
to  woi-ship  the  first  beast,  whose  deadly  wound  was 
healed."  The  earth  here  is,  by  synecdoche,  put  for  the 
earth  in  its  own  dominions ;  thjit  is,  the  whole  is  put  for 
a  part.  This  is  a  common  figure  of  speech.  It  could 
not  be  put  for  that  out  of  his  limits,  for  that  was  beyond 
his  control.  The  worehip  was  the  honor  which  was  to 
be  paid  to  the  Roman  hierai^chy  generally.  "  The  beast 
whoso  deadly  wound  was  healed,"  This  was  that  head 
of  fclie  beast  that  was  wounded  in  the  fli-st  beast.  Here, 
as  in  John's  vision  of  the  beast  from  the  pit,  a  head  is 
put  for  a  beast,  or  goveniment.  And,  as  the  wounded 
head,  or  wounded  beast,  are  shown  to  bo  the  papal 
power  in  Europe,  the  honors  here  mentioned  were  to  be 
conferred  on  the  papal  power. 

5.  "And  he  doeth  great  wonders,  so  that  he  maketh 
fire  to  come  down  from  heaven  on  earth,  in  the  sight  of 
men."  These  expressions  are  plainly  symbolic,  since  no 
human  empire  can  perform  these  things  literally.  The 
■wonders  refer,  as  national  matters,  to  extraordinary 
actions  of  the  governing  power.  Pire  trom  heaven  sym- 
bolizes words  of  authority  from  the  church ;  for  heaven 
symbolizes  the  church,  and  fire  symbolizes  either  wrath 
or  doctrine.  In  Ilab.  iii.  5,  it  is  said,  "  Burning  coals 
went  forth  at  his  feet,  i.  e.  the  preaching  of  his  word  was 
accompanied  with  punishment  against  the  disobedient." — ■

{Sym.  Die.)  Jer.  v.  14,  saya,  "  Beliolcl  I  will  make  my 
words  in  thy  mouth  firo,  and  this  people  wood,  and  it 
shall  davonr  them."  Descending  fire  also  represents 
new  commotion  in  the  world.  All  of  these  scriptural 
explanations  of  the  term  fire  coincide  as  cause  and  efiect. 
The  text,  theretbre,  represents  that  the  doctrines  or 
teachings  of  the  chnreh,  shall  descend,  or  conform,  to 
the  notions  of  the  governing  power,  and  that  the  result 
will  be  destructive  to  those  who  disobey  them. 

6.  "And  deceiveth  them  that  dwell  on  the  earth  by 
the  means  of  those  miracles  which  he  had  power  to  do  in 
the  sight  of  the  beast."  This  shall,  in  some  way,  deeeivo 
the  people  as  to  the  designs  of  these  mii-acles,  and  they 
shall  be  led  into  great  errors  as  to  the  false  prophet's 
future  objects. 

7.  "  Saying  to  them  that  dwell  on  the  earth,  that  they 
should  make  an  image  imto  the  beast  which  had  a  wound 
by  the  Bwoi-A  and  did  live."  As  the  beast  with  the 
wounded  imperial  head  was  the  politico-ecclesiastic  em- 
pire power  of  papn.cy,  the  command  to  make  an  image 
to  it,  was  a  command  to  conform  the  empire  church  and 
state  of  the  dragon  head  into  a  politico-ecclesiastic 
establishment  like  the  papacy.  There  is  no  escape  from 
tills  conclusion.  An  image  of  the  wounded  head  is  a 
likeness  of  it ;  and  as  the  wounded  head  was  an  ecclesi- 
astic power  principally,  such  must  be  the  image ;  hence, 
the  organization  of  a  new  church,  in  form  and  outline 
like  tbo  Eoman,  was  predicted. 

8.  "And  he  had  power  to  give  life  unto  the  image  of 
the  beast."  That  is,  the  imperial  power  gave  vitality  to 
the  new  ecclesiastical  establishment,  and  "caused  it  to 
speak  ; "  in  other  words,  to  utter  its  commands  with  the 
same  authoritative ness  as  the  church,  after  which  it  was 
modeled. 
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9,  "And  canso  that  as  many  as  would  not  worship 
the  image  of  the  beast  should  be  hilled."  The  killing, 
donbtless,  refers  to  the  ovei-turning  and  destroying  those 
oi^anizations  that  would  not  honor  the  new  charcb 
establishment.  The  term  "many"  is  a  collective  one, 
and  properly  symbolizes  collective  bodies  of  people. 
Their  death  would,  therefore,  be  their  ovoi-throw,  or 
enppression. 

10.  "And  he  canseth  all,  both  small  and  great,  rich 
and  poor,  free  and  bond,  to  receive  a  mark  in  their  right 
hand,  or  in  their  foreheads."  These  collective  terms, 
again,  properly  represent  all  portions  of  the  empii'e.  The 
mark  was,  plainly,  some  legal  distinguishing  character- 
istic, to  which  all  were  to  conform.  It  is  plainly  symbolic, 
and  of  course  does  not  m.ean  a  literal  marking  of  the 
hand  or  forehead ;  such  small  distinctions  are  beneath 
the  gi'eat  scope  of  prophecy,  which  deals  with  general 
and  extensive  qualities  and  not  with  very  little  ones. 
Ezekiel  speaks  of  the  mai-king  of  the  foreheads  of  the 
pious  of  Jerusalem ;  that  is,  a  separation  of  them  from 
others.  This  marking  by  the  image,  or  church  estab- 
lishment, therefore,  symbolizes  a  drawing  of  a  distinc- 
tion by  law  among  the  people  of  the  empire.  Marks  in 
the  hands  or  wrists  were,  anciently,  tokens  of  servitude 
to  some  master,  or  false  deity, — See  Zech,  xiii,  6.  To 
have  a  mark  in  the  forehead,  also  signifies  to  make  an 
open  profession  of  attachment  to  any  party.  Captives 
were  sometimes  stigmatiaed  with  forehead  marks.  The 
Jewish  high  priest  had  the  name  of  God  written  in 
the  plate  on  his  forehead ;  and  the  followers  of  the  Lamb 
are  said  to  have  his  Father's  name  in  their  forelieads. 
Among  the  heatlien  there  were  three  ways  by  which  the 
devotees  of  false  religion  designated  themselves:  1.  By 
marking  themselves  with  the  name  of  their  deity  in  their 
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hand  or  forehead.  2.  Sometimes  with  the  ensign  of 
tlieir  god,  as  the  tkimderbolt  of  Jupiter,  the  trident  of 
Neptune,  ov  the  ivy  of  Bacchus.  3.  Sometimes  they 
marked  themselves  with  some  mystical  number^  whereby 
the  god's  name  was  described ;  thus  the  suu  was  repre- 
Beuted  by  xh,  or  608,  that  is,  by  the  Greek  letters  ihi 
and  eeta, 

XI.  "And  that  no  man  might  buy  or  sell  save  he  that 
had  the  mark,  or  the  name  of  the  beast,  or  the  number 
of  his  name,"  In  the  previous  passage  we  see  that  the 
law  was  to  demand  a  profession  of  some  kind  throughout 
the  empire ;  bnt  in  tliis  we  see  that  this  profession  was 
to  be  one  or  the  other  of  three  kinds.  The  name  of  the 
beast  was  one,  his  mark  was  another,  and  the  number  of 
his  name  was  a  third.  There  is  a  wide  distinction  drawn 
between  these  three  kinds  of  professions,  tor  they  are 
repeated  here  and  elsewhere  with  great  emphasis  and 
separateness.  The  name  of  the  beast  we  have  seen  to 
be  that  of  the  Roman  or  Latin  ecclesiastical  kingdom, 
and,  therefore,  as  one  religion  is  designated  by  the  name 
of  the  beast,  another  must  be  designated  by  the  mark, 
and  another  by  the  number  of  his  name.  The  refusing 
to  allow  buying  and  selling  to  any  but  those  who  adhered 
to  one  of  these  religions,  symbolizes  civi!  disabilities  to 
exercise  office  in  the  empire  generally  by  non-conform- 
ists. Literal  buying  and  selling  is  by  no  means  all  that 
is  included  under  these  terms,  nor  can  their  signification 
be  restricted  to  their  literal  sense. 

These  three  religions,  though  different,  as  indicated  by 
the  modes  of  designating  them,  were  yet  of  a  common 
Latin  original,  as  is  seen  in  the  resemblance  of  their 
indices;  they  were  "par  nobile  fratrum."  They  seem 
to  have  possessed  a  differtnt  moral  c]iaiat:ter,  as  is  indi- 
cated in  the  difference  between  the  name,  the  mark,  aii3 
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the  number  of  the  Latin  church.  This  empire  was  tlicre- 
fore  to  have  three  accredited  reh'gions;  only  two,  however, 
were  subsequently  to  be  national,  as  is  seen  in  the  two 
ecclesiastical  liorns  or  churches  gi-owing  up  from  the 
head  of  the  beast,  or  from  the  governmental  head  of 
power.  These  two  ai-e  further  referred  to,  as  the  hand 
and  forehead  marks ;  for  these  coincide  with  tho  two 
horns  in  number,  and  in  the  attachment  to  the  national 
institutions  by  profession. 

12.  "Here  is  wisdom.  Let  him  that  hath  under- 
standing count  the  number  of  the  beast;  for  it  is  the 
number  of  a  man ;  and  his  number  is  six  hundred  three 
score  and  six."  A  man  symbolizes  a  kingdom,  and  the 
number  of  the  name  of  the  beast,  is  to  be  computed  as 
the  number  of  the  name  of  a  man.  Now,  as  the  num- 
ber of  a  man's  name  was  known  by  adding  the  numbers 
represented  by  the  lettei-s  in  his  name,  so,  by  adding  the 
numbers  represented  by  the  lettei-s  in  the  name  of  tho 
Latin  kingdom,  we  shall  get  the  number  666,  if  it  be  the 
kingdom  designated.  Tlie  number  is  to  be  found  in 
Greek,  since  this  number  is  represented  by  three  Greek 
letters,  and  was  the  language  used  by  the  writer.  We 
■will  show  two  modes  of  deducing  this  number  from  the 
name  of  the  Latin  kingdom.  1.  h  latinh  basileia. 
Here  is  one  name  of  the  Latin  church  and  empire. 
Now,  counting  the  lettei-s  according  to  their  number's  in 
Greek,  and  we  shall  have  h=8,  l=30,  a=i,  t=300, 
1=10,  N=50,  ii=S,  B=2,  A=l,  S,  or  8igma,=200, 
1=10,  L=30,  E=5,  1=10,  and  A=l.  Add  these 
together  and  we  have  666,  the  required  number  of  the 
name.  This  will  identify  the  beast,  and  bis  mark  as 
well  as  his  number. 

2.  Ii-enseus,  the  disciple  of  Polycarp,  the  disciple 
of  John,  says  that  "  the  name  Lateiuos  contains  the 
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number  666 ;  and  it  is  very  likely,  because  the  last  king- 
dom is  BO  called,  for  they  ai"e  Latins  who  now  i-eign," 
"  Lateinos  with  ei  is  the  true  orthography,  as  the  Greeks 
■wrote  the  long  i  of  the  Latins,  and  as  tlie  Latins  them- 
selves wrote  in  former  times." — (See  Ennivs,  Book  vi. 
Line  26.  Bp.  .N'ewton)  "After  the  division  of  tho 
empire,  the  Greeks  and  other  orientals  called  the  peo- 
ple of  the  Western  church  Latins,  and  they  Latinizo  in 
eveiytbing.  Mass,  prayers,  hymns,  litanies,  canons, 
decretals,  and  bulls  are  conceived  in  Latin.  The  papal 
councils  speak  in  Latin.  Women  pray  in  Latin.  Nor 
is  the  scripture  read  in  any  other  than  the  Latin  lan- 
guage, by  tlie  Eoman  church.  Tiie  council  of  Trent 
commanded  the  vulgar  Latin  to  be  the  only  authentic 
version.  In  short,  all  things  are  Latin  in  the  Roman 
church." — {Newton^  Lateinos,  or  the  Latin  Man,  is  the 
appropriate  name  of  the  Latin  church.  Now,  the  letters 
of  tliis  name  make  just  the  number  666.  Thus  1=^30, 
A=l,  T=300,  E=5, 1=10,  N=50,  0=70,  and  s=200, 
and  all  equal  just  666,  The  Latin  church  is,  thei-efore, 
the  beast;  for  we  have  doubly  shown  the  proof  of  it. 
Now,  no  other  name  of  any  kingdom  in  the  world  will, 
in  Greek,  amount  to  666 ;  so  that  the  interpretation  is 
pinned  down  to  the  Latin  church  by  the  absolute  natui'e 
of  things.  This  two-homed  beast  is  elsewhei-e  called 
the  false  prophet. 

We  shall  now  show,  that  the  Bi-itish  empire  coincide 
precisely  with  this  kingdom  from  the  earth,  and  that  it 
coincides  with  no  other  kingdom  under  heaven. 

Coincidence  First. — The  two-homed  beast  was  to  bo 
another  empire,  different  from  the  Latin  politico-ecclesi- 
astic power.     Tbe  British  empire  was  another  empire. 

Goinaidenoe  jSscorit?.-— Tiiis  other  beast,  or  empire, 
■was  to  arise  out  of  the  earth,  or  lioman  territory.    The 
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British  empire  arose  out  of  the  Eoman  empire,  and  waa 
originally  a  part  of  it. 

Coincidence  Third. — Thia  other  be^t  or  empire  waa 
to  speak  as  a  dragon,  or  to  assume  imperial  power  over 
the  naUona  and  people.  If  we  look  to  the  tim^  of  Henry 
Tni.,  we  shall  see  that  then  the  British  empire  broke 
off  from  the  papal  dominion,  and  acted  as  an  iudepen 
dent  empire,  and  spoke  with  the  greatest  and  most  dra 
conic  authority. 

Coincidence  Fourt7i.—T!h\%  new  empire  was  to  exer- 
cise the  same  kind  and  extent  of  power  in  its  dominions, 
that  the  papal  power  did  in  its  dominions.  How  true 
this  was  accomplished  by  Henry,  and  how  fully  it  baa 
been  since  his  day,  by  the  British  government,  the  full 
page  of  history  records.  Henry  set  himself  up  as  pos- 
sessed of  authority  equal  to  the  papal,  and  used  all  his 
imperial  strength  to  8\iatain  the  papacy.  Ho  mui-dered 
and  overturned  all  that  opposed  his  dictation,  and  com- 
pelled all  to  worship,  or  do  homage  to  the  Latin  church ; 
so  that  he  caused  all  to  worship  the  first  beast.  Every 
i-eader  of  English  history  is  familiar  with  these  things. 

Coincidence  Fifth.— T!h.fs  false  pi-ophet  was  to  humble 
the  word  of  the  tras  church,  and  produce  disaster  to  all 
that  opposed  him  in  his  course.  The  monarch  of  Eng- 
land burnt  all  the  copies  of  scripture  that  were  first 
printed  in  English;  and  also  burnt  Tyndal,  the  trans- 
lator and  reformer.  He  summoned  the  universities  to 
decide  that  he  could  divorce  hin^elf  at  pleasing,  and 
they  responded  satisfactorily.  He  wrote,  in  reply  to 
Luther,  and  in  defense  of  the  Pope,  and  was  named  by 
him  the  "  Pefender  of  the  Faith ; "  a  name  which  Eng- 
land's monarchs  have  inherited  ever  since.  He  desh-oyed 
all  the  reformers  in  his  reach,  and  made  his  people  wor- 
ship at  the  shrine  of  the  beast,  or  murdered  theu. 
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Ooincidsnoe  SixiJi..-~^hh  new  governiiient  waa  to 
make  an  image  to  the  Itoman  hierarchy.  Tliia  waa 
done,  by  Henry.  Majiaulay  says,  "  Henry  attempted  to 
constitute  the  Anglican  churcii,  diflering  from  the  ILoman 
on  the  point  of  supremacy  alone,  and  his  succeas  was 
extraordinary."  "He  meant  nothing  in  the  world  less 
than  a  Reformation:''^ — ( Worcester  Hist.)  "  He  arro- 
gated infallibility  to  himself,  and  cansed  the  law  of  the 
six  articles  of  religion,  called  'the  bloody  statute,'  to  be 
enacted." — (75.)  This  law  i-eqnired  implicit  obedience 
to  the  doctrines  of  the  Eoman  ciuireh,  and  death,  or  im- 
prisonment, was  the  penalty  of  disobedience,  Thia  new 
church  was,  in  all  respects,  an  image  of  the  papal,  or  of 
tlie  beast  with  the  wounded  head. 

Goincidenoe  Seventh.— Power  was  to  be  given  to  this 
new  chui'ch,  to  have  a  separate  and  authoritative  life. 
The  chnrch  of  Henry,  the  image  of  the  beast,  has  lived 
ever  since  his  day  with  great  authority. 

Goinoidence  Eighth. — "And  cause  that  as  many  as 
would  not  worship  the  image  of  the  beast  should  bo 
killed."  Let  any  man  read  the  statutes  of  conformity  to 
the  English  church,  fram  Heniy  to  William,  and  read 
the  acconnts  of  the  deaths  of  martyrs,  and  extensive  per- 
secutions, for  non-conformity  to  the  English  chnrch,  and 
he  will  see  this  coincidence  in  fire,  and  blood,  and  tears ; 
and  hear  it  in  groans  and  screams  of  the  tortured  and 
imprisoned. 

Coincidence  Ninth. — Each  one  was  to  receive  in  their 
hands,  or  foreheads,  or  to  have  the  name,  the  mark,  or  the 
number  of  the  name  of  the  beast.  As  with  the  ancients, 
the  name  of  a  false  god  represented  the  God ;  and  as  bis 
mark  represented  him,  and  also  the  number  of  his  name, 
so  the  name  of  the  beast,  which  was  a  state  religion, 
repi'cBcnted  tliat  kind  of  religion,  and  tlie  mark  aUd 
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numlDer  of  the  beast  also  represented  a  state  religion- 
Hence,  tliis  new  empire  was  to  endorse  three  religions. 
Now,  this  was  the  state  of  the  case  in  England,  and  in 
no  other  conntiy  in  the  world.  During  tho  reigns  of 
Henry's  succeseoi'S,  acts  wei-e  passed  by  the  government, 
restricting  all  civil  oiHces  to  Catholics,  membei-s  of  the 
churches  of  England  and  Scotland,  which  were  all,  by 
turns  and  together,  endorsed  by  the  government;  and 
non-confonnity  was  pnnished  in  the  severest  manner. 
We  could  quote  act  after  act,  from  the  statutes  of  Eng- 
land, proving  these  points ;  but  we  refer  the  reader  to 
these  universal  laws  of  blood,  as  they  are  indelibly  re- 
corded in  English  histoiy.  Small  readers  can  not  appre- 
ciate the  depth  of  these  laws  of  iniquity.  There  was  tlie 
strongest  line  of  demarcation  drawn  between  the  three 
religions  and  dissenters,  and  it  was  drawn  with  "  iii-e 
mingled  with  blood,"  for  several  generations. 

Coincidence  Tenth. — This  empire  was  finally  to  have 
two  homa,  lihe  a  lamb,  or  two  established  religions 
much  like  the  Christian.  Such  has  been  the  case  in  the 
British  empire.  The  Anglican  church  was  much  re- 
formed after  the  fire  that  burned  John  Rogers,  and  was 
conformed  to  many  evangelical  docti^ines  of  scripture. 
The  kirk  of  Scotland  was  erected  into  a  state  religion, 
and  approaches  very  near  to  true  Ciiristiaoity.  The 
gi-eat  antipathy  of  God  to  a  state  religion  is,  because  it 
places  a  human  being  at  its  head,  and  allows  the  state 
to  rule  where  He  alone  has  a  right  to  rule.  All  state 
religions  are,  from  the  nature  of  things,  subject  to  the 
seculai'  head  of  the  state.  In  England,  the  oath  of  sa- 
premacy,  as  head  of  the  church,  is  taken  by  tho  king ; 
on  the  day  of  his  coronation,  he  puts  on  a  stole,  a  dal- 
matica,  and  a  surplice.  Religion  in  America  differs  from 
all  religion  in  the  world,  for  it  never  had,  and  never  will 
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have,  a  secular  head.  Tlie  two  great  stata  religions  of 
Britain  coincide  with  the  two  lamh-like  horns  of  the 
beast  from  the  earth. 

Ooincidence  Eleventh. — The  number  of  the  name  of 
the  beast  or  Eoman  chnrch,  whose  imperial  character  was 
to  be  borrowed  by  the  beast,  we  have  already  seen,  was 
the  Eoman  chnrch. 

To  recapitulate :  the  new  empire  was  to  rise  from  tlie 
Eoman  temtorj ;  it  was  to  organize  a  church  like  the 
Roman ;  it  was  to  give  aid  and  comfort  to  three  great 
religions ;  it  was  to  pereecute  all  others ;  it  was  ultimately 
to  have  two  established  religions.  The  British  empire 
arose  from  the  Eoman ;  it  organized  a  chui-ch  like  the 
papa! ;  it  gave  aid  and  comfort,  to  the  papal,  English 
and  Scotch  imperial  or  empire  churches ;  and  finally, 
eetabliahed  two  state  religions,  the  chnrch  of  England, 
and  the  kirk  of  Seotlaud. 

We  have  now  shown  a  mathematically  exact  coinci- 
dence between  the  two-horned  beast  and  the  British 
empire.  And,  as  perfect  coincidence  is  infallibly  per- 
fect luISlimentj  the  two-horned  beast  infallibly  predicted 
the  British  empire.  No  clawing  off  here,  gentlemen ; 
the  coincidence  is  perfect,  and  so  is  the  fulfillment; 
receive  the  interpretation,  or  deny  the  infallible  rule. 
This  empire  ia  to  be  overtlirawn,  and  it  wiii  be  the  last 
to  fall  of  all  the  monarchies.  We  have  now  finished  the 
interpretations  given  in  the  little  boob,  and  shall  ta,ke  up 
the  seven  trumpets  in  order. 
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CHAPTER   XIII. 

THE  SETEN  TKUJIPETS-SECOND  GREAT  PANOEAJirA. 

These  tmmpcts  are  announced  as  soon  as  the  o 
of  the  revelations  under  tho  seals  ocenrs ;  notliing  being 
given  by  the  seventh  seal  at  the  time  of  its  opening. 
Nothing  is  eaid  of  tlie  seven  trumpets  occurring  after 
the  seals,  and,  the  sixth  seal  and  seventh  vial  of  the 
seventh  trumpet  coinciding,  is  full  proof  that  the  seals 
and  trampets  rehearse  the  history  of  the  same  great  era 
of  the  bondage  of  the  church.  Besides  this,  the  seals  and 
trumpets  are  seen  to  coincide  chronologically,  throngliont 
the  whole  field  of  vision.  The  inb'oduction  to  seven 
trumpets  is  marked  by  seven  angels  standing  before  God, 
and  an  angel  standing  at  the  altar  with  a  censer,  offering 
the  prayeis  of  the  saints  to  God.  An  angel  always 
symbolizes  an  agent  or  agency,  and,  doubtless,  aiso  rep- 
resents a  real  spirit,  for  one  of  the  seven  engaged  in  con- 
vereation  witli  John.  The  prayers  of  tlie  saints  wOuld 
cei+ainly  be  oflei-ed  for  the  "kingdom  to  come  in  eartli 
as  it  is  in  heaven."  The  altar  symbolizes  religion ;  and 
the  angel  at  it,  seems  to  cast  the  fire  from  his  censer, 
indicative  of  the  curses  earth  is  to  feel  in  working  out  its 
great  I'edemption  through  sufferings.  The  thundera, 
lightnings,  voices,  and  earthquakes,  are  proplietic  of, 
either  the  whole  period  of  the  seven  ti'umpets,  or,  of 
their  initiative  at  church  and  state  union. 
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Finsr  Tkuhpet — Goins,  Oek«ans,  Vandals — Invasion  of

"And  the  first  angel  sounded,  and  there  followed  hail 
and  fire,  mingled  with  blood,  and  they  were  cast  upon 
the  earth ;  and  the  third  part  of  the  ti-ees  was  burnt  up, 
and  all  the  green  gi'asa  was  burnt  up."  A  trumpet  is 
plainly  a  symbol  of  a  period  of  time,  during  which  cer- 
tain eyeuts  wore  to  transpire.  The  period  announced, 
must  coincide  with  some  period  of  history,  and  as  trum- 
pets are  collateral  with  the  seals,  it  is  proper  to  see  if 
their  primary  periods  will  coincide  in  historic  events,  and, 
if  they  do,  of  course  the  fulfillment  will  be  foimd. 

1.  Hail. — This  term  is  used  for  divine  vengeance.  See 
Ez.  ix. ;  Jobiii.,  viii.;  Ps,  cv,,  Ixxviii.  Ezekiel  xxxviii. 
repreeents  blood,  hail  and  fire,  as  the  warfare  of  Israel 
against  the  latter  day  monarchy. 

2.  Fire.~^\m  term,  mingled  with  hail,  signifies 
increased  vengeance. 

3.  Blood. — This  is  always  symbolic  of  slaughter,  and 
being  added  to  hail  and  fire,  shows  the  vengeance  was  to 
be  three-fold. 

4.  Tha  earth. — This  was  a  common  name  for  the 
Eoraan  empire ;  and  as  these  prophecies  related  to  ifc,  as 
they  go  over  the  same  field  that  Daniel  ti'averaes,  the 
term  earth  properly  symbolizes  this  empire.  The  term 
is  plainly  symbolic. 

5.  The  third  part  of  the,  trees  was  burnt  up. — -That 
is,  of  course,  one  thii-d  pai't  of  the  ti-ees  of  the  symbolic 
earth.  The  Roman  empire  was  composed  out  of  three 
continents,  and  hence  the  term,  the  third  part,  will  rep- 
resent one  of  these  continents. 
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6.  Trees. — -In  Zech.  xi.,  tho  term  trees  is  used  for 
men.  See  also,  Is.  ii.,  x.,  and  xix. —  {LowtJi,  noto,  and 
Sym.  Die.) 

1.  Burnt  up. — That  is,  destroyed,  or  i-educed  by  the 
greatest  devastation  to  lifelessness. 

8.  "  All  tho  gi-een  grass  was  burnt  up." — Grass  sig- 
nifies men.  They  are  called  grass  in  the  Old  Testament 
repeatedly:  Is.  xl.;  I.  Pet.  i.;  I.  Cor,  iii.  People  are  called 
hay  or  grass.  Aa  trees  and  grass  both  signify  men, 
there  mnst  be  a  difi'ereuce  in  their  character,  and  the  trees 
must  signify  princes  and  nobles,  and  the  grass  the  com- 
mon people.  Indeed,  we  find  trees  in  the  old  Testament 
expressly  symbolizing  princes ;  and  a  book  must  be 
interpreted  according  to  its  own  definitions. 

The  exposition  of  this  trnmpet  then  amounts  to  exactly 
this :  that  a  desolating  war,  of  a  three-fold  character,  was 
to  desolate  one  third  part,  or  one  continent  of  the  Eomaa 
empire,  and  overtarn  its  princes,  and  destroy  a  large  por- 
tion of  tho  common  people,  about  the  time  of  church 
and  state  union.  A  little  prior  to  the  time  of  the  acces- 
sion of  Constantine  to  the  imperial  diadem,  the  Eoman 
empire  was  shaken  to  the  verge  of  ruin  ;  which  may  be 
symbolized  by  the  earthquake  before  the  trumpets 
sounded.  The  northeni  barbarians  began  to  press 
toward  the  south,  and  the  sound  of  warlike  voices  and 
thunder  began  to  presage  the  approaching  etorm.  In 
395,  at  the  death  of  Theodosius,  by  whose  might  the 
northern  storm  had  been  repressed,  the  invading  hail- 
storm began  in  good  earnest.  The  Goths,  under  Alaric, 
began  their  incureions  at  this  time,  and  swept  in  terrific 
desolation  over  Greece,  and  filled  Italy  with  awful 
destruction.  Philostratus  says,  "The  sword  of  the 
barbarians  destroyed  the  greatest  multitude  of  men  ;  and, 
among  other  calamities,  diy  heats,  witli  flashes  of  flame

and  ■whirlwinds  of  fire,  occasioned  intolerable  ten'Ora, 
and  hail  fell  down  of  eight  pounds  weight."  The  princes 
of  these  countries  where  evei^where  overthrown,  and 
Kome  was  given  up  to  feaiful  pillage.  Scarcely  was 
this  part  of  the  tempest  spent,  before  the  Germans,  under 
Eadagaisus,  bui-st  upon  the  banks  of  the  Danube,  and 
entered  Italy.  "  The  banks  of  the  Rhine  were  crowned 
like  those  of  the  Tiber,  with  elegant  houses  and  well- 
cultivated  farms.  This  scene  of  pca«e  and  plenty  was 
suddenly  changed  into  a  desert;  the  prospect  of  the 
smoking  ruins  could  alone  distinguish  the  solitude  of 
nature  from  the  desolations  of  man.  Mentz,  Worms, 
Spires,  Rheims,  Toumay,  An'as,  felt  the  German  yoke. 
The  consuming  flames  of  war  spread  from  the  Rhine 
over  the  seventeen  provinces  of  Gaul.  That  rich  and 
extensive  country  as  far  as  the  ocean,  Alps,  and  Apen- 
nines, was  delivered  to  the  barbarians,  who  drove  before 
them,  in  a  pramiscuous  crowd,  the  bishop,  the  senator, 
and  the  virgin,  laden  with  the  spoils  of  their  honses  and 
altars." — {Gibbon's  Rome.) 

Immediately  after  this,  the  Sueves,  Yandals,  and 
Alans  swept  like  a  tide  of  blood  over  Spain  ;  and  thus 
was  the  whole  of  Roman  Euro^je  desti'oyed  by  bail,  tiro, 
and  blood,  or  by  the  Goths,  Germans,  and  Vandals, 
under  Alai'ie,  Radagaieus,  and  Genseric.

"And  the  second  angel  sounded,  and  as  it  were  a  great

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■whicli  were  in  the  sea,  and  had  life,  died ;  a 
of  the  ships  wore  destroyed."  A  mou 
seen,  represents  a  government,  and  a  mountain  in  motion 
must  represent  a  government  in  motion.  The  sea  repre- 
sents people  in  commotion,  or  disorganized,  and  most 
pi-obably  those  npon  tfie  sea-shore,  or  who  are  a  maritime 
power.  The  Koman  empire,  in  the  previous  trumpet, 
had  been  called  earth,  because  it  was  yet  consolidated, 
but,  the  northern  invasions  having  disorganized  it,  the 
sea  became  a  proper  symbol  of  it.  Ships  symbolize  the 
merchandise  they  bring ;  the  thing  containing  being  put, 
by  synecdoche,  for  the  thing  contained.  A  mountain 
being  cast  into  the  sea,  and  destroying  one  third  of  the 
ships,  and  turning  one  thii-d  to  blood,  will  i-epresent  a 
kingdom  moving  violently  into  the  disorganized  empire, 
and  desolating  it  vrith  terrible  war,  and  destroying  its 
remaining  wealth,  and  wasting  the  substance  of  the 
people  in  one  continent  of  the  Eoman  empire.  Tliia 
ti'umpet,  therefore,  predicted  the  invasion  of  the  Huns 
under  Atilla,  as  we  shall  see.  The  Huna  from  Asia, 
under  Atilla,  were  a  mighty  government,  and  mustered 
700,000  warriors  in  the  field.  All  northern  Europe  had 
bowed  before  them ;  and  the  Osti-ogoths,  the  Gepidee, 
and  Scandinavian  kings,  owned  the  supremacy  of  Atilla, 
This  awful  power  now  turned  its  course  from  the  north, 
and  hurled  its  burning  legions  into  Eui-ope.  ^'  The 
whole  breadth  of  Europe,  from  the  Euxine  to  the  Adri- 
atic, was  at  once  invaded,  occupied,  and  desolated,  by 
the  myriads  whom  Atilla  led  into  the  field.  Words  the 
most  expressive  of  total  extirpation  and  erasure,  are 
applied  to  the  calamities  they  inflicted  on  seventy  cities 
of  the  Eastern  empire."  In  450,  the  Hun  threatened  the 
east  and  west,  and  "  mankind  awaited  the  decision  with 
awful  suspense,"— ( Gibhon)    He  ravaged  the  east,  and 
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turned  toward  the  west,  and  changed  it  all  to  blood,  and 
boasted  that  "  the  grass  never  grew  on  the  spot  where 
his  hoi'se  had  trod."  Thus,  by  this  bnrning  warlil^e 
mountain  of  fire,  was  the  third  of  the  Eoman  world 
changed  to  blood,  and  its  merchandise  destroyed.  Atiila 
is  commonly  called  "  the  scourge  of  God." 


SECTION  III. 
Third  Thl'iipet — Invasion  of  Gbnsehic. 

"And  the  third  angol  sounded  ;  and  there  fell  a  star 
from  heaven,  burning  as  it  were  a  lamp ;  and  it  fell  upon 
the  third  part  of  the  rivei-s  and  fountains  of  waters ;  and 
the  name  of  the  star  is  called  wormwood ;  and  many 
men  died  of  the  waters  beeaase  they  were  made  bitter," 
A  star  represents  a  king,  and,  bj  eyneedoche,  a  kingdom ; 
a  burning  star  descending  represents  a  kingdom  coming 
upon  the  empire,  bringing  fire  or  war.  A  lamp,  also, 
represents  a  government,  as  we  find  in  I.  Kings  xi. — 
{Sym.  Die) 

A  river  symbolizes  a  variety  of  things,  according  as  it 
is  connected  with  the  text,  and,  with  the  old  prophets, 
represented  a  king  or  kingdom.  As  it  is  nsed  here 
with  reference  to  the  Eoman  world,  it  must  bear  the  rela- 
tion to  the  empire  of  a  leading  power;  and  so,  fountains 
must  signify  the  heads  of  government.  The  rivers  and 
fountains  will  therefore  represent  the  controlling  pow- 
ers of  the  empire,  or  its  political  seats  of  power.  It  is 
evident  that  the  livers  and  fountains  do  not  represent  as 
]a'""'e  a  portion  of  the  empire  as  the  earth  or  sea,  but 
rat-,'  r  t!ie  head  of  the  empire.  The  star  like  a  burning 
lamp  is  not  by  any  means  so  extensive  a  destroyer  as 
30 
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the  hail-storm  or  burning  mountain.  A  lamp,  we  remark, 
is  a  symbol  of  religions  power,  and  descending  in  fire, 
must  repreeent  a  politieo-ecclesiastio  fanaticism.  This 
burning,  or  warlike  power,  in  its  desti-netion  of  the  heads 
of  empire,  exactly  coincides  with  Genseric  and  the  Van- 
dals, in  their  invasion  and  subjection  of  Rome  and  the 
powers  of  Italy.  This  power  espoused  the  Arian  reli- 
gion, and  was  the  only  one  of  the  barbarous  nations 
which  invaded  the  empire,  that  propagated  its  religion 
by  fire  and  swoi\3.  In  4S5,  this  people,  under  Genseric, 
invaded  Italy,  and,  for  fourteen  days,  Kome,  once  mis- 
tress of  the  world,  was  given  up  to  t!ie  lieentioasness  of 
the  Arian  Yandals  and  Moors.  It  was  plundered  of  all 
its  wealth  that  remained  after  the  northern  invasion. 
"  By  former  ravages  the  power  of  Eome  had  been 
greatly  weakened,  but,  by  Genseric,  it  was  so  completely 
broken,  that  in  a  little  time  it  was  utterly  subverted," — 
(  Gibbon.)  The  waters  were  made  bitter  by  the  invasion, 
for  the  remains  of  the  Eomau  Christian  and  pagan  reli- 
gions were  almost  entirely  ruined. 

For  a  full  account  of  this  invasion,  see  Gibbon's  Eoman 
History. 


SECTION  IV, 

POURTH    TRnMPET— FaUj   OP   THE   WeSTEBN   BjTPIRE. 

"And  the  fom-th  angel  sounded ;  and  the  third  pai't 
of  the  sun  was  smitten, 'and  the  third  part  of  the  moon, 
and  the  third  part  of  the  stars ;  bo,  as  the  third  part  of 
them  was  darkened,  and  the  day  shone  not  for  a  third 
part  of  it,  and  the  night  likewise."  The  sun,  we  have 
seen,  represents  the  civil  power;  and  the  stars  represent 
princes  of  provinces ;  and  the  moon  represents  the  c  ■.  urch . 
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The  Sim  and  moon  of  the  Koman  empire  coincide  with 
the  iron  and  clay  of  the  great  image.  A  third  part  of 
these  being  smitten,  shows  that  one  third  of  the  empire 
would  be  eclipsed.  The  day  and  night  relate  to  the  time 
of  the  duration  of  this  eclipse  of  the  sun  by  day,  and  the 
moon  and  atars  by  niglit.  As  a  day  of  twenty-four 
hours  represents  a  year,  by  analogy,  a  year  represents  a 
prophetic  year,  and  two  thirds  of  such  a  year  will  equal 
three  hundred  and  twenty-five  and  one  third  solar  years. 
At  the  end  of  this  time  the  eun  and  moon,  and  stara, 
were  to  shine  again,  since  they  were  only  to  be  eclipsed 
for  one  third  of  a  day,  and  one  third  of  a  night. 

This  vision  plainly  represents  the  overthrow  of  the 
seat  of  power  of  the  empire  in  Europe  under  Rom- 
ulus Augustus,  by  Odoacer.  By  this  the  Koman  civil 
power,  and  the  Roman  church,  and  all  their  principal 
dignities  and  pTOvinces,  were  subjugated,  and  placed 
under  the  feet  of  the  northern  invaders.  This  over- 
throw is  commonly  stated  to  have  been  in  476,  but  Gib- 
bon says  thoi'G  is  no  certainty  about  this  date,  but  that 
the  event  happened  about  this  time.  Now,  on  Christmas 
day  of  799,  or  about  800,  A.  D.,  the  Western  empire 
was  restored  by  Charlemagne,  and  the  church,  and 
princes,  and  provinces,  were  restored  to  splendor  again. 
If,  from  this  epoch,  we  subtract  three  hundred  and  twenty- 
five  and  a  third  years,  we  are  carried  back  to  the  25th  of 
August,  474,  A.  D.  This  is  certainly  a  very  close  coin- 
cidence, and  is  as  conlormable  to  history,  as  history  is 
to  truth 

Daniel  described  the  bioken  ■'tate  of  the  empire;  and 
John,  m  these  fom  tiumpetb,  gives  us  the  modes  by 
which  it  was  bioken 
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SECTION  V, 
Fifth  TncMraT— T'ikst  Woe,  on  S 

The  predictions  already  given,  related  wholly  to  the 
European  part  of  the  empire ;  we  now  come  to  predic- 
tions of  the  brcaliiag  up  of  the  Eastern  empire,  which 
stood  longer  than  the  Western.  The  breaking  is  by  more 
permanent  i^encies  than  those  which  broke  the  Western, 
and  by  way  of  pre-eminent  distinction,  are  called  woes. 
Three  of  these  eras  of  woes  are  announced ;  two  of  them 
apply  to  the  east,  and  south  of  the  empire,  as  origina- 
tors of  these  woes;  and  the  tliij-d  begins  at  the  fall  of 
the  empire  church,  and  thence  extends  to  the  destruction 
of  monarchy. 

"Wo,  wo,  wo  to  the  inhabiters  of  the  earth,  by  rea- 
Bon  of  the  other  voices  of  the  trumpet  of  the  three 
angels,  which  ai-e  yet  to  sound." — Rev.  viii.  13. 

1,  "  And  the  fifth  angel  sounded,  and  I  saw  a  star  fail 
from  heaven,  nnto  the  earth."  A  star  is  a  syilibol  of 
some  power ;  and  its  falling  to  the  earth  from  heaven, 
denotes  the  descent  of  new  calamities  to  the  empire. 
Heaven,  ordinarily  denotes  the  church,  or  its  place ;  but 
in  the  political  world,  it  denotes  the  symbolic  region 
where  political  clouds,  and  storms,  and  meteors  form,  and 
descend  to  the  world, 

2,  "And  to  him  was  given  the  key  of  the  bottomless 
pit."  A  key  symbolizes  power;  as  the  "key  of  David." 
"  The  bottomless  pit,"  is  a  prophetic  symbol,  and  indi- 
cates some  place  in  the  world,  which  may  properly  be 
symbolized  by  the  term  used.  It  means  a  deep  of 
innumerable  desperate  spirits,  or  barbarians, 

3,  "And  he  opened  the  bottomless  pit."  That  is,  tho 
way  of  invasion  was  opened  to  barbarians. 
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4.  "  There  arose  a  emoke  out  of  the  bottomless  pit,  aa 
the  smoke  of  a  great  Inrnaco,  and  the  sun  and  the  air 
were  darkened  by  reason  of  the  emoke  of  the  pit." 
Smoke  symbolizes  several  things,  but  is  used  to  repre- 
sent the  coming  of  war ;  it  also  represents  false  doctrine 
in  motion.  laaiah  foretold  war  by  this  symbol ;  as  "  out 
of  tlie  north  there  cometh  a  smoke."  —  {Sym.  Die.) 
The  sun  being  darkened  by  the  smoke,  symbolizes  that 
the  civil  power  of  the  empire  would  be  greatly  disturbefl 
by  it.  Tho  ah-  symbolizea  the  place  of  evil  spirits,  or  an 
evil  people  generally,  throughout  the  empire.  A  great 
and  warlike  en-or  is,  therefore,  to  be  understood  by  the 
symbols,  as  threatening  the  empire  generally,  and  the 
eastern  empire  particularly ;  as  the  sun,  or  civil  power, 
was  already  olserved  in  the  west. 

5.  "And  there  came  out  of  the  smoke  loeuste  upon 
the  earth,  and  unto  them  was  given  power  as  the  seor- 
pioaa  of  the  earth  have  power."  Locusta  Bjmbolized 
hostile  armies,  among  the  prophets. — See  Jer.  xlvi. ; 
Na.  iii. ;  Deiit,  xxviii, ;  Ps.  Ixxviii. ;  AmosTii, ;  Ex.  x. ; 
Judges  vi.  and  vii.  Scorpions  are  wicked  or  impious 
enemies,  Ezk,  ii. ;  Eccl.  xxvi. 

6.  "And  it  was  commanded  them  that  they  shoiild  not 
hart  the  gi'ass  of  the  earth,  neither  any  green  thing,  but 
only  those  which  have  not  the  seal  of  God  in  their 
foreheads."  The  seal  of  God  plainly  represents  true 
Christians,  in  opposition  to  the  impious  professors  of 
Christianity  in  the  empire. 

7.  "Aud  to  them  it  was  given  not  to  kill  them,  but 
that  they  should  be  tormented  live  months ;  and  their 
torment  was  as  the  torment  of  a  scoi-pion  when  he 
striketli  a  man.  And  in  those  days  shall  men  seek  death, 
and  shall  not  find  it ;  and  shall  desire  to  die,  and  death 
Bhall  flee  from  them."     This  shows  that  the  government 
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wotiH  not  bo  overthrown,  but  tliat  it  would  be  teiTibly 
aflicted. 

8.  "And  the  shapes  of  the  locuats  wei'O  like  unto 
horses  prepared  unto  battle ;  and  on  their  heads  were,  as 
it  wore,  crowns  like  gold;  and  their  faces  were  as  the 
fac^  of  men,  and  they  had  hair  aa  the  hair  of  women ; 
and  their  teeth  were  as  the  teeth  of  lione.  And  they 
had  breast^Dlates  as  it  were  breastplates  of  iron ;  and  the 
sound  of  tbeir  winga  was  as  the  sound  of  chariots,  of 
many  horses  running  to  battle.  And  they  had  tails  as 
the  tails  like  unto  ecorpions,  and  there  were  stings  in 
their  tails  ;  and  their  power  was  to  hurt  men  five  months. 
And  they  had  a  king  over  them,  which  is  the  angel  of 
the  bottomless  pit,  whose  name  in  the  Hebrew  tongue  is 
Abaddon,  but  in  the  Greek  tongue  hath  his  name 
Apollyon,  One  wo  is  past."  This  whole  account  is 
plainly  doubled,  as  the  mention  of  the  five  months  twice 
clearly  shows.  The  whole  prophecy  represents  plainly 
the  Saracenic  eonquests  and  empire.  The  locusts  repre- 
sent the  militant  Mohammedans,  and  the  king  symbol- 
izes the  civil  authority  under  which  they  were  organized. 
Newton  and  others  have  interpreted  this  tmmpet  so  well, 
that  their  views  need  but  little  revision.  The  reader  caa 
see  our  improvements,  by  comparing  our  points  of  differ- 
ence. Tiiese  hosts  sprung  up  iVora  Mahomet,  but,  in  his 
day,  no  attack  was  made  upon  the  empire ;  but  the  smoke 
had  ascended  from  him,  and  filled  the  empire  with  fear- 
ful forebodings.  In  633,  the  invasion  of  the  empire 
began ;  and  the  last  attempt  of  the  Saracens  was  made 
gainst  Rome  about  A.  D.  848.  From  the  first  in^ 
to  the  last,  as  near  as  can  be  estimated,  was  215-^  j 
and  the  five  months  dm-ing  which  tliis  scourge  w 
continue,  equal  215  years  and  175  days. 
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"  Behold,  there  come  two  more  woes  hereafter.  And  the 
sixth  angel  sounded,  and  Iheard  a  voice  from  the  four  horns 
of  the  golden  altar  which  is  before  God,  saying,  to  the 
sixth  angel.  Loose  the  four  angels  which  are  bound  in  the 
great  river  Enpbrates,"  The  Eastern  empire  had  stood 
fh'm  amid  all  the  assaults  of  the  Saracens,  for  their  com- 
mission was  to  torment  the  empire,  but  not  to  overthrow 
it ;  but  now  comes  up  a  power  to  annihilate  it. 

1.  The  four  angels  in  the  Euphrates  find  a  full  coinci- 
dence in  the  four  sultanies  of  the  Tarks ;  the  capitals  of 
which  were  Bagdad,  Damaeeus,  Aleppo,  and  Iconiam. 
In  the  year  1299,  A.  D.,  these  were  combined,  nnder 
Otbman,  and  began  their  conquest  and  destruction  of  the 
east.  The  sultanies  were  near,  and  on  the  Euphrates. 
Gibbon  says,  the  first  attack  of  this  power  on  the  eastern 
empire  was  "  on  the  27th  July,  1299 ;  "  and  that,  from 
the  conquest  of  Pnisa  we  may  date  the  true  era  of  the 
Ottoman  empire. 

2.  "And  the  four  angels  were  prepared  for  an  hour, 
and  a  day,  and  a  month,  and  a  year,  to  slay  the  third  part 
of  men."  The  third  part  of  men  means  the  thii^d  part 
of  the  empire ;  and  as  the  west  was  already  slain,  or 
breken  down,  the  eastern,  or  Asiatic,  empire  must  be 
meant ;  and  it  was  hero  the  Tarks  prevailed,  and  do  pre- 
vail to  the  present  day.  The  period  of  this  prevalence 
ovei'  Asia,  or  the  eastern  empire,  was  to  be  for  13^05 
montlis,  or  for  561  years  and  357  days. — {See  discoxiery) 
If  we  date  this  on  the  37th  July,  1299,  we  are  brought 
down  to  the  year  1861,  and  about  the  Iburth  of  July, 
for  the  date  is  old  style,  or  eleven  days  too  much. 
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3.  "And  the  number  of  the  army  of  the  Iioraemea 
were  two  hniidred  thoueaud,  and  I  heard  the  number  of 
them."  The  Turks  were  generally  horsemen,  and  hence, 
their  whole  host  or  population  is  repr^ented  by  that  sym- 
bol. As  to  the  great  number  of  them,  it  may  have  had 
a  literal  accomplishment  by  the  time  the  empire  falls. 
They  boasted  that  they  produced  cavalry  by  the  million. 

i.  "  And  thus  I  saw  the  horses  in  the  vision,  and  them 
that  sat  on  them,  having  breastplates  of  fire  and  ja- 
cinth, (or  hyacinth)  and  brimstone ;  and  the  heads  of  the 
horses  were  as  the  heads  of  lions ;  and  out  of  their  mouths 
issued  fire  aud  smoke  and  brimstone.  By  these  three 
was  the  thii-d  part  of  men  killed ;  by  the  lire  and  the 
enioke  and  the  brimstone,  which  issued  out  of  their 
mouths."  Here  is  an  evident  alluaioti  to  the  use  of  gun- 
powder and  ordnance,  which  were  firet  used  extensively, 
by  the  Turks,  in  the  subjection  of  the  east  and  attacks 
upon  the  west, 

5.  "For  their  power  is  in  their  mouth  and  in  their 
tails;  for  theii'  tails  were  like  unto  sei-pents,  and  they 
had  heads,  and  with  them  they  do  hurt."  Tlie  mouth 
here  represents  civil  and  military  authority,  and  their 
tails  represent  doctrine,  or  their  church,  as  the  tail  of 
the  dragon.  The  Turkish  government  was  an  absolute 
despotism,  and  exceedingly  cruel,  and  their  church  was 
the  Mohammedan.  The  horees'  heads  and  tails  are  a 
collective  representation  of  the  whole  Turkish  system, 
civil,  military,  and  ecclesiastical.  They  fully  overturned 
the  eastern  empire  and  Africa,  and  were  the  heire  of  the 
Saracens ;  so  that  they  may  be  properly  said  to  have 
desti-oyed  the  third  part  of  the  Koman  empire. 

6.  "  And  the  rest  of  the  men  that  were  not  killed  by 
these  plagues."  That  is,  those  parts  of  the  old  empire 
in  the  west,  which  were  not  overturned  by  tho  Turks. 
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"  Tet  repented  oot  of  the  woi-ka  of  tlieir  Iiaods,  thiit  they 
should  not  worsliip  devils,  aud  idols  of  gold  and  silver, 
and  brass  and  etone,  and  of  wood,  which  neither  can  see, 
nor  hear,  nor  walk  "  These  symbols  lie  put  for  the 
idolatry  of  the  western  ehuieh  The  Mohammedans  and 
Jews  both  charged  upon  the  west,  that,  m  the  worehip  of 
saints  they  were  idolaters  "  Neither  lepented  they  o! 
their  murders." — The  muidei  of  ti-ne  Ohiibtiane  "Noi' 
of  their  sorceries,"— Then  deceptions  aita  ovei  the  peo 
pie.  "Nor  of  their  fornication." — Monorchism  was  thi.'. 
nnivereal  and  fruitful  source  of  this  sainted  crime  in 
Europe.  "  Nor  of  their  thefts." — They  "  stole  the  livery 
of  heaven  to  serve  the  devil  in,"  and  swindled  the  peo- 
ple out  of  their  money,  under  pretense  of  giving  them 
salvation  in  exchange. 

7.  "  The  second  woe  is  past."  Tiiat  is,  it  will  be  past 
at  the  fall  of  Turkey,  and  not  before.  It  certainly  will 
not  cloae  till  aiier  the  rise  of  the  witnesses,  and  the  fall 
of  one  of  the  principal  or  tenth  pait  of  Europe,  at  the 
coming  insun'ectiou ;  because  the  end  of  the  woe  is  placed 
in  the  text  as  occmTing  there. — Eev.  xi.  14.  Tlie  fall 
of  Turkey  is  to  bo  simultaneous  with  this  rising  of  tlie 
witnesses.  We  have  placed  it  in  1861,  but,  uule^  vrv 
are  greatly  mistaken,  the  witnesses  will  rise  much  soonej-. 
But  we  can  not  be  far  in  error.  We  have  been  less  par- 
ticular than  usual  in  explaining  these  trampets,  beeausi.^ 
they  have,  ibr  the  most  part,  been  properly  explained  by 
Newton,  I'aber,  and  others. 
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Tkuiipet — HiSB  op   tuF,  XJmited    Statf.s  akd  Fall  of 
JIo.VARcav. 

1,  "  And  the  seventh  angel  sounded."  This  period 
of  prophecy  liad  ah'eady  been  announced  by  the  great 
angel  wlio  caine  down  with  the  little  book.  lie  said 
"  in  the  days  of  the  voieo  of  tlio  seventh  angel,  when  he 
shall  begin  to  Bound,  the  mystery  of  God  should  be  fin- 
ished, as  he  declai'ed  to  his  servants  the  prophets."  The 
mystery  refen-ed  to,  must  be  the  development  of  the 
nationality  of  God's  Israel ;  for  tiiis  is  the  gi'eat  luyetery 
that  has  been  concealed  from  Ohvistians  and  the  world. 
The  disciples  had  asked  Christ, "  if  he  would  atthat  tireie 
restore  the  kingdom  to  Isi'ael,"  and  he  had  replied,  tliat 
it  was  not  for  them  to  know  the  times  and  seasons 
■which  the  Father  hath  put  in  his  own  power."  Here,  the 
restoration  to  nationality  is  the  object  and  answer  of  the 
question  proposed,  and  hence  the  mystery  was  to  be 
solved  at  the  beginning  of  the  seventh  trumpet  period. 

2,  "And  the  seventh  angel  sounded,  and  thei'e  were 
great  voices  in  heaven,  saying,  The  kingdoms  of  this 
world  are  become  the  kingdoms  of  our  Lord,  and  of  his 
Christ ;  and  lie  shall  reign  forever  and  ever."  As  we 
haveah'eady  seen,  in  tiie  vision  of  the  woman  and  her  man 
child,  that  the  kingdom  of  God  and  Christ  had  come,  the 
beginning  of  the  seventh  bnimpet  must  coincide  with  it. 
But  as  the  kingdoms  that  came  after  the  three  and  a  half 
times  were  composed  of  twelve  stars,  or  the  confederacy 
of  God's  Israel,  bo  must  these  kingdoms  be  twelve;  and 
a8  the  former  did  not  fill  the  world  at  their  origin,  but 
divided  it  with  the  dragon,  so  nmst  these  new  kingdoms. 
This  truth  is  further  decisively  settled,  by  the  facts  that 
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the  ecventli  trumpet  period  was  to  "be  a  Jong  one,  and, 
during  its  progress,  the  seven  vials  of  wi'ath  were 
to  be  poured  out  on  the  eai'th,  and  tlie  dj-agoii  was 
not  to  be  cliained  till  its  close ;  and  these  kingdoms  ara 
announced  as  occurring  at  its  heginning,  and  the  gi'eat 
angel  said,  that  at  this  beginning,  the  mi/stery  ahoM  be 
finished,  and  not  at  itac^ose.  Again ;  the  very  text  itself 
is  proof  of  our  position,  for  in  the  original,  the  ■words  are 
hai  hasilciai  tou  kosmou  tou  hvoiou  human  j  tlieee, 
translated  literally,  signiiy  the  kingdoms  of  the  world  of 
our  Lord.  The  woi-d  kosmon,  translated  world,  has 
thirty-iive  definitions,  and  one  of  them  is  "  world,"  and 
another  is  "the  people  or  temtory  of  Israel," — {6free& 
Lexicon.)  As  the  prophecy  is  symbolic,  the  te]'m  world 
can  not  be  forced  into  a  literal  signification,  but  imiat 
coincide  w  th  the  context  and  tl  e  i  at  ire  of  things  among 
which  it  appears  and  must  la  mon  zoHsth  them.  And 
as  it  can  not  when  tal  en  m  a  1  tcril  sense,  at  all  har- 
monize witl  succeed  ng  \  lopl  ec  a  t  must  have  the 
symbolic  sense  we  g  ve  it  A^s.  n  it  t  were  literally 
true,  then  it  would  be  the  Milkninom  oi  linal  kingdom, 
which  it  ceitainly  is  not,  as  the  succeeding  i-evolutions 
among  the  nations  show.  That  it  is  the  vestibule  of  the 
Millennium,  wo  freely  admit. 

3.  "And  the  tour  and  twenty  elders,  which  sat  before 
Grod  on  their  seats,  fell  upon  tiieir  faces,  and  worehiped 
God,  saying.  We  give  thee  thanks,  O  Lord  God  Almighty, 
because  thou  hast  taken  to  thee  thy  great  power,  and 
hast  reigned."  Here  the  dual  symbols  of  Israel  give 
God  glory  tor  the  great  i-estoration,  and  the  establishing 
of  a  nationality  on  the  earth,  with  himself  and  Christ 
as  head. 

4.  "And  the  nations  were  angiy."  Tliat  is,  they  were 
gi'eatly  disturbed  at  the  rise  of  tlie  new  oi-dcr  of  things. 
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and  provoked  to  great  hostility,  and  prepared  for  rcvo- 
hition,  "And  thy  ■\vrath  is  come:"  that  is,  the  threat- 
ened jadgment  of  God  upon  tlie  desti-ojera  of  his  people. 
"And  the  time  of  the  dead,  that  they  should  be  judged:" 
that  ia,  the  time  for  ponving  judgments  on  account  of  the 
Bouls  slain  and  under  the  altar,  as  seen  in  tlie  fifth  seal. 
"And  that  thou  shonldesfc  give  reward  unto  thy  servants 
the  prophets:"  a  prophet  is  the  common  sei'iptural 
appellation  of  a  teacher  of  God's  truth.  The  rewai-d 
may  be  the  elevation  of  this  cla^  in  society.  "And  the 
saints :"  that  is,  Christians  generally.  "And  to  them 
that  fear  thy  name,  small  and  great:"  that  is,  to  the 
observers  of  God's  practical  laws,  by  mankind  generally ; 
it  is  a  comprehensive  and  emphatic  repetition  of  the 
reward  to  all  tme  Ohriatians,  of  eveiy  name,  "And 
shouldest  destroy  them  which  desti-oy  the  earth:"  that 
is,  the  whole  Roman  power,  the  church  and  state,  or  all 
the  iron  and  clay. 

The  affirmation  of  these  elders,  after  the  coming  of 
the  nationality  to  Israel,  is  a  full  prophetic  progi'amme 
of  the  whole  of  the  seventh  ti'umpet  period.  We  can 
not  well  imply  from  it  a  literal  resurrection  and  spiritual 
judgment  day  and  second  advent,  for  the  symbolic  terms 
are  not  strong  enough  to  give  grounds  for  such  opinion ; 
besides,  the  prophecy  is  generally  political,  rather  than 
spiritual. 

5.  "And  the  temple  of  God  was  opened  in  heaven, 
and  there  was  seen  in  his  temple  the  ark  of  his  testa- 
ment ;  and  there  were  lightnings,  and  voices,  and  thim- 
derings,  and  an  eai-thquake,  and  great  hail,"  Tiiia  is 
immediately  introductory  to  the  vials  of  wratli  and  the 
angels  from  Moimt  Zion,  and  is  prophetic  of  their 
intixwluction.  The  temple  represents  the  nationality  of 
Israel,  as  we  have  shown ;  and  the  ark  must  r 
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the  promises  that  it  should  be  restored.  The  lightnlnga, 
thunderings,  and  voices,  symbolize  the  preparation  of 
tho  political  heavens  for  the  changes  abont  to  transpire ; 
and  the  eai'thquahe  announces  the  fii-st  great  ehock  that 
overturns  the  scepter  of  monarchy,  and  opens  the  way 
for  its  final  doom.  The  seventh  trumpet,  being  the  final 
period  of  the  Bufferings  of  the  church,  it  is  twice  predicted, 
and  each  panorama  of  the  era  will  claim  our  attention. 

Paragraph   T. 


First  View.  United  States. — "And  I  loolied,  and 
lo,  a  lamb  stood  on  mount  Zion,  and  with  him  a  hun- 
dred forty  and  four  thousand,  having  their  father's  name 
written  in  their  foreheads." — Rev.  xiv.  "And  they  aung, 
as  it  were,  a  new  aong  before  the  threne,  and  before  the 
four  beasts,  and  the  elders.  And  no  man  could  leara 
that  song,  but  the  hundred  and  forty  and  four  thousand, 
which  were  redeemed  from  the  earth."  "  Tliese  were 
redeemed  from  among  men,  being  the  first  fruits  unto 
God  and  the  Lamb,"  This  is  so  poetic,  that  we  dislike 
to  translate,  it  into  matter  of  fact  on  earth.  Ent  it  was  a 
prophecy  of  things  on  earth,  for  Christ  said  so  to  John, 
The  order  of  its  realization  is  placed  before  the  conver- 
sion of  the  world ;  for  the  angel,  with  the  gospel  to  con- 
vert all  the  world,  goes  out  after  it  was  fulfilled.  As  it 
came  at  the  sound  of  the  seventh  trumpet,  and  before  the 
evangelization  of  all  the  world,  it  coincides  with  the  rise 
of  the  kingdom  of  Christ,  at  the  end  of  the  1360  days  of 
the  witnesses,  and  the  three  and  a  half  times  of  the 
woman  with  twelve  stars ;  and  must  coincide,  therefore, 
with  the  United.  States. 
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1,  Tlie  Z«Hi5.— Tliia,  as  we  IiavG  socn,  rGpresenta 
Christ  and  his  government.  A  lamb,  wounded  and  re- 
stored, shows  that  tlie  nationality  had  been  dead,  but, 
like  Jesus,  had  revived  again, 

2.  The  Company  of  the  Lamh. — As  the  lamb  sym- 
Ixilizes  the  rise  of  a  gi'cat  Christian  nationality,  with 
Christ  as  its  only  liead,  the  company  properly  represents 
tlie  cbui'ch  of  Christ.  Twelve  thousand  being  from  every 
tribe,  makes  one  hundi-ed  and  forty-four  thousand,  which 
indicates  Israel  restored, 

3.  Mount  ZwMi.— This  is  tJie  city  of  David,  and  was 
called  Ariel,  or  the  double  city.  So  that  this  new  king- 
dom, now  come,  is  twice  doubly  represented ;  onco  by 
the  lamb  and  liis  company,  aad  again  by  the  double 
city.  Mount  Zion  may  also  represent  the  religion  npon  . 
which  the  new  government  stood,  and  in  that  case  the 
lamb  coincides  with  the  temple ;  his  company  with  the 
woi-shipere  in  the  court  of  Israel,  or  court  of  the  altar; 
and  Mount  Zion  will  coincide  with  the  altar  which  sym- 
bolizes religion, 

4,  The  Wew  Song. — This  symbolizes  the  different 
condition  of  Cliristians  in  the  free  countiy  of  Clirist,  from 
that  elsewhere,  Tlie  song  of  the  Christians  in  America, 
at  our  nation's  birth,  was,  indeed,  a  new  song.  Never, 
since  Miriam  tuned  the  timbrel  of  redemption,  and  led 
the  host,  singing  the  song  of  Moses,  had  such  a  scene 
been  witnesseul,  as  that  when  our  tathera  entered  the 
temple  of  God,  and  exulted  over  the  dragon,  and  sung 
the  new  song  of  honor  to  the  Lamb,  Through  seas  of 
blood  the  chnreh  had  sailed  ;  molderiiig  arches  of  ages 
had  darkened  it  with  woe ;  flanked  by  dungeons ;  ob- 
structed by  tires  of  martyrdom ;  hunted  in  the  wilder- 
ness ;  chased  by  the  wolves  of  hell ;  driven  to  ocean  ; 
pursued  by  the  dragon  and  liis  angels,  it  conquered  ;  it 
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was  free ;  it  was  redeemed ;  it  stood  on  Mount  Zioii, 
and  ehonted  salvation  to  God  1 

Tlie  first  fruits  means  tlie  fii-st  people  in  the  realizing 
ago  that  had  chosen  God  as  tiieir  only  king.  The  first 
fruits  were  tlioae  old  pions  men  from  Plymontli  rock  to 
Georgia's  glades,  who  cast  the  dragon  from  the  church, 
and  spuniad  a  human  head  from  the  altar  of  tiieir  God. 
Kone  upon  earth  can  sing  the  song  we  sing,  but  those 
who  deny  prelates  and  kings  the  headship  of  tiie  chui-ch, 

5.  One  Hundred  and  Foriy-f OUT  Thousand. — Fi-ora 
close  calculation,  we  find,  tliei'e  were  just  about  thif. 
number  of  aduit  professed  Christians  in  our  country  at 
its  organization. 

Second  View.  The  Ohureh  and  State  Free. — Tlie 
next  vision  in  the  panoi-ama  is  one  of  great  gloiy, 
"And  I  eaw  another  angel  fly  in  the  midst  of  heaven, 
having  the  everlasting  gospel  to  preach  unto  them  thai; 
dwell  on  the  earth,  and  to  every  nation,  and  Idndred, 
and  tongue,  and  people,  saying,  with  a  lond  voice,, 
Fear  God  and  give  glory  to  him,  for  the  hour  of  hia 
judgment  \s  come,  and  worship  him  that  made  heaven 
and  earth,  and  tiie  sea,  and  the  fountains  of  waters." 
This  preaching  of  the  gospel  is  symbolic,  tor  it  had  been 
preached  from  the  days  of  the  Christ.  The  angel  had, 
however,  been  bound,  and  in  the  wildeniess ;  and  tiio 
holy  cit>'  iiad  been  trodden  under  foot  for  ages ;  and  it 
was  not  till  the  rise  of  our  conntrj'  that  the  gospel  wai^ 
preached  with  freedom.  The  flying  of  the  angel  in  the 
heavens,  symbolizes  that  preaching  and  the  church  were 
now  fi-ee,  and  would  continue  so.  This  pi-eaching  sym- 
bolizes all  gospel  agencies,  snch  as  the  press  and  pnlpit, 
and  missionary  and  bible  operations,  Ae  the  angel  went 
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through  the  heavens  ort'hureh  gcneially,  this  going  t'urth 
to  all  nations  represent^  the  universal  agency  of  the 
awakened  church  to  evangelize  the  world.  It  is  also 
remarkable,  that  just  as  soon  as  the  church  hae  been 
i-eady  to  send  the  gcepel  abroad,  the  old  barriera  have 
been  broken  down,  and  the  <loor  to  its  preaching  has 
been  opened.  But  this  angel,  at  this  period,  coincides 
with  the  fiery  stream  from  the  throne  of  the  ancient  of 
days,  and  must  represent  a  political  goepel  also.  This 
view  ia  confirmed  by  tlie  declaration  of  the  angel,  that 
the  hour  of  God's  judgment  was  come.  This  is  no  other 
than  the  political  judgment  of  the  ancient  of  days,  that 
was  to  d^troy  the  Eoman  monarchy.  It  is  also  con- 
firmed by  the  destruction  of  Babylon,  which  fnllnwed, 
and  which  was  the  i-esnlt  of  the  doctrines  of  this  angel. 

CLAUBB  III. 
Third  View.  Fall  of  ilie  Western,  or  Latin  Ohurcli. 
"And  thei"6  followed  another  angel,  saying,  Babylon 
is  fallen,  that  great  city,  because  she  made  all  nations 
drink  of  the  wino  of  the  wrath  of  her  fornication." 
Babylon  coincides  with  the  beast  with  a  wounded 
head,  and  with  the  harlot  on  the  beast  from  the  pit,  and 
is  the  imperial  church  of  Italy  and  Europe.  This  will 
be  overthrown  before  Europe  and  England,  for  such  is 
the  chronological  order  in  which  its  destruction  is  pkced. 
It  is  the  thiM  gi'eat  work  in  this  seventh  era,  or  timo  of 
the  end. 

CLAUSE    IV. 

Fourth  Yi&w.  Threat  Against  Great  Britain. — 
"And  the  third  angel  followed  them,  saying  with  a  loud 
voice,  If  any  man  worship  the  beast  and  his  image,  and 
receive  his  mark  in  his  forehead,  or  in  his  hand,  the 
same  shall  drink  of  the  wine  of  the  wrath  of  God,  which 
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18  poured  out  witliout  mixture  into  the  cup  of  liis  indig- 
nation. *  *  And  tliej  have  no  rest,  day  nor  night, 
who  ivorship  the  heaet  and  liis  image,  and  whosoever 
receivetli  the  raarii  of  his  name."  As  these  particnlai'a 
designate  the  Britkh  empire,  and  this  threat  is  first  ad- 
dressed to  tlioso  who  honor  the  lioraan  church,  and  those 
who  sustain  the  Englisti  church,  or  to  Eomish  Ireland 
and  Fuaejite  England,  Scotland  comes  in  for  ite  sliare, 
as  having  in  its  imperial  church  the  "mark  of  his 
name."  As  this  threat  follows  the  doom  of  Eomish 
Europe,  it  must  allude  to  the  new  and  threatening  atti- 
tude affairs  will  then  assume,  with  regai'd  to  the  church 
question  in  England  and  Ireland,  and,  finally,  in  Scot- 
land. The  utter  destruction  of  these  churches  will  fol- 
low, as  is  indicated  by  tlie  spiritual  torments  they  will 
receive  in  the  world  to  come,  which  symbolize  annihila- 
tion forever.  "  Here  is  the  patience  of  the  saints ; " 
that  is,  the  end  of  their  waiting.  "  Blessed  are  the  dead 
who  die  in  the  Lord  from  henceforth  ;  "  this  passage  is 
peculiarly  appropriate  to  this  period,  or  it  would  not 
have  been  assei-tcd  here.  Why  it  should  be  so,  let  events 
determine.  Doubtless  it  signifies  that  the  laborer's  works 
will  never  he  interfered  with,  but  will  prosper  in  accu- 
mulating Mefulness,  without  any  interruption,  to  the  end 
of  time. 

CLAUSE     V. 

Fifth  View.  Overthrov)  of  Mtrqpe  hy  Amerioa. — 
"And  I  looked  and  behold  a  white  cloud,  and  u^jon  the 
cloud  one  eat  like  unto  the  Son  of  man,  having  on  his 
head  a  golden  crown,  and  in  his  hand  a  sharp  sickle." 
This  symbolizes  the  United  States.  A  cloud  represents 
a  body  of  power  and  people ;  as  "  a  great  cloud  of  wit- 
nesses." Being  white,  it  denotes  a  Ciiristian  people ; 
and,  being  raised  from  the  earth,  shows  its  superiority 
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Over  all  opposition.  A  man  symbolizes  n,  boJy  of  gov- 
ernment resting  on  Christianity ;  tlie  diadem  of  gold  on 
Ilia  head,  shows  his  imperial  or  supreme  power  over  the 
nations ;  the  gold  of  his  crown  sliows  that  his  govera- 
ment  is  a  anity  and  precious ;  hia  sickle  sliows  his  war- 
like power,  and  preparation  for  the  harvest  of  war.  Tho 
clond,  and  the  man  upon  it,  coincide  with  the  dual  form 
of  Israel  restored ;  and,  being  in  the  image  of  the  Son 
of  man,  confirma  its  application  to  the  Israel  of  Christ. 
As  he  was  to  reap  tho  earth,  or  Roman  Europe,  he  coin- 
cides with  the  stone  from  the  mountain ;  tlie  ancient  on 
hia  throne;  the  man  child  from  tho  woman;  and  the 
man  with  many  crowns,  on  the  white  horse ;  and,  aa 
these  coincide  with  the  United  States,  so  must  he  also. 

"And  another  angel  came  out  from  the  temple,  crying 
■with  a  loud  voice,  to  him  that  eat  on  the  clond,  Thrust  in 
thy  sickle  and  reap,  for  the  time  is  come  for  thee  to  reap, 
for  the  liarvest  of  the  earth  is  ripe."  The  angel  from 
the  temple  is  an  agency  fram  the  civil  government,  call- 
ing upon  the  United  States  to  strike  tor  the  world's  re- 
dempt'  nf  monarchy.  The  time  being  come,  shows 
that  tl     w  Id  not  have  been  seasonable  at  an  earlier 

period   I    1 1!  at    ow  forbearance  was  no  virtae. 

"A  1 1  e  tl  at  sat  on  the  cloud  tliruet  in  hia  sickle  on 
the  ea  tl  ad  tl  earth  was  reaped."  This  single  thrust 
of  the  s  1 1  0  ides  with  the  single  stroke  of  the  stone 
upon  the  feet  of  the  image,  and  is  the  battle  of  the  gi-eat 
day.  How  swift  the  work  of  overtlirow  will  be !  how 
dreadful  the  fi-ay  when  the  thrones  shall  be  cast  down  by 
our  republic  I 

CLAUSE  VI. 

Sixth  Vievj.  OcertJirow  of  Britain. — "And  another 
angel  came  out  of  the  temple  which  is  in  heaven,  ho  also 
liaving  a  abaip  sickle."     As  the  temple  represents  tho 
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civil  (lepartnient  of  Cbrist's  Israel,  this  other  angel  with 
a  sickle  must  represent  some  warlike  Christian  power, 
about  to  attack  England.  This  angol  must  be  identified 
with  the  man  on  the  white  cloiid,  since,  in  the  taking  of 
the  beast,  the  false  prophet  ia  taken  with  him,  by  the 
man  on  the  white  horse,  who  coincides  with  tho  man  on 
the  cloud.  Attempts  may  be  made  by  the  liberals  of 
England  to  change  their  monarehy,  and  we  shall  be  in- 
volved. The  Irish,  or  Scotch,  it  would  seem,  then,  may 
coincide  with  this  angel  primarily,  or  the  liberal  party  in 
England. 

2.  "And  another  angel  came  ont  from  the  altar,  which 
had  power  over  fii-o,"  That  is,  a  war-produeing  agency 
was  to  be  manitested  from  the  religion  of  the  country. 
"And  cried  with  a  loud  ciy  to  him  that  had  the  sharp 
sickle,  saying,  Thrust  in  thy  sharp  sickle,  and  gather  the 
cKistei-s  of  the  vine  of  the  earth ;  for  her  grapes  are  fully 
ripe."  Tiiis  was  a  call  from  religion,  or  a  Cliriatiaii 
people,  to  the  civil  power  of  Christianity,  to  enlist  in 
war,  or  in  a  revolution. 

3.  "  The  vine  of  the  earth,"  must  be  that  empire 
wiiich  grew  up  IVom  the  Horaao  empire,  and  coincides 
with  tlie  two-horned  beast  from  the  earth,  or  the  British 
empire.  This  application  iimst  be  coiTect,  for  the  reap- 
ing of  the  earth  and  the  vine,  coincides  exactly  with  the 
taking  of  the  beast  and  false  prophet,  A  vine  repre- 
sents a  church,  and  its  clusters  represent  the  government 
which  grows  up  out  of  it.  The  gathering  of  the  clustei-s 
will,  therefore,  represent  the  overthrow  of  the  British 
monarchy.  Its  grapes  will  soon  be  fully  ready  to  be 
ti'odden  out. 

4.  "And  the  angel  tlirust  in  his  sickle  into  the  earth, 
and  gathered  the  vine  of  the  earth,  and  cast  it  into  the 
great  wine-press  of  the  wrath  of  God."    This  reaping 
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implies  the  declaration  of  wai-,  and  gi-appling  with  the 
mighty  power  of  Britain.  The  wine-press  of  the  wrath 
of  God,  symbolizes  tlie  most  terrific  destaiiction  by  war. 

5.  "And  the  wine-press  was  trodden  witljout  the 
city."  This  repi'esents  that  the  great  war  would  not  be 
on  the  continent  of- Europe,  but  outside  of  it.  The  term 
city  is,  tlu'oughout  Ecvelation,  uaed  to  designate  Eomaa 
Europe,  in  one  of  its  forms,  either  the  cliurch  or  state ; 
hence,  the  war  wae  not  to  bo  in  its  limite.  Perhaps  it 
will  be  on  the  island  of  England. 

6.  "And  the  blood  came  out  of  the  wine-press,  even 
unto  the  horse-bridles,  by  the  space  of  a  thousand  six 
hundi-ed  furlongs."  This  represents  the  greatest  slaugh- 
ter spoken  of  in  the  history  of  the  world.  The  extent 
of  the  country  over  which  it  spreads,  or  the  real  battle- 
field, is  stated  to  be  1600  furlongs,  or  200  mUes,  This 
will  coincide  with  the  length  of  England,  but,  if  a  fur- 
long be  taken  for  a  mile,  it  will  coincide  witli  the  United 
States,  as  the  battle-field.  These  two  gi-eat  battles  coin- 
cide with  Joshua's  two,  in  the  conquest  of  Canaan ;  in 
the  first,  he  met  the  five  powers  of  Canaan,  and  after- 
wai'd  the  i-emnant,  in  confederacy ;  and  so  the  United 
States  will  meet  five  gi'eat  powers  of  Europe,  and  then 
the  rest  in  confederacy,  and  slay  them  all. 


SeventJi,  View.  The  Millennium. — One  of  the  seven 
angels,  at  the  pouring  of  the  last  vial,  gave  John  a  full 
description  of  lioman  Europe,  church  and  state,  and 
also  of  the  powei-a  tliat  were  to  deeti'oy  them ;  and  gives 
two  descriptions  of  the  opening  of  the  Millennium ;  one 
by  a  view  of  the  chaining  of  the  dragon,  and  the  other 
by  the  symbol  of  the  marriage  supper  of  the  Lamb. 
Now,  one  of  these  two  views  appropriately  belongs  to 
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each  panoramic  lilstoiy  of  the  seycnth  trumpet  period, 
to  complete  the  harmony ;  and  the  maiTiage  sapper,  ap- 
pTOpriately,  belongs  to  the  panorama  we  are  now  view- 
ing. It  IB  recorded  in  the  nineteenth  chapter,  beginning 
■witb  the  sixth  vei-se. 

1.  "And  I  heai-d  as  it  were,  the  voice  of  a  great  mul- 
titude, and  as  the  voice  of  many  waters,  and  as  tlie  voice 
of  mighty  thuuderings,  saying.  Alleluia,  for  the  Lord  God 
Omnipotent  reigneth.  Let  us  be  glad  and  rejoice,  and 
give  honor  to  him,  for  the  manlage  of  the  Lamb  is 
come,  and  his  wife  hath  made  herself  ready."  This  rep- 
resents the  end  of  the  time  of  the  end.  Monai'chy.  in 
Em'ope  was  now  overthrown ;  Babylon  was  in  ashes ;  the 
nations  were  free,  and  a  new  order  of  things  appears ; 
and,  at  the  dawning  glory,  the  millions  of  the  liberated 
fill  the  world  with  songs  of  thanksgiving  to  God ,  the 
battle  was  over,  the  victory  gained,  and  the  Ramt'^  pos 
eessed  of  the  kingdom,  and  the  Clinsti\nb  luled  the 
world,  and  each  man  was  now  himself  a  hmg  and  prte&t 
to  God,  and  the  Christians  "  reigned  on  the  eai  th  "  This 
period  is  the  Millennial  one,  because  it  can  be  nothing 
else.  The  lamb  symbolizes,  as  we  have  seen,  the  civii 
government  of  Ohristianity,  with  Christ  as  itb  only  head 
The  lamb's  wife,  most  appropriately  symboliaeb  the  tine 
■nniversal  Christian  church,  as  all  will  allow  As  the 
harlot  and  beast,  or  imperial  church  and  stite,  were 
removed,  a  new  church  and  state  necessarily  and  nat 
nrally  succeed  in  their  room ;  the  former  had  lived 
together  incestnously,  but  the  new  relationship  of  law- 
ful nnion  is  represented  by  marriage.  The  union  of 
the  lamb  and  the  bride  represents,  therefore,  this  new 
government,  in  which  the  Christian  church  and  state  fill 
their  own  sphere  without  unholy  interference.  The 
bride  making  herself  ready,  represents  that  the  church 
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had  purified  itself  from  all  Roman  idolatry,  and  that  slia 
taught  and  received  the  gospel  in  ti'atli. 

3.  "And  to  her  was  granted  that  she  should  bo 
armjefl  in  fine  linen,  clean  and  white,  for  the  fine  linen 
is  the  righteousness  of  saints."  This  shows  that  tlie  bride 
represented  the  saints  or  Cln'istiana,  The  righteowsnesa 
of  the  saints,  represented  by  the  fiuelinen,  coincides  with 
the  freedom  from  the  scarlet  dress  of  Eome  and  all  her 
idolatry. 

3.  "And  he  saitk  imto  mo,  write  Blessed  ai-o  they 
which  arc  called  unto  the  niamage  supper  of  the  Lamb." 
That  is,  happy  are  they  who  then  shall  live  and  partici- 
pate in  the  new  oi'der  of  affairs  in  the  world. 

"And  who  shall  see  that  glorious  day, 

Wheo  throned  on  Zion'a  brow, 

The  Loi-d  Blmll  Uko  the  Yail  away, 

Whioli  IjUntls  the  nation's  brow." 

So  ends  this  panoramic  history  of  the  revolntionary 
period,  called  the  seventh  trumpet,  or  time  of  the  end. 
The  era  began  with  144,000  woreiiipers,  bnt  ends  with 
conntless  millions.  This  vision  of  the  period  has  given  a 
full  view  of  its  spiritual  mattej-s ;  and  we  now  turn  to  tlie 
other  panorama  in  which  political  visions  predominate. 

Paragraph  II. 


The  Second  Vial  Periods.— Thcsa  prophecies  ara 
announced  as  beglnnino;  at  the  rise  of  the  Cuited  States, 
as  did  the  other  panorama. 

CLAUSE  1. 

Mrst  View.  United  Slates. — 1.  "And  I  saw  another 
sign,  great  and  marvelous.  Seven  angels  having  the 
seven  last  plagues  ;  for  in  them  is  tilled  up  the  i\rafli  of 
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God,"  That  is,  all  tlie  ctn'sea  of  God  upon  Iiis  political 
foes,  were  to  be  poured  upon  them  dut'ing  the  seventh 
trumpet  era. 

2.  "And  I  saw,  as  it  were,  a  sea  of  glass  mingled 
with  fire ;  aud  them  tiiat  liad  gotten  the  victory  over 
the  beast,  and  over  liis  imago,  and  over  liis  niai'k,  and 
over  the  number  of  his  name,  stand  on  the  sea  of  glass, 
having  the  harps  of  God."  As  the  two  panoramas  of 
the  seventh  trumpet  coincide  upon  the  same  epochs,  the 
Lamb  and  his  company  on  Mt,  Zion,  must  coincide  with 
tiieso  victors  upon  the  sea  of  glass  and  fire.  A  sea  rep- 
resents a  body  of  people,  or  a  particular  sea  I'eprescnta  a 
paiiicular  ]iation.  Jeremiah  compares  tbe  Medo-Per-sian 
power  to  a  sea.  Glass  denotes  purity  and  consistency, 
and  fire  denotes  either  the  word  of  God  or  vengeance. 
As  the  Lamb  and  his  company,  therefore,  coincide  wiUi 
the  Israel  of  Christ  i-estored,  so  does  this  dual  or  frina! 
nationality,  composed  of  u  state  of  Christian  clinrclies 
and  the  trae  religion. 

We  have  already  shown  that  the  beast,  the  mark,  and 
his  image,  taken  togetlier,  symbolized  the  tnnal  form  of 
Great  Britain ;  and  these  victors  were,  therefore,  those 
who  had  conquered  Britain.  Thus,  again,  the  coinci- 
dence of  these  vietoiy  symbols  with  our  countiy  is 
remarkably  accurate.  From  the  revolutlonaiy  war, 
tlierefore,  we  sJiall  look  for  the  fulfillment  of  the  viaPa 
cui^ses  which  were  to  be  of  apolitical  character. 

3.  "After  that,  I  looked  and  beliold  the  temple  of  tlie 
tabei-nacle  of  the  testimony  in  heaven  was  opened,  and 
the  seven  angels  came  out  of  the  temple,  having  the 
seven  plagues."  As  the  temple  repriaented  the  civil 
power  of  Christ's  Israel,  these  vials  proceeding  from  it 
must  be  political  cnrees,  and  as  the  tabernacle  of  the 
testimony  was  opened,  we  see   the  fact  disclosed,  that 
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God  had  not  forgotten  his  promise  of  old,  to  i-oeompeiise 
judgment  upon  tiie  heathens  for  their  treatment  of  his 
people,  bat  was  now  going  to  be  as  good  as  his  word. 
After  these  angels  eanie  out  of  the  civil  department,  one 
of  the  four  boasts  gave  them  seven  vials  of  the  wi-ath  of 
God :  that  is,  these  agencies  were  put  intu  operation  by 
the  civil  government  of  Christ's  Israel,  and  which  is 
symbolized  by  all  or  one  of  the  beasts. 

Tlie  temple  being  filled  with  smoke,  so  that  none  could 
enter  till  the  plagues  were  fulfilled,  shows,  that  after  the 
rise  of  the  Unitcil  States,  no  utlier  people  could  estab- 
lish a  Christian  republic,  until  the  end  of  the  seventh 
trumpet  era. 

First  Vial.  Curse  on.  Britain. — "  I  heard  a  great 
voice  ont  of  tlie  temple,  saying  to  the  seven  angels.  Go 
yonr  ways,  and  pour  out  the  vials  of  the  wrath  of  God 
upon  the  earth."  This  expresses  that  the  corses  bhould 
proceed  from  civil  considerations, 

"And  the  first  went  and  poured  out  hia  vi^  upon  the 
earth ;  and  tliere  fell  a  noisome  and  grievous,  sore  upon 
the  men  which  had  the  mark  of  the  beast,  and  upon 
them  which  worshiped  his  image."  That  is,  this  vial 
was  poured  out  upon  the  British  nation,  ^\hich  was  rep- 
resented by  the  image  and  mark  of  the  beast,  A  sore 
symbolizes  a  great  affiiction,  and  one  of  long  continu- 
ance ;  and  the  grievous  sore  is  a  national  calamity  of 
great  and  continuous  extent;  and  the  sore  of  Great 
Britain  was  the  loss  of  her  must  glorious  jewels,  the 
thiiteen  immoi^tal  stars  that  will  forever  adorn  the 
temple  of  the  free.  Never  did  a  nation  suffer  such  a 
grievous  sore  and  stUl  survive,  without  prodigious  feel- 
ing on  account  of  the  loss. 

Second  Vial.  Reign  of  Ttrror  in  Pranoe  ^"And 
the  second  angel  poured  his  vial  ujion  the  sea,  and  it 
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,s  the  blood  of  a  dead  man ;  and  every  living  sonl 
died  in  the  sea."  The  sea,  generally,  represents  a  body 
of  people  in  a  state  of  fusion  or  agitation.  The  changing 
of'the  sea  to  blood,  shows  terrible  devastation  and  blood- 
shed in  the  community  called  the  sea.  The  death  of 
living  creatui-es  symbolizes  not  mere  individuals,  but 
minor  supports,  or  orders  of  state ;  snch  as  nobles,  dukes, 
counts,  earls,  etc.  This  vial  finds  a  coincidence  in  the 
reign  of  terror  in  France,  which  succeeded  the  British 
losses,  and  which  also  succeeded  the  revolution  of  1789. 
During  this  whole  period  the  whole  of  Prance  became  a 
scene  of  slaughter,  and  all  vestiges  of  the  foi-mer  gov- 
ernment perished.  "Who  is  not  familiar  with  this  dread- 
ful era  of  blood  ? 

Third  Vial.  German  and  Mountain  Cowitries. — 
"And  the  third  angel  poured  out  his  via!  upon  the  rivers 
and  fountains  of  watei-a,  and  they  became  blood.  And 
I  heai-d  the  angel  of  the  waters  say.  Thou  art  righteous, 
O  Lord,  which  ai-t,  and  wast,  and  shall  be,  because  thou 
bast  judged  thus.  For  they  have  shed  the  blood  of 
saints  and  prophets,  and  thou  hast  given  them  blood  to 
drink,  for  they  ai'e  worthy.  And  I  heard  another  out 
of  the  altar  say,  Even  so.  Lord  God  Almighty ;  true  and 
righteous  are  thy  judgments."  The  rivers  and  fountains, 
we  have  before  shown,  were  the  heads  of  empire  in 
Europe  Now  as  the  last  head  of  the  dragon  in 
E  rope  was  the  Ge  Tuin  a  d  Spanish  empire,  we  look  to 
ths  tor  ts  rent  ng  strengtl  as  coinciding  with  the 
r  vers  and  fo  i  ta  ns  of  waters  Now,  this  vial  coincides 
w  t!  the  te  iic  lesolat  on  eir  ed  into  the  Germanic 
b  Ij  an]  Spa  ly  tie  F  ench  The  German  empire 
was  shaken  to  its  center  by  war,  and  was  compelled  to 
sue  the  French  for  its  very  existence.  Savoy,  the  great 
desti'oyer  of  the  Waldenses,  was  wrested  from  it ;  tlie 
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TTnited  Provinces,  and  the  Helvetic  Confederacy,  and 
Spain,  were  filled  witli  blood  br  the  Frcncli.  These 
regions,  and  otiiurs  not  inentioned,  wero  all  great  mur- 
derers of  Oliristiana;  and  God,  through  France,  gave 
them  blood  to  drink.  These  countries  were,  literally, 
countries  of  rivei's  and  fountains ;  and,  figuratively,  were 
fountains  of  people,  and  heads  of  government. 

Fourth  Yial.  French  Empire. — "And  the  fourth 
angel  poured  out  his  vial  upon  the  sun  ;  and  power  was 
given  unto  him  to  scorch  men  with  heat.  And  men 
were  scorched  with  great  heat,  and  blasphemed  tlie  name 
of  God,  which  hath  power  over  these  plagues ;  and  they 
repented  not,  to  give  him  glory."  The  sun  is  the  civil 
power  of  greatest  magnitude  in  a  firmament  of  states, 
and,  as  these  vials  were  to  be  poured  ont  upon  the  state 
system  of  Europe,  the  principal  state  in  Europe,  at  the 
time  of  the  via!,  must  be  meant;  and  this  could  be  no 
other  than  France,  when  it  was  changed  to  an  empire  in 
1804.  The  scorching  rays  of  this  sun  were  felt  by 
France  itself,  by  Holland,  Switzerland,  Italy,  Spain,  and 
the. west  of  Germany,  and,  indeed,  by  all  Europe. 

Fifth  Yial.  Russia  Invaded. — "And  the  fifth  angel 
poured  out  his  vial  upon  the  seat  of  the  beast ;  and  his 
kingdom  was  full  of  darkness  ;  and  they  gnawed  their 
tongues  for  pain."  As  there  were  two  beasts,  the  ques- 
tion is  difficult  to  decide  which  one  is  referred  to  ;  we 
think,  however,  that  it  was  Russia,  or  t!ie  beast  from  the 
pit,  from  the  close  coincidence  in  fulfillment,  and  from 
the  feet  that  the  forty-two  months  were  expired.  The 
seat  of  a  beast  is  his  empire ;  and  the  filling  of  his  seat 
with  darkness,  is  the  filling  his  empire  with  great  afflic- 
tion ;  darkness,  with  the  old  prophets,  symbolized  war 
and  ruin.  The  French  invasion  of  Russia  is  one  of  the 
most  famous  in  history,  and  filled  it  with  darkness ;  and 
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the  people  literally  gaawecl  their  tongues  for  pain,  in  a 
wide  spread  degree. 

Sixth  Vial,  battle  of  Waterloo. — 1.  "And  the  sixth 
angel  poured  out  his  vial  upon  the  great  river  Euphrates, 
and  the  water  thereof  was  dried  np,  that  the  way  of  the 
liingB  of  the  east  might  be  prepared,"  1,  A  flowing 
river  is  a  nation  in  motion.  Now,  as  the  river  Euphrates 
was  the  ancient  river  of  Eaby!on,  so  this  nation  must 
tear  a  similar  relation  to  the  great  Babylon,  or  Europe. 
At  this  era,  the  Fi-ench  was  the  gi-eat  moving  nation  of 
Europe,  and  the  cause  of  all  its  enraes  -,  and,  to  cheek  their 
career,  would  be  to  dry  up  the  great  river  Euphrates. 
This  drying  up  of  the  Euphrates,  coincides  with  the  battle 
of  Waterloo,  by  which  the  tide  of  war,  in  Europe,  was 
checked,  and  was  followed  by  a  comparative  peace,  of 
thirty  or  more  years.  3.  This  cessation  of  war  was  to 
allow  the  kings  of  the  east  to  be  prepared  for  the  flna! 
battle  of  the  world.  Now,  by  this  cessation  of  the  French 
empire,  the  kingdoms  of  eastern  Em'ope  have  gi-own 
into  great  power;  but  especially  has  Kuseia  gathered 
the  eastern  kingdoms  under  its  wings,  and  will  gather 
more  and  more  until  the  war, 

2.  "And  I  saw  thi-ee  unclean  spirits,  like  frogs,  come 
out  of  the  mouth  of  the  beast,  and  out  of  the  month  of 
the  dragon,  and  out  of  the  mouth  of  the  false  prophet." 
A  spirit,  we  have  seen,  symbolizes  a  doctrine,  and  an 
unclean  spirit  symbolizes  an  un-Christian  doctrine.  A 
frog  has  no  scriptural  exposition  among  the  prophets, 
except  that  of  a  destroyer. — Psa.  Ixxviii.  The  ancients 
considei-ed  them  inhabitants  of  the  Stygian  lake.  The 
dragon  represents  the  civil  or  monarchical  power  in 
Europe ;  the  beast  from  the  pit  coincides  with  Russia ; 
and  the  false  prophet  coincides  with  the  fitth  head  of  the 
dragon,  or  England.    Now,  the  year  following  the  battle 
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of  Waterloo,  the  sovereigns  of  Eui'ope  agreed  to  tha 
doctrinea  of  the  holy  alliancG.  "  The  pi-ofesaed  object  of 
tliis  tripla  alliance  was  to  preaerva  the  peace  of  Eiu-ops 
on  the  principles  which  Gorl,  in  his  revelation,  has 
pointed  out,  as  the  Ronrce  of  trancjniHity  and  prosperity. 
Bnt  the  parties  nnderstood  by  these  principles  the  main- 
tenance of  despotic  power,  and  made  their  engagement 
a  pretext  for  resisting  the  effbiiB  made  eiibseqnently  by 
several  nations,  to  establish  constitutional  freedom." — 
{Taylor's  Hist.)  The  sovereigna  of  Eussia,  Prassia, 
and  Austria,  signed,  at  Paris,  the  league  called  the  holy 
alliance.  They  declared  in  this  their  determination  to 
make  Christianity  the  basia  of  their  actions,  domestic 
and  foreign.  Tbey  asserted  their  divine  right  to  govern 
"  iTiree  hranc/ies  of  one  and  the  same  Christian  nation." 
They  invited  England  to  become  a  party ;  the  regent 
declined  hia  signature,  bnt  expressed  his  appeoval. 

Legitimacy,  elmreh  snpremaey,  and  the  divine  rights 
of  kings,  -R-ei-e  the  three  horrid  doctrines  really  taught 
by  Britain,  Kussia,  and  European  monai'chy,  after  the 
war  with  Fi-ance.  England  spent  $100,000,000  to  es- 
tablish th^e  three  principles  in  tlie  war  with  France ; 
and  yet  England  tallis  of  being  the  bulwark  of  fi'eedom, 
while  she  has  been  to  the  world  the  bulwark  of  hell ; 
she  holds  these  docti'ines  now  in  full,  and  will  fight  to 
uphold  the  most  degraded  despotism  on  earth, 

3.  "  For  they  are  the  spirits  of  devils,  working  mir- 
acles, which  go  forth  nnto  the  kings  of  the  earth,  and  of 
the  whole  world,  to  gather  them  to  the  battle  of  that 
great  day  of  God  Almighty."  These  doctrines  have 
been  proclaimed  to  monarcha  as  the  true  basis  of  their 
thrones,  and  they  ai'e  now  ready  to  sustain  them  by  the 
sword  against  the  rights  of  men  ;  and,  imdoubtodly,  will 
nltimate  in  a  confederacy  of  monai"cha  in  Europe,  for  a 
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common  cause  and  a  common  danger  ■wilt  drive  theyii 
together.  That  battle  of  the  great  day  is  the  one  pre- 
dicted  at  the  beginning  of  time,  and  ia  now  neai'  at  hand. 

4.  "  Beiiold,  I  come  as  a  thief.  Blessed  is  he  that 
beepeth  Iiis  garments,  l^t  he  walk  nalied,  and  they  see 
his  shame."  This,  donbtless,  is  a  Sgare  of  speech,  refei-- 
ring  to  the  coming  of  a  people  of  Christ,  that  shoiihl 
breafe  this  grand  coalition  to  atoms.  The  United  States, 
as  a  legitimate  child  of  God,  has  never  been  recognized 
by  the  Europeans ;  it  is  stealing  upon  them  as  a  thief. 
The  passage  can  not  i-efer  to  the  second  advent  literally. 

5.  "And  he  gathered  them  into  a  place,  called,  in  the 
Hebrew  tongue,  Armageddon."  The  three  Bpirita  are 
here  represented  as  one  power,  which  shows  a  consolida- 
tion of  the  beast,  dragon,  and  prophet,  Armageddon, 
or  plain  of  Esdrelon,  or  valley  of  Jeareel,  was  the  greatest 
plain  ia  the  Holy  Land,  and  where  many  great  battles 
were  fought.  As  the  term  is  here  used  metaphorically, 
it  mnst  represent  a  gi'eat  place  in  the  land  of  Christ's 
Israel,  which  coincides  with  the  literal  term.  Now,  as 
the  Enropean  power  was  to  perish  between  the  seas,  this 
battie-field  seems  to  coincide  with  the  valley  of  the  Mis- 
Bissippi.  This  battle,  it  is  plain,  was  not  fought  in  this 
vial  era,  but  the  preparatious,  and  calculations,  and 
initiatory  preliminaries,  had  been  taken,  that  were  soon 
to  result  in  it ;  and  that,  too,  rather  unexpectedly. 

Seventh  Vial.  Overthrov)  of  the  Western  Ohuroh. 
Ths  Great  BaiUes.  Thvrd  Woe. — This  era  will  close 
the  warfare  of  the  world,  and  work  its  great  release.  We 
are  now  within  its  limits,  and  shall  soon  hear  the  clang  of 
Michael's  trumpet,  that  shall  fill  the  eai-th  with  trouble, 
such  as  was  never  dreamed  of  here  below.  Great  God ! 
prepare  us  against  the  deadly  tide  of  woe  that  must  roll 
over  us  soon,  and  deluge  the  globe  with  blood. 
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1.  "And  the  seventh  angel  poured  his  via!  into  the 
air,"  The  air  symbolizes  the  whole  political  firmament 
of  Eomc,  or  the  whole  yegion  of  Satan's  political  rule  in 
the  old  euipiro  in  Eui'ope ;  hitherto,  the  disturbances 
had  rather  been  local,  bnt  now  they  -were,  to  be  general. 

2.  "And  thei-e  came  a  great  voice  out  of  the  temple 
of  heaven,  from  the  throne,  saying.  It  ia  done ; "  that  is, 
the  last  curse  of  God  on  men  has  begun,  and  will  soon 
close  the  drama  of  the  strife  for  freedom. 

3.  "And  there  were  voices,  and  thunders,  and  light- 
nings." These  are  the  symbols  of  a  coming  political 
storm. 

4.  "And  there  was  a  gi-eat  earfchqaake,  such  as  was 
not  since  men  were  upon  earth ;  so  mighty  an  earth- 
quake, and  so  great ;  and  the  great  city  was  divided 
into  three  parts;  "  or,  more  literally,  (accoi-ding  to  Griea- 
bach,)  "  was  afiected  in  three  parts  ; "  that  is,  three  gi-eat 
parts  were  prominently  affected  by  the  shock.  Now,  if 
we  look  to  the  politicaJ  earthquake  in  Eorope,  in  1848, 
we  find  it  the  greatest  period  of  insuiTection  ever  known 
upon  earth ;  and,  also,  that  Europe,  or  the  gi'eat  city, 
was  mostly  aflected  in  three  great  parts,  the  German 
empire,  Fmnce,  and  Italy,  by  these  insurrections.  The 
coincidence  is  remarkably  accurate. 

5.  "And  the  cities  of  the  nations  fell."  It  ia  also 
remarkable  that,  in  184S,  the  cities  were  universally 
overthi-own ;  and  the  cities,  generally,  took  the  lead  in 
the  great  uprising  and  overthrowing.  As  the  shock  of 
a  natural  earthquake  soon  passes  away,  so  this  political 
one  ceased,  and  only  its  traces  of  destruction  are  visible, 
for  the  natural  on^er  of  things  has  been  resumed. 

6.  "And  great  Babylon  came  into  remembrance 
before  God,  to  give  unto  her  the  cup  of  the  wine  of  the 
fierceness  of  his  wrath."    By  comparing  this  last  vial 
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period  of  this  panorama  with  the  events  of  the  Erst  pan- 
orama, we  shall  see  that  the  gospel  angel  filled  an  era 
fraiii  the  rise  of  our  country  to  the  fall  of  Babylon  ;  and, 
by  consequence,  the  angels  and  events  which  follow  him, 
all  coincide  with  the  era  of  the  seventh  vial,  beginning 
with  the  fall  of  Babylon.  Babylon  is  the  state  church 
in  Europe,  of  which  the  papal  power  is  tlie  head,  Thi3 
■whole  power  is  now  to  be  overthrown  with  terrible 
slaughter.  "And  eveiy  island  fled  away,  and  the  moun- 
tains were  not  fonnd  ;  "  that  is,  all  the  state  church  in- 
stitutions are  to  be  overturned ;  not  a  pariah,  nor  a 
bishoprick  is  to  remain  ;  all  of  its  glory  is  to  perish. 

7.  "And  there  fell  upon  men  a  great  hail  out  of 
heaven ;  "  that  is,  a  terrible  destruction  by  war  fell  upon 
the  minions  of  Babylon,  the  officers  and  establishments 
of  the  church.  "Every  stone  about  the  weight  of  a 
talent."  Nothing  can  intimate  a  speedier  and  more 
complete  overthrow  than  this.  Hail  like  this,  falling 
tliick  as  rain-drops,  would,  in  ten  minutes,  demolish  all 
creation,  "And  men  blasphemed  God,  because  of  the 
plague  of  the  haii;  for  the  plague  was  exceeding  great," 
The  term  men  symbolizes  a  collective  body ;  and  here  it 
represents  the  people  of  Babylon  who  were  not  involved 
in  the  immediate  destruction.  At  this  annunciation  the 
prophet  receives  a  full  description  of  the  two  great 
powers  which  are  to  be  overthrown,  and  also  of  their 
destroyers. 

To  these  we  shall  now  turn.  "We  must,  however, 
enumerate  the  great  occun-ences  belonging  especially 
to  this  vial.  It  begins  with  the  eartliquake,  or  insur- 
rections of  18i8,  and  then  discloses  the  fall  of  Bab- 
ylon, or  the  western  state  church;  and  then  the  con- 
quest of  Europe  and  Britain  by  the  United  States.  The 
fall  of  Babylon,  in  the  first  panorama,  coincideR  with  its 
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fall  here ;  tlie  ti'onbles  of  England  also  coincide  with  the 
fall  of  Babyicni ;  the  reaping  of  the  eaitli,  by  the  man  on 
the  cloud ;  and  the  reaping  of  the  vine,  bj  the  angel  fi'om 
the  temple,  coincide  ■with  the  taking  of  the  beast  and 
false  prophet,  by  the  man  on  the  white  horee.  Keep 
these  points  in  view.  "We  now  turn  to  the  description 
of  the  great  eubjects  of  destruction,  and  their  destroyed ; 
they  are  as  follows :  Babjion  and  its  destroyere ;  the  ten 
kingdoms  and  Kuasia ;  the  beast ;  and  the  man  on  the 
white  horse. 

CLAUSE     II. 

Seoo7id  View.  Babylon  ci/nd  the  Beast,  or  the  State 
Chiireh,  and  Russia  and  Europe.— ^''KnA  there  camo 
unto  me  one  of  the  seven  angels  wliich  had  the  seven 
vials,  and  talked  with  me,  saying  unto  me,  Come  hither, 
I  will  show  unto  thee  the  judgment  of  the  great  whore 
which  sitteth  upon  many  waters."  This  declares  that 
he  will  show  the  destruction  in  a  clear  light,  "  With 
whom  the  kings  of  the  earth  have  committed  fornication, 
and  the  inhabitants  of  the  earth  have  been  made  drunk 
with  the  wine  of  her  fornication.  So  be  cai-ried  me 
away  into  the  wilderness  ;  and  I  saw  a  woman  sit  upon 
a  scarlet-colored  beast,  iViU  of  names  of  blasphemy, 
having  seven  heads,  and  ten  horns,  &c.,  &c.  And  upon 
her  forehead  was  a  name  written:  Mystery,  Babylon 
the  Oreat,  the  Mother  of  Harlots,  and  Ahominations 
fff  the  Earth.  And  I  saw  the  woman  drunken  Ivith  the 
blood  of  the  martyrs  of  Jesue,"  After  this  description, 
an  interpretation,  or  another  view  is  given  of  four  par- 
ticulars. "I  will  tell  thee  the  mystery  of  the  woman,  and 
of  tlie  beast  that  cameth  her,  which  hath  seven  heads 
and  ten  horns." 

1.  The  beast. — "The  beast  then  sawest  was,  and  is 
not."     A  beast,  we  know,  represents  an  empire ;   and 
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the  aevGn-headecl  beast  with  a  wounded  Iie.id,  and  the 
Beven-headed  dragon  coincide,  in  their  gi'cat  features, 
with  this  beast  from  the  pit ;  but  as  the  seven-headei^ 
beast,  with  the  wounded  head,  was  the  Koman  universal 
church,  it  here  coincides  witli  the  harlot  Babylon ;  anc 
this  beast  from  tho  pit  must  coincide  with  the  dragon  : 
and,  therefore,  it  repi-esents  the  Eomish  empire.  Thif- 
empire,  says  the  text,  "  wae  and  is  not."  Tho  symbol  v 
constnicted  bo  as  to  talie  in  the  whole  hietoiy  of  the  em- 
pire, from  the  day  the  harlot  was  seated  upon  it,  or  thi 
church  was  united  t«  it:  it  "was  and  is  not,"  shows 
that  the  empire,  as  originally  formed,  had  ceased  to  exist 
at  this  time.  The  time  of  the  seeing  of  this  vision  v/Bt- 
in  the  seventh  trumpet  period,  and  in  the  last  vial  period 
of  it ;  tor  so  the  text  states,  and,  of  course,  the  condition 
of  the  Eomau  empire  in  that  period,  is  the  one  in  which 
tlie  apostle  stood,  looking  backward  to  the  past,  and  for- 
vford.  to  the  future. 

"  And  shall  ascend  out  of  the  bottomless  pit.''  Thi- 
ive  have  seen  coincides  with  Asia,  or  barbarism.  The 
empire  of  Rome  is,  therefore,  to  arise  again,  and  th( 
origin  of  this  last  formation  is  to  be  in  Asia,  or,  perhap 
more  properly,  among  endless  swarms  ol  barbarians 
"With  this  description,  Russia  exactly  coincides,  "  I 
began  in  liG-i,  with  Ivan,  of  the  family  of  Em'ic  ;  am 
up  to  this  time,  the  different  paita  of  those  vast  region^ 
had  been  ruled  by  many  petty  chiefe." — (Tai/Ioi:) 

"  And  go  into  perdition."  That  is,  the  empire  sbal 
be  reformed  in  its  original  dimensions,  and  then  be  de 
stroyed.  "  And  they  that  dwell  on  the  earth  shall  won- 
der," (whose  names  were  not  written  in  the  book  of  lift 
li'om  the  fall  of  the  world).  That  is,  all,  but  true  Chris- 
tians, fehall  wonder  at  the  domination  of  Bussia  ovei 
Europe,

"  When  they  behold  the  beast  that  was  and  is  not  and 
yet  is."  That  is,  when  they  shall  see  the  empire,  now 
broken  but  etill  existing,  arising  to  its  original  extent. 
From  tliis  it  is  clear  that  the  empire,  in  its  broken  con- 
.dition,  is  etill  regained  as  the  Eoman  empire ;  this  will 
bo  further  evident  from  what  follows. 

"And  here  is  the  mind  which  hath  wisdom.  The 
seven  heads  are  seven  mountains  on  which  the  woman 
eitteth."  A  mountain  always  signifies  a  superior  and 
great  empire  or  kingdom  :  the  womsm,  therefore,  or  Ko- 
man  church,  was  to  rest  upon  seven  great  governments. 
To  nialte  these  mountains  coincide  witli  the  seven  little 
hills  of  the  city  of  Eome,  is  the  lowest  depths  of  absurdity, 

"  And  there  are  seven  Icings."  This  is  but  a  repeti- 
tion, or  double  declaration,  of  the  fact  that  the  Koman 
church  would  rest  upon  seven  great  heads  of  empire. 
These  seven  mountains,  and  seven  kings,  coincide  with 
the  seven  heads,  for  the  text  says  bo  ;  and,  as  the  heads 
represented  the  great  successive  forms  in  which  the 
empire  would  exist,  the  mountains  and  seven  kings  do 
the  same. 

"  Five  are  fallen,  and  one  is,  and  the  other  is  not  jet 
come."  This  at  once  shows  that  these  heads,  or  govern- 
ments, were  to  succeed  each  other  chronologically.  Five 
were  fallen ;  that  is,  had  ceased  to  be  "  loi-ds  of  the  ascen- 
dent." The  sixth  was  dominant  at  the  time  of  this  vision, 
and  must  have  been  the  British  empire.  Another  su- 
preme aristocracy  was  to  arise  before  the  destruction  of 
Babylon.  "And  when  he  cometh  he  must  continue  a 
short  space."  The  last  head  wil!  continue  as  an  empii'e 
but  a  veiy  little  time. 

"  And  the  beast  that  was  and  is  not,  even  he  is  the 
eighth,  and  is  of  the  seven."  That  is,  the  old  empire 
which  was  broken,  and  is  now  broken,  shall  be  united 
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in  one  head  or  government,  which  shall  constitute  the 
eighth  form  in  which  the  empire  shall  appear.  As  it 
was  to  be  of  the  eeveD,  and  yet  was  the  eighth,  and  as 
the  eighth  was  to  be  as  the  first  empire  in  magnitude 
and  power,  it  follows  that  it  thus  woiild  be  the  seventh 
empire  in  one  sense,  and  the  eighth  in  another.  Now, 
the  Roman  empire  before  it  was  divided  was  i-epi-eaented 
by  a  beast  with  a  single  head  ;  but  as  it  was  to  be  existent 
in  seven  other  forms,  the  seventh  of  these  divisions  would 
be  the  eighth,  counting  in  the  original  head  or  universal 
consolidated  empire.  And  as  the  last  head  of  the  seven 
was  to  coincide  with  the  first  beast,  (verse  8,)  which  is 
not  reckoned  among  the  divided  seven  heads,  it  fol- 
lows that  the  seventh  antocraey  of  the  heads  would 
really  be  the  eighth  as  well  as  the  seventh.  Each  head 
of  the  beast  represents,  for  the  time  being,  the  whoio 
empire,  but  the  seventh  head  alone  coincides  with  the 
original  empire.  The  original  empire  existed  in  three 
continents,  and  the  last,  or  seventh  head,  was  also  to  ex- 
tend to  three.  Tlie  first  head  was  the  empire  during 
chureh  and  state  imion,  and  before  the  breaking  of  the 
empire.  The  vision  only  goes  back  to  the  union  of 
church  and  state,  for  it  does  not  exhibit  anything  anterior 
to  the  time  when  the  harlot  Babylon  sat  upon  the  beast. 
The  whole  meaning  of  the  beast,  tliei'efore,  amounts  to 
this :  the  Roman  empire  existed  as  a  unit  in  three  con- 
tinents, and  the  chnrch  was  then  united  to  it ;  after  this 
it  was  broken  up,  and  was  represented  by  seven  succes- 
sive empires,  which  were  not  as  great  as  the  original  one ; 
but  the  seventh  after  its  rise,  was  to  extend  to  three  con- 
tinents, as  did  ancient  Rome,  These  heads  were  also  to 
exist  in  Enrepe,  but  the  last  was  to  be  of  Asiatic  or  bar- 
barons  origin.  Hence,  the  terms,  "was  and  is  not 
and  yet  is,"  represent  the  original  Roman  empire,  and 
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its  broken  state,  in  which  the  original  monarchy  was 
represented  by  lesser  heads  or  empires,  in  the  old  tenitoiy 
of  Rome.  The  seven  we  have  seen  'were,  the  Western 
empire,  Charlemagne's  empire,  the  papal  empire,  the 
empire  of  Charles  T.,  the  British  empire,  the  French 
empire,  and  the  Knasian  from  Asia,  and,  counting  the 
original  empire,  we  have  eight  heads  upon  the  beast. 
We  also  learn  from  this,  that  Russia  will  equal  in  extent 
the  o!d  empire  of  Rome,  and  will  possess  Africa,  as  well 
as  Asia  and  Europe.  This  confederacy  is  further  on 
expressly  stated. 

As  the  seven-headed  dragon  coincides  with  this  beast, 
we  learn  that  each  head  of  the  dragon  represented,  for 
the  time,  the  whole  dragon,  or  each  smaller  empire  of 
the  seven  represented,  for  the  time,  the  whole  empire  of 
monarchy.  Hence,  Britain,  as  one  of  these  seven  heads, 
represented  the  whole  dragon,  or  all  monarchy,  in  its 
attack  upon  America  in  the  revolutionary  war. 

2.  The  Ten  Horns.— '"''  And  the  ten  horns  which  thon 
Baweat,  are  ten  kings  (kingdoms)  which  have  received 
no  kingdom  as  yet."  That  is,  ten  kingdoms  in  Europe 
will  receive  strength  from  Russia.  The  next  clause  ex- 
plains the  term  kingdom  to  be  power  or  stability,  "But 
receive  power  as  kings  one  hour  with  the  beast."  That 
is,  according  to  the  analogy  of  the  symbol,  about  twenty- 
one  years,  or  sixteen  yeai's,  or  less.  The  term,  "  ten 
kings,"  relates  to  ten  kingdoms  in  the  last  stage  of  the 
history  of  monarchy.  Now,  according  to  Daniel,  ten 
were  to  begin  at  the  breaking  up  of  the  empire.  It  is 
possible  that  there  have  been  seven  periods  in  which 
ten  kingdoms  have  been  found,  in  Europe,  coeval  with 
each  other. 

"  These  have  one  mind,  and  shall  give  their  power  and 
strength  unto  the  beast."     That  is,  they  shall  unite  their 
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forces  or  confederates  with  Russia.  This  would  be 
natural,  as  tliey  were  tiplield  and  preserved  by  Eussia. 
We  may,  therefore,  look  for  these  in  the  Eoutli,  and  east, 
and  middle  of  Eui-ope,  What  powers  they  ai-e,  or  will 
be,  let  time  determine. 

"  Tiiese  shall  make  war  with  the  lamb."  The  lamb 
coincides  with  the  man  with  many  crowns ;  and  of  coni'se 
these  Era'opean  static,  backed  by  Eussia,  will  make  war 
upon  the  United  States.  "  And  the  Iamb  shall  overcome 
them."  Em'ope  will  be  defeated  by  us.  ^^  For  he  is 
Lord  of  lords  and  King  of  kings."  The  name*  or  at- 
tributes of  God  are  here  given  to  his  Christian  Israel, 
and  shows  that  he  will  be  with  us.  "  And  they  that  are 
with  him  are  called,  and  chosen,  and  faithful."  As  this 
combat  is  a  military  one,  the  true  and  faithful  symbolize 
the  American  people,  ever  trae  and  faithful  to  Christian 
republicanism. 

3.  The  Harlot  Babylon. — "  Tlie  waters  which  thou 
sawest  where  the  whore  sitteth,  are  people,  and  multi- 
tudes, and  nations,  and  tongues.  And  the  woman  which 
thou  sawest,  is  that  gi'eat  city  which  roigneth  over  the 
kingdoms  of  the  earth,"  Church  and  state  union  in  the 
Koman  empire,  are,  in  these  descriptions,  mentioned 
twice :  first,  the  whore  in  many  waters ;  and  second,  the 
woman  on  the  scarlet-colored  beast.  It  includes  the 
papal  power  and  ait  of  Christianity,  united  to  the  state 
in  any  form  or  kind,  and  in  all  stages  of  the  empire.  A 
harlot  is,  among  the  prophets,  a  common  symbol  of  a 
corrupt  church.  Extended  proofs  of  our  position  here  are 
useless;  for  all  can  see  that  the  dragon  and  beast  with  a 
wounded  head,  coincide  with  the  beast  and  harlot,  and 
that  church  and  state  in  union,  are  represented  by  them

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sevei-ally.  Tbe  capital  of  the  harlot's  empire  is  Italy. 
"And  the  ten  horns  which  thou  eaweet  upon  the  beast, 
these  shall  hate  the  whore,  and  shall  make  her  desolate 
and  naked,  and  bum  her  with  fire."  These  are  symbols 
of  terrible  desti'nction.  Observe,  then,  that  the  European 
kingdoms  will  destroy  this  church  and  confiscate  its 
property;  and  as  Italy  is  its  capital,  we  may  expect  the 
deatructioii  to  begin  there,  "  For  God  hath  pnt  it  into 
their  hearts  to  fulfill  his  will,  and  to  agree  to  give  their 
kingdom  unto  the  beast,  until  the  words  of  God  be  ful- 
filled." Here,  a  confederacy  of  these  European  kingdoma 
with  Eussia  is  distinctly  announced,  and  the  destruction 
of  the  state  church  in  Europe  will  be  the  consequence. 
It  is  the  will  of  God  that  this  should  be,  so  as  to  execats 
judgment  on  the  cori'upt  church.  We  may  remark  that 
the  term  city  symbolizes  all  Europe ;  the  term  great  city 
symbolizes  the  whole  political  church  system. 

4.  Destruction  of  Babylon.— Ta^  destroyers  of  Bab- 
ylon, the  harlot,  we  have  seen,  will  be  the  European 
kingdoms  in  conjunction  with  Kussia :  the  desti'uctiou 
itself  most  demands  attention ;  the  description  is  too 
lengthy  to  copy,  and  we  refer  the  interested  to  it,  as 
detailed  in  Eev,  sviii.  An  angel  came  down  and  filled 
the  world  with  gloi-y,  and  "cried  mightily  with  a  strong 
voice,  Fallen,  fallen,  is  Babylon  the  gi-eat."  "  Come  out 
of  her,  my  people,  that  ye  be  not  partakers  of  her  sins." 
Although  the  political  church  of  the  Roman  empire  has 
been  very  corrupt,  yet  thousands  of  the  pious  have  lived 
and  do  live  in  its  communion.  This  call  is  to  all  of  them 
to  reject  it  and  leave  it  quickly.  "Her  plagues  shall 
come  in  one  day,  desti-uction  and  mourning  and  famine." 
"  For  in  one  hour  is  so  great  riches  come  to  nanght." 
"And  a  mighty  angel  took  up  a  stone,  like  a  great  mill- 
stone, and  cast  it  into  the  sea,  saying,  Thus  with  violence 
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shall  that  great  city  Babylon  be  thrown  down  and  fonnd 
no  more  at  all."  The  destruction  will  not  only  be  ter- 
rific, bnt  it  will  be  sudden.  "And  in  her  was  found  the 
blood  of  prophets,  and  of  saints,  and  of  all  that  were 
elain  upon  the  earth."  It  has  been  computed  that  not 
less  than  50,000,000  of  ChriBtians  have  been  put  to  death 
by  the  eiiurch  eince  its  union  with  the  state,  and  this  is 
a  small  estimate.  God'"has  not  forgotten  this  long  cai-eer 
of  blood,  and  he  calls  upon  all  to  reward  this  clmrch  as 
it  i-ewai'ded  Ohrietians  in  past  ages.  He  eaye,  "Eejoice 
over  her,  thou  heaven,  (or  church,)  and  ye  holy  apostles 
and  prophets,  for  God  hath  avenged  you  on  her."  And 
who  would  not  rejoice  on  an  occasion  when  God  rejoices 
to  avenge  the  sufferings  of  helplees  innocence  for  ages. 
Immediately  on  tlie  destruction  of  tliis  power,  we  find 
the  nations  filling  the  world  with  shouts  of  salvation  and 
alleluias,  on  account  of  this  destruction.  As  soon  as 
this  event  transpires,  the  gospel  will  fly  like  lightning 
over  Europe,  and  prepare  its  way  for  republicanism. 
We  have  seen,  in  this  episode,  the  two  great  characters  to 
be  desti'oyed  in  the  seventh  vial  period,  and  also  their 
destroyers,  bnt  we  now  come  to  a  full  view  of  the 
destroyer  of  the  beast.* 

*  Tiinal  and  absolute  soTsreignty  over  the  enrtli  is  tl  e  fa  th  f 
Rome,  and  ■whateTer  disasters  may  befall  her,  she  will  at  U  at  pat 
real  supremacy  in  the  end.  Hef  confidence  that  ahe  ■mil  b  n  th 
ascendant  in  Uie  TJnitel  States,  is  not  likely  to  be  shak  n  and  th 
failii  will  affect  hoi-  conduct  and  lead  to  the  snbTeraion  f  1  gi 
liberty  here,  if  in  her  power.  We  may,  therefore,  well  pp  ae  tim. 
she  is  now  laboring  to  establish  her  throne  among  ua,  by  beoommg  n 
politioo-religions  element  in  onr  elections,  and  at  her  fall  in  Encopa 
we  may  anticipate  that  she  will  redouble  her  efforts  to  destroy  Bible 
deraooraJjy.  She  will  fail  of  her  ends,  for  Providence  will  bring 
moaoa  to  thwart  her  ;  Jesuits  will  be  met  by  organizations  posacBsed 
of  aa  much  intelligonco  as  themsolvca ;  and  American  shrewdness 
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CLAUSE  III. 
Third  View.  The  Man  with  Ma/ny  Crowns  on  a 
White  Sorse,  or  the  United  States  of  Ainerioa.—l. 
"And  I  saw  heaven  opened,  and  behold,  a  white  horse, 
and  he  that  sat  upon  him  was  callisd  Faithful  and  True." 
A  man,  we  have  seen,  symbolizes  a  body  of  government, 
and  a  white  horae  the  Christian  religion.  These  two, 
thei-efore,  represent  a  Christian  nationality,  and  the 
terms  faithliil  and  true,  symbolize  the  truthfulness  of  tJio 
civil  power,  to  the  principles  of  Christianity. 

2.  "  In  righteousness  he  doth  judge  and  make  war." 
The  term  "  doth  judge,"  signifies  that  the  mode  of  hia 
government  is  just,  for  a  nation  judging,  is  a  nation 
ruling.  This  could  not  be  a  monarchy,  for  God  hates 
monarchy  as  the  spawn  of  the  devil.  The  making  war 
in  righteoi^ness,  or  on  account  of  right  principles,  is 
another  characteriBtic  of  this  nation,  and  indicates  its 
disposition  to  treat  all  nations  uprightly,  but  to  fight 
them  if  they  do  not  recipTOcate  righteousness. 

3.  "  His  eyes  were  as  a  flame  of  fire."  Eyes  symbol- 
ize watchfulness ;  and  eyes  as  a  flame  of  fire,  symbolize 
the  activity  of  his  vigilance ;  as,  "  eternal  vigilance  is 
the  price  of  liberty." 

4.  "Andonlm  head  were  many  ci-owns,"  (diadems). 
A  diadem  signifies  a  sovereign  power,  A  head  symbol- 
izes the  ruling  power ;  and  the  "  symbols  about  the  head 

will  foil  the  jugglery  of  priestcraft ;  aad  European  faiiatieiara  will 
quail  before  tlie  common  sense  of  our  oonntrjmen.  We  must  be  up 
and  doing ;  we  must  fight  with  their  armor ;  we  mnst  moot  firo  with 
fira,  luiil  secrecy  with  secrecy,  and  doitcrity  witli  dexterity ;  and 
eyer  remember  that  "  eternal  vigilance  is  the  price  of  liberty."  We 
long  tor  some  scheme  to  be  organized  that  sliall "  take  the  beast  and 
^To  its  body  to  tlie  burning  Same ; "  and  ire  know  that  we  sbaLI 
not  W^t  in  Vsdo. 
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show  the  extent  aud  power  to  ra\Q."—{Si/m.  Die.) 
Many  crowns  about  the  head  show  that  the  ruling  power 
of  this  Christian  uationality  was  made  tip  of  distinct 
sovereignties  united,  or  confederated  states. 

5.  "And  he  had  a  name  written  that  no  man  knew, 
but  he  liimae!f."  "  The  name  of  a  person,  or  thing, 
accoi-ding  to  the  Hebrew  Btjlo,  frequently  imports  the 
quality,  or  state  thereof.  "-—((S'j/m.  Dio.)  This  name, 
therefore,  imports  that  the  gi«at  quality  possessed  by 
this  nation,  was  possessed  by  no  other  nation  upon 
earth, 

6.  "And  be  was  clothed  in  a  vesture  dipped  in  blood." 
This  symbolizes  that  his  origin  was  through  blood.  A 
garment  signifies  character;  and  a  vesture  dipped  in 
blood  shows  past  scenes  of  wai-fare,  to  attain  redemption 
for  himself,  and  hia  preparedness  to  be  the  political 
redeemer  of  others. 

7.  "And  his  name  is  called  the  Word  of  God^ 
"And  they  shall  put  my  name  upon  the  children  of 
Israel,  and  I  will  bless  them." — Numb.  vi.  27.  As  a 
symbol,  the  word  of  God  is  called  the  "sword  of  the 
Spirit."  This  nation  was,  therefore,  to  be  the  gi-eat 
agent  of  God,  in  avenging  bis  cause  on  earth.  The 
name  may,  and  does,  imply  its  Christian  character. 

8.  "And  the  armies  which  were  in  heaven."  Ileaven 
symbolizes  the  place  of  the  church  on  earth.  The  armies 
coincide  with  the  many  diadems,  or  sovereignties,  for 
there  were  many ;  the  states  are  thus  doubly  symbolized. 

9.  "^Followed  him  upon  white  horses;"  this  shows 
that  all  of  the  states  held  to  the  true  religion. 

10.  "Clothed  in  fine  linen,  white  and  clean:"  this 
symbolizes  the  practically  Christian  character  of  the 
states  composing  the  nation ;  and  that  their  governments 
were  just. 
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11,  "And  out  of  his  mouth  goKth  a  sharp  sword." 
The  mouth  symbolizes  doctrine  aiid  authority,  and  a 
sword  represents  magieterial  and  martial  power, 

12,  "Tliat  with  it  he  should  smite  the  nations," 
Here,  we  Bee  he  is  to  be  a  destroyer,  for  the  term  "smite" 
is  a  figure  of  warlike  destruction. 

13.  "And  he  shall  role  them  with  a  rod  of  iron :"  this 
symbolizes  the  most  alsolute  authority  ovei'  the  world, 
and  coincides  with  the  ancient  promises  to  Christ  and 
his  people.  "  Let  the  high  praises  of  God  be  in  their 
mouth,  and  a  two-edged  sword  in  their  hand,  to  execute 
vengeance  upon  the  heathen,  and  punishments  npon  the 
people ;  to  bind  their  kings  with  chains,  and  their  nobles 
with  fetters  of  iron ;  to  execute  upon  them  the  judgment 
written :  this  honor  have  all  his  saints.— Ps.  cxlix. 
"  Thou  shalt  break  them  with  a  rod  of  iron ;  thou  shalt 
dash  them  in  pieces  like  a  potter's  vessel.  Be  wise, 
therefore,  O  ye  kings," — Ps.  ii,  "  He  that  overcometh, 
to  him  will  I  give  power  over  the  nations,  and  he  shall 
rule  them  with  a  rod  of  iron ;  as  the  vessels  of  a  potter 
shall  they  be  broken  to  shivers."  The  above  expression 
also  identifies  this,  symbol  in  signification  with  the  man 
child  of  the  woman ;  for  he,  also,  was  to  "rule  all  na- 
tions with  a  rod  of  iron."  Both  symbols  represent, 
therefore,  the  very  same  agent,  or  .nation.  The  symbol 
here,  at  the  close  of  the  seventh  trumpet,  is  of  the  same 
nation  that  was  born  at  the  beginning  of  the  trumpet ; 
then  it  was  an  infant,  but  now  it  is  a  man  gi'own,  on 
horseback,  and  a  bundled  years  old. 

14.  "And  he  treadeth  the  wine-press  of  the  fierceness 
and  wrath  of  Almighty  God."  The  political  church 
received  only  "  the  cup  of  the  wine  of  tlie  fieixwness  of 
his  wrath ; "  but  the  civil  monarchy  of  Eome  is  to  suffer 
in  the  wine-pi-esa  itself.     The  wine-press  is  that  battle  in 
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which  the  vine  of  the  eartii,  or  Great  Britain,  ia  to  be 
trodden,  in  the  final  war ;  heuco,  the  man  on  the  white 
horse  is  to  destroy  Britain.  The  destruction  of  all  mon- 
archy is,  indeed,  comprehended  in  the  quotation,  as  we 
shall  presently  see. 

15.  "And  he  hath  on  his  vesture,  and  on  his  thigh,  a 
name  written,  King  of  kij*G8,  and  Loed  of  lokds." 
The  names  of  Jehovah  attributed  to  his  people,  is  what 
God  himself  afdrmed  should  transpire.  Thus  it  is  writ- 
ten, "  they  shall  pnt  my  name  npon  the  children  of 
Israel,  and  I  will  bless  them." — Ifumb.  vi.  27.  The 
Israel  of  Christ  are,  therefore,  properly  called  by  the 
names  or  attributes  of  Christ ;  thus,  God's  people  are 
called  godly,  and  Christian  ia  derived  from  Christ ;  and, 
in  general,  the  name  of  the  sire  is  attributed  to  bis  off- 
spring ;  and  God's  ancient  people,  according  to  this 
custom,  were  "  called  gods."  This  is  a  symbolic  expres- 
sion, denoting  the  power  of  this  nation  over  all  others. 
It  is  an  attribute  which  many  monarchs  have  assumed, 
and  has  been  true,  literally,  of  some  of  tliem.  Thus 
closes  this  sublime  description  of  a  Christian  nation.  It 
coincides  with  some  nation,  and  that  one  is  oor  coanby, 
and  no  other.  No  one  can  deny  but  it  represents  a  great 
political  power,  as  it  was  to  destroy  Europe  and  Britain 
in  battle.  As  this  nation  was  to  be  a  true  Christian  one, 
BO  is  the  United  States;  as  its  government  was  a  just 
one,  so  ia  ours ;  as  it  only  made  war  for  just  causes,  so 
our  nation  never  unjustly  made  a  war ;  as  it  was  a  con- 
federate government  of  many  sovereignties,  so  is  the 
United  States ;  as  it  had  a  national  quality  distinguish- 
ing it  from  all  others,  so  civil  and  religious  liberty  is 
alone  possessed  by  us,  among  all  nations ;  as  it  was  to  be 
etaiued  with  blood  of  war,  for  its  own  release,  so  was  our 
country,  for  it  is  the  finale  of  the  long  martyrdom  of 
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Christianity ;  as  it  was  to  be  the  sword  of  God,  so  is  our 
country,  in  a  gospel  senso ;  as  many  armies  with  a  pure 
religion  followed  and  sustained  this  nation,  so  many  trn© 
Christian  states  sustain  onr  union ;  as  it  was  to  rule  all 
nations  with  supreme  control,  bo,  prospectively,  our 
country  will ;  and,  as  it  was  to  overthrow  European 
monarchy,  so  it  seems  our  cOnntry  will.  In  ail  points, 
down  to  the  present,  our  country  coincides  with  thia 
nation ;  and,  hence,  it  is  falfllled  in  us. 

But,  again,  this  nation  was  to  overturn  European 
monarchy  forever;  hence,  as  the  stone  cut  out  of  the 
mountain  was  also  to  do  this  very  work,  and  also  the 
ancient  of  days,  and  Micliael,  and  the  man  child  of  the 
woman,  and  the  reaper  on  the  white  cloud,  and  reaper 
from  the  temple,  it  follows  that  aU  of  these  symbols  repre- 
sent but  one  and  the  same  great  Christian  republic  of 
the  United  States  of  America.  Here  close  these  epi- 
sodical views  of  the  actors  in  the  last  vial  of  the  drama, 
and  we  resume  the  descriptions  of  the  events  in  that 
period. 

CLAUSE   IV, 

FouTth  Vievj  in  the  Sev&ntJi  Vial.  Thitd  Woe. — 
We  have  seen  in  this  vial,  first,  the  eai'thqnake  of  1848 ; 
second,  the  earthquake  and  fall  of  Babylon,  about  1865 ; 
third,  a  full  picture  of  the  European  church  history,  and 
the  Roman  empire  in  all  stages  of  this  history,  the  king- 
doms that  will  desti-oy  the  chm'ch,  and  that  will  attack 
ua,  and  a  full  view  of  Russia,  and  a  view  of  the  United 
States.    "We  now  come  to  a  fonrth  view : 

1.  France. — "And  I  saw  an  angel  standing  in  the 
sun."  The  sun  of  the  Eviropean  system,  we  have  seeu, 
was  France ;  and,  no  doubt,  this  is  France.  "And  lie 
cried  with  a  loud  voice,  saying.  All  the  fowls  that  fly  in 
the  midst  of  heaven."     Birds  of  prey  symboHze  armies. 
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and  these,  in  the  midst  of  huaven,  are  tlie  advocates  of 
Chiistian  liberty.  "  Come  and  gather  yourselves  together 
unto  the  supper  of  the  gi-eat  God."  This  symbolizes  the 
great  slanghter  of  the  battle  of  the  great  day  of  God 
Almighty.  "That  ye  may  eat  the  flesh  of  kings,  and 
the  flesh  of  captains,  and  ftie  flesh  of  mighty  men,  and 
the  flesh  of  horses,  and  of  them  that  sit  on  them,  and 
the  flesh  of  all  mea,  both  free  and  bond,  both  small  and 
great."  This  call  to  destrnction  of  kings  by  France, 
shows  that  she  will  make  another  desperate  revolution 
for  freedom,  and  invite  all  to  join  in  the  crasade  against 
monarchy.  This  opens  the  way  for  the  European  king- 
doms to  begin  their  attack  upon  us :  then  Michael's 
trumpet  shall  call  his  legions  to  the  charge,  and  the 
Reign  of  Ten'or  will  begin. 

2.  The  Battle. — "And  I  saw  the  beast,  and  the  kings 
of  the  earth,  and  their  armies :"  that  is,  Russia  and  its 
ten  allied  kingdoms  and  confederates.  "Gathered  to- 
gether to  make  war  against  him  that  sat  upon  the  horse, 
and  against  his  army ;"  that  is,  against  tlie  United  States 
and  its  states.  The  French  will  be  with  us  then,  as  they 
were  at  first.  "And  the  beast  was  taken :"  the  beast  is 
Rassia,  and  coincides  with  the  fourth  monarchy  of  Daniel. 
Its  being  taken,  shows  it  was  overthrown.  The  taking 
of  the  beast  coincides  with  the  reaping  of  the  earth,  in 
the  iii-st  panorama.  "And  with  him  the  false  prophet, 
that  wrought  miracles  before  him,  by  ■which  he  deceived 
them  that  had  received  the  mark  of  the  beast,  and  them 
that  worshiped  his  image,"  This  identifies  that  false 
prophet  witli  Britain.  And  the  feiking  of  the  prophet 
coincides  with  the  reaping  of  the  vine.  As  the  prophet 
and  beast  are  both  taken  together,  it  is  plain  that  the 
reaping  of  the  earth  and  vine,  in  the  firat  panorama,  must 
be  simultaneous  occurrences,  and  that  the  wine-presg 
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"battle,  Armageddon,  acd  the  "battle  of  the  great  day,  all 
symbolize  but  one  and  the  same  dreadful  war.  As  the 
battle  was  t.o  be  out  of  the  city,  or  Europe,  and,  as  Eze- 
kiel  plaeee  it  on  the  mountains  of  Israel,  the  United 
States  must  be  the  battle-field.  Our  policy  will  be  to  let 
them  entar  the  connb^,  and  i-each  the  Mississippi,  or  Ohio 
valley,  and  then  pour  bail  and  brimstone  into  them. 
"We  shall  fight  with  certainty  of  success. 

"Yea,  the  day  is  coming  fast;  earth,  Hij  mightiest  and  last, 
It  shall  come  in  blood  and  toil,  in  glorious  victory  and  spoil ; 
Jt  BhaU  come  in  empire's  groans,  blazing  temples,  oi-ashiag  tlironaa. 
Broken  Gentile,  i-ne  thy  lust ;  earth  to  earth,  and  dust  to  dust." 

"  These  both  were  cast  alive  into  a  lake  of  fli-e,  burn- 
ing with  brimstone."  Here  the  figure  of  t!ie  epivitual 
punishment  of  the  wicked  is  need  to  represent  tlie  terrible 
destruction  that  England,  Russia,  and  their  confedei-ate 
powers  will  meet. 

"And  the  remnant  were  slain  with  the  eword  of  hitn 
that  sat  upon  the  horse,  which  sword  proceeded  out  of 
his  mouth."  The  remnant  must  relate  to  some  mou- 
archial'remnantB  in  Europe,  that  straggled  to  exist  after 
the  great  powers  were  defeated.  They  will,  however,  be 
subverted  by  the  authority  of  our  country. 

"And  all  the  fowls  were  filled  with  their  flesh."  That 
is,  the  republican  armies  gained  the  full  est  victory.  This 
taking  of  the  beast  under  his  seventh  head,  coincides 
with  the  destruction  of  the  heathen  by  Israel  restored ; 
the  destruction  of  Gog,  in  the  land  of  Israel ;  the  smiting 
the  feet  of  the  image  of  iron  and  clay ;  the  casting  down 
of  thrones  by  the  ancient  of  days ;  the  taking  of  the 
kingdom  by  the  people  of  the  saints ;  the  slaying  of  the 
beast,  and  destroying  of  his  body ;  the  end  of  the  willful 
king :  the  "  time  of  trouble,"  and  tlie  last  battle  of  the 
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world ;  and  the  blood  of  Arniaguddoc ;   and  the  great 
day  of  tlie  wrath  of  the  Lamb.

Fifth  View.  Chaining  of  the  Di'dgon.—l.  "And 
I  saw  an  angel  come  down  from  heaven,  having  the  key 
of  the  bottomless  pit."  In  the  fifth  trompet  we  saw  that 
Mohammedanism  had  "the  key  of  the  bottomless  pit,^' 
and  opened  it,  and  let  in  the  Asiatics  upon  the  Koman 
empire.  The  term  is,  therefore,  symbolic  of  Asia,  and 
the  swarms  of  barbarons  tribes  ont  of  the  limits  of  the 
old  empire.  The  angel  with  the  key  of  the  bottomless 
pit,  therefore,  symbolizes  an  agency  that  will  shut  up  the 
dragon  in  the  wilds  of  Asia. 

2.  "And  a  great  chain  in  his  hand."  "A  chain  sig- 
nifies hindrance  from  action." — (Sym.  Die.) 

3.  "And  he  laid  hold  on  the  dragon,  that  old  serpent, 
which  is  the  devil  and  Satan,  and  bound  him  a  thousand 
years."  At  the  beginning  of  the  war  declared  by  God 
against  sin  and  hell,  or  between  the  woman  and  the  ser- 
pent, the  woman's  seed  and  serpent's  seed,  and  "  he" 
and  the  head  of  the  serpent,  we  saw  tiiat  the  serpent 
symbolized  the  religion  of  its  head,  or  of  t!ie  devit,  liter- 
aJIy ;  and  we  have  seen  that  the  seven-headed  dragon 
represented  Roman  monarchy,  being  the  seed  or  spawn 
of  the  symbolic  old  serpent ;  and,  as  the  child  bears  the 
cognomen  of  its  sire,  so  monarchy  is  called  a  dragon, 
from  its  paternal  cognomen  of  its  sire,  the  old  seipcnt 
In  the  text,  the  distinction  between  the  old  dragon  and 
the  Eoman  dragon  is  clearly  drawn ;  for  it  is  called  the 
old  serpent,  or  Satan,  in  eonb'adistinction  to  its  seed 
The  name  devil  and  Satan  is  added,  becanse  he  was  the 
head  of  it,  and,  of  course,  a  part  of  it;  tlie  prune  insti- 
gator and  estahlisher  of  false  religion.     The  binding  of 
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tlio  dragon  is,  therefore,  the  binding  of  false  religion, 
tiiat  great  agency  of  its  head,  the  devil.  This  religion 
■was  to  ba  bound,  and  kept  from  prevalence  for  a  thousand 
years,  in  Europe.  It  will  be  i-eniembercd  that  it  had 
before  been  cast  out  of  the  United  States.  Its  being  now 
cast  out  of  Europe  and  tlie  United  States,  or  abandoned 
by  the  race  of  Japhet,  and  cast  into  the  pit,  shows  that 
the  bottomless  pit.  refers  to  all  the  rest  of  the  barbarous 
world.  The  thousand  yeai-s  of  binding,  is  called  t!ie 
Millennium.  It  will,  therefore,  be  seen  that  the  Millen- 
nium embraces  the  Japhetic  race,  as  Noah  predicted,  and 
does  not  extend  over  the  whole  world :  it  is  bat  the  prov- 
alence  of  a  pure  Christian  religion,  aisd  Christian  democ- 
racy, in  the  bounds  of  America  and  the  old  Koman 
empire,  embracing  Em-ope,  the  south-west  of  Asia,  and 
north  of  Africa.  During  its  continuance  the  Shemites 
and  Hamites,  as  a  mass,  will  be  gradually  Christianized, 
and  elevated  to  the  condition  of  dignified  men ;  bnt  they 
will  not  be  admitted  to  political  equalify,  generally, 
among  the  white  race. 

4.  "And  east  him  into  the  bottomless  pit,  and  shut 
him  up,  and  set  a  seal  upon  him  that  he  should  deceive 
the  nations  no  more,  till  the  thousand  years  ahonld  be 
fulfilled ."  Upon  the  definition  of  the  term  "  nations" 
hinges  the  extent  of  the  false  religion.  As  it  is  ordina- 
rily used  in  a  limited  signification  aniong  symbols,  it, 
doubtless,  here  refers  to  those  nations  which  had  rejected 
it.  It  is  possible  that  it  may  refer  to  a  more  extensive 
giving  up  of  idolatry,  over  Asia  and  Africa. 

5.  "And  after  that  he  must  be  locsed  a  little  season." 
This  symbolizes  the  degeneracy  of  Christianity,  after  a 
thousand  years  prevalence.  This  loosing  k  further  en- 
larged upon  in  a  few  sentences  following.  Thus,  John 
says,  "When  the  thousand  yeaiB  are  expired  Satan sluill 
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be  loosed  out  of  hie  piison.  And  shall  go  out  to  deceive 
the  nations  which  are  in  the  four  quarterB  of  the  eaith, 
Gog  and  Magog,  to  gather  them  together  to  battle ;  the 
number  of  whom  is  as  the  sand  of  the  sea."  The  prev- 
alence of  a  decayed  Christianity,  among  tlie  Asiatics  and 
Europeans,  i-epresented  by  Gtog  and  Magog,  will  lead 
them  to  prefer  monarchy  to  Chrmtian  repnblieaniam,  and 
they  will  conspire  together  to  overthrow  the  great  sys- 
tem of  fi'eedom  and  pure  Christianity.  "And  they  went 
up  on  the  breadth  of  the  earth ;  "  this  shows  that  all  of 
the  old  world  will  be  engaged  in  the  fray.  "And  com- 
passed the  camp  of  the  saints  about,  and  the  beloved 
city."  This  camp  coincides  with  the  seat  of  the  ancient 
of  days,  or  of  the  United  States,  or  America,  which 
was  never  to  be  entered  again  by  the  old  serpent,  as  we 
saw,  in  treating  of  the  revolutionary  war.  "And  fire 
came  down  from  God,  out  of  heaven,  and  devoured 
them."  This  represents  their  total  discomfiture  by 
Ameiica,  the  heaven,  or  place  of  the  church  on  earth. 
Mark  tliis,  the  dragon  was  to  be  east  out  of  America  for- 
ever- ;  but  out  of  Europe  only  a  thousand  years.  "And 
the  devil,  tliat  deceived  them,  was  cast  into  the  lake  of 
fire  and  brimstone,  where  the  beast  and  false  prophet  aro, 
and  shall  be  tormented  day  and  night  forever."  In  one 
respect  this  must  be  symbolic,  but  that  which  is  sym- 
bolized must  itself  have  a  fuller  meaning  than  can  be 
now  understood.  The  beast,  or  monarchy,  tlie  false 
prophet,  or  British  monarchy,  and  the  serpent,  or  false 
religion,  all  symbolize  political  bodies,  and  their  punish- 
ment as  snch  must  consist  in  utter  annihilation  as  polit- 
ical bodies.  But  the  fact  of  their  perpetual  torment, 
after  this  overthrow,  is  only  consistent  with  the  punish- 
ment of  their  individual  supporters,  for  spiritual  crimes, 
It  follows,  therefore,  that  this  general  overthrow,  by  fire 
S4 
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from  heaven,  was  accomplished  at  the  time  of  the  final 
judgment,  ■which  ia  then  immediately  announced. 

The  triumph  of  God's  dominion  wae  predicted  at  the  fall 
of  the  world,  bnt  the  details  of  the  mode  of  its  accomplish- 
ment were  left  to  later  ages.  It  was  predicted  to  Abraliara 
by  Aloses,  by  David,  and  other  prophets,  but  especially  by 
Isaiah,  Ezekiel,  Daniel,  and  John.  The  prophets,  also, 
of  each  later  age,  enlarged  upon  the  details  of  ita  accom- 
plishment given  by  his  predecessor.  Daniel  and  John 
give  their  statements  with  such  chTOnological  accuracy, 
tiat  they  may  ha  regarded  as  our  chief  guides  in  deter- 
mining the  future.  John  gives  us  tlie  successive  stages 
of  the  approach  of  the  complete  regeneration  of  the  world 
with  elaborate  distinctness,  yet  he  and  Daniel  must  coin- 
cide, because  they  cover  the  same  field  and  events. 
Daniel  does  not  dwell  upon  a  Millennium  as  antecedent 
to  the  full  and  eternal  establishment  of  Christ's  dominion, 
but  he  embraces  it  in  the  final  kingdom,  in  one  vision, 
and  simply  alludes  to  it  in  another;  but  John  shows  the 
length  of  the  duration  of  the  preparatory  periods  of  tri- 
umph, Daniel  gives  the  length  of  "the  time  of  the 
end,"  and  gives  two  epochs  at  tho  inception  of  the  final 
dominion.  Firet,  the  coming  of  the  ancient  and  giving 
of  judgment,  or  democracy,  to  the  saints  or  Oiu'istians. 
The  first  evidently  coincides  with  t!ie  time  of  the  end, 
the  last  with  the  close  of  that  time,  John  shows  that 
the  political  empu-o  of  the  world  will  fall  into  the  hands 
of  the  Christians  at  the  Millennium,  but  that  the  spiritual 
empire  will  be  delayed  one  thousand  years  longer.  We 
shall  ti'eat  of  John's  epochs  in  this  kingdom  particularly. 

OlAUSB  VI. 

Siwth  View.  The  Millennial  Democracy. — 1.  "And 
J  saw  thrones,  and  they  sat  upon  them,  and  judgment 
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wag  given  nnto  them."  A  throne  symbolizes  a  govern- 
ment, or  8tate,  or  dominion,  and  thrones  siguify  counti'ies, 
or  states,  or  dominions.  "Tliey  sat  upon  tbem."  The 
term  they,  is  a  symbol  of  multitude,  and  tiie  sitting  of 
the  multitude  on  thrones,  showa  that  tiiis  passage  agrees 
with  Daniel's  acconnt  of  the  government  of  the  world 
falling  into  the  power  of  the  Christian  people,  "Judg- 
ment was  given  unto  them,"  is  a  stronger  expre^ion 
that  the  government  was  in  the  hands  of  the  people,  and 
is  explanatory  of  the  symbol  before  expi'essed.  Daniel 
and  jolm  must  agree  on  this  point,  for  tliey  both  ti'oat 
of  it.  The  Millennium  is  a  political  i-edemption  rather 
than  a  spiritual  one,  thoagh  it  includes  both  to  a  certain 
extent. 

3.  "  I  saw  the  souls  of  them  that  were  beheaded  for 
tlie  witness  of  Jesus  and  for  the  woid  of  God,  and  which 
had  not  worshiped  the  beast,  neither  his  image,  neither 
had  received  his  mark  upon  their  foreheads,  or  in  their 
hands."  The  generality  of  the  European  world  were 
embraced  in  the  preceding  sentence,  as  having  political 
emancipation  given  them,  but  here  a  distinct  class  of 
persons  is  cited  as  enjoying  superior  favors.  Now,  as 
the  British  empire  is  designated  by  the  beast,  his  image, 
and  marlc,  these  persons  who  had  been  slain  must  be 
those  overcome  and  ernshed  by  the  British  power. 
Tiiese  persons,  it  appears,  had  suffered  martyMom,  and, 
as  we  undei-stand  it,  they  or  their  religion  had  suffered 
political  martyrdom.  Some  peraona  will  understand 
these  passages  as  pui-ely  literal  and  spiritual,  but  cer- 
tainly such  a  view  is  not  in  harmony  with  the  general 
scope  of  the  prophecy,  which,  having  described  the 
overthrow  of  monarchy  in  Europe  and  Britain,  now 
treats  of  the  organization  of  the  government  that  succeeds 
monarchy.    It  is,  however,  possible,  that  as  at  this  period 
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the  1335  days  have  an  end,  that  Daniel  may  "stand  in 
his  lot"  at  that  time.  "And  they  lived  and  reigned 
■with  Christ  a  tliouaund  years."  They  may  refer  to  the 
fact  they  will  live  with  Christ  ae  merely  their  sovereign 
head  or  governor;  yet  it  seems  difficult  to  give  this 
expression  an  entirely  figurative  sense  from  what  imme- 
diately follows.  The  second  advent  will  occur  in  the 
United  States,  eitlier  at  the  beginning  or  during  the 
Millennium,  or  at  its  dose,  no  telling  when  positively. 
"Bnt  the  rest  of  the  dead  lived  not  again  until  the  thou- 
sand yeai's  were  ended."  A  distinction  is  here  drawn 
between  the.  martyrs  living  for  a  thousand  years,  and 
those  who  were  not  martyrs.  Now,  it  eoems  utterly 
impossible  to  interpret  tliis  passage  politically,  because 
all  persons  in  Europe  and  America  are  to  enjoy  political 
i-edemption,  wliUe  tiioae  that  will  live  afterwards  ai-e  the 
dead  generally.  The  resurrection,  it  seems,  therefore, 
must  be  something  more  than  a  political  restitution  of 
rights  to  man.  "  Tlds  is  the  firat  resuri'ection.  Blessed 
and  holy  is  lie  that  hath  part  in  the  fii'St  resurrection ; 
on  such  the  second  death  hath  no  power,  but  they  shall 
be  priests  of  God  and  of  Christ,  and  shall  i-eigu  with  him 
a  thousand  yeai'S."  Here,  the  conviction  is  resistless 
almost,  that  the  fii-st  resurrection  will  be  literal,  and  will 
embrace  the  martyrs  and  noblest  servants  of  Christ  who 
have  lived  in  the  world.  This  resurrection  must  be  that 
which  Paul  endeavored  to  attain  unto.  Yet,  after  all,  as 
symbols  are  mostly  exaggerated  and  political  representa- 
tions, the  firet  reaun'ection  may  relate  to  a  general  resur- 
rection of  a  political  nature  in  the  main.  The  second 
advent  of  Christ,  and  the  fii-st  resiurection,  are  subjects 
on  which  we  are  not  clear,  and  can  not  be  till  the  events 
shall  determine  the  time  of  the  one  and  the  nature  of 
the  other 
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Understand  ns,  tliee,  to  teach  that  the  Millennium  -wiU 
be  a  Ohristian  republic  of  the  Japhetic  race  only,  and  of 
BOme  few  Shemites,  within  the  Koman  empire,  and  that 
the  Asiatics,  generally,  will  hold  to  the  Millennial,  or 
Japhetic  race,  the  relation  of  a  younger  brother  to  a 
king,  and  the  Hamitic  race  will  hold  the  relation  of  a 
ward  to  a  gnai'dian,  or  sei-vant  to  Ins  master.  The  per- 
fection of  the  spiritnal  kingdom  of  Olirist  will  not  occur 
till  after  the  regeneration  of  nature  by  fire.  The  United 
States  will,  in  the  jMillennium,  be  the  great  ruling  power 
of  the  world,  and  it  will  never  apostatize.  It  is  likely  a 
confederacy  of  the  United  States  with  Europeans,  will 
occur ;  but  the  Europeans  will,  after  a  thousand  years, 
apostatize,  and  gather  the  world  against  America ;  and 
in  the  midst  of  their  war,  the  spiritual  judgment  will 
come,  and  the  earth  will  be  burnt  up,  and  changed  into 
the  paradise  of  GJod,  and  the  full  glory  of  God  shall  be 
forever  manifested.  This  period  coincides  with  tlie  seal- 
ing of  the  twelve  tribes,  after  the  sixth  seal,  and  with 
the  marriage  supper  of  the  lamb. 

CLAUSE    VII. 

Seventh  Yiew.  The  Spiritucd  Judgment-Dap. — In 
the  vision  of  the  ancient  of  days,  an  exhibition  of  a  politi- 
cal jtidgment-day  was  given,  occurring  at  t!ie  close  of 
the  time  of  the  end,  and  which  coincides  with  the  war 
of  Armageddon.  But  here,  a  thousand  years  after  that 
event,  we  have  a  full  account  of  the  gi-eat  spiritual  judg- 
ment of  the  dead  and  living.  This  is  spoken  of  by  ^1 
the  Bible  teachers  of  spirituality,  but  expressly,  by  none 
of  the  political  symbolic  prophets,  except  John. 

1.  "  And  I  saw  a  gresifc  white  throne,  and  him  that  sat 
on  it,  from  whose  face  the  heavens  and  the  earth  fled 
away  ;  and  there  was  found  no  place  for  them,"    This 
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is  a  generic  description,  extending  over  a  wide  compass, 
and  includes  tiie  time  of  the  judgment;  for  the  heayens 
and  the  earth  could  not  have  passed  away  before  its  close, 
as  the  sea  and  earth  were  in  existence  during  the  judg- 
ment, and  gave  up  their  dead,  and  they  were  to  pass 
away. 

2.  "And  I  saw  the  dead,  small  and  great,  stand 
before  God."  As  nothing  is  said  of  the  living,  in  this 
judgment,  may  it  not  have  already  transpired,  by  the 
presence  of  Christ  on  earth  ?  "  And  the  books  were 
opened,  and  another  book  was  opened,  which  is  the  book 
of  life,  and  the  dead  were  judged  out  of  those  thin^ 
which  were  written  in  the  books,  according  to  their 
works."  As  the  literal  dead  are  here  judged,  of  course 
it  was  not  a  political  judgment,  but  a  spiritual  one. 
"  And  the  sea  gave  up  the  dead  which  were  in  it ;  and 
death  and  hell  delivered  up  the  dead  which  were  in 
them,  and  they  were  judged  every  one  according  to  their 
works."  Death  is,  by  a  figure,  put  for  the  bodies  de- 
Bti'oycd  by  death,  or  the  grave,  and  hell  is  put  for  the 
grave  or  receptacle  of  disembodied  spirits.  "  And  death 
and  hell  were  cast  into  the  lake  of  fire.  This  is  the 
second  death."  This  limits  the  terms  death  and  hell 
to  the  bodies  and  souls  of  the  wicked.  "  And  whoso- 
ever was  not  found  written  in  the  book  of  life,  was  cast 
into  the  lake  of  iire."  That  is,  all  the  wicked  were 
sentenced  to  eternal  punishment. 
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CIIAPTEK  XIY. 

THE  NEW  HEAVEN  AND  EARTH-THE  VICTORY. 

"  The  eai'th  and  lieaven  fled  away ;"  "  and  I  saw  a 
new  heaven  and  a  new  earth,  for  tlie  first  heaven  and 
the  firet  earth  were  passed  away,  and  there  was  no  more 
sea."  This  is  literal,  beeanse  the  terra  sea,  in  the  con- 
nection in  which  it  stands,  can  not  be  made  to  receive  a 
symbolic  sense.  This  was  the  long  promised  regenera- 
tion of  the  globe.  Some  severe  destractionists  have  been 
advocates  of  the  total  annihilation  of  the  globe,  fi-om  a 
strange  misconception  of  the  meaning  of  this,  and  other 
passages  of  scripture ;  but  no  theory  can  be  more  destitute 
of  truth  and  good  sense,  Tlie  truth  is,  the  deatmction 
of  the  present  heaven  and  earth  is  necessary  to  accom- 
plish the  promise  of  the  full  glory  of  God,  by  preparing 
the  globe  for  the  erection  of  tlie  throne  of  David  and  of 
God  upon  it  forever.  We  will  briefly  meet  the  theory 
on  its  merits.  It  is  affirmed  that  the  heaven  and  earth 
that  are  to  be  destroyed,  signify  the  globe.  This  we 
deny  most  positively,  1.  Tlie  terra  eai'th,  has  at  least 
twelve  significations ;  and  the  term,  world,  has  twenty- 
two.  Now,  it  is  not  by  any  means  necessary  to  give  the 
signification  of  globe,  to  the  term  earth,  whenever  it  is 
used,  and  especially  when  the  context  does  not  require 
it,  2,  The  terms  heaven  and  earth,  as  used  by  Moses, 
most  certainly  do  not  signify  the  globe ;  for  he  expressly 
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defines  them  to  signify  only  parts  of  the  mundane  sys- 
tem. Tliua,  he  says,  "  God  called  the  dry  Imd  earth, 
and  God  called  the  fi'>inament  {or  atmosphei'e)  heaven," 
"  and  the  (/atliering  together  of  waters  called  he  seas." 
Here  is  as  clear  a  definition  of  these  terms,  hy  inspiration 
itself^  as  could  be  desired.  Now,  as  it  is  illogica!  and 
falsifying  to  give  the  terms  of  an  author  a  difiei-ent  sense 
from  that  he  has  expi-essly  given  them,  so  ia  it  falsifying 
God's  word  to  insist  that  he  means  the  destruction  of  the 
globe,  when  he  speaks  of  the  destraction  of  heaven,  anii 
earth,  and  sea,  which  lie  had  defined  to  be  but  exterior 
pai'ta  of  the  globe. 

8.  St.  Peter,  who  gives  a  description  of  the  heavens 
and  earth,  literally  by  fire,  teaches  plainly  that  he  does 
not  mean  a  desti'uction  of  the  globe,  but  only  a  renewal 
of  it  by  fire ;  and  Moses,  in  his  description  of  tlio  destruc- 
tion of  the  earth  by  the  deluge,  concurs  with  our  views. 
Thus,  he  says,  "  1  will  destroy  tliem  with  the  earth ; " 
"a  flood  to  destroy  the  eartli."  Peter  says,  "by  the 
word  of  God,  the  heavens  were  of  old,  and  the  eai-th 
standing  out  of  the  water,  and  in  the  water,  whereby 
the  world  that  then  was,  being  overflowol  with  water, 
perished  ;  but  the  heavens  and  earth  which  are  now,  by 
the  same  word  ai-e  kept  in  store,  reserved  unto  fire 
against  the  day  of  judgment."  Nothing  can  be  plainer 
than  that  tbe  old  heavens  and  earth,  befoi-o  the  flood, 
perished,  and  that  the  globe  did  not ;  and  nothing  can 
be  plainer,  than  "  that  the  heavens  and  eai'th  which  are 
now,"  are  ae  inncJi  difliirent  from  the  globe,  as  were  the 
heavens  and  eai'th  before  the  flood.  It  is  as  clear  as 
light,  tliat  the  heavens  and  earth  desti-oyed  by  water, 
have  the  same  signification  as  the  terms  heaven  and 
earth,  which  are  to  be  desti'oyed  by  fire.  So  that  the 
destruction  annouiifxid  bv  Petijr,  has  no  sort  of  reference 
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to  a  destruction  of  tlie  globe,  but  only  to  its  extcraal 
organization.  Besides,  he  says,  "  according  to  his  pro- 
mise, we  look  for  new  heavens  and  a  new  earth."  Now, 
the  only  special  promise  upon  this  subject,  was  given  h) 
Isaiah,  and  ho  locates  them  upon  the  present  globe,  ii 
therefore  follows,  tliat  when  Christ  said,  "the  heave) 
and  earth  shall  pass  away,"  he  rei'en-ed  to  the  presem 
heaven  and  earth,  erected  upon  the  globe,  and  not  thi 
globe  itself  at  all. 

4.  The  reason  tor  the  passing  away  of  the  heaven  and 
earth.  There  is  good  sense  in  every  act  of  God,  and 
hence  them  is  a  good  common  sense  I'eaeon  for  the  de- 
struction of  the  present  heaven  and  earth,  and  that  reasoc 
is  as  obvious  as  it  is  sensible :  it  is  to  restore  the  world 
to  its  pristine  gloiy.  The  war  which  God  declared  in 
the  beginning,  was  for  the  conquest  of  the  world ;  to  re- 
store man  upon  earth  to  subjection  to  his  government, 
Now,  the  corse  upon  tlie  gioaod  was  a  great  act  of  war. 
to  aid  in  the  subjugatiou  of  the  race ;  and  the  curse  on 
the  earth  was  a  double  one ;  the  first  at  the  fall,  and  the 
second  by  the  flood.  After  the  conquest  of  man,  this 
curse  would,  according  to  the  promise  at  the  beginning, 
be  removed;  and  this  removal  would  require  as  great  ii 
change  in  the  heaven  and  earth,  at  such  renewal,  as  tooK 
place  when  they  were  changed  at  the  fall  and  the  flood : 
that  is,  to  remove  the  curse,  the  heaven  and  earth  would 
need  to  be  removed  or  changed.  The  promise  of  the 
final  removal  of  the  euree,  on  all  things,  was  made  at  the 
firet,  and  repeated  in  ali  subsequent  ages.  The  removal 
of  the  cui-se  of  death  implies  a  resuiTcction ;  and  the  re- 
moval of  the  cui-se  on  the  heavens  and  earth,  implies  their 
removal,  and  the  erection  of  a  heaven  and  earth  without 
imperfection,  and  not  tlie  annihilation  of  the  globe,  which 
would  be  the  severest  curse  ever  inflicted  on  it. 
35 
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5.  The  annihilation  of  the  globe  implies  tliat  God 
ciitertains  spite  against  inanimate  matter,  wiiicli  is  most 
absurd  to  suppose. 

6.  God  lias  engaged  in  ^var  for  six  thonsand  yeai-s,  to 
establisii  his  kingdom  on  the  globe.  Now,  wliat  good 
sense  is  thei'e  io  fighting  for  ages,  through  the  most 
Kwfnl  scenes  of  aiHiction,  to  I'egain  a  revolted  province, 
on  purpose  to  annihilate  it  as  soon  as  it  ia  possessed  ? 
Tel!  ns,  ye  wise  I  say,  is  there  reason  in  the  baseless 
assumption  yon  make? 

God  swore  to  Moses  that  the  whole  earth  should  bo 
full  of  his  gloiy ;  and  the  prophets  say  that  it  shall  then 
endure  forever.  Does  this  look  like  annihilation  of  the 
globe  ?  Does  it  not  look  like  its  regeneration  at  the  iinal 
"  restitution  of  all  things?" 

7.  John  says,  that  after  the  old  heaven  and  earth  were 
gone,  that  the  new  Jerusalem  descended  to  the  new  earth, 
and  to  the  i-egion  where  the  curse  had  prevailed.  The 
words,  "  there  shall  be  no  more  death,  noitijer  shall  tbere 
be  any  more  pain ;  for  tho  former  things  are  passed 
away,"  ai^e  applicable  to  a  world  whera  these  things  had 
prevailed,  and  fi-om  which  they  were  banished,  and  not 
to  a  worldwhere  they  had  nevei' been  known.  "Behold,  I 
make  all  things  new,"  can  not  refer  to  the  third  heaven, 
but  only  to  a  world  wbere  evciy  thing  needed  reorgani- 
zation, "There  shall  be  no  more  curse,"  applies  only 
to  a  world  whei-e  the  curse  had  pi-evailed.  But,  again  ; 
all  these  things  were  prophecies,  to  be  fnifillcd  aiter 
the  day's  of  John,  and  they  must  refer  to  this  globe, 
and  not  to  the  third  heaven,  which  existed  before  John's 
day.  Besides  tlim,  the  new  Jerusalem  came  down  from 
God,  out  of  heaven,  to  men,  and  men  did  not  go  up  to 
it ;  ■which  shows,  again,  that  this  globe  was  to  be  the 
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tliKinc  of  God  and  the  Lamb.  Daniel,  and  Isaiah,  and 
al!  tlie  pTOphets,  make  the  world  redeemed  to  abide  tbr- 
ever ;  and  after  the  Millenniam  is  ended,  and  the  judg- 
ment is  past,  John  Bhowa  the  state  of  the  world  in  the 
fall  blaze  of  celestial  glorj,  Wlioever  heai'd  of  Christ's 
returning  from  the  earth  after  ins  second  advent  to  it  ? 
And  who  has  not  read  that  the  tabernaole  of  God  shall 
be  with  men  after  the  new  Jerusalem  descends,  and 
that  they  shall  reign  with  God  and  the  Lamb  forever 
and  ever,  in  the  new  Jernsaleui,  and  in  the  heavens  and 
earth,  from  which  the  cni'se  had  been  removed  ? 

The  truth  is,  the  regenerated  globe  is  to  he  the  battle- 
momimont  of  eternity ;  the  seat  of  government  of  Jesus, 
head  over  all  things  ;  the  holy  of  holies  of  the  nniverse. 
As  the  believers  shall  come  from  the  dnst,  where  the 
cui-se  had  laid  them,  and  shall  wear  the  image  of  Jesns, 
and  shall  be  adorned  with  all  the  glory  which  infinite 
skill  can  compass,  or  Omnipotence  create,  80  also  shall 
their  residi-nee,  freed  from  the  curse,  appear  in  al!  the 
splendor  commensurate  with  its  citizens  and  King.  As 
the  throne  of  the  Son  of  Mary  will  shine  with  all  the 
splendor's  of  the  Deity ;  as  it  will  be  the  supreme  ex- 
pression of  all  the  concentrated  excellence  with  which 
matter  can  be  clothed  by  Jehovah's  limitless  resources 
and  power,  so  this  poor  blood-stained  globe  will  shine, 
wrapped  in  the  uncreated  blaze  of  God's  robe  of  royalty; 
so  it  will  be  filled  with  eternal  music  and  delight;  so  it 
will  be  holy,  holy,  holy  to  the  Lord  God  of  hosts ;  so  it 
will  be  an  eternal  honor  to  the  Captain  of  our  salvation. 
When  the  serpent's  head  is  braised,  when  the  curse  shall 
fly  from  earth,  and  hover  forever  over  the  lost,  in  the  night 
of  their  woe,  may  you  and  I,  dear  reader,  have  a  shelter 
beneath  the  jasper  skies  and  trees  of  life,  beside  the 
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living  streams  o.  joy.  Tiieii  from  our  central  hom,e, 
upon  Jehovah's  wing,  0  be  it  oura  to  visit  every  home 
of  angels,  and  know,  in  person,  every  creature  of  hia 
love,  in  eveiy  world  of  his  own  universe,  and  pass  eter- 
nity delightfully!  This  regeneration  of  tiie  globe  com- 
pletes the  victory  foretold  to  the  serpent;  it  is  tha 
"  kingdom  come  on  eartli,  as  it  is  in  heaven."

NoTEiiKG  can  bo  plainer  than  the  fact  that  the  proph- 
ecies, relating  to  the  whole  period  of  time  extending  fi-om 
the  deetruction  of  Jerusalem  to  tiie  "  time  of  tlie  end," 
were  to  be  veiled  dming  that  era.  The  proof  is  so  obvi- 
ous, that  it  ia  exceedingly  strange  tliat  expositors  should 
never  have  been  taught  wisdom  by  it.  The  prophet  ex- 
pressly and  repeatedly  affirms  it ;  and  the  mystery  tliat 
lias  hung  over  it,  in  spite  of  all  attempts  to  remove  it,  is 
confirmatory  of  the  positive  affirmation  of  the  scriptures. 

Let  us  emphasize  the  gi'eat  truth  now  stated,  hy  repeat- 
ing, that  the  prophecies  relating  to  the  period  from  the 
destruction  of  Jeitisalem  to  the  "  time  of  the  end,"  were 
to  he  sealed  and  mysterious.  At  the  close  of  Daniel's 
visions  of  this  great  era,  he  is  most  positively  informed 
that  he  roust  "shut  up  the  words  and  seal  the  bcKik,  even 
to  the  time  of  the  end,"  But,  as  if  this  declaration  were 
not  positive  enough,  it  is  re.peated,  still  more  clearly, 
that  "  the  words  are  closed  up  and  sealed  till  tlie  time 
of  the  end;"  "and  none  of  tJie  wicked  shall  (then) 
understand  ;  but  the  wise  shall  understand." — Dan.  xii. 
Who  could  ask  ibr  a  clearer  statement  of  the  facts 
we  affirm.  But,  as  the  words  that  were  here  to  bo 
sealed  covered  the  same  era  that  was  covered  by  his  pre- 
cediuK  visions,  and  which  is  also  covered  by  the  Apoea- 
(418) 
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Iyp3e,  It  i<3  plain,  that  if  one  vision  ol'  the  same  era  waa 
to  be  sealed,  that  all  the  otliei-a  irnist  be  also ;  and  that 
if  one  was  rightly  explained,  all  the  rest  coald  easily  be. 
The  reason,  thei'efoi'e,  why  the  Apocalypse  has  been  a 
sealed  book,  has  been  because  Daniel's  visions  of  the 
same  era  were  sealed.  It  is  plain,  also,  that  the  sealing 
of  the  vision  to  "  the  time  of  the  end,"  was  determined 
upon  by  God  himself;  and  all  attempts  at  explanation, 
during  that  period,  would,  from  the  necessity  of  the  ease, 
be  en'oneous,  because  God  had  decreed  it.  It  also  fol- 
lows, that  all  systems  of  explanation,  projected  during 
that  em,  are  in  gross  error ;  and,  of  conrae,  all  systena 
now  in  vogue,  which  adopt  the  same  old  eiTOneous  prin- 
ciples, must  be  essentially  incoiTect.  It  also  follows, 
that  a  discovery  was  to  be  made  of  the  true  principles 
of  explanation,  and  that  by  these  the  mystery  should  be 
unveiled.  Again  ;  the  periock  of  three  and  a  lialf  times, 
1290  days,  1260  days,  43  months,  and  2300  days, 
which  are  found  in  this  period  of  veiled  prophecy,  must, 
also,  be  veiled  in  signification,  as  well  as  every  other 
part  of  the  prophecy,  because  they  form  the  most  extja- 
oi'dinary  paiis  of  it.  Indeed,  it  was  specially  to  these 
periods  that  the  mystery  spoken  of  was  to  be  applicable. 
I'or  Daniel,  immediately  after  he  heard  the  duration  of 
the  prophecy  was  to  be  three  and  a  half  times,  says,  "  I 
heard,  but  I  understood  not ;  then  said  I,  0  my  Lord, 
■what  (when)  shall  be  the  end  of  these  things?  And  he 
said.  Go  thy  way  Daniel,  for  the  words  are  closed  up 
and  sealed  till  the  time  of  the  end." — Dan.  xii.  That 
is,  the  whole  prophecy  was  to  be  mysterious,  but  the 
three  and  a  half  times  were  to  be  so  pre-eminently.  It 
has  been  taken  for  gi-anted,  in  past  ages,  that  a  prophetic 
day  represented  a  solar  yeai',  and  this  notion  still  pre- 
vails in  all  systems  of  prophetic  expositora  now  in  vogue. 
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Now,  if  this  principle  had  been  correct,  the  prophecy 
■would  have  been  no  mystery,  but  would  have  been  Tin- 
veiled  long  ago.  But,  as  this  would  involve  the  veracity 
of  Gfod,  it  follows  that  the  assumption  is  perfectly  gi-atu- 
itous,  and  that  all  modern  theories,  based  ufwDu  this  prin- 
ciple, are  essentially  heterodox.  Now,  there  is  not  a 
word  in  scripture  that  proves  that  a  prophetic  day  repre- 
sents a  solar  year,  not  one ;  so  that  the  assumption  is  an 
arrogant  one,  at  the  very  beginning,  and  has  nothing  to 
give  it  any  claim  to  ci'edence.  It  is  true  that  Israel  was 
in  tlie  wilderness  "  foi-ty  yeaiB,  each  day  for  a  yeai-,  after 
the  number  of  days  in  which  ye  searohed  the  land ; " 
and  it  is  also  true,  that  Ezeliiel  was  to  i-epresent  the  390 
years  of  Israel's  past  transgi-ession,  by  a  day  for  a  year ; 
bat  tills  proves  nothing,  with  reference  to  the  1290  days 
of  Daniel  being  taken  for  1290  solar  years.  It  may 
affoi-d  grounds  for  a  I'ough  gueas,  but  is  no  basis  of  a 
close,  sound,  and  infallible  eetimatej  none  in  tlie  least. 
But  it  is  i-eplied,  that  the  seventy  weeks  were  fulfilled, 
by  tailing  a  day  as  a  solar  year.  To  this  we  answer,  tliat 
tiie  assei'tion  ia  totally  void  of  coi-rectness ;  for  the 
seventy  weeks  of  Daniel,  if  they  represent  weeks  of 
days,  would  only  make  490  days,  or  years ;  whereas,  the 
seventy  weeks  were  to  be  dated  from  the  decree  of  Cyrus 
to  restore  and  build  Jerusalem ;  and  were  to  extend  to 
the  destruction  of  Jerusalem,  by  the  Eomans,  which  is 
sn  era  of  at  least  603  years ;  so  that  at  this  rate  there  is 
a  deficiency  of  113  years.  But  it  is  said  these  weeks, 
or  yeai«,  were  to  extend  to  the  crucifixion.  "We  answer 
then,  that  they  tiiU  sliort  of  the  time  seventy-four  years. 
But  again  it  is  said,  they  are  to  be  dated  from  the  decrca 
of  restoration,  given  to  Ezra  by  Longiinanus.  We  then 
reply,  that  490  yeai's  ia  six  yeai-s  greater  than  the  period 
bet^veen  this  last  decree  and  the  crucifixion.     So  that,  ia 
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no  ease  does  a  day  represent  a  Bolai'  year.  But  again  ; 
we  object  to  tlie  theory,  not  only  because  it  is  a  baseless 
aasumption  in  the  first  place,  but  because  it  produces 
the  wildest  discrepancy  between  the  fulfillment  of  the 
aamo  events.  For  instance,  it  ia  said,  in  Daniel  viii., 
that  it  shall  be  2300  days  from  the  destruction  of  Jeru- 
ealem  till  the  sanctuary  and  host  shall  cease  to  be  trod- 
den under  foot.  Now,  as  these  would  be  eolar  years, 
according  to  this  theory,  it  would  be  in  A,  D.  2368, 
when  the  sanctuary  would  be  cleansed.  But,  in  the 
twelfth  chapter  it  is  said,  that  in  three  and  a  half  times, 
or  1360  days,  from  the  destruction  of  Jerusalem,  tlie 
"power"  of  the  holy  people  shall  cease  to  be  scattered  ; 
which  is  precisely  the  same  thing  as  that  predicted  to 
occur  at  the  end  of  the  1360  days.  This,  however,  would 
bring  the  restoration  of  Israel  as  early  as  1S38  A.  D., 
making  a  difference  of  1000  years  between  the  times 
of  the  occurrence  of  the  very  same  event.  Again ;  the 
1290  and  1335  days  are  most  positively  pinned  down  to 
the  cessation  of  the  daily  sacrifice,  as  their  beginning 
epoch ;  and,  according  to  this  absurd  theory,  they  must 
have  ended  in  1358,  and  1403,  which  is  ridiculous. 
Now,  at  the  end  of  all  these  periods,  symbolized  by  days 
and  years,  the  very  same  identical  events  were  to  occur, 
and  they  were  all  to  begin  at  the  same  identical  epoch ; 
and  it  tiierefore  follows,  that  they  all  represented  but  one 
era,  which  would  close  at  one  given  period. 

We  again  object  to  the  theory,  because  it  is  obliged  to 
"  wrest  the  scriptures  "  fram  their  only  legitimate  sense, 
and  give  a  fanciful  exposition  to  them.  Nothing  can  be 
plainer  than  that  the  scripture  statas  that  the  beginning 
of  the  2300  and  1390  and  1335  days  should  be  at  the 
downfall  of  Jerusalem.  And  yet  the  advocates  of  this 
theory  have  most  unserupuloualy  and  boldly  aifinned. 
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that  it  was  impossible  that  they  could  begin  there,  even 
if  God  did  say  so.  The  consequence  lias  been,  that  the- 
ories without  number  have  been  projected  to  give  them 
another  starting  point,  and  no  two  have  agreed  together 
as  to  the  proper  points  or  point.  Such  a  course  has 
darkened  God's  words  by  counsel  without  knowiedge, 
and  thrown  discredit  upon  prophecy  and  upon  God  him- 
self. "Order  is  heaven's  fii-st  law;"  and  the  endless 
jargon  of  these  presuming  Solomons  has  proved  that 
thoy  were  in  the  grossest  en-or.  From  the  nature  of 
things,  the  whole  system  of  prophecy,  fi'om  the  beginning 
of  the  world  to  its  dose,  must  be  a  simple,  compact,  and 
harmonious  unit ;  but  this  theory  not  only  fails  to  har- 
monize the  prophets,  but  is  fully  chargeable  with  logical, 
if  not  with  profane,  heresy.  It  harmonizes  nothing,  but 
disorganizes  every  thing  in  its  path.  It  places  the  car- 
nal Srael  superior  to  the  spiritual ;  transforms  literal 
terms  to  figures,  and  vice-versa  at  will ;  it  allows  redemp- 
tion to  Palestine,  but  denies  it  to  the  world ;  it  annihi- 
lates the  globe  at  the  removal  of  the  curse,  and  makes 
the  "  I'estitution  of  all  tilings,"  to  be  the  annihilation  of 
all  things ;  fixes  one  epoch  for  the  day  of  judgment,  and 
then  another ;  originates  religious  epidemics,  and  deceives 
the  people ;  rejects  revelation  rather  than  its  own  rhap- 
sodies ;  is  proud,  arbitrary,  self-conceited,  positive,  heady, 
high-minded,  and  black  with  error;  and  yet  it  claims 
the  confidence  of  mankind.  Surely  it  is  unworthy  of 
belief. 

Again ;  we  are  opposed  to  the  theory,  because  it  never 
correctly  calculated  any  future  event ;  while,  at  the  same 
time,  it  has  professed  to  be  infallible  in  its  calculations, 
Millerism  was  based  upon  it;  and  what  has  become  of 
it?  Let  the  faded  ascension  I'obes  answer.  It  never 
showed  a  past  realization  of  prophecj   ihat  conformed 
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to  it ;  yet  it  draws  on  space,  and  bides  its  head  in  tlie 
darkness  of  the  future,  and  says  it  will  do  batter  by  and 
by.  But  it  is  hopeless  to  expect  anytliing  from  it;  it 
has  no  sa-ipture  to  endorse  it,  and  no  proof  from  experi- 
ence ;  it  has  wrested  the  scriptures,  disappointed  hopes, 
transgressed  all  logical  authority,  thrown  prophecy  into 
confusion,  contradiction,  and  double  mystery;  resting 
upon  wild  speculation,  it  has  injured  religion  ;  supported 
only  by  opinions  and  not  by  merits,  deceiving  and  being 
deceived,  it  is  as  untenable  as  falsehood,  and  as  shallow 
as  ignorance. 

Past  theories  of  interpretation  being  wrong,  from  tha 
decree  of  God,,  and  from  their  own  absurdities,  it  follows 
that  some  new  scheme  of  exposition  rtmst  be  discovered 
in  order  to  solve  at  length  the  great  mysteries  of  God. 
The  mystery  was  not  always  to  remain ;  for  prophecy 
■would  be  nonsense  to  the  world,  if  it  wei-e  never  to  be 
nnderatood;  its  being  concealed  "till  the  time  of  ths 
end,"  and  only  till  then,  implies  that  it  was  certainly  to 
be  known  at  that  time ;  besides  which,  the  text  expressly 
affirms  that  the  "  wise  shall  underatand,"  but  that  "  none 
of  the  wicked  shall."'  The  terms  "  wise"  and  "wicked" 
are  symbolic  and  generic,  and  of  couise  tliey  are  pro- 
phetic terms  of  multitude,  and  refer  to  great  classes  in 
the  world  at  the  time  of  unsealing.  A  discovery  was 
therefore  to  be  made,  and  the  time  of  its  occurrence,  and 
the  people  who  were  to  know  it,  are  distinctly  specified. 
The  next  question  of  importance  to  decide  is,  "What  is 
meant  by  the  "  time  of  the  end  ?  "  This  can  be  answered 
by  fooldng  at  the  events  which  were  to  characteiize  it. 
1.  It  was  to  be  at  about  the  end  of  the  three  and  a  half 
times  mentioned  in  the  12th  chapter  of  Daniel.  Aiid 
as  this  period  is  interpreted  to  be  1290  and  1335 
days,  it  is  possible  the  present  age  is  the  one.    2.  It  was

to  be  clmractenzGcl,  according  to  the  text,  by  the  cessa- 
tion of  the  ecattei'ing  of  the  power  of  the  holy  people. 
Now,  as  the  ho!y  people  are  coincident  with  t!ie  Chris- 
tain  people,  it  follows,  that  as  soon  as  their  power  began 
to  spring  up  and  extend,  that  then  the  time  was  come. 
And  as  the  United  States,  at  ita  rise,  waa  the  beginning 
of  the  cessation  of  the  scattering  of  Christians  and  their 
power,  by  monarchy,  it  is  evident  that  this  may  ba 
counted  the  time  of  the  end  of  the  oppressors  of  tho  lib- 
erty of  Christians.  "  The  time  of  the  end  "  does  not 
refei'  to  tlie  spiritual  end  of  the  world,  because  the  Mil- 
lennial era  was  immediately  to  follow  it ;  and  it  plainly 
coincides  with  the  seventh  trumpet  era  of  the  Apocalypse. 
3.  "  This  era  was  to  be  remarkable  for  the  nnveiling 
of  the  mystery  of  prophecy.  This  great  predicted  dis- 
covery we  thiul:  we  have  made ;  and  shall  proceed  to 
prove  our  discovery,  by  fair  and  logical  testimony.  We 
do  not  prof^a  to  have  been  inducted  into  the  mystery 
by  any  miraculous  agency,  yet,  as  the  subject  has  been 
matter  of  moi-e  than  daily  prayer  and  most  laborious 
study,  during  a  period  of  more  than  twenty  years,  we 
may,  without  enthusiasm,  be  supposed  to  have  derived 
6ome  aid  from  that  Wise  One  who  giveth  wisdom  to 
those  who  diligently  seek  his  counsel.  That  onr  mode 
of  exposition  should  differ  from  all  other  expositoi-s  is 
to  be  expected,  if  we  are  correct ;  for  they  must  bo  essen- 
tially wrong,  if  they  follow  the  ancient  and  now  preva- 
lent modes  of  intei-pretation.  That  our  conclusions 
should  be  different  from  all  received  opinions  would  fol- 
low, necessarily,  if  we  are  connect ;  because  these  opinions 
are  those  which  have  prevailed  for  a  thousand  or  more 
yeai-s,  and  are  but  the  revised  opinions  of  the  ancient 
fathers ;  and  they  must  be  wrong,  from  the  declaration  of 
God,  that  no  correct  view  of  the  peiiod  in  question, 
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eliould  be  held  until  the  latest  periods  iu  the  iiiatoiy  of 
his  people's  adversitj. 

Aceoi-ding  to  the  principles  of  inductive  philosophy, 
■we  must  ascertain  uulinown  truths  from  those  which  are 
■well  known  ;  and  npon  this  principle  we  shall  proceed 
to  ascei-tain  the  true  solar  lengths  of  those  periods  termed 
days,  weeks,  months,  and  times.  As  days,  ■weeks, 
monfchs,  and  years,  are  resolvable  into  each  other,  it  fol- 
lows that  if  we  are  able  to  discover  the  solar  length  of 
a  symbolic  week,  that  we  can  from  that  ascertain  the 
solar  length  of  a  symbolic  day,  month,  and  year.  This 
position  will  be  admitted  readily,  because  it  can  not  be 
denied.  Now,  there  is  one  period  of  symbolic  time  in 
scripture,  whose  solar  length  can  be  distinctly  known, 
and  that  is  the  famous  "  seventy  weeks."  These,  accord- 
ing to  prophecy,  were  to  extend  from  the  decree  for  the 
restoration  of  Israel  to  the  death  of  Christ  and  the  de- 
struction of  Jerusalem.  Now,  as  these  two  eras  ■were 
respectively  603  years  and  some  days,  and  564  years  and 
some  days  long,  it  follows  that  all  other  periods  of  this 
kind  must  be  proportionally  long.  It  also  follows  that 
TO  weeks,  divided  into  these  two  periods  of  years,  ■will 
g^ve  us  the  length  of  a  prophetic  week.  Thus  far,  we 
can  see  the  amount  of  time  a  single  symbolic  week  con- 
tains. As,  however,  this  does  not  show  the  mods  by 
which  a  week  is  found  to  coincide  with  its  value,  as 
ascertained  by  fulfillment,  we  must  search  for  it  until 
■we  find  it.  It  is  certainly  to  be  found,  for  the  fulfillment 
has  always  decided  that  fact,  by  deciding  the  length  of 
the  70  weeks.  To  ascertain  this  mode,  we  mnst  turn 
most  diligently  to  all  the  facte  connected  with  Hebrew 
weeks  and  yeare,  and  modes  of  expression  and  customs. 
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CHATTER   I. 

INTERPEETATION  OP  THE  SEVENTY  WEEKa, 

We  shall  now  quote  tbefamons  proplieey  of  these  weeks, 
and  then  proceed  to  interpret  it.  "  Understand  the  matter 
and  consider  the  vision.  Seventy  weeks  am  determined 
upon  thy  people,  and  upon  thy  holy  city,  to  finish  the 
transgression  and  make  an  end  oJ  sma ,  to  make  recon- 
ciliation for  iniquity,  and  to  bring  m  tveilistrng  right- 
eousness; to  seal  up  the  vision  and  prophtty,  and  to 
anoint  the  Most  Holy  Kuow,  therefore,  and  under- 
stand, that  from  the  go  ng  forth  of  the  commandment 
to  restore  and  to  5w^?l^  Jeiusalem,  unto  tho  Messiah  tiie 
Prince  shall  be  seven  weeks,  and  three  scote  and  two 
■weeks ;  the  street  shall  be  built  agam,  and  the  wall,  even 
in  troublous  tirnee.  And  aiier  three  scoie  and  two 
■weeks  shall  Messiah  be  cut  ofi,  but  not  foi  hnnsolf ;  and 
the  people  of  the  prince  that  shall  come,  nhali  desti-oy 
the  city  and  the  sanctuaiy,  ^nd  the  end  thereof  shall  be 
with  a  flood,  and  unto  the  end  of  the  wai,  desolations 
are  determined.  And  he  shall  confiim  the  covenant 
with  many  for  one  week,  and  m  the  inid^it  ot  the  week 
he  shall  cause  the  sacrifice  and  the  oblation  to  cease,  and 
for  the  overspreading  ot  abominations  he  shall  make 
it  desolate,  even  until  the  consummation,  and  that  deter- 
mined shall  be  poured  upon  the  desolate  ' — Dan.  ix. 

The  first  thing  stated  m  the  piophecy,  is,  that  seventy 
weeks  were  determined  upon  Darnel  a  people,  and  the 
holy  city.     That  is,  as  every  one  can  see,  there  were  to 
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be  seventy  weeks  to  the  Jews  and  to  Jerasalera,  Ie  the 
subsequent  part  of  the  prophecy,  the  signification  of  this 
is  shown  to  be  the  destimetion  of  Jerusalem,  and  of  the 
coiTnpt  Israel.  "  To  finish  the  transgression  and  malie 
an  end  of  sins,"  is  also  to  the  same  purport,  and  is  inter- 
preted by  the  cansing  of  the  daily  sin-offering  to  cease, 
and  desolating  of  the  sanctnary  for  ite  abominations. 
The  second  thing  stated  is,  that  the  seventy  weeks  extend 
from  the  I'eatorlng  decree  to  the  time  when  reconciliation 
shall  be  made  for  iniquity,  and  everlasting  righteous- 
nesa  brought  in,  Tbis  plainly  j-eters  to  the  atonement 
and  salvation  by  the  death  and  I'esarrection  of  Christ, 
and  is  explained  by  Messiali's  being  cut  off',  but  not  for 
liimself. 

The  third  thing  stated,  is  the  sealing  up  of  tlie  vision, 
and  anointing  of  Christ.  Isaiah  says,  "  A  vision  sealed 
like  a  book,  is  one  that  is  not  understood."  We  under- 
stand here,  the  closing  of  the  saci'ed  canon,  and  the  be- 
ginning of  the  mystic  prophetic  period.  The  anointing, 
we  do  not  fully  nnderetand,  in  this  connection. 

The  fourth  thing  stated  is,  that  it  shall  be  seveu  weeks 
and  sixty-two  weeks,  to  Messiah  the  Prince.  This  nmst 
refer,  not  to  the  birth  of  Christ,  but  to  his  entei'ing  upon 
his  ministry,  after  the  days  of  John's  mission  were  ended. 
To  this,  the  Saviour  undoubtedly  alluded,  when  he  told 
his  disciples  to  preach  repentance,  because  the  kingdom 
was  at  hand ;  and  that  the  time  was  fulfilled ;  and  that 
the  son  of  man  would  be  come,  before  they  had  gone 
over  Israel, 

We  see,  from  these  things,  that  the  prophecy  was  to 
have  a  double  ending ;  and  that  one  end  of  the  weeks 
was  to  he  at  the  fail  of  J'ltdea,  and  the  other  at  the 
crucifixion.  Its  beginninjr  ig  bo  clearly  stated,  as  not 
to  need  repetition.     We  shall  now  ascertain  precisely 
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■when  the  decree  of  restoration  was  promulgated;  and 
■when  tbo  crucifixion  took  place,  and,  also,  ■when  Judea 
was  overthrown. 


The  Decree  os  Eestoration — Thb  CsiiciFixtoB — The  FitL 

OP   JUBBA. 

History  sho^ws  us  that  thei-e  ■were  two  principal  decrees 
given  for  the  restoration  of  the  Jews ;  the  fii'st,  and  full 
decree,  was  by  Cyras ;  and  the  second  ■was  given  to 
Ezra,  by  Artaxerxes  Longimanns ;  by  the  first,  Jeruaa- 
lem  and  the  temple  were  rebuilt,  and  the  country  reset- 
tled; end  by  the  second,  the  Jewish  ritual  was  reformed. 
We  will  conaider  each  in  order. 

Paragrajph  I. 

This  ■was  given  in  the  last  part  of  the  year  537,  before 
Christ.  In  the  first  year  of  Cyms,  according  to  Ezi'a, 
first  chapter,  and  the  last  of  2d  Chronicles,  the  decree 
for  Jndea's  restoration  was  issued.  Keep  it  in  mind, 
that  it  was  the  first  year  of  Cyms.  Now,  by  the  com- 
bined aid  of  astronomy,  scripture,  and  history,  ■we  shail 
show,  that  this  fii-st  year  synchronizes  with  537,  B,  0. 
There  was  an  eclipse  of  the  sun  on  the  20th  of  Septem- 
ber, A.  TJ.  C,  601,  which  had  been  foretold  by  Thalee, 
the  Milesian,  and  this  was  the  147th  year  of  Nabonassai', 
and  the  9th  of  Jehoiakim,  king  of  Judah. — (Prid.  Conn. 
vol.  i.)  Now,  Daniel,  in  hia  first  chapter,  says  that 
Nebuehadnezzav  came  against  Jerusalem,  and  besieged 
it ;  and  the  Lord  gave  Jehoiakim  into  his  hands,  inHhe 
third  year  of  his  reign.     Subtracting,  therefore,  the  3d 
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year  fi-om  the  9tli,  we  have  eix  i-emaiuder,  and  adding 
it  to  601,  gives  us  607,  B.  C,  as  the  date  of  tliis 
siege.  The  siege  was  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year; 
Prideaux  eaje  in  October ;  and  its  conclusion  must  have 
been  a  month  or  two  later,  or  aboiit  December.  Earlier 
in  the  year,  Nebuchadnezzar  had  made  a  conquest  of 
Egypt,  had  taken  Carchemish,  and  subdued  Syria  and 
Ph(enicia,  and  he  here  finishes  his  campaign,  and  returns 
home  with  the  Jewish  and  other  captives.  Of  these, 
Jeremiah  says,  "  Tliese  nations  shall  serve  the  king  of 
Babylon  seventy  yeara.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass, 
when  sevenly  yeai-s  are  accomplished,  that  I  will  punish 
the  king  of  Babylon  and  that  nation  for  their  iniquity, 
saith  the  Lord."*  Counting  these  seventy  years,  there- 
fore, from  the  time  of  the  beginning  of  this  servitnde,  it 
is  evident  that  it  ended  seventy  years  later  than  607, 
B.  C. ;  and  also,  that  t!ie  king  of  Babylon  was  overthrown 
eeventy  years  after  this  servitude  began  ;  hence,  the  con- 
quest of  Babylon,  and  the  death  of  Belshazzar,  was  in 
537,  B.  0. ;  and  this,  accoi'ding  to  Ptolemy,  was  the  first 
year  of  Cyrus,  and,  according  to  scripture,  the  first  of 
Darius  and  of  Cyras  conjointly.  Why  some  chronologers 
should  have  placed  the  fall  of  Babylon  in  538,  B.  C,  one 
year  before  the  seventy  yeai-s  were  to  be  fulfilled,  is  very 
hard  to  divine ;  and  is  certainly  an  error,  or  else  inspira- 
tion errs.  The  seventy  years  of  the  Jews  began  later  in 
the  year  than  that  of  other  nations,  and  about  December ; 
and  Prideaux  states  that  their  retnrn  must  have  begun  in 
December ;  so  that  we  may  fully  claim,  that  the  going 
forth  of  the  captivity,  by  virtue  of  the  Cyrus  decree,  was 
in  December  of  537,  B.  C,  just  seventy  years  after  it 
bad  left  Jerusalem  tor  Babylon.     Fridoaux  thinks,  that 

*  Jcromiah  xxv. 
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tho  first  year  of  Gyrus  was  hia  third  year  from  the  taking; 
of  Babylon,  as  TuUy  reckons  it ;  that  is,  the  first  of  hid 
sole  reign,  afler  the  death  of  Darias,  the  Mede;  but 
Ptolemy's  canon  reckons  his  first  year  with  his  conquest 
of  Belshajsar ;  the  scriptures  speak  of  the  reign  of  both 
monarchs ;  but  it  is  easy  to  see  that  their  first  year  syn- 
chi-onizes  with  all  the  statements  of  scripture.  We 
strongly  anspeci.  Frideaux's  theory  of  the  seventy  weeks 
led  him  into  this  error ;  for  it  wonld  bring  the  date 
of  the  Ezra  decree  too  early  for  him  by  a  year,  unless 
he  made  the  iii-st  year  of  Darius  to  be  in  538,  B.  C, 
and  the  firet  of  Cyrus,  two  yeai-s  after  it.  But,  as  53a, 
B.  C,  could  not  be  the  firat  of  Darius,  if  he  makes  tlie 
first  of  Cyrus  to  begin  two  years  later  than  Darius,  hJa 
theory  brings  him  too  late  in  time  tor  its  own  good, 
Mr.  Frideaux's  view  seems  to  us  very  unreasonable,  as 
well  aa  impossible  to  i-eeeive ;  for,  according  to  his  no- 
tion, the  Jews  would  have  been  detained  in  Babylon  two 
years  longer  than  the  Gentiles,  and  two  years  longer  than 
their  appointed  time;  and  God  had  said  that  Cyrus 
should  overthrow  Babylon,  "  for  Jaoob^  my  servant's 
saJce,  and  Israel  mine  elect,"  (Isa.)  and  nnless  seventy 
years  mean  ecventy-two  years,  we  can  not  see  how  ha 
can  be  correct ;  indeed,  we  know  iie  must  b 


Paragraph  11. 


This  was  given  to  Ezi'a,  and  published  in  Jerusalem, 
in  the  month  of  July ;  and  in  the  seventh  year  of  Lon- 
gimanus,  and  in  the  year  456,  B.  0. 

Prideaux  places  this  decree  in  the  year  458,  B.  C, 
and  differs  from  Usher.  Indeed  each  chronologer  of  this 
epoch  differs  arbitrarily  from  his  corapeere,  and  all  depart 
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arbiti-arily  from  history,  for  the  sake,  as  they  say,  of 
scripture  chronology ;  bat  really  to  accommodate  their 
Beveral  theories  of  the  seventy  weets.  Each  fixes  his 
theory,  and  then  dates  back  his  amount  of  years  from 
the  death  of  Christ,  and  wherever  they  end,  there  they 
place  the  date  of  the  Ezra  decree.  A  strange  way  indeed 
of  showing  the  fulfillment  of  prophecy !  Let  history  be 
true,  though  theories  suffer !  We  can  not  and  will  not 
depart  fi-ora  history,  and  especially  from  Ptolemy,  unless 
strongly  biassed  by  opposing  testimony ;  and  it  is  singu- 
lar that  on  the  date  of  this  decree,  Prideanx  and  Usher 
both  should  have  left  the  astronomic  chronology  of 
Ptolemy  to  follow  a  fancy. 

According  to  Ptolemy,  Cyrus  reigned  nine  yeare  from 
the  conquest  of  Babylon ;  he  was  succeeded  by  Cambyses, 
who  reigned  seven  years  and  five  months,  and  he  by 
Smerdis  for  seven  months,  and  he  by  Darius  tor  thirty- 
six  years,  and  he  by  Xei-xes  for  twenty-one  years,  and 
he  by  Longimanns,  and  in  his  seventh  year  the  decree 
was  given  to  Ezra  for  reforming  Jerusalem.  These 
amount  to  eighty-one  years  in  all,  and  estimating, 
as  reasonably  we  may,  that  the  reign  of  Cyrus  began 
about  the  middle  of  the  year  iSI,  B.  C,  and  snb- 
ti'aeting  eighty-one  years  Irom  it,  we  are  brought  down 
to  456^,  A.  C. 

Paragraph   III. 


This  was  A.  D.  29,  and  on  the  twenty-fifth  of  March. 
So  it  appeai-s  fi-om  the  facts,  Christ  was  born  in  the  5tli 
year  B.  C,  v.  3. ;  and  was  over  thirty-three  years  of  age, 
but  not  over  thirty-four  at  his  death ;  and  by  conseqence 
must  have  died  A.  D.  29 ;  and  the  scriptures  say  the 
crucifixion  was  on  the  fourteenth  of  Nisan  which  a 
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in  tbat  yeai',  to  Miirch  twenty-fifth.  To  verify  our  posi- 
tion, wc  quote  Ihe  authority  and  argument  of  Eusebius, 
the  fii-at  eccleaiastical  historian,  and  of  the  era  of  Con- 
sfantine.  He  says,  "  it  was  about  the  fitieentli  year  of 
the  reign  of  Tiberius,  according  to  the  Evangelist,  in  the 
fourth  year,  that  Pilate  was  procurator  of  Judea,  when 
Herod,  Lysaniaa  and  Phillip,  as  tetrarchs,  held  the  gov- 
ernment of  tlie  rest  of  Judea,  when  our  Lord  and  Saviour 
Jesus  Christ  was  in  his  thirtieth  year,  that  he  came  to 
the  baptism  of  John,  an<i  then  made  t!ie  beginning  of 
promulgating  his  gospel."  The  holy  scriptures  more- 
over relate  that  he  passed  the  whole  time  of  his  public 
ministry  under  the  high  priests,  Annas  and  Calaphaa; 
intimating,  that  during  the  years  of  their  priesthood,  the 
whole  time  of  his  mmistrj  terminated.  For,  beginning 
with  the  pontificate  of  Annas,  and  continuing  after  that 
of  Oaiaphas,  tfie  whole  of  this  interval  does  not  give  us 
foni'  yeai-s.  The  rites  indeed  ot'  the  law  having  already 
been  abolished  since  that  period,  with  it,  also,  were 
annulled  the  privileges  of  the  priesthood,  viz:  of  con- 
tinuing in  it  for  lite,  and  of  hereditary  descent.  Under 
the  Roman  governoi-s,  however,  different  pei'sons  at  dif- 
ferent times  were  appointed  as  high  priests,  who  did  not 
continue  in  office  more  than  a  year. 

Josephus,  indeed,  relates  that  there  were  four  high 
priests  in  succession  from  Annas  to  Oaiaphas.  "Val- 
erius Gratus  having  put  a  period  to  the  priesthood 
of  Annas,  promoted  Ishmael,  the  son  of  Baphi,  to 
the  office ;  and  removing  him  also,  not  long  alter,  he 
appointed  Elea^er,  the  son  of  Annas,  who  had  been 
high  priest  before,  to  the  office,  Atler  the  lapse  of  a 
year,  removing  liim  also,  he  ti-ansfers  the  priesthood  to 
Simon,  the  son  of  Camithus.  But  he  also  did  not  con- 
tinue to  hold  the  honor  longer  than  a  year,  when  he  was 
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I  by  JoBeplma,  smnamcd  Caiaphas." — (Anti- 
quities.) Hence,  the  whole  time  of  our  Saviour's  minis- 
try is  proved  not  to  embrace  four  entire  years ;  there 
being  four  liigli  priests  for  four  years,  from  Annaa  to 
the  appointment  of  Caiaphae,  each  of  whom  held  the 
office  a  year  respectively.  Oaiaphas,  indeed,  is  justly 
shown  by  the  gospel  nari'ative  to  have  been  high  priest 
in  that  year  in  which  our  Saviour's  suffering  were  fin- 
ished, with  which  present  observation  the  time  of  Christ's 
ministiy  is  proved  to  agree. 

Again ;  by  reference  to  the  sciiptures  it  appears  that 
Christ,  after  his  baptism,  at  which  he  was  thirty  years  of 
age,  attended  only  four  paesovers,  at  the  last  of  which 
he  was  the  "  Lamb  that  was  slain ; "  so  that  he  could  not 
have  been  over  thiity-ibur  jeais  of  age.  These  four  pass- 
overe  are  noticed  at  length  in  the  indices  of  most  family 
bibles.  Secondly ;  that  Christ  was  born  four  years  before 
the  common  era,  io  a^ri,ed  to  by  all  ^uteis.  The  proof 
of  this  is  incontestable  f  i  on  t!  e  thnteenth  of  March, 
B.  0.  4,  there  was  in  ccl  psi,  of  the  niuon  ;  and  Herod 
■was  at  that  time  suflei  ng  his  li&t  illness,  and  he  died 
that  year,  so  that  his  chaige  to  deitroy  the  innocents 
miKt  have  been  of  caiher  dite  m  hich  proves  that  Christ 
■was  bom  some  months  before  th  s  eel  [  se  — {Pridewuis, 
Josephua,  c6e.)  This  point  needed  not  to  be  proved,  as 
few  sane  men  will  call  it  m  quest  on 

Again ;  Townsen  i  in  h  s  lato  profound  work,  the 
Chronological  Bible  \  laces  the  ciucilixion  in  A.  D.  29 ; 
as  does  Playfair  also  an  1  th  s  is  toUowed  by  the  Comp. 
Comment.,  and  is  aj,reed  to  latterly  by  all  men  of 
chronological  research  G  bbon  says  *  there  is  no  reason 
to  doubt  that  Chrlist  died  under  the  consi  Iship  of  the  two 
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Greiiiini,  March  25th,  A,  D.  29;  and  an  ancient  and 
lately  discorered,  and  well  preserved  medal,  also  states 
that  it  was  on  the  25th  of  March.  It  may  be  proper  to 
state,  that  Usher  and  Prideanx,  and  all  the  seventy- week 
theoristB,  place  the  crucifixion  in  33,  A.  D.,  because 
Christ  was  baptized,  being  thirty  years  old,  in  the  fif- 
teenth year  of  Tiberius,  which,  they  say,  began  after  the 
death  of  Augustus  Csesar,  in  August,  A.  D.  14,  and 
which  would  make  the  year  of  Christ's  baptism  to  have 
been  in  A.  D.  29,  and  his  death  in  33,  A.  D.  The  solu- 
tion of  the  difficulty  is  easy,  for  there  were  two  epochs 
to  the  reign  of  Tiberius :  the  fli3t,  when  he  was  made 
associate  imperator  with  Augustus ;  and  the  second, 
after  his  death ;  and,  by  dating  Luke's  statement,  of  fif- 
teen years  from  the  first  epoch,  all  the  facts  harmonize 
with  each  other. 

These  theorists  make  Christ  to  have  been  only  thirty- 
three  and  a  half  years  of  age,  at  the  crucifixion  ;  and  yet, 
also,  thirty-seven  years  old.  We  have  bofoi'e  us  an  eccle- 
siastical history,  that  states  that  Christ  was  born  four 
years  B.  C,  and  was  crucified  in  33,  A.  D.,  and  that 
then  he  was  just  thirty-three  and  a  half  years  old !  And 
ia  not  Bishop  Usher,  the  prince  of  chronologers,  charge- 
able with  the  same  inconsistency  ? 

From  the  light  we  enjoy,  it  is  a  fair  conclusion  that 
Christ  was  abont  thirty-three  and  a  half,  or  thirty-four 
years  old,  at  his  crucifixion ;  and  that  this  was  in  A.  D., 
29,  Mai'ch  25th.  That  Christmas  day  was  not  his  birth- 
day, is  susceptible  of  ample  proof;  Hebraic  analogy,  and 
circumstances,  and  history,  combine  to  place  his  birth, 
either  at  the  autumna!  or  vernal  equinox,  or  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  Hebrew  civil  or  sacred  year.  If  the  nativity 
was  at  either  of  these  epochs,  and  the  cmciflxion  was  at 
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tlie  vernal  equinox,  tlion  was  Christ  either  exactly  thirty- 
three  aod  a  half,  ox  thirty-four  years  of  age,  as  is  geue- 
rally  supposed. 

Paragraph  IV. 

The  next  epoch  we  ai'e  called  upon  to  determine,  is 
that  of  the  deeolation  of  Juclea,  the  bnrniug  of  the 
temple,  and  the  beginning  of  the  long  captivity.  This 
viaB  the  year  68,  A.  D.  The  last  eacred  year  ended  at 
the  fii-st  of  Nisan,  of  the  year  68;  the  army  of  Titus 
entered  Jndea  in  this  month,  and  encamped  at  Jerusalem 
on  the  14tJi,  when  the  jiassover  was  to  be  celebrated ;  on 
the  17th  of  Panemus,  the  daily  sacrifice  ceased ;  and  on 
the  8th  of  Ab,  the  temple  was  bnrned ;  and  on  the  lOtb 
of  Elul,  the  city  was  broken  np,  and  its  walls  were  bro- 
ken down ;  and  all  things  were  desolated  by  the  begin- 
ning of  the  seventli  month,  or  the  new  year's  day  of  the 
civil  year.  About  this  epoch,  chronologei'S  have  given 
themselves  apparently  little  concern,  as  tfieir  disagree- 
ments evince,  for  they  vai-ionsly  place  it  in  68,  69,  70, 
71,  72,  aad  73,  A.  D.  The  i-ecoivda  of  those  most  deeply 
interested  in  pi'eserving  a  true  account  of  the  year  of 
Israel's  desolation,  and  upon  whose  memory  it  must  have 
made  the  deepest  impression,  that  is,  of  the  Jews  them- 
selves, show  tliat  this  event  was  in  the  Eabbinical  year 
of  the  world,  3828,  which  coincides  with  A.  D.  68. 
Tlie  Koman  historians,  npon  whom  many  chronologers 
depend,  difler  among  themselvea  in  those  accounts  of 
the  reigns  of  monarchs,  essential  to  a  true  nndei-standing 
of  the  date  of  the  epoch  we  are  seeldng.  But  the  case 
is  by  no  means  as  hopeless  a  one  to  settle  as  might 
~>r  carelessness  has  evidently  influenced 
1,  more  than  want  of  materials.  Our  materials, 
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we  believe,  are  elioaen  with  the  most  candid  and  critical 
discrimination ;  and  onr  results  harmonize  witli  the  date 
the  Jews  assign  to  tlie  fall  of  their  commonwealth. 

As  the  crucifixion  was  in  A,  D.  39J,  and  Christ  was 
then  thirty-three  and  a  half  or  thirty-four  years  of  age, 
and  was  thirty  years  old  at  the  15th  year  of  Tiberius,  if 
we  subtract  the  difference  between  thiity  and  tbirty-three 
and  a  half,  from  twentj-nine  and  a  qnarter,  we  are 
brought  to  A,  D.  35  and  about  nine  months,  which  18 
about  the  time  of  year  when  Tiberius  assumed  the 
purple,  or  the  annivei-sary  of  his  reign.  If  we  assume 
that  Cbrist  was  bom  at  the  vernal  equinox,  B.  C.  5,  as 
Dr.  Clarke,  and  many  moderns  and  ancients  teach, 
then,  ho  being  thirty-four  years  of  age  at  the  crucifixion, 
if  we  subtract  four  years  from  29  A.  D.,  eighfcy-flve  days, 
(or  March  25)  we  are  can'ied  back  to  the  montli  Nisan, 
A,  D.  25,  as  the  15th  of  Tiberius.  In  either  ease,  we 
are  removed  from  this  year  of  35  to  A.  D.  10,  by  sub- 
tracting tl  fitte  n  1  11  y  ars,  or  fourteen  and  a  half 
of  Tibe  f  ra  t  It  01  st  was  thirty  yeare  of  age 
in  the  f  II  n   j    t  at  tl  e  anniversary  of  Tiberius' 

reign,   t  y    n         nabl   to  believe  that  Saint  Luke 

would  \  k  t  tl  1  tl  IT  berius,  when  that  year  had 
scarcely  begun ;  but,  as  he  does  speak  of  it,  the  presump- 
tion is,  that  it  either  was  about  complete,  or  well  ad- 
vanced toward  completion. 

The  notion  that  John's  baptism  of  multitudes,  and 
preaching  to  them  in  open  fields,  was  in  the  frosts  of 
winter,  seems  absurd,  and  we  have  no  proof  of  it ;  and, 
more  especially,  as  the  manifestation  of  great  personagea 
and  events  was  more  likely  to  begin  at  the  Hebrew  new 
year,  and  at  the  feasts.  We  think  no  sensible  scholar,  of 
the  Protestant  school  at  least,  will  dispute  about  the  time 
of  Christ's  birth :  we  ai'o  certain  it  would  be  to  their 
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shame  to  dispute  his  age ;  and  we  therefore  conclude,  that 
eitEior  foiirtecn  and  ft  half  or  fifteen  yeara  are  to  be  sub- 
tracted from  A.  D,  35,  to  find  the  beginning  of  Tiberius' 
reign ;  and,  hy  eitlier  pvocesa,  we  are  carried  to  A.  D. 
10,  and  the  latter  or  former  portion  of  the  year.  Having 
this  epoch,  as  a  fair  goal,  we  set  out  from  it  to  reach 
A.  D.  68,  The  length  of  the  reign  of  Tiberius  was  from 
August  28th,  A.  D.  10,  to  March  16,  or  26th,  A.  D.  37,  a 
period  of  twenty-five  years,  six  months,  and  twen^  days ; 
the  length  of  the  reign  of  his  successor,  Caius  Oaligula, 
was  three  yeara  and  eight  months ;  and  of  his  successor, 
Ciaudiua  Oiesar,  thirteen  years,  eight  mouths,  and  twenty 
days ;  and  of  his  suceeesor,  Nero  Ctesar,  thirteen  years 
and  eight  days ;  after  him  Galba  reigned  till  the  thii-d  of 
Januaiy  following,  and  was  murdered  on  the  fifteenth ; 
his  reign  was  seven  months  and  seven  days ;  Otho  next 
reigned,  three  months  and  three  days;  Yitellius  next 
reigned,  eight  months  and  five  days,  and  was  killed  on 
the  third  of  Casieu,  answering  to  November ;  Vespasian, 
however,  began  his  reign  on  the  filth  of  the  Noues,  or 
Ides  of  July  preceding,  and  in  his  second  yeai-,  about  the 
month  of  September,  Jerusalem  was  destroyed. 

While  the  historian  allows  seven  months  and  seven 
days  to  Galba,  we  allow  him  but  five  months  and  nine- 
teen days ;  and  we  a^ign  Titeliins  three  months  and  sis 
days,  because  they  were  cotemporaiy  with  other  mon- 
archs.  This  tact  is  admitted  by  historians,  and  is  very 
manifest  by  a  strict,  addition  of  the  days  and  years  of 
their  predecessors,  and  seeing  the  time  of  tiie  yeai"  when 
Nero  ended  ins  reign,  and  comparing  thja  date  with  the 
known  days  when  Galba  and  Vitellius  ended  their  reigns, 
and  the  date  of  Vespasian's  election  to  tlie  purple.  Ac- 
cording to  this,  Nero  ended  his  reign  about  the  14th  of 
July,  66  A.  D. ;  and  Galba's  images  were  thrown  down, 
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and  Otilo  was  cleclafecl  emperor;  and  Vespasian  was  df 
clared  empevor  in  Jnly  following ;  but  Vitellius  was  hif 
coteniporary  till  November,  or  Oasleu.  Galba,  Otho. 
and  Vitellius,  are  omitted  from  Ptolemy's  canon,  allow- 
ing that  none  of  them  reigned  a  single  year;  and  Dio 
estimates  the  sum  of  their  reigns,  seriately,  at  about  t: 
year,  which  is  close  to  what  we  reckoned  it,  before  know- 
ing his  testimony.  The  enm  of  all  the  reigns,  as  thu!- 
esplainod,  allowing  one  yeai"  and  three  months  for  Tes- 
pasian's,  to  the  fall  of  Jerusalem,  is  fifty-eight  years,  ont- 
month,  and  fifteen  days ;  and,  adding  this  sum  to  the 
firet  year  of  Tiberius,  August  38th,  A.  D.  10,  or  ten 
yeai'S,  seven  mouths,  and  twenty-seven  days,  we  art' 
brought  to  A.  D.  68  and  nine  months.  In  this  estimatt 
there  may  be  an  excess  of  a  few  days,  but  we  tliink  no 
greater  exceptions  can  be  taken  to  it.  The  common 
epoch  assigned  to  the  associate  reign  of  Tiberius,  is  A.  D. 
11,  and  we  tiiink  we  have  shown  good  reasons  for  not 
adopting  it ;  but  if  any  think  that  this  date  is  settled  st: 
much  by  teetimonj^,  as  by  the  want  of  it,  we  would  say, 
that  though  the  epoch  of  the  founding  of  Eome  is  sup- 
posed to  be  753  years  B.  0.,  and,  by  consequence,  thf 
first  of  Tiberius  synchronizes  with  11  A.  D,,  yet  all 
must  be  aware  that  time  never  was  measured  by  a  more 
uncertain  cbi-onometer  than  tlie  Eoman  year  befoi-a  tin.' 
days  of  Julius  Cffisar.  Ohronologei'S  oAbu  rest  contenl 
with  assigning  events  to  one  year,  which  belong  td 
another,  because  the  want  of  time  and  facilities  prevents 
tbeir  treating  the  subject  with  more  accuracy. 

The  reader  must  perceive  that  we  have  spent  much 
time  and  labor  to  be  exceedingly  accurate  in  our  chro- 
nology ;  and  that  we  difler  fi-om  no  ehronologcra  of  rep- 
utation by  any  large  sum  of  yeai-s,  but  mostly  about  s 
year  or  two ;  and  where  we  difler,  we  think  he  will  allow 
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ihatwe  do  so  for  sufficient  reasons.  Wg  are  indexed 
oiainly  to  Arclibisliop  Usher,  Pridsaux,  Joseplius, 
Vi^histon,  Towiisend,  and  a  few  others,  for  our  facts, 
"iVe  prefer  to  follow  such  profonnd  men  as  these,  to  refbr- 
I'lng  the  reader  to  a  host  of  almost  irresponsihle  author- 
ities. Whatever  is  excellent  on  the  clironology  of  the 
eras  reviewed,  is  embodied  in  the  writings  of  these  men. 
One  thing  we  maybe  permitted  to  observe;  that  our 
clironology  was  not  made  to  suit  a  theory,  bat,  in  the 
main,  -was  decided  n[H)n  before  onr  theory  was  planned, 
iind  was,  indeed,  the  very  origin  of  it;  but  it  is  con- 
lli'med  by  the  theory,  and  our  theory  is  established  by  it. 


8SGTI0K  11. 
BsGiHNiNG  or  TiiE  Seventy  Wkees. 
1.  Epoch  of  the  Cynis  Decree.— Tlie.  prophecy  of 
i,he  seventy  weeks  primarily  designates  the  decree  of 
Gyrus  as  their  beginning  epoch.  In  settling  this  point, 
we  are  necessarily  governed  by  the  strictest  laws  of  just 
criticism,  to  avoid  censure  on  the  one  part,  and  on  the 
other  to  ascertain  tiie  truth,  "  To  iind  the  true  sense  of 
a  written  document,  is  often  difficult  and  emban'assing, 
even  when  of  recent  date  and  in  our  own  language,  but 
the  difficulty  is  greatly  enhanced  when  it  is  of  ancient 
date,  and  in  a  foreign  tongue."  Even  tlie  acts  of  our 
legislatures,  framed  with  the  most  technical  care,  require 
judges  of  profound  and  discriminating  learning  to  inter- 
pret them  precisely.  Yet  there  are  rales  of  exposition 
which  embody  infallible  principles  of  guidance  to  cer- 
tainty ;  they  ai'e  alilte  applicable  to  all  species  of  writing, 
whe^er  human  or  divine,  and,  if  followed  unvaryingly, 
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are  certain  to  dear  the  meaning  of  t!io  text  of  donbta, 
unless  tlie  composition  be  eitlier  aiiibifjnouSj  or  symbolic, 
or  aenselesB.  Two  of  these  we  iiitroduco  ibi-  oi:ir  sato- 
gnards:  the  first  is,  that  "  the  most  sirapla  and  obvious 
sense  of  a  passage  ia  always  its  tnie  one  ;  "  and  the  sec- 
onr!  is,  ttiat  "  no  interpretation  can  be  jnst  which  brings 
out  of  any  passage  a  sense  that  is  repugnant  to  the  ascer- 
tained nature  of  things." — {Stewart,  Hm'ne,  BiicJe,  Bih. 
Hep.)  In  addition  to  these,  anothei-  jirineiple,  of  equal 
validity  and  importance,  is,  that  every  passage  is  to  bo 
taken  in  its  literal  sense,  unless  it  be  ineousistent  with 
common  sense  to  do  so. 

Ill  applying  tliese  rules  to  Gabriel's  aununelation  to 
Daniel,  it  is  at  once  obvious  that  if  the  worfs  he  uses 
are  to  be  taiien  in  their  plain,  obvious,  and  litaral  sense, 
that  the  ducree  of  Oynis,  to  restore  and  Iniild  Jerusa- 
lem, is  that  to  whicli  primary  reference  is  had.  Nothing 
can  shake  tiiis  position,  unless  it  can  be  tUly  and  unan- 
swerably demonstrated,  that,  from  tlie  very  nainre  of 
things,  tliey  can  not  by  posi^ibil ity  apply  to  this  decree. 

In  t!ie  first  place,  no  one  has  over  yet  attempted  to 
deny  this  for  any  otiiei'  reason  than  that,  aecoiding  to 
tlie  common  mode  of  interpreting  the  seventy  weeks, 
they  fail  to  equal  the  space  of  time  between  that  decree 
and  the  death  of  Christ.  But  surely,  every  one  can  see 
that  the  simple  and  obvious  meaning  of  tlie  text  can  not 
be  made  to  yield  to  a  mere  theoiy,  however  plausible. 
To  allow  this,  is  at  once  to  abandon  all  hopes  of  arriving 
at  the  truth  of  any  writing,  and  espeeially,  to  make  the 
word  of  God  of  none  efiect.  Tliat  it  may  be  the  more 
impressed  upon  the  mint!  that  the  obvious  import  of  tho 
angel's  message  is  a  relercnec  to  the  Cyrus  decree,  we 
would,  secondly,  place  the  case  in  its  own  simple  light. 
More  than  one  hundi'ed  and  fifty  ycai-e  before  the  empire 
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of  Cyms,  Isaiali  prophesied,  Baying,  "thus  sayeth  the 
Lord  to  his  anointed,  to  Cyrus,  whose  right  hand  I  have 
holden,  to  enbdue  the  nations  before  him :  I  will  loose  the 
loins  of  kings  to  open  before  him  the  two-leaved  gates, 
and  the  gates  shall  not  be  shtit,  *  *  *  that  thou 
mayest  know  that  I,  the  Lord,  which  call  thee  by  thy 
name,  am  the  God  of  Israel.  For  Jacob  ray  servant's 
sake,  and  Israel  mine  elect,  I  have  oven  called  thee  by 
thy  name."  "  That  confirmeth  the  word  of  his  servant, 
and  performeth  the  counsel  of  his  messengeiB;  that 
sayeth  to  Jerusalem,  Thou  shalt  he  mhaJnted;  and  to 
the  cities  of  Judah,  Ye  shall  he  hiilt,  and  I  will  raise  up 
the  decayed  places  thei-eof.  That  sayeth  to  the  deep  Be 
dry,  and  I  will  dry  up  the  rivers ;  that  sayeth  to  Cyrus, 
He  is  my  shepherd,  and  shall  perform  all  my  pleasure : 
even  saying  to  Jerusalem  Thou  shalt  he  huilt :  and  to 
the  temple,  Thy  foundations  shall  be  laid." — Is.  xliv. 
siv.  Here  is  a  plain  statement,  by  God  himself,  that  a 
great  decree  for  the  restoring  and  huilding  of  Jerusa- 
lem, should  be  made  by  Cyrus:  and  the  language  is 
identical  with  that  of  Gabriel.  Now,  although  there 
wero  three  other  decrees  for  the  repairing  of  Jerusalem, 
yet  none  of  them  are  rendered  important  by  such  pre- 
eminent prophetic  empliasis  as  this  of  Cyrus, 

Again ;  it  is  iiirther  evident,  that  this  decree  was  to  be 
given  at  the  end  of  the  seventy  yeai''8  captivity ;  and  for 
such  a  decree,  Daniel  was  praying  when  Gabriel  de- 
scended, as  is  evinced  by  the  fact  that  he  himself  says, 
that  he  understood  from  Jeremiah,  that  at  "  the  end  of 
seventy  years"  the  restoration  of  Israel  should  transpire ; 
and  he  knew  that  it  could  not  take  place  without  an  im- 
perial decree  to  that  effect.  While  praying,  therefore,  it 
is  plain  that  he  then  expected  the  decree  to  be  given  by 
Cyrus,  as  ho  knew  that  the  seventy  years  were  about  at 
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an  end.  That  lie  was  preparing  for  ench  a  decree,  is  not 
only  intimated  in  the  language  of  answer  to  his  prayer, 
sent  through  Gabriel ;  (for  ho  saya  to  liim,  "  fram  the 
going  forth  of  the  command  to  restore  and  build  Jeru- 
salem, &c. ;")  but  it  is  as  plain  ae  need  be,  from  the 
recorded  poiiions  of  his  supplications.  Daniel  knew, 
fi-om  the  prophecy  of  Isaiah,  that  Cyras  was  to  give  the 
desired  command.  Josephus,  indeed,  records  that  he 
showed  that  prophecy  to  Cyrus ;  and  this  is  admitted  by 
the  learned.  Everything  conepkes  to  show,  that  Daniel 
and  Gabriel  both  refeiTed  to  the  same  event.  But, 
further,  what  great  consolation  could  it  be  to  Daniel, 
whom  Gabriel  came  to  comfort,  to  know  that  Gabriel 
had  no  reference  to  an  immediate  and  anticijiated  decree, 
but  spoke  of  some  other  one,  to  come  eighty  years  after 
the  captivity  was  to  end.  IS  Gabriel  did  not  refer  to  the 
decree  that  Danie!  did,  it  is  plain  that  Daniel's  prayer 
was  not  heai-d,  which  is  contrary  to  the  whole  tenor  of 
the  angel's  mission.  The  dea-ee  of  Cyrus,  recorded  in 
the  book  of  Ezra,  was  fiilly  designed  to  embrace  all  that 
Daniel  sought,  and  all  that  Isaiah  foretold.  But  it  is  also 
clear,  from  history,  that  the  Oyrns  decree  accomplished, 
ultimately,  all  that  was  predicted ;  this  is  allowed  by 
Prideaux,  who  says  that,  "  the  publishing  of  the  decree 
of  Darius,  A.  A.  0.  518,  at  Jerusalem,  maybe  reckoned 
the  thorough  restoration  of  the  Jewish  state ;  and  the 
people  were  in  their  cities,  and  the  temple  completed  by 
A.  A.  C.  514."  Had  Gabriel  appeared  to  Eai-a,  or  Nehe- 
raiah,  as  he  did  to  Daniel,  there  would  be  some  propriety 
in  limiting  the  weeks  exclusively  to  their  epochs;  but 
as  it  is,  there  can  be  none.  Besides  these  things,  l^e 
decrees  of  Darius  and  Longimanus,  were  not  for  the 
restoring  and  building  of  Jerusalem,  for  Jerusalem  was 
already  built  and  restored ;  they  were  lor  cai'ijing  out 
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the  original  decree  of  Oynia,  and  for  reforming  abuses ; 
tlicywere  but  codicils  to  the  will  of  Cjtus,  inspired  by 
the  eternal  Spirit.  The  decree  to  Ezra,  was,  however, 
more  of  the  nature  of  that  of  Cyrus  than  any  other ;  and 
if  use  is  to  bo  made  of  it,  as  a  starting  point  for  t!io 
seventy  weeks,  it  muat  be  siinjjiy  as  the  fiuisliing  of  a 
decree  period,  extending  from  Cyrus  to  Ezra.  But  ai't«r 
all,  it  is  fally  admitte';!  that  the  decree  of  Cyms  coincides 
with  the  revelation  of  Gabriel,  in  every  point  save  one, 
and  that  it  does  not  amply  coincide  with  any  other  de- 
cree. But  it  ia  also  admitted,  t!iat  this  one  excepted 
point  may  also  coincide.  i>ow,  it  is  iniallibly  trne,  tLat 
perfect  coincidence  is  perfect  fidfilhnent,  and  as  tlie  most 
perfect  coincidences  exist  between  the  prophecy  of  Ga- 
briel and  the  deci-ee  of  Cyrus,  we  must  admit  that  the 
seventy  weeks  were  to  begin  with  the  decree  of  Cyras, 
or  that  they  never  have  been  fulfilled.  But  none 
will  be  so  mad  as  to  take  so  absurd  a  position ;  hence, 
the  unknown  period  'of  seventy  weeks  will  properly  be 
begun  at  the  decree  of  Cyras,  and  end  with  the  cruci- 
fixion and  the  fail  of  Jewry.  Tiie  reader  will  observe, 
that  the  seventy  weeks  must  have  a  double  ending,  be- 
cause the  test  affirms,  that  they  were  to  end  both  at  the 
cracifixion  and  at  the  fall  of  Jerusalem.  The  length  of 
the  period  from  the  Cyrus  decree  to  t-he  invasion  of 
Judea  by  Titus,  was  a  little  over  603  years;  and  from 
the  decree  to  the  crucifixion,  was  a  little  over  564  yeare. 
Now,  the  seventy  weeks,  if  they  are  weeks  of  days,  will 
make  only  490  days ;  and  if  each  of  these  days  bo 
taken  for  a  solar  year,  it  is  plain  that  they  will  not 
coincide  with  either  564  years,  or  603,  and  the  text 
demands  that  they  should  coincide  widi  both.  There 
must,  therefore,  be  some  method  of  lengthening  these 
weeks,  so  as  to  make  them  coincide  with  tlie  above 
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periofls.  A  day,  week,  oi-  month,  or  year,  must,  from 
the  nature  of  the  case,  represent  a  deiinite  period  of  time. 
Now,  when  a  prophecy  uses  the  terms  days,  weeka^ 
moritha,,or  years,  and  does  not  designate  what  kind  of  p. 
day,  week,  or  month,  is  intended,  it  ia  plain  that  tho 
mods  of  fulfillment  alone  can  determine  wiiat  ia  to  bi^ 
nndei-etood  by  tliem.  If  the  prophecy  is  not  fulfilled  in 
days  or  weeks,  iiteraliy,  then  they  must  be  regarded  aa 
the  representatives  of  other  larger  periods  of  a  well  de- 
fined nature.  Tlie  seventy  weeks  not  having  been  ful- 
filled in  days,  nor  weeks,  nor  in  4&0  solar  yeai-s,  we  an;, 
forced,  fram  the  very  nature  of  tilings,  to  look  for  a  lai-gei' 
period  of  time  represented  by  them.  Now,  it  is  obviou;; 
tliat  the  periods  represented  by  tlie  weeks  must  be  of  He- 
brew character,  bEicaiiso  the  weeks  are  Hebrew  weeks,  anil 
the  whole  of  the  old  testament  chronology  is  conformable 
to  the  Hebrew  calendar,  and  not  to  the  Gentile  calendars. 
We  uitist,  then,  look  into  this  Hebrew  calendar,  &ivd 
ascertain  its  modes  of  computing  time,  and  then  wo 
shall  be  able  to  make  our  deductions  undei-standingly. 


SECTION  III. 

IIbbrbw  Divisions  of  Time. 

Paragraph  I. 


All  Hebrew  time,  greater  than  a  day,  was  divided  into 
weeks  of  days,  weeks  of  weeks,  weeksof  weeks  of  weeke, 
or  343  days,  and  weeks  of  months,  and  weeks  of  yearc-. 
Tlie  Sabbatic  year  was  the  seventh  year ;  and  the  jubilea 
was  a  Sabbatic  year,  and  occurretl  every  forty-ninth  year. 
The  first  Jubilee  year,  was  the  fiftieth  after  the  possec- 
sion  of  Canaan,  the  first  being  a  rest  yeai- ;  but  the  jubilee 
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period  itself,  was  only  forty-niue  jeaia  long,  and  was 
made  up  of  seven  Sabbatic  weeks ;  and  the  jubilee  year 
coincided  with  the  eeventh  Sabbatic  year ;  so  that  there 
were  not  two  vest  yeai-s  in  snccession.  In  addition  to 
this,  they  measured  long  ag^  by  years  of  yeara,  and 
these  were  made  up  of  weeks  of  years.  The  proof  of 
this  last  is  found  in  its  use  among  the  prophets. 

Paragrojph  11. 


In  addition  to  the  general  division  of  time  into  weeks, 
it  was  farther  divided  into  epiritnal  and  secular.  Every 
seventh  day  was  a  holy  day ;  and  every  seventh  year  was 
also  a  holy  yeai' ;  and  every  week  of  weeks  of  years,  or 
every  jubilee,  closed  with  a  year  more  especially  sacred 
than  any  other  rest  year.  They  had  also  two  kinds  of 
calendar  years:  one  began  in  the  month  ISfiean,  and  was 
the  sacred,  or  ecclesiastical  year ;  the  other  began  in  the 
month  Tisri,  six  months  later,  and  was  the  civil  year,  at 
which  the  jubilee  was  sounded.  The  Sabbath,  the  Sab- 
batic years,  and  the  jubilee  years,  were  political,  as  well 
as  spiritual,  institutions.  No  division  of  the  day  into 
hours  was  known  in  the  Mosaic  economy ;  so  that  a  part 
of  a  day  was  recognized  as  a  whole  day,  or  spoken  of 
under  liiat  name.  The  amount  of  sacred  time,  in  a 
jubilee  period,  was  one  and  six-seventlis  of  all  time. 

Paragraph   HI. 

1.  I'he  Sacred  Year. — ^This  was  364  days  long.  In 
prool^  we  adduce  the  following  considerations :  First.  "We 
claim,  as  confij-matory  of  this  position,  the  general  con- 
sent of  Bible  critics,  that  fifty-two  weeks  was  reckoned 
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a  year,  among  tlio  Hebrews,  as  it  is  in  all  countries 
where  time  is  computed  by  weeks.  Second.  The  fulfill- 
ment of  prophecy  in  a  year  of  years,  and  fifty-two  yeare, 
is  proof  that  time  waa  meaeui'ed  in  this  mode  annually, 
and,  also,  that  ages  were  thns  measured.  It  waa  written 
in  the  law,  that  when  Israel  should  disregard  the  Sab- 
batic years,  that  God  would  send  them  into  captivity, 
until  the  land  enjoyed  its  Sabbaths.  Now,  Jeremiah 
says,  liiat  the  Babylonish  captivity  allowed  the  land  of 
Judea  to  keep  its  violated  Sabbaths,  As  the  desolation 
of  Judea  continued  only  for  fifty-two  years,  it  is  obvious 
that  the  neglect  complained  of,  must  have  continued  just 
364  years.  This  fulfillment  is  Ml  proof  that  God  him- 
self regarded  the  year  of  years,  at  least,  as  consisting  of 
364  equal  pai'ts,  tor  his  fulfillmeut  endora^  this  view. 

2.  The  Civil  Year. — ^The  civil  year  of  the  Hebrews, 
according  to  Oalmet,  was  composed  of  twelve  months. 
The  length  of  this  year  coincided  witli  the  solar  yeai',  as 
near  as  it  was  possible  for  a  year  of  days  to  coincide 
with  a  true  solar  year.  It  must,  therefore,  have  coincided 
with  the  present  Julian  year,  which  was  imported  from 
Egypt,  and,  no  doubt,  dei'ived  from  the  Hebrews.  It 
would  then  have  been  366  days  long,  every  fourth  year, 
and  365  days  every  three  yeare  in  four.  Our  reasons  for 
this  view  are  mainly  these :  First,  There  is  no  valid  tes- 
timony against  the  pcsition,  nor  can  be.  Second.  The 
nature  of  the  ceremonial  law  required  the  knowledge  of 
an  exact  solar  year.  This  all  know,  who  have  paid  a 
moment's  attention  to  the  requirements  of  it.  Accord- 
ing to  it,  the  sacrifices  and  triennial  feasts  were  obliged 
to  occur  regularly,  in  tiie  spring,  summer,  and  autumn. 
Now,  unless  the  year  had  have  been  exact,  there  would 
have  been  such  a  shiiting  of  these  periods,  in  the  course 
of  ages,  as  to  have  carried  the  vernal  feast  into  the  summer, 
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and  to  iiavo  tlirown  the  autumn  feast  into  tlie  ivin- 
ter,  or  spring.  Bnt,  as  wo  find  these  teasts,  withont  any 
elashing,  occurring  at  the  same  periods  in  the  days  of 
Solomon  as  in  those  of  Moses,  it  is  plain,  that  the  He- 
brew civil  year  must  have  coincided  with  the  solar,  as 
near  as  it  was  possible.  Tiiird.  As  these  feasts  were  of 
divine  origin,  God  knew  that  a  perfect  knowledge  of  the 
true  solar  year  was  requisite,  to  keep  them  up  with  reg- 
ularity ;  and  if  the  correct  solar  year  was  unknown,  it  is 
tinreasonablo  to  suppose  that  God  wonld  keep  the  He- 
brews in  ignorance  of  it,  and  yet  require  a  close  observ- 
ance of  it,  as  this  would  be  preposterous. 

Fourth.  The  Talmud,  wbich  is  tbllowed  by  roost 
modern  writers  on  Hebrew  chronologj',  relates  that  the 
ancient  Hebrew  year  consisted  of  twelve  lunar  mouths, 
■which,  falling  short  of  the  solar  year,  a  month  was  in- 
tercalated whenever  the  ISth  of  Nisan  happened  to  fall 
before  the  vernal  equinox ;  and  thia  month  waa  called 
ve-Adar.  nils  may  have  been  their  mode  after  the  cap- 
tivity, and  after  they  became  acquainted  with  tfie  Gre- 
cians, but  ia  plainly  not  of  Mosaic  origin.  The  Comp. 
Commentary  remarks :  "  Tfiis  arrangement  of  the 
Hebrew  calendar,  is  made  on  the  anthority  of  (late) 
Jewish  writers,  who  are  not  the  best  gnidea  even  in  the 
aflairs  of  their  own  nation.  Their  notation  of  the  months 
has  been  implicitly  followed  by  Christian  critics  and 
commentatoi-s  universally ;  but  we  believe  it  to  be  incor- 
rect ;  for,  aocoi-ding  to  tlieir  distribution  of  the  months, 
the  religious  festivals  could  never  have  been  observed  at 
the  stated  times ;  the  seasons  in  Paiestiue  not  answering 
the  purpose."  In  Cai-penter's  Calendarium  Palestinte, 
it  will  be  seen  that  "  the  present  Jewish  calender  is  car- 
ried up  a  month  too  high."  It  is  irrational  to  suppose 
that  the  Hebrew  lawgiver,  who  regulated  all  things  else 
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witli  consummate  skill  and  nicety  of  liarmony,  could 
have  left  the  solar  year  in  eiieh  an  awkwaixi  and  ungainly 
predicament  as  the  Talmud  represents  it ;  lor,  aecoi-ding 
to  its  accouTit,  all  of  the  iaetB,  feasts,  saci-ifiees,  cci'emo- 
nies,  snmmere,  winters,  harvests,  and  spring  times,  all 
of  the  Sabbatic  yeai's  and  jubilees  were  moving  in  a  per- 
petual jerk,  going  hop,  step,  and  jnmp,  and  jolting  all 
civil  business  and  sacred  affairs  into  a  perpetual  jumble 
every  three,  or  five,  or  eight  years.  A  prelate,  ivho  was 
taught  that  the  earth  was  the  center  of  the  univei'se,  and 
that  stai^  and  suns  rolled  round  it  eveiy  day,  impiously 
remai'ked,  as  he  saw  the  absurdity  of  the  doctrines,  "  that 
had  he  been  of  God's  privy  council,  he  wonld  have 
advised  him  better."  And  many  a  prelate,  in  reading 
the  Talmud,  has  felt  tliat  he  could  have  advised  Mosea 
to  adopt  a  raoi-e  convenient  year  lor  his  system  to 
■work  by.  The  mechanism  of  the  original  Hebrew  fab- 
ric can  not  be  impeached  of  imperfection,  for  all  its  pai'ts 
are  of  divine  institution.  But  unless  it  was  adjusted  as 
near  to  the  aolai"  year  as  days  can  begin  and  end  such  a 
year,  it  was  imperfect,  as  its  motions  were  dependent 
upon  a  solar  year  to  keep  the  machinery  in  well 
balanced  operation.  Springtime,  and  harvest-feasts  were 
obliged  to  occur  at  precise  seasons  of  the  year,  which 
could  not  have  been  the  case,  had  these  seasons  been 
jostled  about  by  the  difibrence  of  a  month  or  two  almost 
every  year.  But  Moses  himself  totally  demolishes  the 
Talmud  fable,  for  he  shows  that  he  did  not  follow  lunar 
months.  Tlie  account  of  months  and  time,  incidentally 
exhibited  in  the  seventh  chapter  of  Genesis,  says  Cainnit, 
shows  that  he  estimated  the  year  to  ha  365  days  long, 
(at  least.)  Scaliger,  Frldeaux,  and  Usher,  inform  us 
that  the  ancient  Chaldean,  Pej-sian,  and  Egyptian  year 
■was  365  days  long ;  and  that  some  of  them  intercalated, 
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to  keep  np  with  the  suo.  Their  year,  and  that  of  Moees, 
seem  identical  in  origin ;  and  if  Lis  was  so  intercalated 
as  to  equal  Bolar  time,  and  thus  to  suit  his  system,  we 
must  suppose  that  he  adopted  it  for  general  use ;  but  if 
it  was  not  so  intercalated,  he  must  have  remedied  its 
deficiency.  Had  it  not  approximated  as  near  to  solar 
time  as  a  year  can  be  made  to  do,  his  system  would  have 
become  deranged  by  it,  and  hence,  he  must  have  adopted 
sucli  a  year,  because  the  demand  was  imperious.  Eat 
the  nearest  that  a  year  of  days  can  appi-oach  to  the  solar 
year,  is  to  allow  365  days  to  three  yeai-s  successively, 
and  give  366  days  to  the  foartli.  JTrom  the  considera- 
tions, then,  that  the  Mosaic  law  demanded  a  year  as 
near  to  the  Julian  as  is  the  solar,  and  that  Moses  knew 
of  a  year  of  365  days  long,  it  is  a  legitimate  conclusion, 
that  he  intercalated  one  day  in  every  four  yeai-s,  as  his 
system  imperiously  required.  The  history  of  the  Julian 
year  is,  that  it  was  brought  to  Kome  from  Egypt  by  Sosi- 
genes,  and  adopted  by  Juliim  Cassar  as  the  Eoman  year. 
But  it  is  lUiely  Sosigenee  obtained  it  from  books  or  tra- 
ditions, rather  than  from  observation.  The  famous  as- 
tronomers of  Greece  and  Home,  and  other  nations,  were 
not  able  to  ascertain  the  number  of  days  of  a  solar  year, 
nor  to  approximate  closely  to  it ;  nor  did  ancient  astron- 
omy afford  remarkable  facilities  for  any  correct  knowl- 
edge on  the  subject.  The  fact,  then,  that  a  year  of  365 
days  was  known  as  early  as  Moses  and  Noah,  is  pre- 
sumptive of  a  direct  revelation  on  the  subject.  Indeed, 
as  Moses  gives  the  account  of  the  deluge,  and  the  time 
of  its  continuance,  by  immediate  inspiration,  and  not 
ii-om  books,  the  revelation  of  the  days  and  months  of 
the  year  is  cei-tain. 

Lastly.  If  prophecy  is  found  to  be  fulfilled  in  years  of 
this  kind,  it  will  confirm  all  our  views  indubitably.     We 
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hare  now  seen,  that  all  Hebrew  time  was  divided  into 
weeks,  whether  days  or  years,  or  years  of  years ;  and  that 
a  pait  of  all  their  time  was  saci^ed  time ;  and  that  the  year 
■was  of  two  kinds,  the  sacred  of  364  days,  and  the  secu- 
lar of  365  and  366.  We  now  take  another  step,  and  will 
show  that  they  had  full  and  abbreviated  time. 


SECTION  IV. 
Adbretiated  Time  anq  JTull  Time. 
We  have  already  seen  that  the  Hebrews  had  weeks  of 
years,  and  we  know  that  70  weeks  of  yeai*,  or  490  yeare, 
will  not  fill  the  demand  which  the  fulfillment  iiiakes, 
that  they  shoidd  equal  564  and  603  years.  To  these 
periods,  we  know  they  must  be  equal,  from  the  absolute 
nature  of  the  case.  Now,  as  70  weeks  are  less  than  603 
years,  it  is  a  plain  case  that  a  certain  amount  of  time, 
not  expressed  by  the  70  weeks,  must  be  understood  aa 
connected  with  them,  and  that  this  must  be  added  to 
them  in  order  to  fill  the  demand.  It  is  also  plain,  that 
tliis  time  to  be  added,  must  be  added  in  aecoi'dance  with 
a  clear  and  well  defined  principle.  The  next  question, 
then,  is,  What  is  the  principle  ?  We  reply,  that  the  prin- 
ciple is  this,  That  spiritual  time  is  to  be  added  to  these 
weeks  ;  that  it  is  not  expressed  in  them  ;  and  that  the 
weeks  are  weeks  of  secular  time.  The  weeks  are,  there- 
fore, abbreviated  weeks,  and  represent  full  time,  but  do 
not  express  it.  We  must,  therefore,  add  spiritual  or  rest 
time  to  the  weeks,  in  the  proportions  in  which  it  actually 
existed  in  all  Hebrew  time,  and  then  we  shall  reach  the 
periods  coinciding  with  the  564  and  603  years ;  and 
having  done  this,  we  not  only  show  a  fnlfilhneut,  but 
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the  fulfinmcnt  iticonteslaLly  verifier  tho  correctness  of 
oar  intevpretation. 

A  secular  week  will,  it  is  obvious,  contain  a  leas  nmn- 
ber  of  days  than  a  full  week,  wliich  iiiclales  the  Sab- 
bath or  Sabbatic  year,  and  in  order  to  get  tbo  tiill  length 
of  a  Sabbatic  week  or  jubileo,  consistiu"  only  of  sec- 
ular time,  a  pi-oper  proportional  of  sacroil  tnno  must 
be  added  to  it.  Because,  durinn;  tlie  existenee  of  fjrty- 
two  secular  years,  seven  spirihia!  or  rest  yoai^  must  also 
liave  transpired.  It  may  be  here  observed,  that  in  all 
Christian  countries  tho  rest  days,  such  as  Sabbaths  and 
holy  days,  are  unknown  in  law  as  days.  So  that  a  legal 
year  is  composed  of  not  over  312  days,  and  generally, 
of  not  so  many.  To  obtain  then  the  solar  time  which 
transpired  dnring  312,  or  less  legal  days,  we  must  add 
in  the  nneounted,  but  nnderatood,  Sabbaths  and  holy 
days.  Of  this  nature  tho  seventy  weeks  pai'take ;  they 
are  weeks  of  legal  time,  to  which  the  Sabbath,  or  holy 
day  time,  must  be  added,  in  order  to  ascertain  the  full 
solar  time  that  passed  during  their  existence. 

Besides  t!iu  seventy  weeks,  there  are  other  examples 
in  scripttire  where  abbreviated  years  ai'e  used  instead  of 
full  ones.  Tbtis,  Moses  and  Paul  both  say  it  was  430 
years  from  the  Abrahatnic  covenant  to  the  exodus ;  while 
Hoses,  in  another  place,  shows  that  it  was  at  least  603 
yeai'S  in  full,  i'rom  tho  covenant  to  the  exodus,  Tbo 
book  of  Kings  saya  that  it  was  480  years  from  the  exo- 
dus to  the  foundation  of  the  temple;  while  the  books  of 
Joshua.  Judges,  and  Acts,  show  that  it  was  over  600 
years.  Now,  in  each  of  these  cases,  both  accounts  must 
agree,  Itwause  they  are  both  inspired.  The  only  way 
in  which  they  can  coincide  is,  by  considering  the  shorter 
periods  as  consisting  of  secular  time,  and  the  longer,  of 
both  spiritual  and  secular  time.     Tiiese  examples  eonfirni 
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oni-  position  with  regard  to  the  seventy  -weeks  being 
abbreviated  or  secular  time  only,  Tbe  position  we  here 
assume  is  also  most  completely  sustained  by  the  literal 
Hebrew  text,  which  mentions  the  seventy  weeks, 

*  In  the  phrase  "  seventy  weeks  are  determined  upon 
thy  people,  "  &c.,  the  English  words  "  are  determined  " 
express  the  iJgnrative  sense  of  the  Ilebrew  word 
NECHTAc,  for  which  they  are  rendered ;  yet  the  word 
determined,  in  its  etymological  sense,  coincides  with  the 
literal  sense  of  neohtao ;  for  it  signifies  limited^  out 
short,  ahbrevidted,  decided,  d:s.  Tiie  word  hkghtac, 
■which  stands  in  the  Ilebrew  text,  and  is  translated 
"  determined "  in  onr  version,  literally  signifies  cut 
eTwrt,  cut,  cut  off,  abbreviated,  dSc,  and,  figuratively,  it 
means  decreed,  divided,  determined,  *&c.  In  the  Sep- 
tnagint,  hbchtao  is  rendered  into  Greek  by  the  word 
euneimethemn,  whose  primaiy  meaning  is  io  cut,  to  cut 
off,  to  abridge,  to  abbreviate,  <&c.  In  tlie  Vnlgatc 
MECiiTAC  is  rendered  by  the  words  "  ablreviatm  sunt," 
winch  Bignity  ahhredated.  Here  we  have  the  fourfold 
testimony  of  four  difii;rent  Jangnages,  or  rather  the  testi- 
mony of  the  most  distinguished  lingual  scholars  who 
have  lived  during  the  space  of  two  thousand  yeare,  that 
the  words  of  Gabriel  to  Daniel  conveyed  distinctly  the 
notion  that  the  seventy  weeks  were  abbreviated  weeks  of 
years.  Mr.  Prideanx  contended  against  this  notion, 
doubtless,  because  it  disagreed  with  his  theory:  but  his 
argument  is  inadmissible;  for  it  is  in  direct  conflict  with 
tlw  signification  of  the  word  nechtao  as  laid  down  in  the 
lexicons,  and  also  with  snob  a  multitude  of  nnbiassed 
Bcholai's,  who  were  more  likely  to  bo  correct.     In  the 

*Wo  arc  indebted  to  Prof.  Shelton,  of  Union  University,  for  assist- 
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Vnlgate,  the  parage  of  the  pmphecy  under  consid- 
eration is  rendered  thus :  "  S^tuaginta  hebdomades 
abireviatw  sunt  iuum  po2Mlum"  &o. ;  which,  being 
litei-ally  translated,  reads  thus,  "  seventy  weelcs  abbrevia- 
ted are  unto  thy  people."  The  early  fathers,  the 
Eomish  doctors,  and  a  vast  class  of  learned  men,  have 
approved  of  this  rendering  for  ages  past ;  and  he  who 
rejects  it,  must  possess  eitlier  uncommon  erudition,  or 
remarkable  assurance.  We  maintain,  therefore,  that  the 
literal  meaning  of  the  text  teaches  that  our  position  is 
fally  correct;  that  is,  that  the  seventy  weeks  were  of  the 
abbreviated  kind,  and  did  not  include  Sabbatic  years  or 
I'est  time,  but  demanded  their  addition. 


Having  shoAvn  that  tho  seventy  weeks  must  equal  564 
and  603  years,  and,  also,  that  in  the  text  they  are  ab- 
breviated weelts,  to  which  holy  time  must  be  added,  we 
will  now  add  the  amount.  The  basis  of  this  addition 
must  be  the  I'elative  proportion  existing  between  sacred 
and  secular  time,  as  laid  down  in  the  Mosaic  law.  The 
saci'ed  time  is  of  two  or  three  kinds,  one  consisting  of 
Sabbath  days,  or  holy  days  and  of  Sabbatic  years.  The 
Sabbath  days  arein  the  praportion  of  one  day  to  six  secular 
days ;  the  Sabbatic  years  are  in  the  proportion  of  one  to 
every  six.  But,  as  one-seventh  of  all  the  Sabbatic  years 
is  composed  of  Sabbath  days,  it  follows,  that  Sabbatic 
year-time  would  amount,  in  forty-nine  years,  to  one- 
seventh  less,  in  the  aggregate,  than  would  the  whole 
number  of  Sabbath  days  in  the  same  period  ;  that  is,  in

Biippiyiog  the  Sabbatic  year-time  required  to  complete 
the  eolar  time,  iiipresented  by  the  Beventy  weeks,  wa 
wonld  add  one  year  to  every  seven,  and  not  one  to  eveiy 
6ix,  as  in  tlie  case  of  Sabbath  days.  With  these  plain 
principles  before  us,  we  proceed  to  give  various  formnhia 
by  whieli  the  weeks  may  be  interpreted. 

Paragraph    I. 

FoKMCTLAs.— 1.  If  to  490  years  we  add  one-seventh  of 
it  ibr  Sabbatic  time,  we  shall  have  560  years. 

2.  An  abbreviated  week,  we  have  seen,  may  consiNt 
entirely  of  secular  time,  or  it  may  consist  in  whole  or  in 
part  of  it.  Hence,  if  we  take  the  Sabbatic  year-time 
from  a  Sabbath  week,  and  leave  in  the  Sabbath  days,  we 
shall  have  6'  yeare.  Now,  if  we  multiply  the  TO  weeks 
by  this,  we  shall  have  4:30  years.  As  in  this  computa- 
tion tfie  Sabbaths  of  the  Sabbatic  year  are  taken  out,  the 
proportion  to  be  added  is  less  than  one-seventh ;  and  to 
obtain  it,  instead  of  dividing  430  by  7,  we  must  divide 
it  by  43,  and  take  six  parts  of  it.  Dividing,  therefore, 
430  by  43,  we  have  10,  and  multiplying  this  by  6, 
we  have  60,  which,  added  to  430,  gives  490 ;  to  tins 
adding  one-seventh,  and  we  have  560. 

8.  By  taking  ont  all  Sabbath  days  from  a  Sabbatic 
week,  we  have  an  abbreviated  week  of  6  years.  Now, 
multiplying  10  weeks  by  6,  and  we  have  420 ;  then  add- 
ing one-seventh  for  Sabbatic  time,  we  have  480,  and 
then  adding  one-sixth  for  Sabbat!i-day  time,  and  again 
we  have  560. 

4,  By  dropping  both  Sabbatic  year  and  Sabbath-clay 

time,  WD  shall  have  an  abbreviated  week  of  5^  years. 

Now,  multiplying  70  weeks  by  this,  and  we  have  360 

To  this,  if  we  add  one-seventh  for  Sabbatic  time,  we 

38 
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shall  have  411',  and,  adding  to  tbis  Sabbatli  day  time,  or 
one-sixth,  we  shall  have  480,  To  this  again,  we  nraat 
add  one-aixfcli,  which  gives  us  560.  The  reason  for  throe 
additions,  when  both  Sabbath  and  Sabbatic  time  is  taken 
from  the  mnltiplier,  is  found  in  the  fact,  that  when  we 
multiplied  by  the  full  week  of  7  yeai's,  we  then  added 
one-seventh  ;  and  when  we  multiplied  by  the  week  abbre- 
viated by  dropping  only  Sabbath  day,  or  only  Sabbatic 
time,  we  made  two  additions ;  but,  when  we  dropped  both 
Sabbath  day  and  Sabbatic  year  time,  we  must,  of  eouiBe, 
make  one  more  addition  of  sacred  time. 

5.  We  have  now  shown,  that  by  the  various  kinds  of 
weeks  multiplied  into  the  70,  we  obtain  560  years.  We 
now  show  the  same  results,  in  another  way,  by  estimating 
the  weeks  as  years : 

Jirst.  As  364  days  make  a  year,  and  as  52  weeks 
also  make  a  Hebrew  year,  it  is  obvious  that  70  weelis 
will  be  equal  to  one  year  and  18 — 52.  Now,  364  years 
plus  18 — 53  of  364  are  just  equal  to  490,  and,  adding 
Sabbatic  time,  we  have  560  years. 

Second.  It  is  well  known  that  49  weeks  represented  a 
Hebrew  yeai- ;  indeed,  it  is  an  abbreviated  year,  of  a 
week  of  weeks  of  weeks,  or  of  343  days.  Seventy 
weeks  will  equal  one  year  and  three-seventbs  of  a  year 
of  this  kind;  and  one  and  three-sevenths  of  343  are  just 
equal  to  590 ;  and  adding  one-seventh,  or  Sabbatic  time, 
and  we  again  have  560  yeara. 

Third.  Forty-two  week?  are,  also,  another  form  of  an 
abbreviated  year,  and  sueh  a  yeai-  consists,  of  course,  of 
294  days ;  and  70  weeks  of  this  kind  will  equal  one  and 
two-thii-ds  of  70  weeks ;  and  one  and  two-tliirds  of  294 
are  just  equal,  again,  to  490  ;  and,  adding  Sabbatic  time, 
we  again  have  560. 

Fourth.  Thirty-six  weeks  are  the  lowest  form  of  an 
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abbreviated  year,  and  a  year  of  this  kind  will  consist  of 
252  days;  and  70  weeks  of  this  kind  of  year  will  mako 
a  year  and  34—36 ;  and  once  253  and  34—36  of  this, 
will  just  equal  490  again ;  and,  Sabbatic  time  being 
added,  will  give  us,  again,  560  years. 

Thus  have  we  found  eight  modes  of  obtaining  560 
years,  and  each  one  confoiming  strletiy  to  Hebrew  modes 
of  estimation. 

"We  i-emark,  that  36  years  of  secular  time  are  found 
to  equal  just  52  yeare,  if  we  add  to  the  36  their  propor- 
tional amount  of  sacred  time.  For  example :  in  a  jubi- 
lee period,  there  are  seven  Sabbatic,  or  rest  years,  and 
in  the  remaining  43  years,  there  are  12,348  days  of 
secular  time ;  for,  in  each  of  the  i2  years  there  ai'e  53 
Sabbath  days,  and  18  extra  holy  days.  Then,  as  13,348 
days  of  secular  time  imply  a  titll  period  of  jubilee  time, 
or  49  years,  we  find  that  eaered  time,  added  to  36  secular 
years  in  the  same  proportion,  gives  53  years. 

Example.     12,348  :  49  :  :  864x36=53. 

Or,  as  in  364  days,  there  are  18+52,  or  70  sacred 
days,  we  will  have  the  proportion  of  saei"ed  time  to  secu- 
lar as  70  to  294.  Then,  if  70  saci'ed  days  give  294  secular 
ones,  or  vice  vei'sa,  then  43  yeai-s  will  give  10  yeare. 

Example.  294  :  70  ;  :  43=10. 
Let  this  quotient  be  added  to  42,  and  again  we  have  52 
years.  In  these  eases,  the  proportion  of  sacred  to  secular 
time,  is  as  1  to  6  ;  70  to  294 ;  and  10  to  62.  In  these 
cases,  the  year  of  364  days,  or  52  weeks,  is  the  basis  of 
the  results.     We  shall  add  several  othei-s. 

Eirst.  As  one  kind  of  Hebrew  year  consists  of  360 
days,  there  will  be  in  it  51|  weeks,  and  70  weeks  will 
make  one  and  a  thiixi  yeai-8  of  this  kind,  which  equal 
480.  Now,  adding  Sabbath  day  time,  or  one  sixth,  to 
this,  and  we  again  have  560, 
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Second.  If  we  take  onn  and  ono  third  of  364,  as  we 
did  of  360,  we  shall  have  485^,  and,  adding  to  this  Sab- 
bath day  time,  we  shall  have  565|. 

It  will  now  be  seen,  that  we  have  obtained  two  periods 
of  Hebrew  yeai's ;  one  of  660  years,  and  another  of  565|, 
I^either  of  these  amounts  are  in  form  exa/^tly  what  we 
want,  but  they  are  in  value  pi-ecisely  what  we  want,  as 
we  will  now  show. 

1,  The  Hebrew  year  of  S60  days,  or  years,  is  only  a 
symbolic  year,  and  was  never  in  use  as  a  civil  year ;  it 
was  need  only  among  the  prophets.  It  being  a  yeai-, 
however,  it  must  symbolize  the  kinds  of  Hebrew  years 
which  were  in  use.  Kow,  as  one  kind  of  year  consisted 
of  364  days,  a  year  of  yeai-s  of  this  kind  would  equal 
S64  yeai's  multiplied  by  364  days,  and  these  days  would, 
of  course,  be  represented  by  the  year  of  S60  years,  or 
days.  Now,  364  X  364  eqnal  132,496  days,  or  362  years 
2781  days.  Tlien,  as  360  yeare  equal  132,496  days,  560 
will  equal  206,104|  days,  which  are  exactly  equal  to  564 
solar  yeare,  and  109  days. 

2,  We  have  seen  that  tlie  70  weeks  are  equal  to  665| 
yeara.  As  these  must  be  reckoned  as  consisting  of  364 
days  each,  by  reducing  tfiem  to  exact  solai'  time,  they 
are  equal  to  just  564  yeare,  and  109  days. 

3,  We  have  seen  that  70  weeks  are  equal  to  one  year, 
and  18—52,  and  that  1^|  of  364  equal  490,  and  that  this, 
by  Sabbatic  addition,  equals  560. 

Now,  as  364  years,  multiplied  by  364  days,  equal  363 
years  278i  days,  if  we  add  Sabbatic  time,  or  one-seventh 
of  it,  we  shall  have  151,424  days,  or  414^  yeai-a ;  then 
adding  Sabbath  time  or  one  sixth,  and  we  have  176,661^ 
days  or  483yeare,  350  days.  Then,  to  this  again,  add 
Sabbath  time,  and  again  we  have  564  years  and  109 
days.     These   three  additions  of  sacred  time,  we  have 
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seen,   are   allowable,   when  we  begin  with  the  lowest 
amount  to  which  70  weeka  are  i-educible. 

4.  A  fourth  mode  of  computing  these  weeks  is  very 
remarkable  and  exact,  and  confirmatory  of  all  that  we 
have  said.  A  Hebrew  year  in  one  of  its  forms,  conaiata 
of  49  weeks,  or  343  days,  and  in  another,  of  364 ;  making 
just  21  daya  difference  between  them.  The  former  of 
these,  is  an  abbreviated  year,  of  conrae.  Now,  then,  a. 
Sabbatic  week  of  yeare  of  this  kind,  would,  when  abbre- 
viated by  taking  away  the  Sabbaths,  be  abbreviated  by 
juBt  one  year  and  21  days,  or  1^  years.  Then,  as  one 
week  must  have  Ij^^  yeai«  added  to  it,  eevenfy  weeks 
would  require  the  addition  of  10|g  yeare,  which  wonld 
make  S9||  yeurs.  Now,  mnltiply  this  by  seven,  and  we 
shall  have  564^  years.  Tliia  lacks  only  foiir  days  of 
equaling  the  other  amount  already  obtained,  and  in  so 
vast  a  period,  so  small  a  variation  can  be  no  sort  of  objec- 
tion to  it,  eapeeially  as  the  eoineidenee  waa  to  be  in 
weeks  rather  than  in  days-  Having  now,  in  a  variety 
of  differing  ways,  amved  at  the  fact  that  the  70  weeks 
were  5G4  years,  and  105  or  109  days  long,  we  proceed 
to  show  that  this  sum*  exactly  coincides  with  the  fullill- 
ment  of  prophecy. 

Paragraph  II. 


1.  To  the  Orucificion. — We  have  shown  that  the 
seventy  weeks  were  abbreviated  weeks,  representing 
years,  and  that,  to  obtain  their  full  vahie,  a  certain 
amount  of  sacred  time  was  to  be  added  to  them.  "We 
have  also  shown,  that  in  whatever  manner  they  may  be 
supposed  to  be  abbreviated,  that  the  result  is  in  all  cases 
the  same.  We  have  also  shown,  that  the  seventy  weeks, 
when  reduced  to  solar  time,  amonnted  to  206,105  days,' 
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01'  to  39,443  weeks,  or  to  tliis  with  four  additional  days, 
or  to  664  years  and  109  days.  We  now  show  that  thia 
is  equal  to  the  time  between  the  Cyrus  decree  and  the 
crucifixion.  We  have  shown,  most  conclusively,  that 
the  decree  i'rom  wliicli  the  seventy  weeks  were  to  be 
dated,  was  given  in  537,  B.  0.  And  Mr.  Prideanx  says, 
that  the  Jews  left  Babylon,  by  virtue  of  this  decree,  in 
the  month  of  December.  We  have  also  shown  that  the 
crucifixion  took  place  on  the  35th  of  March,  A.  D.  29. 
Now,  from  this  date,  back  to  the  first  of  December,  537, 
is  56i  years  and  116  days,  and,  as  tlie  decree  can  not 
go  so  far  back  as  the  firet  day  of  December,  the  number 
of  days  can  not  ba  bo  great  as  116.  Now,  the  70  weeks, 
or  564  years  and  109  daj's,  or  the  29,443  weeks,  caii-y 
ns  back  to  the  first  week  in  December,  or,  more  exactly, 
to  the  seventh  day  of  it.  That  is,  jt  caiues  us  to  the 
"going  forth"  to  build  Jerusalem,  by  consequence  of  the 
decree.  Now,  as  perfect  coincidence  of  jiiophecy  and 
events,  is  infallible  proof  of  fulfillment,  and  as  we  have 
shown  such  a  coincidence  between  the  seventy  m  etks  and 
events,  we  have  infallibly  shown  a  lultiUmcnt,  Now, 
■while  we  have  shown  a  fulfillment,  we  have  also  given 
it  upon  the  only  principles  by  wliich  one  can  possibly 
be  shown.  And  as  the  fulfillment  of  the  prophecy  is 
proved  in  other  ways,  independent  of  the  right  interpre- 
tation of  these  weeks,  our  exposition  is  confirmed  by  the 
fulfillment,  and  proved  to  be  infallibly  true. 

2.  To  t7ie  Destruction  of  Judsa. — Having  shown  that 
the  70  weeks  were  eqnal  to  564  years,  wo  now  show 
that  they  have  another  signification,  and  are,  by  another 
set  of  computations,  equal  to  603J  years,  and  that  they 
end  at  the  destruction  of  Jndea  by  the  Romans. 

FoEMCT.As. — 1.  As  49  weeks  ai*e  an  abbreviated  year, 
■we  may  have  the  following  formula : 
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49:  360=T0  weeks  equal  to  514^.  Now,  add  in  Sab- 
"bath-day  time,  siod  we  liave  600  years. 

2,  As  42  weeks  ai'e  an  abbreviated  year,  they  may  be 
eqnal  to  360  days.  Then  we  may  hare  the  ibllowiug 
formula:  As  42  :  360x70=600. 

3,  As  49  weeks  may  also  represent  a  Hebrew  year 
of  364  parts,  we  may  have  the  following  formula :  As 
49 :  364  K  70=620.  Now,  adding  Sabbath  time,  we  have 
606|. 

4,  As  43  weeks  may  also  represent  364,  we  may  have 
42:364X70=606^. 

Having  now  attained  two  periods  from  the  70  weeks, 
one  of  600,  and  another  of  606|-  years  in  length,  we  are 
to  rednce  tiiem  to  solar  time.  We  here  remark,  that  in 
computing  tiie  weeks  which  related  to  the  spiritual 
matter  of  the  crucifixion,  we  estimated  them  by  yeai-s  of 
yeai-s,  of  864  pai'ts  each,  but,  in  turning  to  civil  matters, 
the  uBO  of  civil  time  will  l^e  reqiiii^d.  The  longest  year, 
we  have  seen,  was  366  days.  Now,  the  text  gives  no 
intimation  as  to  what  kind  of  a  year  the  70  weeks  were 
to  be  realized  in ;  of  course,  therefore,  we  are  to  look  to 
the  fulfillment  itself,  to  settle  that  matter,  and  in  what- 
ever kind  it  was  fulfilled,  that,  undoubtedly,  was  the  kind 
intended.  The  fulfillment  will,  and  must,  determine 
whether  the  yeai-s  were  to  be  reduced  into  solar  years  or 
whether  they  eymboHzed  solar  yeai-s.  With  these  things 
premised,  we  will  reduce  the  G06f  to  yeai-s  of  366  days. 
They  may  be  considered  as  yeai'S  of  364  days,  as  they 
stand. 

1.  Multiply  606f  by  364,  divide  the  product  by  366 
days,  and  we  have  603  years  and  128J  days,  or  129  days. 
A  part  of  a  day,  with  the  Jews,  was  esteemed  as  a  whole 
one, 

5,  A  year  of  years  of  364  days  each,  when  reduced  to 
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yeai-s  of  SS8  days,  amounts  to  363  years  and  4  days. 
Then,  as  the  symbolic  yeai',  or  360  yeai-s,  represents  any 
Hebrew  year,  it  ■will  represent  362  yeai'a  and  4  days. 
We  have  then  the  following  tbrmnla  and  reanlt: 

360  :  362  yeai-s  4  days  X  600=603  yeai-s  139  days. 

3^  As  near  as  caii  possibly  be  ascertained,  in  addition 
to  the  oKclnsively  Sabbath  day  time,  one  twelftJi  of  all 
other  time  was  sacred  time,  or,  in  other  words,  the  days 
of  iasts  and  feasts,  which  existed  in  addition  to  weekly 
Sabbaths,  were  also  estimated  as. Sabbath  or  rest  days. 
These  amounted  to  just  one  month.  Now,  one  twelfth  of 
364  equals  30J  days,  and  in  a  Sabbatic  week  there  would 
be  7  times  30J-  sacred  days.  This  sum  would  include 
the  diiierence  of  21  days,  which  exists  between  the  year 
of  343  and  364  days  or  yeaiB.  There  would,  therefore, 
in  a  Sabbatic  week  bo  one  year  and  |^|^  to  be  added  to 
the  secular  time ;  for  343  becotnes  the  divisor  and  rep- 
resentative yeai'  in  these  computations.  We  then  have 
the  following  ibnnula  and  result : 

If  7  yeara,  oi'  one  week,  gives  l|g*  yeai-s,  then  70 
weeks,  or  490  yeaa-s,  will  give  113J.  And  this  sum, 
added  to  490,  gives  as  just  C03J  yeara,  or  603  years  and 
122  days.     This  will  be  tbund  exceedingly  accurate. 

i.  As  49  weeks  represented  a  yeai-,  and  as  we  find  38 
days,  or  four  saa'ed  weeks  of  time  in.  the  year,  besides 
the  Sabbaths,  if  we  add,  these  to  49  we  shall  have  53 
weeks.  Now,  as  70  weeks,  or  490  yeai'a,  are  49  weeks 
multiplied  by  ten,  so  multiplying  53  by  10,  we  shall 
have  530  years.  Now,  adding  Sabbath  time,  or  one 
seventh,  and  we  have  605^  years.  If  now  we  multiply 
this  by  1|,  and  divide  by  365,  and  subtract  the  quotient 
from  605^,  we  shall  again  have  603  years  and  129  days. 

It  is  difficult  to  explain  the  reason  for  this  multiplica- 
tion satiafactoriiy,  yet  jt  is  plainly  correct.     We  know 
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that  iSO  was  one  form  of  the  70  weeks.  Now,  if  to  this 
we  mei'ely  add  Sabbatic  time,  ov  one  seventh,  we  have 
4:91f  years.  Now,  wo  know  that  this  is  an  excess  of  Xi 
over  the  true,  vahie  of  tiie  70  weeks ;  and  that  is  aboui 
all  we  know  of  it.  Its  conforinity  to  some  correct,  yet 
uiik'jiown  principle,  is  proved  "by  its  conformity  to  trutii. 


SECTION  VI. 

EULFILLMBST    ShOW-S. 


"We  have  seen  that  the  70  weelsa  were  to.  be  dated  on 
tiie  6th  of  December,  537,  B.  C,  and  that  Jiidea  was. 
overthrown  in  A.  D.  68.  On  the  14th  of  Nisan,  of  thai; 
year,  ttie  Eoman  army  encamped  at  Jemsalem,  and  in 
seven  days  afterward  they  began  the  siege.  Now,  fropi 
the  6th  of  December,  537,  to  14th  of  Nisan,  A.  D.  68. 
was  jnst  603  years  and  122  days;  and  to  the  siege  itw^s 
just  a  week  later,  or  603  years  and  129  days.  Now,  a? 
the  70  weeliB  were  also  jiist  603  years  122  days,  and  603 
yeai-s  129  days  long,  there  is  the  most  exact  coincidence 
that  could  take  place;  and,  as  exact  eoipcidence  is  infal- 
libly a  fulfillment,  we  have  here  shown  it  infallibly. 

We  may  here  obsej-ve,  with  reference  to  this  gr^at 
period  of  600  yeai'S,  that  Josephns  says  it  was  recognized 
among  the  Jews  in  very  ancient  times,  as  the  great 
astronomic  years.  We  give  his  own  words,  "God 
afforded  them  a  longer  term  of  life  on  account  of  their 
virtue,  and  the  good  use  they  made  of  it  in  astroaomieal 
and  geometrical  discoveries,  which  wonld  not  have 
afforded  the  time  for  foretelling  the  periods  of  the  stare, 
nnless  they  had  lived  600  years,  for  the  great  year  ig 
completed  in  that  interval."

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COHCLUSION". 


We  have  sliown  the  principles  upon  wliicli  the  seventy 
weeks  were  to  be  interpreted ;  and,  in  the  applicatiou  of 
these  principles,  we  have  shown  that  tliey  exliihitcd  a 
fulfillment  in  the  most  minutely  con-ect  manner.  The 
inference  ie,  thei-etbre,  inevitable,,  that  we  have  discov- 
ei-ed  the  true  mode  of  interpreting  the  symbolic  time 
used  by  the  prophets  to  measure  prophetic  ages  by.  In 
this  discovery  it  must  also  be  obvious,  that  we  have  found 
iho  key  to  unlock  the  syinboUc  prophecies  of  Daniel  and 
John,  which  Daniel  predicted  should  be  made  in  the 
time  of  the  end.  This  discoveiy  will  be  known  and 
appreciated  by  the  great  Israel  of  Olirlst,  but  will  not 
be  regarded  by  European  monarchies.  Wo  inay  also 
observe,  that  a  Bymbolic  day  is  proved  to  represent  a 
year,  by  fullillment  alone,  and  not  by  any  text  of  scrip- 
ture. Also,  that  the  time  of  year  in  which  prophecy 
was  to  be  fvilfilled,  is  determined  only  by  fulfilhnent,  and 
not  by  any  text  of  ecriptm-e  whatever. 

Wo  also  see,  that  a  year  of  860  days  is  a  symbolio 
year,  and  may  represent  any  kind  of  Hebrew  year. 

We  see,  also,  that  a  year  of  jeara  has  a  variety  of  forms. 
As  70X5^=360,  and  70X6=420;  and  70X7^=430; 
and  70X7=490;  and  70x6^=430;  and  70X7|= 
520;*  and  70X5*1=411^.  Thus  are  there  seven  forms 
into  which  the  seventy  weeks  can  be  resolved.  The 
first,  or  380  ycai's,  is  a  day  year  of  years ;  and  the  highest, 
or  520  years,  or  52x10,  ia  a  week  year  of  yeai-s,  fii^y- 
two  being  the  number  of  weeks  in  a  year.  Fi-om  each 
of  alt  these  sqven,  the  same  values  of  the  seventy  weeks 

•Ab  a  jear  eonsista  of  52  weeks,  if  "we  diyide  it  by  7  wo  Jiave 
TJ,  wMcb  becomes  a  proper  multipliov. 
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are  deducible,  by  proper  additions  of  sacred  time,  and 
each  may  properly  be  ciilled  an  abbreviated  year  or 
time. 


SECTION  VII, 
Seventy  Weeks  Doubly  FuiJ'illed. 

We  tiave  seen  that  the  seventy  weeks  were  fulfllled  in 
a  twofold  way.  In  one  way  they  were  applicatle  to  spir- 
itual things,  and  in  the  other,  to  civil  matters.  We  now 
ehow  that  they  have  two  other  modes  of  accomplishment, 
and  that  they  may  be  dated  fram  the  deei-ee  given  by 
Longimanus  to  Ezra,  to  reform  t!ie  Hebrew  state.  This 
decree  was  given  sometime  in  th'i  year  456,  B.  0. ;  but 
it  was  pnbliehed  ,in  Jerusalem,  and  went  into  eSvct  in 
eithur  Jnne  or  July  of  tliat  year.  Now,  seventy  weeks 
multiplied  by  an  abbreviated  week  of  six  yeare,  gives  us 
430  years,  and,  adding  Sabbatic  timo  to  it,  we  shall  have 
4S0  yeai-3.  Tlien,  if  360  yeai-a  equal  132,496  days,  480 
will  equal  483  years  and  250  days.  Now,  from  the  25th 
of  March,  A.  D.  29,  if  we  return  483  yeare,  250  days,  we 
are  eaiTied  to  the  19t!i  ot*  July,  456,  B.  C.,  which  is  as 
near  tiie  exa«t  time  of  the  execution  of  the  decree  as  can 
be  ascertained. 

Again  ;  70x7|=520 ;  and,  as  we  have  seen  that  860 
stands  for  362  yeai-s  4  days,  then  530  wiil  equal  533 
yeai-s  and  326  days.  Dating  this  on  the  19th  July,  456, 
E.  C,  and  we  are  brought  down  to  A.  D.  18,  Jnne  10th, 
or  the  19tli  of  Sivan,  At  about  this  timo  tlie  gi-eat 
mount  was  built,  which  shut  in  Jerusaleni  and  completed 
its  ruin. 

Tims  have  we  a  twice-doubled  fulfillment  of  the  sev- 
enty weeks.     As  for  the  seven  and  sixty-two  weelcs,  this 
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carries  us  down  to  A.  It.  21,  February  27tlt,  a3  the 
time  of  John's  niinietrj,  or  to  A.  D.  25,  in  February, 
according  as  we  estimate  the  weeks  by  ecclesiaatical  or 
civil  time. 

Having  now  completed  our  discovery,  and  having 
ehown  its  confirmation  by  a  fourfold  fiilfillment,  we  shall 
confirm  it  still  farther,  by  showing  that  it  harmonizes  the 
chronology  of  scripture,  of  whose  apparent  discrepancy 
we  have  spoken. 


SECTION   VIII. 

ErGETr    AND    FOUE   HuNDKED    AfiD    ThIRTT 

Years. 
Paragraph  I. 


MosGs  iind  Paul  say  it  w^  430  years  from  the  cove- 
nant with  Abraham  to  the  law,  or  exodus.  But  if  we 
look  back  to  the  detailed  account  of  this  same  period,  -we 
see  that  it  was  much  longer  than  430  years.  Tor  God 
assured  Abram,  at  the  making  of  the  covenant,  that  his 
seed  should  be  in  bondage,  in  a  strange  land,  for  400 
years.  Now,  Jacob  was  130  years  old  at  the  descent 
into  the  land  of  bondage,  and  Isaac  was  60  yeara  old  at 
Jacob's  birth.  Now,  these  together,  make  590  years. 
Hut  the  covenant  was  several  years  earlier  than  this,  as  it 
was  just  before  the  birth  of  Ishmael,  (see  Gen.  IStii  ch.) ; 
and  Ishmae!  was  13  years  old  at  the  birth  of  Isaac. 

As  these  yeara  are  given  in  round  numbers,  there  is, 
;,  a  little  excess  over  the  true  solar  time,  for  it 

s  customary  with  the  ancients  to  call  a  part  of  a  year 
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a  whole  year.  So,  that  Jacob's  being  born  when  Isaac 
was  sixty,  might  be  when  he  was  in  his  sixtieth  year. 
The  whole  amount  can  not  rationally  exceed  604  solar 
years,  and  was,  donbtleas,  eomewhem  between  603  and 
604  years.  Now,  we  have  seen,  that  430  years  is  one 
form  of  the  70  weeks,  and  that  70  weelta  were  jnat  equal 
to  603  years  and  139  days.  The  430  yeai-s,  and  the  de- 
tailed chronology  of  the  same  period,  are  thus  reconciled 
by  our  mode  of  exposition,  and  can  not  be  satisfactorily 
explained  in  any  other. 

Paragraph  IT. 


In  I.  Einge  vi.,  it  is  stated  that  the  foundation  of  Sol- 
omon's temple  was  laid  in  the  480th  year  after  the  exodus 
from  Egypt,  and  in  Solomon's  fourth  year.  Josephna 
says,  the  period  was  592  years  long,  but  his  detailed  ac- 
counts vary  a  iittle  from  this  aggregate.  St.  Paul  says, 
the  judges  continued  tor  450  years ;  and  after  them 
David  and  Saul  reigned,  each  40  years,  and  Solomon  3^-, 
to  the  time  of  the  foundation.  These  together,  make 
533J  years,  to  which  ranst  be  added  the  40  years  in  the 
wilderness,  making  573J;  to  this  must  be  added  the 
days  of  Joshua  and  Samuel ;  these  are  reckoned,  by 
some,  to  amount  to  30  years  ;  so  that  all  taken  together, 
will  amount  to  603^  yeai-s. 

Now,  we  have  seen  that  480  years  was  one  form  of 
the  70  weeks,  which  we  know  to  equal  603^  years. 
These  explanations  of  these  two  periods  are  coniu-matory 
of  the  correctness  of  our  principles  of  interpretation. 
We  could  proceed,  also,  to  show  that  all  the  great  eras 
of  the  Hebrews  aro  measured  by  some  form  of  the 
lengths  of  the  seventy  weeks  or  Sabbatic  weeks  of  years. 
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CHAPTER  II. 

DAYS,  YEARS,   HONTHS,   ANC  TIMES. 

Hating  ascertained  the  principles  by  which  symbolic 
time  is  to  be  estimated,  we  proceed  to  apply  tliein  to  the 
great  prophetic  periods  predicted  in  the  books  of  Daiiiel 
and  Revelation. 


In  the  eleventh  chapter  of  Revelation,  it  is  said  that 
the  two  witnesses  shall  prophesy,  clothed  in  sackcloth, 
for  1260  days ;  and  in  the  tweHUi  chapter,  it  is  said,  the 
woman  iJed  into  the  wilderness,  with  twelve  stars  npon 
her  bead,  for  1260  days.  That  the  two  witnesses,  and 
the  woman,  and  stars  coincide,  no  one  can  doubt;  and 
their  ]jeriod  of  humiliation,  in  each  case,  being  tlie  same, 
the  1260  days  of  eacli  mnst  begin  at  the  same  points, 
and  end  in  the  same.  That  thoir  beginning  is  at  chnreh 
and  state  union,  we  have  already  shown.  We  have  seen, 
also,  that  this  union  is  to  date  from  the  19th  of  June, 
325,  at  the  Council  of  Nice ;  and,  also,  that  the  i-evision 
of  the  law  completing  this  union,  in  detail,  took  place 
tinder  Justinian,  somewhere  between  529  and  534,  A.  D. 
We  saw,  also,  that  the  70  weeks  had  two  double  modes 
of  fnlfillnient;  one  set  of  modes  being  spiritual,  and  the 
other  Eccnlar.  We  may  also  anticipate  the  same  hind  of 
twice  double  fulfillment,  in  the  1260  daj'S.  We  shall 
proceed  now  to  ascertain  both  kinds. 
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Paragraph  I. 


1.  As  490,  or  70  weelis,  equal  564  yeavs  and  100 
days,  1260  days,  or  180  weeks,  will  eqnal  529,984  days, 
or  1451  years  and  17  days.  Now,  ii-oni  the  beginning 
of  church  and  state  union,  Juno  19tii,  325,  down  to  tlm 
beginning  of  the  disunion  of  chnrcli  and  state,  at  the 
rise  of  tiie  United  States,  July  4tli,  1776,  was  just 
exactly  529,984  days.  And,  as  the  Immiliation  of  tlie 
woman  and  witnesses  was  to  be  during  this  union,  and 
was  also  to  be  lor  529,084  days,  tlie  coincidence  is  math- 
ematically pei-fect.  Nothing  could  be  a  mora  perfect 
demonsti-ation  of  a  fulfillment  of  a  propJiecy,  tiian  that 
Iici-e  given.  In  this  computation,  it  must  be  remem- 
bered, tbat  the  year  1776  was  a  leap  year,  and  that  there 
is  a  difiiii-ence  of  about  six  hours  biitween  the  meridian 
of  Nice  and  the  United  States ;  and,  also,  that  a  part  of 
a  day,  by  Hebrew  measm-e,  is  taken  as  a  whole  one. 
The  iSth  of  Juno,  325  is,  also,  to  be  included.  We  eati- 
mate  by  true"  Bolar  time,  or  315,659,277  seconds  to  the 
Bolar  year. 

2.  As  70  wcelis  were  also  equal  to  483  yeai'S  and  25C 
days,  or  176,661i  days,  1260  days,  or  180  weeks  are 
equal  to  1243  yeara  and  267  days.  If,  now,  we  subtract 
this  from  July  4th,  1776,  we  are  caiTied  back  to  53i 
A.  D.,  and  274th  day,  or  1st  of  October  This  is  a 
near  the  date  of  the  framing  of  the  empii'e  chuicii  law 
by  Justinian,  as  can  possibly  be  estimated  iiom  th 
kTJOwledge  we  have  of  history.  If  some  Emopeai 
Bcholai3  would  search  and  look,  doubtless,  our  expobitcci 
here  would  be  fo\md  to  coincide  with  the  events  e^actl 
to  a  dav,  aa  it  does  in  our  previous  expooition  ol  th 
1260  days. 
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1.  Seventy  weeks  aro  equal  to  603f  years,  and  1260 
days,  or  180  Weeks,  will  equal  1551|,  and  adding  thia 
to  325,  A.  D.,  and  we  are  carried  down  to  1876  or  1877. 

3.  As  70  weeks  are  equal  to  522f  jeara,  1260  days, 
or  180  weeks,  will  equal  1344  years  and  a  little  over 
thi-ee  sevenths,  and  dating  this  at  533,  A.  D.,  we  are 
again  brought  to  1876  oi  1877,  A  D  Of  course  we 
(nay  look  for  the  overthiow  of  state  dominion  in  the 
church  universally,  hy  ahout  this  time  Theie  may, 
however,  be  another  spiritual  mteipietation  of  the  1260 
days,  and  it  is  very  poasihle  they  may  end  from  about  1862 
to  1865,  if  not  earlier;  we  have  no  certainty  of  this, 
and  can  only  reason  upon  it  by  analogy.  As  this  pres- 
ent time  is  the  last  vial  period,  we  need  be  astonished  at 
nothing  ocenrring  in  the  way  of  revolutions  in  Europe. 
The  destruction  of  the  empire  church  thronghout  Europe 
will  certainly  transpire  before  the  fall  of  monarchy ;  and 
as  monarchy  will  all  go  down  before  1878,  we  may  look 
for  the  overthrow  of  the  Eoman  church  very  soon  alter 
Eussia  conquers  Turkey. 


SECTION  II. 
1290  Days— 1760  Yeaks. 
These  days  are  spoken  of  in  Daniel  xii.  They  aro 
thei-e  shown  as  a  partial  interpretation  of  the  three  and  a 
half  times,  and  represented  the  time  during  which  the 
I'owEB  of  the  holy  people,  or  Christian  Israel,  was  to  he 
depressed.  At  their  end  this  poWer  or  nationality  was 
to  revive,  and  ultimately  fill  the  world.  Tlieir  end  is 
the  beginning  of  "the  time  of  tlie  end,"  which  extends 
to  the  end  of  the  1335  days.     The  time  at  which  they 
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were  to  be  dated,  is  stated  to  be  at  the  cessation  of  the 
daily  sacrifice.  This  occturence  took  place  on  tlie  11th 
of  Panemus,  A.  D.  68;  that  is,  on  the  189th  day  of 
that  year.  "We  place  the  date  at  this  day  because  the 
seventy  weelvs  ended  on  the  97th  day  of  A.  D.  68 ;  and 
that  day  coincides  with  the  14th  of  Nisan,  when  the  last 
passover  of  the  Hebrews  was  celebrated  at  Jerusalem ; 
and  on  which  day,  according  to  Josephns,  the  Romans 
encamped  at  the  city.  History  does  not  state  positively, 
that  this  97t!i  day  of  A.  D.  68,  was  the  14th  of  Kisan, 
nor  does  it  deny  it ;  and  it  is  certain  that  the  date  caii 
not  be  frara  the  true  point  more  than  twelve  days.  For 
the  Gi-eclan  mode  of  intercalation,  then  prevailing  in 
Jiidea,  and  the  14th  of  Nisan  having  been  on  the  25th 
of  March,  or  the  85th  day  of  the  year  A.  D.,  29,  as  we 
have  seen,  there  conid  be  no  greater  vai-iation.  Now,  as 
the  70  weaks  were  to  end  at  the  invasion  of  Judea,  and 
aa  they  end  on  the  97th  day  of  68,  and,  as  tho  Koman 
army  campud  at  Jerusalem  on  the  14th  of  Nisan,  the 
14th  of  Nisan  must  coincide  with  the  97th  day  of  68, 
where  these  weeks  ended.  Again  ;  the  perfect  harmony 
of  this  assumption,  with  all  the  interpretations  of  the  other 
symbolic  periods,  is  a  full  confirmation  of  this  position. 

First  Int&rpretation. — The  1290  days  are  composed 
of  thi'ee  times  430  years,  or  of  S-^^  times  360  yeai-s. 
Now,  the  70  weeks,  we  know,  are  resolvable  into  430 
years,  and,  of  course,  the  430  years  must  equal  some 
value  of  the  70  weeks.  Now,  70  weeks  are  equal  to  490 
years,  and  three  times  this  equals  1470 ;  then,  adding 
Sabbatic  time,  or  one  seventh,  and  we  have  1680.  Then, 
as  360  Htands  for  the  year  of  366  days,  if  360  equal  366, 
then  1680  will  equal  1708  years  exactly. 

Second  Interpretation. — Aa  all  the  forms  of  tho  70 
weeks  are  resolvable  into  each  other,  and  as  480  is  one 
form,  we .  may  multiply  it  by  3/j,  since  1290  is  ^Ya  of 
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360;  we  then  have  480x3t-'2=1'20-  Again,  if  to 
430  wc  add  Sabbatic  time,  or  one  sixth,  we  bave  491^ ; 
and,  multiplying  this  by  3,  we  have  1474^  yeai's ;  and, 
adding  Sabbatic  time,  we  have  1730  yeara.  From  this 
■we  see,  again,  that  the  vaines  of  tlie  weeks  ai-e  inter- 
chaugeable.  Now,  as  tlio  70  weeks  equal  520  years,  and, 
aa  3  times  this  equals  1560,  if  we  add  one  seventh  of  it 
to  3  times  490,  or  ^  times  430,  that  is,  to  1470,  we 
ehall  have  1692? ;  now,  dividing  1560  by  104,  tor  extra 
saci-ed  time,  and  we  have  15,  which,  added  to  the  above, 
gives  1707f  years,  or  1707  years  314  days.  Now,  tiie 
1290  days  were  to  be  dated  from  the  setting  up  of  the 
abomination  of  desolation,  aa  well  as  from  the  cessation 
of  the  daily  saeriliee ;  and  this  may  well  be  settled  as 
having  fully  occurred  at  the  bnvning  of  Jerusalem,  on 
the  8th  of  Elul,  or  239th  day  of  6S,  A.  D.  The  two 
dates  at  which  these  1290  days  were  to  begin  are,  then, 
respectively,  the  189th  day,  and  239t.!i  day,  of  68. 
Dating  the  firet  length,  or  1708  years,  at  the  former,  and 
we  ara  brought  exactly  to  Jidy  4th,  1776  ;  and,  dating 
the  latter  at  tlie  239th  day,  we  are  also  brought  to 
July  4th,  1776. 


SECTION   III. 
Thibtcen  Hundred  and  Thirty-Fit e  Davs. 

If  to  1335  we  add  Sabbatic,  and  then  Sabbath  time, 
we  siiall  have  1780  yeara.  Then  360  stands  for  366 
civil  years ;  1780  will  stand  for  180^.  Now,  if  this  be 
datsd  from  the  attack  and  burning  of  the  city,  or  6S, 
A.  D.,  239  days,  we  are  carried  down  to  A.  D.  1878,  and 
to  the  ll7th  day.  At  the  close  of  thcau  days,  the  scat- 
tering of  the  power  of  the  Christians  was  to  be  entirely 
completed,  so  that  the  governments  of  Europe  will  bo 
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cbanged  into  a  Chilstiaii  democracy  by  that  year.  Tho 
last  end  of  the  three  and  a  haif  timea  will  also  cloee  with 
them,  as  tlie  1290  and  1335  days  are  but  an  interpiiita- 
tion  of  the  three  and  a  half  timea  of  tho  Gentiles. 


SECTION   IV. 

FoitTT-TwO     MONTES. 

Kevelation  xl.,  xiii.  TluB  period  ia  said  to  be  tho 
length  of  time  the  Geiitiiee  ahoviid  tread  the  holy  city 
under  foot,  and  the  time  during  which  the  beast  with  the 
wounded  head  was  to  continue.  These  months  ai^e  plainly 
an  abbreviated  year  of  months,  for  their  very  number  in- 
dicates this  fact.  If  we  add  to  these  Sabbatic  time,  we 
have  49  months,  and  if  we  add  other  eacrcd  time,  oi" 
3  months,  we  have  52  months. 

First  Interpretation. — If  we  estimate  the  52  months 
■  as  consisting  of  four  weeks,  or  28  days  each,  we  shall 
have  1456  days  or  yeai-a.  Then,  esteeming  these  as  rep- 
resenting yeai-s  of  364  days  each,  and  multiplying  them 
by  this  sum,  we  have  539,984  days. 

Second  Interpretation. — If  the  montiis  be  supposed 
to  consist  of  30  days  each,  we  shall  have  42x30=1260 
days,  and  49x30=1470  days;  and  52x30=1560  days. 

Then,  as  70  weets  eqaal  483  yeare  350  days,  1470 
days,  or  210  weeks,  will  equal  1451  yeai-s  and  17  days, 
or  529,984  days.  And,  as  70=411*,  and  aa  this  equals 
151,424  days,  then  1260  days,  or  180  weeks,  will  equal 
1243  yeara  377  days.  And,  as  70  weeks  equal  490 
j'cars,  and  as  490  eqnal  176,661J  days,  then  1560  will 
equal  562,43^  days,  or  1539  years  and  312  days. 

TMrd  Interpretation. — As  in  the  interpretation  of 
the  70  weeks,  we  saw  that  7  weeks  were  eqnal  to  an  addi- 
tiocaJ  value  of  1-4*0  weeks,  then  43  months  will  equal  4Si|. 
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Now,  multiplying  tliis  snm  by  30  days,  the  DEmber  of  days 
in  a  month,  and  we  have  1451  years  and  one  week. 

Fourth  Interpretation. — As  133,496  daya  are  a  yeai* 
of  years,  or  364x364,  the  one  mouth  will  equal  one 
twelfth  of  this  value,  or  11,041^  days.  K,  now,  we  add 
Sabbatic  time  to  the  42  months,  or  one  seventh  of  42  to 
itaelf,  we  shall  have  48  months;  then  maltiplying  48 
months  by  11,041^  days,  and  we  again  have  529,984  daya. 

The  time  when  the  spiritual  Gentiles  began  to  tread 
down  the  true  church  of  God,  and  the  time  when  the 
beast  with  the  wounded  head  received  a  seat  from  the 
dragoa  was,  unquestionably,  at  the  union  of  church  and 
etate.  This  union  had  two  great  epochs ;  the  first  begina 
at  the  session  of  the  firat  Nicene  Council,  June  19th, 
325  ;  and  the  second  was  at  the  i-eorganization  of  Roman 
law,  between  A.  D.  529,  and  534.  Now,  in  539,984 
days  after  this  union  began  to  exist,  it  was  to  begin  to 
cease ;  and,  as  from  this  19th  of  June,  325,  to  4th  of 
July,  1776,  was  just  exactly  529,984  days,  and  as  on 
that  day  church  and  state  union  did  begin  to  ceaae,  on  a 
most  tremendous  scale,  at  the  declaration  of  American 
independence,  it  is  inevitably  true  that  the  rise  of  the 
United  States  was  looked  to,  by  prophecy,  as  the  great 
beginning  of  the  cessation  of  spiritual  and,  also,  of  po- 
litical despotism.  This  last  must  be  true,  because  polit- 
ical despotism  can  not  exist  without  spiritual  despotism 
of  some  kind,  as  its  great  coadjutor.  If,  now,  we  sub- 
tract 1243  years  and  377  days  from  July  4th,.  or  1776 
and  186  days,  we  are  carried  back  to  the  last  day  of 
September,  or  fii-st  of  October,  533.  And  as  consum- 
mation of  church  and  state  union  was  between  529  and 
534,  it  seems  that  532  is  the  date,  or  epoch,  at  wliich 
prophecy  begins  the  42  months.  Again  ;  as  42  montha 
equal  1539  years  and  312  days,  if  we  date  them  at  June 
lath,  325,  we  aie  canicd  foi-ward  to  the  27th  of  April, 
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1865.  A''  we  couM  iJcntify  but  two  spiritual  fulfill- 
ments  of  the  70  weeks,  this  giving  tliree  values  to  the 
i3  month?  i?  pnraly  analogical,  and  can  not  be  relied 
npon.  It  seems  to  na,  the  pi-esent  empire  clmreh  of 
Europe  must  fall  before  that  time,  though,  possibly,  it 
may  be  later.  There  are  some  modes  of  computation, 
that  bring  the  time  to  1861  or  3,  but  they  are  not 
endowed  by  p.ist  fiilfiUmont, 


SECTION  V. 
Three  and  a  Half  Times— 1243.  1451,  1708,  1810. 
Tbo  word  time  is  used  as  a  prophetic  measure  of  years 
in  the  seventh  and  twelfth  chaptei-s  of  Daniel,  and  in 
the  twelfth  chapter  of  Revelation ;  it  is  synonymous 
with  the  term  year,  as  we  find  by  reference  to  Daniel 
iv.  16.  As  it  is  nsed  by  the  symbolic  prophets,  in  prefer- 
ence to  the  term  year,  there  must  be  some  reason  tor  it, 
and  that  reason  consists  in  the  peculiarity  of  the  year  it 
represents.  We  saw  that  the  seventy  weeks  represented 
seven  kinds  of  year,  as  360,  411?,  420,  430,  480,  490, 
and  530  yeaiB.  Now,  these  3  J  times  must  coincide  with 
one  of  tliese  kinds  of  years.  Indeed,  it  seems,  that  there 
are  four  classes  of  great  years  of  years :  First,  the  day 
year  of  years,  consisting  of  360  yeai-s,  represented  by 
days;  second,  the  week  year  of  years,  represented  by  53 
weeks  of  yeare ;  third,  the  month  year  of  yeai'S,  or  43 
months ;  and  the  year  year  of  years,  or  360  yeai«  X  360 
years.  Now,  before  fulfillment  of  the  three  and  a  half 
times  transpires,  it  is  impossible  to  determine  with  cer- 
tainty what  kind  was  intended  by  the  prophet ;  but,  when 
a  fulfillment  of  them  is  seen  in  part,  the  whole  fulfillment 
is  easily  calculated.  We  shall  now  take  up  these  times, 
and  give  a  twice-doubled  interpretation  of  them.  It  ia 
obvious,  that  as  the  seventy  weeks  bad  a  twice  'I'l"'-'"!! 
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exposition,  and  that,  as  one  pair  of  these  applied  to  the 
civil  department  of  Israel,  and  tho  other  to  the  spiritual, 
60,  also,  these  times  may  be  interpreted,  -  In  the  seventh 
chapter  of  Daniel,  and  in  the  tweltth  of  lievelation,  tho 
times  are  plainly  applicable  to  spiritual  matters;  and  in 
the  twelitli  of  Daniel,  they  refer  to  civil  matters  prima- 
rily. As  the  spiritual  lengths  of  the  seventy  weeks 
differ  from  civil  time,  so  will  tho  len^^tiis  of  times  also 
differ.     We  shall  first  interpret  their  spiritual  lengths. 

Paragraph  Z 


1.  360  being  one  form  of  the  symbolic  times,  or  years 
of  yeara,  if  we  multiply  it  by  3^,  we  have  ISfJO  yeara. 
If  to  this  we  add  Sabbatic  time,  or  one  seventh,  we  shall 
have  1440.  Then,  as  360=133,496  days,  or  364x364, 
1440  will  equal  529,934 days,  or  1451  years  and  IT  days. 

3.  As  411?  are  another  Ibrm  of  symbolic  j-ear,  if  we 
multiply  tliis  by  3i,  wc  again  have  1440.  Then,  as 
360=132,496, 1440  will  equal  529,984  days. 

3.  As  430  is  another  form  of  70  weeks,  or  a  time,  and 
as  this  is  equal  to  151,434  days,  or  133,496  plus  ono 
seventli  of  it,  and  as  3J  times  430=1470,  then  1470 
will  equal  again  1451  years  17  days. 

4.  As  364  yeai'S  are  a  time,  or  year  of  years,  if  we 
add  Sabbatic  time  to  it,  we  have  416,  Then,  multiply- 
ing this  snm  b)'  3^,  we  shall  have  1456  yeai-s.  Then, 
multiplying  this  sani  by  364  days,  the  number  in  the 
sacred  year,  we  have  529,984  days,  or  1451  yeai-s  and 
17  days.  In  the  same  way  we  may  deduce  1243  years 
and  277  days,  as  the  value  of  the  3.^  times. 

Kow,  as  the  little  horn,  or  empire  chnrch  in  Europe, 
was  to  domineer  over  tho  church  529,984  days,  and 
for  1243  yeara  and  277  days,  and  as  this  domination 
ceased,  in  part,  at  the  United  States,  these  daj's  mast 
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enrl  thoro.  Now,  as  this  domination  began  on  the 
19l:!i  of  Juna,  325,  and  as  from  that  time  to  tlie  4tlj  of 
July,  1776,  was  exactly  539,984  days,  it  is  evident  that 
liera  is  a  I'u !  fill  men  t,  shown  on  a  great  scale,  in  part,  and 
that  a  part  remains  yet  to  be  realized. 

Again ;  as  the  thi-ee  and  a  half  times  of  the  woman  in 
the  wilderness,  began  also  at  the  same  date,  her  time  of 
deliverance,  also,  began  to  end  where  the  1451  years 
ended ;  tiiat  ia,  at  the  rise  of  our  conntry,  July  4th,  177(5. 

Paragraph   II. 

First  Length. — 1,  As  70  weeks,  or  490  yeare,  are  a 
year  of  yeai-s,  or  a  time,  3J  timi^,  tins  eqnals  1715  years. 
Then,  as  490  equals  48S  yeai-s,  1715  will  equal  1708. 
490  is  equal  to  488,  because  360  equals  366,  and  as  by 
conscqnenco,  480  will  equal  48S,  and  480  and  490  are 
equal  to  each  other. 

3.  480X3.^=1689.  Then,  as  330=366,  1680  will 
equal  1708  yeai-s. 

Second  Length. — 1.  Seventy  weelcs  are  equal  to  520 
yeara,  and  520,  multiplied  by  Z\,  equals  1820,  Now, 
multiply  tins  by  2,  and  divide  by  366,  and  we  have 
1810  yeara  and  30  days.  Tiie  reason  for  this  ia,  that  2 
is  the  difiei-ence  between  a  year  of  364  parts,  and  one  of 
366 ;  and  the  1830  yeai-s  ai'e  years  of  364  days  long, 
and  these  are  to  be  reduced  to  years  of  866  days.  We 
liave  an  example  of  the  pi-opriety  of- this  mode  of  redac- 
tion in  the  70  weeks.  There  it  was  seen,  that,  by  adding 
Sabbath  time  to  520,  wo  had  606j  yeara,  and  multiply- 
ing it  by  2,  and  dividing  by  366,  we  obtainwl  603  years 
and  1383  days.  Indeed,  if  we  multiply  this  by  3,  we 
obtain  1810  yeara  and  30  days. 

2.  We  saw  that  the  70  weeks  were  just  eqna!  to  60SJ 
years,  by  the  addition  of  Sabbath  time.     Now,  if  we 
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eubtraet  Sabbarti  time  from  it,  we  hure  517i  years  aa 
tlie  length  of  a  "  time."  Then  multiplying  tliis  sum  by 
SJ,  we  have  just  1810  years,  or  1810  years  and  20 
days.  These  times  are  evidently  to  be  dated,  according 
to  Daniel  xii.,  at  the  overthrow  of  Judea  by  tbe  fiomans. 
They  will,  therefore,  naturally  begin  at  the  last  pasaover, 
and  the  last  daily  sacrifice  Now,  the  last  daily  sacrifice 
was  on  the  17th  of  Panemus,  oi  189th  day  of  A.  D.  68, 
and  j'nst  1708  yeare  after  that  date,  exactly,  a  Christian 
nationality  arose,  answeiinj;  to  the  Israel  restored  de- 
scribed by  the  liteial  piophets  Fi-om  A.  D.  68,  and 
189th  day,  to  July  4th,  1776,  woB  exactly  1708  yeare. 
So  that  the  three  and  a  iialf  times  began  to  be  fulfilled  at 
that  point.  Again ;  if  we  date  the  other  length  of  the 
times  at  the  last  passovor,  or  97th  day  of  A.  D.  68,  we 
are  carried  down  to  A.  B.  1878,  and  117th  day. 


SECTION  VI. 

TwENTr-THBEB    IIuNDRED   EvKNINCi    Mo>tNIKG9. 

PaTagrapk  I- 

Daniel  viii.  "  How  long  shall  be  tlio  vision  concern- 
ing the  daily  sacrifice,  and  the  transgression  of  deso- 
lation, to  give  both  the  sanctiiai'y  and  the  host  to  be 
trodden  under  foot?  And  he  said  unto  me.  Unto 
two  thousand  and  three  hundred  morning  evenings,  then 
shall  the  sanctuary  be  cleansed." 

"  And  the  vision  of  the  evening  and  the  morning 
which  was  told,  is  tme ;  wherefore  shut  thou  up  the  vis- 
ion :  tor  it  shall  be  for  many  days."  "  By  him  the  place 
of  his  sanctuary  was  cast  down ;  and  an  host  was  given 
him  against  the  daily  sacrifice,  by  reason  of  transgres- 
sion."    "  And  shall  destroy  the  migiity  and  the  Jioly 
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people."  This  propliecy  is  found  in  one  of  the  four 
prophetic  hlsioriea  of  the  world  related  by  Daniel.  Ac- 
companied with  the  application  of  it,  by  Christ,  to  thi 
destfuction  of  the  temple,  and  the  long  captivity  of  hia 
people  and  the  Jews,  together  with  its  literal  fulfillment 
in  these  events,  its  meaning  can  not  be  mistaken.  The 
casting  down  of  the  sanctnaiy  is  synonymous  with  the 
burning  of  the  temple,  and  the  tailing  away  of  the 
daily  sacrifice,  with  tlie  cessation  of  national  wor- 
ship; but  in  speaking  of  the  treading  of  the  sanctuary 
and  the  host  under  foot  for  many  days,  the  reference  is 
plainly  to  the  long  humiliation  of  the  two  departments  of 
tlie  nationality  of  God's  Israel.  The  sanctuary  and  the 
host  are  metonymie  figures  for  the  Hebrew  church  and 
state  ;  the  sanctuary  signifies  the  churcii,  and  the  host 
the  commonwealth  of  Israel.  Tiie  closing  of  the  sanc- 
tuary at  the  end  of  the  2300  days,  repi-esents  the  removal 
of  the  desolator  that  polluted  it ;  and  can  not  refer  to  the 
temple  as  a  house,  because  it  does  not  exist,  and  no  men- 
tion is  made  of  its  rebuilding;  but  a  cleansing  of  some- 
thing, still  being,  is  mentioned,  and,  therefore,  it  mnst 
signify  the  trae  system  of  divine  worship,  purified  frem 
the  control  of  secular  authority ;  in  other  words,  a  free 
cbureh.  The  2300  moniing  evenings  are  rendered  in 
two  ways  by  our  translators,  one  of  which  is  the  above, 
and  the  other  is  by  the  term  days.  But  the  former  ia 
the  most  literal  meaning  of  the  passage,  and  the  latter  is 
more  of  an  inferential  character.  The  daily  sacrifice, 
mentioned  so  often,  because  a  real  measure  of  Hebrew 
time,  as  it  never  ceased ;  and,  for  the  same  reason,  the 
double  sacrifice  on  each  Sabbath,  and  the  hebdomadal  eae- 
rifice  every  two  months,  conjoined  with  the  daily,  made 
their  aggregate  number  a  most  accurate  reed  ibr  tlie 
ineasnrement  of  solar  time.  It  required  two  lambs  to 
constitute  one  sacrifica,  or  to  equal  one  day ;  for  one  was 
40 
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eaciificed  in  the  moming,  and  the  otSier  in  the  evening; 
and  on  every  Sabbath  they  killed  ibur  lambs ;  and  at  the 
beginning  of  every  month  seven  more  were  added ;  and 
the  year,  according  to  Moses,  (says  Oalmet)  was  just  13 
months,  and  contained  52  Sabbaths ;  and,  as  two  lambs 
made  but  one  sacrifice,  there  were  52  and  42,  or  94,  more 
sacrifices  than  there  were  days  in  a  year. 

It  wouhl  be  an  endless  task  to  review  all  the  fanciful 
expositions  given  to  these  days.  Those  who  fix  upon 
606  as  the  epoch  from  whence  the  1260  days  are  to  begin, 
are  brought  down  to  1866  ;  and  tliey  subtract  this  from 
2400  days,  the  reading  of  the  seventy,  and  are  thus  car- 
ried back  to  the  thii-d  year  of  Cyrus,  when,  instead  of 
desti'uction  to  Israel  and  the  temple,  we  find  them  just 
rfeing  from  ruin.  Deserting  this  period,  therefore,  they 
seek  to  prove  that  2300  days  is  an  improper  rendering 
of  the  passage,  and  tbllow  the  reading  of  Jerome,  or 
3200  days,  and  this  brings  them  to  A.  C.  334.  But 
this,  though  the  epoch  of  Alexander,  is  not  an  epoch  of 
the  destruction  of  Jerusalem  and  the  casting  down  of  the 
sanctuaiy,  and,  therefore,  it  is  utterly  impossible  to  date 
these  days  at  334,  A.  0.  It  is  very  remarkable,  that 
expositors  should  not  here  have  seen,  and  given  up  their 
error,  after  such  plain  disagreement  between  their  epochs 
and  that  so  plainly  stated  by  scripture.  If  they  subtract 
1866  from  2300,  they  are  as  deep  in  trouble  as  ever ;  for 
that  lands  them  at  434,  A.  C,  at  which  time  the  sanctu- 
ary and  the  host  still  stood  in  glorious  majesty.  Yet  all 
affirmed  that  the  2300  and  the  1260  days  ended  together, 
in  tlie  freedom  of  Israel,  and  in  this  they  are  plainly  sus- 
tained by  the  test.  There  is  not  the  least  agreement 
between  these  expositions  and  the  prophecy  :  the  epochs 
they  choose  for  beginning  the  daj's,  is  one  directly  at 
variance  with  the  prophecy,  and  the  facts  which  fulfilled 
it.     Nothing  can  be  plainer  to  mankind,  since  the  fall  of 
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1,  tfian  that  the  prophecy  and  the  2300  days 
are  pinned  down  to  that  epoch  as  strongly  as  language 
can  convey  meaning,  without  mentioning  names  and 
times  right  out,  in  full  and  minute  detail.  No  fall  of 
Jerusalem  and  a  long  captivity  evei'  occurred  after  the 
prophecy,  hut  the  one  in  A .  D.  68 ;  and  the  fal!  and  ca.p- 
tivity  were  to  continue  from  that  pei'iod,  says  the  angel, 
for  2300  mornings  and  evenings.  To  begin  the  days 
then,  before  the  captivity  and  casting  down  of  the  sane- 
tnaiy,  is  flatly  to  contradict  the  angel,  who  says  they 
begin  there.  Another  mode  of  interpreting  the  prophecy, 
is  that  adopted  by  the  book  of  Maccabees,  which  refers 
the  days  to  tlie  profanation  of  the  temple  by  Epiphanes, 
But  while  some  men  agree  with  it,  it  is  so  obvious  that 
this  profanation  does  not  coincide  with  any  two  features 
of  the  prophecy,  that  the  exposition  must  be  considei'ed 
an  extravagance ;  for,  when  a  prophecy  is  fulfilled,  it 
coincides  with  hiatoiy  in  ail  points,  with  exactitude; 
which  was  not  the  case,  in  that  simple  pollution  of  tho 
altar  and  temple. 

It  being  agreed  on  all  sides,  that  the  three  and  a  half 
times  and  2300  days  must  end  together,  and  the  scrip- 
tures equally  as  clearly  placing  their  beginnings  together, 
it  follows,  inexorably,  that  they  are  of  equal  lengths  when 
reduced  to  solar  time,  and  if  three  and  a  half  times  and 
1290  days  equal  1708  years,  and  refer  to  the  restoration 
of  a'  free  church  and  Christian  or  Hebrew  commonwealth, 
the  2300  morning  evenings  must  equal  1708  yeai-s  also. 

Paragraph  II. 

Having  seen  that  the  daily  sacrifice,  from  its  nature 
and  associations,  was  a  measure  of  Hebrew  time,  and 
that  it  is  so  nsed  by  the  angel,  and  that  2300  morning 
evenings  ai'e  equal  to  1290  and  1260  days,  and  tiiat 
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there  were  188  more  lambs,  or  9i  more  daily  eacriflcea 
tlian  tliGi'c  wem  days  in  the  jcai-,  we  must  subtract  this 
difterencB  from  thu  2300  days,  and  the  i-esiilt  will  be  in 
solar  time  (taking  a  day  as  a  yoar,  as  hitherto,)  he  equal 
to  that  oi'  the  three  and  a  halt  times,  &c. 

The  redaction  2300x94=180,796,800,000  tenth  sec- 
onds, and  divided  by  a  solar  year,  or  315,569,377  tenth 
seconds,  equals  591  yeai-s,  343  days,  8  minutes,  49/^ 
seconds.  Subtracting  this  suralVom  2300,  and  consider- 
ing these  2300  as  yeais  of  343  days,  and  wc  have  1708 
years  remainder;  or,  considering  them  as  solar  years, 
and  we  liave  1708  yeai-s  and  23  days.  Dating  one  of 
these  at  the  189th  day  of  68  A.  D.,  or  at  the  cessation 
of  the  daily  sacrifice,  and  we  have  1770,  July  4th  ;  and 
snbtracting  the  other  fi-om  July  4th,  or  1776  and  189th 
day,  we  are  carried  back  to  68,  A.  D.,  167th  day,  or  to  the 
month  Sivan,  when  the  great  mount  was  built  around 
the  city,  which  wrought  its  destruction.  These  days 
have  another  interpretation,  which  ends  between  this 
and  1878,  or  about  1861—5. 


SECTION  VII. 


Tall  and  Bise  op  thu  Wesi'Ern  Empirj! — Oke  Tmno  of  a  Day 
AND  Oke  Third  of  a  Night. 
These  are  predicted  in  the  eighth  chapter  Revelation, 
and  under  tiie  fourth  trumpet.  The  fall  of  the  Westera 
empire,  was  to  continue  for  one  third  of  a  day  and  on" 
third  of  a  night,  or  for  two  thirds  of  a  symbolic  day 
According  to  the  analogy  of  symbols,  this  may  repttiseti 
a  year,  and  that  year  may  again  represent  a  year  a/ 
years.  Now,  as  a  year  of  years  is  equal  to  488  j&itt 
two  thirds  of.  this  will  equal  325J  years.  Now,  the  fad 
of  the  Western  empire,  under  Augustus,  took  plae<> 
some  time  between  470  and  476.     Mr.  Gibbon  says  tho 
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date  is  uncertain.  "VVo,  however,  tnow  that  ifc  was 
restored,  and  that  Charlemagne  wa3  crowned  at  Home, 
on  Christmas  day,  7i)9.  Subtract,  theretbre,  325J-  from 
this,  and  we  are  carried  back  to  47i,  and  to  the  latter 
part  of  the  year. 

SECTION  VIII. 
Five  Moxths — Duration  of  toe  Saracenic  Intasions. 
"  Their  power  was  to  hurt  men  five  uionths."  The 
attacks  of  the  Saracens  npon  the  Eoman  empire,  are  to 
be  dated  after  the  death  of  Mahomet,  in  533  or  3.  Now, 
as  43  months  equal  threeandahalf  times,  or  1708  yeai-s, 
then  5  months  equal  203^  yeare.  Dating  this  at  632J, 
and  we  are  brought  down  to  835  or  6,  Again,  as  43 
piontlia  equal  1810  yeara,  5  months  equal  215|  yeara, 
and  this  lands  ns  in  849.  At  tliis  epoch,  the  Saracens 
were  defeated  in  their  invasion  of  Italy ;  and  this  was  the 
last  of  their  distnrbance  of  the  Eoman  territories.  The 
great  difficulty  of  obtaining  correct  datts  in  Sai-acenic 
history,  prevents  gi'eat  accuracy  in  fulfillment  being 
seen.  The  five  months  may  have  three  other  lengths: 
one  of  about  183  years,  another  of  173,  and  another  of 
148  years,  

SECTION  IX. 
Pas- — IIo  Dit — Month — Ye  Aft. 
Duration  of  Turkey. — "An  hour  and  a  day,  and  a 
month  and  a  yeai',  to  slay  the  third  part  of  men."  Tiiia 
Bum  makes  391j'j  days.  "And,  as  300=488,  Zn-^^=iZQ 
years  and  29  days.  Mr.  Gibbon  dates  the  true  epoch  of 
the  T\iricish  empire  in  1299  and  1326.  He  says,  "It 
was  on  the  27th  of  July,  in  tJie  year  1299,  A.  D.,  that 
Othman  first  invaded  tlie  territory  of  Nicomedia ;  and 
the  singuiar  accuracy  of  the  date  seems  to  disclose  some 
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foresight  of  the  rapid  and  destnietive  growth  of  the  mou 
Bter."  The  conquest  of  Brusa,  wliich  became  the  capi- 
tal in  1326,  ia,  possibly,  an  epoch  at  wliich  to  date  the 
day,  month,  and  year.  The  first  attack  of  the  power  on 
the  east,  would  eeem  the  most  proper  epoch  at  which  to 
begin.  If  we  date  oa  the  27th  July,  1299,  we  are  car- 
ried down  to  September,  183&.  It  was  in  this  month, 
on  the  14th  day,  that  the  treaty  of  Adrianople  was 
made,  which  resulted  in  the  loss  of  a  great  portion  of  the 
empire.  Greece  was  fully  separated  from  it,  and  much, 
aho,  was  ceded  to  Enssia,  and  the  destmction  of  Turkey 
folly  began.  If  we  date  the  530  yeai-9  at  the  establish- 
ment of  the  capita!  at  Brusa,  about  132i,  5,  or  6,  wo  are 
brought  to  A.  D.  1855, 6,  or  7  ;  otherwise,  to  1861.  But 
another  length  of  the  day,  month,  and  year,  is  also 
found.  Tlius,  if  43  months  equal  1810  yeai-a,  391  yeai'S 
will  equal  651  years  and  271  days.  Dating  these  in 
1397,  July  Q7th,  and  we  are  carried  fovwai-d  to  1861. 
Moeh  dieerepauey  exists  among  historians,  as  to  the  time 
when  Bmsa  became  the  capital  of  Turkey,  some  placing 
it  as  late  as  1328,  and  others  as  early  as  1393.  The  fall 
of  Turkey  is  certain,  but  the  time  is  uncertain,  though  it 
can  hardly  be  placed  beyond  1861. 


SECTION  X. 
Synopsis  of  Days,  Months,  and  Times. 
1,  The  1360  days,  43  months,  and  spiritual  3J  times, 
are  equal  to  1451  years  and  17  days,  and,  also,  to  1243 
years  and  277  days.  They  meaam-e  the  duration  of 
churcli  and  state  union,  from  June  ISth;  335,  and  from 
532,  October  1st,  and  ended  the  4th  of  July,  1776,  whea 
church  and  state  union  began  to  cease,  on  a  most  esteu- 
Bive  scale.    The  end  of  this  union  is  not  complete,  nor

wilJ  it  be  till  tliQ  end  of  the  Greek  clmrcli  and  Russia. 
Tiio  Komai),  and,  perhaps,  the  English  church,  will  falJ 
before  Russia  does.  The  period  is,  doubtless,  very  close 
at  hand,  but  we  can  not  be  certain  in  what  year ;  yet  we 
may  look  for  it  soon, 

2.  The  seenlar  three  and  a  half  times  are  equal 
to  1810  yeai-8  and  also  to  1810  years  and  30  days; 
and,  also,  to  1708  years.  Dating  thene  severally,  at 
the  last  paseover,  14tb  of  Nisan,  or  97th  day  of 
A.  D.  68,  and  the  firat  victory  over  the  Jews  or  117tli, 
or  120t!i,  and  the  17th  of  Panemus,  or  189th  day,  when 
the  daily  sacrifice  ceased,  and  we  are  cari'ied  forward 
to  the  4th  clay  of  July,  1776,  and  the  ll7th  day  of 
A.  D.  1878. 

3.  Tlie  1390  days  are  equal  to  1708  years,  and,  also, 
1707  years  314  days.  Dating  one  of  these  on  the  Sth 
of  Elul,  or  239ch  day  of  68,  A.  D.,  and  the  other,  at 
the  189th  day,  or  17th  of  Panemus,  and  we  are  brought 
down  to  the  4th  of  July,  1776. 

4.  The  1335  days  are  equal  to  1809  yeais  and  244 
days.  Dating  these  from  the  setting  up  of  the  desola- 
tor,  on  the  8th  of  Elul,  or  the  day  ol'  the  burning  of  Je- 
rusalem, or  the  339th  day  of  A.  D.  68,  and  we  are  car- 
ried down  to  the  117th  day  of  1878.  Thus,  do  the  SJ- 
times,  and  1290,  and  1335  days,  end  in  the  very  same 
years,  and  on  the  very  same  days  in  those  years.  "Within 
twenty-six  yeai-s,  than,  from  the  date  we  are  writing,  the 
most  awful  tragedies  ever  imagined  will  be  realized  by 
the  world !  The  scene  is  too  vast  and  terrible  to  dwell 
upon ;  its  realiaation  will  be  enough,  without  any 
description. 
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We  have,  in  this  dlscoveiy,  shown  the  following 
things: 

Fii'st,  That  the  seventy  weeks,  nor  any  other  symbolic 
period,  had  never  been  covrectiy  inteqjreted.
